Ahyoubaſe 
minded wretches, are yourthoughts ſo decpely bemyred in the: trade of ordinacic

down thy ſelfe. Thereſhe fate, vouchſafing my cloake (then moſt gorgeous) ynder 
her : at yonder riſing of the ground ſhe turned her ſelfe, looking backe toward her 
woontedabode,and becauſe of her parting , bearing much ſorrow in her eyes, the 
lighrſomnefle whereof had yer ſo naturall a checrefulneſſe, as it made cucn ſorrow 
ſceme to ſmile; at that turning thee ſpaketo ys all, ng the cherric of her lips, 
and Lord how greedily mine cares did feed ypon the {weet words ſheyrrered ? And 
here ſhelaide her hand ouer thine eyes, when ſhe ſaw the teares ſpringing in them, 
as it ſhe would conceale them from other , and yer her ſelfe feele ſome'\of thy ſor- 
row : But woc is me, yonder, yonder, did (hee put her foote into the boate, at that 
inſtant, as it were diuiding her heaueuly beautie, berweene the earth and the ſca. 
But when ſhe was imgbarked,did you not marke how the windes whiſtled, and the 
ſeas daunc't for ioy ? how the ſaylesdid {well with pride,and all becauſe they had /- 
rania ? O Vrania,bleſſed be thou Y7an1a,the ſweeteſt fairneſle, 8 faireſt ſweetneſle : 
with thatword his yoice brake ſo with ſobbing, that he could ſay no further 5 and 
Claius thus anſwered, Alas my Strephon ( (aid hee) what needes fLis Skore to recken 
vp onely our loſſes ? What doubt isrhere, but that the ſigh of this place doth call 
our thoughts to appeare at the courr ofafteion, held by that racking ſteward, Re- 
membrance ? Alwell may ſheepe forget to feate when they ſpic Wolues, as we can 
miſe ſuch fancies, when weſce anie place made happic by her treading. Who can 
chooſe that ſaw her,but thinke where ſhe ſtayed,where ſhe walkt,whereſheturned, 
where ſhe ſpoke ? But what isall this ? truely no more, butas this place ſerucd vs to 
thinke of thoſe things,ſo thoſe things ſerue as places ro call to memorie more cx- 
cellent matters. No,no,let vs thinke with conſideration,and conſider with acknows- 
ledging,and acknowledge with admiration, & admire with loue, and loue with io 

in the midſt of all woes: let vs in ſuch ſort thinke, I ſay, that ourpoorecy:s were 74 
inriched as to behold,and our low hearts ſo exalted as to loue a maide, who is ſuch, 
that as the greateſt thivg the world can ſhew, is her beautie, ſo the leaſt ching thar 
may be praiſed in her, is herbcautic. Certainly as her cyc-lids arc more plcalant to 
bchold,then two white Fiddes climbing vp a faire tree, and browſing on his tendreſt 
branches,and yetare nothing , comparcd ro rhe day-ſhining ſtarres contayned in 
them; and as her breath is more ſweet then agentle South-weſt wind, which comes 
creeping ouer flownie fields and ſhadowed waters in theextreame heate of Summer, 
and yet is nothing, compared tothe honey flowing ſpeech that breath doth carrie : 
no more all that our eyes can ſee of her ( —_ win they hauc ſcene her, whar 
elſerhey ſhall cuer ſee is bur drie ſtubble after clouers grafle) is to bee matched with 
the flocke of vnſpeakeable vertues,laid PER—_ in that beſt builded fold.

Atlengrh ope- 
ning his eyes, he gaue a greargroan,{ adolefullnorebut a pleaſantdirtie)for by thar, 
found not onely life, bue ftrengrhy of life in him, They therefore continuedon 
their charitable office, yarill(his ſpirits being well rerurned,)he(withour ſo muchas

Sea,than to abide the hot crueltic of thefire : and that therefore though they both 
had abandoned the ſhip,rhat he was(if any where)in that courſe to be mer withall, 
They ſtcared therefore as neere thirher-ward as rhey could : but when they came ſo 
necre as their eyes were full maſters of the obie@, they ſaw a ſight full of pircous 
ſtrangeneſſe:aſhip,or rather the carkaſſe of the ſhip,or rather ſome few bones of the 
carkafſe,hulling there, part broken, part burned, part drowned : deach-hauing yſed 
more than one dart to that deſtrution. About it floted great ſtore of veric rich 
things, and many cheſts which might promiſe no leſſe. And amidſt the precious 
things were a number of dead bodies, which likewiſe did not onely teſtific both cle- 
ments violence, but that the chiefe violence was growne of humane inhumanitic: 
for their bodies were full of grifly wounds,and their blood had(as it were)filled the 
wrinklesof the Seas _ : which it ſeemed the Sea would nor waſh away, that it 
might witneſſe it is not alwaies his fault, when wecondemne his cruelcy. In ſumme, 
a defeate, where the conquered kept both field and ſpoile : aſhipwrack without 
ſtorrae or ill footing : and a waſt of fire inthemidlt of the water. 

Butalittle way off they ſaw the maſt, whoſe pou height now lay a long like a 
widdow hauing loſt her make ofwhom ſhe held her honour: but ypon the malt they 
ſaw a young man(atlcaſt ifhe were a man) bearing ſhew of about cightceneyearesof 
age,who ſate(as on horſebacke)hauing nothing ypon him bur his ſhirr,which bei 
wrought with blew ſilke and gold, had a kind of reſemblance to the Sea: on whic 
the Sunne(then neere his Weſternc home)did ſhoore ſome of his beames. His haire 
(which the young man of Greece yſed to weare yerie long) was ſtirred yp & downe 
with the wind, which ſeemed to haue a ſport to play with it, as the Sea had to kifle 
his feete; himſelfe full of admicable beauric, ſer foorth by the ſtrangeneſſe both of 
his ſeat & geſture: for,holding his head vp full of yamoued maieſtic,he helda ſword 
aloft with his fairc arme, which often he waued abour his crowne, as though he 
would threaten the world in' that extremitie. But the fiſhermen , when they 
came ſo necre him,thar it was timeto throweouta rope, by which hold they might 
draw him,thcir fimplicitie bred ſuch amaſement , and their amaſement Cuch ſuper- 
ſition, that (aſſuredly thinking it was ſome God begotten betweene Neptune and 
Venus, that had made all this terrible ſlaughter ) as they went vnderfaile by him, 
held vptheir hands and made their prayers. Which when cH#ſidorus ſaw,though 
he werealmoſt as much rauiſhed with ioy, as they with aſtoniſhment, he leapt ro 
the Mariner ,and tooke the cord out of hishand and ( ſaying,doeſt thou liue , and 
art well ? who anſwered, thou canſt cell beſt ſince moſt of my well being ſtands in 
thee, )threw it out, but alreadic the ſhip was paſt beyond Pyrocles : and therefore 
Hſidorus could doe no more but perſwadethe Mariners to caſt abour againe, aſ- 
ſuring chem that hewas but a man,alchough of moſt diuine excelleacies, and pro» 

cat rewards forthcirpaine, | 

And now they were alrcadic come ypon the ſtajes; whenone of theſailers deſcri- 
eda Galley which came with ſailes and oares direQly in the chaſe of them z and 
ſtreight perceiued ir was a well knowenPirare, who hunted not onely for goods bur 
for bodies of mcn , which he employed cither ro be his Galley flaues, or roſell ar 
the beſt market. VVhich when the Maſter ynderſtood, he commaunded foorthwith 
to ſer onall the canuaſle they could, andflye homeward, leaning in thatſorrt poore 

Pyrocles ſo necre to bereſcued. But whar did nor Muſidorus ſay ? whatdid he nor 
offer to perſwadethemto venture the fight ? Bur feare ſtanding ar the gates of their 
carcs,put backeall perſwaſions: ſo that he had nothing wherewith to accompanic

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Pyrocles but his ciess not to ſuccourhim, bur his wiſhes. Therefore praying for him, 
and NS que. 24 that way, he ſaw the Galley leaue chepurſuiteof . ney 
rurneto take yp the ſpoiles of the otherwracke : & laſtly he might well ſee them lift 
vp the young man 3and alas (ſaid he to himſelfe) deare Pyrocles,ſhall that bodie of 
thine be cachoined] ſhall thoſe yiRorioushands of thine be commanded tobaſeof- 
fices? ſhall vertue become aflauero thoſe thar beſlaues to viciouſnes ? Alas, bertcr 
had ir bin thou hadſt ended nobly thy noble daycs: whar death is ſocuillas yrwor- 
thy ſcruitude ? Bur thatopinion ſooneceaſed, when he ſaw the Galley ſerting ypon 
anotherihip, which held long 8 ſtrong fighe wirh her : for then he begana hes 
feate the life of his friend, 8 to wiſh well co the Pyrates whom beforche hatcd,leaſt 
in chcirrcuinche otganl h. Bur the fiſhermen made ſuch ſpeed into thehauen, 
thar: they abſented. his cyes from bcholding theifſue:where being entred, he could 

ocure neither them, nor any other as then to pur themſclues into the ſea : ſo that 
being as full of ſorrow for being ynabletodoe any thing,as yoid of counſcithow to 
do anicthing,befides, that ſickenes grew ſomthing vpon him, the honeſt ſhepheards 
Strephon 8 Clatus (who bcing them(ſclues true friends, did the more perfeQly iudge. 
the 1uſtneſſe of his forrow)adaiſe him,that heſhould nutigate ſomwhat of his woc, 
fince he had gotten an amendment in fortune, being come from aflured perſwafion 
of his death, ro haue no cauſe to deſpaire of his lite : as one that had lamented the 
death of his ſheepe,ſhould after know they werebur ſtrayed, would receiue pleaſure 
though readily he: knew not where to finde them. | 

Now fir (aid they) rhus for our ſclues it iss Veare in profeſsion but ſhepheards, 
and inthis countricof Laconia littlebetter then'ſtrangers, and therefore neyther in 
skill,nor abiltic ofpower greatly ro ſtead you. But what wecan preſent ynto you 
is this: Arcadia, of which country wecare, 'is but alittle way hence; and cuen vpon 
the next confines theredwelleth a Gentleman;by:name Kalander, who youchſa 
much fauour vntoys : A man who for his hoſpitalitic is-ſo much haunted, that no 
newes ſtirre,bur come to his cares; for his yprighr dealing ſo beloucd of his neigh- 
bours,thathe hath manie cuer readie to doe him their yrrermoſt ſeruice,and by the 
great good will our Prince beares him, may ſoone obraine che vſc of his nameand 
credite,which hath a principall (way, not onelyic his owne Arcadia,burt in all theſe 
countries of Peloponneſyus : and (which is worttral) all theſe things giue him not ſa 
much power,as his nature giues himwillto benefir. ſo thatit ſeemes no Muſicke is | 
ſo ſweet to hiscareas deſerued thanks. To him we will bring you,& there you may 
retouer againe your health, wichout which you cannot be ableto make any diligent 
ſearch for your fricnd': and therefore you muſt labour for ir. : Beſides , wee ate ſure 
the comfort of curtelie,and eaſe of wiſe counſell ſhall not be wanting. » --/; 

Muſidorus ( who belides he was meetly vnacquainted 1n the country, had his wits 
aſtoniſhed with ſorrow) gaue caſic conſent ro that, from which hee ſaw no rea- 
* ſonrodiſagree : and therefore (defraying the Mariners witharing beſtowed vpon 
them) they tooketheit iourney rogerher through Laconia; Cluins and Srrephon by 
courſecarrying his cheſt for him, Muſ;dorws only bearing in his countenanceeundent 
markes of a ſorrowfull mind ſupported with a weake bodie, which they perceiving, 
and knowing that the yiolenceof ſorrow is norar the firſt co be ſtriuen withall:(be- 
ing like a mighticbeaſt;ſooner ramed with following, than ouerthrowne 'by with- 
ſtanding)rhey gaue way vnro it forthat day and«he next; nevier.troubling hum, ci- 
thec withas king queſtions,or finding fault with his melanctioly, bur racher firti 
to hisdolor dolorous diſcourſes of their owneand other folks misforrunc., VVh ich 
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ſpeeches,though they. had not a liuely catrance to his ſences ſhut vp in ſorrow, yer 
like onchalfe alleepehe rooke hold of much of thematrers ſpoken ynto him, ſo as 
a man may ſay,cre ſorrow was — made his thoughts beare away ſomthing 
elſe beſide his own ſorrow, which wrought ſo in him, thatar length he grew content 
tro marke their {| es,then to maruell at ſuch wir in ſhepheards, after to like their 
 companic, & laſtly to youchſafc conferance: ſo that the third day after, in the time 
thatthe morning did ſtrow roſesand yiolets in the A againſt thecom- 
ming ofthe Sunne,the Nightingales ( ſtriuing one with the other which could in 
moſt daintie yarictic recount their wrong cauſed ſorrow) made them pur off their 
ſleepe,and riſing from vndera tree (which that _ had bin their pauillion ) rhey 
went on their iourney, which by and by welcomed Muſidoru cies (wearied with the 
© waſted ſoile of Laconia) with delightfull proſpeAs.There were hills which garniſh= 
ed their proud heights with ſtately trees : humble yallics, whoſe baſe eſtate ſeemed 
' comforted with the refreſhing of filuer riuers : medowes,cnamelled with all ſorts of 
cic-pleaſing flowers: thickets,which being lined with moſt pleaſantſhade,were wit- 
neſled ſotoo, by the cheerfull diſpoſition of manie well-runcd birds: cach paſture 
ſtored with ſheep feeding with ſober ſecuritie,whilethe prettic lambes with bleating 
oratoric craued the dammes comfort : here a ſhepheards boy piping, as though he 
ſhould neuer be old: there a ponne heardeſle knitting, and withall finging,and 
it ſeemed that her voice comforted her handsto worke ,and her hands kept time to 
her yoices muſick. As for the houſes of the countrey( for manic houſes came ynder 
their eye) they were all ſcattered,no two being one by th'other, and yet nor ſo farre 
off as that it barred muruall ſuccour :a ſhew, as it were, of an een pane ſolitari» 
nefſe,and of a ciuill wildenes. I pray you (ſaid Muſidorws , then firſt ynſcaling his 
long (ilenr lips) what countries be theſe. wee paſſe rhrough , which are ſo diuersin 
ſhew,the one wanting no ſtore, theether hauing no ſtore bur of wane. : 
The country (anſwered Claius) where you were caſt a ſhore, and now are 
through, is Laconia, not o__ by the barrennes of the ſoile ( though 1a ir 
© notpaſsing ferrill) as by aciuill warre, whichbeing theſe two yeares within the bo- 
- wels of that eſtate, berwcene the gentlemen and the peaſants (by them named He- 
lots ) hath in this ſorr as it weredishguret thefaceof nature,and made 1tfo ynhoſpi- 
zallas now you hauc found it - the townes neithet ofthe one fide nor the other,wil- 
lingly opening their gates to ſtrangers , nor ſtrangers willingly catring for feare of 
being miſtaken, F | | | 
Bur this country (where now you ſer your foot)is Arcadia :8 cuen hardby is the 
honſe of Kalander whither we lead you : thiscountry being thus decked with peace, 
8 (the child of peace) good husbidry.Theſc houſes you ſee fo ſcattered arc of men, 
as wetwoare,thar liue ypon the commoditic of their ſheepe : and therefore in the 
diuiſion of the Arcadian eſtatcare termed ſhepheards; a happy people,wanting little, 
becauſe _ deſire not much. Vhar cauſc then ſaid Muſidorus, made yon vyenter to ' 
leaue this ſweet life, and pur your ſelfe in yonderynpleaſant & dangerous realme ? 
Guarded with pouertie (anſwered Strephon) and guided with louc. But now (faid 
Claius) ſince fac plealedyou roaske anic thing of vs whoſe baſcnes is ſuch as rhe 
yery knowledge is darkenefle : giue ys leaue to know ſomerhing of you, and of the 


yong man you ſo much lament,tharat leaſt we may be the berter inſtrued roen- 
forme pms a the berrer nora to proportion his wr roar? 

{ors (according to the agreement betweene Pyroclerand him to alter theit names 
cr Sr rr he called hunſelfe Palladine, 8 his 


friend Dajphanrw ; but till I have 
+ him 
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him againe (ſaid he) Iamindecd nothing,and therefore my ſtory is of nothingzhis 
entertainment ( ſince ſogooda man heis) cannot be ſolow as I account my eſtate, 
and in famme,che ſumme of all his curteſic may be to helpe me by ſome meanes to 
ſecke my friend. = | | 

They percciucd he was not willing to oped hirmſelfe further,8 therefore without 
further queſtioning py him to the houſe; about which they might ſee ( with 
fit nklemcdos both of the aire,the proſpeR;and the nature of the ground)all ſuch 
neceſfaric additions toa great houſe,as mightwell ſhew XKalander knew that proui- 
fion is the foundation of hoſpiralitie,& thrift the fewcll of magnificence. The houle 
it ſelfe was built of faite and ſtrong ſtone,not affeQing ſo much any extraordinaric 
kind of fineneſſc,asan honourablerepreſenting of a firme ſtarclineſſe, The lights, 
doores and ſtaires, rather direQted to the ve of the gueſt, then to the eye of the Arti- 
ficery and yetas the one chiefly heeded, ſo theother not negleRed; each place band- 
ſome without curioſitic,and homely wichout loathſomneſlc; not ſo daintie as nor to 
be trode 0n, nor yer{lubbered yp with good fellowſhipy all more laſtipg than beau- 
tifull, but that the conſideration of the exceeding laſtingneſſe made the eye belecue 
it was exceeding beautifull.The ſeruants not ſo many in number, as cleanely in ap- 
parell, 8 ſcruiccable in behauiour, reſtifying euen in their countenances, that their 
maiſter tooke aſwell care to be ſerued, as of them thac did ſerue. One of them was 
forthwith readieto welcome the ſhepheards,as men, who though they werepoore, 
their maiſter greatly fauourech8 ——_ by them, that the young man with 
them wastobe much accounted of, for that they had ſeene tokens of more then 
common greatneſſe, howſocuer now eclipſed with fortune : he ranto his maiſter, 
who came preſently forth,and pleaſantly welcomming theſhepheards,bureſpecially 
applying him ro Mwſidorus,Str hon priuatly told him all what he knew of him and 

that he found this ——_ lothtobe knowne. 

No ſaid Xa/ander(ſpeakingaloud)lam no Herald to enquire of mens pedegrees, 
ir Cufficerh me ifI know their yerruesy which ( if this young mans face be not afalſe 
witnes)do better apparel his mind;thenyou haucdone his body.VWhile he was thus 
ſpcaking,there camea boy,in (ſhew'like a Marchants prentiſe, who taking Sirephors 
by theſlecue,deliuered him a lerter, written ioindy both to him & Claims from /74- 
ia © which they no ſooner had read, but that with ſhort leaue-raking of X alander 
(who quickly | and ſmiledat rhe matrer)and once againe(though haſtily)re- 
-commending the young man vnto him,they wentaway, leauing cM uſiderius cucn 
lothto part with or the good conuerſation he had of them,and obligation he 
accounted himſelfe tied in ynto chem; and therefore, they delivering his cheſt ynto 
him,he it,and would have pteſented them with two very rich jewels, but 
they abſolutely refuſed them, telling him, that they were more then cnough rewar- 
ded inthe knowing of him,and withour harkning yaco a repply (like men whoſe 
heazts diſdained alldefires but one.) gat ſpeedily away,as if the lerter had brought 
wings ro. makethemflie, Bur by K alander ſoone iudged,thar his gueſt was 
of no nicane callingz&-rherefore the more reſpeRfylly entertaining him, Muſidorws 
found his licknes (whichthe fight, the ſca,and late rrauell had laid ypon him)grow 
F$reatly;ſorhar fearing ſome ſoddine accident, he deliuered the cheſt ro Kalander, 
which was full of moſt precious ſtones, gorgeoully and cunningly ſer in_diuctſe 
manners,defiring him/he would keepethoſe rrifles,andif he dicd, he would beſtow 
ſo much of iras was needefull, eo figd out and redeemea young man,namipg him- 
ſelfe Dajphantus, as then in thehands of Laconia Pirats. *#

Bur X alander ſeeing him faint more and more, with carcfull ſpeed conueyed him 
tothe moſt commodious lodging in his houſe: where being poſſcſt wirtan ex- 
rreame burning fcuer, hec continued ſome while with no great hope of : life: bur 

outh at lengrh got the yiQtorie of ſickneſle, ſo that in ſixe weekes the excellency of 
his returned beautic was a credible Embaſlador of his health,tothe greatioy of X4- 
Lander, who, as in this time he had by certaine friends of his, thatdwelt nearerthe 
ſea in Miſſenia,ſer forth a ſhip and a galley ro ſceke and ſuccout Diaphantac : lo at 
homedid hce omic nothing which heethought might either profit or gratifie Pal. 
ladins. 

For,hauing found in him ( beſides his bodily gifts beyond thedegree of admira- 
tion) by dayly diſcourſes, which he delighted himſelfe ro hauewith him, a mind of 
moſt excellent compoſition ( a picrcing wit quite voyd of oſtentation;, high ere&ed 
thoughts ſcatcd in a heart of courteſie,an eloquence as ſweetin the vtrering, asflow 
to come tothe vttering, a behauiour ſo noble, as gaue a maicſtie to aduerlitic * and 
all in a man whoſeage could not be aboue oneand twentie yeares ) the good olde 
man was cuen enamoured witha fatherly loue rowards him, or rather became his 
ſcruant by the bonds ſuch vertucelaid ypon him; once, heacknowledged himſelfe 
ſo to bee, by thebadge of diligent artendance. | bY: | 

Burt Palladius hauing gotten his health, 8 only ſtaying thereto be in place,where 
he might hcarcanſwere of theſhips ſer forth ; Xalander one afternoone led him a- 
broad to a wellarrayed ground he had behind his houſe, which he thought ro ſhew 
him before his going, as the place himſelfe more then in any other delighted; The * 
backſide of the houſe way neither field, garden; nor orchard; orratherir was borh 
field, garden,and orchard : for as ſoone as the deſcending of the ſtaires had deliue- 
red them downe, they came into aplace cunningly ſet with trees of the moſt raſt- 
pleaſing fruits : bur ſcarcely they had taken thar into their conſideration , bur that 
they were ſodainly ſtept into adelicate greenc, of each fideof the greene a thicker, 
and behindthe thickets againe new beds of flowers, which being vnder rhe trees, 
the trees wereto them a Pauillion, andthey to the trees a Moſaicall floore : fo that 
it ſeemed that Art therein would needs be delighfull, by counterfeyting his enemic 
Errour ad making order in confuſion. by | Wes 

In the middeſt of all the place was a faire pond,whoſe ſhaking chriſtall wasa per. 
fe& mirrour to all the otherbeauries, ſo that- it bare ſhew of two gardens; one in 
deede,the other in ſhadowes:and in oneof the thickets was a fine fountaine made 
thus:A naked Yen of white macble, wherein thegraucr had vſed ſuch curining,that 
the narural blew veines of the matble were framed in fir places,to ſet forth the beau- 
tifull yeines of her bodie. Ar het breaſt ſhe had her babe .HEreas, who ſeemed (ha+ 
uing begun to ſucke ) roleaue that,to —— fairecyes,which ſmiled ar the 
babes folly, meanc whilethe breaſt running. Hard by was a houſe of pleaſure buile 
for a ſommer retiring place,whither Xalanderleadinghim,he found a {quareroome 
full of delighrfull piQtures, made by rhe moſt excellent workman of Greece. There 
was Diana when Aeon (aw her bathing, in whofechecks the Painter had fer ſuch 
acolour as was mixt berweene ſhame and diſdaine, & one of her fooliſh Nymphes 
who weeping,and withall lowring,one might ſce the workernan meant to ſer forth 
teares of anger. In another table was Atalanta; the poſture of whoſe limmes was ſo 
liucly expreſſed, that if the eyes were only prog they bee the only ſeers, one 
would hauc ſworne the very pifture hadrun. many mo as of Helena,Omphale 
ole : but in none of them all beautic ſeemed to ſpeake ſo much as in a large _ 
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which contained a comely olde man, with a Lady of middle age, but of excellent 
beauric , and more excellent would haue bin deemed, bur that there ſtood betweene 
them a yong maide whoſe wonderfulncs tooke away all beauric from her,bur thar 
which it might ſceme ſhe gaue her back againe by her yerie ſhadow. And ſuch (liffe- 
rence (being knowne that it did indeed conneerfeit a perſon living) was there bes 
tweene her & all the other,though Goddeſles, that ir ſeemed the $kill of the Painter 
beſtowed on the other new beautie,bur thar the beautie of her beſtowed new kill of 
the Painter. Though he thought inquiſiriuenes an vncomely gueſt, hee could nar 
chooſebut aske who ſhe was,that bearing ſhew of one being indeed, could with na- 
rucall gifts goe beyond the reach of invention. Kalander an{wered,thatir was made 


| by Phrloclea,the pan daughter of his Prince, whoalſo with his wife werecon- 


taincd in thatTable: the Painter meaning to tepreſent the preſeor condition of the 
young Lady, who ſtood watched by an ouct-curious eyc of her parents; and thathe 
would alſo hauedrawne her cldeſt fiſter,efteemed her match for beautie,in herſhep- 
heardiſh attire; bur that the rude clowne her gardian would not ſuffer ic ; neither 
durſthe aske leauc of the Prince for feare of ſuſpition. Paladins perceiued that the 
matter was wrapt vp in ſome ſecrecie, and therefore would for modeſti demand no 
further , but yer his countenance could not but with dumbe cloquence defire ir: 
Which Xalander perceining; well (faid he) my deare gueſt, know your minde,and 
I will atisfieit : neither will Ldoe it like aniggardly anſwerer,going no furrher then 
the bounds of rhe queſtion, bur I wgl diſcquer vnto you , aſwell that whercin my 
knowledge is common with others,as that which by extraordinaric mcancs is deli« 
uered ynto me; knowing ſo much in you (though not long acquainted) char 1 ſhall 
finde your eares faithfull treaſurers. So thea4ittingdowne 19 two chairs, and ſom- 
times caſting his eye to the pifture, hechusſpake- 

Thiscountry Arcadia ___ the proutnces of Greece, hath cuer beene had in 
ſingular reputation; partly for the ſweernes of the ayre, and other narurall benefits, 
bur —_—_ for the well tempered mindes of the people, who ( finding that the = 
ſhining ride of glorie,ſo much by orher nations, doth indeed helpe little ro 
the happineſle of lite) arc the onely people-which as by their iuſtice and prouidence 
giue neither cauſe nor hope totheir neighbours to annoy them, ſoare they nor ſtir- 
red with falſe praiſe rotrouble others quiet; thinking it a ſmall reward for the waſt- 
ing of their ownelines in raucning, thattheir poſteririe ſhould long after ſay, they 
had doneſo. Euen the Muſes ſeeme to approuetheir good determination,by choo- 
ſing this country for their chiefe repairing place, and by beſtowing their perteQtions 
ſo largely hete,that the verie ſhepheards haue their tancies lifred to fo high con- 
ccits,as the learned of other nations are contcat both to borrow their names, 8 imi- 
tate their cunning. 

Here dwellcth and raigneth rhis Prince (whoſe piure you ſee)by name Baſilin, 
a Prince of ſufficient skill ro gouern ſo quicra country,where the good minds of the 
former Princes had ſerdowne good lawesz and the well bringing vp ofthe people 
doth ſcrueas a moſt ſure bond to hold them. Bur to be plaine with you, he excels in 
nothing ſo much, as the zcalous lone of his people,wherein he doth nor only paſſe 
all his ownefore-goers,bur as I thinke all the Princes living, Whereof the caulc is, 
that though he exceed not in the vertues which ger admiration; as depth of wiſe- 
dome,height of courage & largenes of magnificence, yer is henotable in thoſe which 
ſtirre affeftion, as truth of word, meckeneſle,curtefieqmercifulneſte,aud liberalitic. 

He being alreadie well ſtriken in yeares, married a yong Princelſe named Gynecia, 

| daugh- 
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hter to theking of Cyprus of notable beautie, as by her pitute you ſee : a wo- 
_— great wit, ._. in ck of more princely verrues than her husband ; of moſt 
yaſportdd chaſtirie, bur of ſo working a minde , and ſo vehementfpirits, asa man 
may ſay, i was happicſhe tooke a good courle , for: otherwiſe it would hauc beene 
rcrrible, | | | 
Of theſe two are brought tothe world rwodaughers,ſo beyond meaſure excel- 
lent in all the giftsallorted to reaſonable creatures, that wee may rchinke they were 
borne to ſhew, that narure is no ſtepmother to that ſexe, how much ſocuer ſome 
men (ſharpe witted only incuill ſpeaking) haue ſought todi them. The elder 
1s named Pamelay by many men not deemed inferiout to her filter : for my patt;when 
I marked them both,me choughr therewas ( if at leaſt ſuch perfe&ions may receiuc 
the word of more)more ſweetnes in Philoclea, but more tnateſtie.in Pamelz : mee 
thought loucplaid in Philocleas cies, 80 chreatnedin Pamelas : me thought Philocleas 
beaurie only perfwaded,but ſo perſwaded as all hearts muſt yeeld; Pamelz beaune 
vſcd violence,and ſuch violence asno heart could reſiſt. And ir ſeemsthar ſuch pro- 
ion is betweene their mindes : Philoclea ſo baſhfull, as th her excellencics 
ſtolne into her before ſhe was aware ſo humble, thar ſhe wilt purall pride our 
of countenance; inſumme,ſnch procecting as will ſtirre hope, but teach hopegood 
maners. Pamela of high thoughts, who anoids not pride with not knowing het ex- 
cellencies,bur by making that one of her excellencies to be yoid of pride; her. mo- 
chers wiſedome,gr e,nobilirie,bur (if I:can guefſe aright) knit with a-more 
conſtant temper. Now then,our Bafolits eltgls publikely _— to be a Prince, 
and fo happic in that happincfle,as robeabeloucd Prince,and fo in his pruate ble(- 
ſod as to haue ſo excellent a wife, and ſo ouer excellent childten, hath of late raken 
courſe, which yet makes him more {þ ofchanalt theſe blefsmgs. For, hating 
made a journey to Delphos and ſafely returned, withinſhort ſpacc he brake yp his 
Courr,and retired himſelfe, his wife's: children into a certaine forreft hereby,which 
he callerh his deferrz wherein (beſides a houſe appointed for ſtables , and lodgings 
for certaine perſons of meane calling,who doe all honfhold ſeraices)he hath buil- 
ded rwo fine lodges : in the one ofthemn himſelfe remaines with his yonger daugh- 
ter Philockea, which was the cauſe they rhree were matched dogerbir in ciav piſtre, 
without hauing any othet creature lining inthar lodgewithhim. 

Which,though it be ſtrange,yer not w—_— asthe courſc he hath caken with 
the Princeſſe Pamela,whom he hathplaced in the other lodge : but how thinke you 
accompanicd? trucly with none other bur one Dameras, the moſt arrant doltiſh 
hr I OE withour the priui of a bable,with oo wife Mio, 
and daughter Mopſa, in w no witcan deuiſe anything whetein h tea- 
ſurcher,but to exerciſe her patience, & to ſerue Sar her reſections. This 
lowrith down is ſuch, tharyon neuer ſaw ſoill-fanoureda viſar ; his behauiour ſuch, 
that he is beyond the degree of ridiculons; 8 for his apparell, cuen as I would wiſh 
him : Mo his wife, ſo-handfome a beldame, that only her face and her ſphy-foote 
hauc made heraccufed fora witch; onely onegood pointfhe hath, that fhe obſerues 
decornum,havinga froward mindein a wretched body, Between theferwo perſonages 
(who nener agreed inany humour, bur in di ing Yisiflued forth mi Mop« 
f4a,a fit woman to participate of both theirperfe&ions: bur becauſe a pleaſant fellow 
of my acquaintance ſer forth her praiſes in verſe , I wilt only repearchem and-fpare 
mine owne tongue,fince ſhe gors for awoman. The verſes ate theſc;which I have 
ſo often cauſed to be ſung, that E haue them without booke : 
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What length of werſe can ſerue brane Mopſas good to ſhow? 
When vertues ſtrange, and beauties ſuch as no man them may know: 
T hus ſhrewdly burdned then how can my Muſe eſcape? 
T he gods muſt helpe ,and precious things muit ſerne to ſhew her ſhape. - 
Like great god Saturne faire, and like faire Venus chaſte - 
As ſmooth as Pan,as Iuno _—_ Iris fac't, 
with Cupid ſhe foreſees and goes god Vulcans pace. 
Andfor a taite of all theſe gifts, [he ſteales god Momus grace, 
Her forthead Iacinth like fer cheeks of Opall hue, 
' Her twinckling eyes bedett with pearle, her lis as Saphir blew : 
Her haire like Crapal ftone,her mouth oheanenly wide : 
Her skin like burniſht gold, her hands like filwer ure wntride. 
As for her parts unknowne,which hidden ſure are beſt : 
Happy be they which well beleene, and ener ſecke thereft, 


Now truly hauing made theſe deſcriptions ynto you, me thinks = ſhould ima» 
gine that I rather mine ſome pleaſant +uiſe.chen recount a truth, that a Prince(not 
baniſhed from his owne wits) could poſſibly make ſo ynworthy a choiſe. Bur truely 
(deare gureſt ) ſoit is, that Princes (whoſe doings hauebecne often ſmoothed with 

ood ſucceſſe)rhinke nothing ſo abſurd, which they cannot make honourable. The 
Cates of his credit was by the Princes ſtrayiug out of the way,on tume hehun- 
ted, where meeting this fellow, and asking him the way; and ſo falling into other 
queſtions, he fo ſome of hisanſwers ( as adog ſure if hecould ſpeake, had wit 


.cnough todeſcribe his kennell ) not vnſenſible, and all yttered with ſuch rudeneſle, 


which lic interpreted plainneſle ( though there be great difference berweene them ) 
that Baſilis concciuing a ſodaine delight, rooke him to his Court, with apparant 
ſhew of his good opinion : where the flattering Coyggyier had no ſooner taken the 
Princes minde,but that there were ſtraight reaſons Frconfirme the Princes doing, 
and ſhadowes of vertues found for Dametas. His filencegrew wit, bluntneſle integri- 
ric,his beaſtly ignorance vertuous ſimplicitic : and the Prince ( according to the na- 
ture of great perſons, in loue with that he had done himlſelfe)fancied, thathis weake- 
neſſe with hispreſence would much be mended. And (o like a creature of his owne 


* making, he liked him more and more; and thus hauing firſt giuen him the office of 


principall heardman; laſtly, fince he tooke this ſtrange determination, he hath in a 
manner put the life of himſelfeand his children into his hands. Which authoritic 
(like too great aſailefor ſo ſmall a boat)doth ſo ouer-{way poore Dametas,that if be 
fore he werea good foole in a chamber, he might be allowed ir now in a comedic. 
ſoas Idondt me (I feare me indeed) my maſter will in the end(with his coſt) finde, 


. that his oſhice is not to make men, bur to yſe men as menare, no more then ahotſe 


will be taught to hunt, oran afſe ro manage. Bur in ſooth Iamafraide I hauegiuen 
your cares too greata ſurfer,with groſſe diſcourſes of rhat heauie peece of fleſh. But 
thezcalous gricfe T conceiue to ſee ſaſgreat an errour in my Lord, hath made me be- 
ſtow more words then [ confeſle ſo baſea ſubie&t de ; 

Thus much now thatT haue told you, 1s nothing more then in effet any Arca- 
dian knowes. Butwhat moued himto this drangetolitacinetle heh beene imparred 
(as [ thinke)bur to oneperſon liuing. My ſelfe can conieRture, and indeed morethen 
conietue by this accident that I will tell you : Ihaucan only Sonne by name Cl: 
$ophon, who is now abſent, preparing forhis owne marriage, which | meane _ 
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ſhall be here celebrated. This ſonne of mine ( while thePrince kept his Court ) was 
of his bed chamber : now ſince the breaking v thereof, rerurned home, and ſhew- 
cd me (among other things he had gathered) the copie which he had caken of a 
letcer : which whea the Prince had reade, hee had laid in a window, preſuming no 
body durſt looke in his writtings: burmy ſonnenoronly rooke a time to read ir,but 
to copic it. In tructh I blamed Cl;rophon for the curiofitie, which made him breake 
his dutic in ſucha kind, whereby kings ſecrets are ſubie&to be reuealed; bur ſince it 
was done, I was content to take ſo much profit, as to know it. Now here isthe let- 
ter,that I cuer ſince for my good liking, haue caried about me:which before I reade 
ynto you,T muſt tell you from whom it came. It is a noble-man of this countrey na- 
med Philanax, appointed by the Prince, regent in thistime of his retiring and moſt 
worthy ſo tobe: for, their liues no man , whoſe excellent witte more implicim- 
bracerh integritic, beſides his vnfayned loue to his maiſter , wherein neuer yet 
any could make queſtion,ſauing whether he loued Baſilzzs or the Prince better : a 
rare temper, while moſt men cither ſeruilely yeeld to all appetites, or with an obſti- 
nate auſteritie looking to that they fancie good, in efteQt negleCt the Princes per- 
ſon. This then being the man, whom of all other (andmoſt worthy ) the Prince 
chiefly loues, itſhould ſecme(for more then rhelerter I hauenot to gheſle by ) thar 
the Prince vpon his returne from Delphos, (Philanax then lying ficke) had written 
ynto him his determination,rifing ( as euidently appeares)ypon ſomeOragle he had 
there recciued : whereunto hewrote this anſwer : 


Philanax his letter to Baſilins, 


Moſt redoubted and beloued Prince, if as well it had pleaſed yorrat your going, 
to Delphos as now, to haue vſcd my humble ſeruice,borh I ſhould in better ſeaſon, 
and hens purpoſe haue ſpoken : and you ( it my ſpeech had preuailed ) ſhould 
haue beene ar this time, as k vl more in danger, ſomuch more inquictneſſs I 
would then haue ſaid, thar»Wiſedume and vyertue be the only deſtinies appointed 
ro man to follow, whence Wewught to ſeeke all our knowledge, ſince theybe ſuch 
guides as cannot faile; which;belides theirttiward comfort,doeleade ſo direc a way 
of procceding,as cither proſpetitic muſt inſue ; or, if thewickedneſle of the world 
ſhould oppreſle ir, it can neuerbe ſaid, thateuill happeneth to him , who falles ac- 
companicd with yertue : I would rhen hauc ſaid, rhe heauenly powers to be reue- * 
renced,and not ſearched inrozand their mercics rather by praicrs to be ſought,then 
their hidden counſels by curioſitie, Theſe kinds of ſoothiayings ( ſince they haue 
left vs in our ſclues cufficiene guides ) be nothing bur fancie, wherein there muſt 
cirher beyanitie, or infallibleneſſe,and ſo,cithernot to be reſpected, or nor tobe pre- 
uented. Bur finceit is weakenefle too much ro remember what ſhould haue beene 
done, and that your commaundement ſtretched to know what is to bedone, Idoc 
(moſt deare Lord) with humble boldnefſe ſay,that the manner of your determina- 
tion doth in no ſort better pleaſe me, thenthe cauſe of your going. Theſe thirtic 
yeares you haue ſo gouerned this Region, tht neither your SubieGts haue wanted 
iuſtice in you,nor you obediencein them ; and your neighbours have fonndyou ſo 
hurteleſly ſtrong , thar they thought irberter to reſtin yourfricadſhip, then make 
new triall of your enmitie.If this then haue proceeded out of thegood conſtitution 
of your ſtatc,andoutof a wiſe prouidence, generally to preuent all thoſe things, 
which might cacomber your happincſſe: why ſhould you now ſceke new courſes 
ſince your owne example comforts you to continue,8 that itis to me moſt _—__ 

though 
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though'ir pleaſe you nor to tell me the yerie words of the Oracle)char yer no deſtiny 
GnpoR___— bring mans witto a higher point, than wiſedome and 

goodnes? why ſhould you deprive your ſcife of goucrnmen, for feare of lofingyour 
goucrnment, like one that ſhould kill himſclfctor tcarc ofdeath? Nay rather, it this 
Oraclebe to beaccounted of, armevp your courage the more againſt it : for who 
williftick to ham-that abandons himſeltc; ler your ſubicAts haue you in theit cies, ler 
them ſee the benefits of your juſtice daily more & morrz and ſo-muſt they needs ta- 
ther like of prefent ſnerties then vncertaine changes. Laſtly,wherher your rime call 
you toliuc or dic,do both like a Prince. Now foryour ſecond refolurionz which' is 
to ſuffer no worthy Princero be afuter to cither of your daughters, bur while you 
line to keepe them both ynmarricd,and, as it were, tokill the toy of poſteritie,which 
inyour time you may cnioy,moucdperchance by a miſ-underſtood Oracle : what 


; ſhall Ifay,if theaffeRion of afather ro hisowne children, nan ſufficiently 


againſt ſuch Aancics? oncecerraine it is, the God which is God of nature, doth ne- 
uer teach ynnaturalneſſe: and cucn the ſame minde hold | touching your baniſhing 
themfrom companie,leaſt, I know not whatſtrange loucs ſhould follow. Certain- 
lie, fir,in my Ladies your daughters, nature promiterhnothing bur goodnefle, and 
their educarioa by your fatherly care hath beene hitherto ſach , as hath'beene moſt 
fir to reſtraine all euil;giuing their minds yertuous delights, and norgreining them 
forwant of well ruled libertic. Now to fall to a ſodaine ftraightning them,what can 
irdo batargueſuſpition,a thing no more ynpleaſant,chen ynſure,for thepreſeruing 
of yertue. Leaue womens minds,the molt yntamed that way of any : fee whether a 
cagecan pleaſe a bird? or whether a dog grow not ficrcor wi urying? what doth ica- 
louſie, bur ſtirre vp the mindetothinke, whatir is from which they are reftrained ? 
for =y are treaſures or things of great delight, which men vſe rohide, for the apt- 
neſſerhey haucto cach mans fancies:and che rhoughrs onceawaked to that, ha 
ſure iris rokeepe thoſe thoughts from accompliſhmenr, then had beene before to 
haue kept the minde ( which being thechicfe parc, by this meanes'is defiled ) from 
thinking, Laſtly., for the recommending ſo principall a of the-Princeſſe 
Pamela ( whoſe minde gocs beyond the goucrning of many rhoufands ſuch ) ro 
ſuch aperſon as Dametas is { belides tharthe ching in it ſelfe is ſtrange) it comes of 
a vericcuill ground, thar ignorance ſhould be the mother of faithfulnefſe; O no; he 
cannot be good tharknowes not why he is good, bur ftands ſo farre good as his for- 
tune may keepe him ynaſſaied: bur comming once to thar, his rude {impliciticis ci. 
rher cafily changed, os caſily deceiued * and fo growes: thar to- be the laſt excirfe of 
his fault, which ſeemed rohaue beenethe firſt foundation of his faith, Thuy farre 
hath your commaundement and my zeale drawn me; which I;hke'a man in a yalley 
that may difcerne hilles,orhke apoore peter thar may fpicarocke, fo humblie 
ſubmit ro your gracious conſideration, beſeeching you againero ftand wholy ypon 
your owne vertue,as the ſureſt way to maintaine you in that youare,and to/augide 
any cuillwhich may be imagined. | okbbotg 

By the contents of this letter you may percciue; thatthe cauſcof all, hath beene 
the yanitic which pofleſſeth many,who ( making aperpernall manſion'of this poore 
baiting placcot manslife ) are defirous toknow the cerrainrie of tings to come;

Baſilius tadgement,corruptcd with a Princesfortune, hath rather heard then 
| B followed 
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followed the wiſe(as I rake it)counſell of Philanax.For having left the ſterne of his 

oucrnement, with much amazement to thepeople, among whom manie ſtrange 
— are recciued for currant, and with ſome apparance of danger inreſpe&of = 
valiant Amphialus his nephew, 8 much enuying the ambitious number of the No- 
bilicic againſt Philanax,to ſee Philanax ſo aduanced,thou = ſpeake ſimply) he 
deſerue more then as manie of ys as there be in Arcadia : the Prince himſelte hath 
hidden his head, inſuch ſortas I told you, not ſticking plainly to confeſle, thathce 
meanes not(whilc he breathes) that his daughters ſhall haue any husband, bur keep 
them thus ſolitaric with hum : where he giues no other body hz to vilit himat 
anictime bur a ccrtaine Prieſt, who being excellent in poctrie, hee makes him write 
out ſuch things ashe beſt likes,he beingno leſle delightfull in converſation , then 
needfull for deuotion, and about twentic ſpecified ſhepheards, in whom (ſome for 
excrciſes,and ſome for Eglogs) he taketh greater recreation. 

Andnow you knowas much as my ſelfe: wherein if I haue held you oucrlong, 
lay hardly the faultypon my old age , which in the yerie diſpoſition ot ir , is talka- 
tiue : whether it be ( ſaid he ſmiling) that nature lones to exerciſe that part moſt, 
which is leaſt decayed, and that is our tongue : or, that knowledge being the onely 
thing whereof we poore olde men can brag, wecaunot make it knowne but by vr- 
terance : or, that mankindby all meanes ſecking ro cternize himſelfe ſo much the + 
more,as he is neare his end, doth it not only by thechildren that come of him, bur 
by ſpecches & writings recommended to the memorie of hearersand readers. And 
yet thus much I will ſay for my ſelfe,that Thauc not laid theſe matters, cither ſo 0- 
pealy orlargely to any as to your ſelfe : fomuch (if I much failenot) dol ſee in you, 
which makes me both loue & truſt you. Neuer may hebe old , anſwered Palladius, | 
thardoth nor reucrence that age, whoſe heauineſle, if it waye downe the fraile and. ' 
flcſhly ballance, it as much lifts vp the noble and ſpirituall part 3 and well mighr 
you haucalleaged another reaſon,that theirwiſedomemakes them willing to pro-« 
fit others, And thathauc I recciucd of you;neutr to be forgotten, but with vngrate- 
fulncſle. Bur among many ſtrange conceits you.told mezatiich haueſhewed cffes 
in your Prince,trucly cucn the laſt, that hee ſhouldconceiue ſuch pleaſure in ſhep- 
heards diſcourſes, would not ſeemethe leaſt vnto me, ſauing that you told meear 
the firſt,tharthis country is notable inthoſe wits, and that indeed my ſelfehauing 
bin brought not onely to this place, but to my life by Strrephor and Clains , in their 
conference found wits as work better become ſuch ſhepheards as Homer ſpeakes 
of, that be goucrnours of peoples,then ſuch Senators who hold their Councell in 
aſhcepe-cote. For them two (ſaid Kalanaey) eſpecially Clains, they arebeyond the 
reſt by ſo much, as learning commonly doth addeto nature: for, hauing negle&ed 
their wealth in reſpe& of their knowledge , they hane not ſo much impaired the 
meaner,as they bertered the better. Which all notwithſtanding , it'is a ſporte to 
heate how they impute to loue, which hath induced their thoughts ( ſay they )wuh 
ſuch a ſtrength. 

Bar certainly all the people of this country from high to lowe, is giuen to thoſe 
{ports of thewit, ſo as you would wonder to heare how. ſoone cuen children will 
begin roverſific. Once,ordinarie it isamongſt the meaneſt ſort, ro make ſongs and 
dialogues in meter, cither loue wheting their brain, or long peace hankagbenen 
it;exampleand emulation amending it. Not ſomuch, but the Clowne D amet es 
will ſtumble ſometimes vpon: ſome ſongs that might become a berter braine : 
but no ſort of people ſo excellent inthar kind as the paſtorgfortheir liuing ſtanding 


but 
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butyponthe looking to their beaſts, they haue caſe, the Nurſe of Poerrie, Neither 
arcourſhepheards ſuch,as (T heare) they be in other countrics; butthey. arethe ye- 
ricowners of the ſheepe, rowhich either themſeclues looke, or theirchitdren giue 
daily attendance. And then truly,it would delight you vader ſome trea, or by ſome 
rivers ſide (when two or threeaf chem meete together ) to heare their rurall Muſe, 
how pretily it willdeliuer our , ſometimes ioyes , ſometimes lamentations,ſome- 
times challengings one of the other, ſometimes ynder hidden formes vitering ſuch 
marters as otherwiſe they durſt nor dealewith. Then haue rhey moſt commonly 
one,who iudgeth the priſe to the beſt doer , of which they are no lefſe glad , then 
t Princes are of T riumphs : and his partis to ſer downe in writing all that is 
ſaid,ſauc that ir may be, his pen with more lcaſure doth poliſh the rydenefle of an 
ynthought-on ſong.Now the choiſe ofall (as you may well chinke)cicherfor good- 
neſſe of yoice, or pleaſanrneſſe of wit , the Prince hath: among whom alſo there 
are two or three Cr whom inward melancholies haning made wearie of the 
worlds eyes, hauccome to ſpend their liues among the countrey people of Arcadia, 
and their conuctſation being well _— the Prince youchſaterh them his pre- 
ſence,and not onely by looking on,bur by great curtelieand liberalitic,animates che 
ſhepheards the more exquilirely to labour tor his good liking. So that there is no 
cauſe to blame the Prince for fometimes hearing them; the blame-wotthineſſe 1s, 
that to heare them, herather goes to ſolitarinefle , then makes them come to com- 
ie. Neitherdo I accuſe my maiſter for aduancing a countriwan , as Dametas is, 

ſince God forbid,burt where —_— truely it is among diuerſe of that fel. 
lowſhip)any outward lowneſle ſhould hinder the higheſt raifing,bur that he would 
needs make ele&ion of ong; the baſenes of whoſe mind is ſuch,chat it ſfinksa thou- 
ſand degrees lower then the baſeſt bodie could carrie the moſt baſe fortune : which 
alchough ir _—_— anſwered for the Prince,thar it is rather a truſt he hath in his 
ſimple plainneſſe, then any great aduancemenx, but being chicte heardman yet all 
honeſt hearts fecle , that the truſt of their Lord goes beyoud all aduancement. 
But I ameuer too long vpon him,when he crofſerh theway of my ſpeech, and by 
theſhadow ot yonder rower;Lſeceir isa fraerrtime,withour ſu —_ thedyties 
we oweto our ſtomacks,then to'breake the airewich my idledifcourſes: and more 
wit L might hauc learned of Homer ( whom cuen now youmentioned) who never | 
enrertained cither gueſts or hoſts with long ſpecches;, till the mourh of hunger 
be throughly ſtopped. Sowirhall hetofe, leading ®a{/a4: throngh the G 
againe tothe Parler, wherethey vſed to ſuppe; Paladime aſſuring Himthathee had 
alreadic been more fedto his liking, thenhe could be by che skilfulleſt rrenchermen 
of.

But being come to the ſnapping place:, one of Xa/anders ſcruants rounded in 
his care; at which (his colourchanging)hererired hitaſelfe inro/hischamber; com- 
manding his men diligently to wait ypon Pallad;u,'and to excuſe his abſence with 
ſomeneccſlary buſines he had preſently todiſpatch:* which chey'accordingly did , 
for ſomefew daics forcing themſclues. to let nochange appeatey/ bur lioopht they 
framed their countenances neuer ſo cunningly, Paladins perceived there was ſome 
11]-pleafing accident fallen our.

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Helots : who winning the viRorie , he was there made priſoner ing ro deliver a 
friend of his taken priſoner by the Helots; that the poore young Gentleman hadof. 
fered great ranſomefor hislife; bur that the hate thoſe peaſants conceiued againſt 
all Gentlemen was ſuch,that cucry houre hewas tolookefor nothing,but ſome cru- 
ell death: which hichervnto had only bene delayed by.che Captaines vchemenr dea- 
ling for him,who ſcemed to hauca heart ofmore manly pitty then the reſt. Which 
loſſe had ſtricken the old Gentleman with ſuch ſorrow, as'it abundance of teares 
did notſeeme ſufficiently to witneſleit , he was alone retired, tearing his beard and 
haire,'and curſing his olde age , that had not made his graue to ſtop hus cares from 
ſuch aduerriſements : bur that his faithfull ſeruants had written' in his name to 
all his fricnds,followers,and tenants ( Philanax the gouernour refuling to deale in 
it as a priuate cauſe, bur yet giuing leaue to ſeeke their beſt redrefſe,ſo as they wron- 
ged not the ſtate of Lacedemon ) of whom there werenow j—_ ypon thefron- 
ticrs good forces, that he was ſure would ſpend their liues by any way, to redecme 
orreuenge Clitophon. Now fir ( ſaid he)this is my maſters nature,though his griefe 
beſuch, astoliue is a griefe vnto him, and that cuen his reaſon is darkened with 
ſorrow z yerthe lawes of hoſpitalitic (long and holily obſerued by him ) giue ſtill 
ſuch a (way to his proceeding, that he willno way ſufferthe ſtranger lodged vnder 
his roofe;to recciue (as it were)any infeCtion of his anguiſh, eſpecially you, roward 
whom I know not whether his louc, or admiration be greater. Bur Paladins could 
ſcarce heare our his tale with paticnce , ſo was his heartrornein withcom- 
paſsion of thecaſe,liking of X — behauiour, kindenefle for his reſpe&t 
to himward,and deſire to finde ſome ic,belides the _—_— deareſt fend 
Daiphantus,whom he iudged to ſuffeteitheralikeorworſe .

My Lord(ſaid he) whenour lins, wi ter ſuccefle then ex 
Qation,took - wife (cucnin kar decaying years)che faire yong Princeſle 
Gynecta; there came with her a young Lord,couſin german to her ſelfe,named A4v- 
ealus,led hicher,partly with the loue & honor of his noble kinſwoman, with 
the humour of youth, which cuer thinkes that good, whoſe goodneſſe he ſees nor. 
and in this Court he reveiued Go good increaſeof knowledge, that after ſome years 
ſpcnr,he ſo manifeſted a moſt yertuous mind inall hisaRions,thar 4rcagiagloried 
ſuch a plant was tranſported vnto them , being a Getuleman indeed moſt rarcly 
accompliſhed,cxcellently learned, but withoutall yaine glorie : fricndiy, withour 
factiouſnes; valiant, ſoas for my part, I thinke the earth hach no-man that hath 
done more heroicallaQsthen hez howſoeuer now of late the fame flicsof therwo 
Princes of Theſſaliaand Macedon and hath long done of our noble Prince Amphia- 
lus, whoindecd, in our parts is onely accounted likely ro match him : but I ay for 
my part,I thinkeno man for valour of mind and abiliticof bodicto be preferred, if 
equalled to Argalusz and yer ſoyaliant as heneuerdurſt doe any bodiciniurie : in 
behauiour ſome will ſay cuer (ad, ſurely ſober, and ſomewhat given to m 
bur neuer vncourteousz his word cuer Jed by his thought , —_— 
deede; rather liberall then ificent , though the one wanted not , and the 
other hadeuer good choiſe of the receiuer: inſumme{ for I perceive I ſhall caſily 
take a great draughrof his praiſes, hom both 1 and all this countrey loueſo _ 
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ſuch a man was (and [ hope is) 47ga&zs,as hardly the niceſt eye can ſind a ſpot in, if 
the es reurng conſtancic offa ſpotleſſe aftetion , may nor in bard wreſled 
conſtrutionsbe counteda ſpot : which in this manner began that worke in him, 
which hath made both him, and ir ſelfe in him ouer all this countrey famous, My 
maiſters ſonne Clirophon (whole loſle giues the cauſe tothis diſcourſe, and yer gines 
mecauſe tobegin with Argalzs,fince his lofleproceeds from Argalns)being a young 
Gcnrleman,as of great birth (being our kings ſiſters ſonne) ſo truly of good nature, 
and onethat can {ce good and loue it, haunted more the companie of this worthie 
Argalus,then ot any other : ſo as ifthere were nor a friendſhip ( which is ſo rare, asit 
is robedoubred whether ir be a thing indeed, or but a word) at leaſt there was ſuch 
a liking and fricndlinefſc, as hath brought forth rhe effeAs which you ſhall heare. 
Abourtwoyearcsince,it ſo fell out, that he broughthim roa great Ladies houſe,ſi- 
ſter ro my maiſtet, who had with her her onely daughter, the faire Parthenja; faire 
inderd (fame I thinke it ſelfe daring nor to call any fairer,if it be not Helena Queene 
of Corinth,& che two incomparable ſiſters of Arcadia)8& that which made her faire- 
neſſe much the faiter,was, that it was buta faire Embaſſadour of a moſt faire mind, 
full of wre,and a wit which delighted more to iudge it ſelfe, then to ſhe ir ſelte : 
her ſpeech being as rareas precious; her Glence without ſullenneſſe 4 her modeſtic 
without affeQartiony her cfaſtneſſe wirhout ignorance : in ſumme, one that 
ro praiſe well, one mult firſt ſer downe with himſale, whar ir is to be excellent : for 
ſo ſhee is. 

I thinke you think,that theſe perfeions meering,could notchooſe bur find one 
ad delight in that they found) for likenefſe of maners is likely in reaſon to 
draw liking with affetion,mens ations doenor alwaies croſle with reaſon : robe 
ſhorr,irdid ſo indeed.

There had bina good while before,8 ſocontinued, a ſuter to this ſame Ladie, a 
great noble man,though of Laconia,yet neere neighbour to Parthenixzs mother,na- 
med Demazgora : a man mighticin riches 8 power, and proud thereof, ſtubbornly 
ſtout, louing no body but himſelfe,and for his owne delights ſake Parthenia:8 pur- 
ſuing ychemenily his defire, his riches had ſo guilded oner all his other imperfe&ti- 
ons,that the old Lady (though contrarie to my Lord her brothers mind) had giuen 
her conſcnts and yiing a mothers authoritie ypon her fairedauvghter, had made her 
yceld thereunto, nor becauſe ſhe liked herchoiſe, bur becauſe her obedient minde had 
not yettaken ypon it to make choiſe; & theday of theirafſurance drew neare, when 
my young Lord Cl:itophon brought this noble Argalus,perchanceprincipally to ſeeſo 
rare a bght,as Parthenia by allwell iudging eyes was iudged. 

Bur though few dayes were before the time of aſſurance appointed, yet love that 
ſaw he had agreat iourney tomake in ſhort time, haſted fo himſelfe, that before her 
word could tyc her to Demagoras , herheart hath vowed her to Arealws, with fo 
ye a receipt in' mutuall affeQion , rhat if ſhee deſired aboue all chings to 

ue Argalus , Arealus feared nothing bur to mifle Parthenia. And now Parthe. 
»:1ahad learned both liking and miſliking, louing and loathing, and our of paſsion 
begaa to take the authoritie of iudgementy in ſo much, thar when the rime came 
that Demagoras (full of proud ioy) thought to receive thegitt of her ſelfe, ſhee with 
words of reſoluterefuſal(though with teares ſhewing ſhe was ſorie ſhe muſt refuſe) 
aſlured her mother,ſhe would firſt be bedded in her graue, then wedded ro Dema- 
2oras, The chaunge was no more — then yopleaſant to the mother: who 
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being determinarely (leſt Iſhould ſay of a great Ladie wilfully) bent to marric her 
to Demagoras, :Tiedall waycs which a wittie and hard-hcarred mother could vſe,vp- 
on ſo humblea daughter; in whom the only reſiſting power was loue.Bur the more 
ſheaſlaulted.the more ſhe taught Partheniatodefend 3 and the more Parthenija de. 
fended,the more ſhe made her morher obſtinatein the aſſault: who at length find- 
ing,that Argalzs ſtanding betweene them , was it that moſt eclipſed her affeion 
from ſhining vpon Damagoras,ſhe ſoughtall meancs how to remouc him,ſo much 
the more as he manifeſted himſelfe an ynremoucable ſuter ro her daughter; firſt by 
employing him in as many dangerous cnterpriſcs,as cuer thecuill ſtep-mother 1u»9 
recommended to the famous Hercules : but the more his yertue was tryed, the more 
ure itgrew,whilcall the A did ro ouerthrow him, didſer him ypvpon the 
cight of honour ; enough to hauc moucd her hearr,eſpecially to amancuerie way 
ſo worthicas Argalus : bur ſhe ſtrugling againſt all reaſon, becauſe ſhe would haue 
her will,and ſhew her authoritiein matching her with Demagoras, the more yertu- 
ous Argalus was,the more ſhe hated him, thinking her-ſelfe conquered in his con- 
eſts,and therefore ſtill imploying him in more and moredangerous artemprs : in 
te meane while, ſhe vſed all extremities poſsible vpon her faire daughter, to-make 
her giuc oucr her ſelfe to her diretion. But it was hard to judge, whether he in do- 
ing,or ſhe in ſuffering, ſhewed greater conſtancie of affeftion : for,as to Arga/ne the | 
world ſooner wanted occaſions,then he valourto goe throughthem : ſo to Parthe. 
nia,malice ſooner ceaſed,then her ynchanged patience. Laſtly, by treaſons, Dema. 


goras and ſhe would hauc made away Argalus; but he with prouidenceand cou 


ſopaſt oucr all,thatthemother tooke ſuch a ſpitcfull griefe ar it,thather heart brake 
withall, andſhedyed, 

But then, Demagoras aſſuring himſelfe , that now Partheniawas her owne, ſhee 
wouldneucrbe his, and recciuing as much by her owne determinate anſwere , not 
more dcliring his owne happineſle,then enuying Argalus, whom hee ſaw with nar- 
row cycs,cucn readic to cnioy theperfeftion of his deſires, ſtrengthening his conceit 
withall the miſchicuouscounſels which diſdained loue, and cnuious pridecould 
giueynto him; the wicked wretch(taking a time that Argalzs wasgone to his coun- 
tric, to fetch ſome of his principall friends ro honour the marriage , which Parthenis 
had moſt ioyfully conſented ynto)the wicked Demagoras (I ſay) deſiring to ſpeake 
with her,with vamercifull force(her weake armes in yaine reliting) cube all ouer 
her face a moſt horrible as ev : theefteQ whereof was ſuch, thar neuer leaperlooke 
more vgly then ſhe did: which done, hauing his men and horſes ready, departed a- 
way in f ite of her ſeruants,as readie to reuengeasthey could be, in ſuch an y 
Qcd milchicfe. But theabhominableneſle of this fat being come to my L. Kalar. 
der,he made ſuch meanes,both by our kings interceſsion, and his owne, that by the 
King and Scriate of Lacedgmon , Demazoras was vpon paine of death baniſhed the 
countrey : who hating the puniſhmear, where he ſhould hauc harcd the fault, ioy- 
ned himſclfe,with all the powers he could make, yntorthe Helots, lately 1n rebellion 

againſtthar ſtate: and they (glad ro hauc a man of ſuch authoritic among them) 
madehim their Generall : and ynder him haue committed divers the moſt outra» 
gious villanics,thata baſe multitude (full ofdeſperate reuenge) can imagine. 

Burt within a whileafterrhis pirtifull fat committed vpon Parthenia, Argalus re 
rurned (poore Gentleman) hauing her faire image in his hearr,& alrcady promi 
his eyes the yrtermoſt of his felicitie, when they( no body elſe daring to tell it him 
were the firſt mellcngers to rheſclues of their own misfortune, I meanenot ro moue 
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paſſions with eclling you the griefeof both, when-heeknew her, for ar firſt heedid 
nor, nor at firſt knowledge could poſſibly haue yertucs aide fo readic , as not cucn 
weakely rolamentthelofſcof ſucha iewell , ſo much the more,as that skilfull men 
in thatarr aſſured it was ynrecouerable, but within a while, truth of loue(which Qill 
held the firſtface in his memoric ) a vertuous conſtancic, and cuen a delight robe 
conſtant, faich gwen 5 and inward worthineſle ſhinning through the fouleſt miſts, 
tooke ſo full hold of the noble Argalus , that not only in ſuchcomfort which witrie 
arguments may beſtow vpon aduerſity but cucn with the moſtabundant kindenefle 
thatan eyc-rauiſhed louercan ,he laboured both to driue the extrenutic of 
ſorrow from her,and to haſten the celebration of their marriage : whereunto he yn- 
fainedly ſhewed himſelfe no leſle cheerefully carneſt, then it ſhe had neuer beene 
difinherited of that goodly portion, which nature had ſo liberally bequeathed ynto 
her; and for that cauſe his intended reuenge ypon Demazoras , becauſe hee 
might continually bee in her preſence; ſhcewing moce humble ſcruiceableneſle , 8 
ioy to contenther, then cuer before. _ 

Bucas he gaue this rarecxample,not tobehoped forof any other,bur of another 
Arzalus:ſoot the other lideſhe rooke as ſtrange a courſe in affeRton: for, where ſhe 
defired roenioy him,morethen to liue; yer did ſhe ouerthrow both her owne deſire 
and his,andinno ſort would yeeld to marrie himywith a ſtrange encounter of loues 
aff-Qts,8 cfietzzthat he by an affeQion ſprong from exceſſiuebeautie,ſhould delighe 
in horrible foulneſlc; and ſhe of a vehemenr to hauc him,ſhould kindly build 
areſolurion neuer to haue him) for truth it is, thar ſo in heartſhe loued him,as ſhe 
could not finde in her heart he ſhould bertied ro what was ynworthy of his preſence. 

Trucly Sir, a veric good Orator might hauca faire field roſe eloquence in, if he 
did but only repeatethe lamentable, and truely afteRionared _ while he con- 
iured her by remembrance of her affeion,& true oathes of hisowneaffefion, nor 
ro make him ſo ynhappy ,as tothinke he had not only loſt her face,buther hearythar 


. 


her face,when it was faireſt, had beeneburas a marſhall, to lodge the loue of her in 


his minde,which now was ſo well placed,as it needed no further helpe off any out- 
ward harbinger : beſeeching her, cucn wichteares,to know, that his loue was notſo 
ſuperficiall,as ro goe no further then the skinz which yer nowto him was moſt faire, 
fince it was hers: how could hee bee ſo vagratefull, as ro loue her the lefle for that 
which ſhe had only recciucd for his ſake ? chathe neuer beheld ir,but therein he ſaw 
the louclineſle of her loue towards him : proteſting vato her , that he would neuer 
take ioy of his life,if he might not cnioy her,for whom principally he was glad he 
had life. But(as I heard by onethat ouctheard them ) ſhee ( wringing him by the 
hand) made no other anſwere but this : my Lord(ſaid ſhe)God knowes I loue you.' 
if I were Princeſſe of the whole world, and had withall,all the bleſſings that cuer che 
world brought forth, I ſhould not make delay, to lay my ſelfe, and them vnder your 
feere, or if I had continued butas I was,though (I muſt confeſle) farre yaworthy 
of you, yet would ( I with too greata ioy for my heart now to.thinke of ) haue 
accepted your vouchſafing me to be yours,and with faith 8 obedience would hauc 
ſapplicdall other JefeQs Bur firſt let me be much more miſcrable then I am, cre I 
march Argalus ro ſuch a Parthenia; Liuc happie deare Argalus, I giue you full liber- 
tic,and I beſeechyou take itz and I aſſure you I ſhall reioyce ( whatſocuec become 
of me )to ſeeyou ſocoupled , as may be fitboth for your Ro and ſatisfation, 
With thar ſhe burſt out in crying and weeping, notablelonger ro containc her ſelfe 
from blaming her forrune,and wiſhing her owne death. - 
ut 
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Bur Argalvs with a moſt heauic hearr ſtill purſuing his deſire, ſhe fixr of minde 
to auoide further intreatie,and to flicall companicy which { cucn of him ) grew yn- 
pleaſant ynto her,one night ſhe ſtole away : but whirher , as yer it is ynknowne, or 
indeede what NR of _— Ra KI 

Arealus ſought her long , and in many places; atlengrh (-diſpairing to L 
and r ws defraired, the more cntaged ) wearie of his life , bar firſt deter- 
mining to bee reuenged of Demagoras , hee went alone diſguiſed into the chicfe 
rowne held by the Helots - where comming into his preſence, garded about by 
many of his ſoldiers,he could delay his furic no _— ra fitter time : but ſettinj 
vponhim, indeſpight of a great many that =_ im , gauc him >a: 
wounds , and himlclfe (ao __ had beenethere preſently murthered , bur thar 
Demaeoras himſelfedelired hee might bee kepr aliue: perchance with intention to 
feede hisowne eyes with ſome cruell execution to bee laid ypon him , but death 
came ſooner then helookt for; yet hauing had leiſure to appoint his ſucceſſor,a 
young man,not long before delivered out of the priſon'of the King of Lacedemer, 
wherehEſhould haue ſuffered death for having flainerhe Kings Nephew. buthim 
he named; who at that time was abſent, making roades vpon the Lacedemenians, 
but being returned, thereſt of the Helors, forthe greatliking | n————_ of that | 
young man, eſpecially becauſe they had none among themſelues ro whom the 
others would yeclde, were content to follow Demagoras appointment, And well 
hath it ſucceeded with them, hee hauing ſince done things beyond the hope of the 
youngeſt heads , of whom I ſpeake therather , becauſche harh hitherto preſerued 
Argalus aliue ynder pretence to hauc him publikly, and with exquiſite torments exe- 
cured, after the cnd of theſe warres , of which they hope foraſoone and proſpe- 
rous iſſue. | 

Andhe hath likewiſchitherto kept m young Lord Cltepbon aliue, who ( to re- 
deemehis friend ) went with certaine kr noble men of Laconia,and for 
red by them, to beficge this young and new ſucceſſor: bur hee iſſuing our ( to the 
wonder of all men ) defeated rhe Laconians, flew many of the noble men,and tooke 
Clitophon po whom with mucha dochee k aliue ,the Helots being villa- 
nolly crucll ; but hetempereth them ſo ſometimes by following their humor, ſome. 
times by ſtriving with it, that hicherto he hath ſaucd both their lives, bur in-Giffe- 
rent eſtatesz Argalus bein g kept inacloſcand hard priſon, C/ztophon at ſome libertie. 
And now Sir,though (to ſay the truth)we canpromiſe ourſelucs little of rheir ſafe. 
tics, while they are in the Helots bands , I haue deliueredall Iynderſtand rouching 
the loſſe of my Lords ſonne, and the cauſe thereof : which, though ir was not ne- 
ceſſarieto Clitophons caſe, to bee ſo particularly told , yer the ſtrangeneſle of it, made 
methinke it would not be ynpleaſant ynto you. 

Palladins thanked him greatly for it , being cuen paſhionately delighted with hea- 
ring ſo ſtraunge anaccident,of a knight ſo famous ouer theworld,as 4rgalus,with 
whom he had himſelfe a long deſire romeete : ſo had fame powred a noble emula- 
tion inhim towards him. 

Bur then(welbethinking himſelfe)he called for armour, deſiring them to prouide 
him of horſe & guide, & armed all auing thehead, hewent vp to Kalander, whom 
he found lying ypon the ground, hauingeuer ſince baniſhed both ſleepe and foode, 
as enemies to the mourning , which paſſion perſwaded him was reaſonable. Bur 
Palladias raiſed him vp , ſaying ynto him : No more, no mote of this my Lord Ka- 
lander let vs labour to finde, befoxe wee lament the loſle: you know my ſelfe miſſe 

one, 
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one,who though he be not my fonne, I would diſdaine thefauour of life after him : 
butwhile there is hope left, ler not the weakeneflcot ſorrow, make theſtrength of 
itlanguiſh: rake comfort, and(good ſucceſſe will follow., And with choſe wordes, 
comfort ſeemed to lighten in lus cyes,.and, that in his faceand geſture was painted 
vitorie. Once, Kalanders ſpirits wereſo reuined withall;thar (receiving ſome ſuſte- 
nance,and taking a little reſt)heatmed himſclte,8 thoſe few of his ſeruants he had 
left vaſent, and ſohimſelfe _—_— Palladizs to the place ypon the frontiers; where 
alreadic there were aſſembled between three & foure thouſand men, all well gif; po- 
ſed (for Kalanders ſake) to abide any perril : bur like men diſuſed with along peace, 
moredeterminate to doe, then skilfull how todoc : luſtie bodies,and braue armors; 
with ſuch courage,as rather grew of ring their enemics, whom they knew nor, 
then ofanic confidence for anie thing which in themſclues they knew but neither 
cunning vſcof their weapons, nor art ſhewed'in their, mazching , or incamping. 
Which Palladius ſoone perceiuing,he deſired ro ynderſtand (as muchas could bede- 
linered vnto him ) the eſtate of the Helots, | 

And he was anſwered by a man well acquainted withthe affairesof Laconia,that 
they were a kind of people, who hauing becnt of olde,freemenand poſſcGioners,the : 
Lacedemonians had conquered them , and laid not onely tribute,bur bondage vpon 
them,which they had long borve, till of late the Lacedemoniansthrongh greedineſle 
growitg more heauie then they could bearc,and through contempr leffe carefull 
how to make them beare,they had wich a generall conſear (rather ſpringing by rhe 
generalneſſeof the cauſe, then of anic artificial praQtiſe ) ſer themſclues 19 armes, 
and whetring their courage with reuenge, and grounding their reſolution ypon 
diſpaire,chey had procecded with vnlooked for ſucceſſe hauing alreadie taken di- 
uerſe Townes and Caſtles with the {laughter of many of the Gentriez for whom no 
ſex nor age could be accepted for an, excuſe, - And that alchough at the firſt chey 
had fought rather with beaſtly fury,then any ſouldicrly diſcipline,pratiſehad now 
made them comparable to the beſt of the Laced.emonians,8 more of late then euer; 
by reaſon, firſt of Demagoras a great Lord, zyho had made himſelfc of their parrie, 
and(ince hisdeath, ofanorher Captain they had gotten, who had broughr.yp their 
ignorance, and brought downe their furic, toſuch a meane of good gouernement, 
and withall led them ſo valorouſly, that (befidesthetime wherein Chtophon was ra- 
ken) they had the better in ſome ocher greatconflidts : inſiigh wiſe , that the eſtate 
of Lacedemon had ſent vato them,offering peace with moſt scaſonable and honou-, 
rable conditions. Palladize hauing gotten his general kriowledge of the party againſt; 
whom, as he had alrcady ofthe patty for whom he was to fighe;hewent to Kalander,; 
and told him plainly, that by plainc force, there was ſmall apparance of helping C/:. 
rophon : but ſomedeuice was tobetaken in hand, wherein no leſle diſaerion then 
valour was to be yſed. 251 | 

Whercupon, thecounſell of thechicfe menwas called ,,and at laſt, this way Pal. 
lads (who by ſome experience , but eſpecially by reading Hiſtories , was ac- 
quainted with ſtratagems ) inuented , and was. by all: the , xeſt approutd : that 
all the men there ſhould dreſle themſclues like the pooteſt ſort of the 
in Arca4e , hauing no banners, but bloudie ſhirtes hanged vpon long:(taues, 
with ſome bad bagge-pipes in ſtead of drumme:;8 phyfe, their armour thoy ſhould 
as well as might be, couer, or atleaſt make them looke ſo'ruſtilic, and u} faviour- 
redly as might well become ſuch wearers, and this the whole number ſhould doe, 
lauing two hundred of the beſt choſen Geatletnen , for coutage aid ſtrength, 


whereof 
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whereof Palladius himſelfe would bee —_— ſhould haue _ armes chained, 
and be pur in cartes like priſoners, T ing performed according to the agree- 
men abbey matched on 224m the towne of Cardamila where Clirevbes was p "= 
raine; and being come two houres before Sunne-ſet within view of the walles, the 
Helots already diſcrying their number, and beginning to ſound the Allarum, they 
ſent a cunning fellow (ſo much the cunninger as that he could maskeit ynderrude- 
nefſe)who with ſuch a kind of Rhetorike,as weeded our all lowers ofRhetorike,de- 
linered ynto the Helvts aſſembled together, that they were countrey people of 4rca- 
aia,no leſſe oppreſſed by their Lords, and uo lefle deſirous of libertiethen they, and 
therefore had pur themſclues in thefield, and had already ( belides agreat number 
llaine ) taken nine or ten ſcore Gentlemen priſoners whom they had there well and 
faſt chained. Now becauſerhey had no ſtrong retiring place in Arcadia, and were 
nor yer of number cnoughto keepe the field againſt their Princes forces, they were 
come to them for ſuccour 5 knowing that daily more 8 more of their quality would 
flock vato them, bur that in the meane time,leaſt their Prince ſhould purſue them, 
ot the Lacedemonian King & nob1litie(for the likeneſle of the cauſc)fall vpon them, 
they deſired that if there were not roome enough for them inthe towne, thatyer 
they might encampe ynder thewalles,and for ſuertie haue their priſoners (who were 
ſach men as were ablc to make their peace) kept within the rowne. 

The Helots made but a ſhortc6ſultation, being glad that their cStagion had ſpread 
it ſelfe into Arcadia,and making account that if the peace did not fall ourbetweene 
them and their King,that it was the beſtwaytoſer farein all the parts of Greece; be- 
ſides their greedineſſe to haue ſo many:Gentlemen in their "nad in whoſe raun- 
ſomes they alrcadic meant to hauea ſhare; to which haſt of concluding, rwo thin 
well helped;the one,thattheir ine,withthe wiſeſt of them, was at that time * 4 
ſent about cofirming or breaking the peace with the ſtate of Lacedemon: the ſecond, 
that oucr many good forrunes began ro breed a proud reckleſneſſein thetn, therefore 
ſending to view the Campe, and finding thar by their ſpeech they were Arcadians, 
with whom they had had no warre, neuer ſuſpetting apriuate mans creditcould 


haue garhered ſuch a force, and that all other rokens witneſſed them to bee of the 


loweſt calling ( befides the chaines vpon the Gentlemen) they grauntcd nor onely 
leaue for the priſoners, bur for ſome others of thecompanie , and to all , thatthey 
might harbour vynder the walles. So opened they the gates , and receiued in the 
carts, which being done, and Palladius ſeeing fittime, hee gauetheſigne , and ſha- 
king off their chaines (which were made with ſuch arte, thatcthough they ſeemed 
moſt ſtrong and faſt, he that ware themi might calily looſe them) drew their ſwords 


hidden in the carts,and ſo ſetting vpon the ward, made them to flic either from the 


place,or from rheir ſo grueentry toallthe force of the Arcadians before 
the Helots could make any\head torefiſt them. | 
But the Helots being dened againſt daungers, gathered ( as well as they 


could ) together in the market place, and thence would haue given a ſhrewd wel- 
come to the Arcadians, butthat Palladins (blaming thoſe that were {low,heartnin 
them that were forward, but eſpecially with his owne example leading them) m 
onof the Helets, that at firſt the greatbodie of 


ſuch an impreſſion into the ſquadr 
them beginning to ſhakeand ſtagger; at length, eucrie particular body recommen- 


ded theprore@ion of hislife rohis feete. 'Then' Xalandey cried to goe to the priſon, 
where hethoughthis ſonne was, but Palladins wiſhrhim(firſt ſcouring the ſtreets) 
to houſc all the Helots,and make themſclues maſter of the gates. 


But 
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Bur cre that could beaccompliſhed,the Helots had gotten new heart, and with 
diucrsſortsof ſhot from corners of, ſtreeges , and houſe windowes, galledthem 
which courage was come vnto them by the returne of their Captaine, who though 
he brought not many with him (hauing diſperſt moſt of his companies to other of 
his holds)ycr n—_—_ great number running our of the gate,not yet poſleſt by the 
Arcadians, he wade them turne face, and with banners diſplayed, his Trumper giue 
the lowdeſt reſtimonic he could of his returney which once heard, the reſt of the He. 
lots which were orherwiſe ſcattered, bent thitherward with a new life of reſolution : 
as if their Captaine had beenea roor, outof which (as into branches) their courage 
had ſprong. Then beganthe fight to grow moſt ſharpe, 8 the encounters of more 
crucl obitinacie, The Arcadians fighting to keepe that they had won 3 the Helors to 
recouer what they had loſt. The ves Ja asinan ynknowneplace, hauing no ſuc- 
cour but in their hands ; the Helots, as in their owne place fighting for their huings, 
wiues and children. There was viRoric and courage againſt reuenge and defpaire - 
fafctic of both ſides beingno otherwiſe to be gorten, but by deſtruction, 

Atlength,the left wind of the rcadrans began to looſe ground ; which Palladius 
ſccing,he ſtraight thruſt himſelfe with his choiſe band againſt the throng that op- 
preſſed them,with ſuch an ouerflowing of valout, that the Captaine of the Helots 
_— eyes ſoone indged of that wherewith themſelues were gouerned) ſaw thar 

calone was worth all the reſt of the Arcadians: which he ſo wondred at,thar it was 
hard to ſay,whether he more liked his doings,or miſliked the effeRs of his doings + 
bur determining that ypon thatcaſt the e lay, anddiſdaining to fight withanic 
other,ſought only to ioinewith him : which mind wasno lefle 10 Paliadius, having, 
eaſily marked, that he wasas the firſt mouer of all che other hands. And ſotheir 
thoughts meeting in one point, they conſented (though nor agreed ) totryecach o- 
thers fortune : and ſo drawing themſclues to. berhe yrrermoſt of the one {ide,they 
began a combat, which was ſo much inferior to the battaile in noiſc andnumber,as 
it was ſurpaſsing irin brauerie of fighting, & (as it were)delighttul terriblenes. Their 
courage was guided with skill, and their skill was armed with courage; neyther did 
their hardinel edarken.heir wit, nor their wit coole their hardinefſe: both yalianr, 
as mendeſpiſing death ; both confident,as ynwonted to be ouercome z yerdoubttull 
by their preſent feeling, & reſpeAtull by what they hadalreadic ſcene, Their fecte 
ſtedie,thcir hands diligent, their eyes watchfull,and their hearts reſolute. The parts 
cither not armed,or weakely armed, were well knowne, & according tothe know- 
ledge ſhould haue bin ſharpely viſited, bur that the anſwer was as quicke as the/ob- 
ieQion, Yer ſome lightning; the ſmart bred rage, and the rage bred ſmart againe : 
till both ſides beginning ro waxe faint,and rather deſirous to dieaecompanicd, then 
hopefull to live yitorious,the Captaine of the Helots with a blow, whole violence 
grew of fury,not of ſtrength or of ſtrength proceeding of furie, ſtrake Palladrms vp- 
on the fide of thehead that he reeled aſtonied : and withall the helmer fell off, here- 
maining bare headed. burother of the Arcadians were readie to ſhighd him tram any

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By that watch word Palladius knew that it was his onely friend Pyrocles,whom 
he had loſtypon the ſea and therefore both moſt full of wonder,ſo robe met, if they 
had nor been fuller of ioy then wonder, cauſed the rerrait to be founded, Darphan- 
t« by authoririe & Palladius by perſwationz ro which helped well the little aduan- 
tage that was of cither {ide : & that of the Helots partie their Capraines behauiour 
had made as manic amazcd as ſaw or heard of it : andof the Arcadian fide the good 
old Kalander ſtriuing more then his old age could atchicuc, was newly taken priſo- 
ner. Bur indecd the chicfe parter ofthe fray was thenighr, which with her blacke 
ares pulled their malicious fights one from the other, But he that tooke Xalander, 
meant nothing lefle then to ſaue him, but onely ſo long, asthe Caprtaine might 
learn the enemies ſecrets, towards whom helcd the old Geatleman, when he cauſed 
the rerreit ro be ſounded looking for no other delinerie from that captiuitie,but by 
the painfull taking away of all paine : when, whom ſhould he ſce next tothe Cap- 
taine (with good tokens how valiantly he had fought that day agaioſt the dreads. 
ans) but his ſonne Clzrophon ? But now the Capraine had cauſed all the principall 
Helots to be afſembled,as well to deliberate what they had todo,as to rece;uea me(- 
ſage from the 4rcadians; Among whom Paladins vertue (beſides the loue K alander 
barc him) haning gotten — authoritic, he hadperſwaded them to ſeek rather 
by parley to recoucr the Father and the Sonne, then by the ſword : ſince the good- 
nefſeof the Capraine aſſured him that way to ſpeed,8his yalue (wherewith he was 
of old acquainted) made him thinke any other way dangerous. This therefore was 
done inorderly maner,giuing them to ynderſtand, that as they came but toddiiuer 
Clitophon, ſo offering to leaue the footing, = alreadic had in the towne, to goc a- 
way without any further hurr,ſo as they might haue the father & the ſonne with- 
out ranſome deliuered. VVhich conditions being heard and conceiuedby the Helots, 
Daiphantus perſwaded them without delay roaccept them. For firſt (ſaid he)ſince 
the ſtrife is within our owne home, if you looſe,yowlooſeall that in this lite can be 
deareynto you: if you winne, it will be a bloudic yiRtorie with no profie, but the 
fattering in our ſclues that ſame bad humour of __ Beſides, it is ike to ſtirre 
Arcadia vpon vs, which now, by vſing theſe perſons well, may be brought to ſome 
amitie. Laſtly bur eſpecially,leaſt the hog ans Nobilitie of Laconia ( with whom 
now wehaue made a perfe&peace)ſhould hope by accafion of this quarrell to ioine 
the Arcadians with them, and ſo breake off the profitable agreement alreadic con- 
cluded. In ſumme,as in all — the profitof the good ſucceſſe with 
the harme of the cuill ſucceſſe) you ſhall finde this way moſt ſafe and honourable. 

The Helots,as much moucd by his authoritie, as perſwaded by his reaſons,were 
content therewith. Whereupon Palladizs tooke order that the 4rcadians ſhould 
preſently march outof thetown,taking with them their priſoners, whilethe night 
with mutuall diffidence mightkeepe them quiet, and ere day camethey might 
well on of their way ,& ſo — ms $ which - late _ a Þoke, 2 
word, or a parti mans mighr . This being on both ſides con- 
cluded — lander 8 Che hes one Ok wie hay know each other) 
came to kiſle the hands and feere of D aiphantms : _— telling his father, how 

Daiphantus (not withour danger to himſelfe) had preſerued him from the furious 

malice of the Helots - andeuen that day going to conclude rhe peace (leaſt in hisab- 

ſencehee might receive ſome hurt) hee had raken him in his companie, andgiuen 

him armour,ypon promiſe heſhould take the part of the Helors; which hee had in 
this fight performed lictleknowing that it wasagainſt his fathenbut(Caid i ) 
cre 


rs 
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here is lie, who (as a father) hath new begorten me, and (as a God) hath ſaued mee 
from manie deaths, whoalreadie laid hold on'me: which &lander with teares of 
1oy. acknowledged (beſides his owne dcliuerance) onely his benefire. But Daphan- 
ts, who loucd doing wellfor irſelfc,and not for thankes,brake offthoſeceremonies, 
deſiring toknow how Palladius (for ſo he called! cAnſidorms) was come into that 
companic,and what his preſent cſtate wasz whereof receiuinga brite declaration 
of Kalander,he ſent him word by Clitophon, that he ſhould not as now come vnto 
him,becauſshe held himſclfe nor ſo ſure a maiſter of the Helors mindes , that hee 
would aducnture him in their power, who was ſo well knowne with an vntricndly 
acquaintance, but that he deſired him to return with Kalander,whither alſo he with- 
in tew daycs (hauing diſpatched himſelfe of the Helors ) would repaire. Kalander 
would needs kiſſe his hand againe for that promiſe, proteſting he would efteeme his 
houſe more bleſſed then a temple of the gods, if it had once receiued him, Andthen 
deſiring pardon for ' Argalus. Daiphanim aflured them that hee would die but hee 
would bring him (though till then kept in cloſe priſon, indeed for his lafety,the He- 
lots being ſo animatcd againſt himas clſc he could not have liucd) 8 ſo raking their 
leaue of him, K alander,Clitophon, Palladins, and the reſt of the Arcadians {wearing 
that they would no further in any ſort moleſt the He/ors,they ſtraight way marched 
our of the towne, carrying both theirdead and wounded bodies with them; and by 
morning were alreadie within the limits of Arcadia. - 

The Helots of the other {ide ſhutting their gates , gaue themſclues to burie their 
dead,ro curetheir wounds and reſt their wearied bodies; till(chenext day beſtowing 
the cheerefull vſe of the light ypon them) D a/phantms makinga generall conuocati. 
on,ſpake ynto them in this maner: Ve are firſt(ſaid he)to thank the gods,that(fur- 
therthen we had eyther cauſe to hope, or reaſon to imagine ) haue delivercd ys out 
of this gulfe of daunger, wherein we were alrcadie ſwallowed; For all being loſt, 
(had they nor dire&ed my returne ſo iuſt as they did ) it had beene too late to reco- 
uer that, which being had , wee could not keepe. And had I not happened to know 
one ofthe principall men among them, by which meanes che truce —_ berweene 
vs,y ou may cafily conceiue,whar little reaſon we haue to thinke, but that eytherby 
ſome ſupply out of Arcadia,or from the Nobilitic of this Country(who would haue 
made fruits of wiſedome grow out of this occaſion ) we ſhould haue had our power 
rurned to ruine,our pride to repentance and forrow, But now the ſtorme,as it fell, 
ſo it ceaſed : and theerror committed, in retaining Clitophon more hardly then his 
age or quarrell deſerued, becomes aſharpely learned experience,ro yſe in other times 
more moderation. 

Now hauel todeliuer ynto you theconclufion betweene the kings with the No- 


| biliticof Lacedemon,and you; which is inall points as your ſclues defired : aſwell 


for that you would hauc grauntcd, as for the aſſurance of what is graunted. The 
Townesand Fortes you preſently hauc,are ſtill left ynto you, tobe kept either with 
or without garriſon,ſo as you alter nor the lawes of the Countrey,and pay.ſuch du- 
ties asthe reſt of the Laconians doe; Your ſelues are made by publiquedecree, free- 
men,and ſo capable both to giueand receiue voyce in cleftion of Magiitrates. The 
diſtintion of names berweene Helots and Lacedemonizus tobe quite taken away, 
and all indifferently to enioy both names of priuiledges of Laconiars. Your chil- 
dren to bebrought yp with theirs in the Spertane diſcipline: and ſo you (framing 
your (clues to be good members of thar x to be frer fellowcs, and no lon- 
ger {eruants, 

C Which 
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Which conditions you ſee, carrie in themſelues no more contention then aſſu- 
rancc For this isnot a peace which is madewith chem, but this is a peace by which 
you are made of them. Laſtly a forgetfulneſſe decreed of all what is paſt, they ſhew- 
ing themſclues glad to haue ſo valiant men as you are, ioyned with them, {o thar 
you are to take mindes CL ſince the cauſe of warre is finiſhed; and as you ha. 
tcd them before like oppreſſors , ſo now to loue them as brothers; to take care of 
their eſtate becauſe it 15 yours, and to labour by yertuous doing , that thepoſteri- 
tic may not repent your ioyning. But now one Article onely they ſtood ypon , 
which in the end I with your Commiſsioners haue agreed ynto , that Iſhould no 
more tarrie here, miſtaking perchancemy humour,and thinking me as ſeditious as 
Iam young,or clſc it is the King Amiclas array = reſpect rhat it was my ill hap 
to kill his nephew E#rileonz bur howſocuer it be, I haue condiſcended. Burt ſo will 
not we,crycd almoſt the whole aflembly, counſelling one another, rather to rrie the 
yttermoſt euent, then looſe him by whom they had beene yiftorious. But hee as 
well with generall orations,as particular dealing with the men of moſt credit,made 
_ them throughly ſee how necelfarie it was to preferre ſuch an opportunitie before 

a vaine affeion but yer could not preuaile, rill openly hee ſware, that he would 
(if at anic time the Lacedemonians brake this treatie) come backe againe, and be their 
Captaine, 

$5 then after a few dayes, ſetting them in perfeR order, he took his leaue of them, 
whoſe cycs bad him farewell with teates, and mouthes with kiſsing the places 
wherehe ſtept, andafrer making temples ynto himas roa demi-God: thinking it 
beyond the degree of humanitic ro hauca wit ſo farre ouergoing his age, and ſuch 

dreadfull terror proceede from ſo excellent beautie. But he for his ſake obrayned 
free pardon for Argalus , whom alſo ( ypon oath neuer to beare armes againſt the 
Helots ) hee deliuered : and taking onely with him certaine principall Iewels of 
his owne, hee would haue parted alone with Argalus ( whoſe countenance well 
ſhewed, while Parthenia was loſthee counted rorhimſalf: deliuered) bur that the 
whole multitude would needs gard him into Arcadia. Where againe leauing them 
all ro lament his deparrure, hee by enquirie got to the well-knowne houſe of Ka- 
landet : There was hee recceiued with loving ioye of Kalander, with ioyfull loue 
of Palladius,with humble (thoughdolefull) demeanour of Argalus (whom "= 
both he and Palladius regarded) with gratefull ſeruiceablenes of Clzrophon,8 honou- 
rable admiration of all. For being now well viewed to haue no haire on hisface , 
ro witneſſe him a man , who had done as beyondthe degree of a man, and to 
looke with a certaine almoſt baſhfull kinde of modeſtie, as it hee feared the eyes 
of men , who was vnamooued with fight of the moſt horrible continuances . 
of death ; and as if nature had miſtaken her worke ro haue a ©HMarſes heart 
ina Cupids bodice: All that beheld him (andall that mighe behold him, did be- 
hold him) made their eyes quicke meſſengers to their mindes, that there they had 
ſcenethe yttermoſt that in mankind might be ſcene, The like wonder Palladixs had 
before ſtirred, but that Diphantws, as younger 8 newer come, had gotten now the 
aduantagein the moyſt and fickle impreſsion of eye-ſight. But whule all men( ſa« 
uing poore iArgalus ) made the ioy of their eyes ſpeake for their hearts rowards 
Darphantus : Fortune (that belike was bid to that banker, and mentthen to play the 
good fellow) brought a pleaſant aducnture among them. Ir was that as they had 
newly dincd,there came into K alauder a meſſenger, that brought him word, a yong 
noble Ladic , ncere kinſwoman to the faire Helen Queene of Corinth , _ 
| chir 
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thither;and deficed'to be lodged in his houſe. Kalender (moſt gladof ſuch an ocaſi- 
on, went out,andall hisother won bag with him,fauing ondy Argales, who 
remained in hisetiamber, deſirous that this companic were once broken yp, that he 
mighr gocin his foliraric queſt after Paytheaie. Bur when they met this Ladie; (is: 
Lander feaight thoaghthe ſaw-his necce Parthepra , arid wasabout'in ſuch familiar 


ſort to hauc ſpoken ynto her; but ſheein grauc and honourablemannergining him 
to vnderſtand thithee was miſtakery, hee halfe aſhamed excuſed himiſclte with the 
exceeding likeneſfe was betiweene chem;'chough' indeede ir ſeemed rhar this Ladic 
was of the mote /pilre arid dainnie-complexion ;'ſhe faid ; it mi ht yetic well be; ha. 
uing beene tmahy tiles rakery one foratiother. 'Bur afſooncas ſhe was broughtintg 
the houſe - beforeſhe would reſt her,ſhee defiredro ſpeake with 4 alas publikely 
who-ſhee heard-was in the houſe. Arealns carne haſtily'; and as hattity thou ht as 
Kalander had done, with ſudden oc ioy incoſorrow.Bur thee when the had 
ſaid their rhoughtsiwith telling them hiefnatne and qualirie, ii this ſort ſpakeynro 
him, My Lord Argeles ; faidſhe,being of lrekfr inthe Court of 'Queene Helew of 
Corinth, aschiefe inther abſcrice ( ſhe beirig ypon ſomeoccaſion gone hence) there 
cameymo me the Ladic Parthenia ſo dishgured, as Tthinke Greeee harh nothing 
ſoougly to behold, For my part,ir was'manydaics, before withvehemenr oarhes, 
and ſoine good proofes,ſhce could make'rhe thinke that ſhee was Parthenia. Yet ar 
laſt finding cerrainely it wasſhee,and greatly pittying her misforeune, ſo much the 
mote, as that all mien had cuer told me'(asnow you doe ) of the great likeneſſe be- 
rweene vs, I tooke the beſt care I could of het;and of her ynderſtood rhewhole tra- 
gicall hiſtoric of her vndeſerucd aducnture: and there withall,of that moſt nobls 
conftancie in youtny Lord Argales : which whoſocuer loues not,ſhews himſelfe to 
bea hater of yerrue;8& vnworthy to liut in the ſdcicticof mankinde.Bur no outward 
cheriſhing could ſalue the inward ſore of her minde; but a few daies ſince ſhe died; 
befoteher dearh carneſtly defiring,and perfivading me;to thinke of no husband bur 
of youy as of che only man in theworld worthy to be loned:withall;ſhe gaue me this 
Ring todeliuer you,deſiring you;,and by the atithoririeof loue commannding you, 
that theaffeRion you bare her, you ſhould rurne to me; aſſuring you, that nothing 
can pleaſe her ſoule more, then to ſee youand me matched together. Now my Lor 
though this officebenot ( perchance) ſurable to wy eſtate, nor ſex, who ſhould ra- 
ther looke ro be delired ; yer,an extraordinariedeſertrequires an extraordinarie pro- 
ceeding : and therefore I am come (with faithfull loue builtypon your worthineſle) 
to offer my ſelfe,and to beſecch you to accept the offer : and if rheſe noble Gentle- 
men preſent, will ſay ir is great folly, letthem withall; ſay it is grear loue. And then 
ſhe ſtaid,carneſtly attending Argals his anſwere , who firſt making moſt heartic 
lighes (doing ſuch obſequics as hecould ro Parthenia ) thus anſwered her. 

Madame (ſaid he) infinicly am I bound ynto you, for this , no'more rare rhen 
noble courtefie; but much bound for the goodneſſe I petceine you ſhewed to the 
Ladie Parthenix( with that the tcares rannedowne hiseyes, bur hee followed on) 
andas muchas ſo ynfortunatea man ; fit ro bee the ſpectacle of miſetie, can doe 
you ſeruicez determine you haue madeapurchaſe of aflaue / whileT line) neuerto. 
faileyou. But this great matter you propoſe 'ynro me, wherein I am not ſo blind as 
not to ſee what happineſle it ſhould be ynto me excellent Ladie; know, rhat if my 
heart were minero giue , you before all other ſhould have ir; but Parthenias it is 
though dead:there Vega chatel endall matterof affeQion, I hope Tſhall not lon 
tarric after her,with whoſe beautic if Lhad onely beene in loue,, I ſhould be ſo with

you, who hauc the ſame beautie: but it was Parthenias ſelfe I loutd,and louegwhich 
nolikeneſſe can make one; nocommaundement diſſolue, no foulneſle defile,nor no 
death finiſh. And ſhall I receiue(ſaidſhe ſuch diſgrace;as to be refuſed?Noble Lady 
(aid he)let not that hard word be vſed; who know your exceeding worthines farre 
beyond my deſert: burir isonely happineſſe I refuſe, ſince of the onely happineſlc [ 
could and can deſire, I am refuſed. —_ | R 

He had ſcarce ſpoken thoſe words, when ſhee ranneto him, andi ing him, 
why then Argalus ( ſaid ſhee) take thy Parthenia: and Parthena it was indeede, But 
becauſe ſorrow forbad him too ſooneto belecue,ſherold him thettuerhwith all cir- 
cumſtances: how being parted alone, meaning to dic in ſome ſalitarieplace,asſhe 
hapned to make hercomplaint,the Queene Helen of Corinth ( who likewiſe felther 
part of miſcrics ) being then walking alſo alonein that lonely place, heard her, and 
ncucr left till ſhe had knowne the whole diſcourſe. VVhich the noble Queene great- 
ly pirrying he ſent to her aphyſition of hers themoſt excellent man in the wotld, in 
hope he could helpe her : which in ſuch ſortas they ſaw he had performed,and ſhe 
taking with her of the Queenes ſcruants,thought yet to make thisrriall, whether he 
would quickcly forget his true Parthenia,orno, Her (| was confirmed by the 
Corinthian Gentlemen, who before had kept her councell,and Argalus calily perſwa- 
ded to what more then ten thouſand yearcs of life hedefired : and Kalarder would 
needs haue the marriage celebrated in hishouſe, principally the longer to hold his 
deare gueſts, towards whom he was now ( beſides his owne habite'of hoſpitalitie) 
carried with loue anddutic: and therefore omitted no feruice that his wit could in- 
uent, and his power miniſter. | I 

Bat no way he ſaw he could ſo much pleaſure them,as by leaving the two friends 
alonc,who being ſhrunkeaſide to the etting houſe where the pitures were: 
there Palladius recounted ynto him,thatafter they had both abandonedthe burning 
ſhip (8 cither of them raken ſomething vnder him,the better ro ſu him tothe 
ſhore) he knew not how , but cither with ouer-labouring in the fight , and ſudden 
cold,orthe too much recciuing of ſalt,yater, he was paſt himſelfe: bur yet holding 
faſt (as thenatureof dying meu is rodo)the cheſt that was ynder him,he was caſt on 
the ſands,where he was taken vp by a couple of ſhepheards, and by them broughr 
to life againc, and kept from drowning himſelfe,when he deſpaired of his ſaftic. 
How after hauing failedto take himinto the fiſher boate,he had by the ſhepheards 

waſion come to this Gentlemans houſe; where being dangerouſly ficke, he had 

yeelded to ſeeke the recoucrie of health, onely for that hee might the ſooner 
ſeckethedcliucric of Pyroclesy towhich purpoſe Kalander by ſome friends of Ks 
in Meſſens , had alreadic ſet aſhippe or two abroad, when this accident of Ch;to- 
?hons taking had fo bleſſedly procured their meeting,  Thendid hee fer forth vn- 
to him the noble intertainment and carefull cherſhing of Xalander towards him, 
and ſo ypon occaſion of the piftures preſent,deliuered with the franknes of africnds 
rongue,as necreas he could, word by word what Kalander had rolde him touching 
the ſtcange ſtorie ( with all the parricularities belonging ) of Arcadia , which did in 
many ſorts ſo delight Pyrocles to heare - that hee would needs haue much of ir 
againe repeated , and was not contented till Xalander himſelfe had anſwered him 
diverſe queſtions. 

Bur firſt at Mwſidorss requeſt, though in briefe manner,his minde much running 
vpon the ſtrange ſtorie of Arcadia, he did declare by what courſe of aducntures hee 
was come to make yp their muruall happineſle in mecting. When ( coin ſaid he) 

we 
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we had ſtript our ſelues, and were both leapt-into the Sea , and ſwome a little to- 
ward the ſhore, I found by reaſon of ſome wounds I had , that I ſhould not be able 
to ger the land,and therefore returned backe againe to the maſt of the ſhippe,where 
you found me afſuring my ſelfe, thatif you camealiue to theſhoare , you would 
ſecke me; ifyouwereloſt, as I thought iras good toperith as to liuc , ſothar place 
as good to periſh in as another. There I found my ſword among ſome of the 
ſ{hrowds, wiſhing (I muſt confeſſe) if I died, to be found with that in my hand, and 
withall wauing irabourmy head, that ſaylers by,mighr haue the berter glimpſe of 
me. There you miſsing me, I was taken ypby Pyrats, who putting mee vnder 
boord priſoner, preſently ſer vpon another ſhip,and maintaining a long fighr,in the 
end,putthemall ro the ſword, Amongſt whom I might heare them greatly praiſe 
one young man,who fought moſt valiantly, whom (as loue is carcfull, and misfor- 
tune ſubic& to doubtfulneſſe) I rhought certainly to be:you. And ſo holding 
youas dead, fromthat timerill the time I ſawyou,in truth I ſought nothing more 
then a noble end, which perchance made me more hardie then otherwiſe I would 
haue beene. Tryall whereof came within twodayes after: : for the Kings of Lace- 
demon hauing ſct our ſome Galleys, vnder the charge of one of their Nephewes, 
ro ſcourethe Sea of the Pyrates, they mer with ys , where our Capraine wanting 
men, was driuen to arme ſome of his priſoners, with promiſe of libertie for well 
fighting : among whom I was one; and being borded by the Admirall ,it was my 
fortune to kill Zurylcon the Kings Nephew : but in the end they preuayled , and wee 
were all taken priſoners, I not caring much what became of mee (onely keeping 
the nameof Daiphantus,according to the reſolution you know is berween vys:) bur 
being laidin the iayle of Tenaria,with ſpeciall hate to me forthe death of Eurylcon, 
the popular ſort of that towne conſpired with the Helots , and fo by night opened 
them che gates; where entring and killing all of rhe gentle and rich faRion,for ho- 
neſtie ſake brake opep all priſons, and ſo deliuered me : and I moued withgrateful- 
neſle,8 encou with careleſneſle of life, ſo-behaued my ſelfe in ſome conflicts 
they had within tew dayes , that chey barbarouſly thinking vnſenſible wonders of 
mee,and withall ſo much the berter truſting mce, as they heard I was hated of the 
King of Lacedemon,their chiefe Capraine being laine , as you know by the noble 
Argalus (who helped thereunto by his perſwaſion ) hauing borne a great affeion 
vnto mec,and to auoide the dangerous emulation which grew among the chiete, 
who ſhould haue the place Sand alſo afteQed , as rather to hauec a ſtraunger then a 
competitor, they clefed mee ( God wot little proude of that dignitiez ) reſto- 
ring ynto mee ſuch things of mineas being raken firſt by che Pyrates , and then by 
the Lacedemonians, they had gotten in the ſacke of the rowne. Now being in it, 
ſo good was my ſucceſle with manieviRories, that I madea peace tor them to their 
owne liking the verie day that you deliucred Cl;rophon,whom I wich much a-dohad 
preſerued. Andin my peace the king _Amiclas of Lacedemon would needes haue 
mee baniſhed , and depriued of the dignitic whereunto I was exalted : which 
(and you may ſee how much you are bound ro mee) for your ſake I was content 
to ſuffer , a new hope riſing in mee, that you were nor dead : and fo meaning 
to trauaile ouer the world to ſecke you ; and now heere ( my deere Mnuſrdorius ) 
you haue mee. And with that (embracing and kiſsing each other ) they called 
Kalander, of whom Daiphantus deſiring to heare the full toric , which before he 
had recounted to Palladins,and to ſeethe lertet of Philanax, which he read and well 


marked. 
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But within ſomedayes after , the marriage berweene Argalus and the faire Par- 
theniabcing to be celebrated, Daiphantus and Pallading ſelling ſome of their Iewels, 
furniſhed themſelues of yeric faire apparell, meaning to do honour to their louin 
hoſt; who as much for their ſakes, as forthe mariage, ſer forth each thing in'mo 
gorgeous manner. Burall the coſt beſtowed did nor ſo much entich, nor all the fine 
decking ſo much beaurifie,norall thedaintiedeuiſes ſo much delight, as the faire- 
neſſe of Parthenia, thepearle of all the maides of Mantinea - who as ſhe went tothe 
Temple to be maried,her eyes themſcluesſcemed a Temple, wherein loue 8 beautie 
were marricd ;her lips though they were kept cloſe with modeſt ſilence , yet with a 

rety kind of naturall ſwelling, they feemed to invite thegueſts that lookr on them 

cr checkes bluſhing , and withall when ſhe was ſpoken vnto,, a little ſmiling, were 
like Roſes, when their leaues arewith a little brearhſtirred ; herhaire being laide ar 
the full length downe her backe, bareſhew as if the yoward fayled , yer thatwould 
conquer. Daiphanius marking her , O upiter (ſaith he —_— Palladines) how 
happens it, that beautie is onely confined to Arcadia'? But Paladins not greatly at- 
rending his ſpeech, ſome daics werecontinued in theſolemnizing the mariage,with 
all conceipts that might deliuer delightto mens fancies, 

But ſuch a chaunge was growne in Daiphantus,that (as if cheerefulneſſc had bin 
- tediouſnes,and good entertainment were turned to diſcourtelie) he would eucr ger 

himſclfe aphengh almoſt when he was in company, he was alone ſo littlear- 
tention he gaue to any that ſpake ynto him : cuen thecolour and figure of his face 
began to recciue ſomealteration,which heſhewedlitle to heed: but cuery morning 
carcly going abroad,citherto the Garden, or to ſome woods toward the deſert, it 
ſeemed his onely comfort was to be withouta comforter. But long it could notbe 
hid from Palladius, whom true louc made readie to marke, 8 long knowledge able 
to marke; and therefore being,now growne weatie of his abode in Arcad/a, hauing 
informed himſelfe fully of the ſtrengrhand riches of the countrey, of the nature of 
the people,and maner of their lawes :and ſeeing the Court could not be viſited, pro- 
hibited to all men, but to certaine ſhepheardiſh people z he greatly deſired a ſpeedie 
returne to his owne countrey,after the manie mazes of fortune he had troden. Bur 
percceiuing this great alceration in his friend , he thought firſt to breake with him 
thercofy and then to haſten his rewrne; whereof he found him but ſmally cnclined: 
whereupon oneday taking him alone with certainegraces and countenances, asifhe 
werediſputing with the trees, began in this manerto ſay ynto him. 

A munde well trained and long exerciſed in vertue ( my ſweet 8 worthy couſin) 
doth not caſily chaunge any courſe it once yndertakes,but ypon well grounded and 
well wayed cauſes; For being witneſſeto it ſelfe of his owne inward good, it findes 
nothing without it of ſo high aprice,for which it ſhould be altered, Euen the eric 
countenanceand behauiour of ſuch a man doth ſhew forth Images of the ſame con- 
ſtancie,by maintaining a right harmony berwixtit and the inwardgood,in yeelding 
it ſelfe ſutable tothe yertuous reſolution of the minde. This ſpeech I dire& to you 
(noble friend Pyrocles)rhecexcellencic of whoſe mind and well choſen courſe in ver- 
tue,if I do not ſufficiently know, hauing ſeene ſuch rare demonſtrations of it, it is 
my weakneſſe,and not your vnworthineſle: but as indeed I knoweit,and knowing 
it moſt dearely loue both ir, and him that hath it; ſo muſtI needs ſay,thar ſince our 
late comming into this country, I haue marked in you, I will notſay analteration, 
but a relentiog truly, & aſlacking ofthe maine career, you had ſo notably begun & 
almoſt performed. 8 that 1n ſuch ſort, as I cannot find ſufficient reaſon in my great 
SN _- "ec me loue 
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louc toward you how to allow it: for (to'leaue off other ſecreter argurnents which 
my.acquaintance with you makes mecaſily-find) rhis in. effec ro anie man may be 
manifeſt; that wheras you werewont in _— you came, togiue your (elfe vehe- 
mently ro:the knowledge of thoſe things which _ berter your minde, ro ſeeks 
the familiaritie of excellent men inlcarningand ſouldiery, and laſtly, topnr all theſe 
chiogs in praftiſe both by continuall —_—_—_ worthy cnterpriſes, as oc- _ 
caſion fell for them; you now leaue all rhetethings vndone : you let your mind fall 

allcep: beſide yout countenance troubled;which ſurely comes nor of verrug forver- 


-rue (like the cleere heauen)is without clouds: & laſtly SR your ſelfe rg ſolt- 
ro 


rarines,the{lie cacmy,that doth moſt ſeperate a man from weldoing. Pyrocies mind 
was all this whileſo fixed vp6 another deuction,thar he no moreartetiuely marked 
his fricadsdiſcourſe,thenthechild that hath leaueto play, marks thelaſt part of his 
leſſonzor thediligent Pilot ina dangerous tempeſt doth artend the vnskilfull words 


\ofapaſſcnger: yetthe very ſound hauing imprinted the general points of his ſpeech 


in his hcarr,pierced with any muſlike of ſodeerely an eſteemed friend, 8& delirous by 
degrees to bring him roa gentler conſideration of him;with a ſhamefac'r looke(wit- 
neſ{sing he rather could not help,then did not know his fault ) anſwered him to this 
purpoſe: Excellent Muſidorms,in the praiſe you gaue me in the veginning of your 
{pcech,[ cafily acknowledgethe force of your good will ynto me, tor neither could 
you haue thought ſo well of me, if extremiry of loue had not made your iudgment 
partiall,nor you could haue loned me ſo entirely, if you had not binapr to make ſo 
cat(though vndeſerued)iudgements of me; & cuen ſo mult I ſay ro thoſcimper- 
|-Qtions, to which though I hauc cucrthrough'weakenes beeneſubieR, yer you by 
the daily mending of your mind haue of late bin able tolooke intothemn, which be- 
fore you could not diſcerne; {o that the change you ſpeake of, falls norout by my 
impairing,but by your bettering. Andyet oa, leaue of yourberter nudgement, 
I muſt needs ſay thus much;my deerecoufin,thar I find not my ſelfe wholly to be 
condemned,becauſe I do not with continual vehemencie follow thoſe knowtedges, 
which you call thebertering of my mind; for both the mind it ſelfe muſt (like other 
things)ſomtimes be vnbenr,orel{ceirwill becither weakned,or broken + And theſe 
knowledges,as they are of good vſe, ſoarcthey not all the mind may ſtretch ir ſelfe 
vnto : who knowes whetherlfeed not my mind with higher thoughts? Truly,as I 
know notall the particularities;ſo yer I ſee the bounds of all theſe | aoat/yr a : bur 
the workings of the mind,I finde much more infinite, then can be led ynto by the 
cic,or imagined by anie,that diſtra& their thoughts without chemſelues, | 
And in ſuch contemplation, or (as I chinke) more excellene,I enioy my ſolitari- 
neſle,8 my ſolitarines perchance,is the nurſe of theſe contemplations. Eagles we ſee 
fliealone,and theyare bur ſheep,which alwaics hcard together ; condemae nor ther- 
fore my mind ſometimes to cnioy it ſelfe;nor blame not theraking of ſuch times as 
ſeruemoſt fit for it. And alas,deare ©nſidorus , if I be ſadde, who knowes better 
then you the iuſt cauſes I haue of ſadneſſe ? And here Pyrocles (uddenly ſtopped , 
likea man vnſatisfied in himſelfe, though his wit might well haue ſeruedro haue 
ſatisfied another, And fo looking with a countenance, as though heedeſired hee 
ſhould know his minde wirhout hearing him ſpeake, and yer defirous ro ſpeake , 
to breathe out ſome part of his inward cuill, ſcoding againe new bloud to his face, he 
continued his ſpeech in this maner : And Lord (deerecouſin, ſaid hee} dooth nor 
the pleaſantaes of this place carrie/init ſelfe ſufficient reward for any time loſtinir? 


Doe you not ſec how all things conſpire-together to. make thiscountry a heauenly 
| dwelling * 
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dwelling 2 Doc you not ſec the graſſe,how in colour they excell the Emeralds,cuery 
one ſtriuing to aſl his fellow,and yet they areallkepr of an cquallheight?And ſee 
you not thereſt of theſe beautifull lowers,cach of which would require a mans wit 
to know and his life to exprefie? Do not theſe ſtately trees ſeeme to maintaine their 
flouriſhing old agewith the only happineſle oftheir ſear, being cloathed withaconti- 
nuall ſpring,becauſe no beautic here ſhould cuer fade? Dooth not theayre breath 
health,which the birds (dclightfull both co care & eye) dodaily.ſolemnizewith the 
ſweet conſent of their yoices? Is not cuerie Eccho rhereofa _ Muſick ? & theſe 
freſh 8 delightfull brookes how flowly they ſlide away; as lothto leaue the —_— 
nic of ſo many things vnitcd in perfeftion? and with how ſweera murmure t 
lament their forced deparrure? Certainly,certainly ,couſin,it muſt needs be that ſome 
eſſe inhabiteth this Region, who is the ſovile of this ſoile : for netther is any 
eſſe then a goddeſlſe, worthy ro be (hrinedin ſucha heape of pleaſures : norany lefle 
then a goddefſe could hauc made it ſoperfe@ a plorte of the cealeſtiall dwellings. 
' Andſo cnded with a deepe ſigh, rewfully caſting his eye ypon Muſidorus as more 
deſirous of pitticthen pleading. But Muſidorus had all this while held his looke 
fixed ypon Pyrocles countenance and wirh no lefle louing attention marked how 
his words procceded from him: bur in borh theſe, he perceiued ſuch ſtrange diuer- 
ſities, that they rather increaſed new doubts, then gaue him ground to ſettle anic 
indgement: forbeſides his cycs ſometimes cuen great with teares, the oft changi 
of his colour, with a kind of ſhaking ynſtayedneſle onerall his body,he might ſee in 
his countenance ſome great determination mixed with fearez & might perceiue in 
him ſtore of thoughts, rather ſtirred then digeſted; his words interrupted continu» 
ally with ſighes (which ſerued asa burthen to cach ſentence) and the tenour of his 
ſpeech (though ofhis wonted phraſe) not knit together to one conſtantend, but ra- 
erdifſolucd in it (elfe,as the ychemencie of the inward paſsion preuailed: which 
made Ms{idorus frame his anſwere necreſt to that humour , which ſhould ſooneſt 
ut out the ſecret. For hauing in the beginning of Pyrocles ſpeech which defended 
his ſolitariucs,framed inhis minda reply againſt it,inthe praiſe of honourable a&i- 
on,in ſhewing that ſuch a kind of contemplation is but a glorious title to idleneſſe; 
that inaQtion a man did not onely better himſelfe but benefir others; that thegods 
would not hauedeliuereda ſoule into the bodie, which had armes and legges,onely 
inſtruments ofdoing , bur that it were intended the minde ſhould re 4 them, 
and that the minde ſhould beſt know his owne good or cuill by pratiſe, which 
knowledge was theonely way to encreaſe the one, and corre the other: belides 
manie other arguments , which the plentifulneſle of the marrer yeclded to the 
ſharpeneſle of his wit. VVhen hee found Pyrocles kaue that, and fall intoſuch an 
affetted prayſing ofthe place, heleft it likewiſe,and ioyned with him therein: be- 
cauſe he found him in that humouryrter more ſtore of paſsion;and cuen thus kind- 
ly embracing him, he ſaid, Your words areſuch (noble couſin) ſo ſweetly 8 ſtrong- 
ly handled in the praiſc of ſolitarines, as they would make melikewiſe yeelde my 
elfe yp 1nto it, but that the ſame words make me know, it is more pleaſant to enioy 
the companie of him that can ſpeake ſuch words, then by ſuch words to be perſwa- 
dcd to follow ſolitarines, And cuen ſo doc Igiue you leaue (ſweet Pyrocles) euerto 
defend ſolitarines, ſo long as todefend it , you cuer keepe companie. But-I mar. 
uell at the exceſsiuepraiſesyou giue to this country; in truth ic is not vnpleaſanr, 
but yet if you would returne into Macedon, you ſhould cither ſee! many heauens,or 
find chisno more then carthly, And cuen Tempe in my Theſſalia (where you and 
J=-. _ Ito 
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Ito t happineſſe were brought 'vp together) is nothing inferiour vnts it; 
Bucl nr make me (ce, : hevigouraf your —_ ſhew ir ſelfe in 
anicſubie& : or elte you feede ſometimes your ſolitarineſle with the conccirs of the 
Poets, whoſeliberall penes can as caſiy trauaile ouer mountaines, as molc- hills : 
and ſo like welldiſpoſed mea,ſcr vp cuery ng the higheſt norey cſpecially,when 
they putſuch words in the mourhes of one theſe fanraſticall mind-infe&ed peo- 
ple,thacchildren&Muſitianscall Louers.This word, Loucr,did nolcſſepiercepoore 
Pyrocles, then the right runc of mulicke roucheth him thar is ſicke bf the T aranisls. 
cre was not one part of his bodic, thatdid nor feele a ſudden motion, while his 
heart with panting, ſcemed to danceto the ſound of thac word, yerafter ſomepauſe 
(lifting vp tus cyesa little from the ground , and yer nor daring to place them in the 
eyesof Muſidorus) armed with-the yerie cquntenance of the priſoner ar the 
barre, whoſcanſwer is nothing bur guiltie: with much a-doce he brought forth this 
eſtion. Andalas,ſaid he,deare colin; wharif I benotſo much the Poet( the fiee- 
dome of whoſepen can exerciſe it ſcife in anic thing}as cuen that miſctable ſubie&t 
ofhis cunning,whereof you ſpeake? Now the eternall gods forbid ( maincly crycd 
out Muſidorws) that cuer my careſhould be poyſoned with ſo cuill newes of you. 
O ler me neuer know that anie baſe affeftion ſhould ger anic Lordſhippein your 
thoughts. Butas he was ing more, XK alaydereame , & brake of their diſcourſe, 
with inuiting them to the hiznting of a goodly which being harbouredin a 
wood thereby,he hoped wonki make them good ſport, and drine away ſome part of 
Daiphantus melancholy. They condiſcanded, andſogoing to their lodgings, fur- 
niſhed themſclues as liked them, Da/phautms waiting a few words which he Tcft (ca- 
led inalerter againſt theirreturne. 7 (5/17, 1 7 1100s; | | 
Then wenrtthey rogether abroad _—_— Kalender entertainingthem with plea- 
Cant dif ow well he loucdtheſport of hunting,when he was a yong man, 
how much in the compariſon thereof hee diſdayncdal delights , tharthe 
hr wes great a iourney ſocuer he had to-make) could neverpreuem him with 
catlinefſe, nor the Moone (with her ſober countenance )diſſwade him from war- 
ching till midnight for the Deeres feeding, O,faid he,you willncuer liue to my age, 
wirhour you keepe your ſclues in breath with exetciſe, 8 in heart with ioyfulneſle : 
too muchchinking doth conſume the ſpirits , and oft it fallsour , thatwhule one 
thinks too much of hisdoing, he leaties rodoe the effet of his thinking. Then 
ſpared heenot to remember , how much Arcadia was chaunged ſince his youth : 
4Awitic and good fellowſhippe being norhing in the price. it was then held in, 
bur according to the nature of theold growing world, ſtillworſe and worſe. . Then 
would hetell them ſtorics of ſuch gallantsas he had knowne : and ſo with pleafanc 
companic begniled the times haſt, andſhorrned rhe wayes length, ill they camero 
the (ide of the wood, where the hounds were in couples ſtaying ther —_— bur 
wicha whining accent crauing hberticz many of them,in colour and markes ſo re- 
ſembling, thapit ſhewed they were of one kinde: The hunrfmen handſomly ar- 
tired 1n their greene linerics, as they were children'of Summer ; wich 
ſtaucs in their hands tobeate the guilrieſſe carth1, when ther!houndes were at a 
fault , and with hornesabour their neckes , to ſound an alarumivpon a lilly fugi- 
tive: The hounds were ſtraight vncoupled,, and-cre long the: Stagge' thought ir 
berrer to truſt to the nimbleneſle of his tecre, thento the ſlender fotrificationof his * 
lodging : but cuen his feeteberrayed him; for howfocuer they wear , they them- 
ſclucs yrtered themſclues to the ſcat of their cnemics; who one taking irof another, 
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and ſometimes belccuing rhe windes aduerriſements , ſometimes the yiew:of 
(chcir fairhfull counſellers) rhe huntſmen , with open mouthes then- denounced 
warre, when the warte wasalready begunne. Their crie being compoſed of ſo:well 
ſorted mouths, that any man would percciue therein ſome kind of 'proportion', 
bur the skilfull woodmendid finde a muſicke; Then ddight and yaticry of opinion, 
drew the horſemen (i waies, yct cheering their hounds with-yoixe and horne, 
kept ſtill (as it were) cr. The wood ſeemed to confpire with themagainſt his 
owne citizens, diſperſing rheir noiſe through all his quarters, and eucn che Nym h

Eccholeft to bewaile the loſle of 'Narciſſus, and became a hunter.” But rhe 

was inthe cnd ſo hd purſued, that ( —_— flighr) hee was driven to tridke 
courageof diſpaire; 810 ing his head the hounds,with change of ſpeech, 
ro teſtifie that hewasart a bay : asif from hotpurſnir of their enemie; they were ſud> 
denly come to a parley.

Bur Kalazder (by his skill ofcoaſting rhecountrey wasarnong the firſt that came 
into thebeſicged Decre1 whom when ſomeovf rhe > would hauc killed 
with their ſwords,he would nor ſuffer : burwith a ſent:a:death tothe 
poore beaſt, who with tcares ſhewed the ynkindneſſe herooke of mans crucltic. 

Bur by the time that the whole companie was aſſembled,and that the Stagge had 
beſtowed himſcltfe liberally among them har had killed him, Dajphantus was miſt, 
for whom Palladius carcfully enquiring, no newes could be giuen him , bur by one 
that ſaid , hee thought he was returned home 3 for thar hee marker him ,'in the 
chiefc of the hunting,rake a by-way, which might leade to Kalaxders houſe. That 
anſwetffor the time ſarisfying,and they hauing performed all ductics,as well tor the 
S funcrcall,as thehou ,they returned: ſometalking of the farnefſe 
ofthe Deers body ; ſome of theffaircneſſe of his head; ſome of the hounds cunnitgy 
ſome of their ſpecd,and ſomeoftheircrye; tillcomming home(abour the time that 
the candles begin ro inkerire the Sunnes office) rhey found Dazphantas was not to 
befound. Vhereat Paladins greatly i aday or two paſsing,while nei- 
ther ſearch nor cnquirie could helpe him to knowledge; ar laſt he lighted vpon the 
letter, which Pyrocles had written before he wenta mm 6p lefr in his ſtudie a- 
mong other of his writings. The letter was directed to Palladius himſelfe,and con- 
taincd theſe words r "i 

My onely fricnd , violence of loue leades tne into ſuch a courſe, 'whereof your 
knowledge may much more yexe you,then helpe me. Therforepardon my concea- 
ling it from you,ſince,ifI wrong you, itis in the reſpe& I beare you. Returneirto 
T heſſalia,] pray you,as full of good fortune, as I am of deſire: andif I live, I will 'in 
ſhoneimebollow yon ith di loue my memoric. —- 12 19; 

Fhis was all,and this P alladrxs read twice or thrice ouer. Ah(ſaid he)Pyrocles,what 
meanes this alteration ? what haue I deſerued of thee, ro berhus baniſhed of thy 
counſels ? Herctofore I haucaccuſedthe ſea, condemned the Pyrars, and hated my 
euill fortune that depriued me of thee bur now thy ſelfeis the ſea, which drownes 
my comfort, thy ſelte is the Pyrattharrobs thy ſclte from me: thy owne will be- 
comes my cuill forrune. Then turned he his thoughts ro all formes of gheſſes that 
might light pon the purpoſe andcourſe of Pyrocles : for hee was not ſofure by his 
words, that it was loue as he wasdoubtful where the loue was.One timehe thoghe,' 
ſome beauric in Laconia had laid hold of his ciesz another time hee feared, that ic 
might be Parthenias excellencie,which had broken the bands of all former reſolutis, 
bur the more he thoughr,the more he knew not what to think, armies of obieQion 


riling againſt any accepted opinion, Then 
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Then as carefull he was what ro doe himſelfe : at lengrh determined, neuer to 
leaue ſecking him,cill his ſearchſhould be eyther by meeting accompliſhed, or by 
death efided. Therefore(foralltheynkindanes bearing tender reſpett, that his friends 
ſecret determination ſhould be kept from any ſuſpition ia others)he went to Kalar- 
der,and told him,that he had receiued a meilage om his friend , by which hee yn» 
derſtood he was gonebackeagaine into Laconia, about ſome marters greatly impor- 
ting the poore men, whoſe proreQion he had vndertaken and that ir was in any ſorr 
fit | ares follow him, bur in ſuch priuate wiſe, as not to beknowne, and that 
therefore he would as ure him —_— AGANEY ina blackearmour , 
ascithera badge,or prognoſtication of his minde: and taking only with him g! 
ſtore of — few choiſe jewels, leawng the greateſt 2 of beaten 
moſt of his apparel with X a/ander;which he did partly cogiue the more cauſe to X a- 
Lander to expe their returne,and ſo to be the lefle curiouſly inquilitiue after them - 
aud partly to leaue thoſe honourablerhankes ynro him , for his and kind- 
nefle, which hee knew he would noother way receiue, The good olde man ha- 
uing neither reaſon to difſwade , nor _— perſwade, receiucd the things , with 
minde of a keeper,not ofan owner but before he wenr, defired hee might haue the 
happin efully tro know what they were; which he ſaid, he had cuertill then de- 
layed,fearing to beany way importune: bur now hecould not be ſo mach an enemy 
ro his defires,as any longer to impriſon them in ſilence; Palladiws rold him, that the 
matter was not ſo ſecret, but that ſo worthy a friend deſerued the knowledge, and 
ſhould haue it as ſvoneas he might ſpeake with his friend ; wfthour whoſe conſent 

uſe their promiſe bound him otherwiſe ) he could not reucale it but bad him 
old for moſt aſſured, thar if they liucd buta while, he ſhould find, that they which 
bare the names of Ay 4/8 and Palladius,would giue him and his,cauſe to thinke 
his noblecourtefie wel imployed. XK alander would prefle him no further, but deſiring 
that he might haue leaueto goe,or at leaſt to ſend his ſonne 8 ſeruants with him : 
Palladius brake off all ceremomes, by telling him, his caſe ſtood ſo, that his greateſt 
fauour ſhould be in making leaſt a-doe of Ri parting. VWherewith XK alander know- 
ing itto be morecumberthen currelie,to ſtrive, abſtained from further yrging him, 
but not from heartiemourning the loſle of ſo ſweet a conuerſation. 

Onely Clitophon by vehement importunitic obtained to gocwith him, to come 
againe to Daiphantus, whom hee namedand accounted his Lord. And in ſuch 
private guiſe departed Palladixes , though hauing a companion to ralke withall , 
ROY much more with vakindneffe, And firſt they went ro Martine wherof 

uſe Parthenia was,he ſuſpetted there might be ſome cauſe of his abode. But 
finding there no newes of him, he went to Tegea, Ripa , Eniſhe Stimphalus , and 
Phinews, farous for the poyſonous Stygran water, 8 through all rhe reſt of Arcadia, 
making their eyes, their cares , and their tongues ſerue almoſ: for nothing , but 
chat enquirie. But they could know nothing | tharin none of thoſe places hee 
was knowne. And ſo went they, making oneplace ſucceede to another, in like yn- 
certainty to their ſearch, many timesencountring ſtrange aduentures, worthy to be 
regiſtred in the rolls of fame : bur this may not be omitted. As they paſt in a plea- 
fant valley (of cither fide of which high hills lifted vp their beetle-browes,as ifthey 
would oner looke the pleaſantnefle of their vnderproſpe&t ) they were by the dain 
tineſſe of the place,& the wearines of themſclues, inuired rolighc from cheirhorſes ; 
and pulled off their birs,thar they mighe ſomething refreſh their mouths ypon the 
gralle (which plentifully grew , brought vp ynder the care of thoſe well ſhading 
trees) 
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trees) rhey themſelues layed them downe hard _ murmuring mulicke of cer- 
taine waters,which ſpouted out of the fide ofthe hills,and in the botrom of the val- 
lie made of many ſprings a prettic brooke,like a common-wealth of many families: 
but when they had a while harkened to the perſwaſion of fleepe, they roſe , and 
walktonward in that ſhadie place,rill C/itophon cſpyed a = of armovr,and nor far 
off another pecce : and ſo the fight of one ' wn reaching him ro looke for more, hee 
atlengrh found all, with hcad-peece and ſhield, by the deuice whereof, which was 
heſtraightknew it to bethe armour'of his couſin, the 
noble Amphialus. Whereupon (——_ inconucniencehapned ynto him) hee 
rold both his doubt and cauſe of doubt ro Palladius, who ( conſideting thereof) 
chought beſt ro make no _—_ ſtay, but to follow on: leaſt perchance ſome yio- 
lence were offercd to ſo worthy a knight, whom thefame of the world ſeerned to ſer 
inballance with any Knight a_ Yet with a ſudden conceipr, having long borne 
great honour tothe name of Amphialus, Palladius houghrbeſt ro rakethat armour, 
thinking thereby to learne by them that ſhould know that armour , ſome newes 
of _Amphialus, andyetnot hinder him iathe ſearch of Daiphantus too. So heby 
the helpe of —_— quickly put on that armour, wh there was no one peece® 
wanting,though hacked in ſome places,bewraying —_ not long {incepaſled. 
It was ſomething too great,bur yet ſerued well enough. And ſogettingon their hor- 
ſes, they trauclled but a little way , when in openingof the mouth of the valley 
into a faire field, they met with a;Coach drawne with Acts milke white horſes fur- 


nithed all in blacke,Mith a black-a-Moore boy vpon euery horſe, they all apparelled 
in white, the Coach ir ſelfe yerie richly furniſhed inblack 8 white. Bur before they 
could come ſo ncere as to diſcerne what was within , there came running ypon 
them abouc adourzen horſemen, who cryed to them to _ themſeclues priſoners, 


or clſe they ſhould dic. Bur Palladius not to graunt ouer the poſ- 
ſeſsion of himſelfe ypon ſo yniuſt titles , with ſword drawne , gaue them ſo rude 
an anſwere,that diverſe of them neuer had breath to reply againe: for being well 
backt by Cl:rophon,and hauing an excellent horſevnder him, when he was ouerpreſt 
by-ſome, he auoided them, & ere th'other thought ofir, puniſhed in him his fellows 
faults: and ſoeyther with cunning or with force, orrather with a cunning force, 
Ictt none of them either liuing,orable to make his life ſerue to others hurt, Which 
being done, he approched the Coach, afluring the blacke boyes they ſhould haue no 
hurt , who were elſe readieto haue run away,and looking into the Coach, he found 
in the oneenda Lady of great beautic,8 ſuch a beautie,as ſhewed forth the beames 
both of wiſcdome and good nature, but all as much darkned,as might be,with ſor- 
row, In the other, two Ladies (who by their demeanure ſhewed well, they were 
but her ſeruants) holding beforethem a pifture; in which was a goodly Gentleman 
(whom he knew nor) painted, hauing in their faces a certaine waiting ſorrow, their 
cycsbcing infeed with their miſtres weeping. Bur, the chicte Lady ns not ſo 
much as once heard the noiſe of this cofli({o had ſorrowcloſed yp al the entries of 
her mind,8 louericd her ſenſcsto that beloued pifture)now the ſhadow of him fal- 
ling ypon the piture made her caſtyphereye,& ſeeing the armour which too well 
ſhe knew,thinking himto be Amphialus rhe Lord of herdeſires(bloud coming more 
freely into her cheekes,as though it would be bold,8 yer there growing new againe 
pale for feare)with a pitiful look(like one vniuſtly condemned:)My Lord Amphialus 
ſaidſhe,you hauccnough puniſhed me: it is time for crueltie to leaue you,and cuill 
forcune mgIf not I pray you (and to graunt my prayer, fitrertime nor place you on; 
” | hauec 
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hauc)accomplifhed the onceucn now,8&finih theother. Viththar, ſorrow impati- 
ent to be{ſowty: vrrercd in her often ſtaying ſpeeches, poured irſelfe ſo faſt in teares, 
that Palladias could not hold herlongerin crror,but-pulling ofthis h:lmer, Madam © 
(aid he)I pereciueyou miſtake me; T'ama ſirangerin theſc parrs,ſer ypon(withour 
aniccauſe pidendy me) by ſome of your ſcruants, whom becauſe have inmy juſt 
defence cufllenecyred 1 came to makemy excuſe troyou,whom ſeeing ſuch as I do,

T-find grearct'cauſe why I ſhould crauepardon of you; YVhen ſheſaw his face, and 
heard his ſpeech,ſhe looked ourof the 3 & ſecing her men, ſomeſlaine, ſome 
lying vnder their dead horſes, 8 ſtring to ger from vader them-, without making 
morcaccount of the marrer: Truly (ſaid ſhe) they are well ſerued that durt life vp 
their armsagginſt thararmor.Bur fir knigh = the)I pray you tell me, how come 
you by this armour?for if tbeby the dearh of him that owed-it; then haue I more to 
ſay vnto you. Pulladius aſſured her'it was not ſo , telling her the true maner how he 
foundir.[t is likecnough (ſaid ſhe) for rhar agrees wich the maner he hath lately y- 
ſcd.

of his, with that ſhee looked ypon the pifture before her, and ſtraight ſighed, and 
ſtraightreares followed , as if the Idole of dutic ought to bee honoured with ſuch 
oblations, and then her ſpeech ftaied the ale; hauing brought her tothatlooke, bur 
that looke hauing quite putherour of hertale . Bur Paladins greatly pirtying ſo 
ſweerea ſorrow in aLadic, whom by fame hee had alreadicknowne& honoured, 
beſought for her promiſe ſake, to put ſilence ſo. long ynto her mooning, , till ſhee 
had recounted the reſt of this ſtorie, VVhy ſaid ſhe, this is the piture of Amphialus: 
what need I ſay more ynto you? What eateis ſo batbarous but hath of Am 
phialus ? who followes deeds of armes, bur euerie where finds monuments of Ams 
phialus?who is courteous,noble,liberal, bur he that hath the example beforchis eyes 
of Amphialus?where are all heroicall parts, bur in Amphialus?

This Knight then whoſe figure you ſee, but whoſe minde can bee painted by no+ 
thing,butby their rrue ſhape of verrue, is brothers ſoune ro __—_ king of Arcadsa, 
andin his childhood eſteemed his heire: rill Baſiliws inhis old yeares, marrying a 
youngand a faire Ladic, had of. her thoſerwo daughters, ſo famous for theirper- 
fc&ion in beaucie:' which purby their young coſin trom that expeRation.

A happiereſolution for Amphialus, whoſecxcellent nature was by this meanes 
trained on with as good education, as anic Princes ſonnein the world could hauc, 
which otherwiſe it is thoughe his mother (farre ynworthie of ſuch a ſoone) would 
not haue giuen him, The good 7 imothensno leficlouinghimthen hisown ſonne. 
Well, they grew in yearcs; and ſhortly occaſions fell aptly to tric Amphialur, and all 
occaſions were but ſteppes for him to clime fame by.. Nothing was ſo hard , but 
his yalour oucrcame; which yet till heſo guided with true vertue ,that although 
no man was in our parts ſpoken of bur he for his manhood, yeras though therean 
he excelled himſelfe,he was commonly called the courteous Amphialus.: An end- 
leſſeching it were for me to tell, how manieaduentures (terrible ro-be ſpoken of) he 
nkteatritd Monſters, whar Giants, what co of countrics , ſomcrtimes 
vſing policie, ſometimes force, butalwaycs yertue well followed, and bur followed 
by Philoxenus : berweene whom, and him, fo faſta friendſhip by edutation was knir, 

tat laſt Philoxenw hauing no greater marter toemploy his friendſhip in, then ro 
win me,thereindeſired,and fads verermoſt furtherance; to that purpoſe broyghe 
he him co my Courr,wheretruly I may iuſtly witnefle with him, that what his wir 
could conceitte ( and his wit canconceiue as farre as the limirs-of reaſon ſtrerch) 
wasall dire&cd to the ſerring forward the ſuiteothis friend Philoxennc : mine cares 
could heare "_ from him,but touchingrthe worthineſſe of Philoxenme , and of 
the great happineſſc it would beyaro mee to haue-ſuch a 'husband ; with manicar- 
guments,which Godknoyes, I cannot well remember , becauſe I did nor a 4 
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—_ why.ſhould I vſc many cixcumaſtances to come to that where alreadie I 
hewa 


euct while Llive muſt continue ?in few words, while he pleaded for anocher, 
me for himſclie- ifatleaſt (wich that ſhe fighed) he- would account it a win- 
ning;,for his fame had ſo framed the way to my minde , that his preſence ſofull of 
beautic,weetnes, 8 able conucrſation, bad entred there before he youchfafed to 
call forthe teyes.O Lord,how did my foule hang ar- his ipps while hceſpako! O 
when he in feelibg maner would deſcribe the louc of his friend, haw well (thought 
1) doth loue berweene thoſe lips! when he would with daintieſt eloquence ſtirre pit- 
tie inmctoward Philoxenm,why ſure ( faid I ro my (elfe ) Heler, be not afraid ; this 
heart cannot wantpittie: and when he would extoll the deedsof Philoxevw;who int 
deeil bad but wayrcd of him therein, alas ( thoughtT ) good Fhilexenus, howcuill 
doth it become thy nameta be ſubſcribed to his letter? what ſhould I ſay?pay,what 
ſhould I nor ſay (noble Knight) who am not aſhamed, nay am delighted, thus to ex: 
preſſe mince owne paſsions ? | | vb I. 

Daics paſt, his cagernes for his friend neuerdecreafed, my affetion to himeuer 
increaſcd. Ar lengrh,in way of ordinariecurtcfic,l obtained of him( who ſuſpeed 
no ſuch matter) this his piture, the only A-phialas, I feare thatT ſhall euer enioy : 
and growne bokder,or madder, or bold with madnefſe, I diſcoucred my affe&tion 
ynto him. Bur Lord,l ſhall neuer forget, howanger and curreſie, at one inſtant ap- 
peared -in his eyes, when hee heard that morion : how with his bluſh hee taught me 
ſhame. In ſumme,he lc{tnothing voaſlayed,which might diſgrace himſelf,ro 
his friend 3 in ſweet termes making me receiuea moſt reſolute refuſall of himſelfe, 
But when he found that his preſence did far. more perſwade for himſelfe , then his 
ſpcech could do for his friend; he left my Court; hoping that forgerfulneſſe (which 
commonly waits ypon abſence ) would make roome for his friend; to whom he 
would not vtterthus much (I think) tor a kind feare not to grieue him, or perchance 
(thongh he cares lictle for me) ofa cerraine honourable grarefulnaſfe, nor yerrodiſ- 
coucr {o much of my ſecrets : but as it ſhould ſceme, meant to traucl into farrecoun- 
tries,vntilt his friendsaffeQion cither ceaſed, os preuailed. Bur within a white, Pb;- 
loxenws came to ſee how onward the fruits were of his friends labour, when (as. in 
trueth I cared not much how he took it)he found meſitting, beholding this picture, 
I know not withhow affetionate countenance, bur I am: fure witha moſt affeftio- 
nate minde. I ſtraight found icloufic anddiſdainetook hold of him,and yerthe fro- 
ward paineof mine ownheart made me fo delight ro puniſh him, whom I eſtcemed 
the chiefeſt let in my way; that when he with bumble geſture, 8 vehement ſpecches 
ſued for my fauour, told him, that I would heare him more willingly,ifhe would 
0m 0m we , as well ry ns marr ws ncuer anſwered 
mec,bur pale & ing,went ſtraight away) & ſtraight my mifgaue meſome 
cuill lars : nl I had authgriticenough to hane ſtayed him {( as in 
theſe fatall things it falls our, that the high-working powers make ſecond cauſcs vn- 
wittingly acccflarieto their determinations) I did no further, bur fenc a faor-man 
of mine (whoſe faithfulnes to me I well knew ) from place to place to follow him, 
and bring me word of his proccedings : which (alas)hauc brought forth that which 
I feare I muſt ever rewe. | 

For he had trauelled ſcarce a dayes iourney out of my countrey , but thar{nor far 
from this place ) he oucr-tooke Amphialus, who ( by ſuccouring a diſtreſſed Ladie) 
had beene here ſtaicd : and by and by called him co fight with him, proteſting har 
one of them two ſhould die, you may calily iudgehow ſtrange it was tro Amphialus, 


" wWhoſehart could accuſc it ſelfe of no fault, but roo much affeftie toward him,which 
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he/refuſing to fight with him)would faine haue made Philoxenus ynderſtand,but(as 
my ſcruant ſince told me)the more Amphialus went backe,the more he followedgcal- 
ling him Traytor,8 coward,yet ncuer telling thecauſe of this alteration, Ah 
Philoxenus(ſaid Amphialus)L know I am no traytor,8 thou well knoweſt I ammno 
coward:bur I pray thee content thy ſelfe with this much,& lerthis (arisfie thee;chat 
T loue thee, fince I beare thus much of thee:but he leaving words, drew his ſword 8: 

uc Amphialusa great blow or two,which but for thegoodnes of his armor would 
_ ſlaine him:and yer ſo farredid Amphialus containehimſelfe,ſtepping alide,and 
ſaying to him:Well Philoxenus,8 thus much villany aml conter to putyp,notany 
longer for thy ſake(whom I haue no cauſe to loue,fincethoudoſt iniure me,8c wile 
not tell me the cauſe) but for thy vertuous fathers ſake, ro whom I amſo much 
bound; I pray thee go away,8& conquer thine owne paſsions,8 thou ſhalt make me 
ſoone yeeld co be thy ſeruant. But hewouldnot attend his words, bur ſtill ſtrake ſo 
fiercely at Amphialus ,that in the end ( naturepreuailing abouc determination) hee 
was fain todefend himſclfe,8 withall ſo to offend him,that by an ynlucky blow the 
poore Philoxenus fell dead athis feetey hauing had time only to ſpeake ſome words, 
wherby Amphialus knew it was for my ſake: which whe Amphialus ſaw,he forthwith 
gaue ſuch rokens of true-felrſorrow,thatas my ſeruir ſaid,no imaginatis could c6- 
cciue greater wo. Bur that by 8 by,an vnhappy occaſion made Amphialus paſſe him-' 
ſelfe in ſorrow : for Philoxenus was bur newly dead, when there comes to the ſame 
place,the aged and vertuous Timetheus; who(hauing heard of his ſonnes ſodaine 8 
paſsionate manner of parting from my Court) had followed him as ſpecdily as he 
could: bur alas not ſo ſpeedily,bur that he found him dead before he couldouertake 
him. Though my heart be nothing bur a ſtageof Tragedies, yer I muſt confeſle,it is 
cucn vnabletobcare the miſerable repreſentarion thereof z knowing Amphialus and 
Trmothens as T haue done, Alas whatforrow, what amaſement, whatſhame was in 
Amphialus when he ſaw his deere foſter father,fic? him rhe killer of his only ſonne? 
In my heart I know,he wiſhed mountaines had laine vpon him, to keepe him from 
that mceding, As for T imothews,ſorrow of his ſonne, and (I thinke principally ) vn- 
kindneſſe of Amphialus ſodeuourcd his vitall ſpirits , that able ro ſay no morebut 
Amphialus, Amphialus,haue 1? he ſanketothe carth, and preſently dicd. 

Burt not my tongue, though daily vicd to complaints; no nor if my heart (which 
is nothing but ſorrow) were turned to tongues, durſt ir yndertake to ſhew the yn- 
ſpeakcablcnes of his griefe. Bur (becauſerhis ſerues ro make you know my fortune) 
hee threw away his armour, cuen this which you haue now vpon you , which 
at the firſt ſight I vainely hoped hee had pur on againes and then ( as aſhamed of 
thelight) he ran into the thickeſt of the woods, Iamenting, and cuen crying out ſo 
picrifully,char my —— of a forrune not yſcd ro much tenderneſic)could 
not refraine weeping when he told ir mg, Heonce ouertooke hum , but Amphialus 
drawing his ſword, which was the onely part of his armes ( God knowes to what 

urpoſe) he carried about him, threatned to kill him if he followed him, and withall 
bad him deliver this bitter meſſage,thathe wel enough found, I was the cauſe of all 
this miſchicfc;and that if I were a man, he would go over the world to kill me: bur 
bad me aſſure my ſelfe , that of all creatures in the world, he moſt hated me. Ah 
ſir knighc (whoſe cares I chunk by this time are tyred with the rugged waics of theſe 
misfortunes) now weigh my caſe, if at leaſt you know what louc is. Forthis cauſe 
haucl lefrmy countrey, putting in hazard how my people will in time deale by me, 
aducaturing what perils or diſhonors might cnſue, onely ro follow him, who pro- 
claimerh hare againſt me, & ro bring my necke yato him, if that may redecme my 
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treſpaſſe,andafſwage his fury. And now fir (ſaid ſhe) you hauc your requeſt, I pra 
nem On ro guidemeto the nexrrowne; that there I may gather ſuch of -< 
companic againe,as youryalor hath left me. Pallagjwowillingly condiſcended; bur 
cre they beganto go,therecame Clitophon,who bhauing big ſomthing hurt by one of 
them, had purſued him:a good way: atlength oucreaking himand readie tokil im, 
ynderſtood they were ſeruants to the faire Queene Helen, and that the cauſe of this 
caterpriſe was for nothing; but to make 4Amphialus priſoner, whom they knew their 
miſtres ſought; for ſhe concealed her ſorrow ,nor cauſcof her ſorrow from no bodice. 
- But Clitophon (very ſoriefor this accident) came back to comfort the Queen,hel- 
ping ſuch as were hurt in the beſt ſort that he could, and framing triendly conſtruRi- 
ons of this raſhly vnder-taket enmitie,when in comes another(til that rime vnſcen) 
all armed, with his beucr down, who firſt looking cound abour ypoh the company, 
as ſooneas he ſpied Palladiue,he drew his ſword, and making no ocher prologue, ler 
flicarhim.Bur PalaZiws (ſoric for ſo much harmeas had alreadic happened) fought 
rather torctire,and ward, thinking he might be ſome one thar belonged to the faire 
Queene, whoſecaſe in his heart he pietied. Vhich C{:z0phon ſeeing, ftepr berweene 
them,asking the new-come knight the cauſe of his quarrekwho antwered him,thar 
he would kill that theete, who had ſtolne away his Maſters armour, if he did not re- 
ſtore ir. With that Palladius lookt ypon him, and faw that he of the other fide had 
Pallidius own armour yponhim : truly (ſaid Pal/adius)itT haueſtolne this armour , 
ondid not buy thaybutyou ſhall not fight with me ypon ſuch aquarrell, you ſhall 
_ this armour willingly; which I did onely put oa-to-doce honour to the owner? 
But Clitophon ſtraight knew by his wordsand voyce;rhat it was /ſmenws,the faithful 
and diligent Page of Amphralus: and therefore telling him that he was Clztophor , 
and willing him to acknowledge hisetcor tothe other, who deſerucd all honor, the 
young Gentleman pulled off hishead:piece, and ( lighting) wear to kifſe Palladris 
hands, defiring:/him ro'pardon his folly , cauſed by. extreame griefe, which cafily 
mighr bring forth anger.” Sweere Gentleman ( ſaid Pal/xdius ) you ſhall onely make 
merthisamends, that yo ſhall carrie this your Lordsarmour frommerto him, and 
ll him froman'vnknown n_ (who admires his worthines ) that he cannot caſt 
agreater miſt ouer hisglorie, then by being vnkind to fo excellent a Princefle as 
this Queene is, 1-75 protniſed he would as ſoone as hedurſt find his Maſter: and 
with thar went to doe his duetie to the Queenc; whom in all theſe encounters aſto+ 
niſhmeat madehardie; butaſſooneas ſhe ſaw 1/menus (looking to her pifture,) 1/f 
menus,(aid fie; here is my Lord, where is yours? or come you ro bring mee ſome 
{ſentence of death from him-2-if it be ſo, welcomede it. I'pray-you ſpeake,and ſpeake 
quickly. Alas Madam, ſaid 7/menus, I haue loſt my Lord, (withi that teares-came 
vnto his cyes)'for aſſoone as the vnhappic combatre was concluded with the death 
borh of father and ſonne, tvy Maſtercaſting off his armour, went. his way : forbid- 
ding me yponpaine of death to follow him?\Yer dinersdaies | followed his ſteppes, 
till laſtly T found him, hauing newly met with an excellent Spaniell , belonging ro 
his dead companion Philoxenws.Thedogge.ſtraightfawned on my Maſter tor olde 
knowledge han never wasthere thing more pirifull rhen to heare my Maſter blame 
the dopge for louinghis Maſters murtherer , renewingafreſh his complaints, with 
tho dumbe counſellor, as if they might comforc oneanother jn'theirmiſcries. Bur 
my Lord having ſpycd me, roſe vp in ſuch rage, that in truth 1: feared hee wonld 
kill me:yeras then he ſaid only,ifI would not diſpleaſe him I ſhoald not comeneer 
him till he. ſent for me ;.too hard a commandement for me-ro diſobey : I yeelded;, 
leauing him only waited on by his dog,and asI thinke ſeckingoutthe moſt ſolirarie 
D 3 places, 
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laces,that this or atiy other countrie can graunthim : and I returning where had 

eft his armour,found another in ſtead rhereof, and (diſdainipg I muſt confeſle thar 
anic ſhould beare the armour of the beſt Knighe wy ſclfe therein to 

lay the foole,as cuennow I did. Faire'I/menu (ſaid the - nan tn fitter meſlſen- 
ger could hardly beto ynfold my Tragedie : I ſee the end, Lee my end. 

With that (ſobbing) ſhedefired to be condutted ro the next towne, where Palla. 
dins left herto be wayted on by Clitophon, at Palladixs earneſt entreatie;whodeſired 
alone to takethat melancholy courſe of ſeeking his friend ; and therefore chaungi 
armours againe with 1/-2enw(who went withall to a caſtle belonging to his maſter) 
he continued his queſt for his friend Darphantms. 

Sodireted he his courſe to Laconia,alwell among the Helots,as Spartans : There 
indeed hefound his fame flouriſhing, his monuments engraued in Marble, and yer 
more durably in mens memories, but the yniuerfall lamenting his abſented pre- 
ſence, aſſured him of his preſentabſence. Thence into the Elear prouince, to ſee 
whetherat the Olympian games ( there celebrated) hee might in ſuch concourſe 
bleſſc hiseycs with ſo deſired an encounter : but that huge and ſportfull aſſembly 
grew to hima tedious lonelineſſe, cſteeming no bodiefound, ſince Daiphantus was 
loſt. Afterward he paſſed through Achaia and Sicyonia, to rhe Corinthians, prowde 
of their two Scas, to learne whether by the ſtreight of that 1#hmus, it werepoſgible 
to know of his a place more dumbe then other ro his de- 
maunds,and remembring that it was late-raken loue, which had wrought this new 
courſe , hee returned againe( after two moneths trauaile in yaine) to make a freſh 
ſearch in Arcadia; ſo much the more, as thenfirſt he bethought humſelfe of thepi- 
Rure of Philoclea(which reſembling her he had once loued)might perhaps awake a- 
gainctharſlceping paſs1on. - And hauingalreadie paſt over the greateſt part of Arca- 
dia,one day comming vnder the fide of the pleaſant mountaine Menalac, his horſe 
(nothing guiltic of his inquiſiteneſſe) with flat-tyring taught him, that diſcreete 
ſtayes makes ſpecdic iournies ;and therefore lighting down;8 ynbridling his horſe, 
he himſcltcweneto repoſe himſelte in alitdle wood he faw thereby. Wherelying 
ynder the proteQion of a ſhadie tree, with intention ro make forgetting ſleepe com- 
fort a ſorrowfull memorie,he ſaw a ſight which perſwaded;8 obtayncd of his cyes, 
that they would abide yet awhile open. It was the appearing of a Lady, who becauſe 
ſhe walked with her fidetoward him, he could not perfe&ly ſeeher face but ſo much 
he might ſee of her, that was a ſucrticforthereſt, thatall was excellent. 

Well might he perceiuethe hanging of her haire in faireſt quancitie, in lockes 
ſome curled,and ſomeas it were forgotten, with ſucha careleſſe care; & an art ſohi- 
ding arr, that ſhe ſecmed ſhe would lay them for a patterne, whether nature ſimply , 
or nature helped by a_—_ be the more excellent : the reſt whereof was drawne 
intoa Coronetofgold richly ſet with pearle, and ſoioinedall ouer with gold wyers 
and couered with feathers of diuers colours, that it was not ynlike toan helmer ſuch 
a glittering ſhew it bare,8 ſo brauely it was held vp fromthe head. Vpon her bodice 
ſhe warea doublet of skie colour Satin,couetcd with plates of golde, and as it were 
nailed with precious ſtones,thatin it ſhemight ſceme armed; £ neatherpartofher 
garment was full of ſtuffe, and cut after ſuch a faſhiov, that though thelengrh of ir 
reached to the ankles, yet in her going one might ſometimes diſcerne the ſmall of 
her legge , which with thefoot was dreſſed-in.a ſhort paire of crimſon Yeluert Buſ. 
kins,in ſome places open (as the ancient maner was)to ſhe the fairenes ofthe skin. , 
Ouer all this ſhe worea cerraine mantel}, made in ſuch maner, that comming vnder +, 
her right arme, and coucring moſt of thit fide, it had nofaſtening on the lett ſide;;.

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bur onely ypon the top of the ſhowlder,where therwo ends mer, and were doſed 1o- 
gether with a yerie rich jewell : thedeuice whereot,as he after ſaw, was this; a Her- 
cules made in little forme, but ſerwithaidiſtafte in his hand as he once-was: _ Om- 


phales commandement,with a wordinGrecke, bur thus to: be i 


more valiant. On che ſamelide,on her thigh the ware a ſword, which'as it —_ 
her to bean Amazon, or onefollowing'thar profeſsion, ſo'ir ſcemed! bur a needleſle 
weapon, ſince her other forces were'without withſtanding, Butthis Lady walked

who theſinger was. Andthereforeboldly thruſting open che doore,andentring in- 
tothearbour,heperceiucd indeed Sndands Pyrockenimsdifituiſed, wherwith not 
recciuing ſo'much ioy to haue found him, as gricte:fo ro haue found —_—— 
ly looking ypon him (as Apollo is painted when heſaw Daphneſodainl 
a Laurcl]) he was notable tobring forth a word; Soithar-Pyroles (1 ras rf rar as much 
ſhame,as Meſidorus had ſorrow ) rifing to him ;/ would haue- formed a ſubſtantial 
excuſe; barhis inſinuarion being of bluſhing, and hisdiuifiory of fighes, his whole 
oration ſtood ypon a ſliort ares ere wasthecauſcr of this Mctamorphoſis 
Bur by that time Muſidores had gathered $ ſpirits rogether, andyer —_ - Ty 
tull countenance ypon him (asif keewonld woke frohgs: ſpicirs) 
ſpake veto him. Jo. 

Andis it poſsible,thatthis is P —__ the vi Privtzin the world, ok 
med by nature,and framed by ucation to'the tru oxerciſe of 'yenrue ? or isioin- 
deed ſome Amazon that hath countetfeired the fate of my friend; inrhis ſort to-yexc 
me?for likelier ſure I would haue thought it, tharany ourward facemighthave bin

O ſweet Pyrocles, ſeperat your ſelfe alittle (if it be poſsible) fromyour ſelfe;and ler 
your owne mind looke ypon your owne proceedings, fo ſhall my wordsbe _

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tefſ6;ahd you beſt infirufted, Seewirh-yourſalfe; how ifit-iewill befor you in this 
your renderyomhyborne ſogreata Princezandof ſo rare nor onely expeQtation bur 
proofe;deſiredof your old father, and wantedaf- your natiue country, now ſo neare 
yourhomego;diucrt your choughts from theway of goodnes,to looſe,nay to abuſe 
yourtime:Laſtly;to oucrthrow:all the cxoeltene things you hane done, which haue 
filledthe workd'with your famezas if youthowld drowne your ſhip 1n the long de. 
firedhauen : orfike an ill player, ſhould marerhelaſt a&of his Tragedie. Remem- 
ber(for.l know you know it) that if we will be men, the reaſonable part'of our ſoule 
isro-hauc abſoturecommandemicnt ;againſt-which if any ſcnſuall weakeneſle ariſe, 
weurets yeeltatt our ſound forces to the ouertthrowing of ſo ynnaturall a rebellion, 
wheroin how can we want courage, fincewearetodeale againſt ſo weake an aduer- 
farieghar in irfcite is nothingbut weakeneſte?Nay,wearetoreſolue,that if reaſon 
dire& it,we muſtdo it; and it we muſt do 1t,we wildo it: forto ſay I cannor,is chil- 
diſh,and I will not,womaniſh. And ſce how extreamely euerie way you endaunger 
your mind; for totake this womaniſh habite (yithout you frame your behauiour 
accordingly) is wholly vaine : your behauiour can never come kindly from you,bur 
as the mind is proportioned ynto it.So that you muſt reſolue, if you will play your 

art to any purpoſe,whatſocuer pang imperteAtions are in that ſex,to ſoften your 

cart to receiue them the verie-uſt down-ſep xo all wickedines: for doc not deceiue 
your ſelfe,my deare coulin,thereis no man ſodainly cirher excellently good, or ex- 
treamely cuill,but growescither as he holds 'himſfelte vp in vertue, or lets himſelte 
{lide to viciouſnes. And let ys ſee,what powet is the author of all theſe troubles; for- 
ſooth louc,loue,a paſsion,and the baſeſt & fruitleſleſt of all paſsions : feare breedeth 
wit,anger is the cradle of courage; ioy opegethand cnablerh the heart : ſorrow ,as it 
cloſerh,ſo it drawcth it inward colooke to the dorreRtingot ir ſelfez and ſo all of 
them generally haue power towards ſotnegood by the direftion of Reaſon.Bur this 
baſtard Loue for indeed the name ofLoueis mbſt yaworthily applicd ro ſo hate- 
fulla humour)as ir is engendredbetwixt luſt &'idlenes; as the matter it works vpon 
is nothing but a certaine baſe weakenes,whichiſotne gentle foolescall a gentle heary 
as his adioyned — — longings woman re diſcom- 
forts; hopes, icalduſics, vngrounded rages, caufleſie yeeldings: ſo is the higheſt end 
itafpires::vnta, alietle pleaſuro wort. paite before, and great r wal eafter. 
But that end howendleſle ic :runis:to infinireeaills, were fit enough bo the marter 
weſpeak of, but:not for your cares, in whom indeed there is ſo much trucdiſpoſiri- 


antoſyertuc ;/yetthus much of his worthy effects 1n your ſelfe is to be feenc, that 


(bofides yourbreaking lawes of hoſpitalitic with Kalarder,8 of friendſhip with me) 
x yrterly ſubueresrhecourſe oft oatyre, in making reaſon givepraceto ſenſe, & man 
towoman. And trucly I thinke hereuponit firſt gate the name of Loue::: for indeed 
the truclouc hath tHar cxcellentnarure in it, that irdoth transforme the very eſſence 
of the. loucr into the thing loued;-yniting,andas it were incorporating it with a ſe- 
crerand inward working. Andheatcindotheſekind of loues imitate the excellent + 


for as theloue of heauen makesone heauenly,the loue of yerruc, vertuousz-ſo doth 


 thelouie of the world make one become worldly: and this cffeminateloue of a wo- 


manzdoth ſo wamanize a man,that (tt he yceld to it.) itwillnot only make him an 
Amazon ut a launder a diſtafte;a ſpinner,or wharſocuerother vile occupation their 
idle heads can imaginc,and theirweake hands performe. Therefore (ro trouble you 
noJlonger with my; cdious, but, louing words} if cither you remember what you 
are,what you hauebecne,or what ydu muſt be : if you conſider what it is that mo- 
ucdyou, or by what kinde of creature you are moucd, you ſhall finde the cauſe ſo 
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ſmall, the effe&t ſo dangerous, your ſelte ſo vaworthy ro run into the one, or to be 
drinen by the other, that I doubt not, I (hall quickly hauc occaſion rather to praiſe 
you for hauing co uered-it, then to giue you further counſell, how rodoe ir.. Bur 
in Pyrocles this/! wrought no more, but thathce, who before heewas elpycd, 
was afraid ; after, being percciued, was aſhamed, now being hardly rabd ypon, left 
both feare andſhame,and was moucd to anger. Bur the exceeding good will he bare 
tro Meſidorws ſtriuing with. it ; hee thus partly to ſausfie him , burprincipally to 
looſe the reines to his owne. motions, made him anſwere: Couſin, whatſocuer 
diſpolitioh nature hathbeſtowed ypon me,or howſocuer thatdiſpoſition hath 
in by bringing vp confirmed, this I muſt confeſſe, that I am nor yer come to that 
degree of wiſedome,to thiokelight of the ſexe, of whom I haue my life, ſince if | be 
anicrhing (which your friend(hi rather finds, then I acknowledge) I was to come 
ro ir, borne of a woman, & nurſedofa woman. And cerrainly(for this point of your 
ſpeech dork necreſt rouch mc) it is ſtraunge ro ſee the vamanlike crucltic of man- 
kind, who not content with their tyrannons ambition, ro haue broughrthe others 
yertuous patience vnderthem (like childiſh maiſters) thinke their maiſterhood no- 
thing, without doing iniurie to them , who ( if we will argue o reaſon) are framed 
of naturewiththe ſameparts of the minde for the exerciſe of yertue, as wee are. 
And for example, cuen this eſtate of Amazons (which I now for my greateſt ho- 
nour do ſecke to counterfeit) doe well witneſle, that if Ws oO ſweereneſſe of 
their diſpoſition did not make them ſee the yaineneſſe of theſe things, which we ac- 
count glorious, they neither want valour of mind, nor yerdorh their faireneſſe take 
away their force. And truely we men,and praiſcrsof men,ſhould remember, that if 
wee haue ſuch excellencies , ir is reaſon to thinke them excellent creatures , of 
whom wee are; ſince aKyte neuer brought forth a good fying Hawke. Bur totell 
you rrue, asI thinke it ſuperfluous to yſeanic words of fucha ſubic&, who is ſo 
praiſed in it ſelfe as it needes no praiſesz ſo withall I feare leſt my conceir ( not able 
to reach ynto them) bring forth words, which for their yaworthincfle may be a dif. 
grace to them I ſoinwardly honour. Lerrhis ſuffice, that they are capable of vertue, 
and yerruc (you your ſclues ſay) is to be Joued,and I roo,truly : bur this I willingly 
confeſſe, that it likes me much berter , when I finde yerrue in a faire lodging , then 
when I am boundto ſecke it in an ill-fauoured creature, like a pearle in a dunghil, 
As for my faultof _ vnciuill gueſt to X a/anger,if you could feele what an in- 
ward gueſt my ſclfe am hoſte vnto, ye would thinke it verie excuſable, in that I ra- 
ther perform the dutics of an hoſt, then theceremonics of agueſt. And for my brea- 
king the lawcs of friendſhip with you (which I would rather. dic , then effetually 
doe,) truely I could findein my heart to aske you pardon for it , but that your now 
handling of me giues me reaſon to confirme my former dealing. And here Pyrocles 
ſtaicd, asto tacks himſelfe , hawing beene tranſported with alittle vehemencie, 
becauſe it ſeemed him Muſidorws had ouer-bitrerly glaunced againſt the repurarion 
womankind : but then quieting hiscountenance (afwell as our of an vnquict mind 
it mightbe)herhus proceeded on : And poore Loue ( ſaid he) deere coun, is little 
beholding ynto you, ſince you are not contented to {poile it of the honour of rhe 
higheſt power of the mind, which notable men haue attribured ynto ir, but yee de- 
lect it below all other paſsions,in truth ſomewhar ſtrangely; ſince,if loue recciue a- 
nic diſgrace,it is by the companie of theſe paſsions you preferre befoce ir. For thoſe 
kinds of bitter obiefions (as,thar luſt, idleneſſe,and a weake heart, ſhould be, as ir 
were,the matter and forme of louc)rather rouch me,deere Awſidorns,then loue;bur 
I.amgood witneſſe of mine owne imperfeftions, and therefore will nor defend my 
| "I" P ſelfe : 
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ſelfe - bur herein I muſt ſay, you deale contrarieto ru ſelfe : for if I be ſo weake; 
then cat: you not withreaſon ſtir me vp "= did, by remembrance of mine owne 
yertue: or if indeed I be'yertuous,then muſt ye confeſſe,thar loue hath his working 
in a vertuous heart ; and ſo no doubt hath it;wharſoeucr I be: for,if we loue yertue, 
in whom ſhall we louc it but ina verruous creature ? without your meaning be ;I 
ſhould loue this word Yertne,where I ſee it written in'a booke, Thoſe troubleſome 
effetsyou ſay it breeds,be nor the faules of loue, burof Himrhat loues, as an vnable 
yeſlell to beare ſuch a liquor, like cuill eyes, notable to looke'on the Sunney or like a 
weake braine ſooneſt ouerthrownewiththe beſt wine.Euen thatheauenly loue you 
fpeakeof,, is accompanied in ſome hearts with hopes, griefes, longings, and dif- 
paires. And inthat heauenly loue,fince there are rwo parts, the onethe loue ir ſelfe, 
ch'other the excellencic of the thing loned; I, not able at the firſt leape to frame both 
in me;doe now (like adiligent workeman) madereadicthe chiefe inſtrument, 8 firſt 
part of that great worke,which is loue itſelfe; which when I haue a while praQiſed 
in this ſort, then you ſhall ſce mee tune it ro greater matters. And thus gently you 
may (if it pleaſe you) thinke ofme. Neither doubr yee ; becauſe I weare a womans 
apparell,l will be the more womaniſh,fince'1 affure you ( for all my apparel!) there 
is nothing I defire more, then fully to proue'my ſelfe a man in this enterpriſe. Much 
might be ſaid in my defence, much morefor lone , and moſt of all for that divine 
creature,which hath 1oyned me and loue together. But theſe diſputations are fitter 
for quiec ſcholes then my troubled braines, which are bent rather in deedes to per- 
forme,then in words to defend the noble defire that pofleſſeth me.' O' Lord ( faid 
Muſidorus ) how ſharpe-witted youare to hurr your ſelfez No(anſweted he) bur ir 
is the hurt you ſpeake of, which makes me ſo ſharp-witted.Euen ſo(faid Muſidorus) 
as cueric baſe occupation makes one ſharpein that praftiſe , and fooliſh in all the 
reſt, Nay rather (anfwered Pyrocles ) as each excellent thing once well learned 
ſerues fora meaſureofall other knowledges. And is that becorne (ſaid Mwuſidorus) a 
meaſure for other things, which neuer receiued meaſure. in it ſelfe? Ir is counted 
without meaſure (anſwered Pyrocles ) becauſe the workings of it are without mea- 
ſure,bur otherwiſe, in nature it hath meaſure, ſince it hath anend allotted ynto it. 
Thebeginning being {o excellem,l would gladly know theend, Enjoying, anſwe- 
red Pyrocles,with adeep ſigh. O (faid Muſedorus)now ſer ye forth the baſenes of ir, 
fincerf it end in enioying,it ſhewesall the reſt was nothing, Ye miſtake me (anſwe- 
red Pyrocles, ) I ſpake of the end to which it isdireRedz which end ends not,no ſoo. 
nerthen thelife. Alas,ler your owne brainediſenchant you ( ſaid Muſidorus.) My 
hearr is too farrepoſleſicd (ſaid Pyrocles. )But the head giues you direion: And the 

heart gives melife,anſwered Pyrocles. | 
But Avſidorus was ſo grieued to ſee his welbeloued friend obſtinate ( as hee ' 
thought) to his owne deſtruQion , that it forced him with more then accuſtomed 
vehemencie to ſpeake theſe words, Vell,well (ſaid he) you liſt to abuſe your ſelfe; 
It was a very white & red yertue,which you could picke out of a painterly gloſe of a 
viſage, Confeſſethetruth, and yeſhall finde the vemoſt was but beautie,a thing, 
which chogh it be ia as great excellency in your ſelfe as wy bein ahy, yer I am ſure 
you make no further recknivg of it,then of an outward fading benefit nature beſto- 
wed vpon you. And yerſuch is your wantof a true grounded yertue,which muſt be 
likeit ſelfe in all points; that whatyou wiſdy account atrifle in yourſelfe, you fond- 
ly become a laue ynto in another, For my part I nowproteſt, I hanelctr nothing 
vaſaid,which my wit could make me know,or my moſt entire friendſhipto you re 
quires of me; [ do now beſecech you euen for the ſour berwixtys(ifrhis ochier _u 
ue 


' itanielongerbut guſhing our abou

hauc leftaniein you towards me) and for the remembrance of yourold carefull fa- 
ther (if you can remember him chat forgeryourſelfe, ) laſtly,for __ owne ſake 
(who is now the point of falling or riling) ro purge your ſclicof this yileinfe- 
Qion,otherwile giue meleaue to leaue offrhis name of friendſhip, as an idle title 
ofa thing which cannot be,where yertue is aboliſhed. The length of theſe ſpeeches 
before had not ſo much cloyed Pyrocles, though hewere _ 1mpaticnt of long de- 
liberations, as this laſt farewell of him he louedas his own lite, did wound his foule. 
For thinking himſclfcafflited, he was the apter ro conceiue ynkindneſſe deepely : 
inſomuch that ſhaking his head, and delivering ſome ſhew of teares, hethus yrrered 
his griefes : Alas (ſaid e) Prince Mſiderzs,how cruclly you deale with me; if you 
ſceke the yiRotie,take it,and if ye liſt the triumph: haue you all the reaſon of the 
world, and with me remaine all the imperfefions; yer ſuchas I can no more lay 
from me, then the Crow can be perſwaded by the Swanto caſt off all his blackefea- 
thers.Bur truly you deale with me like a Phyſicion, that ſccing his Patient in a peſti- 
lentfeuer,ſhould chide him in ſtead ofminiſtring helpe,and bid him befick nomors; 
or ratherlike ſuch a friend,that viſiting his friend condemned to perperuall priſon , 
andloaden with gricuous fetrers,ſhould wil him to ſhake off his ferters,or he would 
leauchim.I am Rke and ſicke to the death; 1 am priſoner , neither is thereanie re- 
drefſe, but by her ro whom TI ama flaue.. Now if youliſt, leaue him thar loues you 
in the higheſtdegree : Burt remember cuer to carric this with you;thar youabandon 
your friend in his greateſt extremitie. ” 

And herewith the deepe wound of hisloue being rubbed a freſh with this new 
ynkindneſſe, began as it wereto blee in,in ſuch ſort that he was vnable to beare 
of reares, and croſsing his armes ouerhis 
ſunkedowne tothe ground : which ſodaine trance weat ſo to the 
heart of Muſidorus, that falling downe by him, and kifsing the weeping eyes of his 
friead,he beſoughr him not ro make account of his ſpeechywhich if ir hadbin ouer- 
yehemenr,yet was it to be borne withall, becauſe it came our of 'a toue much more 
vehement, that he had notrhought fanciecould haue' receiued ſo deepe a wound z 
burnow finding in him the forceof it , hee would no further contrarie ir, bur em- 
ploy all his ſeruice ro medicineir, in ſuch ſorras chenarure of ir required. Buteuen 
thiskindneſſe made Pyrocles the more melt in the former ynkindneſle , which his 
manlike teares well ſhewed , with a ſilent looke ypon Muſidores;; as who ſhould 
fay,Andis it poſible that Meſidorws ſhould threaten ro leane me? And this ftrooke 
Muſidorus mind and ſenſes ſo dumbe too, that for griefe being notable toſay-anic 
thing,they reſted with their eyes placed one ypon another, in-ſach-ſorr , as mighc 
well paint our the true paſsion of ynkindaeſſe to be neucr aright; bac berwixt them 
thit moſt dcarcly louec. | 

And thus remained theyatime, till at length Muſidorus embracing him ; ſaid ; 
Andwill you thus ſhake off your fricad ? It is youtharſhake me off ( ſaid Pyrocles) 
beiog for my vnpertefneſſe ynworthic of your fricodſ{tip. Butthis(faid Mnſidorus) 
ſhewes you more ynperfe&,to be crucll ro him, that ſubmits himſelfe vnto you; bur 
ſince you are ynperfeRt (ſaid he, ſmiling) it1sreaſon you be gouerned by vs wifeand 
perfe& men. And thar authority will L begin to rake ypon mace, with three abſolute 
conimandements:the fiirſt, that you increaſe noryout cuill with furthergrietes: the 


ſecond, that you louc her withall thepowers of your mind: and the laſt commande- 


ment ſhall be, you command me rodoe what ſeruice I can towards the attaining of 
pou deſires. Pyrocles heart was not ſo cd with the two mightie paſtions of 
oucand ynkindneſſe, bur that ir yecided ro ſome mirth ar this commandmenr of 
- RE Abuſidorus 
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AMuſidorus,that he ſhould loue. ſo that ſomething clearing his face from his former 
ſhewes of griefey Well (ſaid he) deere couſin, ſce by the well chuſing of yourcom- 
mandements,rhat you arc farre fitter ro bea Prinicethana Counſellor,and therefors 
I amrteſolucd to imploy all my cndeuour to obey you, with this condition, that the 
commandements ye command me to lay ypon you,ſhall only be,that you continue 
to loue me, & looke ypon my imperteftions with more affe&tion than iudgement. 
Loueyou ( ſaid he,) alas, how can my heartbe ſeparated from thetrue imbracing of 
ons it ——_—— toofull of it ? Bur (ſaid he) let ys leaue off theſe lowers 
of new begun friendſhip and now I pray you _ tcl] me, but cell it me fully, o- 
mitting nocircumſtance,the ſtorie of your affeftions, borh beginning, and procee- 
ding; aſſuring your ſclfe,that there is nothing ſogreat, which I will feare to doe for 
you,nor nothing ſo fmall,which I will diſdainerodo for you. Let me therefore re- 
cciuc a clecre ynderſtanding,which-manie times we mille, while thoſe things weac- 
cour ſmall,as a ſpecch,or a looke, arc omitted, like asa whole ſentence may faile of 
his congruitie by wanting one parricle. Therefore berweene friends allmuſt be laid 
open, nothing being ſuperfluous nor tedious. Youſhal be obcied (ſaid Pyrocles) and 
herearewein as fit a place for itas may be; for this arbor nobodie offers co come in- 
ro bur my ſelfe, I vſingitas my mclancholie retiring place, and therforethat reſpe&t 
is borne ynto 1t : yerif by chaunce anicſhould come, ſay that you are a ſeruanc ſent 
from the Queene of the Amazons to ſecke me,and then let mealone for the reſt; So 
fate they downe,and Pyrocles thus ſaid : 

Coulin (ſaid he) then began the fatall ouerthrow ofall my libertic,when walking 
among thepiuresin Kalexders houſe, youygur ſelfe deliuered ynto mee what you 
hadvaderſtood of Philociea,who much ling(thogh I muſt ſay)much ſurpaſ- 
ſing) the Ladic Zelmane,whamſo well Lloucd : there-were mine cics infected, and 
at your mouth did [drink my poiſon. Yeralas,ſo ſweet was it ynto me,that [could 
not becontented,till Xalander had made it more and more ſtrong with his declara- 
tion; Which the more queſtioned, the more pirtieI conceiued of ther yaworthie 
fortrane; and when with pitticonce my heart was ms the apr- 
nefleof the humour,it receined quickly a cruell impreſsion of that wonderful paſsi- 
on,which tobe defined is impoſsible, becauſe no words reach to the. ſtrange nature 
of it: they only know ie, which inwardly feeleit; it iscalled Louc:rerdid I not(poor 
wretch)art firſt know my —— only ſuch a wonted kind of deſire to ſee 
rare fights,and my pittieto be.no other, but thefruitsof'a gentlenature, Bur cuen 
thisarguing with my ſelfe came of furcherthoughts , and the mote I argued, the 
moremy thoughts cncreaſed.” Defirous I was to ſee: the place where ſhe remained , 
as though the ArchiteQure ofthe Lodges would haue beene much for my learning; 
but moredeſirous to ſee her ſelte,to be 1udge,forſooth,of thePainterscunning.For 
thus at the firſt didT fatter my ſelfe,as though my wound had beene no deeper:/bur 
when within ſhort time I came to the degree of yncerraine wiſhes , and that thoſe 
wiſhes grew to vaquict longings,when I could fixemy; thoughts vpon n 
that within little varying they ſhould end with Philockea : whenccach thing I ſaw, 
ſcemed to figure ont ſome part of my pafsions; when cuen Pertheniz's faire tacebe- 
camealcfture to me of Phzloclea's imagined beautie;when T heard no word ſpoken 
bur that me thought itcarried the ſound of Philoclea's name 3 then indeed, then] did 
yceld ro the — ſclfe priſoner, before T had leiſure roarmemy ſelfe : 
and thar I might well.like the Spaniell, gnaw vpon the chaine that/ties him 3 bur I 
ſhould ſooner marremy teerh,then procure liberrie: yer I rake ro-witneſſe the erer- 
nall ſpring of yerrue, that I had neuer read, heard, nor ſecneanie thing; I had neuer 
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ame faſt of Philoſophic,nor inward feeling in my ſelfe, which fota while I did not 
call romy ſuccor.But(alas) what refiſtancewas there,whenere long my veriercaſon 
was,(you will ſay corrupted) 1 muſt confeſſe, conquered;and tharme thought cuen 
reaſondid aſſure me,thar all cies did degenerate from theircreation; which did nor 
honour ſuch beautte ? Nothing in cruch could hold anic plea withrit, but the rene- 
rent friendſhip Lbeare vnto you. For as irwent againſt my. heart to breake anie way 
fromyou,ſo id I feare more then anieaflaultrobreake ir:to you:ftading (as it is in- 
deed) hat toa hearr fully reſolure,counce}l.is tedious;burreprehenſion is lothſome: 
and thatthere is nothing moreterrible co-a.guiltie hearr, chentheieit of a reſpeted 
friend. This made medetermine with my (clfe (thinking it a leſſe. faulr in friend- 
ſhip rodoca thing without your knowledge,chen againſt your will)1o take this ſe- 
cretcourſe; which conceit was moſt builded yp in mejthe laſtday ofmy partingand | 
ſpeaking with you,when pon your ſpeech with me, & my bur naming loue (when 
elſc co I would haue gone further)1 ſaw your voyce and countenance'fo 
chauuge, as ir aſſured me, my revealing it ſhould {but purchaſe ybur griefe with 
my cumber,and therefore (deare Mnſidorms).cucn ran 'away from my well knowne 
chiling : for hauing written a letter, which I know nat whether you found or no,8: 
taken my chiefe iewels with me, while you were in the middeſt of your (porr, I got 
atime (as | chinke) ynmarked by anie,to ſtealeaway I cared not whither,lo I mighc 
eſcape you,and ſo came I ro'/thoxja in the Prouinceof Meſſeniaz where lying ſecrer, 
I pur this in praQiſe,which before I haddeuiſed. Forremembring by Philanax his 
letter & X alanders ſpeech, how obitinarely Baſilizzs was-determined not to maric his 
daughters,and therefore fearing leaſt amtepublikedealing ſhould rather increaſe her 
captiuitie,then farther my louc; Lone(the cefiner of inuention)had put in my head 
thus to diſguiſe my ſeclfe,that ynder thar maskel mighr(if it were poſsible ) get ac- 
celle,% what accelle could bring forth, commir ro fortune & induſtric, derermining 
to beare the countenance of an Amazon: Therefore in the cloſeſt maner I could, 
naming my ſelfe Zelmane , for thatdcare Ladies-fake, rowhoſe memoric I am fo 
muchbound, I cauſed this apparcll ro be:made, and, bringing ir neare the Lodges, 
which arc hard at hand, by night, thus dreſied my fſelfe, reſting ill occaſion mighr 
make me to be found by them whom I ſoupht ; whidvthe next morning hapned as 
wellas mine own plor could bauc laid it. For after I had run ouer the whole petigree 
of my thoughts,l gaue my ſelfe roſing alitde,which;as you know, I cucr delighted 
in, ſonow elpecially,whether itbe the nature of thisclime to ſtirre yp Poctical fan- 
cies,or rather as I thinke, of louc, whoſe fcope being pleaſure, will nor ſo much as 

vtter his gricfes, but in ſome forme of pleaſure. | 
Bur hadſungyveric little , when (as I thinke, difpleaſed with-my bad muſicke) 
comes maiſter Dametes with a hedging bill im his hand, chafingand ſwearing by 
the pancable of Pallace,avd ſuch other oathes as his ruſticall braueriecould imagine 
and when he ſaw mc,I aſſure you, my beautic was no:more beholding to himrhen 
my hatmoniez forleaning his hands vpon his bill, and his chinvpon his hands,with 
the voiceof one tharplaycth Hercules in a play,but neuer had his fancic in his head, 
the fv ſt,word he ſpake vato me, was, Am not I Dametas ? why am not] Dametas ? 
he needed nor name himſelf.for Kalanders deſcription had fer ſuch a notre vpon him 
as made him verie notable vnto me,and therefore the height of my thoughts would 
not'deſccnd ſo much as tg makehim anieaaſwer, but continued on my inward diſ- 
courſes; which hee (perchance witneſle' of: his owne ynworthineſle, and therefore 
theapter to thinke himſelfe contemned) tooke in ſo hainous mane ; that ſtandivg 
vpon his tiptocs,and ſtaringzas if he would haue had a mote pulled out of __ 
| "EE | , 
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Why, (ſaid he) thou woman,orboy,or both,wharſocuer thou be, I tell thee here is 
no place for thee, get thee gone, I rell chee it is the Princes pleaſure, Itcll thee it is 
Dameta pleaſure.I could not chuſe bur ſmile ar him, ſeeing him looke ſo like an 
Ape that had newly taken a purgationz yet aki my ſelte with the manner, ſpake 
theſe words to my ſelfe : O ſpirir(ſaid 1)of mine, how canſt thou receiucauic mirth 
in the midſt of thincagonies ? and thou mirth,how dareſtthou enter into a minde 
ſo growne of late thy profeſſed cacmic? Thy ſpirit(ſaid Dametas, )doſt thou thinke 
mea ſpirit? I tell thee I am Baſilius officer, 8 haue charge of him and his daughters. 
Ooaly pearle(ſaid I ſobbing)chat ſo vilean oyſterſhould keep thee > By the combe- 
caſe of Diana ({ware Dametas)this woman is mad : oyſters and pearles ? doeſt thou 
thinke I will buy oyſters? I tell rhee once _ thee packing, and with that lif- 
ted yphis bill ro hit me withthe blunt end of ic: but indeed thar pur, me quite out 
of my leſſon; ſo that I forgat all Zelwanesſhip,and drawing out my ſword, thebaſe- 
neſle of the villaine yet made me ſtay my hand, and he (who, as Kalander told me, 
from his child-hood cucr feared theblade of a ſword) ran backe, backward (with 
his hands aboue his hcad) at leaſt twentie paces, gaping and ſtaring, with the veric 
race(I thinke)of the clownes, that by Lazonas prayers wereturned into Frogs, At 
| -_ ſaying,finding himſclfe without the compaſſeof blowes, hee fell roa freſh 
ſcoulding,in ſuch mwancrly maner, as might well ſhew hee had paſled through the 
diſcipline of a Taucrne. But ſeeing mee walkeyp and downe , without marking 
whar heſaid, he went his way ( as I percciucd after ) to Baſilims + for within a 
while hee came ynto mee, bearing indeed ſhewes in his countenance of an honeſt 
and well minded Gentleman,and with as much curtclic as Dametas with rudeneſſe 
faluting me: Faire Ladie (ſaid hee) it is nothing ſtrange, that ſuch a ſolitarie place 
as this ſhould recciue ſolitaric perſons; but much doc T marucll, how ſuch a beau- 
tic as yours is , ſhould be ſufferedto be thus alone, I (that now knew it was _ 
part to play) looking with agrauc maicſtic ypon him,as if I found in my ſelfe cauſe 
to be reucrenced. T hey are neuer alone ( faid I ) that are accompanied with noble 
thoughts.Burt thoſe thoughts (replyed Baſilrus) cannotin this your lonelineſle nei- 
ther warrant you from ſuſpition in others, nor defend you from melancholy in 
your ſelfe: I then ſhewinga miſlike that he preſſed me ſo farre; I ſeekno better war. 
rant,ſaid I, then my owne conſcience,nor no greater pleaſure then mine ownecon- 
tentation. Yet yertue ſeckes to ſatisfie others, ſaid Baſilius. Thoſe that be good, 
ſaid I, andthey will be ſatisfied as long as wr no cuill : yet will the beſt in 
this countric, {aid Baſilius, ſuſpeR ſo excellent beautie being ſo weakely guarded, 
Thea arc the beſt but ſtarke naught, anſwered I; for open ſuſpeing others, comes 
of ſecret condemning themſelues : but in my countrie(whoſe maners I am in all pla- 
ces ro maintaine __ reuerence) the generall goodnefle ( which is nouriſhed in our 
hearts) makes cucric one thinke the ſtreagrh of yertue in another,whereof they find 
the aſſured foundation in themſclues, Excellent Ladie, ſaid he, you praiſe ſo great- 
ly (and yer ſo wiſely) your countrie, that I muſt needs defire ro know whar the neſt 
is,outof which ſuch binds doe flic. rou muſt firſt deſerue it, ſaid I, before you may 

obtaincir. And by what meanes ſaid Baſilizs,ſhal I deſerue tro know your cſtare? B 

lerting me firſt know yours, anſwered I.To obey you,ſaid he,I will dos it,althoug 
it were ſo much more reaſon yours ſhould be knowne firſt, as you do deſeruc in all 
points to be preferd. Know you, faire Ladie, that my name is Baſi/ius, voworthily 
Lordof this countric : the reſt,cither fame hath alreadic brought to your cares,or(if 
ir pleaſe you to make this place happie by your preſence)at morelciſure you ſhal yn- 
dcrſtand ofme ; I that from the beginning aſſured my ſelfe ic was he,bur w_—_ nor 
eeme 
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ſcemel did ſo ;-to keepe-miy grauitictheberter , making apcece of reueretice ynto 
him ; MightiePrince (ſaid I ) ler my not knowing: you ſcrue forthe excuſe of my 
boldneſſe, and the little reverence I doe you, impurcir tothe maner of my countrie, 
which is the inuincibleland of the Amezors : my ſelfe Neece to Senicis, Queene 
thereof; lincally deſcendetd of the famous Pentheſilea, flaine by the bloodic hand: of 
Pyrrhus: 1 having in thismy youth determined to make the world ſee the Amazans 
exccllenciesas well in priuate,as in publike vertue, haue paſſed ſome darigerous ad4 
nentures indiucrſc countries, till the vamercitull ſea depriued me of my companicy 
ſothar ſhipwracke caſting me not farre hence, vncertaine wandring brought metro 
this place. Bur Bafilius (who now began to taſte of that, which ſince he had ſwallo+. 
wed vp,as I will tell you) fell to more cunning intreating my abode, thenaniegret- 
dichoſt would vſc to well paying paſſengers. | thoughr.nothingeould ſhoor righeer 
atthe marke of my delirey; yet hadT learnedalrcadie fomuch,thatit was againſt my 
womanhoodrto be forward in my own wiſhes. And therefore he (toprouc whether 
interceſsions'inrfitter mouthes might better prevaile)commanded Dametas to bring 
- fonthwith his:wife and daughters thither, three Ladies, alchough of diucrſe, yer of 
exccllent beautic. | | / 

His wife in-graue Matronlike attire,with.countenance and geſture ſutable, and 
of ſuch faircneſle ( being in the ſtrength of: her age) as if her daughters had nor 
beene cog with iuſt price haue purchaſed adrnird tion; but they being there, 


it was that the moſtdaintic eyewbuld thinke hera worthie morher of ſuch 
children. The faire Pamela, whoſe noble'hearr I finde-doth greatly diſdaine , that 
thetruſt of her yertue is repoſed in ſucha lours hands as Dametaes, had yer, to ſhew 
an obcdience,taken on ſhepheardiſhapparell , which was but of ruflcr cloath, cur 
after theirfaſhion : witha ſtraight bodice; open breaſted , the! neather pare full of 
pleights,with long and wideflecucs : but belecue me ſhe 'did apparcll her apparell , 
& with the preciouſneſle of her bodic made.it moſt ſumpruous. Her haireat the full 
lkengrh,wound about with gold lace, only by-che compariſon to ſhew how farre her 
hairedorh excell in colour : berwixt herbreaſts (which ſweetly roſevp like two faire 
mountainets inthe pleaſant vale of Tempe )there hunga yeric rich Diamond ſer bur 
inablacke horae: the word I hauc ſincercad is this, Tet ſtill my ſelfe. And thus 
particularly haue I deſcribed chem, becauſe you 77 mage that mine cyes are nor 
ſoparriall,but that I marked them roo. Bur when the ornament of the carth , the 
modell of heaucn, the triumph of nature, the lite of beautie, the Queene of loue , 
young Ph1locleaappearcd in her Nimph-like apparell, ſo ncere nakedneſlc , as one 
might welldiſcerne part of her perfetions; and yer ſo apparclled , as did ſhew ſhee 
kept beſt ſtore of her beautie to her ſelfe: her haire ( alas roo poore a word , why 
ſhould I not rather call them her beames) drawne ypintoa ner, able ro haue caught 
_ when he was in the form of an Eaglc; her bodie(d ſweet bodie)couered with 

a light Taffatagarment,ſo cur, as the wrought ſmock came through it in many pla- 
ccs,cnough ro have made your reſtrained imagination haue thought what was yn- 
der it : with thecaſt of her blacke cycs,blacke indeed, whether nature ſo made them, 
that we mightbe the more able to behold & beare their wonderfull ſhining,or thar 
ſhe.(goddeſle-like) would worke this miracle with her ſelfe,in giuing blackenes the 
prtceaboueall beautie, Then (I ſay) indeed methought the Lillies grew pale foren- 
uie,the Roſes me thought blufhed to ſee ſweerer Rolſes.in hercheeks, &the apples, 
methought,fell downe from therrees,todohomageto theapples ofherbreaſh then 
the clouds gaue place; that the heauens might more freely ſmile, ypon- her, at the 
keaſt theclouds of my thoughts quite yaniſhed; and myſight (then mote cleere _ 
Th E 2 forcible 
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forcible then eaet) was ſo fixed there, that (I imagine) I ſtocd like a well wrought I 
mage, with ſomelife in ſhew;bur none in newer And ſo had I binlike enough to 
haue ſtayed longtime , but that Gynecia ſtepping berweene ws ſight and the one! 
Philoclea, the chaunge of obic@ made merecoucr my ſenſes; ſo thar' I could wii 
reaſonable good maner recciue the ſalutation of her, and of the Princeſle Pamela; 
doing them yer no further reucrence then one Princeſſe yſeth to anocher.But when 
I rameto the neuer-cnough praiſed Philoclea, T could nor but fall downe on: my 
knees,and taking by force her hand,and kifsing ir (I muſt confeſle) with more then 
womanly ardencie,Diuine Lady, ſaid I,ler not the world, northeſe great Princeſſes 
marucll,to ſee me (contrarie ro my maner)doe this ſpeciall honour ynto you, ſince 
all both men and women,do owe this to the perteCtion of your beautie.Butſheblu- 
ſhing (likea faire morning in May)at this my fingularitic , and cauſing me to riſe, 
Noble Ladie,ſaid ſhee,it is no maruell to ſee your 1 ent much miſtaken in my 
beautie,fince you begin with ſo great an errour,as rodo more honourynto me then 
to them, to whom 1 my ſelfe owe all ſeruice.Rather(anſwered I witha bowed down 
countenance)that ſhewes the powerof your beautie, which forced me to doe ſuch an 
crrour,if it were an errour. You areſo well acquainted (ſaid ſhe ſweetly moſt ſweet- 
ly ſmiling) wich your ownebcautie,thar itmakes youcaſily fall into thediſcourſe 
of beautic. Beautic in me? (ſaid I truly ſighing) alas if there beanic,it is in my cies, 
which your bleſſed preſence hath imparred ynto them. | 

- Butthen (as I think Baſi/z willing herſo to do) Well, faid ſhe,I muſt needscon- 
feſſeT hauc heard that it is a great happineſle to be praiſed of them that are moſt 
praiſe worthie : and well I finde that you are an invinable Amazon, finceyou will 
ouercome,though in a wrong martter., But if my beautie beanie thing, then lerit 
obraine thus much of you, that you willremaine ſome while in this companie, to 
caſe your owne trauell and our ſolitarineſſe. Firſt let medie ( ſaid I ) before anic 
word ſpoken by ſuch a mouth ſhould come in vaine. And thus with ſome other 
words of entertaining, was my ſtaying concluded, and I ledde among them to the 
Lodge truclie a- place for pleaſantneſle,not virfir to flatter ſolirarineſſe , for it be. 
ing ſct ypon ſuch an ynſcnſible riſing of the ground , as you are come to a prertic 
height before almoſt you perceiue thar you aſcend, it | ny the eic Lordſhip ouer a 

ood large circuit, which according to the nature of the countric, being diverſified 

trweene hills and dales, woods and plaines , one place more cleere, another more 

darkeſome,it ſcemesa pleaſant pifture of nature, with loucly lightſomneſſe and ar- 
tificiall ſhadowes. The Lodge 1s of a yellow ſtone, builtin the forme of a ſtarre, ha- 
uing round abour a garden framed into like points; and beyond the garden ridings 
cut out, cach anſwering the angles of the Lodge : at che end of one of themis the 0+ 
ther ſmaller Lodge,butof like faſhion,where the gracious Pamelaliueth ; ſothat the 
Lodge ſecmeth not ynlike a faire Comet, whoſe taileſtretcheth ir ſelfe roa ſtarre of 
lefle greatneſle. 

So Gynecia her ſelfe bringing me to my lodging, anon after I was inuited and 
brought downe to ſup with them in the Garden, a place not fairer in naturall orna- 
ments,then arrificiall inuentionswhere,in a banqueting houſe among cerrain = 
ſant trees, whoſe heads ſeemed curled with the wrappings about of V 


The table was ſet neere roan excellent water-worke; forby the caſting of the warer 
in moſt cunning maner, it makes (with the ſhining ofthe Sunne vpon it) a perfe& 
rain-bow,not more pleaſant tothe cie then to the mind, ſo ſenſible ro ſee theproofe 
of the heaucnly 1rs.There were birds alſo made ſo finely,that they did not onely de- 
cciue the ſight with their figure,but the hearing withtheir ſongs, which _ wateric 
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inſtruments did maketheir gorge deliuer, The table at which wee (ate wasround, 
which being faſt ro the goore whereon wee ſate , and thar deuided from the reſt of 
the buildings, with turning a vice (which Baſis at firſt did, ro makeme ſport) the 
table,and we abour therable did all crurne round, by mcanes of water which ran yn- 
der,and carried iraboutasa mill. Bur alas,wharpleaſuredid it to me,to make diuers 
times the full circle round abour, ſince Phzloclea (being alſo ſer) was carricd ſtill in e- 


quall diſtance from me,andthat onely my eyes did ouertake her 2 which when the 


table was ſtayed, and wee began to feede, dranke much more eagerly of her beautie, 
then my mouth did of anie other __ And ſo was my common ſence deceiued, 
(being chiefly bent to her) thatas Idranke the wine, and withall ſtole a looke on 
her,me ſeemed I raſted her deliciouſneſſe, Bur alas, the one thirſt was much more 
inflamed then the other quenched. Sometimes my cies would lay themſclucs o- 

n to receiue all the darts ſhee did throw , ſomerimes cloſe yp with admiration , 
as if with acontrarie fancie,they wold preſerue the riches of that fightthey had got- 
ten,or caſt my lids as curtaines ouer the image of beautic, herpreſence had painted 
in them, Truc it is,that my Reaſon (now growne a ſeruant to paſsion) did yet often 
cell his maiſter,that he ſhould more moderately yſchis delight. But he,thatof are. 
bell was become a Prince,diſdainedalmoſt to allow. him theplace of a counſeller:ſo 
that my ſenſes delighes being too ſtrong for anie other reſolution, I did euen looſe 
the reines ynto them ; hoping that (going for a woman) my lookes would paſſe, ci- 


ther yamarked,or vnſuſpected, 
Now thus I had (as me thought) well plaids my firſt aR, aſſuring my ſelfe, that 


vnder that diſguiſcment, | ſhould find oporrunitie toreucalg my ſelte to the owner 


of my heart. Bur who would thinke it prom (though l feele ir true) chat in almoſt 
eight weekes ſpace I haue liued here (hauing no more companie but her parents; 
and Lbeing familiar,as being a woman,and watchful,as being a loucr) yet could nc- 
uer find oportunitie to haue one minutes l:afure of priuate conterence : the cauſe 
whereof is as ſtrange,as the cffefts are ro me miſerable. And (alas) this it is. 

Ac the firſt ight that Baſi/izs had of me (I think Cupid having headed his arrows 
with my misfortune) he was ſtriken ( taking meto be ſuch as I profeſſe) with great 
afeQtion towards me , which ſince is growne to ſuch a doting loue, that till I was 
faine ro get this place (ſometimes to retire vnto freely) I was euen choaked with his 
tediouſnefſe. You neuer ſaw foureſcore yeares daunce vp and downe more liuely in 
a young louer; now,as fine in his apparell, as if hee would make me inloue with a 
cloake,aud yerſe for verſe with the ſharpeſt-witted Louerin Arca4ia. Doe you not 
thinke thatthis is a ſallet of wormewood, while mine eyes feed ypon the Ambroſia 
of Philoclea's beautic.Bur this isnot all ; no,thisis nocthe worlt : for he (good man) 
were calicenough to be dealt with. but,as I chinke, Loue & miſchicte hauing made 
awager,which ſhould hauc moſt power in me, haue ſet Gywecia alſo on ſuch a fire 
rowards me,as will neuer (I feare ) be queached but with my deſtruction. For (ſhe 
being a woman of excellent wit, and of ſtrong working choughts) whether ſhe ſu- 
{peed me by my ouer-ychement ſhewes of affeion ro Philoclea ( which loue for- 
ced me ynwiſely to vtrer,while hope of my maske fooliſhly encouraged me)or that 
ſhe hath taken ſome other marke of me, that I am not a woman; or what diuell ir is 
hath reucalcd it ynto her, I know not : bur ſo itis,that all her countcnances, words, 
and geſtures,are cuen miſerable portraitures of a deſperate affetion. VVherby a man 
may learne,that theſe auoidings of companie,doe but make the paſsions more vio- 
lent, when they mcet with fit ſubic&s, Truly irwerea notable dumb ſhew of Cupids 
kingdome,to ſec my cies (languiſhing with oucr-vchement longing ) dure them- 
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ſelues to Philoclea and Baſilines,as buſic about me as a Bee, and indecd as cumberſom, 
making ſuch vehement ſuits ro me , who neither could if I would, nor would if I 
could, helpe him.while the terrible wit of Gyrecza, carried with the Beere of yiolent 
loue,runnes through vs all. And ſo icalous isſheof my loue to herdaughter, that [ 
could neuer yet begin to open my mouth to the yneunable Phzloclea, but that her 
ynwiſhed preſence gaue my rale a concluſion, before it had a beginning. And ſurely 
if I be not deceiued,l ſee ſuch ſhewes of liking, 8 (if be acquainted with paſsions) 
of almoſt a paſsionateliking in the heaucaly Philoclea rowards me, that I mayh 
hercarcs would not abhorre my diſcourſe. Andfor good Baſilins, hethought it beſt 
ro hauc lodged vs together , burtaat the crernall harcfulneſſe of my deſtinie made 
Gynecia's icalouficſtop that , andall other my bleſsings. Yer muſt I confeſle, thar 
one way herloue doth me pleaſure; for ſince it was my fooliſh fortune,or ynfortu- 
nate folly,to be knowne by her,thar keepes her from bewraying me to Baſilirs. And 
thus (my Muſidorus) you haue my Tragedie plaied ynto you by my ſelfe, which I 
pray the gods may notindeed prouca Tragedic, And therewith he caded,making a 
full point of a heartie ſigh. 

Anſidorus recommended to his beſt diſcourſe, all which Pyrocles had told him. 
But therin he found ſuch intricateneſle, that he could ſce no way tolcad him out of 
the maze; yet perceiuing his afte&io ſo grounded,that ſtriuing againſt ir,did rather 
anger then heale the wound , and rather call his friendſhip in queſtion then giue 
place to anie friendly counſell. Well (faid he) deere coulin, finceithath pleaſed the 
gods to mingle your other excellencics with this humour of louc, yer happicir is, 
that your louc is imploycd ypon ſo rare a woman : for certainly,a noble cauſe doth 
caſe much a gricuous caſe. Bur as ic ſtands now, nothing yexcth me, asthar I can- 
not ſee wherein I can be ſeruiceable ynto you. I deſire no greater ſeruice of you (an-+ 
ſwered Pyrocles )then that you remaine ſecretly in this countrie,and ſomrimes come 
to this place,cither late in the nightor carly in the morning, where you ſhall haue 
my key to enter, becauſe as my torrune cither amends or 1mpaires, I may declare ir 
ynto you,and hauc yourcouncell & furtherance: and here by I wil of purpoſe leade 
her, that is the praiſc,and yerthe ſtaineof all womankinde, thatyou may haue ſo 
goodavicw, as to allow my judgement: andas I can get the moſt conuenicnt 
time,l will come vnto you; for though by reaſon of yonder wood you cannot ſee 
the Lodge, it is hard at hand. Butnow( ſaid ſhe) it is time for meto leaue you , 
and towards cucning wee will walke out of purpoſe hicherwatd, therefore 

out ſelfe cloſe inthar time. Burt Muſidorws bethinking himſelfe that his horſe ke 
bh pen to bewray him, thought ir beſt to returne for thatday toa village not farre 
off, and diſpatching his horſe in ſome ſort,the next day early to comea foot thither, 
and ſo to keepe that courſe afterward,which Pyrocles yeric well liked of, Now fare- 
well deere couſin(ſaid he) from me,no more Pyrocles, nor Daiphantus now, but Zel. 
mane : Zelmane is my name,Zelmane is my title, Zelmane is the only hope of myad- 
uancement. And with that word going out, and ſeeing that the coaſt was cleere,Zel. 
mane diſmiſſed Muſidor;z5,who departed as full ofcare to help his friead,as before he 
was to diſlwade him, 

Zelmane returned to the lodge,where (inflamed by Phzloclea, watched by Gynecia, 
and tiredby Baſilius)ſhewas likes horſe deſirous to runne, and miſerably ſpurred, 
bur ſo ſhorr rained as he cannot ſtirre forward ; Zelmane ſought occaſion to ſpeake 
with Phzlocleaz Baſilius with Zelmanezand Gynecia hindred them all. If Phzloclea hap- 
ned tofigh (and ſigh ſhe did often) as if that ſigh were to be waited on , Zelmane 
ſighedalſo,wherto Baſilius and Gynecia foone made yp foure parts of _— 
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afetion increaſed their conuerſation; and their conuerſation increaſed their affe- 
ion, The reſpe& borne, bred due ceremonies; but theaffeQion ſhined ſo through 
them, that the ceremonies ſeemed not ceremonies. Zelmanes eyes were ( like chil- 
dren before ſweet meat) cager , but fearfull of their il]-pleafing gouernours, Time, 
in oneinſtant, ſeeming both ſhort and long vato them : ſhort, inthe plealingnelle 
of ſuch preſence : long, in the ſtay of their defires, 

Bur Zelmane failed notto intice them all many times abroad, becauſe ſhe was de. 
firous her friend Mrſidorus (neere whomot purpoſe ſheled chem ) might haue full 
fight ofthem, Sornctimes angling toalitle ruuerneere hand, which for the moiſture 
icbeſtowed vpon rootes of ſome flouriſhing trees , was rewarded with their ſha- 
dow. There would they fit downe , and pretie wagers be made between Pamela and 
Philoclea, which could ſooneſt beguile filly fiſhes , while Zelmane proteſted that the 
fitprey for them was hearts of Princes. Shealſo had ay angle in her hand ; but the 
taker was ſotaken, that ſhe had ſorgotren taking. Baſi/izs in the meane time would 
be the Cooke himſelfeof what was ſo caught, and Gyrecia ir ſtill , butwithno ill 
penſiueneſſe, Now ſhe brought them to ſee a ſeeled Doue, who the blinder ſhe was, 
the higher thee ſtroue. Anothertimea Kite, which hauing a gut cunningly pulled 
out of her , and ſole fly, cauſed all the Kites in thatquarter, who{(as oftentimes the 
world is decciucd ) thinking her proſperous when indeed ſhee was wounded, made 
the poore Kite finde, that opinion ofriches may well be dangerous. 

Bur theſe recreations were interrupted by a delight of moregallant ſhewz for 

onecucning, as Baſilins returngd from hauing forced his thoughts to pleaſe them- 
ſeluesin ſuch {mal conqueſts, there came a Shepheard, who brought him word,that 
a Gentleman deſired leaue to doe a meſlage from his Lord vnto him. Baſilins graun- 
ted , whereupon the Gentleman came; andafter the durifull ceremonies obſcrued, 
in his maiſters name told him, that he was ſent from Phalantus of Corinth, tocraue 
licence, that as he haddone in many other Courts, ſo he might in hispreſence defic 
all 4rcad5an Knights in the behalfe of his Miſtris beautie,” who would beſides , her 
ſelfe in perſon bee preſent, to giue cuidenr proofe what his Launce ſhould affirme. 
The conditions of hischallenge were, that the defendant ſhould bring his Miſtriſſe 
picture, which being ſet by theimageof A4rreſia (ſo was the miſtreſle of Philantus 
named) who in ſixe courſes ſhould haue better of the other, in the iudgement of 
Beſilius,with him boththe honors and the pitures ſhould remaine. Baſi/iws(though 
he had retired himſelfe into that ſolitarie dwelling, with intention to auoide,rather 
then to accept anie matters of drawing companie ; yet becauſe hee would enterraine 
Zelmave, (chat ſhe might not thinkethetime ſo gainefull ro him, loſſe to her) gran- 
ted him to pitch his tent for three dayes, not farre fromthe lodge,and toproclaime 
his challenge, that what Arcadia Knight (for none cls but vpon his perrill was li- 
cenſal to come)would defend what he honored againſt Phalantwus, ſhould haue the 
like freedome of acceſle and returne. 

This obtained and publiſhed, Zelmane being deſirous to Jearne what this Pha- 
lantus was, having nener knowne him further then by report of his good juſting, in 
fo muchas he was commonly called, the faire man of armes , Baſilixs, told her that 
he had had occaſion by one veric inward with him, to know in part thediſcourſe of 
his life, which was,that he was baſtard-brother to the faire Helen Queen of Corinth, 
and deerely eſtcemed of her for his exceeding good parts,being honourably cour 
reous, and wronglelly yaliant, conſiderately pleaſant in conuerſation , aud an ex- 
cellent Courtier withour vnfaithfulneſſe ; who finding his ſiſters- ynperſwadeable 
mclancholy,(through the louc of Amphialus) had fora time left her Court, 8 gone 
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into Laconia,where in the warre againſt the Helots, he had gotten the reputation of 
one,thar both durſt and knew. Butas it was rather choiſe then nature, that led him 
to matters ofarmes,ſo as ſoone as the ſpur of honour ceaſed, he willingly reſted in 
peaccable delights, being beloued in allcompanies for his louely qualities, and (asa 
man may terme 1t) winning cheerefulnefle, whereby rothe Princeand Court of La- 
c0:ia, none was more agreeable then Phalantxs : & he not giuen greatly to ſſrugple 
with his own diſpoſition, followed the gentle current of it, hauing a fortune ſuthci- 
ent to content,& he content with a ſuthcientfortune. But in that court he ſaw,and 
was acquainted with this Arteſia , whoſe beautic henow defends, became her ſer- 
uant,ſaid himſelfe,and perchance thought himſelte her Jouer, But certainely,ſaid 
Baſilius, manje times it falls out, that theſe yong companions make themſclues be- 
lecue they love at the firſt liking of a likely beautie; loving, becauſe they will loue 
for want of other buſineſle, not becauſe they fecle indeed that diuine power, which 
makes the heart find a reaſon in paſs1on, andſo (God knowes)as inconſtantly leaue 
ypon the next chauncethat bcautie caſts before them. So therefore taking loue 
ypon himlikea faſhion,he courted this Ladic Arteſia,who was as fit to pay him in 
his ownemonie as might be : for ſhee thinkerhſhee did wrong to her beaurie if ſhee 
were not proud of ir,called her diſdaine of h'm chaſtitie, and placed her honour in 
little ſetting by his honouring her; determining neuer to matrie; but him , whom 
ſhe thought worthic of her : and thar was one, in whom all worthineſles were har- 
boured. And to this conceipt not only nature hadbent her, butthe bringing vp ſhee 
recciued at my fiſter in law Cec- 0pia, had confirmed her; who having in her widow- 
hood taken this yong Arteſia into her charge , becauſe her father had beenea deare 
friend of her dead husbands,had raught herto thinkethat there is no wiſedome but 
in including both heauen and earch 1n ones ſelfe , and that loue, curteſie, grazeful- 
neſſe,friendſhip,and all other vertues are rather to be taken on, then raker+ in ones 
ſelfe. And ſo good adiſcipleſhe found of her,thar liking the fruits of herown plan- 
ting,ſhe was content (if ſo her ſonne could haue liked of it) to haue wiſhed her in 
marriage to my Nephew Amphialus. But I thinke that deſire hath loſt ſome of his 
hear,ſince ſhe hath knowne, that ſuch a Queene as Heley is, doth offerſo great a 
price asa kingdome,to buy his fauour; for if I be not deceiued in my good ſiſter 
Cecropia,ſhethinkes no face ſo beautifull, as that which lookes ynder a Crowne, But 
Arteſia indecd liked wel of my Nephew Amp/ralis : for I can neverdeemethart loue, 
which in haughtic hearts proceeds of a deſite onely ro pleaſe,and as it were,peacock 
themſclues; but yet ſhe hath ſhewed vehemencie of defire that way, I think, becauſe 
all her deſires be vehement, inſomuch that ſhe hath both placed her oncly brother (a 
fine youth called 1/7zer4)to be his ſquire, 1d her ſelfe is content to wait ypon my 
ſiſter,rill ſhe may ſee the vitermoſt waat ſhe may worke in Amphialusy who being + 
of a melancholy (though I muſt ſay truely courteous and noble) minde, ſeemes ro 
louenothing lefle then Loue: and of late hack through ſome aduenrure, or in- - 
ward miſcontentment, withdrawne himſelfe from anie bodies knowledge, wherche 
is; Arteſia the eaſier condiſcended to goe to the Court of Laconia,whitherſhewas 
ſent for by the kings wife, to whom ſhe is ſomewhar allied, 

And \ bruy after the war of the Helors,this Knight Phalantws (atleaſt for tongue- 
delight) made himſelfe her ſeruant, and ſhe ſolirtle caring, as not to ſhew millike 
thereof, was content onely to be noted ro haue a norable ſeruant, For truely one in 
my Court ncerely acquainted with him , within theſe few dayes made mee a plca- 
ſant deſcription of their loue,while he with cheerefull lookes would ſpeake ſorrow- 
tullwords,vling the phraſc of his affe&tion 1n ſo high a ſtile,that Mercyry _— not 
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hauc woocd Yen with more magnificent Eloquence-bur els neither in behauiour, 
nor ation, accuſing in himſclfe anie great trouble in minde, whether he ſped or no. 
Andſheconthe yo. Gde, well finding how little it was, and not caring for more, 
yer taught him,rhar often it fallerhour bura fooliſh wirrinefle, to ſpeake more then 
one thinkes. 3 S115 | 
For ſhe madecarneſt benefite of his jeſt, forcinghim in reſpe@ of his profeſsion , 
to do her ſuch ſcruices,as wereboth cumberſome and coſtly. ynto him,while he ſtill 
thought he went beyond her, becauſe his heart did not commit che idolatrie. So 
that laſtly he(l thinke) hauing in mind to make the fame of her beautie an oratour 
for herto: Amphialus, (perſwading her ſelfe perhaps, thar it might fall out in kim as 
ic doth in ſomerhat hauedelighttullmeare before them , and haue no ſtomacRto ir, 
before other folks praiſe ir)ſhe rooke the aduantage one day vpon Phalantus yncon.- 
ſcionable prailing of her, '8& certaine caſt-away vowes, how much he would doe for 
her ſake;roarreſt his word aſſoon as itwas our of his mouth, & by the vertue therof 
rochargehim to goewith her through all the courts of Greege;8 with the chalenge 
now made to giue her beauriethe —_—_ oucrall other. Phalantus was cn- 
trapped & faw round abour him, bur could norger our. Exceedingly perplexed he 
was (as hee confeſt tohim rhar told me the calc) nor for doubr hee ha of himſclfe, 
(for indeed he had little cauſc, beingaccounted; with his Launce eſpecially, where- 
upon thechallenge is to be tritd)as perfett as anic that Greece knowerhy bur becauſe 
he feared to offend his fiſter Heler. and withall (as he ſaid) he could not fo much be- 
lecuc his loue,but thathe muſt chinke in his heart (whatſocuer his mouth affirmed) 
that both ſhe, my daughters,8& the faire Parthenia(wite to a moſt noble Gentleman 
my wiues neere kinſman) might far better pur in their claime- for that prerogatiue; 
Bur his iſe had bound him-prenciſe , and therefote-it was now better with 
willingnefſeto purchaſe thankes,then with a diſcontented doing to hauehe paine, 
and not the reward and therefore went on,as his fairh, cn loue, did leade 
him. And now hath healrcadie paſſed the courts of Laconia, Elw, Argos 8 Corinth: & 
(2 manie times it happens)that a good pleader makes a bad cauſe to preuaileſo hath 
is Launce brought captiucs tothe triumph of Arteſ#'s beautic, ſuch , as chough 
Arteſia be among the faireſt , yer in that companie were tohaue the preheminence : 
forin thoſe courts many Knights ( that had bin in other farre countries) defended 
ſuch asthey had ſcenc,and liked in their travell ; bur their defence had been ſuch,as 
they had forfeited the piftures of their Ladies, to giue a forced falſe reſtimonic to 
Artefia's excellencie. And now laſtly is he come hither where he hath leaue to tric 
his fortune. Burl afſureyou, if I rhought it not in due and true conſideration an in- 
jurious ſeruice and churliſh curreſic,toput the danger of fo noble a title in the deci- 


. dingofſuchadangerleile combar,I would make yong maiſter Phalantus know,thar 


your cics can a blunt Launce,8 that age,which my gray haites ( onely gor- 
ten by the louing care of others) make ſeeme morethen ir i hath not diminiſhed ia 
me the power to prote&an vndeniable veritic:' with that he buſtled vp himſelte,as 
though his heart would faine haue walked abroad. Zelmane with an inward (miling 
gaue him outward thankes,deſiring him to reſerue his force for worthier cauſes. So 
paſsing their time —_— their wont, they waited for the comming ſi halar. 
t#s,who the next morning hauing alreadic cauſed his tents to be pitched, necre ro a 
faire tree hard by the Lodge,had yponthe tree made a ſhield to be hanged vp, which 
the defendant ſhould ſtrike, that would call him ro the maintaining his challenge. 
The impreſſ in the ſhield was a heauen full of ſtarres,wirh a ſpecch, lignifying;thac 


it was the beautie which gane it the praiſe. 
7 Him- 
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Himſelfe came in next after a triumphant Chariot, made of Carnation ycluer, 
enriched with purple and pearle, wherein Arteſia ſate; drawne by foure winged hor- 
ſes with arrificiall flaming moutrhes, and fierie wings, as if ſhe had newly.borowed 
them of Phebas.Before her marched, two after'two, certaine footmen pleaſantly ar- 
tired, who betweene them held one piRure after another of them,that by Phalantus 
well running had loſt o_ inthe race of beautic, and art cueric pace they ſtayed, 
turning the piturestoca lide,ſo leiſurely,thatwith perfeQ indgmentthey mighr 
be diſcerned. The fitſt thar came in (following the order of the time wherein 
had been woone) was the piture of Andromana;Queene of Iberia,whom a Laconian 
Knight having ſomerime (and with ſpeciall fauour) ſerucd, (though ſomeyeares 
ſince | —  __ with more gratefulneſſe' then good fortune defended; Bur 
therein Fortune had botrowed wit; for indeed ſhe was nor ' comparable to! Arteſiay 
not becauſe ſhe wasa good deale elder(for timehad notyerbecncable troimpoucriſh 
her ſtore thereof) butan exceedi haire with ſmall eycs, did (likeullcompani- 
ons) diſgrace theother aſſembly of moſt commendablebeamies, - - + +++ 

Next after her was borne the counterfeit of the Princeſſe of Eli, a Ladie thar 
taught the beholdersno other _ of beautie, but this, That as liking is inor al. 
waies the child of beautic,ſo wharſocuer likerhisbeautifull; forin that viſagethere 
was neither maicſtic,grace,fauour, nor faireneſſe;yer ſhe wanted nora ſervant that 
would haue made her fairer then the faire Arteſia. But he wrote her praiſes with his 
helmet in theduſt,and left her pifture to beas a truce wirnefle ofhis oucrthrow as his 
running was of her beantie. | 

After het was the goodly Artaxia,great Q. of Armenia,a Ladic ypon whom na-« 
ture beſtowed,and well placed her moſt delightfull colours yand withall, hadpro-. 
portioned her without anic fault; quickly to bediſcoucted by the ſenſes, yer alroge- 
therſcemed not to make yp that harmonie,tharCuprddelights in,the reaſon wherof 
miſs ſeemea manniſh countenance, which ou loucly ſweernefle, the 
nobleſt power of womankind,farre fitter to preuaile by parley rhen by bartdll. 

Ofa farre contraric conſideration wasthe repreſentation of her that next follow- 
ed,which was Er0va Queene of Licia,who though of ſo browne a haire, as no man 
ſhould hauciniured it ro haue called ir black,and that in the muxrure of her checkes 
the whitedid ſo much ouercome theredde(though what was;was veric purc)thar ic 
camencarc to palcneſſe,and that her face wasathought longer then rhe exa&t Sym. 
metrians perhaps would allow : yet loue plaid hispart ſo well in cuerie part, thar ic 
coughr hold of the judgement, before it could in c,making ir firſt loue,8 afterac- 
knowledge it faire; for there was a certaine delicacie, which 1n yeelding conquered, 
and witha pitifull looke made one find caufe to craue helpe himſelfe. 

Afterher came two Ladics,of noble, but notof royall birth : the former was na- 
med Baccha,who though verie faire,& ofa fatneſlerather toalluce, then romillike, 
pe breaſts ouer-familiarly laid open,with a made counrenice about her mouth, 

ccne {impringandſmiling,her head bowed ſomewhat downe, ſeemed to lan- 
guiſh with ouer-much idlencfle,and with an inuiring looke caſt ypward , diſlwaded 
with coo much pe hope might ſeeme to oucr-run def. 

The other(w 


ſe name was written Levcippe)was ofa fine daintineſle of beautie, 


her face carrying in it aſoberſimplicitic, like one thar could domuch good,8& mean 
no hurt, her cycs hauing in cher ſucha checrefulneſle,as nature ſeemed to ſmile iti 
them, though her mouth and checkes obeyed to that pretiedeniureneſſe, which the 
more one markt,the more one would iudge the poore ſoul apt to belecue, 8 there» 
fore the morepirtie to deceiue her, = I het 


Next 
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Next came the Queeneof Laconra,onethat ſeemed borne in the confines of beau- 
tics kingdome : for all her lincaments were neither perfeR poſleſsioners thereot,nor 
abſolute ſtrangers thereto : but ſhe was a Queene,and therefore beautifull, 

But ſhe that followed , conquered indeed with ——— , and might well 
hauc made allthe bcholders wait vpon her triumph,whilc her ſelfewereled captiue. 
It was the excellently faire Queene Helen,whoſe lacinth hairecurled by nature, bur 
intercurled by art (like a finebrooke through golden ſands)had a rope of faire peatle, 
which now hiding now hidden by thetaire, did as it were play at faſt and looſe each 
with other, mutually giving receiuing richneſſe. In her face ſo much beauticand 
fauour cxpreſſed,asif Helen had not been knowne, ſome would rather hauc judged it 
the Painters exerciſe, toſhew whar he could doe, then the counterteiting of anie li- 
uing pattern. for no faulr the moſt faulr-finding wit could haue found, itit were nor, 
that to the reſt of the bodiethe face was ſomewhat too little: bur thar little was ſuch 
a ſparke of beautie,as was able tocnflamea world of louc ; for query thing was full of 
acoile fincneſſe, that if it wanted anierthbing in maicſtic, it ſupplied itwirh increaſe 
in pleaſure, and if at the firſt it ſtrake not admiration, it rauiſhed withdelight. And 
no indifferent ſoule there was,which itt could reſiſt from ſubicRing it ſelte ro make 
ithis princeſſe, thatwould not long to haue ſucha play fellow. As for her atrire, it 
was coſtly andcurious,though the looke(fixt with more ſadnefſerhen it ſeemed na- 
ture had beſtowed to anie that knew her fortune )bewraycd , that as ſhe vſed thoſe 
ornaments,not forher ſelfe,bur to preuaile with another, ſo ſhe feared that alwould 
not ſcrue, Of a far differing (thougheſteemed cquall) beautic, was the faire Parthe. 
nia,who next waited on Arteſia's triumph, though farre better ſhe might haue ſit in 
the throne. For in her eucrie thing wasgoodly,& ſtately ; yer ſo,that it mighe ſeeme 
that great-mindednes was bur the auncient-bearer to the humblenes. For her great 
gray cyc,which might ſceme full of her owne beauric : a large,and exceedingly faire 
forchead, with all the reſt of her face & bodie, caſt in the mould of Nobleneſle,was 
yet ſoattired,as might ſhew, the miſtres thought it either nor rodeſerue, or not to 
need anie exquiſite deckitg,hauing no adorning bur cleanlineſſe; and ſo farre from 
all art, that it was full of rr 4 valeſſe that carcleſneſs it ſelfe ( in ſpighe cf ir 
ſelfe) grew artificiall. But Baſil; could not abſtaine from praiſing Parthenia, as the 
perfe&t pifture of a womanly vertue , and wiucly fairhfulneſle : telling withall Zel- 
mane,how he had ynderſtood,that when in the court of Laconia,her piture (main- 
tained by a certaine Sycronzan Knight) was loſt, through want rather of yalour, then 
iuſtice : bh husband (the famous Arga/us) would in achafe haue gone & redeemed 
Itwith a new triall.Burſhe (morcſporring then ſorowing for her yndeſerued cham- 
pion) rolde her husband, ſhe deſired to be beautifull 1n no bodieseye but his :and 
that ſhe would rather marre her face ascuill as cuer it was, thea that it ſhould be a 
cauſe to make Argalus put on armour. Then would Baſil haue told Zelmane that 
which healrcadicknew,of the rare triall of that coupled affeQion : but the next pi- 
Qure made their mouthes giue place to their cyes., 

It wasof a young maid, which ſatc pulling our a thorne our of a Lambes foore, 
with her looke ſo attentiue vpon it, as if that little footecould haue beene the circle 
of her thoughts; her a | ſo poore,as it had nothing burtthe inſide to adorneit; 
a ſheephooke lying by her, with a bottle vpon ir. Bur with all that pouercie, beaurie 
_ the prince, and commanded as many hearts as the greateſt Queenerheredid. 

cr beautie and her eſtate made her quickly to be knowneto bethe faire ſhephear- 
deſſe Yrania,whom arich knight called Lacemon,farrein loue with her,had ynlucki- 
ly defended. Th 
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The laſt of all in place,becauſe laſt inthe time of her being captiue , was Zelma- 
ne,daughter to the King Plexirtms : who atthe firſt ſight ſcemed to haue ſome re- | 
ſembling of Philoclea,but with more —— itto thepreſent Philoclea, 
who indeed had no paragon but her ſiſter (they might ſce, it was bur ſuch a likenes 
asan ynperfect glaſe doth giue 3 anſwerable cnough in ſome features and colours , 
bur errivg in others.But Zelmane ſighing, turning to Baſilizs, Alas ſir, ſaid ſheeghere 
be ſome pictures which might berterbecomerhe rombes oftheir Miſtrefles,thenthe 
triumph of Arteſia.It is true ſweeteſt Ladie (ſaid Baſilizs)ſome of them be dead, and 
ſome other captive; but that hath *A_ ſo late, as'it may be the Knights char de- 
fended their beautie, knew not ſo much : without we will fay (as in fomeother harts 
I know it would fall out) that death it ſelfe could notblotoutthe image which loue 
hath cngrauen in them. Bur divers belides theſe (ſaid Baſilis) hath Phalantus won, 
but he leaues thereſt,carrying onely ſuch, who either for greatneſle of cſtare, or of 
beauic, may iuſtly glprific the glorie of Arteſias triumph, 

1hus talked Baſiliws wih 2— romake anic matter ſubie&ro ſpeake of 
with his miſtres, while Phalartws 1n this pompous maner, brought Arteſia with her 
gentlewomen into one Tent., by which he- had another: where they both waited 
who would firſt ſtrike vpon the ſhield, while Baſilizs the Iudge appointed ſticklers 
and trumpers,to whom the other ſhouldobey, But nonethat day appearcd,nor the 
next,till alrcadie it had conſumed halfe his allowance of light; but then there came 
in a knight, proteſtin himſelfe as contrarie to him in minde,as he was in apparell. 
For Phalantu was alin white, having in his baſes, and capariſon imbroidered a wa- 
uving water: at cach ſide whereob he had nettings caſt ouer, in which were diuerſe 
fiſhes nacurally made, and ſo pretuily, that asthe horſe ſtirred, the fiſhes ſeemed ro 
ſtriuc,and leape in the ner, | 

Bur the other Knight by name Ne#or, by birth an Arcadian 8: in affeftion yowed 
to the faire Shephcrdeſſe,was all in'blacke, with fire burning both vpon his armour 
and horſe. His 7»/prcſa in his {hield;was a fire made of Juniper, with this word, More 
eaſie, and more ſweet. But this hote Knight was cooled with afall,which ar the third 
courſe he received of Phalantws; leauing his pifture to keepe companie with the 0- 
ther of the ſame ſtampe; he going away remedileſly chafing athis rebuke. The next 
was Polycetes,greatly eſteemed in Arcadia,for deedes he had done in armes : & much 
ſpoken of for the hoziourableloue he had long borne to Gynecia which Baſilizs him- 
(fe was content,not onely to ſuffer,but ro be delighted with, he carricd it in ſo ho- 
nourableand open plaineneſle, ſertirg to his loue no other marke , then todoe her 
faichtull ſeruice. Bur neither her faire picture, wor his faire running, could warrant 
him from ouerthrow, and her from becomming as then the laſt of Arteſia's vito- 
ries : a thing Gynecia's vertues wouldlittle have recked at another rime, nor then, if 
Zelmane had not ſcene it, But her champion went away as much diſcomfortcd, as 
diſcomfitcd.Then Telamon for Polexena,and Enrilion for Elpine,and Leon for Zoana, 
all braue Knights, all faire Ladies, with their going downe , lifted yp the ballance of 
his praiſe for aCtiuitic,and hers for fairenelle, 

Vpon whoſe loſle as the beholders were talking , there comes into the place- 
wherethey ranne, a ſhepheard ſtripling ( for his height made him more thena boy, 
and his face would not allow him a man)browneofcomplexion (whether by nature 
or by the Sunnes familiaritic) bur yeric louely withall; for che reſt ſo perfeRtly pro- 
portioned, that Nacure ſhewed, ſhedoth nor like men, who ſlubber vp matters of 
meane account. And well might his proportion be tudged, for he had nothing ypon 
him bur a paire of floppes, and ypon his bodie a Goate-ckinne, which heecaſt _ 

is 
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his ſhoulder,doing all things with ſo prettie a grace,thar ir ſeemed ignorance could 
not make him do amilſle, becauſe he had a heart to do well,holding in his righthand 
along ſtaffe, and ſo comming with a lookefull of amiable fierceneſle, as in whom 
choller could nor take away the ſweetnefle; hee came towards the King,and making 
a renerence (which in hinawas comely becauſc it was kindly.) My liege Lord ( faid 
hee)l pray you hearea few wards for my heart will breake if I ſay not my minde to 

ou: I ſce heere the piture of Y7ania , whichTcannor tell how, nor why theſe men 
when they fall downe,they fay,is notſo faire as yonder gay woman. But pray God, 
I may neuer {ce my old mother aliue,if I thinke ſhee beagyje more match to Yr anta, 
then a Goat is toazfine Lambgzor then the Dogge thar keepes our flocke at home, is 
like your white Greyhound, that pulled downe the Stag gelaſt daic. 

And therefore I pray youlet me be dreſt as they be,and my heart gines me,] ſhall 
tumble him on the carth:for in deede he might aſwell ſay,thata Coullip is as white 
as a Lillic : orclſcl care nor,let him come with his grear ſtaffe,and I with thisin my 
hand,and youſhall ſcewhat I can doe tohim. Baſile ſaw irwas the fineſhepheard 
Lalws, whom once hee had afore him in Paſtoral ſportes, and had greatly delighted 
in his wir full of prettic ſimplicitie, and therefore laughing at his carneſtneſle, he 
bad him bee content, ſince hee ſaw the piQtures of ſo great Queenes, were faine to 
follow their champions fortune. Bur Zulws ( cucn weeping ripe) went among the 
reſt, longing to ſee ſome bodice that would reuenge Yra”zas wrong; and praying 
hartily tor cucric bodic that ran againſt Phalantws, then beginniog to fecle pouertie, 
that hee could not ſet himſelfe to that triall. But by and by, cuen when the Sunne 
(like a noble Hart)began to ſhew his greateſt countenance 1n his loweſt eſtate,there 
came in a Knight,called Phebilus, a Gentleman of that countrie,for whom hartefull 
fortune had borrowed the dart of loue, ro make him miſerable by the light of Philo. 
clea. For he had cucn from herinfancie loued her,& was ſtriken by herbefore ſhe was 
able ro know what quiuerof arrowes her cies carried; but he loued & difpaired, and 
the more he diſpaired,the more hee loued. He ſaw his owne worthineſle,& thereby 
made her excellencic haue more terrible aſpe& vpon him: hee was ſo ſecret rherein, 
as not daring to bee open,that to no creature hee cuer ſpake of it,bur his hearr made 
{uch filent complaints within ic ſelfe,that while all his ſenſes were attentiue thereto, 
cunning iudges might perceiue his minde: ſo thathe was known to loue though he 
denied,or rather was the better known, becauſe hedenicd it. His armour & his attire 
was for a Sca colour, his /mpreſa,the fiſh called _ which being in the net/caſtes a 
blacke inke abour it ſelfe,that in the darkeneſle rhereof it may ſcape : his word was,, 
Not ſo. Philocleas pifture with almoſt an idolatrous magnificence was bornein by 
him, Bur ſtraight icalouſic wasa harbinger fordiſdaine in Ze/manes heart, when ſhe 
ſaw any (bur her ſelfe ) ſhould be auowed a champion tor Philoclea: in ſomuch that 
ſhe wiſhrt his ſhame, rill ſhe ſaw him ſhamed. For at the ſecond courſe he was ſtriken 
quite from out of the ſaddle, ſo full of griete,& rage withall,that he would faine with 
the ſword haue reuenged itzbut that being contraric to the order (erdowne, Baſiliuus 
would not ſuffer : ſo that wiſhing himſelte in the botrome of the earch, hee went his 
way,lcauing Zelmane no lefleangry with his loſſe,then ſhe would haue bin with his 
vitorie.For it ſhe thought before a rivals praiſe would haue angred her, her Ladies 
diſgrace did make her much more forget whatſhe then thought, while that paftion 
raigned ſo much the more, as ſhe ſaw aprettie bluſh in Philocleas checkes bewray a 
modeſt diſcontentment. But the night commanded truce for thoſe ſports,8 Phalar. 
tus (chough intreated)would not leaue Arteſia,who in nocaſe would come into the 
houſe, hauing (as it were) ſuck of Cecropias breath a morrall miſlike againe o_ 
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Bur the night meaſured by the ſhort ell of ſleepe, was ſoone paſt ouer , and the 
next morning had giuen the watchfull ſtarres leaueto, take their reſt, whena trum- 
pet ſummoned Baſilius to play his Iudges part : which hoe did, taking his wife and 
daughthers with him; Zelmane hauing lockt her dore, ſo;asthey would not trouble 
her for that time : for alreadiechere was aKnightin the field, readic roproue Helen 
of Corinth had received great iniurie , both by the erring iudgement of the cha- 
lenger , and the voluckic weakeneſle of her former defender, The new Knighr 
was quickly knowneto be Clitophon ( Kalanders ſonne of Baſilius his ſiſter) Pl his ar- 
mour,which all guile,was ſo well handled, that it ſhewed like a glicrering (and and 
grauell, cnterlaced with fiuer riuers : his deuiſce hechad put'in the piure of He. 
len which hee defended ; it was the Ermion with aſpecch that ſignified , Rather 
dead then ſpotted, But in that armour ſince hee had parted from Helen ( who wopld 
no longer his companic, finding himto enter inco tearmes of affeion ) hee had 
performed {o honourable ations ( ſtill ſeeking for histwo friends by the names of 
Palladius and Daiphantus )that though hisface were couered, his being was diſco- 
ucred,which yer Baſil (which had brought him vp in his Court) would not ſeeme 
rodoe but glad to ſee the triall of him,of whom he had heard yerie well, hee com- 
maunded the trumpets to ſound, to which the two braue Knights obeying , they 
performed their courſes, break ing their ſixe ſtaues,with ſo good, both skill in the hit- 
ting,and grace in the manner, that it bred ſome difficultic in the iudgement. But Za. 
files in the end gaue ſentenceagainſt — Phalantus had broken more 
ſtaues ypon the head, and that once C/itophon had receiued ſuch a blow, that he had 
loſt thercines of hishorſe, with his head well nic — croperof the horſe, 
But Clitophor: was ſo angrie with the iudgement ( wherein he thought he had recei- 
ucd wrong ) thathe omitted his dutie to his Prince, and ynclez and ſodainly went 
his way ſtill inthe queſt of them,whomasthen he had left by ſecking and ſo yeelded 
the field to the next commer. - | 

Who comming in about two houres after, was nolefle marked then all the reſt 
before,becauſe hee had nothing worth the marking. Forhe had neither pifture, nor 
deuice, his armour of as old a faſhion ( beſides theruſtiepooreneſle, )that it mighe 
better ſeeme a monument of his grandfathers courage : about his middle heehad in 
ſeede of baſes,a long cloake of {ilke,which as ynhandſomely, as it needes muſt, be- 
camethewearer : ſo that all that lookt on, meaſured his lengrh onthe carth alrea- 
dic, ſince he had to meete one who had beene viRtorious of ſo many gallants.But he 
wenton towards the ſhield,and with aſober grace ſtrake it; bur as heelerhis ſword 
fall ypon it,another Knight,all in blacke came ruſtling in , who ſtrake the ſhieldal- 
moſt as ſooneas hee,and ſo ſtrongly, that be brake the ſhield in two : the ill appoin- 
ted Knight ( for ſo the beholders called him) angrie withthar,(as hee accounted) in- 
ſolent iniurie to himſelfe, hit him ſucha ſound blow,that they that looked on ſaid, 
it well became a rudearme, The other anſwered him againe in the ſamecaſe,ſo that 
Launces were put to ſilence, the ſwords were ſo bulie, | 

But Phalitus angry of this defacing ſhield,camevpon the black knight,& with the 
po of his ſword ſer fireto his eyes,which preſently was reuenged, not only by 
y the Blacke, but the ill apparelled ws, diſdained anotherſhould enter 1nto 
his quarrell,ſo as,who cuer ſawa matachin danceto imitate fighting,this wasa fight 
that did imiate the matachin : forthey being butthree that fought, cuery one had 
two aduerſaries,ſtrikinghim,whoſtrook the Ge perhapsthat ofhim 
which he had receiuedof the other. But Baſilizs rifing himſelf came to part them,the 
ſtickler authority ſcarcely able ro perſwade cholericke heaters; & part them heedid,

Butbeforc he could deterrnine, comes ina fourth , halting on foote; whocom- 
plained to By ;4;u5,demaunding iultice on the blacke ym , forhaving by force 
taken away the picture of Pamela from him, which in little forme he ware in a Ta- 
blet,and couecred with filke had faſtened it to his Helmet , purpoling for want of a 
bigger,to paragon the little one with Arreſias length, nor doubring bur cuen in that 
lirclequancitie, the excellencie of that would ſhine thorow the weakenelle of the 
other as the ſmalleſt ſtarre doth thorow the whole Element of fire. And by the 
way he had met with this blacke Knight,who had(as he ſaid)robbed him of ic. The 
iniutic ſeemed grieuous, bur when it came my to be examined, ir was found, that 
the halting Knight meeting the other, asking the cauſe of his going thitherward, 
and finding it was to defend Pamelas diuine beautic againſt Arteſias, with a prowd 
jolliticcommanded him co leaue that quarrell onely for him, who was onely wor- 
thieroenter iuto ir, Burtheblack Knight obeying no ſuch commandements,they 
fell ro ſuch a bickering, that he gat a halting, and loſt his piture, This vnderſtood 
by Baſilizs,he told him he was now fitter to looke to his owne bodie, then anothers 

iture,and ſo (vncomforted therein) he ſcar him away to leatne of Aſculapius,thar 
he was not fit for Yenws.Burthen thequeſtion ariling, who ſhould be the tormer a- 
gainſt Phalantws, of theblacke, or the ll I Knight (who now had gotten 
thecepuration of ſome ſturdie lout, he h ſo well defended himſelfes ) of Fe one 
fide, was allcaged the hauing a piQture, which the other wanted : of the other ſide, 
thefirſt ſtriking the ſhield 3 bur the concluſion was, that the ill apparelled Knight 
ſhould haue the precedence, if he deliuered the figure of his miſtrefſe ro Phalantws; 
who asking him tor it, Certainly (ſaid he) her liuelieſt pon el if you could ſceir) 
is in my hearr,and the beſt compariſon I could make of her,is of the Sunne and of all 
the ocher hcaucnly beauties. Burbecauſe $———_—_— cyes cannot taſte chediuinitic 
of herbeaurie,& would rather be dazeled, then raughe by the light, if it be not clow- 
ded by ſome meaner thingy know yee then,that I defend that ſame Ladic, whoſe 1- 
mage Phebilus (o feebly loſt yeſternight,8 in ſtead of anorher(if you overcome me) 
you ſhall haue me yourſlaueto carrie thatimage in your miſtreſle triumph. Phalay- 
tw calily agreedco the bargaite, which readily he made his owne. 

But when it came to the triall, the ill apparelled Knight chooling out the greateſt 
ſtaues in all the ſtore,arthe firſt courſe gaue his head ſych a remembrance , that he 
toſt almoſt his remembrance, hehimlſelte receiuing the incounter of Phalantas with. 
out anic extraordinarie motion : and at the ſecond gaite him ſuch a counterbuſfe; 
that becauſe Phalantus was ſo perfita horſeman,as norto be driuen from the ſaddle; 
the ſaddle with broken girthes was driuen from the hotſc; Phalantw remayning an- 
gricand amazed, becauſe now being come almoſt to the laſt of his promiſcd cnter- 
priſe,that diſgrace befell him,which he had neuer before knowne. 

But the viQorie being by the Tudges given, and the Trumpets witneſſed to the ill 
apparelled Knightz Phalantus diſgrace was ingrieucd in licu of comfort of Arteſia, 
whotelling him ſhe never looke for other, bad him ſceke ſome other miſtreſle. He 
exculing himſelfe, and turning ouer the fault to forrunc , Then let thar be your il} 


; fortune too (ſaid ſhe) that you haueloſt me. * 


Nay truely Madam (ſaid Phalantw) itſhallnot be ſo: fot I thinke the loſſe of 
ſuch a Miſtreſſe will proue a great gaine,and ſo concluded; to the ſport of Baſilius,to 
ſceyong folks join came in maskt with ſo great pomp,goout with ſolitle con- 


ſtancie. But Phalantw firſt profeſsing great ſeruice to Baſilims for his courteous in- 

termitting his ſolicarie courſe for his ſake, would yer condutt Arteſia to the Caſtle 

of Cecrop1a, whither ſhe deſired to goe ; vowing in himſelfe, that neither heart, nor 
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mouth-loue, ſhould cuer anie more in him, and with that reſolution he left 
the companie. hence all being diſmiſſed (among whom theblack Knight went a- 
way repining at hisluck,that had kept him from winning the honor,as he knew he 
ſhould have done tothe pifture of Pamela)the ill apparelled Knight (who was onely 
delired to ſtay, becauſe Baſilins meant to ſhew him to Zel1mare) puld oft his Helmer, 
& then was knowne himlelfe to be Zelmane : who that morning {as ſhe told) while 
the others were buſte, had ſtolne out to thePrinces Stable, which was a mile of from 
the Lodge,had gorten a horſe(they knowing it was Bafilius pleaſure ſhe ſhould be 
obeycd)) & borrowing that homely armour for want of a berter,had comeypon the 
ſpur to redeeme Philocleas piture,which ſhe ſaid, ſhecould not beare, (being one of 
bn little wilderneſſe-companie) ſhould be in captiuirie;ifthe cutning ſhe had lear- 
ncd in her countrie of the noble Amazons, could withſtand it; and ynder thar pre- | 
rext faine ſhe would haue giuen aſecretpaſportto heraffeion.But this a@ painted 
at one inſtant reeneſſe in Philoclees face, 8 paleneſle ih Gynerias, but brought forth 
no other countenances but of admiration, ho ſpeeches but of commetidations : all 
theſe few(beſides louc)chinking they honoured themſelues,in honouting ſo accom- 
pliſhed a perſon as Zelmane : whom daily they ſought with ſome or other ſports ro 
delight; tor which purpoſe Baſilizs had in a houſe not far off, ſeruants,who though 
they came not vncalled,yer at call were readie. 

And ſo manie dayes were ſpent,8 manie wayes yſed,while Zelmane was like one 
that ſtood in a tree waiting a good occaſion to ſhoot, & Gyneria a blanchet , which 
kept the deareſt deere from her. But theday being cotne, on which according to an 
appointed courſe,the ſhepheards wereto aflemble,and make their paſtorall ſports a= 
tore Baſlius, Zelmane (fearing leſt manie eyes, and comming divers wayes, tnight 
hap to ſpie M»ſidorus ) went our to watne him thetrof, = 

Bur before (he could come to the Arbour,ſheſaw walking from her-watd,a man 
in ſhepheardiſh apparell;who being in the ſight ofthe e,it might ſeeme he was 
allowedthere. A long cdloke he had on, but that caſt ynderhis right arme , wherein 
he held a ſheephooke,ſo finely wrought, that it gauea brauerie to pouettiez and his 
rayments,though they were meane,yer receiued they handſomneſſe by the grace of 
. thewearerz though he himſelfe went but a kind of languiſhing pace,with his eyes 
ſomerimes caſt vp to heauen, as though his fancies ſtraue to mount higherz ſome- 
times rhrowne downe to the ground as if the eatth could not beare the burthen of 
his ſorrows; at length, with a lameorable tune, he ſung theſe few yerſes. 4

25 inallenterpriſes clſc he had done, he meanethus to match her in this new altera- 
tion; Alas (aid M#ſidorws) what ſhall I ſay, who am lothto ſay, & yer faine would 
have ſaid ? I finde indecd, thatall is but lip-wiſedome , which wants experience. F 
now (woe isme) do trie what loue cando. O Zelmane,who will reliſt ir,nouſt cithes 
hauc no wit,or pitt out hiscics: can anic man reſiſt his'creation ? certainly by loue 
weare made,and toloue weare made. Beaſts onely cannotdiſcernebeautie , and ler 
them be in theroll of Beaſts that do nor honor ir. The perfet friendſhip Zelmane 
barchim;and the great piticſhe ( by good triall) had of ſuch caſes, could not k 
her from ſmiling ar him,r ring how vehemently he had cried out againſt 
folly'of louers. And thereforca lictle to puniſh him, — how now deare coufin 
(aid ſhe)you that were laſt day ſo high p thepulper againſtlouers,are you now be- 
come ſo meancanauditor? Remember that loue 1s a paſsion,8 thata/worthy mans 
reaſon muſt cuer haue the maſterhood. I recane, I recant (cryed Muſidoras) & with 
all falling downe proſtrate, Othou celeſtiall,or infetnall ſpitir of Loue, or wharb- 
ther heaucoly or helliſh title thou liſt to haue(for cffefts of both I find in my: fell) 
haue compaſsion of me;8 letthy glorie beas great in pardohing themrhar be fu 
mitted to thee;as in conquering thoſe that were rebellious. No,no,faid Zelmaize,] ſee 
you well cnough:; you makebugan entcrlude of my miſhaps, 8 do hutcounterfer 
thus,to make tne ſee thedeformitic of my paſsions : but rake heed, that this ict doe 
notone day turne to earneſt. Now I beſecch thee (ſaid Mwfidorus, taking her faſt by 
thehand).cuch fot the truthofourfriendſhip,of which (if I be not alt an yN- 

ie man) chou haſt ſome remernbrance,8 by thoſe ſecrer flames which(I know) 
haue likewiſe ncercly touched thee, make no ieſt of that; which hath fo carneſtly 
pierced nic thorow,nor let thar be light to thee, whichis ro me ſo burdenous;that L 
am notable ro bearc it. Mnſidorms both in words and behauivur, didl ſo liuely deliver 
our his inward gricfe,that Zelmane found indted, he was throughly wounded : but 
there roſe a new icalouſic in her micd,leſt it might be with Phzloclea, by whom as 
Zelmanethought,in right all hearts and eyes ſhould be inherited. And therefore de- 
ſirous to be cleered of thar doubt, Muſidorms ſhortly ( as in haſt and full of paſsionare 

erplexcdneſle) thus recounted his caſe yntoher. 

he day (ſaid he) I parted from you, I being in mind to returne toatowne, from 
whencel came hither, my horſe being before tired, would ſcarce beare me a mile 
hence. where being benighted, the ſight of a candle (I ſaw a good way off) guided 
meroa young ſhepheards houſc,by name Menalcas, who ſeeing me tobe a ſtraying 
ſtringer,with the right honeſt hoſpitalitic which ſeemes to be harboured in the 4y- 
Ccadian breaſts,and though not with curious coftlinefſe,yer with cleanly ſufficiencie, 
catertayned me: and hauing by ralke with him , found-the manerof thecountrie, 


. ſomething more inparticular,then I had by Xal/anders report, I to ſoiourne 


with him1n ſecrec, which he faithfully promiſed ro obſerue, And ſo hitherto your . 
arbour duuerſe times repaircd,and here by your meanes had the fight ( O thar it had 
neuer beene ſo, nay, O thar it mighecuerbeſo ) of the -goddeſle, who in adefinire 
compaſle can ſer forth infinirebcautie. All this while Zelrane was racked with ica- 
loulie, Burhe wear on, for (ſaid he) I lying tloſe,and'/in truth thinking of you, and 
ſaying thus to my ſelte , O (weer Pyrocles, how.art thou; bewirched:? where is thy 
vertue? where is the vſe of thy reaſon 2 how much am T inferior to thee in the ſtare 
of minde? And yet know I,thatall the heauens cannot bring meſuch a thraldome. 
y F 3 Scarcely 
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Scarcely, thinke I, had I ſpoken this wotd,when the Ladies came forth ; at which 
ſight,I chinkethe veric words returned backe againeto ſtrike my ſoule; ar leaſt, an 
yamcaſurable ſting I feltin my ſelfe,thar I had ſpoken ſuch words. At which ſight? 
( ſaid Zelmane ) notableto beare him anic longer.O (ſaid Muſidorws)T know your 
ſuſpition; No,no, baniſhall ſuch feare,it was, it is,and muſt be Pamela, Then all is 
ſafe (faid Zelmane,) proceed deere Muſidorws.I will nor, ſaid he, impure ir tomy late 
ſolitarie life (which yer is _ to affeions,) nor to the much: thinking of you 
=_ h that calld the conſideration of loue into my mind,which before T cucr neg- 
eftcd) nor tothe exaltation of Yenw,nor reuenge of Cupid, but cucn to her,who 1s 
thePlaner,nay,the Goddeſlce,againſt which, the onely ſhield muſt be my Sepulchec, 
Whea I firſt ſaw her,I waspreſently ſtriken, and I (likea fooliſh child, that when a- 
nic ching hirs him,will ſtrike himſelfe ypon it) would needs looke againe,asthough 
I would perſwade mine cies, that they were deceiued. Bur alas , well haue I fund, 
that Loueto a yeelding hearr is aKing : bugto a —— a tyrant. The more with 
ts Iſhaked the ſtake,which he had planted inthe ground of my heart, the 
deeper ſtill ir ſanke intoit. But whar meaneI to ſpeake of thetauſes of loue, 
which is as impoſsible to deſcribe, as to meaſure the backſide of watering Fr this 
wotd ſuffice, loue. | 
And that you may know I doe ſo, itwas I that came in blacke armour to defend 
her pi&ure, where was both preuented, and beaten by you. And(o, I that waited 
here rodacyoy ſcruice,haue now my ſelfe moſt need of fuccour. Butwhereupongor 
you your ſclfe this apparel,ſaid Zelmare? Thad to tell you, ſaid Muſidorus, 
though that were one principall marrer of my ſpeech; ſo much am I now maiſter 
Ty OWne m_ = thus _y ed: _ —_— Menalcas _— fullof 
tormehtin re, after a while fainting vnder the weight, my co 
wit to ſecke for ſome rclicfe, before I Yeelded to periſh. Ar At Se ibs _ 
head, that cuecric cucning, thatI had ro no purpole laſt vſed my horſe and armour, 
I told Menalcas , that I was a Theſſalian Gentleman , who by miſchaunce hauing 
killed a great fauorite of the Prince of that countrey, was purſued ſo cruelly,that in 
no place, bur cither by fauour,or corruption,they would obtaine my deſtruftion; & 
that thereforeT wasderermined (till rhefuric of my perſecutors might be afſiwaged) 
to diſguiſe my ſelfe among the ſhepheards of Arcadia, and (if it were poiſsble) to be 
one ofthem that were allowed hePhlnces preſence z becauſe if the woorſt ſhould 
fall, thatI were diſcoucred. yer hauing gotten the acquaintance of the Prince, it 
might happen to moue his heart to prore& me. Menalcas (being ofan honeſt diſpo- . 
ſition) pittied my caſe, which my face through my inward tormenrmade cre- 
dible; and ſo (I giuing him largely for it) let'mee haue this raiment , inſtrufting 
me in all theparticularities, rouching himſclfe , or my ſelfe, which I deſired ro 
know : yet not truſting ſo muchto his conſtancie, as that I would lay my life, and 
life of my life,vpon it, I hired him to goe into Theſſalia to friend of mine, andto 
deliver him a letter from me; coniuring him tobring me as ſpeedie an anſwere as , 


 hecould, becauſc it 1mporred me greatly to know , whethet certaine of my friends 


did yet poſſeſſe anic fauour,wholſe interceſsions I might vſe for my reſtitution. He 
willingly rooke my letter, which being well ſealed, indeede contained orher mar- 
ter, For I wroteto my truſtic ſeruant Caledoulus (whom you know ) that aſſoone 
as he had delwwercd theletter, he ſhould keepe himpriſoner in his houſe, not ſuffe- 
ring him to haue conference with anie bodice, till he knew my further pleaſure : in 
all other reſpe&s thathe ſhould yſe him as my brother. And is' A-nalcas gone, 
and I herea poore ſhepheard ? more proud of this cſtatethen of anic _——_ 
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manifeſt it is, that the higheſt point outward things can bing one ynto, is the con- 
rentment-of the mind. with which, nocſtate; without which , all eſtates bee miſe. 
rable, Now haue I choſen thisday, becauſe ( as Menalcas tolde me) the other ſhep- 
hcardsate called to, make their ſports, and hope that you will withyour credire, 
find meancs to get me allowed NI Younced not doubt (anſwered Zel. - 
»ane) but that | will beyour miſtreſle : marrie the beſt way ofdcaliog muſt 
be by Dametes, who fince his bluar braine hath perceiued ſome fauour the Prince 
doth beare ynto me ( as withour doubt the moſt ſeruile flatterie is lodged moſt 
calily in the groſleſt capacitie, for their ordinaric conceipr: drawerh a yeelding to 
their greater, and then haue they not wit co diſctrne the right degrers of ductie ) is 
' much more ſeruiccableynto mee, then I can finde anie cauſe to wiſh him. And 
therefore diſpaire not to winne him : for cuerie preſent occaſion will catchhis ſen- 
ſes,and his ſcnſes are maiſters ofhis filly minde; onely reverence him,and reward 
him , and wirh that bridle and faddle you ſhall well ride him. O heauen and carth 
(faid Mnſidorws) to what a paſſe arc our mindes broughr, thar from the righc line of 
ycrtuc;are wrycd to theſe crooked ſhifts ? Bur O Loue,it is chou that doeſt ir : thou 
chaungeſt name ypon name; thou diſguiſcſt our bodies, and disfigureſt our minds; 
But indeed thou haſt reaſon for though the waies be foule, the iournics end is moſt 
faireand honourable. ; 

No more ſweet Muſidorus (ſaid Zelmane) of theſe philoſophies for here comes 
theverieperſon of Dametss.. And ſo he did indeed, with a fword by his (ide, a for- 
reſt bill on his necke,avd a coppingTnte vader his girdle: in which well prouided 
ſort he had cuer gone lince the feare Zelmare had puthim in. Bur he no ſooner ſaw 
her,but with hcad andarmes he laid his reuerence afore her , enough to haue made 
anic man forſweareall curtclie. And then in Baſil;vs name he did inuite her to walke 
downeto the place, whete that day they were to haue the paſtorals. 

But when he ſpiced M#ſidorws to be none of the ſhepheards allowed in that place, 
he would faine haue perſwaded himſelfe ro viter ſome anger, but that he dutit not; 
yet muttering & champing , as though his cud troubled him , he gaue occaſion ro 
Muſiderws to come heerehim,8& feine his tale of his owne life : that he was a youn- 

cr brother ofthe ſhepheard Menalcas, by name Doras, ſent by his father in his ten- 
Ir ageto Athens,there tolcarne ſome cunning more then ordinaric,that he mighe 
bethe berter liked of the Prince : and that afterhis fathers death, his brother Menal. 
ca;(larely gonethirher to ferch him home) was alſo deceaſed: where(vpon his death) 
he had charged himto ſeckethe ſeruice of Damietas, and to be wholly & cucrguided. 
Y him,as one in whoſe judgement & integritic the Prince had ſingular confidence. 

or token whertof, he gaue to Dametasa good ſummeofgold in ready coine: which 
Menalcas had bequeathed vnto him , ypon condition he ſhould receive this poore 
Dorws into his ſcruice, that his mind and maners might grow the better by his daily 
example. D anetas,that of all maners of ſtile could beſtconceiue ofgolden cloquence, 
being withall tickled by Muſidorws praiſes , had his braine ſo turned, that he became 
{lave ro that,which he thar ſucd to be his ſeruant offered to giue him; yer for coun- 
tenance ſake, he ſecrned verie ſqueamiſh, in reſpe&of the charge he had of the Prin- + 
colle Pamela.But ſuch was the (ecrer operation of the gold, helped with the perſwali- 
on ofthe Amazon Zelmane (who ſaid it was pittie ſo handſome a yong man ſhould 
be anie whereeclſe then with ſo _— maiſter) that in the end he agreed (ifthar day 

ing 


hebchaued himſelfe ſo tothe of Baſilizue,as he might be contented) that then 
he would recciue him into his ſeruice. . 

And thus weat they tothe Lodge, wherethey found Gynecia and her _ 

| rcadic 
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readic to goe to the field, rodelight'themſelues therea while, yntill the cards 
comming:whither alſo taking Zelmane with them,as they went, Dametas told them 
of Dorus, and deſired hee might bee accepted there that daie in ſtead of his' brother 
Menalcas. As for Baſilins,he ſtayed behind{to bring ww with whom hee 
meant to conferre, to breed the better Zelmanes liking ( 1 heconely regarded ) 
while the other beautifull band cameo the faire field appointedfor fe ephear- 
diſh paſtimes. It was indeedea placeof delight; for th the middeſt of itthere 
ran a ſweet brooke,which did both hold the cic open with herazureſtreames,8 yer 
ſecke to cloſe the cie with the purling noiſe ir made ypon the pibble ſtbnes it ranne 
ouer:thefield it ſelfe being ſer in ſome places withroſes, &in all the reſt-conſtant! 
preſeruing a flouriſhing greene: the roſes addedſucha ruddiefhew yntoir,asrh 4 
the field were baſhfullat his owne beautic: about it ( as if ithad' beene roincloſe a 
Theatre) grew ſuch ſort of trees,as either excellencicof fruit, ſtatelineſſeof growth, 
continuall greeneneſſe,or poeriaall fancies, Hfiaue madearanie time famous. In moſt 
' partof whichthere had beene framed by art ſuch pleaſantarbors;that (one anſive- 
ringanother }) they became a galleric aloft from tree to tree almoſt round abour, 
which below gauca perfe& ſhadowza pleaſant refuge then fromthecholericke looke 
of Phabus. 

In this place while Gynecia walked hard by them,carrying manie ynquietconten- 
tionsabout her, the Ladics fate them downe , inquiring diuerſe queſtions of the 
ſhepheard Dorus ; who ( keeping his cic ſtill ypon Pamela, ) anſweged with ſuch a 
trembling voice,and abaſhed countenance,and oftentimes ſo/fatrg from the marter, 
that it wasſome ſport to the young Ladies, thinking it want of education, which 
made him ſodiſcounitenanced with vnwonted' preſence. But Zelmanethar ſaw in 
him the glaſſe of her owne miſcrie,taking the hand of Philoclea, and with burning 
kiſles ſetting ir cloſe ro her lips (as if it ſhould ſtand there likea hand in the margine 
ofa booke,to note ſome ſaying worrhy to be marked) began to ſpeake theſe words: 
O Lone, ſince thou art ſo changeable in menseſtates, how art thou ſo conſtant in 
their rorments ? wheri'ſodeoly there came out of awood a monſtrous Lyon, with 
a ſheeBeare not farre fromhim,of little leſſe fierceneſle, which { as they gheſt ) ha- 
uing beene hunted in forreſts farre off, were by chaunce come thirhergwhere before 
ſuch beaſts had neuer bene ſeene. Then care,not feate, or feare; not for themſclues, 
altered ſomething the countenances of the two Louers, bur ſo, as any man mighr 
perceiue, was mi an aſſembling of powers, then diſmaydneſſeof courage. Phi- 
loclea no ſooner eſpicd the Lion,but that obeyingrthe commaundement of feare,ſhe 
leapt vp,and ranneto the Lodge-ward, as faſt as her delicatelegges could carricher, 
while Dorus drew Pamelabehind a tree, where ſhee ſtood quaking like the Patridge 
on which the Hawkeis cuen ready to ſeaze. But the Lion(ſecing Philoclearun away 
benr his race to her-ward, and was readie to ſeaze himſelfe 'on the praic, when Zel- 
mane ( to whom daunger then was a cauſe of dreadleſneſſe, all the compoſition of 
her clements being nothing bur fierie ) with ſwiftneſle of deſire croſt him, and 
with force of affeftionſtrake him ſuch a blow vpon his chine, thatſhee opened all 
+ his bodice: wherewith the valiant beaſt turning; her wich open iawes , ſhee gaue 
him ſuch atþruſt through his breaſt, that all the Lion could doe, was with his paw 
to teare off the mantle & ſlecue of Zehmantwitha little (cratoh,rather then awoundz 
his death blow hauing taken away the effe& of his force : but there withall hee fell 
downe, and gaue Ze/mane leaſure to take off his head, to carric it for a preſentro her 
Ladic Philorlca:who all this while(not knowing what was done behind her)kept on 
her courſe, like Arerhnſa when ſhe ran from A/phewes herlight apparell being carried 
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vp with the wind, that much of choſe beautics,ſhe would ar another timehaue wil- 
lingly hidden,was preſented to theſight of che rwiſe wounded Zelmane. Which 
made Zelmane not follow her ouer-haſtily,leſt ſhe ſhould roo ſoone deprive her (cif 
of that pleaſure:bur carryingthe Lions head in her hand,did nor tully overrakcher, 
till hey came to the preſenceof Baſilius. Neither were they Jong there, but that Gy- 
neciacame thitheralſoz who had beene in focha traunce of muling,that Zelmane 
was fighting withthe Lyon, before ſheknew ofanic Lyonscomming:: but then af- 
fe&ion reliſting,and the ſoone ending of the fightpreuentingallextremitie of feare, © 
ſhe marked Zelmanes fighting : and when the Lions head was off,as Zelmane ranne 
after Phzloclea,ſo ſhe could nor find in her heartbur cunafter Zejmane: fothat it was 
ancw ſight, Fortunchad prepared tothoſe woods;ro ſee theſe grear perfonages thus 
run one after the other,cach carricd forward with an inward violence; Philoclea with 
ſuch feare, thatſhe thought ſhe was ſillia the Lions months Ze/mane with an ca- 
ger and impatientdelight; Gywecia with wings of love, flying fheneicher knew ,nor 
cared to know whuher, But now being all come before Bopplau, amazed with this 
ſighr,8 feare hauing ſuch pofleſsion in the faire. Phi/oclea,that her: bloud durft nor 
yet come to her face,to take away the name of paleneiſe from her molt pure white | 
neſſe,Zelmare kneeled downe,and preſented rhe Lions head ynto her : Only Ladic 
(laid ſhe) hereſec you the puniſhment of that ynnatural beaft, which contrary to his 
own kind, would haue wronged Princes blond, gnided with-ſach rraiterous eyes, as 
ducſt rebell againſt your beaurie. Happic amr L, and my beautic both (anſwered the 
ſwcet Philocleathen bluſhing, for Fearc had bequeathed his roome to his-kinſman 
Baſhfulneſlc)that youcxcellent Amazon were there torteach himgood maners. And 
cucn thanks tothat beautie(anſwered Zelmane )which can giuran cdge roche blunt- 
eſt ſwords. There Philoclearold her facher how it had happened: bur asſhehad tur- 
ned her eyes in her tale to Zelmare, ſhe percciued fome bloud ypon Zelmanes fhoul- 
der,ſo that ſtarting wirh the loucly grace & pictic, ſhe it co her facherand 
mother; who,as the nurſe ſometimes. with oucr-muchtkiſsing may forget to giue 
the babe ſucke,ſohad they with too much delighting, in beholding 8 praying Zel 
mane,left off to marke whether ſhe needed ſuccour.Bur then they ran both-ymo her, 
like a father and mother roan onely child,and(though Ze/mane aſſured them it was 
nothing) would needs ſceir,Gyweca haning skil in Chirurgenie,an art inchoſedaies 
much cſteemed,becauſe it ſcrued to verruous.coutage. which euen Ladies would(e- 
uer with the contempt of cowards) ſeemero cheriſh. But looking vpon it (which 
gaue more inward bleeding wounds to Zelmane,for ſhe tnight fomerimes feele Phz..* 
locleas rouch , whiles ſhe helped her mother) ſhe found it was indeed of no-impor.- 
tance;yer applied ſhe apreciousbaulmeynco it,of powerto heale a = griefe, 
Butcuen then, and not before, they remembred Pamela, and therefore Zelmane 
(thinking of her friend Dorws) was running backeto beſatisfied, when they might 
all ſce Pamela comming, berweene Poruwwand Dametas, having in her hand the paw 
of a Beare, which the card Dorus had newlypreſentcd vnro her, deſiring her ro 
Accept it,as of ſuch a beaſt, which rhough the deſerued death for her prefumption, 
et was her witto be eſteemed, ſince ſhe could make ſo ſweera choife. Dameras tor 
is part came piping anddauncing,the merrieft manin a pariſh: bur. when hecame 
ſoncere as he might be heard of Bſihus , he would needs breake through his cares 
with this ioyfull ſong of their good ſuccefle : 


Ne” thanked be the great god Pan, 
Which thus preſernes my loued life : 


Thanked 
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Thanked be 1 that keepe a man, 
who ended hath this bloudie ftrife : 
For if my man mu# praiſes hane, 
what then mu#t I that keepe the knane ? 


For as the Moone the eye doth pleaſe, 

with centle beames not burting ſight : 
Tet hath fir Sunne the greate#t praiſe, 

becauſe from him doth come her light - 
Soif my man muit praiſes haue, 

what then mu#t I that keepe the knaue ? 


Bcing all now come er, and all defirous to know each others aduentures, 
Pamelas noble heart would needs y make known the yaliant meane of her 
ſaferic, which (direRing her ſpeech toher mother)ſhedid inthis maner : Aſﬀſoone, 
ſaid ſhe,as ye wereall run away,8& that I hoped to be in ſaferie,there came out of the 
ſame DE ant foule Beare, which(fcaring belike todeale, while the Lio was 
preſent, as ſoone as he was gone)camefuriouſly rowards the place where I was, and 
this yong ſhephcard lefr aloneby me; I truly(nor guilticof anic wiſdom,which ſince 
they lay romy charge, becauſe they ſay ,it is the beſt refuge againſt that beaſt, but e- 


ſtanding before the place where I lay , ſo behaued himſelfe, that rhe firſt ſight I had 
(when I chought my ſelfe alreadic necre Charons ferrie) was the ſhewing 
me his bloudy knife in token of yiQorie. I pray Pas nn" wn, to Dorus, 
whoſo-valcrihe was cuneall 10 hone in what ſorr,ſoill weaponed,could 
you archicue this cnterpriſe? Noble Lady,ſaid Dorws,the maner of thefe beaſts figh- 
ring with any man,is to ſtand yp ypon their hinder feer;8 ſo ny 
ro giue me a ſhrewd cmbracement, I thinke the god Pas (cuer carcfull of the chiete 
bleſsiogs of Arcadia ) guided my hand ſo iuſt to the heart of the beaſt, that neither 
ſhe could once touch me,nor(which is theonly matter inthis worthy remembrance) 
breed any danger tothe Princeſſe. For my parr, I am rather (with all ſubieed hum- 
| bleneſſe) to thanke her excellencies, ſince the dutie thereumo gaue me heart to ſaue 
my ſelfc,then to receiue thankes for a deed, which was her only inſpiring. And this 
Dorws ſpake,kceping affetion as much as he could backe from comming into his 
cycs andgeſturcs, But Zelmane(thar had the ſame charaRter in her heart) could ca- 
lily decipher ir, and thereforeto keepe him the longer in ſpeech, delired to vnder- 
ſtand the concluſion of the matter, and how the honeſt Dametas was eſcaped. Nay, 
ſaid Pamela, noneſhall rake that office from my ſclfe, beimg ſo much bound ro him 
asI am, for my education. And with thatword,ſcorne borowing the countenance 
of mirth,ſumewhat ſhe ſmiled,and thus ſpake on : When (ſaid ſhe) Dorws made me 
aſluredly - rs all cauſe of ns 1 thetruth is) I was aſhamed to 
find my ſclfe, alone withthis ; and therefore looking abour me,if I could 
ſceanie bodice; at lengrh we both perceiued the gentle Dametas, lying with his head 
and breaſt as far as he could thruſt himſelfe into a buſh, drawing vp his legs as cloſe 
vnto him as he could : for, like a man of a verie kind nature, ſoone to take pitrie of 
himſelfe,he was full rcſolued not to ſec hisowne death. And when this ſhepheard 
puſhcd him, bidding him to be of good cheere ; it was a great while ere _ i : 
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perſwade him,that.Dorws was not thebeare: ſo that he was faine to pull him our by 
the heeles,jand ſhew him the beaſt, as dead as hee could wiſh ir: which you may be- 
lJetuc me,was a yeric ioyfull ſight yaco him. Bur then he forgate all curteſie, for hee 
fell ypon the beaſt, giuing it many a manfull wound : ſwearing by much, it was nor 
well ſuch bcaſts ſhould be ſuffered ina common-wealth. And then my Gouctnour 
as full of ioy, as before of feare camedauncing and ſingingbetore,as cuen now you 
ſaw him. Well well(faid Baſilis)I haue nor choſen Dametas for his fighting,nor for 
his diſcourling,but for his plaineſſe & honeſty; & rherin I know he will not decciue 
me.But then he cold Pamela, not ſo much becauſe ſhee ſhould know itz as becauſe 
he would «ell ir)rthe wonderfull a& Zelmare had performed; which Gynecia likewiſe 
ſpake of, both inſuch extremity of panting ,Aas wascaſlic to be ſcene, theconſtrution 
of their ſpeech might beſtbe made by che Grammer rules of affe&ion. Baſilius told 
with what a gallant grace ſhe ranne with the Lyons headin her hand, like another 
Pallas with the ſpoiles of oy Gynecia \wareſhee ſaw the yerie face of the young 
Hercules killing the Nemean Lion; & all with a gratefull aſſeut confirmed the ſame 
praiſes: onely poore Dorws ( though of equall deſert, yet not proceeding of cquall 
eſtate ) ſhould haue beencleft forgotten, had not Zelmare _ with great admi- 
ration begun roſpeake of him asking,whether it werethefaſhion or no, in Arca- 
dia,that ſhepheards ſhould performe ſuch valorous enterpriſes. 

This pol ( hauing the quicke ſence of a louer) tooke,as though his Miſtreſle 
had giuen him a ſecret reprehenſion, that hee had not ſhewed more gratefulneſle to 
Dorus and therefore (as nimbly as hee could) enquired gf his eſtate, adding pro- 
miſe of great rewards:among the reſt,oftcring tro him, if he would exerciſc his'cou- 

ein ſouldicric,hee would commit ſome charge vnto him vnder his Lieutenant 
Philanax. But Dorus(whoſcambition climed bo another ſtaire) hauing firſt anſwe- 
red touching his eſtate, that he was brother to the ſhepheard Menalcas who among 
other, was wont to reſort tothe Princes preſence, and excuſed his going ro ſouldiery, 
by the vnaptneſſe he found in himſelfe that way,he told Baſilizs, that his brother 1n 
his laſt teſtament had willed him to ſeruc Dametas,and therefore (for duc obedicnce 
chereunto) he would thinke his ſcruice greatly rewarded, if he might obcain by that 
meane to liue in the ſight of his Prince,and yer praftiſe his owne choſen vocation, 
Baſilius (liking well his goodly ſhape and handſome maner) charged Dameras to re- 
ceue him like a ſonne into his houſes ſaying, that his valour, an] Pametas trueth 
would be good Bulwarkes againſt ſuch miſchicfes ,-as ( he ſtickednor to ſay) were 
threatned to his daughter Pamela. 

Dametas,no whit out of countenancewith all that had beene ſaid(becauſe he had 
no worſeto fall into then his owne)accepted Dorms and wirhall telling Baſiliu«,that 
ſome of the thepheards were come, demaunded in what place hee would ſee their 
ſports: who firſt,curious ro know whether it were not more requiſite for Zelmanes 
hurt to reſt, then ſic vp at thoſe paſtimes; and ſhee (that felt no wound bur one) car- 
neſtly deſired ro haue thepaſtorals. Baſiliws commaunded it ſhould be at the gate of 
the Lodge. where the throne of the Prince being, (according wo the ancient maner) 
he made Zelmane ſit berweere him and his wife therein , who choughther (elfe be- 
tweenedrowning and burning and the two young Ladies of cither (ide thechrone, 
andſo prepared their eyes and exres to bedeli hred by theſhepheards, 

But before all ofthem were aſſembled to begin their ſports, there came a fellow 
who being out of breath (or ſeeming ſo to be for haſte) with humble haſtineſle cold 
Baſilins,that his Miſtreſle,the Ladie Cecropia, had ſent himto excuſe the milchance 
of her beaſts ranging in that dangerous ſort, being happened by the folly of the 

Keeper ;

Keeperwho thinking himſelfe able to rule them, had carried them abroad,8: ſo was 
deceined : whom yet (if Baſilizs would puniſh for it) ſhe was readie to deliuer. Baſi- 
lis made no other anſwer,but that his miſtreſſeif ſhe had anic more ſuch beaſts , 
ſhould cauſe them to be killed: & then hetold his wife & Zelmane of it,becauſe they 
ſhould nor feare thoſe words,as though they harboured ſuch beaſts, where the like 
had neuer beene ſeene. Bur Gynecta tooke a further conceit of it, miſtruſting greatly 
Cecropia,becauſcſhehad heard much of the diuclliſh wickedneſſe of her heart, and 
that particularly ſhedid her beſt to bring yp her ſonne Amphialus(being brothers ſon 
to Baſilius) to aſpire to the Crowne,as next heire male after Baſilius,8 therfore ſaw 
norcaſon, but thatſhe might conieQure, it proceeded rather of ſome miſchicuous 

raiſe, then of misforrune. Yerdid ſhe only vtter her doubt to her daughters, thin- 
kin gfincethe worſt waspaſt, ſhe would attend a further occaſion, leaſt ouermuch 
haſt might ſceme to procecde of the ordinarie miſlike berweene liſters in law, only 
they maruclled that Baſi/ius looked no further into it, who (good man) thought ſo 
much of his lare conceiued common wealth,that all other matters were bur digreſ- 
ſions vntohim. But the ſhepheards were readic,and with well handling themſclues, 
called their ſenſes toattend rheir paſtimes. 
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| | > rm e—_ Zelmane ſo would haucir, vſcd theartificiall day of Torches, to 
lighten the ſports their inuentions could miniſter: and becauſe manie of the 
ſhepheards were but newly come, hee did in a gentle maner chaſtiſe their negli- 
gence,with making them(for that night)the Torch-bearers; and theothers,he wil- 
led with all freedome of ſpeech and behauiour to keepe their accuſtomed method ; 
which while they preparcd ro doe, Dametas, who much diſdained (ſince his late au- 
thoritic) all his old companions , brought his ſeruant Dozws in good acquaintance 
andallowanceof them, and himſelfe ſtood like a direQer ouer them, with nodding, 
gaping,winking, or ſtamping, ſhewing how hee did like or miſlike thoſe things hee 
did not vnderſtand, The fl ſports theſhepheards ſhewed, were full of ſuch leaps 
and gambols,as being accorded tothe pipe (which they barc in their mouthes, cuen 
as they daunced) made'a right picture of their chiefegod Pay, and his companions 
the Satyres.Then would they caſt away their pipes, & holding handin handdaunce 
asit were in a braule, by the onely cadence of their yoyces, which they would vſe in 
ſinging ſome ſhort coplets, whereto the one halfe beginning, the other halfe ſhould 


anſwer as the one halfe,ſaying : 


We loue,and haue our lones rewarded. 
The others would anſwer, 
We loue,and are no whit regarded.

ſhiog licknefſe-wait vpon the triumph of paſsiony which the more it preuailed in 
her,the more it made her icaloufic watchfull, both ouer herdaughter, aud Zelmane, 
hauing cuer one of them catruſtedto her owne eyes. 

But as ſoone as a was rid of his wiucspreſence, falling downe on his knees, 
O Ladic (ſaid he) which haſt onely had the power to ſtirre vp againſt thoſe flames 
which had ſo long laine dead in me; ſee in methe power of your beauty, which cat 
make old age come to aske counſell of youthz and a Prince ynconquered to become 
a flauetoa ſtranger : and when you ſee that power of a denachcs at leaſt in me, 
ſince it is yours,although of me you ſee nothing to be loued. Worthic Prince(ar- 
ſwered Zelmane , taking him vp from his kneeling) both your mancr , and your 
ſpeech are ſo ſtraungeynto me,as I know not how to anſwer it better then with fo 
lence. It filence pleaſe you (ſaid the king) ir ſhall neuer diſpleaſe me, ſince my heart 
is wholly pledged to obey you: otherwiſe, if you would youchfafe mine eares ſuch 
happineſle as to heare you, they ſhall conuey your words to ſuch a mind,which is 
with the humbleſt degree of reuerenceto recciue them, I diſdaine not toſpeake 10 
99 Prince ſaid Ze/mane)but 1 diſdaine to ſpeaketo anic matter which may 

ring my honour into queſtion : and therewith, witha brauecounterſcited ſcorne 
ſhe departed from the king ; leauing him not ſoſorie for his ſhorr anſwer, as proud 
in himſclfe chat he had broken the marter. And thusdid the king (feeding his mind 
with thoſe thoughts) paſle great time in writing yerſes, and makivgmore of _ 
ele, 
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ſelfe, then he was wont to doe, that with a little helpe hee would haue growne in. 
co a prettic kinde of dotage. 
But Zelmane being rid of this louing,butlittle Joued companie, Alas { ſaidſhe) 
re Pyrocles , was there eucr one, but I, that had recerued wrong , and could 
lame no bodie ?that —_— more then deſire, am ſtill in want of that I would? 
Truly loue , I muſt needes ſay- thus much on thy behalfe; thou haſt imployed my 
loue there, where all lou is deſerucd ; and for recompence haſt ſent mee more loue 
then euer I deſired, Bur what wilt thou doe Pyrocles ? which way canſt thou finde to 
rid theeof thy intricate troubles?T o her whom 1 would be knowne to,lliuc in dark. 
neſſe : and to her am reucaled , from whom I would bee moſt ſecret, VWhar ſhift 
ſhall 1 inde againſt the diligent loue of Baſi{zus ? wharſhicld againſt the violenr paſ- 
ſions of Gynecia? And if that bee done, yet how am I the neererto quench the 
fire that conſumes mee ? VWell, well, ſweere Phzloctea., my whole confidence muſt 
bee builded in thy divine ſpirit, which cannot bee igaorant of the crucll wound [ 
haucreccmued by you. ; 
Bur as ſicke-folkes when they are alone, thinke companie would relicueth:m, 
and yet hauing companiedoe find it noifome,changing willingly outward obietts, 
when indeed the euill is inward: ſo poore Zel/mane was no more wearie of Baſilines, 
then ſhe was of her ſelte,when Baſilsws was gone : and euerthe more, the more (he 
turned her eyes tobecome her owne tudges. Tired wherewith,ſhee longed to meete 
her friend Dor#s; that vpon the ſhoulders of friendſhip,ſhee might lay the burthen 
of ſorrow and therefore went toward the other lodge, where among certaine Bee- 
ches ſhee found Dorws,apparelled in flannen , with a Goars-skin caſt ypon him and 
a garland of Laurell mixt with Cypres-leaucs on his head, waiting on his maiſter 
Dametas; who at that time was teaching him how with his ſheephooke to catch a 
wanton Lambe, and how with the ſamero caſt alittle clodat any onethar ſtrayed 
out of companic. And while Dorws was praQiling, pne might ſee Dametas holdipg 
his hand vnder his girdle behind him,nodding from the waſte ypwards, and (wea- 
ring hee neuer knew man goe more aukewatdly to worke : and that they mighe 
talke of booke-learning what they would, but for his parr, hee acuer ſaw more yo- 
featic fellowesthen great clearkes were. | 
But Zelmzanes comming ſaued Dorws from furtherchiding, And ſo ſhee begin- 
ning to ſpeake with him of the number of his maiſters (heepe,and which prownce 
of Arcadia bare the fineſt wooll,drew him on to follow her in ſuch countriediſcour- 
ſes,rill (being out of Dameras hearing ) with ſuch vehemencie of paſſion,as though 
her heart would clime into her mouth, to rake hier tongues office, ſhe declared ynro 
him,vpon what briers the roſes of her affetions grew:how time (till ſeemed rofor- 
get her,beſtowing no one houre of comfort ypon her; ſhee remaining ſtill mone 
plight of ill fortune, ſauing ſo much worle,as continuance of euill doth 1a ir (elfein- 
creaſceuill. Alas my Dorws(ſaid ſhe) thou ſceſt how long & languiſhingly the weeks 
are paſt ouer ſince our laſt talking. And yet I amthe ſame, miſerable 1,that I was.0n- 
ly ſtronger in longing,8 weaker in hoping. Thea fellſhe to ſo pirifall a declaration 
of the 1nſupportableneſle of her deſires , . on Dorus eates ( not able to ſhew what 
wounds that diſcourſe gaue vnto them)-procured his eyes with teares to giueteſt;- 
mony how much they faffered forher ſuffering - till paſſion ( a molt cumberſome 
mu to it ſelfe)mage Zelmane(the ſooner to ſhake it oft )earneſtly intreat Dorws.that 
callo(with like freedom ot dilcourſe)would beſtow a Mappe of hislutleworld yp + 
on her, that ſhee might ſee, whether i were troubled with ſuch vnhabicableclimes 


ot cold diſpaircs,and hot rages as hers was. And ſo walking vndcra few pale crees, 
: | _ "BY (which 
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(which being louing in her owne nature, ſeemed togiuetheir ſhadow the willing. 
lier, becauſe they held diſcourſeof loue.)Dorws thus enrred to the deſcription of his 
fortune. Alas,ſaid hee,deare couſin, thar it hath pleaſed the high powers to' throwe 
ysto fuch an eſtate,as the onely cntercourſe of ourtrue friendſhip , muſt bee a bar- 
tring of miſerics: formy part,I muſt confetle indeede,that from a hugedarkneſſe of 
ſorrowes, I am crept (I cannot ſay roalightſomneſle, bat) co a certaine dawning,or 
rather pecping out ot ſomepoſſibilitic of comfort : bur woe is meſo fatrefrom the 
marke of my deſires,that I rather think it ſuch a hghr,as comes through a ſmall hole 
ro adungion,that the miſerable caitife may the better remember the ight,of which 
hee is depriucd; or like a ſcholler,who is only come to that degree of knowledge to 
find himſelfe ytrerly ignorant: but thus ſtands it with me After thar by your meanes 
I was cxalted to ſerue in-yonder bleſſed lodge, for awhile Thad in the furnace of my 
agonies, this refreſhing; that ( becauſe of the ſeruice thad donein killing of the 
Beare)it pleaſed the Princeſle( in whom indecd ſtatelineſle ſhines throughcurteſie) 
toler fall ſome gracious looke ypon me : ſometimes to ſee my exerciſes, ſometimes 
to heare my ſongs. For my parc,my heart would not ſufferme to omit any occaſion, 
whereby 1 might make the incomparable Pamela , ſee how much extraordinarie 
deuotion I bare to her ſcruice : and withall ſtraue to appeare more worthie in her 
Gghc, that ſmall deſert ioyned ro ſo great affeRtion , _ preuaile ſomerhing in 
the wiſcſt Ladie But too well (alas) Itonnd, that a ſhepheards ſeruice was but con. 
ſidered of, as from a ſhepheard, and the accepration Imited to no further pro- 
portion,then of a good ſeruant, And when mycountenance had once giuen notice 
chatthere lay affeftion vnder it,I ſaw ſtraighr,Maieſtie(ſitting inthethrone of beau- 
tic)draw forth ſuch a {word of iuſtdiſdaine,that| remained as a man thunder.ſtri- 
ken,notdaring,no not able to behold that power./Now to make my eſtate knowne, 
ſeemed againe impoſhble,by reaſon of rheſuſpitiouſneſle of Dametas,Miſo,8& my 
young miſtreſſe Mopſa: for Dametas (accotding to theconſtitution of a dull head) 
 thinkes no better way toſhew himſelfewiſe , then by ſuſpeRing euerie thing in his 
way: which ſuſpition Mſo(for the ſh ſhrewdneſle of her braine) and Mor/a 
(fora verie vnlikely enuic ſhe hathſtumbled vpon againſt the Princeſſes raibeat E 
able beautie)were yerie | ov to execute: ſo that (finding my ſcruice by this meanes 
lightly regarded, my aftcction deſpiſed, and my ſelfe ynknowne )remained no ful- 
ler of defire,then voyd of counſell how tocome to my defire which ( alas ) if theſe 
rrees could (peake, they might well witneſle : for, many times haue I ſtoode heere, 
bewailing my ſelfe vnto them : many times haueT, leaning to yonder Palme,admi- 
red rhe bleſſednefle of ir, that ir could beare lone without ſence of paine : man 
times, when my Maiſters catell came hitherto chewtheir cud inthis freſh place, 
I might ſee the young Bull teſtifie his loue :but how?with proud lookes and ioyful- 
neſſe.O wretched mankinde{(ſaid[ then ro my (elfe)in whom wit(which ſhould bee 
the gouernour of his welfare ) becomes the traytor to his bleſlednefle : theſe beaſtes 
like children to nature,inherit her bleſſings quierly,wee like baſtards are laid abroad 
cuen as foundlings to be trained vp by griefe and ſorrow. Their mindes grudge nor 
at theirbodics comfort,nor their ſences are letted from enioying their obtees: wee 
hauerhe impediments of honour, and the rorments of conſcience. Truely in ſuch 
cogirations haue I ſometimesſo long ſtoode, that mee thought my feete began ro 
grow into the ground, with ſuch adarkneſſeand heauineſſe of minde, that I mighr 
caſily hauc beene perſwaded ro haue reſigned ouer my verie efſence.Bur louc(which 
one rtme layerh burthens,another rime giuerh wings ) when 1 was atthe loweſt of 
my downward thoughts, pulled yp my hearrto remember,that nothing is atchicued 
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before it be throughly attempred, and thac lying hill; doch neuer goe forwards and 
that therefore it wasrime,now orneuerito:ſharpen my invention,to pierce through 
the hardneſle of this enterpriſez/neuercraſing to:aflemble all my conceits, one aticr 
another, How to manifeſt both my mind 8 eftate;rillar laſt I lighted 8 reſolued on 
this way,which yer perchance you will thinke was away rather to hide it. I began 
ro counterfeit che extreameſt loue towards Mopſa that might be; 8 as for the louc, 
ſo lively it was indeed within me, (oug ro another {ubieR) that little I needed 
rocounterfeir anie notable dem tons of 1t 3 and fo making acontrarieric the 
place of my memorie,in her foulcneſlc I beheld Pamelas fairenefle, till looking on 
Mepſa,bur thinking on Pamela; as if I ſaw my Sun ſhine 10 a pudled warer : 1 cried 
out ofnorhing bur Mopſa; to —A my attendance wasdirefed; ro Moſa the beſt 
fruits I could gather were brought to Aopſa it ſeemed ſtill that mine eye conueyed 
my tangue : ſorhat Mopſa was my ſaying Mopſa was my ſinging z: Mopſa( that is 
only ſucable in laying a fqule complexion ypon a filthy4auour, ſerting forth both 
in flurtiſhnefle) ſhe was theload-ſtarre of my life 3 ſhethe bleſsing of mine cyes ; ſhe 
che 0uerthrow of my delires, and yer the recompence of my ouerthrow; ſhee the 
ſweetnefle of my hearr, cuen ſweetning rhedeath, which her ſweerneſſe drew vpon 
me. In ſumme,wharſocuer I thought of Pamela,tharl ſaid of Mopſa; whereby as I 
gare my Maſters good will, who beforeſpired me, fcaring leſt I ſhould win the Prin- | 
ceſſe fauour from him, ſo did the ſame make rhe Pruncefle the better content to al- 
low me her preſence; wherher indeed ir were that a certaine ſparke of noble indig_- 
nation did ruſe in her,not to ſuffer ſuch a baggage not to winne away anie thing of 
hers , how meanely ſocuer ſhe repured of ir,or rather. (as I thinke) my words being 
ſo paſsionate,8 ſhooting ſoquiteconrrarie from the marks of Mopſa's warthinelle, 
ſheeperceiued well eno whicher they wete direed ; and ; being {o 
masked ſhe was contented as a (port of wit to attend them: whereupon oneday de- 
rermining to find ſome meanesto ell (asof.a third perſon) the tale of minc owne 
loue and cſtate;finding Mopſa(like a Cuckoe by a: Nightingale) alone with Pamela, 
Icame in vnto them and witha face (Lam ſure) full of clowdic fancies, tooke a

The ſong beingended,, which] had often broken off in the miiddeſt with grie- 
uous ſighes, which ouerrooke cueric verſe I Gang, I ler fall my Harpe from me and 
caſting mine eye ſomerimevpon Mopſz, bur ferlibg niytighte prabcypally vpon Pa- 
meela; And is it the only forrunemoſt beautifull Mopſa (faid 1 ) of wrerchied Dorms 
that forrunc muſt be the meaſure of his mind ? Agy'T onely he,thar becauſe Fam in 
miſcrie, more miſerie muſt be laid ypon mee > muſt that which ſhould be cauſe of 
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compaſsion,become an arguement of cruchtic againſt me? Alas excellent Mopſa,con- 
ſider that a vertuous Prince requires the hife of his meaneſt ſubic,andthe heaucaly 
Sunnedi{daines not _ light co che ſmalleſt worme. O Mogſe Mopſa, if my 
hart could be as manifeſt ro you.as it isvncomfortable to me, I doubr northe height 
of my thoughts ſhould well counteruaile the lowneſſe of my qualitie. Vho hath 
not heard of the grearneſlc of youreſtate z who ſecth not , that your eſtate is much 
excelled with that ſweet vniting of all beauties, which remainerh and dwelleth with 
you z who knowes nor, thatall cheſcare bur ornaments of that diuine ſparke with- 
1n you, which bcing deſcended from heauen,could notelſe-where picke our ſo ſweet 
a manſion ?

her owne worthineſſe. I ſtaidea good while after her words, in hopeſhee would 
haue continued her ſpecch (ſo great adelighcT receiued in hearing her,) but ſeeing 
her ſay no further ( with a quakingall ouer my bodie) I thus anſwered her: Ladie,

fing how dcepely my ſoule was poſſeſſed, and with the moſt fubmiſſiue behauiour 
that a thralled heart could expreſie,cuen as my words had beene too thick for my 
mouth,at length ſpake tothus e: Alas, moſt worthy Prigceſſe (ſaid | ) and doe 
not then your owne ſweere words ſufficiently teſtifie, that there was neuer man 
could haue a iuſteraQion againſt filthje fortune, then I, ſince all other thingy bei ng 
graunted me, her blindneſſe 1s my onely ler? O heauenly God, would citherſhe had 
ſuch eyes as were able to diſcerne my defſerrs,or were blind not to ſee the daily cauſe 
of my misfortune.

The young Muſidorus ( being thus,as for the firſt pledgeof the de- 
ſtenies good will,depriucd of his principall ſtay) was yer for ſome yeares after{as if 
the ſtarres would breath themſclues for a greater miſchiefe) lulled yp in as much 
good luck,as the heedfull loue of hisdolefullmother,and che floriſhing eſtate of his 
countrie could breed ynto him.

And hereto did Hnſidorys owne vertue (ſee how yertue can bee a miniſter to 
miſchicfc) ſufficiently prouoke him: for indeede thus much muſt I ſay for him, 
although the likenefſe of our miſhaps makes mee preſume to parterne my ſelfe 
vnto him, that well-doing was atthat time his ſcope, from which no fainr fenfure 
could with-hold him. But the preſenr occaſion which did knitall this together, was 
hisyncle the King of Macedon; who hauing lately before gotten ſuch viories, as 
were beyond expeRation, did at this time ſend both for the'Prince his ſonne 

hr vp togerher to auoid the warres,with /{#uſidorus)and for Muſidorus him- 

ſelfe,that his ioy might be the morefull, having ſuch partakers of it. Buralas,ro what 

a Sea of miſcrics my plaintfull rongue doth lead me? and thus ourof breath,rather 
withthar I thought, then thar I ſaid, I ſtayed my ſpeech, till 'Pamelaſhewing by 
countenance that ſuch was her pleaſure,[ thus continued it: Theſe twoyoung Prin- 

ces to (atisfic the King, tooke their way by. Sea,towards Thrace, whither they would 
nceds goe witha Nauic to ſuccour him : hee being at that time before Bizantiums 
with a mightic Army beſieging irz where at that time his court was Butwhen the 
conſpired hcauens had gorten this Subiedt of their-wrath ypon ſo fit a place;as the 
Sea was,they ſtraight began to brearh outin boyſtrous winds ſome parrt of their ma-« 
lice againſt himy ſo that with the loſle of all his Nauic,he onely with the Prince his 

. coulin,were caſt aland,farre off from the place whither their defires would hauc 
guided them. O cruell winds in your vnconfiderate rages, why cither began you 
this furie,or why did you not end it in hisend? Butyour crueltie was ſuch, as you 
would ſpare his life for maniedeathfull rorments. To tell you whartpirifull miſhaps 
fell ra the-young Prince of Macedon his couſin, I ſhould roo much fill your cares 
with ſtraunge horrors; ncither will I ſtay vpon thoſe laborſome aducntures, nor 
lothſome miſaducntures, to which, and through which his fortune and courage 
conduttcd him; My ſpeech haſtnerh ir ſelfe xo come to the full pointof Muſule- 

7s infortunes, - For as wee finde the moſt peſtilent diſeaſes doe gather into them- 
ſclues all the infirmitics with which the bodic before was annoyed; ſodid his laſt 
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miſerie embrace in extremitie of ir ſelfe all his former miſchicfes. Arcadia , 
Arcadia was the place prepared to be the ſtage of hisendlefle overthrow, 4rcadia 
was, ( alas well might roy iris) the charmed circle, were all his ſpirits for ever 
ſhould be erichanted. For heere (and no where elſe )did his infeed eyes make his 
minde know,what power heauenly beautie had rothrow it downe to helliſh 

nies. Heere,hcere did hee ſee the 4rcadian Kings eldeſt danghter, in whom he forth. 
with placed ſo all his hopes of joy, and ioyfull parrs of his hearr, that hee left in 


| himſelfenothing bura maze of longing,and adungeon of ſorrow, But alas,whar 


can ſaying make them belceue, whom ſceing cannor perſwade ? Thoſe paines muſt 
beefelt before they can be vnderſtood ; no outward vtreratice can commaund a con- 
ceipt, Such was as then the ſtateof the King,as it was no time by dire& meanes to 
ſecke her. And ſuch was theſtate of his capriued will,as hee could delay no time of 
ſecking her. 

In this intangled cauſe, hee clothed himſelfe in a ſhepheards weede, that ynd:r 
the baſeneſſe of that forme, hee mightar laſt haue free acceſle to feed bis eyes with 
thar which ſhould at lengrh eate vp his hearr. In which doing,thus much withour 
doubt hee hath manifeſted, that this eſtate 1s not alwayes to bee reiefed, fince vnder 
that vaile there may bee hidden things to bee eſteemed. And if he might with raking 
on a ſhepheardslooke caſt yp his eyes to the faireſt Princefſe Nature, in thatuime 
created; the like,nay the ſamedeſire of mine neede no moreto be diſdained,or held 
for diſgracefull. Bur now alas mine eyes waxe dimme,my tongue begins o falter, 
and my heart to want forcero helpe,citherwith the feeling remembrance I haue,in 
what heape of miſeries the caitife Princelay at this-time buried, Pardon therefore 
moſt excellent Princefle,if 1 cut off the courſe of my dolorovs tale,fince if Ibe yn- 
derſtood,] haue ſaid enough for the defence of my baſeneſle,& for that which after 
might befall ro char parierne of il] fortune (rhe matters areroo monſtrous for my 
capacitie ) his harefull deſtinies muſt beſt declare their owne workmanſhip. 

Thus hauing delivered my tale in this perplexed manner, to the end the Prin- 
ceſſe might iudge that hee meant himſelfe , who ſpake ſo feelingly z her anſwere 
was both ſtrange,and 1n ſome reſpet comfortable. For would you thinke it ? ſhee 
hach heard heretofore of vs borh,by meanes of the valiant Prince Planges, and par- 
ticularly of our caſting away,which ſhee(following mine owne ſtile)rhus delicately 
brought forth : You haue told{ſaid ſhe) Dorws , a prertietalez bur you are much de- 
ceiucd in the latterend of it. Forthe Prince M#ſidoras with his couſin Pyrocles did 
both periſh vpon the coaſt of Laconia; as a noble gentleman called Plangwus ( who 
was well acquainted with the Hiſtorie) did afſure my Father. O how that ſpeech 
of hers did powre ioyes in my heart!O blefled name{thought 1)of minegince chou 
haſt beene in that tongue,andpaſled{through thoſe lips,though 1 can neuer hope to 
approach them. As for Pyrocles ( ſaid [ ) I will notdenie it, but that hee is periſhed: 
(which I ſaid,leaſt ſaoner ſuſpition mighrariſe of your being here, then your ſelfe 
would haue 1t) 8 yet affirmed no lyc vnto her, fince I onely (aid, I would not denic 
it. Bur for Muſidorws (ſaid I) I perceiue indeede you have either heard or reade the 
ſtorie of that vnhappic Prince for this was the verie obie@ion, which that peerlefſe 
Princeſſe did make vnro him,when he ſought toappeare ſuch as hee was before her 
wiſdome: and thus as I have read it faire written in the certaintie of my knowledge 
he might anſwere her,that indeede the ſhip wherein hecame|by a treaſon was peri. 
ſhed,and therefore that Plangms might eaſily bee deceived : but that he himſelfe was 
Caſt ypon the coaſt of Laconia, where hee was raken vp by a couple of ſhepheards, 


who liued inthoſe daycs famous; for that both touing one faire maide,they y A wy 
main 
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mained conſtantfricnds ; one of whoſe ſongs notlong ſince was ſong before you by 
the ſhephcard Lamoy, and broughtby them to a noble-mans houſe, neere « Hent;.. 
zea,whoſe ſonne had a little before his marriage, beene taken priſoner, and by the 
helpe of this Prince, Muſidorus ( though —_—— by another name ) was 
deltuered. Now theſe circumlocutions I did yſc,becauſe of the one fide I knew the 
Priaceſſe would know well the partics I meanty and of the other, if I ſhould haue 
named Strephon,Claius, Kalander and Clitophon, perhaps it would haue rubd ſome 
coniccure into the heauic head of Miſtreſſe Hoſe. | 
And therefore (ſaid [)moſtdiuine Ladic,he juſtly was thus to argueagainſt ſuch 
ſuſpicions, that the Prince might calily by thoſe parties bee ſatisfied,thar vpon that 
wrack ſuch aone was taken vp,& thereforethat Plapews might well —_ knew 
not of anies taking vp : againe that hee that was ſo preſerued brought good rokens 
to bee one of thetwo, chiefe of that wracked companie : which ewolince Plangus 
knew to be Muſidorus and Pyrocles , hee muſt needes be one of them, although (as 
I ſaid) ypon a foretaken vow, hee was otherwiſe at that timecalled. Beſides, the 
Princeſſe muſt needes iudge,that no lefle then a Prince durſt vndertake ſuch an en- 
rerpriſe, which ( though he mighrger the fauourof the Princefle ) hee could never 
defend with lefle thena Princespower, againſt the force of Arcadia. Laſtly , (ſaid 
he) for a certaine demonſtration, hee preſumed roſhew ynto the Princeſle a marke 
he had on his face,as I might (ſaid) ſhew this of my neck tothe rare HMopſa: and 
withall,ſhewed my recke ro them both,where ( as you know ) there is a redde ſpot 
bearing figure(as they tell me)of a Lyons pawe, thar ſhee may aſcertaine her ſelfe, 
that Iam Meralcas brother. And ſo did hee , beſecching her to ſend ſome oneſhee 
might truſt into Theſſalia , ſecretly to be aduerriſed, whether the age, the complexi- 
on,and particularly that notable 7 hg nortully with their Prince Muſido- 
7s. Doc you not know further ( {aid ſhee, with a ſetled countenance, nor accuſin 
any kinde of inward motion) of that ſtorie?Alas no, ( ſaid I) for cuen heere the 
Hiſtoriographer ſtopped,ſaying, Thereſt belonged to Aſtrologie. And therewith, 
thinking her lilear imaginations began to worke ypon ſomewhat to mollifie them 
(as che nature of Mulicke is to doe) and withall, ro ſhew what kinde of ſhepheard 
I was, I tooke vp my Harpe, and ſang theſe few yerſes : | :

_ And then, partly to bring <9opſaagaine to the marter (leſt ſheſhould too much 
take heede to our diſcourſes ) bur principally , if 1t were poſſible , to gather ſome 
cornforr out of her anſwers, I knecled downe to the Princeſle , and umbly be- 
ſoughr her to moue Hopſa in my behalfe, that ſhee would vnarme her noble 
hearr of thar ſtecly reſiſtance againſt the ſweeteblowes of Loue* that ſince albher 
parrs weredecked with ſome particular ornament; her face with beautic , her head 
with wiſedome, her cyes with maicſtie , her countenance with gracefulneſle, her 
lips with louclineſle , her rongue with yiRorie; that ſhee would make her hear: 
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| thethroneof pittie,being the moſt excellent rayment of the moſt excellent patt. Pa- 


mela without ſhew citherof fauour or diſdaine ; Either of heeding or negleRing 
what I had ſaid,turned her ſpeech ro ©Hopſa,and with ſuch a yoice and aQion,as 
might ſhew ſhee ſpake of a matter which little did concerne her , Take heede to 
your ſclfe ( ſaid ſhee)) Mopſa,for your ſhepheard can ſpeake well : but trucly,if he doe 
fully proue himſelfe ſuch as he ſaith, I meane,the honeſt ſhepheard cArenalcas his 
brother and heire, I know no reaſon why you ſhould thinke ſcorneof him. Morſa 
though ( in my conſcience ) ſhee were even then farre hou towards mee, yer ſhee 
anſwered her, thar for all my quaint ſpeeches, ſheewo d keepe her honeſtie-dloſe 
enough : And that as for the way of matrimonie, —_ ſteppe neuer a foots, 
further, till my Maſter her Father had ſpoken the whole word himſelfe, no ſhee 
would not. But cucr andanon turning her muzzell cowards mee, ſhee threw ſuch a 

roſpeCt ypon me,as might well hauegiuen a ſurfer troany weake louers ſtomacke. 
Fur ord what'afoole am, to mingle that driuels ſpeeches among, my noble 
thoughts? but becauſe ſhe was an Actor in this Tragedie,to giue you a full know- 


ledpe, andro leave nothing ( that I can remember ) ms rg 


Now the Princeſſe being about to withdraw her ſelfe from ys, I tooke a Tewell 
made inthe figure of a Crab-fiſh, which, becauſc ir lookes one way and goes ano- 
ther,] chought it did fitly paterne outmy looking to Mopſa,burt bending to Pamela: 
Theword t it was, By force, not choiſez and ſtill kneeling, beſought the Prin- 
ceſlethat ſhee would youchſafe to giue it _—_— and with the bleſledneſſe of her 
hand to make acceptable vnto her that toye which I had found following of late an 
acquaintance of mineat the plow. For ( ſaidT ) as the earch was twincd vp, the 
plow-ſhare lighted vpon a great ſtone : wee pul that vp, and fo found both thar 
and ſ6me other prettic things, which wee had deuided berwixt vs 

Mopſa was benummed with ioy whea the Princeſſe gaue it her:bur in thePrin- 
cefle I cauld finde no apprehenſion of what l cither faid or did, but wich a calme 
careleſneſſelerting wh thing ſlide, iuſtly as wedoe by their ſpeeches ( who neither 
in matter nor perſon docany way belong ynto vs ) which kinde of cold temper, 
mixt withthar lightning of her naturall maicſtie,isof all others moſbrerrible yaro 
mee :for yet if 1 tound (hee contemned mee, I would deſparazly labour both in for- 
tune andyertueto oucrcomeit; if ſhe only miſdoubred me, Lwere in heauen; for 
quickly 1 would bring ſufficient aſſurance - laſtly , if ſhee hated mee, yet I ſhould 
know what paſſion to deale with; audcither with infiniteneſle; of deſert I would 
take away the fewell from that firez or if nothing would ſerue, then I would giue 
hermy heart bloud roquench it.But this cruell quiernefle,ncicher retiring ronuſhke 
nor proceeding to fauour; gracious, but gratious ſtill after one maner) all hercur- 
teſies hauing this engrauen1n them,that what is done,is for yerrues ſake,not for the 
parties{cuer keeping her courſe like the Sun,who neither for our praiſes, norcutſes, 
will ſpur or ſtop his horſes.) This (I ſay) heauenlineſle ofhers (for howſacuer my 
miſerie is I cannot but ſo entitle ir)1s ſo impoſſible roreach vnto,that I almoſt begia 
to ſubmit my ſclfe to the tyrannic of deſpaire,not knowing anicway of perſwaſion, 
where wiſedome ſeemes to be vnſenſible. I hauc appeared to her cyes like my (elfe, 
by a device I vſed with my Maſter, per{wading him that we two might pur on cer- 
taine rich apparell T had prouided and {o practiſe ſomething on horſebacke before 
Pamela,tclling him, it was apparell had gotten for playing well the part of a king 
in aTragedie at Athens : my horſe indeed was it I had left at <Aenalcas houſe,and 
Dametas got one by friendſhip our of the Princes ſtable. Bur howſoeuer I ſhew, I 
am no baſe bodic;,all I doe is but to beate a rocke and get ftome, P 
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Bur as Dor was about to tell further, Dametas(who came whiſtling,and coun- 
ting vpon his fingers, how many loadc of hay his ſeuemtcene far oxen cate vp ina 
yeare)defired Zelmane from the King that ſhee wquld come into the lodge, where 
they ſtayed for her. Alas ( ſaid Dorm, taking his leaue) the ſumme 15 this,that you 
may well finde you haue beaten your ſorrow = ſ\uch a wal}, which-with the 
force of rebound may well make your ſorrow ſtronger. But Zelmane turning her 
ſpecch to Dametas,l ſhall grow(ſaid ſhe)skilfull in counttie matrers,1t Ihaue often 
canference with your ſeruant.1n ſopth (anſwered Dametas with a graceleſle ſcorne) 
the Lad may prouc well enopghif he ouerſoone thinke not too well of himſelfe,8e 
will bearc away that he heat of hus elders. And therewith as they walked to the 
other lodge,to make Zelmane findeſhe might haue ſpent her time berter with him, 
tc began witha wilde Methode to runne ouer all the arrot husbandrie: eſpecially 
imploying his rongue about well dunging of a field + while poore Zelmane yeclded 
her cares to thoſe tedious ſtrokes, not warding them ſo much as with any one an- 
ſwere,rill they came to Baſilins,and Gynecia,who attended for her in a coachto car- 
Tic her abroad to ſee ſome ſporres prepared for her. Baſilizs, and Gynecra {itring in 
the one end,placed her ar the other,with her left ſideto Philoclea. Zelmane was mou- 
ed in her minde,to haue kiſſed their feere tor the fauour of ſo bleſſed a ſeare :forthe 
narrowneſſe of the coach made them ioyne fiom the foote to the ſhoulders yerie. 
cloſerogether; the truer rouch whereof though 1t were barred by cheir envious ap-: 
parell,yer as a perfet Magnes,though bur in an iuorie boxe, will through the boxe 
ſend forth his imbcacing vertue to a beloucd needle; ſo this imparadiſed neighbour- 
hoode made Zelmanes ſoulecleane vnto her, both thorow theiuory caſcot her body, 
and theapparell which did ouer-clonde ir. All the bloud of Zelmanes bodie ſtirring 
in her,as wine will doe when ſugger is —_ put into it,ſceking to ſuck the ſweets 
neſſe of the beloued gueſt : her hearr, likea Lion new impriſoned,ſeeing him that 
reſtraines hs libertie beforerhe grate; not painting, but ſtriuing violently ( if it had 
becne poſſible ) ro haue leapt into the lappe of Philoclea. Bur Dametas , cuen.then 
proceeding from being maiſterof a Carr , to beedoQtor of a Coach , not alittle 
proude in hirtiſclfe, that his whippe at that time guided the rule of Arcadia, drave 
the coach ( the couer whereof was made with'ſuch ioynes, that as they might) ro 
auoid the weacher (pull ir vp cloſe when they liſted, ſo when they would they mighe 
puteach end downe,and remaine as diſcouered and open ſighted as on horſebacke) 
rill ypon the ſide of the forreſt they had both Greyhounds, Spaniels,and Hounds: 
whereof the firſt might ſeemerhe Lords, the ſecond the Gentlemen, and the Jaſt 
the yeomen of dogges; a caſt of Merlins therewas belides, which flying of a gal- 
lant heighc ouer certaine buſhes, would beare the birds (that roſe )downe vato the 
buſhes,as Falcons will doe wild-foule over a river. But the ſport which for that da 
Baſilius would principally ſhew to Zelmane, was the mountie at a Hearne, which 
getting vp on his wagling wings with paine, till hee was come to ſome height (as 
- ww the ayre next to the carth were nor fit for his great bodie to flic through) 
was now growne to diminiſh the ſight of himſelfe, and to giue example to grear 
perſons,rhat the higher they be,the leſſe they ſhould ſhew : when a lerfaulcon was 
caſt off after her, who ſtreight ſpying where chepray was,fixing her cyc withdelire, 
and guiding her wing by her eye, vſed no more ſtrength then induſtrie. For as a 
good builder to a high rower will not make his ſtayre vpright,but winding almoſt 
the full compaſſe abour, that the ſtcepenefle bee the more ynſenſible: ſo ſhee,ſeein 
therowring of her purſued chaſe, went circkling, and m—_— about, riſing G 
with the lefſe ſence of riſing; and yer finding that way ſcantly ſeruc the gs 
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of herhaſt,as an ambitious bodic will goc farre our of thedire& way, to win to a 
poincof height which he delires, ſo would ſhee ( as irwere ) turne taile to the He- 
ron ,and flicous quitc another way,butallwas to rcturne ina higher pirch,which 
once gotten , ſhee would cither beate with crucll allaulrs:the Heron, who now was 
driven tothe beſt defence of force, finceflight would notfcrue;orelle claſping with 
him,come downe together,to be parted by the ouer-partiall bcholders.. 

. Diucrs of which flights Baſi/zus ſhewing to Zelmane,thus was the ticheſle of the 
rie ſpent, and che day deceaſed before it was thought: of , till nighrlike a degence- 
rating fuccellour made his doparrure the better remembred. And therefore (fo con- 

ſtrained)they willed Dameras to driue homeward,who(halfe {lecping,halfe nufing 


* aboutthemending of a wine-preſſe) guidedrhe horſes lo ill, that the wheelecom- 


ming ouer a great ſtub of atree, it overturned the coach. Which though ir fell 
violently ypon the ſide jwhere Zelmane and Gynecialare, yer for Zelmanes part , thee 
would haue beene glad of the fall, which her bcare the ſweere burthen of ph. 
lxclea,burt that ſhe feared ſhe might receiue ſome hurt. Bur indeede neither ſhee did, 
norany of the reſt,by reaſon they kept rheir armes and legs within the coach fauing 
Gnecia, who wich the onely bruze of the fall, had her ſhoulder pur our of ioyn , 
which chough,by one of the Faulkeners cunning, it was ſet well againe, yer with 
much paine was ſhce brought to the lodge ; and paine (ferching his ordinary com. 
panion, a feuer with him) drauc her to catertaine them both in her bed. 

But neither was the feucr of ſuch impatient heate, as the inward plague-fore of 
her affetion, nor thepainehalfeſo noyſome,as the icalouſic ſhee conceiued of her 
daughter Phileclea,lealt this time of her licknefle mightgiue apt occaſion to Zelma. 
#e,whom ſhee miſdoubred. Therefore ſhee called Phi/ocles ro her,and though it were 
ke inthe night,commaunded her in her earero goe tothe other lodge,& lend Miſo 
toher,wich whom ſhe would ſpeake,and the to liewithher ſiſter Pamels.Themeauc 
while: Gynecia kept Zelmane with her, becauſe ſhee would bee ſure ,ſhee ſhould be our 
of the lodge, before ſhe licenced Zehmane.Philoclea notskild in any thing berter then 
obedience,went quietly downe;/and the Moone then full ( not thinking ſcorne to 
bea torch-bearer ro ſuch beautie) guided her ſteppes, whole motions beare a minde

my pennetill now forgorth ce to thy memory principally all this 
hag nana ts incended ? pardon the ſlackeneſe woes , Which ha-

Theſweete minded Philoctes was in their degree of well doing,to whom the nor- 
knowing of euill{cructh for aground of vertue, and hold their inward powers in 
better forme withan v ſimplicitie,then many,who rather cunningly ſeeke 
to know whar goodnefle is,then willingly take into themlelues thefollowing of it. 
Buras char ſivcere and ſimple breath of heauchly goodneſs, is the eaſier to bee alte- . 
red; becauſe it hath not paſſed through the worldly wickedneſſe, nor feelingly 
foundthe cuill,that cuill carries with iry now the Lady Philoclea( whole eyes and 
ſenſes had receiued norhing; but as the natural: courſeof cach thing re- 
quired ; whoſerender youth had obediently, liued ynder her parents beheſts, wirh- 
out framing out of het ownewill the fore-choling of any thing) when now ſhee 
cameto a poi, wherein heriudgernentwas-co bee ptaQiled, in knowing faultineſle 
by his firſt rokens,ſhewas likea yong Faune, who comming inthe wind of the hun- 
ters,doth not know whetherirbee achingor no to- bee eſchewed ; whereof at this 
timeſſhce began to ger acoſtly experience. For after char Zetmare had a whulc lived 
mn the lodge with her;and thather onely being a noble ſtraunger had my" - 
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ſhewes ſhe made of mo one 
ewes ſhe m | e broughe ford wet 
heart a yeelding to a moſt friendly affetion;which when ir had gotten ſo full poſ. 


her ſelfe to thar, which ſhcedidlike,and not onely wiſhing to bee her ſelfe ſuch an- 
other inall things,vur to ground an imitationypon ſo much an eſteemed authori. 
tie: ſo that the next degree was to marke all doings, ſpeeches, and faſhi. 
ons,and to take them into hee ſelfe, as a patterne of worthie . Which 
when once it was cnated, not onely by the cominaltic of Paſſions, bur agreed 
vnto by her moſt noble Th ,andthar Realonir ſelfe ( noc yer experienced 
in the iſſues of ſuch macters) OO WIS then Friendſhip ( a dili. 
gent officer) rooke careto ſectheſtatute y obſerued. Then grew on that 
not onely ſhee did imitate the ſobernefſe of her counteuance, the gracefulneſſe of 
herfend, buccama theirparticular geſtures : ſo that as Zelmane did often eye her, 
ſhe would often eyc Zelmane, and as Zelmanes eyes would deliver a fubmnifne, bu: 
yehementdefire in theirlooke,ſhee, though as yet ſhechad nor the deſire in her, yer 
ſhould her cycs anſwere in like piercing kindenelſe of alooke. Zelmanc as much as 
Gynecias icalouſie would ſuffer, deſired to bee neere Philoclea ;, Philoclea , as much as

hand,and { ined it,ſhee alſo (thinking the knots of fri to 
mucuall ) Ro ( witha ſieete faſtnelle) Cn nmentie 
Zelmane lighed, ſhe would ſigh alſo;when Zelmane was fad ſhe deemed it wiſedome, 
and therefore ſhee would bee fad too. Zelaranes languilhing countenance with croſt 
armes , and ſomerimes caſt-yp cycs, ſhee thought ro hauc an excellent : and 
therefore ſheealſo willingly þ the ſame countenance : till at the laſt  poore 
ſoule, cre ſhee were awaxe) not onely the badge, but the ſeruice , not 
onely che ſigne, but the paſſion ſignified., For whether ir were,that her wit incon- 
tinuance did finde, that Zelmanes friendſbip was full of impacicat deſire, haui 
more then ordinaric limits,& therefore ſhe was content ro ſecond Zelmane, 
her ſclfe knew not the limitg;or that in trueth, true loue (well conſidered ) hathran 
infetiue power; at laſt ſhee fell in acquaintance with loues hatbinger , wiſhing: 
Firſt ſhee would wiſh, that they rwo mughe liueall their liues together, likerwo of 
Dianas Nymphes, Burt that wiſb,ſhee thought notſufficicar, becauſe ſhe knew, here 
would be more Nymphes beſides them,who alſo would haue their part in Zelmane. 
Then would ſhe wiſh, that ſkec: were her ſiſtergchar ſuch a naturall band might make 
her more ſpegiall to her, But againſt that, ſhec conſidered, that, though being her f- 
ſterzif thee ha to be marricd,ſhee ſhould be robbed of her. Then growne bol- 
der,ſhce would wiſh either herſelfe, or Zelmaeve a man, thar there might ſucceede a 
bleſſed mariage berweene them, But when that wiſh had oncedilplayed — 
in her minde, then followed wholeſquadrons of longiogs,thatſoir might be,witha 
maunc 
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mainebattell of miſlikings,and repinings againſt cheir creation, that ſo ic was nor. 
Thendreames by alba to bring moreyino her,thenſheedurſt wiſh by day, | 
where out waking did make her know her ſelfe the bertet by the ittage of thoſe 

fancies. Butas ſome diſeaſes when —_ to bee cured, they are hard tobe 
knowne,but when —_— cafic to be knowne, theyare almoſt impoſſible to bee 
cured: ſo the ſweete Philocles,while ſhee might preuent it, ſhee did nor feele it, now 
ſheefelt it, when it was paſt preucnting; likea riuer, norampiers being builr againſt 
ir,cill alrcadie it haue ouerflowed. For now indeede loue puld off his maske,and 
ſhewed his face ynto her,and told her plaincly,that ſhee was his priſoner, Then nee- 


- ded(hee no morepaintherfacewith paſſions,for paſſions ſhone thorough her face, 


then her roſie colour wasoften encreaſed with extraordinarie bluſhing , and ſo an- 
other rime, perfe& whircndſſe deſcended toa degree of paleneſſe: now hot, then 
colde,deſiring ſhee knew not what,nor how, if thee knew what, Then her minde 
F to thinke of the-diſcaſc,and her owne 
proofe taught her ro know her mothers minde; mhich (as no'error giues ſo ſtrong 
afhulr,as that which comes armed inthe authoritic of a parcac ) ſo greatly forti- 
fied her d:ſires, ro ſee, that her mother had thelike defires. And the more icalous 
her mother was,the 'more ſhee thought the Tewell precious , which was with fo 
many lockes guarded. Bur that preuailing fo farre,as to keepe the two louers from 
priuateconference,then began ſheets ſeele che ſweernefle of 2 lovers ſolitarineſle, 
when freely with wordes and geſtures, as if Zehmene: were preſent , ſhee might 
jnepeſigero ber thoughts: and'ſo asit wetc.; viter out forme ſmoke of thoſe 
SR ith <lſc ſhee wasnor onely burned bur ſmothered. Asthis night, 
that going from the onelodge tothe other by het mothers commaundement, with 
dolefall geſtures and yncertaine paces, ſhee did willingly accept the times offer, to 
bee a whilealone : ſorthat going a little aſide intothe wood , where many times 
before ſhe had delighted ra walke, her eyes were falured with a tuft of trees,ſo cloſe 
ſerrogerher,as with the ſhade the —g0q ny it, it might breede a feare- 
full kinde of deuotion to Jooke ypon.it, Bur true of loue baniſhed all 
nainefancic of ſuperſtition. Full well hee didboth remember and like the place; 
forthere had ſhee often with their ſhade beguiled PFhebar of looking vpon her : 
There had ſhee enioyed her ſelfe often, while ſhee was miſtreſle of her ſelfe,and had 
no other thoughts, bur ſuch as might ariſc out of quiet ſenſes. 

Bur the principall cauſe that inuited\ het remembrance , was a goodly white 
marble ſtone, that ſhould ſeeme hrad beene dedicated in auncient time to the Silwar 
$: which ſhee finding chere a few dayes before Zebmenes cgmming, had written 
wordes ypon it, asa teſtimonic of her miade, againſt the ſuſpition her capti-

Butſeeing ſhee could not ſee meanes to ioyne"as then this recantation tothe 
former yowe(laying all her faire lengrh vnder one of the trees) for a while ſhee did 
norhing but turne yp and downe as if the had hoped to turneaway thefancie that 
maiſtred her,and hid herface,as if ſhee could haue hidden her ſelfe from her owne 
fancies. Arlengrh with a whiſpring note to het felfe,O me ynfortunare wretch(ſaid 
ſhee)what poyſonous heates bee theſe, whichthis rorment mee ? How hath the 
ſight of this ſtrange gueſt inuaded my ſoule ? Alas, what entrance found this de- 
fire, orwhar ſtrengrh had ir chusto conquer me? Then a cloud paſſing berweene her 
fight andthe Moone, O Diana (faid ſhee) I would cither the cloud he now hides 
thelight of my yerrue, would as caflly paſſe away,as youwill quickely ouercome 
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thislet; or elſe thar you were for euer thus darkened to ſerue for an excuſe of my 
ourragious folly. Then looking to theſtarres, which had: periectly as then beautify 
«d thedeere skie : My parents (ſaid ſhe) hauc told me; thar in theſe faire heauenly

The moſt couerous man longs tidt to get riches: out of 'a 
ground which neuer can beareanic thing, VWhy?becauſe it is impoſsible,The moſt 
ambirious wight vexeth not his wits to clime into heauen , Vhy ? becauſe tis im- 
poſsible. Alas then, O Louc;why doeſt thou 1n thy beautifull ſampler fer ſuck a 
workefor my deſire to rake ouc, which is as much impoſsible? And yer alas,why do 
I thas condemne my fortuite; before I heare what ſhe can'ſay for her ſelfe? Whit 
doe I,filly wench, know whar Louc hath prepared for me? Deel nor ſee my mo- 
ther,as well,at leaſt as furiouſly as my clic, loue Zelnzare?and ſhould Tbewiler then 
my mother ? Either ſhe ſees a polsibiliticinthat which Tthinke impoſsible, or elſe 
impoſsible loues' neede nor misbecome 'me. ' And doe | not ſee Zelmaye (who 
doth not thinke a thought which is nor firſt wayed by wifedome and yertue) doth 
not ſhe vouchſafe to loue me with like atdour?

In thisdepth of muzes, and diuers ſorrs of diſcourſes, woyld ſheerauiygly haye 
remained,but that Dametas and Miſo ( who were round a'bont ro ſeeke-Her, ynder- 
ſtanding ſhe was ro'come to their Lod ethat night) came hardby her, Dametas fay- 
ing,that he would nordeale in ocher bodies matters; bait fot his patt{\heedid nor 
like,that maids ſhould once ſtirtc our of their farhers honfes,Sur if irweretomilke 
a cow,or ſaue achicken from a kires'foor, orſomeſuch othee marter of itriportance. 
And Mifo ſwearing thar if it were her _— Mopſa , {ht wouldgine her a leffom 
for walking ſo late,that ſhould make her keepe withiiidotes for one forrriighr. Bur 
their iangling made Philocleariſe, and pnnnngges thouph ſhe had d6fieit but ro 
ſportwith them,went with the (after ſhe had willed Miſox6wiit vþon'her morher) 
to the Lodge; whete(bcing nowaccuſtomed by her parents diſciplitie-as well as 
her fiſter,to ſerue het'ſclfc) (hewent alonevp-to-Pamelss chamber, whete:meanjng 
todelight her eyes, and ioy her thoughts with che ſweet converſation bf her ble: 
ued iter, ſhe found her lah it were in the time that the wings of night doth 
blow (Iccpe moſt willingly into mortal oo ſitting in a chaite , lying backe- 
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ward, with her head almoſt ouer the backe of it, and looking vpoti;a waxe-candle 
which burnt before her; in one hand holding a letter, in the other her hand-ker- 
chicfe,which had lately drunke vp the teares of her eyes, leaving in ſtead of them, 
crimſon circles,like redde flakes in the clement, when the weather is hotteſt. which 
Philoclea finding (for her cycs had learned to know the badges of ſorrow) ſhee car- 
neſtly intreated to know the cauſc thereof, that either ſhee might comfort, or ac- 
companic herdolefull humour. Bur Pamela,rather ſeeming ſoric that ſhe had per- 
cciued ſo much,then willing to openanie further; O my Pamela(ſaid Philoclea)who 
areto mea ſiſter in nature,a mother in councell, a Princeſſe by the law of our coun- 
tric , and which name ( mecthinkes of all other)is the deareſt, a friend by my choiſe 
aud your fauour , what meancs this baniſhing mee from your counſels ? Doe you 
louc your ſorrow ſo well as to grudge mee part of it ? Or doe you thinke ] 
not loue a ſad Pamela,ſo wellas a ioyfull ? or be my cares ynworthie, ormy rongue 
ſuſpeted ? What is it ( my ſiſter)that you ſhould conceale from your ſiſter,yea and 
ſcruant Philoclea? Theſe words wanne no further of Pamela,butthateelling her th 
might talke better as they lay rogetherz they impoueriſhed their{clothes to cnri 
their bed , which for that night might well ſcorne the ſhrine of Yenus : and there 
cheriſhing one another with deare , though chaſte embracementsz with ſweete, 
though cold kiflesy it might ſeeme that loue; was come toi play him there without 
dart; or that wearie of his owne fires, he was there to refreſh himſelfe berweene their 
ſweete-breathing lippes. Bur Philoclea carneſtly againe intreated Pamela to open 
her griefe; who ( drawing the curtaine, that the candle might not complaine of 
her bluſbin ) was readie to ſpeake: but the breath almoſt formed intowords, was 
ainc ſtopt by her, and turned into ſighes. Burar laſt, T pray youſſaid ſhee)ſweete 
Philoclea , let ystalke of ſome other thing: and tell mee whether you did cuer ſee 
anicthing ſo amendcd as our Paſtorall ſports bee, ſince that Dorws came hither ? 
O loue, = farre thou ſeeſt with blindeeyes ? Philoclea had Nraight found her, 
and thereforero draw out more, Indeede (ſaid ſhee )I haue often woundred to my 
ſelfe how ſuch excellencies could be in ſo meanea perſon; bur belike fortune was 
afraid to lay her treaſures, where they ſhould be ſtained with ſo manie ions : 
onely I maruaile how he can frame himſelfe to hideſo rare gifts ynder ſuch a blocke 
as Dametas. Ah (ſaid Pamela) if you knew the cauſe : but no more docI ncither; 
and to ſay the truth : bur Lord, how are wee falne roralke of this fellow ? and yer 
indeede if you were ſometimes with mee to marke him, while D ametas reades his 
ruſticke le&ure yntohim (how tofeede his beaſts before noone, where to ſhade 
them in the extreame heat, how to make the manger handſomefor his Oxen,when 
to yſcthe goad, and when the yoyce; giuing him rules of a heardman, though hee 
pretend to make him a ſhepheard) ro ſee all the while with what a grace ( which 
ſcemes to ſet acrowne ypon his baſe eſtate) he can deſcend to thoſe poore matters , 
ccrtainly you would : but to what ſerues this ? nodoubr we were better ſleeperthen 
talke of theſe idle matters. Ah my Pamela (ſaid Philoclea) T hauecaught you; the 
conſtancic of your wit was not wont to bring forth ſuch diſioynted ſpeeches : you 
loue,diflemble no further. Iris true (ſaid Pamela) now you hauc its and with leſſe 
adoe ſhould, if my heart could haue thought thoſe words ſutable for my mouth. 
But indeed (my Philoclea) rake heed : for I thinke yertue it ſelfe is no armour of 
proof againſt affeftion, Therefore learne by my example. Alas thought Philocles 
to her ſelte,your ſheares come too late to lip the birds wings thatalreadie is lowne 
away.But then Pamela being once ſet in the ſtreame of her loue, went away amain, 
withall, telling her how tus noble qualities had drawne herliking rowards _ 
ut 
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but yet cuer waying his meanneſſe,and ſo held continually in due limits; till ces 
king many meanes to mw with her , and cucr kept from It (as well becauſe ſhee 
ſhund ir,ſecing anddiſdaining his minde,as becaulc of her icalous iaylors ) he had 
at lengrh vſcd the fineſt pollicie that might bee in counterfaiting loue to Mopſa,and 
ſaying to Mo ſa wharſocucr hee would haue her know : andin how paſſionate 
manner hehad told his owne tale in a thirdperſon, making poore Hopſtbelccue, 
thatitwas a marrer fallen out many ages before.

cecding the beautifulneſe of his ſhape with the beautifulneſle of his minde , and 
the greatneſle of his eſtate with the greatneſle of his ates ) is contentſo ro abaſe 
himſelfe,as to become Dametas ſeruant formy ſake ? you will fay,but how know I 
him to be M#ſidors,ſince the hand-maide,of wiſedome is low of belicfe?Tharcon- 
ſideration did not wantin mee : forthe nature of defire it ſelfe is no eaſier to receine 


; beliefe, then itis hard{ro ground belicfe. For as deſire is'glad to embrace the firſt 


ſhew of comfort, ſo is deſire deſirous of perfe aſſurance : and that haueI had of 
him, not onely by neceſſaricarguments toany of common ſenſe , but by ſufficienr 
demonſtrations. Laſtly he would haue me ſend to Theſſalia : but truely I am nor as 
now in mindeto doe my honourable loue-ſo much wrong , as ſo farre to ſuf 
him - yer poore ſoule knowes hee no other, bur that I doe both ſuſpeR,ne e&,yea 
and deteſt him, For cucrieday hee finds one way or other to ſet forth himſelfe yaro 
me;bur all are rewarded with like coldnefle of accepration. 
A fewdayes ſince, heefand Dametas had furniſhed themſclues yerierichly to run 
atthe ring before me.O how mad a ſight it was to ſee Dametas, like rich Tiſlew furd 
with Lambe-skins ? But 6 how well itdid with Dorrs,to ſee with what a grace he 
preſented himſelfe before mee on horſcbacke, making maieſtic wair yon humbtc- 
neſſe ? how at the firſt, ſtanding ſtill with hiseyes bene ypon meas though his mo- 
tions were chained tomy looke,he ſo ſtaid till I cauſed Mopſa bid him do ſomething 
ypon his horſe: which no ſooner (aid, but ( with a kinde rather of quickegeſture, 
then ſhew of violence ) you might ſee him come towards mee, beating the ground 
in ſodue time,as no dancer can obſcrue bertet meaſure, If you remember the ſhip 
weſaw once,when the ſea went high ypon the coaſt of _—_ went the beaſt.Buc 
he (as if Centaur-like he had beene one peece with the horſe) was no more mooued 
then onewith the going of his owne leggs: and in cffef ſodid he commaund him, 
as his ownelimmes : for though he th ſpurres and wand,they ſeemed rather 
mackes of ſoucraignetie,theninſtruments of puniſhment, his hand and legge(with 
moſt pleaſing main without threatning,& rather remembring then 
chaſtiſing,ar leaſt if fomerimes he did,it was ſo ſtolne,as neither oureyescould dif 
cernc ir, northehorſe with any changedid complaine of it : hee eucrgoing ſoiuſt 
with the horſe, either foorth right, or turning, that ic ſeemed as hee borrowed the 
horſes bodie,ſohelent the horſe his minde: in the turning one __ perceiue the 
bridle-hand ſornething genely ſtirre , bur indeede ſo gently, asir did rather diſtill 
yeroues 
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yertue;then vſe violence, Himſelfe ( which meethinkes is ſtraunge) ſhewing at 
one inſtant both ſtcadineſſe and nimbleneſſez ſometimes making him turne cloſe 
tothe ground, like a cat, when — ſhe wheeles about after a mouſe : ſome- 
rimes with alittle more riſing before,now likea Rauen leaping from ridge to ridge, 
then like one of Dametes kiddes boutid ouer the hillokes:and all ſo done,as neither 
the luſty kindeſhewed any n—_— ,nor thecaſier any idleneſſe: but ſtill like a 
well obeyed maiſter, whoſe becke is enough for a diſcipline, euer concluding each 
thing hee did with his face to me-wards,as if thence camenor onely the beginning, 
but ending of his motions.The ſport was toſce Dametas, how hee was toſt from 
the ſaddle to the mane of the horſe, and thence tothe ground , giuing his gay ap- 
arell almoſt as foule an outlide,as it hadan inſide, Bur as before hee had cuer ſaid, 
bo wanted but horſe and apparell to bee as braue acourrier as the beſt, ſo now bru- 
ſed with proofe, hee proclaimed ir a folly for a man of wiſedome to pur himſelfe 
vnder the tuition of a beaſtz ſoas Dorws was fainealoneto take the Ring. Where. 
in truely at leaſt my womaniſh eyes could nor diſcerne, bur that raking his ſtaffe 
from hisrhigh , the deſcending ir alittle downeythe getting of ir vpinto the reſt, 
theletting of rhe point fall, and rakin — was butall one motion, at leaſt 
( if they werediuerſe motions) they didſo ſtealingly ſlippe one into another , as 
the latter part was euer in hand, before the eye could diſcerne the former was 
ended , Indeede Dametastound fault rhar hee ſhewed no more ſtrength in ſhak- 
ing of his ſtaffe : bur tomy conceite the fine cleaneneſſe of bearing it was.excee- 
ding delightfull. - "5 / | | 
But how delightfull ſoeuet it was;my delight might well bee in my ſoule; bur ir 

neuer went to looke out of the winddow ro doe him any comfort. But how-rauch 
more 1 found reaſon to like him, the more [ ſerall the ſtrength of mind to ſuppreſſe 
it,or ar leaſt to conceale it. Indeede muſt confeffe, that as ſome Phylicions haue 
told me,that whenone is cold outwarldly,he is not inwardly,ſo truely the cold aſhes 
layd ypon my fire, did not rakethe nature of fire from it.” Full often hath my breaſt 
ſwollen with keeping my hghes imprifoned; full often haue the teares I draue backe 
from mineeyes,turned back to drowtie'my heart.Butalas whatid that helpepoore 
Dorus?whoſeeyes(being his diligent intelligencers)could carrie ynto him no other 
newes,but diſcofortable. I thinke no day paſt,bur by ſome one inuention he would 
appeare vato meto teſtific his loue. One time he dauncedthe Matachinedaunce in 
armour(O with what a graccfull dexteritie ( ) 1 rhinke to make mee ſee, that he had 
beene brought vp in ſuch exerciſes: another time he perſwaded his maſter(to make 
my timeſceme ſhorter)in maner ofa Dialogue, toplay Priamus while heplayd Part. 
Thinke(ſweere Philoclea)what a Priamus we had:but truly ,my Paris was a Paris,and 
morethena Paris: who while in a ſauage apparell, with naked necke,armes, legs, 
hce madeloue to 0ezone, you might well fn by his caunged countenance,and true 
teares,that hee felt the part hee playd. Tell mee ( ſweete Philoclea: ):did you cuer ſee 
ſuch a ſhepheard ? tell mee ,did you euer heare of ſuch a Prince? And then tellme, 
if aſmall or ynworthieaſſault haue conquered mee. Truely I would hate my life, 
if I thought vanitic led mee. Bur ſince my parentsdeale ſo cruelly with mee, it is 
time for mee to truſt ſomerhing to my owne iudgement. Yer hitherto have my 
lookes beene as I told you, which continuing after many of theſchis fruitleſſerrials, 
have _—_— ſuch change in him,as I rell you true (with that! word ſhee layd her 
hand vpon herquaking fide) Idoe nor alittle feare him.See wharalenucr this is(then 
drew ſhe the curtaine,and tooke the letter from ynderthepillow)which to day(with 
an afflicted humbleneſle) hee delinered mee, pretending before Xopſu, that I ſhould

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reade it ynito her, to mollific ( forſooth) her jron ſtomarke; with that ſhee reade 
the letter” contayning thus much. |

(O happyimeſſenger of # moſt ynhappy mellage ) char the too ſoone borne, and 
too lare dying creature; which dares nor fpeake, no not looke , no nor ſcarcely 
thinke (/43from his miſerable ſelfe,ynro her heauenly highnelle ) onely preſiymes 
td deſire thee ( it the timie thather eyes and yoyce docexalt thee) ro fay , and 1n 
this mantiefroſfay, norfrom him, O no, that were not firre, bur of him,thus 
much ynt6 herfatred judgement. O you, the onely honcurto women, ro men 
the onely admiration, you that, being armed by loue, defie him chatarmed you; 
in this higheſtate wherin you hate placed me,yerler me remember him to whom 
lambound for bringing'mec to TE _ ; and ler meeremember him, who 
(fince he js yours , how meanc hee bee) ir 1s reaſon you haue an accouns 
of him. "The wretch (yer your'wrerch) though with languiſhing ſteppes cunnes 
faſt to his gtaue; and will you ſuffer atemple ( how poorely built ſocuer, bur yer 
a temple of your deitie) to bee raſed ? Bur hee dierh,; iris molt true, hee dierh, 
and hee in whom you liue , to obey you, diecth. Whercof though he plane, he 
doth not complaine : forir is zharme ,'but no ions, which hee hath receiucd.” 
Hee dies; becauſe 1n wofull language all his ſenſes tell him,thar ſuch is your plea- 
fure : for ſince you willnot ha La Fre-aber, alas,what followeth, whatfolloweth 
of the moſt ruined Dorws, but his end? End then, cuill deſtinied Dorws,cnd ; and 
end thou wofull letter, nd for ir ſifficeth her wiſedome to know , that her hea- 
uenly will ſhall bee accortipliſhed, * 

O my Philoclea,is he a perſon to write theſe words ? and are theſe words lightly 
to be regatded?Bur if youhadſcene, when with trembling hand he haddeliuered it, 
how he went away, as if he had betne bur the coffin tharcarried himlſelfe to his ſe- 
mere times (I'muft confeſſe) I was abour to rake curreſie into mine cyes ; 

t both times the former reſblution ſtopr the entrie of it : ſo that hee departed 
without obrayning any further kindeneſſe. Bur he was noſooner our of thedore, 
but that looked tothe dore kindly;and truely the feare of him ener fince hath put 
metinto wer vn an tie,as now youfound mee. Ah my Pamela (aid Philocks) 
leaueſorcow. Theriuer of yourteares will ſoone Iooſe his fountaine itis in your 
hand as well to ſtitch vp his life agaiue, as it was before torent it. Ando (though 
withſelfe-griened pb) ſhee comforred her {iſter, till ſleepe came to bath him- 
ſelfe in P amelas faire weepingeyes. , 

Which when Philotlea found, wringing her hands, O me (aid ſhee)indeede the 
onely ſubicKt of rhe geſtinics diſpleaſure, whole greateſt forrunareneſſe is more yn- 
forrunate,then my ſiſters greareſt ynforrunarenefſe. Alas ſhee weepes becaule ſhee 


| would benofooner happy ; 1 weepe, becauſe I can neuer bee happy ; herteares flow 


from pitty, minefrom being too farre lowerthenthe reach of pittie. Yerdoel not 
enuie thee, deare Pamela, I doc not enuy thee; onely I could wiſh that being thy 
liſteFin narure, I werenor fo farce off akin in torrune, > 
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But thedarkencfle of ſorrow ouer-ſhadowing her minde,as the night did her cies, 
they were bothconrentto hide chemſelucs ynder the winges of fleepe, till the nexc 
morning had almoſt loſt his name, before the two —__— liſters awaked 
from dreames,which flattered them with more comfort;then walking 

or would conſent ynto. Forthen they were called yp by Miſo;whohaving bin with 
Gynecia,had receiued commaundement to beecontinually wathher ters, and 
particularly nor tolet Zelmane, and ehiloclea have any priuateconference, but that 
ſhee ſhould beepreſent to heare what paſſed. Aiſohauing now her authority increa- 
ſed, but came with skowling eyes to deliuer 4 flauering good morrow to thetws 
Ladies, telling them, it was a ſhame for them to marre their cOmmpeniont yes and 
conditions too, withlong lying a bed: and that,when ſhe was of t rrow- 
ed, ſhee would hauc made a hand-kerchjefe by thatrtime a day.

moue D metas to graunt her in mariage vnto him: Mopſa(as glad as of ſeer-mear 
rogoc of ſuch anarrant ) quickey returned with'Dorus to Pamela , who cntended 
both by ſpeaking with him to giie ſome comfort to his paſſionate heart, and 
withall to heare ſome part of hislifepaſt ; which alchough fame hadalteadie de- 
liucred ynto her, yet ſhee defired in more particular.certaintics to haucitfrom'fo 
beloued anhiſtorian. Yet the ſweetneſſe of vertues diſpolition,icalous,cuen ouer 
it ſclfe, ſuffered her notto enterabruptly into. queſtions of Muſidorus (whom ſhee 
was halfe aſhamed ſheedid loue ſowell , and more thenhalfe foric ſheecouldloue 
no better)bur thought beſt firſt ro makeher talke ariſe of Pyrocles,and hisyertuous 
father : which thus ſhee did. C- |

And rr, yew farther is wont to ſpeake of nothing with greater admiration,then 
of chenc:able fricndſhip(a rarething in Princes,morerare betweene Princes )that 
fo holily was obſcrucdto the laſt of thoſe rwo excellent men. Bur (faid ſhe)go on I 
pay you. Dorilaws (laid he) hauing maricd his ſiſter, had his mariage in ſhort time

with a ſonne,, whom they named Awſcderws : of whom I mult neales firſt ſpeake 


before come to Pyrocles ; becaule as he was borne firlt, fo ypon his occaſion grew

taker of this oft-blindinglighe, when there were Found numbers of Sourhſayers, 
who affirmed ſtrange & incredible things ſhould be performed by that child, whe- 
ther the heauens ar rhar rimeliſted wells with 1gnorant mankind;or char flatterie 
be ſopreſumpruous,as cuen at times to borrow the face of Diuinitic.Bur certainly, 
fo did the boldndfe of cheir affirmation accompany the grearnelle of wharthey 
did affirme ( cuendeſcending to particularitics, what kingdomes he ſhould ouer- 
come) thatthe king of Phrygia(who ouer-duperititioully thought hialclfe rouched 
inthe marrer) by force co deſtroy the infant, to preuenr his —_—_ 
ons : becauſe askilfull man(hauing compared his natiuitie with thechild)1o rolde 
him.Bvoliſh man,acher yaialyfearing what was notto be fared, or not conſider.

uldren Bur ſohedid & by rheaid of rhe kings o d Crete (i 
ther their armies )unuaded T heſſabia,and Dorilaus tolome behiade-tandof 


fortune; when His fairhfall fricnd & brother Exarchus came fo mighcily to his ſac- 
cour,that with ſome interchanging changes of forrune,they begat of a juſt ware, thic 
mariagealſo with Dorilaws 
his fiſter, and ſhortly left her wich child of the famous Pyrocles,driuen to returneto 
the defence of his owne countrie, which in his abſence(helped with ſome of the ill 
comented nobilitic) rhe mightie king of Thrace, & his brocher,king of Pannenis, 
had inuaded. Theſucceſle of thofe warregwas too notable to be vyaknowen toyour 
eares,to which itſeemes all worrhy famg hath glorie cocome ynto. -But there was 
Dorilas(valiantly requiring his frieadeshelpe) in a grear battaile depriucd of life, 
his obſequics being no more ſfolemmred'by the reates of his partakers, then the 
bloud of his enemies; with ſo. piercing a ſorrow to the conſtant hearrof Baarthus, 
thatrhe newes of his birth could lighten his countenance, with noſhew of 
oe ne Cn ſelfe #1 him forth- 
with delivered. For what forttine onely fourt foretold of Mwſiderns , thatal! 
men might ſee prognoſticared/in/Pyrocles ;'both Heauens & Earth giuing tokens of 
theeotiming farth'of an Hetoicall vercue? "The ſcnarcHouſe of the planets was ar 
notinief fer for the decteeirig of perfcQtion! in a man, a5'at that time all folks chit.

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ro his couſin, a5 both the tempeſt and hauenof their beſt yeares.” Buras death ma 
haue preuented Pyrocles,ſo vaworthinelle muſt be the death of Mufidorgs,” © 51: 

Bur the mother of Pyrocles ( ſhortly after her childe-burth) dying, was cauſerhat 
Euarchus recommended the care of his onely ſonne to hus iter ; doing ir the rather 
becauſe the warrecontinued in cruell heare, betwixt him and thoſe ill neighbours of 
his. In which meane time thoſe young Princes (the onely comforters of thar'ver- 
ruous widow) grew on {o, thar Pyrocles taught admiration ro the bardeſt conceits': 
Mafidorus (perchauace becaufeamong hus ſubie&s) exceedingly beloued : andby 
the good order of Exarchus (well pertormed by his iſter) they were ſo brought yp; 
that all the ſparkcs of verrue, which naturehad kindledin them, were ſo blowneto 

weforth rheir vtrermoſt heat, that wſtly:itmay beaffirmed, they cnflamed the af- 

e&ions of all that knew them.:For almoſt before they could pertely ſpeake, they 
began to recciue conceirs not — of the belt ſpeakers : cxcellentdeuiſcs being 
vied, ro make eucn their ſports profitable; images of batrailes, and fortificationsbe. 
ing then delivered to their memorie, which after, their ſtronger i nts mi 
diſpence, the delight of tales being conuerted co the knowledge of all che Rorics of 
worthy Princes,borth ro moue them ro do nobly,and tcach them how todo nobly ; 
the beautie of vertue ſtill being ſer before their cycs,and that taught them with far 
morediligent care, then Granuhaticall rules, their bodies excrciſcdinall abiliries, 
both of Ping and ſuffcring,and their minds acquainted by degtees with daungers, 
andin ſurname all-bent ro the making vp of princely minds: no ſcruilefeare vſcd to- 
wards them,nor any other violent reſtraint,bur till as to Princes : ſo that ahabite 
of commanding was narutalized in them;and therforethe farther from Tyranny : 
Narturc hauing done {o much for them in nothing,asthat it maderhem of 
truth, whercon all the other gaods were builded.  - »mador: 2174005 

Among which nothing I ſo much delight to recount, as the memorable fricnd- 
ſhip that grew berwixt the ewo Princes, ſuch as madethem morelike then the like- 
nelle of all orher yertues , and made them-more neere ove to the other , then the 
neerenes of theit bloud could aſpire ynto;; which I thioke grew the faſter, and the 

faſter was tyc&d berweene them , by reaſon that Awhiderws being £lder by three or 
foure yeares,itwas neither ſo great a difference in age as'did take away the deli 
inſocietic, and yet by the difference there was taken-away the qccalion'of childi 
coritentions ; el they had both paſt ouer the humqurof ſuch contentions. For Py. 
rocles.bare-reuerence full of Joue to Maſiderue , and Muſiderw had -adclight full of 
louc in Pyracles. Muſidorus,what hee had learned eyther for bodieor minde, would 
reach it to Pyrotles ; and Pyrocles was ſo glad to learne of none,as of Maſideny- till 
Pyrocles, being, come to (ixteerie yeatcs of age, he ſeemed ſo to ouerrunne hisage.ia 
growrh,ſtreogrh,and all things tollowing it, that not Mw/idorw,no notany man li+ 
uing(I chink)could pertorme any atipn, cirher onhorſe,or foor,more ſirongly,or 
deliver thar{trength more.nimbly, or become thedeliperic more gracefully, os jea- 
ploy all moxceyertuouſly. Which may wellſceme wonderfull : but wanders ate ad 
wonders inawonderfull ſubie&, ++) - |

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Muſidorw for his part thoughcalready had deuourcd roo. much of his good time, 
but that he had once graunted aboone {beforchce knew what n was) Song 
friend ?yrocles;'thathe would never ſeeke the aduentures of acmes, yaa x 
goewith him : which nt STO hearr (a'trucflaue to faith) he had bid 
2 tedious delay of following his owne humour for his friends ſake, —_— 
both ſent for by Exerchaus, and finding Pyrocles able encry way togocrthorow wi 
char kinde of life, he wasas defirous for his fake, as for his owne,to emer ingo it. So 
thereforc preparing 2 vauic, that they mighr goe likechemſclues, and nor onlybring 
the comfort of thar {> ack of rheir power, to their deere Enarchus, 
they recommended ſelues ro the Sea , leauing rhe ſhoare o Theſſalia fall of 
reares and yowes ; and were teceiued thereon with ſo ſmooch and ſmiling a face, as 
if Neptune had — _ Sn ron ney __ waslikeafer. 
uant,wayting behi o juſt, as they lifted; and

lowes bchinde them in the honour of ſpecde : while the two Princes had leaſure ro 
ſeethe practiſe of thar , which before they had learned by bookes : to conſider the 
arte of carching che winde priſoner, to-noother cnd,bur to runneaway with it ; ro 
ſec how beauric,and yſecanſo well agree together, thar ofall the trinkers,wherwich 
they arcarrircd , there is not one but ſcrucs to ſome neceffarie purpoſe. And ( O 
Lord) to ſcethe admirable power and noble effefts of Loue , whereby the ſeeming 
inſenſible Loadſtone,with a ſecret beaurie (holding the ſpirit of iran in it) can draw 
that hard-hearted thing vato it , and (like a yertuous miſtreſle) notondy makeir 
bow it ſelfe, but with it make it aſpzee co ſo high a Loue, as of Poles; 
and thereby tobring forth rhe mobleſt deedes, chat the childrea. of the Earth can 
boaſt of. And ſo the Princes delighting rheix coaccies with og their know- 
ledge, ſecing wherein the Sca-diſcipline differed from Land-ſeruice, they had for 2 


. dayand almoſt a whole night, as g entertainement, as the falſeſt heart could 


ive to him he mcanes wort co. 
But by that the next morning alittle to make a gilden ſhew of a 

meaning, there aroſe cuen with the Sunne, a vaile of darke doudes before hy X 
which ſhorly(like inke powred into water) had blacked ouer allthe face of heauen; 
preparing(as it were) a mourncfull ſtage for a Tragedico be phayed on. For forth. 
with the windes began toſpeakelowder,and as ina tumulcuous ki ro think 
themſelues fitreſt inſtruments of commandement ; and blowing: formes of 
haile and raine ypon them, they wereſooner in daunger,then they cayldalmolt bc- 
thinke themſclues of change. For then the trayterous Sea toſwell in pride a- 
_u the afflicted Nauie, vnder which (while the heauen fauoured chem) it had 
yne ſo calmely,making mounraines of irfelfe, ouer which therofled and tortring 
ſhip ſhould clime, to be ſtreight carried downeagainetoa pit of hellith darknefic ; 
with ſuch crucll bdwes againſt rheſides of the ſhipfthar,which way ſocucr itrwent, 
was ſtill in his malice) that chere was left neicher power to ſtay, nor way to cape. 
Andſbortly had it fo diſleuercd the louing companie, which the day beforehad 
tarried together, that moſt of them neuer mer againe, burwere ſwallowed yp'in his 
neuer-farisfied mouth. Some indeede ( as fince was knowne) after long wandring 
returned into Theſſalia; other recoucred APW ſcrued Exarchus in his

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warre. Burt in the ſhip wherein the Princes were:( now left as mnchalonie asproud 
Lords be when farrune failes ther ) rhough they. imployed allinduſtric ro! ſaue 
themſcluecs,yer what they 61d; was rather for ductiet6 nature, thewhopero eſcape, 
So qugly a darkenes(as if1r would preuericthe nightscomming)ſurped the dayes 
right: whichaccompaniedſomiccimes with thuadcrs,alwayes withhorrible noiſes 
the chafing windes) madethe maſters and pilots fo aſtoniſhed, that they kriew 
not how todiredt ; and if they knew,they- could ſcarcely (when they dircQed)heare 
their owne whiſtle. For the (ca ſttaue with the windes which ſhould be lowder, 
and the ſhrouds of the ſhip wich yr ro themthar were in it, witneſſed, 
chatthcir ruine was the wager of the others contention, and:the beauen coaring 
out thunders the 'imore amazed them, as hauing thoſe powers for encmies.. Cer- 
tainly there is rio-dauoger carries with it more horror, then thar'which growes in 
choſe flonng kingdomes. For that dwelling place is ynnarurall to mankinde, and 
then the terriblencſe of the continuall motion,thedeſolation of rhe far-being from 
comfort, the eye and theeare —_—_ ougly images cuer before it, dooth ail vexe 
the minde,cucn when it is beſt armed againſt ir. Burchus the day paſt(if that mi 
be called day) while the cunniogeſt mariners were ſo conquered by the ſtorme;: 
they thought it beſt with ſtriken ſaylesto yeeld to be gouerned by it : the yalianteſt 
feeling unwarddiſmayedacs, and yerthe feartulleſt aſhamed fully ro ſhew ir, ſeeing 
thatrhe Princes. ( who were to part from the greateſt fortunes) did in their coun- 
ecnances accuſe no point of-feare ,'but — them to doc what might be 
done (putting their hands to:cuery moſt painefull office ) taughe them ar one: in- 
ſtantto promiferhemſclues thebeſt, and yer to-deſpiſe the worſt; | Bur ſowere 
carried by the tyrannic of che winde,and the treaſon of the Sea;all that night,which 
the elder it was the morewayward it ſhewedicſelfe towards them:till the nexr more- 
ing (knowne to be a morning better by the houre-glaſle, then by the day cleere. 
) bauing cun forrune ſo blindly, as.irſelfe euer was painted, leſt the concluſion 
ſhould nor anſwer to the reſt ofthe play,they weredriuen vpon arocke : which hid- 
den with thoſc outrageous waucs,did, as it were, cloſely di his cruell minde, 
till with an vabclecucd violence (but to them thar_haue tricd ir) the ſhip ran ypon 
irg and ſeeming willingertoperiſh:rhen zo hauc her courſe ſtayed , redoubled her 
blowes, till ſhe had broken her ſelfein piccesz andas it weretearing out her owne 
bowels to feed the ſeas greedindle,Jett nothing within it, but deſpaire of fafetie,and 
expedarion ofa lothſomecnd. There was to be ſcene thediucrſe maner of mindes 
indiſtreſſe : ſomefate yponthe top of thepoupe =—_ and wayling, till the Sea 
ſwallowed chem ; ſome one more able ro.abide * feare of death, cut his 
owne throat to preucnt drowning ; ſome prayed , and there wanted not of them 
which curſed,as if the heauens could notbemoreangry then they were.But a mon- 
ſtrous cry begotten of many roaring voyces, was ableto infetwith feare a minde 
thathad nor preuented it with thepower of reaſon. 

Burthe Priaces vſing the paſsions of fearing cuill, and defiring toeſcape, onel 
roſcrue the rule of vertue,not to abandon ones {clfe;lept to a rib of the ſhip, whi 
broken from hisfellowes,floted with more likclyhaod to doe ſeruice , then any o- 
ther limme of that ruinous bodie ; ypon which there had aalrcadicrwo 
thren, well knowne ſeruamts of theirs ; and ſtraight they foure were carried out of 
ſight, in that huge riſing of the Sea, from the reſt of rhe ſhip. Bur the peece they 
wereon (inking by little andlittle ynder chem, notable to ſupport the weightof 
ſo manie,thebrethren (the elder whereof was Leucippms, the younger Nelſwus) ſhe- 
wed chemſclucs right faichfull and gratefull ſcruants ynto them, gratcfull (1 Gy) 
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for this cauſe : Thoſe two gentlemen had beene taken priſons in the great warre 
the kingpt Phoreis made T heſſalia,in the time of Muſidorws his intancie ; and 
hauing d intoanother countrie ( though peace fell: after berweenc theſe 
Realmes) could not bedeliuered , becauſe of thar valour knowne, bur for a farre

make,in great expencesher ſelfrand peop purto inthoſe 
rar; anohaddkey —_ oo aur hive year when the rwo 
ouvg Princes (hearing ſpeeches of thei delerrs ) found meanes both by ſel. 
fig aliche lewcls they had of great price , and'by giuing wn fer 
eſtates when they ſhould come to be Kings ( which promiles their vertue promi- 
ſed for chem ſhould be kept) ro gat ſo much treaſure as redeemed chem from cap- 
tivitie. This remembred,and Eg by theſe rwo brothers, perchance 
helped by a naturall ductie ro cheir Princes bloud, they willingly left holde of the 
boord, commirring themſclues ro che Seas rags, and cucn whenthey meant to die, 
themſelucs praying for the Princes lines. Ir is true , that neither the paine nor

This doing fer forth no lefle his magnificence,then the other a did his magna- 
nimirie; ſorhat greatly praiſcd of all, &iuſtly bebucd of the new king,who1n all 
both words & behauiourproteſted himſelfe their Tenant, 8& Liegeran,they were 
drawnethenceto reuenge thoſe two ſeruants of theirs, of whole memorable faith, 
told you(moſt excellent Prunceſſe)in willingly giving themſelues to bedrowned for 
their fakes; but drowned indeede they were not, but gatewith painefull ſwimming 
ypona rocke : from whence(aftcr being come as necre famiſhing,as before drown- 
ing)the weather breaking yp,they were brought tothe maine land of Bithinia;the 
Eme countrie ypon which 3uſedorws alſo was fallen,bur not in ſo luckie aplace. 
For they were brought to the King of that countrey, a Tyrant alſo,not through 
ſþicion,greodineſſe,or reuengefulneſſe,as he of Phrygia,bur (ax I may termeit)of 
a wanton cruelty :inoonſtant in his choiſcof friends,or rather neucr hauing afriend 
= play fellow;of whom when he was weary he could nor otherwiſe tid him(elfe 
y illing them, giuing ſometimes prodigally,not becauſc hee louadthems 
whom hee gaue;bur becauſe hee luſted co giue : punuſhing, not ſo much for hate or 
anger,as becauſc he felrnor the ſmart of puniſhmene:: delighted tobce flattered, at 
for thoſe yertues which were not in him, at length making his vices vertues 
worthy the flattering : with like iudgemeort Puflagney hchad happened to. doe 
athing well, agwhen he had performed ſomenorable miſchiete;:;,,  ; 1 1+ 
Hee chaunced at that time ( for indeedelong timenonelaſted with him) rohaue 
next 
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nextin yſe about him, a man of the moſt enuious diſpoſition, that ( I thinke ) ever 
infeted the ayre with his breath, whoſceycs could nor lookerightypon any hap: 
ie man, nor cares beare the burthen of any bodies prayfe.: contrarie to the natures 
of all 6thet plagues, plagued withothers well being ; making happinclle the ground 
of his vnhappitieſſe,8 good newsthe argument of his ſorrow: in ſum,a man whole 
fauonr no thdn could winne, but by being miſerable. And fo , becatiſerheſe two 
faithfull ſcruants of theirs came in miſerable ſort rothat Coun, hewas aptenough 
at firſt ts fatiour theth ; and the king vnderſtanding of their aduenture, ( wherein 
they had ſhewed ſo conſtant afaith voto their Lordes (ſodaincly falles to take a 
pride in taking much of — chem with infinite prayſes,and pra 
himiſelfe in his heatt, in that he prayſed them, And by andby were they made g 
Coutriers, ad in the way of minions, when aduauncement ( the moſt of- 
ferice tocmne ) titted vp their former friend;roouerthrow his own worke in

Theſe brothers had. a 
while ſerued the king of Ponti;8-i0 all his affaires(cſpecially of warre,whereuaro 
they were onelyapt.) they had ſhewed, as, yoc courage, ſo arude faith- 
fulneſle: being men indeede by nature apter to the taulrs of rage, theu of deceity not 
greatly. ambirious, more then.to bee well and vprightly dealr with; rather impg- 
ticatof iniurie, then delighted with moxerhen ordiganie curgdlies; and in iniuics 
more ſenſible of'ſmarr or loſe, then of reproach ordiſgrace. Thelemen being of

ſeeing the country of Lydia ſo much deuored'ro Cupid,as that in cueryplace his na- 
ked piRtures and images were'ſuperſtitiouſly adored (either moued' thereunto by 
the cſteeming thar could beeno odhead, which could breede wickedneſle, or the 
ſhamefaſt conſideration of ſuch nakednefle)procured ſomuch ofherfarher,as vrter- 
lie to pull downe,and deface all thoſe ſtarures and pitures. Which hoy terribly hee 
punithed(for co that the Lyd;ans impure it) quickly after appeared. 

For ſhehad not liued a yeare longer,when ſhe was ſtricken with moſt obſtinare 
loue,to a young man but of meane parentage, in her tathers court,named Antiphi. 
lu-lo meane,as that he was but the ſonne of her Nutrſe;8 by that meancs(withour 
other deſcrt)became knowen of her. Now ſoecuill could ſhee conceale her fire, and 
ſo wilfully perſcuercd ſhe in it, chat her father offering herethe mariageof the great 
Tiridates king of Armenia(who deſired her-more thenthe ioyes of heauen)ſhe for 
Antiphilus ſake refuſed it. Many waycs herfather ſought ro withdraw her from it , 
ſometimes perſiwalions, ſometimes threatnings; once hiding Antiphiles, and giuing 
her to vaderſtand that he was fled the countrie:laſtly making aſolemne execution 
to bedone of another, vnder thename of Autiphiliu,whom hee kept inpriſon. Bur 
neither ſhe liked perſwaſions, nor feared threatnings,nor changed for abſence - and 
when ſhe thought him dead, fhee ſought all meancs (as well by poyſon as knife)ro 
ſend her ſoule,at leaſt;to be married in the'erernall Church with hun. This ſo brake 
thetender fathers heart, that(leauing chingsas hefound them)he ſhortly after died. 
Then forthwith Zr0na ( being ſeized of 'the crowne, and arming her will wich au- 
thoritie ) ſought roaduance her: affeQtion rothe holy ticle of Matrimonie.

her vpon his blefſi ing, neuerto askehim whathce' was, nor whither bavivorkd. 
And = grear while ſhe kept his commandeineargeitkonce, paſſing through'a cruell 
wilderneſle, as darke as pitch; RE ET tharſh "could not chuſc bur 
aske him thequeſtion. And then;hemaking the complaints that would 
haue melced a tree to hauc heard dans pf. mn : and andſhe lay downe, ca. 
ſting forth aspirifullcrics as any ſhtich:owle:Buchauinglaica ſo the raine, 
and burnt by the Sunne) fiuedayes,and fivenights,ſhe gat yp and went ouer many 
a high hill, and many a dcepe riuer;tillſhecameroan Aunts houfe of hers, 8& came, 
and re to her for his and ſheefdr Lars 16 Nur, & bad her never open 
her Nur,till ſhee was come to the extreameſt miſeriethar cuerton uld ſpeake 
of; Ando ſhee went,and ſhee wenr, andineuer reſted rhe cuening, whjotadweat tn 
the morning;till ſhe came tqafeednd Aunty Katy were, heranother Nur. 

Now good Mopſa(ſaid thelweere.Phrlocles) T pray thee ar my requeſt keepe this 
tale,till my eday, and I proiniſerhet tharthe beſt gowne I wearethat day 
ſhall be thine. Mopſa was veriegladoFrhat bargaine, elpccially har ir ſliould 
beſiuall Talc:othar Zelmane,whodeltedro findethe ner what det La 
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ynderſtood touching her ſelfe,8 hauing vaderſtood the danger of Erone(of which 
before ſhef had neucr heard ) purpolſing with her ſelfe ( as foone as this ie 
now was in , was brought to any effect, to ſuccourher, intreatcd againe, that ſhee 
might know as well the ſtory of Plangus, as of Erona. Philoclea referred it to her 
ſiſters perfeter remembrance : who withſo ſweete a voice,and ſo winning a grace, 
asin themſclues were of moſt forcible cloquenceto procure attention, in this man- 
ner to their cartieſt requeſt ſoone condiſcended. 
| Thefather of this Prince Plangw as yer lues,and is king of 1beria:a man(if the 
on ares of Plangws may be accepted) of no wicked nature, nor willinglydoing 
ill, without himſelfe miſtake rhe cuill, ſeeing ir diſguiſed ynder ſome forme of 
This Prince, being maricd ar the firſt ro a Princefſe ( who both from her 
aunccſters,and in her ſelfewas worthy of him ) by her had thisſonne Plangwe. Nor 
longafter whoſe birth, the Queene ( as though hee had performed the meſge for 
which ſhe was ſeat into the world)retuned againe yaroher maker. The king(ſaling 
yp all thoughts of loue vnder the image of her memory) remained a widdower 
many yeares after; recompencingthe griefeof that difioyning from her, in con- 
joyning in himſelfe both a fatherly and motherly caretoward her onely child Plan- 
1. Who being growne to mans age,as our owne cycs may iudge, could not but 
Fentlly require his fathers facherly education. 

This Prince(while yer theerrors in his naturewereexcuſcd by the greeneneſſe of 
his youth, which tooke all thefault ypon it ſelfe ) loued a priuate mans wife of the 
principall Citic of that ki if tha may bee called Lewhith he tather did 
take into himſelf willingly,then by which he was taken forcably.It ſfufficeth, that the 
yong man perſiyaded himſelfe he loucd hertſhe being awoman beautifull enough; 
if robe thatthe onely ourſidecan iuſtly entitle a beauitie. But finding ſuch a 
chaſe as oncly fledto be caught, rhe young Prince brought hisaffeftion with herts 
thac point, which ought ro yr roms in her hearr,& topaint ſhame ypon her 
face. Andio pofſeſthe his defire without any interuption;hee conſtantly fauouring 
her,and thee thinking, thatthe cnameling of a Princes name,might hide the ſpors 
of a broken wedlocke. But as I haucſecnc one that was ſicke of afleepi diſks, 
could not be made wake, but with pinching of him : ſo out of hisfinfull tus 


' minde( ynworthy o to bee loſt ) was norco bee cald to irfelfe, but by a ſharpe acci- 


dent. Te fell our,rhat his many-tumes m—_ the court(in yndue times) began rs 
denoted ; and (as Princes cares bee manifold ) from one to another came ynto the 
king z who(carcfull of his onely ſonne)ſought and found by his ſpies ( the aecela- 
riecuill ſeruantstoa king) whar it was, whereby hee was from his berrer delights fo 
pars ycrs Tr king(to gue his fault the greater blow)vſed ſuch meanes 
wings that he found them(her husband being abſenc) in her houſe 
together : which hiedid,to make rhem the more feelingly aſhamed of ir. And that 


Way he tooke, layi —_—— her,and vpon hi But the poore 
yourgPrinte(dronted with < amr anion ah if ir becucr lawfull tolls, it 
is for ones ay 15 Ty mg wit tobring his father to a better opinion. And 
becauſe he might bend him from that (ashe counted ic ) crooked conceir of her, he 
wreſted him,as much as heecould poſlibly,to the ocher.ſfide : nor ſticking with pro- 
digall proteſtations to (cr forth her chaſtitie; not denying-his owne attempr, bur 

the more extolling her yertuc. His Soptuſtric prevailed , his farher belcee- 
ucd,and ſo belecued,thar crelong ( though he were already ſtepr into the winter of 
his age)hic found himſclfe warme in thoſe deſires, which were in his ſonne far more 
exculable.To bec ſhort, hee gaue himllfe ouer yars it ; & becauſe hee would auoyd 
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he odiouscompariſon of a young riuall) ſent away his ſonne with an armic,toche 
ſubduing of a Decatead ntly led againſt him, which he knew could not be a 
lefle worke the of three or foure yeares. Wherein he behaued him ſo worthily, as 
euen to this countrie the fame thereof came, long before his owne comming: while 
yerhis farher had a ſpecdicr ſucceſſe,but in a farreynnobler conqueſt, For while 
Plangus was away ,theold man ( growing onely inage and affeCtion ) followed his 
ſuitewith all meancs of vnhoneſt ſcruants, large promiſcs,and cachthing elſe that 
might helpe to counteruaile his owne ynlouclindle. 

And ſhee ( whoſc husband aboutthar time died ) mo theablcnt Plangas, 
or at caſt not hoping of him toobraine ſo aſpiring a (c, left no Arte ynuled, 
which mighrkeepe the linefrom breaking, whereat was alreadic taken, nor 
drawing him violently,bur letting himplay himſclteypon the hooke,which hehad 
ſo greedily ſwallowed. For,accompanying her mourning garments with a dolefull 
countenance,yc neither forgetting handſomnefſle in her mourning garmentes,nor 
ſweeteneſſe in herdolefull countenance; her words wereeuer ſcaſoned with 
and any favour ſhe ſhewed, bathed in teares, thataffeQtion might ſee cauſe of pirie, 
& pitic might perſwade cauſe of affeion. And being grown skilful in his humors, 
ſhe was no leſſe skilfull in applying his humors ; neuer ſuffering his feare to fall to 2 
deſpaire,nor his hope tohaſtento an allurance : ſhee wascontenc hee ſhould thinke 
thar ſhe loued him;8 a certaine ſtolne lookeſhould ſometimes(as though itwere a- 
gainſt her will)bewray it: Bur if thereupon he grew bold, heſtreight wasencountred 
with a maske of yertue. And that which ſeemerh moſt impoſſible ynto mee ( for as 
neere as I can repeat it as Plangws told it)ſhe could not only figh when ſhe would as 
all can do,8 weep when ſhe would,as(rhey ay)ſome can do, ing moſt impus 
dent in her heart) ſhe could, when ſhe would, teach her cheekes bluſhing, and make 
ſhamefaſtneſie the cloke of ſhameleſneſle. In ſum, roleaucout many particularirics 
which herecired,ſhedid nor only yiclo the ſpurre,that his deſfireranne 0n;bur ſorhe 
bit, that it ran oncuen in ſucha carecre as ſhe would haue it;that within a while the 
king,ſceing with no other cycsbur ſuch as ſhee gaue him,and thinking on no other 
choughts,bur ſuch as ſhe caught him;hauing at firſt liberall meaſures of fauors,then 
ſhorcned of them, when molt his deſire was inflamed; heſaw no other way but ma- 
riage to ſatisfichis longing,& her mind(as hethought)louiog,but chaſtly louing:fo 
that by the time Plangws returned from being y victorious of the Rebels , he 
found his farher,not only maricd, bur alreadica father of a ſonne and a daughter by 
this woman. Which though P/zgw(as he bad cuery way iuſt cauſe)was greiued ar; 
yer did his p_ neuer bring forth cither contemning of her,or repini gat his fa- 

ther. Bur ſhee ( who belides was growne a morher, and a , did reade in 
his eyes her owne fault, 8 made his conſcience her guiltinefſe)chought ſtill thar his 

preſence caried hercondemanation:ſo much the more,as that ſheſynchaſtly 

ting his wontcd fancics, found(for the reucrence ofhis fathers bed)a birter refulol 

which breeding rather ſpite then ſhame in her,or if ir were a ſhame, a ſhame nor of 
the fault, but of the repulſe,ſhedid not only (as hating him)thirſt for a \bur 
(as fearing harme from him)cndeuored ro doc harme ynto him. Therefore did ihe 
try the vitermoſt of her wicked wit,how to ocurthrow him in the foiidation of his 
ſtrength,which was,in the fauour of his father : which becauſe ſhe ſaw ſtrong both 
in nature and deſert, itrequired the more cunninghow to yndermine it. And there- 
fore ( ſhunning theordinarietrade of hiccling Sycophants ) ſhee made her praiſes of 
him,to beaccuſations; and heraduancing him,to be his ruine. For firſt with w 
(necrer admiration then liking )ſhee wouldextoll his excelleacics, the goodlinefſe 
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of his ſhape, the power of his wit, the yaliantnefſe of his courage, the fortunarenefle 
of hus ſucceſles: lo as the father might finde in hera ſingular loue rowards him : nay 
ſhe ſhunned not to kindle ſome tew ſparks of icalouſiein him. Thus hauing gotten 
an opinion in his father, that ſhee was farre trom meaning miſchicfe tothe lonne, 
then fell ſhe to praiſe him with no lefſe yehemEcie of affe&tion,but with much more 
cunning of malice. For then ſhe ſersforth the libertie of his minde,thehigh Aying 


- of his thoughts,thefitneſſe in him to beare rule, the ſingular loue theſubiefts bare 


himzrhar ir was doubtfull,wherherhis wit were greater inwinning their fauours,or 
his courage in imploying their fauours:that he was not borne to luc a ſubieR-hfe, 
each aftion of his bearing in it Maeſtic;ſuch a kingly enterrainmenr,ſuch a kingly 
magnficence,ſuch a kingly heart for curerpriles : eſpecially remembriog thoſe ver- 
rues,which in a ſucceſſor are nomore honoured by the ſubiets, then ſuſpetted of 
the Princes.Then would ſhee by putting of obieftions, bring in obicCtions to her 
husbands head already infefted with ſuſpition. Nay(would ſhe fay)I dare take it vp- 
on my death,that he is noſuch ſonne, as many like might haue beene, who loued 
rcatnefle ſo well, as to builde their greatneſſe ypon their fathers ruine. Indeed Am- 
bition ke Loue, can abide nol1agring,andeuer vrgerh on his owneſuccelles ; ha- 
ting nothing, but what may ſtop them. Bu. the Gods forbid, wee ſhould cuer once 

dreame of any ſuchthing in him,who perhaps might becontent, that you and the 

world ſhould know,what he can do: but che more power he hath to hurr,the more 
admirable is his praiſe,thar hee will not hurt. Then cuer remembring to ſtrengthen 

theſuſpirion of his eſtate with priuare 1calouſic of her loue,doing him exceſſmeho- 

norwhen he was in preſence, and repearing his pretrie ſpeeches andgraces in his ab- 

ſence, befides,cauſing him to be imployd in all ſuch dangerous matters,as either he 

ſhould periſh in them,or if heprevailed, they ſhould increaſe hisglory : which thee 

made a weapon to wound him; vnrill ſhee found that ſulpmion began alreadie ro 

lpeake for it ſelfe,and that her husbands cares were gro oacliais of rumors,and 

lus eyes pry1ng into eueric accident. 

Then rookeſhe help to her of a ſeruant neere about her husband, whom ſhe knew 
tobee ot ahaſtic ambition, and ſuch a one, who wanung true ſufficiencie to raiſe 
him,would makea ladelcrof any miſchiefe. Him ſhce viech to deale more plaindy.. 
inalicadging cauſes of 1calouſie, making hum know the fitteſt rimes when her huſ. 
bandalreadiewas ſtirred that way. Ando they two,with diuerſe wayes , gouriſhed 
one humour, hike Muſitians,that ſinging duucrſe parrs, make one mulicke. He ſome- 
timewith fearefull countenance would defire the king to looketo himlelte; for thar 
all theCourtand Citric were full of whiſperinges, and expetarion of ſomeſudden 
change,vpon what ground himfelfe knew not Anotherrime he would counſel the 
kingto make much of his ſonne,and hold his fauour,torthat it was too late nowto 
keepehim vnder. Now ſeeming to feare himſelfe, becauſe ( hecefaid) Plangus loued 
noneof them that were great abouthis father. Laſtly, breaking with him directly 
(making a ſorrowfull countenance,and an humble geſture beare falſe witnelle for 
histrue meaning)that hee found, not onely ſouldiery, butpeople weary of his go- 


-ucrnement,and all their affeftion bent ypon Plangws.Borh he and the Queene con- 


curing inſtrangedreames and each thing clfe,thatin a minde ( alreadie perplexcd) 
might breede aſtoniſhment - ſo that within a while, all P/angus aftions began to bee 
tranſlated intorhe language of ſuſpition. 

Which though Plangws found, yer could he not auoid,cuen contraries being dri- 
uen todraw one yoke of argument : if he wete magnificent, he ſpent much with an 
aſpiring intent; if he ſpared, hee heaped much with anaſpiring intent : if he ſpake 
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curtcouſly,heeangled the peoples hearts : if hee were filent, hee muſed ypon ſome 
dangerous plot. In ſumme,if he could haue turned himſelte to as many formes as 
Proteus, eueric formeſhould haue bin made hidious. 

Butſo it fell out, that a mcere trifle gaue them occaſion of further proceeding: 
The king one morning,going to avineyard that lay a long the hill whereupon his 
caſtle ſtood, he ſaw a vine-labourer,thar f _ a bough broken; tooke a branch of 
the ſame bough for want of another thing,and tieditabout theplace broken. The 
King asking the fellow whar he did, Marry (ſaid he)I make the ſon bind the father. 
This word (finding the kiog already ſuperſtitious through ſuſpition)amazed him 
ſtreight, asa prelage of his owne fortune: ſo that, returning and breaking with his 
wife how much hee miſdoubted hiscſtate,ſhee made ſuch gaine-ſaying anſwers ag 
whilethey ſtrauc, ſtrauc to bee oucrcome, But cuen while the doubres moſt boyled, 
ſhee thus nouriſhed them. 

Shee vnder-hand dealt with theprincipall men of thar countrey,thar at the great 
Parliament( which was then to bec held ) they ſhould in the name of all the ſtares 
perſwade the king (being now ſtepr deepely into olde age)ro make __ aſlo- 
ciate in goucrnment with him aſſuring chem, that not onely ſhe would ioyne with 
them, bur that the father himſelfe would take it kindely ; charging them nor to ac- 
quaint Plangus withall;for that perhaps it might be harmefull ynto him,if rhe king 
ſhould findthat he were a pe CO ought they mightdo it,not only wi 
ligly,becaule they loucd him; and truely,becauſcſuch indeed was the minde of the 
people; bur ſafely, becauſe ſhee who ruled the king was agreed thereto ) accompli- 
ſhed her counſell : ſhee indeede keeping promiſe of yehement perſwading the ſame: 
which the moreſhee and they did;the more (hee knew her husband would feare,and 
hate the cauſe of his feare, Plangws found this, and humbly proteſted againſt ſuch 
defireor will to accept. But tht morehe proteſted, the more his father thought hee 
diſſembled,accounting his integritictobebut a cunning face of falſhood:8& there- 
fore delaying rhedefire of his ſubieRs,attended ſome fit occaſion to lay hands ypon 
his ſonne : which his wife brought thus to paſle. 

She cauſed the ſame miniſter of hers togocynto Plangws,8& (enabling his words 
with great ſhew of faith, and endearing them with deſire of ſecrecie ) ro tell him, 
that he found his ruine conſpired by his ſtepmother,with certaine of thenoblemen 
of that gguntrey, the king himſelfe giving his conſent, and that few dayes ſhould 
paſſe before the putting it in praftiſe : withall diſcoucring the' very tructh indeede, 
with what cunning his ſtepmother hadprocecded. This agreeing with Plangwe his 
owne opinion, made him giuchim thebetter credit: yetnot ſo farre,as toflic out of 
his countrie(according to the naughtic fellowes perſwaſion) but to attend , andto 
ſce further. Whereupon the fellow (by the direfion of his miſtreſſe)rold him one 
day,thatthe ſame night abour one of theclocke,the king had appointedro hauchis 
wife,andthoſe noble men rogerher,to deliberateof theirmanner of proceedings 
goin Plangwus: and therefore offered him, that if himſelfe would agree, hee would 


ring him intoa place where hee ſhould heareall that ; and ſo hauc the more 
reaſon both to himſelfe,and to the world, to ſceke his .The poore Plangw(bt- 
ing ſubie& to that onely diſaduantage of honeſt hearts,credulity)was perſwaded by 
him : & arming himſclfe(bccauſe of his lategoing)was cloſely conueyed into the 
place appointed. In the meane time, his ſtepmothcr, making all her geſtures cun- 
ningly counterfaita miſerable afflition,ſheelay almoſt groueling on the flooreof 
her chamber, nor ſuffering any body to comfort her;ynrill they calling for herhuſ- 
band,and hee held off wii inquiric, at length,ſhee told him(cucn almoſt cry- 
ing 
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ing out cucric word )-that ſhce was wearie of herlife, fince ſhee was brought to thar 
luoge,cither co conceale her husbands murther,or accuſe her ſonne, who had cuer 
þeene moredearc, then a ſonne ynto her. Then with many interruptionsend ex- 
clamationsſheetold him, that herſoane Plangws ( ſollicicing her in & olde affetti- 
on betweenethem ) had beſought her to on ro her helping hand tothe death of 
the King ; aſſuring her, that though all the lawes in the world were againſt ir, hee 
would matricher when hee were King. | 
She had corfully aid chus much, with many pitifull digreſſions,when in comes 
the fame fellow,that brought Plangws : and runninghimſelfe our of breath, fell ar 
che kings feete, beſeeching him to ſaue himſelfe , for that therowas a man with a 
ſword drawne inthenextroome.The king aftrighred,went our,8 called his guard, 
who catring the place, found indeed Planvgws with his ſword in his hand, but not 
naked, yer ſtanding ſuſpiciouſly inough, to one already ſuſpicious. The king 
(thinking hee had put yp his ſword becauſe of the noiſe) neuer tooke leaſure to

ric exile, then to makehis tathers death thepurchaſe of his life : and therefore went 
heto Tiridates;whole mother was his fathers ſiſter, liuiag in* his Court cleuen or 
tweluc yeares,cucr hoping by his intercefſion,and\his owne deſert, to recouer his 
fathers grace. Aethe endof which ume, the warre of Erone happened, whichmy 
liter, with the cauſetherof , diſcourſed varo you.) 5*' (kt 
But his fathcr had ſo deeply engraued the ſuſpitivn in His heare,thathe 
wi hc rather roproceed of a fearefull guilrineiſe,thew'of an humble faithfullnes, 
and recontinucd his hate, with ſuch ychemencic,that he did cucn hate his 
Nephew T iridazes, and afterwards hisneece Artaxie;'becaule in-his Court here- 
ceived countenance , leauing no. meanes:ynatrempted of deſtroying his ſonne , 
among otheremploing that wicked ſcruant of his, who yndertooke to empoiſon 
him. But his cunni ſed himnos ſowell, bur that the watchfull ſeruants- of 
Plangws did roms, bo Whereupon the wretch was taken, and ( before his well 
deſerucd cxccution ) by tortureforced to confeſle the particularitics of this, which 
ingenerall I hauc told you. c7>1); EP 
Which cofeſlion aichendcaly ſer downi(though T#zdates with ſolemne cmbaſ(- 
lage ſcatto theking ) w tnocffc&. Forthe king-hauing put the reines of the 
goucrnment into his wiucs hand, ncuerdid ſo much as reade it; bur ſcntir ſtreighe 
by her to be conſidered. So'as they rathier heaped more harred ypon'Plangws forthe 
death of rheirſeruant. And now finding;thar his abſence,8 rheiv reports had much 
diminithed the waucting peoples affeQtion-towardes Plangwy with aduancing fir 
pa for fation,and ing great immunities to-the commons, they preuai- 
ſo farre,astocaulc the ſonne of the ſecond wile ,) called Palladius,to bee proclai- 
med lucceſlour, & Plorgws quite excluded: lo thar Plawgus was driuen to continue 
his ſcruing T iridates,as he did un the warre againſt Zrowa,8 broughthome Artaxia, 
as my liſter told you;when'Erone by the treaſon of Awviphilus,Bur at that word ſhee 


Nopped. For Buſiline ( not able longer to abide their abſence!) came ſuddenly 
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among them,& with ſmiling countenance ( telling Zelmane he wasaffraid ſhe had 
ſtolen away his daughters) inuired them to follow the Sunnes counſel in going 
then torheir lodging;for indeede rhe Sunne was ready to ſer. They yeelded, Zelmane 
meaning ſore other time to ynderſtand the ſtory of An1iphilus treaſon, & Eremng 
daunger,whoſe cauſc ſhce greatly rendred. Bur Miſo had no ſooner eſpied Baſiligs, 
bur as ſpitefully,as her rotten voice could ytter it, ſhee ſer forth the ſaucineſſe of 
Amphialus.But Baſilius only attended what Zelmanes opinion was: who though ſhe 
harcd Amphialus,yet the nobility of her courage preuailed ouer it, & ſhe deſired hee 
might be pardonedthat yourhfull error, conſidering the reputation hee had,to bee 
one of the beſt-knights in the world ; ſo as heetcafrerhee gouerned himſclte,as one 
remembring his fault. Baſilirs « giuing the infinice tearmes of prayſes ro Zelmayes 
both yalour in conquering, and pirifulneſſe in pardoning, commaunded no moxe 
wordesto beemadeof ir,lince ſuch he thought was her pleaſure. 

So brought he them vp to viſite his wife, where berweene herand him, the poore 
Zelmane receiued a tedious cntertainement ; opprefled with being loued,almolt ag 
much,as with louing. Baſil; not ſo wiſe in couering his paſſion, could make his 
tongue gocealmoſt no other paſe, but torunne into thoſe immoderare praiſes, which 
the Doliſh Louer thinkes ſhorr of his Miſtreſſerhoughthey reach farrebeyond the 
heauens. Bur Gynecia (whom womanly modeſtie did morc outwardly bridle ) yet 
did oftentimes yſe the aduantage of her ſexe in kiſſing Zelmane as ſhe late ypon her 
bed-ſide by her ; which was bur ſtill more and moreſweete incenſe , to caſt ypon 
the fire wherein her heart. was ſacrificed : Once Zelmane could nor ſtirre, bur ! o60 
(as if they had beene poppers;whoſe motion ſtood only vpon her pleaſure) Baſilins 
with ſcruiceable ſteppes,Gynacia with greedie eyes would tollow her.Baſilias minde 
Gynecia well knew,8 could havie found inher hearttolaughar,if mirth could hae 
born any proportion with her forrunc. Butall Gynecias ations were interpreted b 
Baſilins , as proceeding from icalouſicof his amourouſnefle. Zelmane betwixt 
(like the poore childe, whioſe father,whilehe bearcs him,will make him belecue it is 
forlouc, or like theſickeman, to whom the Phiſition fivcares, the ill-raſting wal- 
lowiſh medicinehe proters, is of agoodtaſt ) theirloue washaretull, their curceſie 
rtroubldome, their preſence cauſe ot her abſence thence,where nor onely hee light, 
but her life conliſted. Alas (thoughrſhe to her ſelſc)deare Dorws,whar oddes is 
betweenethy deltinic & mine? For thou haſt rodocinthy purſunebur with ſhep- 
herd folkes,who trouble thee with a little enuious care, & atteftcd diligence;But 
I ( belides that I hauc now M1iſo the worſt of thy diuels,ler looſe ypon 0 Gar 
ted on by Princes, and watched by the two wakefull eyes: of Louc:and lealouſie. 
Alas incomparable Ph;loclea,thou cuer ſeeſt me,bur doſnener ſeeme asI am:thou 
hearcſt willingly all that I dare ſay,and I dare not fy that which were moſt fir for 
thee to heare. Alas who cuer but I was, impriſoncd in/libertic, and baniſhed being 
ſillpreſent ? To whom but me hauelouetsbeene jaylours, and honor a captiuitic? 

Bur che nighe coming onwith her flene ſteps ypon them, they partedeach from 
other ( if at leaſt checould be patted,of whom cucry onedid liucin another: )-and 
went.about toRatrer fieep witli their beds, that diſdainedto beſtouy it ſelfe liberally 
vponluch eyes which by their will would eucrbe looking: & in leaſt meaſure ypon 
Gynecia.Who(when Baſilims after long toffing wasgattanaſleepe,andrhe cheerfulf 
comfort of the lights remoucd from her)khceling vp inherbed, began witha ſoft 
voice, & ſwolnichiart,to renuethe curſes of her birthy 8 then in a manercmbracing 
herbed;ah chaſteſt bed of mine(@aid ſhe)whith neuer heretofore. couldſt accuſe me 
ofone defiled thoghr, how cant tou now recciucthisdilaſtred changdlingthappy, 
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happy be chey only which be nor: & thy bleſſednes only inthis reſpe chou maieſt 
et 


hat thou haſt no feeling. With that ſhee furiouſly tare off great parr of her 
fairchaire : Take here forgorten yerrue(faid ſhe) this miferablefacrifice, while my 
ſoule was clothed with modeſtie,that was a comely ornament : now why ſhould 
nature crowne that head, which is ſo wicked, as her onely delire is, ſhee cannot bee 
enough wicked?*More ſhe would hauc faid, bur that Baſi/ius(awaked with the noiſe) 
rooke her1n his armes, and began tocomforr her ; the good-man thinking,it was 
all for a icalous loue of him : which humour if ſhec would alittle have mantay- 
ned, perchance it might haue weakned his new conceiued fancies, Bur he finding 
her anſwers wandring from the purpole, left herto her ſelfe{glad the nexrmorning; 


 rotake theaduantage of afſleep,which a little before day ouerwatched with ſorrow, 


her tearcs had as it were ſcaled ypin her cyes) ro hauethe more conference with 
Zelmane : who baited on this faſhion by theſe two louers, and euer kept from any 
meane to declare her flfe , foundin her ſelfe a daily increaſe of her violent delires, 
like arivet the more ſivelling, the more his currene 1s ſtopped. 
The chiefe recreation ſhecould finde in her anguiſh, was ſomerimeto viſit tha 
p_ firſt ſhe was ſo happy as to ſee the cauſe of her ynhap. There would ſtic 
iſſe the ground, 8 thanke therrees, bleſſethe ayre, 8 doe dutifull renerence tocue- 
ry thing that ſhee thought did accompany her at their firſt meeting : then rerurne 
againe to her inward thoughts ; ſomerime diſpaire darkning all her wnaginations, 
ſometimes the aftiue of louechcering and cleering ho invention, how to 
ytbarre that comberſome hindrance of her wo ill matched louers. But this mor- 
ning Bafil:ws himſelfe gaue her good occaſion to goe beyond chem. For hauing 
combd and trickt himſelfe more curiouſly, then any time forty winters before, 
comming where Zelmane was, hee found her giuen ouerto her muſicall Mules, to 
the great pleaſure of the good olde Baſilims , who retired himſelfe behinde a Tree, 
while ſhee with a moſt ſiyeete yoice did yrrer thelepaſſionare verſes.

' Boſilis rrade to great haſt from beyond the trees, till hee perceiued ſhe had fully 
ended her muſicke. Bur chen loth to looſe the precious fruire of nmr we rage 
himſelfe vnto her, fallingdowne vpon bochhis knees *! & holding vp his hands,as 
the old gouerneſſe of Danar is painted, when ſhee ſuddenly ſaw the golden ſhowre, 
Oheaucnly woman, or carthly Goddeſſe(ſaid hee)ler nor my preſence bee odious 
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eyes rodeſcend ypon this miſcrable old man, whoſe life hath hitherto bin mantay. 
ned but to ſcrueas an increaſe of your beautifull triumphs. You onely haue oucr- 
throwne me, & in my bondage conſiſts my gloric.Sulfer not your own worke to be 
deſpiſed of you,butlooke ypon him with putty, whoſe life {crucs for your prayſc, 
Zelmane (keeping a countenance alcauſes ſhe ynderſtood him not) told him, It be- 
came her cuill ro ſuffer ſuch cxcefliue reuerence of him, but that ir worſebecame her 
to corre him, to whom ſhe owed duty : that the opinion ſhe had of hiswiſedome 
was ſuch,as made her cſteeme greatly of his words ; but that the words themſclues 
ſoundedfo,as ſhe could not imagine what they might intend. Intend ? aid Boſch 
( proud that that was brought in queſtion) what may they intend, but a 7 
my ſoulc,& a ſwaging of my hear,& cnioying thole your. excellencies, wherein 
my life is vpheld, 8 my death threatned? Zelmane lifting yp her face,as if ſhe had re. 
ceined a mortall iniury of him; And is this the deuotion your ceremonics haue bi 
beat yato? aid ſhe : Is it the difdaineof my eſtate, or the opinion of my lighcncſle, 
that hauc emboldned ſuch baſe fancies towards mee ? Enioying quoth you? now 
little ioy come to them that yeeld to ſuch cnioying.Poore Baſilius was lo appalled, 
thathis leggs bowed yader him;his cies lookt as though he would gladly hide him- 
{elfc;8 his old bloud going to his hart,a generall ſhaking all ouer his body poſſcfied 
him. Aclengjh with a wan mouth, hee was about to giue a ſtarmering anſwere, 
whea it came into Zelmanes head by this deuiſe to make her profic of his tolly; and 
therefore with a relented countenance, thus faid ynto him : Your wordes ( mighti 
Prince ) were vnfic cither for moto heare,or yau to ſpeake : bur yerthe large teſti- 
monic I ſceof your affetion makes me willing to ſuppreſle a great number of cr- 
rots.Only thus much I thinke good to ſay hat thelamewordes in my Lady Phile- 
cleas mouth, as from one woman to another { ſoas there were no body.by ) 
might hauc had a better grace; and perchance haue found a gentler recci | 
Baſilius ( whoſe ſenſes by defire were held open, and conceipt was by louc quick- 
ned ) heard ſcarcely halfe her anſwere out, but that ( asif ſpeedy flight might ſaue 
his life ) hee turned away , and ranue withall the {peede his bodie 1 ſuffer 
him towards his daughter Philoclea : whom hee found at that time dutifully wat- 
ching by her mother, and Mjſocurioully watching her ; having lefc tro doe 
the like ſeruice to Pamela. Baſilius forthwith ur ee e(withall the con- 
iuring words which Deſire could cadite and Authoritic ytrer ) belought her ſhee 
would preferue his life, in whom herlife was begun; ſhe would ſauc his gray haires 
from rebuke, and his aged minde from deſpaire;that if ſhee were not cloyed winh 
his companic,and thatſhee thought not the carth aucr-burthened with him , ſhee 
would coolc his fieric gricfe, which was to bedone but by her breath. Thar in fine, 
wharſocuer hce was,he was nothing bur what it pleaſed Zelmane, all the powers of 
his ſpirit depending of her : thartifſhe jebarda. wh. could no more ſuſtainc 
his life, then the earth remaine fruitfull in the Sunnes continual abſence. He con- 
cluded ſhee ſhould in one pay ment require all his deſerts : and that ſhee needed not 
diſdaineany ſeruice (though neuer ſo meanc) which was warranted by the lacred 
narne of a father. Ph;loclea more glad then cuer ſhee had knowen her ſelfe,thar ſhee 
might by this occaſion,cnioy the priuare confereace of, Zelmane, yethad lo fweete 
a feeling of vertue in her minde, char ſhee would nor ſuffera vile colour to bee caſt 
ouer her faire thoughts,but with hamblegraccanſyered her farher-That there nee- 
ded ncicher promiſe nor perſwaſion to her, to make herdoc ber ytrermoſt for her 
fathers ſcruice : that for Zehmanes fauour ; ſhee would in all yerruous fort ſecke 
it towards hin : and that as ſhee would not. pierce further into hismeaning, then 
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himſelfe ſhould declare, ſo would ſhee interpret all hisdoings to bee accompliſhed 
in goodneſſe : & therefore delired ( if orherwile ir Se he woftild nor —_ 
ittohcr,who then ſhould be forced to begiu( by true obedience) a ſhew of diſobe- 
dience: rather performing his geacrall commaundemeut, which had cuerbeene,co 
embrace yertue, then any new particular,ſj out of paſſion,8 contrarie to the 
former. Baſilizs content to take thar, ſincehee could haue no more (thinking ic a 
great int,if by hermeancs, he could ger buc a more free accefle vnto Zelriane )al- 
lowed het reaſons, and tooke her proffer thanketully deſiring only a ſpeedy returne 
of comfort. Philoclea was parting, 8& Myſo ſtreightbehind her,like 4/eo follow 
Proſerpina;But Baſitizs forced her to ſtay,though wich much adoe, he being ſharpe- 
ſet thefulfilling of a krewd office, in ouerJooking Phrlocles: and hid to Baſe. 
lis,chat ſhe did as ſhewas commaunded; andcould not anſwere it roGywecia,if (he 
were any whit from Philocles : tiling him truc, thar he did cuill ro rake her charge 
from her. Bur Bafilexs ( fweating he would pac out her eyes, if ſhee fircd a foote to 
trouble his da ) gaue her aſtop for thac while. 

So away departed Philoclea,wich a new field of fancics forher trauailing minde: 
Forwell ſhe aw her father was growne her aductle partie, and yer her fortune ſuch, 
as ſhee muſt favour her Riuall; and the foreune of that fortune ſuch, as neither thag 
did hurt her,norany contrary meanc I.

But Philoclea ( whoſe delight of hearing and ſeeing was before a ſtay from 
interrupting her) gauc her ſcife to bee ſeeneynto het,with ſuch alighting beautie 
vpon Zelmane that neither ſhe could looke on, nor would looke off, Ar laſt Phile- 
clea ( having alittle nuſed how to cut the threede cuen, berweche let owne hope. 
lefle affeftion, and her fathers vnbridled hope ) with eyes,checkes, and lips ( where- 
of cach ang their part, to make ypthe harmonic of baſbfulneſſe ) began to fay, 
My father to whomT owe my ſelfc,&rheteforezwhen, Zelmane (making a woma» 
niſh habireroberhe Armour of her boldneſke, giuing vp her life ro the lips of Phi- 
loclea, and taking it againe by the ſwectenefle of kiſſes ) humbly e 
her to keepe herſpeechfor a while within the Paradiſe of her minde. For well 
knew her fathers errand, who ſhould ſoone recciue a ſufficient anfwere. Bur now 
ſhee demaunded leaue not to looſe this long ſought-for commoditicot time, to 
eaſc her heart thus farre,that'if in her agonics her deſtinie was to be condemned by 
Philocleas mouth, ar leaſt Philockea might know, whom ſhee had condemned. Phils. 
clea cafily yeelded ro graunt her owne deſire : and ſo making the greene banke the 
ſicuacion, and theriner rhe profpe&t of the moſt beautifull buildings of nature, 
Zelmane doubting how to begin, though her thoughts alreadic had runneto/the 
end, with a mindefearing the vnworthineſſe of cuery word that ſhould be preſen- 
ted toher cares, at length'br6ughrir forth in this manner.

Bur bee not, bee not ( molt excellent Ladie ) you 
that nature hath made to bee the Load-ſtarre of comfort, bee not the Rocke of 
ſhipwracke : you whom verrtuc hath made the Princeſleof felicitie, be notthe mi- 
niſter of ruinc : you whom my choile hath made the Goddeſle of my fafcrie, 6 ler 
nor,let not, fromyou bepowred ypon me deſtrution. Your faire face hath many 
tokens in it of amazement ar my words : rhinke then what his amazement is, from 
whence = come: ſince no words can carry with them the life of the inward fee- 
ling.

The ioy which wrought into Pigmalions minde , while hee found his beloued 
image was ſofter,and warmer in his foldedarmes, till at length itaccompliſhed his 
gladneſle with a perfe womans ſhape(ſtill beaurified with the former perfeions) 
was cuen ſuch;as by cach degree of Zelmanes words creepingly centred into Philo. 
clea:till her pleaſure was fully made yp with the mani ing of his being ; which 
was ſuch as in hope did ouercome Hope. Yer Donbt would faine haueplayd his 
partin herminde, and cald in queſtion, how ſhee ſhould bee aſſured that Zelmane * 
was Pyrocles.But Loue _ ſtood vp & depoſed, tharalye could not come from 
the mouth of Zelmane. $; a certaineſparke of hotiour,which coſe in her well 
diſpoſed minde,made her feare tobe alone with him, with whom aloneſhee deſired 
to be(withall the othercontradiQtions growing in thoſemindes, which neither ab- 
folutely clime therocke of Verrue, not treely ſinke into'the Seaof Vanitic)but that 
> foone gaue place,oratleaſt gaue no-morelight in her minde, then a candle 

thin the Sunnes preſence. Buteuen ſicke with a furfeir of ioy,8& fearctull ofſhe 
knew not what ( ashe that newly finds huge treaſures, doubrs whether he fleepe or 
n0;0r like a fearfull Deere, which then looks moſt aborit, when hecomes to the beſt 
feede) with a ſhrugging kinde of tremor through all her principall partes, ſhee gaue 
thee affetionate an for anſwere. Alas, bow painefallathing itis to a deuided 
mind to make a wel-ioyned anſwere? how hard it is to bring inward ſhame to our- 
ward confefſion? ayd what handſomnes trow you can bee obſerued in that ſpeech, 
which is madeoneknowes notro whom? Shall I 'ay'6 Zelmane? Alas your wordes 
be —_ ic.Shall I Cay Pritice Pyroctes? wretch that T'am, your ſhew is manifeſt a- 

Inſt it. Bur this, this ! may well ſay ; If Thad continued as Tought, Phi/oclea, you 
either neuerbeene, or cuer beene Zelmiane : you had either neuer attempred this 
change,ſet on with hope, or never diſcouerct'ir,ſtoptwith diſpaire.Bucl feareme, 
my bchauiour ill gouerned, gaue-yourhe firſt comfort + T feare mee, tny affeion i! 
hid,hath giuen youthis laſt afforance:I feare indeede,theweakneſſe of my gouern- 
ment before, made you thinke fuch a maske would be gratetfull ynto me : and my 
weaker gouettiment lince, makes you to pull off the viſor. WhatſhouldT doe then? 
fhall Teeke farre-ferched inventions ? ſhall T labour rs lay marble colours oucr my 
ruinous thoughes?or rathet though the pureneſle of my vitgin-mind be ſtained, ler 
mekerpe the true fimplicity of: my word. True it is,alas toorrue it 1s,0 Zehmare(tor 
{ol lone tocall thee,fince in that name my loue firſt begai,and intheſhade of char 
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tame my loucſhall beſt lic hidden) that cucn while ſothouwert ( what eyehe. 
witched mee I know not ) my paſſions were fitter rodelire,then ro bee deſired. Shall 
I ay then, I amſoric,or that my louc muſt be rarned to hate, ſince thou art turned to 
Pyrocles ? how may that well bee ? fince when thou were Zelmane,the diſpaire thou 
mighteſt not be thus,did moſt torment me. Thou haſt then the yiRoric: ye it with 
vertue. Thy vertue wan me; with ycrtue preſerue me. Doeſt thouloue me ? keepe 
me then ſtill worthy to be loued. 

Then held ſbe her rongue,and caſt downe aſclfc-acculing looke, finding,thar in 
her ſelfe ſhee had ( as it were ) ſhot our of the bow of her affeftion, a more quicke 
opening of her minde,then ſhe minded to hauc done. But Pyrocles fo caried vp with 
ioy,that he did not enuy the Gods felicitie,preſented her with ſome icwels 0 right 

rincely yalue,as ſome little rokens of hus louc and qualitic : and withall ſhewed 

erletrers from his father King Ewarchws, ynto him, which cuen in the Sca had a- 
mongeſt hi iewels bin prelerued. But little needed thole proofes toone,who would 
hauctalne out with her (clfe, rather then make any contrary conicurcs to Zelmanes 
ſpeeches;(o that with ſuch imbracements,as it ſcemed their ſoules deſired to mecte, 
and their hearts to kiſle,as their mouthes did, they paſled the promiſe of mariage: 
which faine Pyrocles would hauc (caled with the chicte armes of his dikes; Tu 
Philoclea commaunded the contrarie.  - 

And then at Philocleas intreatic, who was willing to nc all occaſions of 

remaining with Zelmane,ſhe told her the ſtory of her life the time of theirde- 
ing from Erona,tor the reſt ſhe had already ynderſtood of her ſiſter. For,ſaid ſhe, 
T han, ynderſtoode, how you firſt in the companicof your noble coulin Muſidorae, 
parted from Theſſalia,and ot diuers Mw gs +3 with no more danger chen 
glory you paſſed through, till your comming tothe ſuccour of the Queene Erens; 
and the end of that warre(you might perceiue by my ſelfe) I had ynderſtood of the 
Prince Plangw.Butwhat {lnce was the courſe of your doings, vnull you came; after 
ſo many viories,to make a conqueſt-ot poore mee, that I knowe-not; the fame 
thereof hauing rather ſhewed it by peeces,then delivered any full torme of it: There- 
fore,dcare Pyrocles(for what can my carcs be ſo {weerly fed with,as to heare you of 
you)belibcrall yaro me of thoſerhings, which hauc made you indeedeprecious to 
che world:and now doubt not totell of your perils, for ſince I haue you heere out 
of them, cucn the remembrance of them is pleaſant. Pyrocles calily perceiucd ſhee 
was content with kindanefle,to pur off occaſion of further kindneſſe ; wherein Loue 
ſhewed himſelfe a cowardly.buy, that durſt nor attempt for feare of offending. Bur 
rather Louc proucd himſelfe valiant, that durſt with the (worg of reuerent dutic 
gaine-ſtand the force of ſo many enraged deſires, Bur ſo it was, that though hee 
knew thisdiſcourſe was to entertaine hum from a moreſtraightparley,yer he durſt 
not bur kiſſe hisrod,& gladly make much of thatentertainement whichſhe allotted 
earo him:& therctore with a deſirous figh chaſtening his breaſt for roo much deli 
ring ; Sweete Princefle of my life, ſaid hee, what 'Trophees, what Triumph, what 
Monumentes,what Hiſtories might cuer make my fame yecld ſo ſweer a Muſick to 
my eates,as that 1 pleaſerh you to lend your mindetothe knowledg, of any thing 
couching Pyrocles,oncly therefore of yalue,becauſc he is your Pyrocles ? And there- 
fore grow I now ſoproud, as to thinkeirworth the hearing, ſich youyouchſafcto 
giue it the hearing. I herefore ( onely heighr of my hope) vouchlafero know,rhat 
aftcrthedcach of T iridates,and (crtling Eron inher gouernement, for ſerled welett 
her, howſocuerlſince ( as I percciued by your ſpeech the laſt day) the engages 
trcaſon of herll-choſen husband ouerthrew her;a thing intruth never til thi _ 
| / 
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by mecither heard,or ſuſpefed:for whocould chinke, without having ſuch amind 
as Antiphilus, that ſo great a beauticas Eron5 ( indeede excellent) could not haue 
hold his affeion ? ſo great goodnelle could not haue bouud gratefulneſe 2 and 
ſo high aduauncement could nothaue ſatisfied hi@ambirtion ? But therefore true 
itis, that wickedneſſe may well bee compared to a bortoralefle pir, into which ir is 
farre eaſier to keepe ones ſelfe from falling, then being tallen,togiue ones ſelfe any 
ſtay from falling infinitely. Butfor my couſin and mee, ypon this cauſe wee parted 
from Erona.w- 

Euardes (the braveand mightiePrince,whom it was my fortune to kill in the 
combat for Erona) had three Nephewes , ſonnes to aſiſter of hus, all three ſer a- 
mong the formoſt rankes of Famefor great mindes to atrempr, and great force ro 
performe what they did attempt, eſpecially the eldeſt, by name Anaxine, ro 
whom all men would willingly haue yeelded the height of prayſe, bur thathis na- 
ture was ſuch,as to beſtow it ypon himſclfe, before any could giue ir. For of ſo yn- 
ſupportable apride hee was, that where his deedes might well ſtirre enuie, his de- 
meanour did ratherbreede difdaine. And if it be truc that the giants euer made warre 
againſt heauen, he had beene a fit enſigne bearer for that company.For nothing ſee- 
med hard to him,though impoſſible; and nothing vaiuſt,while his liking was his 
juſtice. Now he in theſe wars had flatly refuſed hisayd;becauſc hecould nor brook, 
that the worthic Prince Plangns was by his coulin T iridates preferred before him. 
For allowing no other weights,but the (word and ſpeare in iudging of deſert, how 
much hee cſteemed himſelte before Plangws in that, fo much would hee haue had 
his allowance in hus ſeruice. 

But now that he ynderſtood that his vncle was ſlaincby me,I think rather ſcorne 
that any ſhould kill his yncle; then any kindenefſe{(an yn-vſed gueſt to anarroganrt 
ſoule) made him ſecke his reuenge ; I mult confeſſe in manner gallant cnough. For 
he ſent achallenge yoto meto mect him art a place appointed, inthe confines of the 
kingdomeof Lycia,where hewould proue vpon me,thatI had by ſometreacheric 0- 
uercomehis yncle, whomelſemany OM. ſuch as I, could nor haue withſtood, 
Youth and ſucceſle made me willing cnough to accepr any ſuch bargaine,cſpecial- 
ly,becauſeI had heard char your coulin Amphialus (who far ſome yeres hath borne 
vniverſally the name of che beſt knighr inthe world)haddiuers times fought with 
him,and ncuer beene able ro maiſter him , bur ſo had left him, that cucric man 
thought Anaxius in that one verrue of curtelie farre ſhort of him, in all other his 
match; Anaxius ſtill deeming himſelfe for his ſuperiour. Therefore ro him I would 

oc,and I would needs goe alone, becauſe ſo I ynderſtoode for certaine, he was;and 
(I muſt confeſle)defirous todocſomerhing without the company of the incompa- 
rable Prince Muſidorws,becauſe in my heart I acknowledgethat I owed more ro his 
preſence,then to any thing 1n my ſelfe, whatſocuer before 1 had done. Forof him 
indeed (as of any worldly cauſe)I ——_—_— receiued, what cuer there is,or may 
begood in me. He taught mee by word, and beſt by cxample,giuing mee in himfo 
liuely an image of vertue,as ignorance could not caſt ſuch miſt over mine cyes ; as 
not to ſee,and to loue it;and all with ſuch deare friendſhip and care , as ( 6 heauen) 
how can my lifecuer requiteyaro him?which made meindeed find in my ſelfe ſuch 
a kind of depending ypon him,as without him I found aweakneſlſe,and a miſtruſt. 
fulneſſe of my ſelfe,as one ſtrayed from his beſt ſtrength, when atany time I miſt 
him. Which humour perceiving to oucr-rule me,] ſtraue againſt itz nor that I was 
yawilling to depend vpon him in iudgement,burt by weakndle I wauld not;which 


though icheld mc to him, made me ynworthy of him. Therefore I defired his —_ 
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and obtained it;ſuch confidence hee had in me, preferringmy repuration before his 
owne tenderneſle;and ſopriuately went from him, he determining(as after I knew) 
in ſecret manner, not-to = farre from the place, where wee appointed to meete,ro 
preuentany foule play that might bee offered ynto mee. Full loth was Erona to ler 
vsdepart from her(as it were ) {ore feeling theharmes which after fell ro her. Bur 
(rid fully from thoſecumbers of kindneſle,and halfe a dayes iourncy in my way to- 
ward 4naxius) met an aduenture,which ( though in it ſelfe of ſmall importance) 
I will tell you at large, becauſe by the occaſion thereof I was brought to as great 
cumber and danger,as lightly any might eſcape. 

As I paſt thcougha Laund(cach {ide whereof was ſo bordered both with high 
timber trees, and copſes of farre more humble growth, thar ir might cally bring a 
ſo.1tary minde to looke for no other companions then the wild burgelles of thefor. 
reſt } I heard cerraine cryes, which comming by pawles to mine cares from within 
the wood of theright hand , made mee well aſlured by the greatneſſe of the crie, 
itwasthe voice of a man, though it were a yenie vamanlike yoice, ſoto crie.But 
making mine cares my guide; I left nor many trees behinde mee, before I ſaweat 
the botrome of one of them agentleman, bound with many garters hand & foot, 
ſo as well hee might rumble and rofle, bur neither runne nor reſiſt hee could. Vpon 
him (like ſo many Eagles vpon an Oxe)were ninc Gentlewomen truely ſuch, as 
one might well cnough ay, they were handſome. Each of them held bodkins in 
their hands, wherewith continually they pricked him, hauing beene before hand 
ynarmed of any defencefrom the waſte ypward,burt onely of - ſhirt -: (o as the 
poore man wept and bled, cried and prayed, while they ſported themlelues in his 
paine,and dclighted in his prayers asthe arguments of their yitorie. 

I was moucd tocompaſlion , and ſo much the more that he ſtraight cald ro mee 
for ſuccour,defiring mecar leaſt ro kill him, rodeliuer hum from thoſe tormenters, 
Bur before my ſelte could reſolue, much lefleany other tell what I wonld reſolue, 
there came 1ncholerike haſte rowards me abour ſeuen or eight knights; the fore- 
moſt of which willed meto get me away,and nor to troyble the Ladics,while they 
were taking their due reucnge, but with ſo ouermaiſtering a manner of pride,as tru- 
ly my heart could not brooke it : and therefore(aniwering them, that how I would 
hauc defended him from the Ladies I knew nor, but trom them I would ) I 
a combarte firſt with him parricularly,and after his death with the others ( thathad 
leſſe good manners)1ointly.But ſuch was the end of it,thatT kept theficld with the 
yes of ſome, and flight of others. In ſo muchas thewomen ( afraid, wharangrie 
vitoric would bring torth) ran allaway,ſauing onely ong who was ſo fleſh in ma. 
lice, that neither during, nor after rhe fight,ſhee gaue any trucero her crueltic, but 
ſtill vſed the little inſtrument of her greatſpight,to the well witneſt paine of theim. 
patient patient:& was now abour to put out his eyes, which all chis while were ſpa- 
red becauſe they ſhould doe him thediſcomforrt of ſeeing who prevailed over him, 
When I came 1n,and after much adoe, brought her rofome conference,(tor ſome- 
time 1t was beforeſhee would hearken,more before ſhee would ſpeake ; & moſt, be- 
fore ſhee would in herſpeech leaue off the ſharpe remembrance of her bodkin)bur 
ar length when puld off my head-peece, and humbly intreated her pardon, or 
knowledge why ſhee was cruell,out of breath morewith choler(which increaſed in 
his owneexcerciſc)then with the paine ſhe rooke,muchto this purpoſe ſhe gaue her 
=_ vnto my knowledge. Gentleman (laid ſhee) much it is againſt my will tofor- 

re any timethe executing of my iuſt reuenge vpon this naughty crearure,a man 
in nothing,but in decetuing women, But becaulc I ſce you are young, and like 
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enough to haue the power (if you would haue the mind) to doe much more miſ. 
chicfethen he,I am contentypon this bad ſubieR ro readea leQture to your yertue. 
This man called Pamphilus,in birth I muſt confeſſe is noble ( but wharis that to 
him,if it ſhall be a ſtainero hisdead aunceſtots to hauc leftſuchan off-pring? ) in 
ſhape as you ſee, not yncomely (indeed the fir maske of his diſguiſed falſhood ) in 
conuerſation wittily pleaſant, and pleaſantly gameſome ; hiscycs full of mery ſim. 
plicitic , his wordes of hearty companableneſle, and ſuch a one whoſchead one 
would not thinkeſo ſtayed,as to think miſchieuouſly : delighted inall ſuchthings, 
which by imparting the delight to others,makes the vſer thereof welcome ; as,Mu- 
ſike,Dauncing, Hunting, Feaſting, Riding,and ſuch like. Aodto conclude,fiich a 
one,as whocan keepe him ar armes cnd,need neuerwiſh a better companion. Bur 
ynder theſe qualities lies ſuch a poyſonous Adder, as I will tell you. For by thoſe . 
gifts of Natureand Forrune (being in all places acceptable) he creepes,nay (to ſay 
eeuly) he flics ſo into thefauour of poore filly women, that I would be too much a- 
ſhamed to confeſle,if I had not reuengein my hand, as well as ſhame in my cheeks. 
For bis hart being wholly delighted in deceiuing vs,wecould ncucr be warned, bur 
rather one bird caught,ſerucd tor a ſtale co bring in more. For the more hegat, the 
more ſtill he ſhewed,thar he (as it were) gaue away to his new miſtreſſe, when hee 
berrayed his promiſes tothe former. The cunning of his flatterie, the readinelle of - 
hisccares,rhe infiniteneſſeof his yowes,were but' among the weakeſt threeds of his 
ner. Butthe ſtirring our owne paſsions, and bythe cntranceof them,to make him- 
ſlfe Lord of our forces; there 0 his Maiſters pact of cunning, making vs now 
icalous, now cnuious, now proude of what we had, deſirous of more, now giui 
oncthe triumph, ro ſee him that'was Prince'of many, Subic& to her, now with 
an eſtranged looke, making her feare the loſſe of that minde, which indeede could 
never be had : neuer ccafing humblenelle and diligence, till hee had imbarked ys in 
ſome ſuchdifaduantage, as we could not returnedrie-ſhod; and then ſodainlyaty- 
rant, buta craftic tyrant. For ſo-would he yſe his imperiouſneſſe, that we hada de- 
lightful feare and an awe,which made vs loth to loſe ourhope. And,which is ſtran- 
pl (when ſometimes with late repentance I rhinke of it) I muſt contelle, cuen in 
greateſt tempeſt of my iudgement was I neverdriuento rthinke him excellent ; 
and yer ſo could ſer my mind,bothto ger and keep him,as though therein had laine 
my telicitic : like them I haue ſcencplay at the ball, grow extreamely carneſt, who 
ſhould haue the ball, and yer eueric onc knew ir was bura ball. Butinend,the bit- 
ter ſauce of the ſport was, that we had cicher our hearts broken with ſorrow, or our 
eſtates ſpoyled with being at his direion, or our honours foreuer loſt, partly by 
our ownefaultes, bur principally by hisfaulticyſing of ourfaultes. For neucr was 
tharemanthat could with more ſcornefull eyes behold her, at whoſe feete heehad 
lately laine, nor witha more vamanlike braucrie yſe his rongue to her diſgrace, 
which lately had ſung ſoners of herpraiſes : being ſo naturally inconſtanc, as I mar- 
vell his ſoulc findes not fomeway to kill his bodie,whereto it had bene ſo long vnt- 
td. Forſo hath he dealt with vs (vnhappy fooles) as we could neuer rell,wherher 
he madegreater haſt after he once liked, to enioy, or after he onceenioyed, to for- 
ake. Bur making a glotic of his owne ſhame, ir delighted hunto be challenged of 
vokindnes:it was a triumph yato him to hauchis mercy called for: and hethoughr 
the freſh colours of his beautie were painted im nothing ſo well, as in the ruines of 
his louers: yer ſo farre had we engaged ourflues(ynforrunateſoulcs)tharwe liſted 
not complaine, ſince our complaints could nor butcarrie rhe greateſtacculation to 


mur ſelues. Bur cueric of vs (cachfoq her pbogual all cancs how to recoucr 
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him, while herather daily ſent vs companions of our deccit, then euer returned in 
any ſound and fahfull manner. Till atlength he concluded all his wrongs with be. 
trothing himſelfe to one ( 1 muſt confeſle ) worthic to be liked, if any worthineſſe 
might excuſe ſo vnworthy a changeablendlle , —_ nothing but remorſe for 
what was paſt,and deſpaire of what might tollow. Then indeed-the common in. 
jurie made ys all ioyne in fellowſhip , who till chat time had employed our ende. 
uours oneagainſt the other. For we thought nothing was a more condemning of 
vs,ther-the 1uſtifying of his loueto her by marriage: then Deſpaire made Feare ya. 
liant,and Revenge gauc Shame countenance : whereupon, we (that you aw here) 
deuiſed how to get him among vs alone : which he (ſuſpefting no ſuch matterof 
them whom he had by oftcn abules,he rhought,made rame to be ſtill abuſed) calily 
gauc vs opportunirie to doc. | 

* Anda man may ſee, euen in this, how ſoone Rulers grow proude, and in their 
pridefooliſh : he came with ſuch an authoritic among vs,as it the Planers had done 


cnough for vs, thatby ys once hehad becnedclighted. And when we began incur. 


tcous maner,oneafter che other,to lay his yakindnes vnto him, he ſeeing himſelfg 
confronted by ſo many (like a reſolute Orator) went not todeniall, butto iuſtific his 
crucll falſhood and all with ſuch ieſts,&di/dainfull paſlages,that if the iniury could 
not be made greater, yer were our conceits made the aprer to an; £41 
Among other of his anſwers(forſooth}I ſhall acuer forger,how he would proye 
it was no inconſtancietochaunge from one loucto another, but a great conſtancie; 
and contrarie, that which we callconſtancic,ts bemoſt changeable. For (Gaid he) 
I cucr loued my delight, and delighted alwayes in what was louely : and where- 
ſocuer | found occaſion to obtainethat,I conſtamily followed it.But theſe conſtant 


fooles you ſpeakeof, chough heir Miſtreſſe grow by ſickneſſe foule,or by fortune” 


miſerable, yer ſtill will loue her, andio commit theablurdeſt inconſtancic that may 
be, in chaunging their loue from faizcneſle to foulncſle, and from louelineſieto his 
contratie ; like onenot contentto leaue a friend, but will ſtraight giue oucrhim: 
elfeto his mortallenemic » where I(whom youcall inconſtant)am cuer conſtam 
to Beauric,in orhers ; and Delightin my ſelte. And fo in this iolly ſcofting braue, 
ric he wentoucr ys all; layang he letrone,becgule ſhe was oucr-wayward : another; 
becauſe ſhe-was too ſoone wonne -:- a third, becauſe ſhe wag not merrie cnough :4 
fourth, becauſe ſhe was ouer-gameſome : the fifr , becauſe ſhe was grownewnh 
griefe ſubic&ro ſickeneſſe : the bxt, becauſe ſhowas (o fooliſh , as to be icalous of 
him: the ſerenth, becauſe ſhe had retulcd ro carrie aletter for him to another tharhe 
loucd ; theerght, becauſe ſhe was notſecret : the ninth, becaule ſhe was not liberall 5 
bur tome, who am named Dig, and indeed haue met with a falſe _Lencas,to me; 
L fay (O the vngrarctull-yillaine) he could finde no other fault co obict, bur 
(perdie) he merwith many fayrer, ++ | 
But when he had thus played the carelefie Prince, we ( hauing thoſe ſeruanrs of 
ours in rcadinelle, whom you lately fo manfully quercame) laid hold of him , bes 
ginningar firſt but that crifling reucage, in which you found ys buſic; bur meani 
afterwards ro haue mangled ym ſo, as ſhould hauc loſt his credite for cucra 
more. Bur as you hate made my fellowesflic away,ſo for my part the grearneſle 
his wrong ouer-ſhadowes, in my iudgement,the greatneſle of any danger.- For was 
it notenough for him to hauc deceiuad me, andthrough the deceit abuſed tne,and 
atter theabule forſakenme, bur thathe muſt now, of all the companie, and before 
all the company,lay want of bcautic ro my charge? Many fairer? I trowcucnin 
your iudgement,Sir,(it your cycs do not beguileme) not many — I know 
(whoſocucr 
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(whoſeuer ayes the contrarie) there are nor many fayrer. And of whom-ſhould I 
recciuethis reproch, but of him who hath beſt cauſe ro know there are nor manic 
fayrer? And therefore howſocuer my tellowes pardon his injuries, for my parc I 
will cuer remembecr,and remember torevenge this ſcorne of all ſcornes. With thar 
(he ro him afreſh; and ſurcly would haue pur out his eyes(who lay mute for ſhame, 
if he did not ſormerimes cry for fearc) if I had nor leapt from my hore, and ming. 
ing foxce with cnrreaty, ſtayed her fury. 

ut while I was perſwading her romeekenefle, comes a number of his fricnds,to 
whom he forthwith cricd,that they ſhould kill that woman, that had thus berrayed 
and diſgraced him. But then I was faineto forlake the enfigne, vuder which I had 
before {crued and ro ſpend my yttermolt torce inthe proteting of the Lady,which 
ſowell preuailed for her, that in the cnd there was a faithtul peace promited of all 
fides. And ſol leauing her in aplace of lecurrie (as ſhe thought) wear on my iour- 
ney. towards Anaxius , tor whom I was&aine toſtay rwo daics in the appointed 
place, he diſdayning to wait for me, till hewas ſurc I wererhere. 

I did patiently abide his angrie pleaſure, ill abour that ſpace of ume he came(in- 
deed, according to promiſe) alone : and (that I may nor fay too lirtle, becauſe he is 
wonttolay too much) like a man, whoſe conrage was apt to clume ouer any daun- 
ger. And allboneas-cuer hee came necre mae, in fic diſtance for his parpoſe , hee 
with much furie,(buc with turic skilfully guided)ran vpon me, which I(inthe beſt 
ſort [ could) reliſted, hauing kept my ſelfe readie for him, becauic I had vnderſtood 
that be obſcrucd tew complements in matter of armes,bur ſuch asa proud anger did 
indire ynto htm. And ſoputting our horſes into a full carcere, we hit each other 
ypon the head with our Launces: I think hefelr my blow;for my part(I muſt con- 
felle)I neuer receiued the like : bur I thinke though my ſenſes were aſtonied, my 
mind forced them to quicken themſclues, becauſe | had learned of him, how little 
fauour he is wont to ſhew in any matter of aduantage. And mdeed he was turned, 
and comming ypon mewith his {word drawne, boch our Taucs having biribroken 


 athatencouncer- but I was ſo readieto anſwer him, thattrucly I know not who 


gauethe firſt blow. Bur whoſocuer gave the firſt, wasquickly ſeconded by the ſe- 
cotid, And indeed (cxcellenteſt Lady) I muſt ſay rrue,fora time itwas well tought 
betweene'vs; he yndoubredly being of ſingular yalour, (I would God it were not 
on by-his roo much —_ ) but w aotyomenry mg 

ground, we chaunged places, his ro come ypon the point 
of the broken ſpeare, which het ro theground, chaunced to ran} nenbery lo as 
ithghting ypon his heart the horſe dyed. He driven todifmount, thrtarned, it I did 
not thelike,to doe as much for my horſc,asforrune had done for his. Bur whether 
forthar, or becauſe I would nor be beholding ro Fortune for any pgre of the vifto- 
ric, I deſcended. So began our foot-fightin ſuch fort that wewere well entred ro 
bloud of both ſides, when there comes by that vnconſtane Pamphrixs, whom I had 
deliuered ( cafic ro be knowne, fur he was bare-faced) with a dozen armed men at- 
ter him , but before him he had Dido ( that Lady, who had molt ſbarpely puniſhed 
him)nding vpon a paltrey,he toHowing her with moſt vnmanlikecrucltic; beating 
her with wands he had in his hand , ſhe ctyigg for ſenſe of paine, or hope of ſuc- 
cour : which was ſo pititull a ſight vnto we, Yy t moued me to require Anexims to 
deferre our combare till another day, and now ro performe the ducriesof Knight- 


hood in helping this diſtreſſed Lady. Bur he that diſdaines ro obey any thing but 
his paſsion (which he calls his m1nd ) bad meleaue off that thought; bur when he 


killed me, he would chen (perhaps )goe to her fuccour, BurI well —_ = 
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fight would belong berweene vs ( longing in my heart ro deliuer the poore Dids) 
giuing him ſo great a blow,as ſomewhar ſtaycd him, (ro terme ic aright)Ifatly ran 
away from him toward my horſe,who trocting after the company, in mine armor 
I was put toſome paine, but that vſe made me nimble yntoir. ButasI followed 
my horſe, Anaxius followed me; bur hisproud heart did ſo diſdaine thar exerciſe, 
that I had quickly ouer-ruune him, and ouertaken my horſe ; being (I muſt con. 
felle) aſhamed to ſee a number of countriefolkes, who happened topaſſethere by, 
who hallowed and howted after me,as at the arranteſt coward that eucrſhewed hs 
 ſhouldersro his enemic. But when I had leapt on my horſe (with ſuch ipecdic agi- 
litie,thar they all crycd ; O ſec how feare giues him wings)I turned ro Anaxius and 
aloud promiled him to returne thither agaune, as ſooneas I had relieucd che inwred 
Lady.But he rayling at me,with all thebaſe words angrie contempt could enduc; [ 
{aid no more, bur, 4yaxi«s allure thy ſelte,I ntirher fearethy force,nor thy opinion, 
Andſo viing no weapon of a knight as atthat timebur my ſpurres, I ranne in my 
knowledge after Pamphilus,bur in all their conceits from Anaxius,which as farre as 
Icould heare,I might well hcare teſtified with ſuch laughters and games,that I was 
ſome few times moucd to turne backe againe. 

But the Ladics miſcry oucr-balanced my reputation:ſfo that after her I went,and 
with ſixc houres hard riding(throughſo wild places,as it was rather the cunning of 
my horſe ſometimes, then of my ſelte,forightly to hitthe way )I ouergat thema lu- 
tle before night,necre to an old ll-fauoured caſtle, theplace where I perceiued they 
meant to performe their ynknightly errand. For there to ſtrip her other 
clothes, when | came in among them; and running —_ the firſt with alaunce, 
the 1ſtneſſe of the cauſe ſo cnhabled meagainſt the reſt (falſe-hearred in their own 
wrong doing) thar I had,in as ſhort time almoſt as T had beene fighting with onely 
Anaxius,deliuered her from thoſe injurious wretches:moſt of whom c&aricd newes 
tothe other world, thar amongſt men ſecret wrongs are not alwaycs left ynpuni- 
ſhed. As for Pamphilus, hehawing once ſcene, and ( as it ſhould ſeeme) remembred 
me,cuen from the beginning began ro be 1n the rexeward, and before they had left 
fighting,hc was too far off to giue them thanks for their paines.But when I hadde- * 
liuercd to the Ladiea full hberrie, both 1a cfte,& inopinion,(fortome time it was 
before ſhe could aſlureher (clfe ſhe was out of their handes, who had laid ſo vehe- 
mear apprehenſion of death vpon her) ſhe then told me, how as ſhe 1. 
towards her fathers, weakely accompanied (as too ſoonetruſting tothe falſhood of 
reconcilement)Pamphilus had ſer vpon her,and killing thoſe that were with her,car- 
ried her ſelfe by ſuch force,and with ſuch maner as I had ſeene,to this place, where 
he meant in cruell and ſhamefull maner to kill her,in the ſight of her owne Father, 
towhom-he had alreadic ſent word of ir,thar our of his window (forthis @- 
ſtle,ſhe ſaid, was his) he might haue the prolpe of his onely childes deſtruQion :if 
my comming,whom (ſhe (aid) he fcared (as ſoone as heknew me by the armour) 
had not warranted her fromthat neere approching crueltic. I was glad I had done 
ſo good adecd fora Gentlewoman not vahandſome , whom before I had in like 

ſort helped. Butthenighe on: ro pony ſome retiring place, rhe Gentle. 


woman,cuen out of countenance bgfore began her ſpeech, much after this ma: 
ner inuited mero lodge that might With her father. | 

Sir (ſaid ſhe) how much I owe you,can bebur abaſed by words, fince the lifel 
haue,I hold it now the ſecond time of you: and therefore necd not offer ſeruice yn- 
to you, but onely to remember you, that I am your ſcruant:and I would, my being 
ſo, mightany way yeeld any ſmall contentment ymto you, Now onely I mo 
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deſire you ro harbour yourſelfe this night-in this caſtle; becauſe the time xequires 
ir, andin truth this countrieis veric dangerousfor murthering thecues, to truſt a 
ſleepiug life among hem. And yer I muſtconfeſſe, that as the loueT beare you 
makes mee thus inuite you, ſo the ſame loue makes mec aſhamed to bring you toa 
place, where you ſhall be ſo ( not ſpoken by ceremonie bbt by truth ) miſerably en- 
terrained. With thar ſhe told me, that though ſhee ſpake of herfather (wham ſhe 
named Chremes )ſhe would hide no truth from me,which was in ſumme;thar as he 
was of all that region the man of greateſt poſleſsions and riches,fo was he citherby 
nature,ot an evil receiued opinion, giuen ro ſparing, in ſo ynmeaſurableſorte,thar 
he did not onely barre himſelfe from rhe delightfull,burt almoſt from the neceſſarie 
yic thereof ; ſcarcely allowing himſelfe fit ſultenance of lite, rather then heewould 
ſpend of thoſe goods for wholeſake only heſcemed ro ioy in life. Which extreame 
caling (deſcending from himſelfe ypon her) had driuen her co pur her ſelfe wich 
agreat Lady of that countrie, by which occaſion ſhee had ſtumbled vpon ſuch mil- 
chances,as were little for the honor cither of her, or her family, Butſo wiſe had he 
ſhewed himſelfe therein, as while hee found his daughter maintayned withour his 
coſt, hee was content to be deafe to any noiſe of infamie : which though ir had 
wronged her much more then ſhe deſerued, yet ſhe could not denie, burſhe was dri- 
uen thereby to receiuc more then decent fauours. She concluded, that there at leaſt 
I hould be free from iniuries,and ſhould be affured ro her-ward to abound as much 
inthetrue cauſes of welcomes, as I ſhould finde want of the effects thereof. 
I, who had acquainted my ſelfe ro meaſure the delicacicof foodand reſt, by hun- 
and ain at thattime well ſtored of both, did not abide longentrearic , 
bh with her to the Caſtle : which I found of good ſtrength, hauing a great 
Moteround aboutir; the worke of a noble Gentleman, of whoſevnrhriftie ſonne 
he had bought it. The bridge drawne vp,where we were faineto crie a good while 
before we could haucanſwere,and ro diſputea good while before anſwerewould be 
vrought ro acceptance. At length a wulngneffe, ratherthen a ioy to receiue his 
mates he had lately ſcene ſo neer death, and an opinion brought into his 
head by courſe, becauſe hee heard himſelfe called Father ; rather then any kinde- 
nefle that he found in his owne heart, made himrtake vs in , for my part by thar 
time growneſo wearie of ſuch entertainement, that no regard of my ſelfc,bur only 
theupporrunitie of his daughter made mee enter. Where I was met with this 
Chremes,a driucling old fellow,leane,ſhaking both of head and hands,alreadic halfe 
arth,and yet then moſt greedic of Earth : who ſcarcely would giue me thankes for 
what I had done, for feareI ſuppoſe, that thankefulneſſe might haue an introduQi- 
onofreward, But with a hollow voyce, giuing me a falſewelcome, I might per- 
ceiue in his eyeto his daughter , that it was hardtoſay, whether thediſpicaſure of 
her companie did not oucr-way the pleaſure of her owne comming. But on hee 
brought me,inito ſo bare a houſe, that it was the pifture of miſerable happineſſe, aud 
rich beggeric ({crucd onely by a companie of ruſticall villaines, full of ſweate and 
uſt,nor one of them other,then a 7 in ſumme (as he counted it)profitable 
drudgerie : and all preparations both for foode and lodging ſuch, as would make 
Onedereſt niggardneſle,it is ſo {luttiſh a vice. His talke of nothing bur of his pouer- 
tic for feare belike leſt I ſhould haueproued a young borrower. In ſumme, ſuch a 
man,as any enemie could not wiſh him worſe thea to be himſelfe. Bur there thar 
Night bid I the burthen of being a tedious gueſt ro a loathlome hoſt : over-hearing 
him ſometimes bitterly warne his daughrer of bringing ſuch coſtly mates vnder his 
roote : which ſhce griewing ar, delired much'to know my name, I thinke pardy ” 
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kindneſſe, ro remember who had done ſomething for her, and partly, becauſe ſhee 
aſſured her ſelfe 1 was ſuch aoneas would make cuenhis miſer-minde contented 
with thathe had done. And accordingly ſhee demaunded my name;and eſtate,with 
fach carneſtneſſe, that I whom Louec had not as then ſo robbed me of my lelfe, as 
to be another then I am,tould her direAly my name and condition : whereof ſhee 
was no more glad then herfather, as I might well perceiue by ſome ill fauoured 
cheerefulneſſe, which then firſt began ro wrinkle it ſelfe in his face. 

But the cauſes of their ioyes were farre different; for as the ſhepheard a nd the 
butcher both may looke ypon one ſheepe with pleaſing conceits; but the ſhepheard 
with mindeto profit himſelfe by p——_ butcher with killing him: So ſhee 
rcioyced to finde that mine owne efirs had made me to be her friend, who was a 
Prince of ſuch greatneſſe,and louingly reioyced:but his ioy grew(asI ro my dan 
after perceiued) by the occaſion of the Queene Artaxias ſetting my head to ſale, mr 
hauing ſlaine her brother T iridates;which being the ſumme of a hundreth thou- 
ſand crownes ( to whoſocuer brought mecaliuc into her hands) that old wretch, - 
(who had over-liued all good nature)though he had lying idly by him much more 
then that, yeraboucall things louing _— for moneys owne ſake determined to 
berray me,ſo well deſeruing of him, for to haue that which he was determined ne- 
uer to vic. And ſo knowing that the next morning I was relolued to go to theplace 
wherecI hadleft Anaxiws,he ſentin all ſpeed toa Captaineof a Garriſon necreby , 
which thought it belonged to the king of 1beria, ( yet knowing the Capraines hu- 
mor todelightſo in riotous ſpending, as he cared not how hee came by the meancs 
to maintaine it)doubted not that to be halfe with him in the gaine, heewould play 
his quarters partin the treaſon, And therefore that night agreeing of the fitteſt pla- 
ces where they might ſurpriſe mee the morning, the old catiffe was growne ſo cere. 
monious,as hee would needes accompanie me ſome myles in my way; aſufficient 
roken to me, if Nature had made mee apt to ſuſpett; fince a churles curtclic rarely 
comes, but cither for gainc,or falſhood. Burt I ſuffered himro Rumble into that 
point of good maners:to which purpoſche came out with al hisclownes, horſt y 
on ſuch cart-iades, & (ſo furniſhed,as in good faith I thought with my ſelfe, if that 
werethrifr, I wiſhtnone of my friends or ſubieRs cuer to thriue, As for hisdaugh- 

ter(the gentle Dido)ſhe would alſo(but in my conſcience witha farre better mind) 
prolong the time of farewell,as long as he. | 
And ſo we went on together:he ſo old in wickednefle,that he could looke ein 
the face,and freely talke with me,whoſelife he had already contrafted for: till com- 
ming into the falling of a way which led vs intoa place,of cach-ſide whereof men 
might caſily keepe themſclues vadiſcouered,I was encompaſlked ſodainly by a great 
rroupe of cnemics both of horſe and foote,who willed meto yceldemy ſelte to the 
Queene Artaxia.Butthey could not hauc yſed worleeloquence to haue perſwaded 
my ycelding then that, I knowing thelittle good will Artaxia bare me. And there- 
fore making ueceſlitic andiuſticemy beſt ſword 8& ſhield,I yied the other wea 
I had as well as I could Lam ſureto thelittle caſe of a good number,who truiti 
rotheir number morethen to their yalure, and valuing money higher then equitic, 
felt,that guiltleſnes is not'alwayes witheaſe oppreſſed. As for Chremes,he wi 
himſelfe,ſo gilding his wicked conceits with his hopeofgaine,thathe was content 
to be a beholder how I ſhould be taken to make his prey. | 
BurT was growne ſo wearte, that 1 ſupported my ſelfe more with anger then 
ſtrength,when the moſt excellent Muſidorus came to my ſuccour ; who hauing fol- 
| lowed my traceas well as he could atter hefound T had left the fightwith Anaxim, 
came 
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cameto the niggards Caſtle, wherehce found all burned and ſpoyled by thecoun- 
rrie people, who bare morrall hatred to that couctous man,and now took the time, 
when the Caſtle was left almoſt withoutguard, trocomein, and leaue monuments 
of their malice therein : which Muſidorus not ſtaying citherto further,or i..1peach, 
came pon the ſpurre after me (becauſe with one yoyce many tolde him, thar if I 
were in his companie, it was for —_— meant yntome) and in this extremitie 
found me. But wheall faw that coulin of mine, me thought my life was doubled, 
and where I beforethought ofa nobledeath,I now thought of a noble yiRory.For 
who can feare that hath Me{idorus by him ? who , what he did therefor me, how 
many he killed, not ſtraunger forthe number then forthe ſtraunge blowes where. 
with heſent them to a well deſerued death, might well delight me to ſpeake of, but 
I ſhould ſo hold youtoo long in cuerie particular. Bur in truth,there ifcuer,and e- 
uer,if cucr any man,did Muſtdorus ſhew himſelfe ſecond to none in able yalour. 
Yet what the vameaſurable exceſle of their number would haue donein the end 
I know not, bur the triall thereof was cut off by the chaunceable comming thither 
of the King of 1beria,that ſame father of the worthy Plangus,whom it hath pleaſed 
you ſometimesto mention : who, not yeclding ouer to olde age his countrey de- 
lights,cſpecially of hauking) wasat that time(following a Merline) brought to ſee 
this iniurie offred ynto vs - and hauing greatnumbers of Courtiers waiting ypon 
him,was ſtraight knowen by the ſouldiers thataſlaultcd ys,to bethcir King,and ſo

moſt of them withdrew themlſclues. 
He by his authoritic knowing of the Capraines.owne conſtrained confefgion, 


what was the motiuc of this miſchicuous pratiſe; miſliking much ſuch violence 
ſhould be offred in his countrey to men of our ranke, but chicfely diſdayning it 
lhould be done in reſpeof his Nicce, whom (I muſt confeſſe wrongfully) he ha- 
ted, becauſe he interpreted that her brocher and ſhe had maintained his ſonne Play. 

againſt him, cauſed the Captaines head preſently to be ſtriken off, and the olde 
fad Chremes to be hanged : though truely for my patr, I carneſtly labourcd for his 
life, becauſeI had eaten of his bread. But one thing was notable for a concluſion of 
his miſerable life, that neither the death of his daughter , who (alaspoore Gentle- 
woman, was by chaunceſlaine among his clownes, whileſhee ouer.doldly for her 
wake ſex Cought ro hold them from me)nor yer his own ſhameful cnd was ſo much 
inhis mouth as he was led to execution, as the loſle of his goods, and burning of 
his houſe ; which often, with more laughter then teares of the heaters, he made pi- 
tifullexclamationsvpon. 

This 1uſtice thus done, and wedceliuered, the King in deede in royall ſort inuited 
vs to his Court, not farrethenge : in all points catertayning ys ſo,as trucly I muſt 
eueracknowledge a bcholdingnes vnto himy although the ſtreame of it fell ournor 
tobe ſo ſweet as the ſpring. For afterſome daies being there ( curing our ſelues of 
ſuch wounds as we had recciued,while I,caufing diligent ſcarch ro be madeof A. 
naxius,could learne nothing, but that he was gone our of the countric, boaſting in 
cuery place how he had made me run away) we were brought to receiue the fauour 
of acquaintance with this Quecne Andromana, whom the Princefle Pameladid in 
ſo liuely colours deſcribe the laſt day, as ſtill me thinks the figure thereof poſlellerh 
minecyes,confirmed by the knowledge my ſcltc had. 

And therefore I ſhall need thelefſe ro make you know what kinde of woman 
ſhe was; butthis onely, that firſt with che raincs of affeRion,and after with theye- 
tie vic of direting, ſhe had madeher ſelfe ſo ablolute a maiſter of her husbands 


 mind,that a while he would not, and after, he could not tell how to gouern _—_ 
cing 
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being gouerned by her : but finding ancaſe in not yndetſtanding , ler looſe hj 
thoughts arwrrich nl to herthe cntire condudt & all bis -—_ 
affaires. A thingthat may luckily fall our to him that hath the bleſsing, ro march 
with ſome Heroicall minded Lady.Burin him it was neither guided by wiledome, 
nor followed by Forrune, buttherby wasflipt inſenſibly into ſuch an eſtate;that he 
liued at hervndiſcreet diſcretion : all his ſubie&s _—_ by ſome yeares learned,ſo 
to hopefor good,and feare of harme, onely from her, t 

ſtronger vertue then his,to haue ynwound ſo deepely an cntred vice. So tharcither 
not ſtriuing (becauſe he was contented) or contented ( becauſe he would not ſtrive) 
he ſcarcely knew what was done in his owhe chamber, bur as it pleaſed her Inftru. 
ments to frame therclation. 

Now we being brought knowen vnto her(the time that weſpent in curing ſome 
yeric dangerous wounds ) after once we were acquainted ( and acquainted we were 
ſooner then our ſeluesexpeRed) ſhe continually almoſt haunted ys,till /and irwas 
not long a doing)wedifcouered a moſt violent bentof aftetion: & thatſlo fir 
ly, that we might well ſee, an cuill minde in authorinie, doth nor onely follow the 
ſway of thedeliresalreadic within it, but framesto it ſelfe new defires, not before 
chought of. For,with cquall ardour ſhe afteed vs borh + and ſo did her 
diſdaineſhamefaſtnelle, tharſhe was contentto acknowledge itto both. For (ha- 
uing many times tornetheyaile okmodeſtie)ir ſeemed, for alaſt delight, thar ſhee 


delighted in wfamic : which often ſhe had vſedro her husbands ſhame, —_ 


mens cares (bur his) with hisreproch ; whilehe ( hoodwinke with kindnefle) 
of all men knew who ſtrake him. Bur her firſtdegree was, by ſetting forth her beau- 
ies (truely in naturenot to be nu{liked, butas much aduanced rothe eye, as abaled 
to the — by art) thereby to bring vs (as willingly-caught fiſhes) to bite ar 
her bait. 
badly-diligent miniſters , who otten cloyed ourcares with her prayſes, and would 
needs = vsa way of telicitic by ſeckingher fauour But whea ſhe found, that we 
were asdeafe to them asdumbto her, then ſhe liſted no{onger ſtay inthe ſuburbs 
of her fooliſh deſires, bur direQly centred ypon them ; making her ſelfean impudent 
ſuter authorizing her ſelfe very much with making ys ſeethat all favour & power 
inthar realme,{o depended vpon her,as aow(being in her hands)we were cither to 
keepe,or loſe our liberry,atherdiſcretion ; which yeta whileſhe ſotempred,as thar 
we might rather ſuſpe&,then ſhe threaten. Burwhen our wounds grew ſo,as thar 
they gaue vs leaue to trauell,and that ſhe found we were purpolſed to vſeall meanes 
we could todeparc thence,ſhe (with more 8 more importunatenes) craued,which 
inall good maners was either of ys to be deſired,or not granted, Truly (moſt faire 
and eucry way excellent Lady)you would haue wondred ro haue ſcene, how before 
vsſhe would contefle the contention in her own mind berween that louely (indeed 
moſt louely) brownnes of Msſideras his face, & this colour of mine,which ſhe (in 
the deceiuable ſtile of affetion) would intule beaurifull : but her eyes wandred like 
a Francs at a feaſt, fromthe onerto the other; & how her words would begin halfe 
of the ſentenceto Muſidorus,& end the otherhalfe to Pyrocles : not aſhamed ſeei 
the friendſhip berweene vs,to deſire extherof ys to be a mediator to the ochan col 
weſhould haueplayed onerequeſtat Tennis betweene vs : and often wiſhing that 
ſhe _ be the angle, where the lines of our friendſhip might mecte; and be the 
knot which mighr rye our hearrs together. Which proceedipg of hers Ido the more 
largely ſet before you (moſt deare Lady) becauſe by the foile thereof, you may ſee 
the noblcneſle of my deſire to you, andthe warrantableneſſe of your fauour to me.

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At that Philocles (miled, with a lirtle nod: Bur, faid Pyrocles, when ſhee perceiued 
no hope by ſurc ro ptcuaile,then ( perſwaded by the rage of affe&ion, and encou- 
a, 6 Lieing racer any thing ) ſhee found meancs to haueys accuſed to the 
King , as though wee went abour ſome praQtiſero ouerthrowe him 1n his owne 
ſtate.

of all to his gentle wife: who forthwith cauſed vs to be put in prifon,hauing(whi 
wee {lept) depriued vs of our armes : apriſon, indecede iniurious, becauſe a priſon, 
but clle well teſtifying affetion,becaulein all relpeRts as commodious as apniſon 
mighr bee : and indeede ſo placed ,as ſhee mighr ar all houres ( not ſcene by many, 
though ſhee cared not much how many had ſcene her ) come vnto vs. Then fell ſhe 
to lauce her deſires with threatnings,lo that we were in a great | 15 es, 
ned ro ſo ynworthy a bondage,and yet reſtrayned by loue, which ( I cannotrell 
how)in noble mindes,by a certaineduri, claimes an anfwering. And how much 
that Joue might moue vs, ſo much, 8 more that faulrineſſe of her minde remoued 
vs;herbeautie being ballanced by her ſhameleſneſſe.Bur that which did(as it were) 
tics in a captiuitic,was, that to grant had beenewickedly iniuciousto him that 
had ſaued our liues : and to accuſe a Lady that loucd vs,'of her loue yoco vs, wee 
eſteemed almoſt as diſhonourable : and but by one of thoſe wayes wee ſaw na 
likelyhood of going out of that place, where the words mauld be iniuriousto your 
arcs, which ſhould expreſſe the mannerpf her ſuite: while yer many rimes carneſt- 
neſſe dyed her checkes with the colour of ſhamefaſtneſſe, and wanton languiſhing 
borrowed of her eycs thedowne-caſt looke of modeſtie. But we in themeane rime 
farrefrom louing her,and often aſſuring her,that we would nor ſo recompence her 
husbands @auing of our liues ; to ſuch a ridiculous degree of truſting her, (hce had 
brought him,thac ſhe cauſed hina ſend vs word, that ypon our lincs,we ſhould doe 
whatſocuer ſhee commaunded ys : good man, not knowipg any other, buetharall 
herpleaſures were direedto the preſeruation othiseſtare. Bur when that made ys 
rather pittic then obey his folly, then fell ſhee ro ſervuile entreating vs, as though 
force could haue beenethe-fchoole of Loue, or thatan honeſt courage would noe 
rather ſtriue againſt, then yeelde to injurie. All which yer could not make vs accuſe 
her,though it made ys almoſt pine away for ſpighr,to looſe any of our timein fo 
troubleſome an idlencſle. i 
Bur while we were thus full of wearinefle of what was paſt, and doubt of whar 
wasto follow,(Loue that | thinke inthecourſe of my life hath aſpore ſometimes 
topoyſon me with roſes , ſometimes to» hcale mee with wormewood ) _— 
tooutha remedie vnto ys : which though it mee our of that diſtreſſe, 
theconcluſion was ſuch,as I muſt cucr while live thiake it worſe then a wrack 
to hauc beene preſerued. This king by his Queene hada ſonne of render age, but of 
great expearionzbroughc vpin the hope of themſclues, and already acceprarion 
of the inconſtant people,as ſucceſſor ot his fathers crowne:wherof he was as wor- 
thy,con(idering hus parts,as vnworthy in reſpe& of the wrong was thereby done 
aialt the moſt noble Plargws : whole greatdeſerts now either forgotten, or vn- 
tefully reinegabced, all menſer their fayles with the fauourable winde, which 
dlew onthe fortune of this young Prince,perchance nor in their hcarrs,but ſurely 
their mouthes, now giuing Plangwe ( who ſome pon before was their oncly 
champion)thg poore comfort of calamitie, pitty. This youth therefore accounted 
Prince of that region, by name ?alladiu;,did with ychement affeRionlouea yong 
Ys 
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Lady, broughr vp in his fathers court, called Zelmane daughter to that miſchicuouy. 
ly > Plexirtus (of whom alreadic I haue,and ſ6merimes muſt make, 
but neuer honourable , mention ) left thereby her father, becauſe of the inci 
changeablenefſe of his eſtate zhee by the motherlide being halfe brother to thi 
acene A#dromana , and therefore the willnger commirting her to her cate. Bur 
=— ( alas ) doth not alwayes refled ir {elfe , ſo fell it out thatthis Zelmn 
(rhough truely reaſon there was enough to louc Palladias ) yer Could not euer per- 
{wade her heart to yeelde rhereunto - with that paine to Palladins, as they 
that feele an vnloued loue. Yer louing indeede, and therefore conſtant , Hee yſed 
ſtill che 10rerceſſion of diligence and faith,cuer hoping, becauſe hee would not pur 
himſelte into that hell, to be hopeleſle : yarill the rimeof our being come,and cap- 
tiued there, brought forth this end, which crucly deſerues of mee a further

And ſo being allow- 
ed often to viſite-ys(for indecde our reſtraints were more, or lefie, accordingas the

' Thetimtof the maryipg that Queene was cuery yeare,by the cxtreame lone of 
her husband,and the ſcruiccable loue of the Courtiers , made notable by ſome 
publike honours, which did ( as it were ) proclaime to the world how deareſhee 
was tothat people. Among other,none was cithermore to the beholders, 
or more noble 1n icſelfe, then 1uſts, both with Sword Launce,maintained fors 
ſeuen-nighrrogether : wherein that Nationdoth {o excell, both for comelineſſe 
andableneſſe', that from, neighbor-countrycs they ordinarily come,ſome to ftrine, 
ſome tolearne,ſome to behold. | | | NCI 

© This day irhappened chardiuers famous knights came thither from the conrr of 
Heles ,Queene of Corinth; a Lady whom tame ar that time wasſodeſirous to ho- 
rvr;that ſhe borowed all mens mouthesto ioynewithrhe ſound of her Trumpet. 
For as her beaatichath won the prize fromall women, that ſtand in degree of com- 
pariſon(foras for rhe rwo ſiſters of Arcadia,they arctar beyond all conceir of com 
pariſon)ſo hath her gouernment been ſuchas hath been no leſt beaurifull ro mens 
rudgements,chen her beautieto theeye-light, Forbeing broughtby righe of birth, 
a woman,ayong woman ,a faire wornan,to gouern a people, in nature mutinoully 
proud,& alwaics before ſo yſed to hard gouernours,as they knew nowhow wo 
without the ſword weredrawne : Yet could ſhee for ſome yeares,ſocaricher 
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among them, hat chey found cauſcin thedelicacic of her ſex,of admirarion,not of 


- contempt:and which was norable,cuen inche time that many about her 
| efallof warts(which for old grudges to Corinth were thoughe fill would con- 


clade there ) yet ſo handled ſhee the mater, that the threatens ever {marred inthe 
threarners; ſhe viag ſo ſtrange,and yer ſo well-ſucceeding a temper, that ſhee made 
her people by peace, warlike; her Courtiers by ſports, |earned;her Ladies by Loue, 
chaſt. For by continuall marciall exerciſcs without bloud,ſhe made them pertett in 
that bloudy arr. Her ſports were ſuch as caried riches of knowledge ypon the ſtream 
of Delight: and ſuch che behauiourborh of her ſelfe & her Ladics,as builded their 
chaſticicnot vpon waywardneſle, but choiceof worthinefle : So as ir ſeemed, that 
court to hauc Lecnteamtniogpolatend Loue and Vertue, & that her ſelfe wasa 
Diana apparclled in the garmentsof Yenw. And this which Fameonely delivered 
ynto me, ( for yer TI haue neuer ſcene het ) I am the willinger ro ſpeake of ro you, 
who ( I know ) know her better,being your neere neighbour, becauſe you may ſee 
by her example { in her ſclfe wiſe, and of others beloucd ) that neither folly is the 
cauſcof vechement loue , nor reproch the effeR. Forncuer (I thinke)was thereany 
woman, that with more ynremouable determination gaue her ſelfe to the counſel! 
of louc,after ſhee had once ſer before her minde the worthineſle of your coulin 
Amphialuc 3 and yet is nexther her wiſedomedoubecd of, nor honour blemiſhed, 
For ( O God ) what doth berter become wiledome, then to diſcerne what is wor- 
thy the louing ? what more agreable ro goodnefie, then to loueit ſo diſcerned ? and 
what to greatneſſe of hearr,then tobece conſtant in it once loued ? Bur at thar time, 
that loucof hers was not ſo publikely knowen, asthedeath of Philoxenue and her 
ſearch of Amphialus harh made it : but rhen ſeemed to haue ſuch leafure rogfend 
thicher diucrſe choiſeknights of her Courr, becauſe they mught bring her,ackcaft 
the knowledge, perchancerhe hooour of that triumph. Wherein fo they behaued 
themſeluesas forthreedayes they caried the prize;which being come from ſofarre 


| aplace to diſgrace her ſeruants, Paladiws ( who humſelfe had never vie armes)pcr- 


ſwaded the Queene Andromana to be content ( for the honour fake of her Court) 
toſuffer ys rwo to haue our horſe and armour, that hee with vs might yaderrake 
therecourrie of their Joſt honour : which ſhee graunted, taking our cath co goe no 
cha to I manaſ 
wog him, then keeping ys: and yet not atuficd with our oath appointcda 
horſcemcn to hauc ancye,that we ſhould nor go beyond appaintcd limits. We were 
willing to gratific the young Prince,who(wee aw)loucd vs. Ando the fourth day 
of that exerciſe we cameinto the ficld:where ( | remember)the maner was,that che 
they ſhould runat tilt,Qneafter the other; the afternoone ina broad field 
in mancr of a bartel} tillcither the ſtrangers, or tharcountrickmghts wanthe field.

Thus I haue digreſt,becauſe his manner liked mee well - But when hee begants 
runne againſt Lelzws,it had neete growne(though great loue had cuer been berwixe 
them)to a quarrell. For Philiſides breaking his ſtaues, with great commendation, 
Lelius (who was knowneto bee ſecond to none in the perfeQion of thatart) ranne 
euer ouer his head, bur {o fiuely ro the skilfull cies, thar onemight well ſeg he ſhew- 
ed morcknowledgein miſling, then others didin bitting. For with ſo gallanta 
grace his ſtaffe came ſwimming cloſeoucr the creſt of the Helmer,as it hee would 
repreſeat the kiſſe, and not the ſtroke of * Mars, But Philifides was much moued 
with it, while he thought Le/zws would ſhew a con of his youth : ill Lelix; 
(who therefore would ſatisfic him, becauſe he was his friend)made him know,that 


to ſuch bondage hee was for ſo many courſesryed by her, whoſediſgracesto him | 


were graced by her excellencic, and whoſe uuries hee could neucr otherwiſe re» 
turne,then honours. 1; Ut 
Burſo by Lelius willing-mifſing was the oddes of the 1berian fide,and continued 
ſo inthe next by the excellent running of aknight,though foſtred ſo by the Maſes, 
as _ times the very ruſtickepeople lefe both their delights and profits to hars 
ken rohis ſongs, yer could he ſo well performeall armed fports,as if neuer 
- hadany other pen, then a Launcein his hand: Heecamein like a wilde man;bur, 
ſuch a wildenefle, asſhewed hiseye-fight had ramed him, full of withered leaues; 
which chough they fell nor,ſtu/l threatned falling. His Impreſs was,a mill-horſe ſtill 
bound togoc in onecircle;with this word, Dataſate ſequutas,Bur after himthe Co 
rinthian knights abſolutely preuailed, ſpecially a greatnobleman of Corinth,whole 
deuice was to come withour any device, all in white like anew knight,as indeede 
he was; but ſo new,as his newneſſe ſhamed moſt of the others long excrciſe. Then 
anotherfrom whoſe tent I remember a birde was made flicwith ſuch art to carrie 
awritten em among the Ladies,tharone might ſay, If aliuebirde,how fo 
taught ? If a dead bird, how ſo made > Then hee, who hidden,man and horſe in a 
great figure lively repreſenting the Phenix : thefiretooke ſoartificially as ir copſu» 
medthe bird, ge lcf im to rifcasit were,out of the aſhes thereof. Againſt whom 
was the fine froſen knight, froſen in diſpaire; burhisarmour ſo repreſen. 
ting Icc, and all his furmrure ſol:ucly anſweriog therero;as yet did I nenerſce any 
thing that pleaſed me better. 
Bur che delight ot thoſe pleaſing ſights, haue caried mee too farreinto an = 
necc 
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neceſfariediſcourle. Let it then ſuffice ( moſt excellent Lady ) chat you know the 
Corinthians that morning in theexerciſe (as they had done the daies before)had the 
berrer ; Palladris neither lng vs,nor himſclfe,ro rakein hand the partietill the 
afternoone ; when we were to fight in troupes,not differing otherwiſe trom carneſt, 
but that the ſharpeneſſe of the weapons was raken away.

new what the commaundcd fo as we had gorten(o farre theſtarr,as to be alreadie 


the confines of her kingdome beforetſhe oucrrooke ys : and ouerrake vs ſhe did 
tn the kingdome of Bythin14,not regarding ſhame,ordaungerof having entredinro 
anothers dortunions : bur (hauing with her abour a rhreeſcore horſe-men)ſtreighr 
commanded totake vs aliue, and not to tegard her ſonnes threatning therein - 
which rhey attempred to doe, firſt by fpecch, and then by force. Bur neitherliking 
their eloquence,nor fearing their might, we eſteemed few (words in aiuſt defence, 
ableto relſ many yniuſt ters.

Dot be called juſtice in ſuch a cafe ; once, ſo it wroughtin vs, that maby of his 
ieQsbodics we left there dead,to wait on trim more faichfully to the other world. 
Allthis while diſdaine,ſtrengthened by rhe furie of a futious love, made Audro- 
#414 ſtay to the laſt of the :& when ſhe faw ys lighe down,ro ſee what helpe 
we might do tothe helplefſe Palladiwus, ſhe came ranning madly ynto vs, then no 
leſle threatning, when ſhee had no more power to hurt. Bur when ſhe percriued it 
was her onely ſotine chat lay hurt, and that his hurt was fo deadly, as that alteadie 
his life had loſt thevſe of thereaſonable,& almoſt ſenſible part; thenonely did mif- 
fortune lay his own ouglineſſe ypon her fautt,and make her ſec what ſhe had done, 
and to whar ſhe was come, eſpecially, finding in ys rather deteſtation then pitrie , 
(conſidering the loſle of that young Prince) and reſolution preſently to departe , 
which ſill ſhe laboured ro ſtay.Bur depriucd of all comfort,wirheyes full of death, 


fieranneto her ſonnes dagger , and before of URI of ir ——

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haue ſtayed it) ſtrake herſeifea morrall wound. Bur then her loue,thoughnor her 
perſon, awaked pittic in vs, andI wentro her, while M#ſidorzs labourcd about Pal. 
[adius. Bur the wound was paſt the cure of a better Surgeon then my ſelfe, ſoas [ 
could but receue ſome fewe of her dying wordes, which were*curſings of her ill 
ſcr affetion,and wiſhing yoro mee many croſſes and miſchances in my loue, when 
ſocuer I ſhould love, whercin I feare, and onely feare that her prayer is from aboug 
granted. Bur the noiſe of this fight, and ifſue thereof being blazed by the country 
pcople to ſome noble men thercabours, they came thither, and finding the wro 
offered ys, ler vs go on our 10urney, wee hauing recommended thoſe royall bodies 
ynto themto be conucied tothe king of 1berza, With that Philocleagſecing theteares 
ſtand in his eyes with remEbrance of Palladizrs, but much more of that whichther- 
upon grew,ſhe would necds drink a kiſle from thoſe cies, and he ſuck another from 
herlips ; whercar ſhe bluſhed, and yer kiſſed him againe to hide her bluſhing:which 
had almoſt brought Pyrocles intoanother diſcourſe, bur that ſhe with ſoſweet a ri- 
gorforbad him, that hedurſt not rebell, though he found ita great warte to keepe 
that peace,burt was faine to goc on in his ſtoric : foro ſhe abſolutely bad him, and 
hedurſt not know how to diſobey. | 
So(laid he) parting from that place before the Sunne had much abaſed himſelfe 
of his greateſt height, we ſawe fitting vpon the drie ſands (which yeelded ar thar 
time a verichote refle&ion). a taire Gentlewoman, whoſe geſture accuſed her of 
much ſorrow, and cuery way ſhewed ſhe cared not what paine ſhe put her body to, 
ſince the better parte (her minde) was layed vnderſo much agonic: and ſo was ſhe 
dulled withall,that we could come ſo neere, asto heare her ſpecches, and yet ſhe not 
perceiue the hearers of her lamentation. Bur well we might vnderſtand herat times 
{ay, Thou doſt kill me with thy ynkind falſhood : and,it gricues menot rodie, bur 
it grieues me thatthouarc themurtherer : neither doth mine owne paine ſo much 
vexe me,asthy crcour. For God knowes, it would not trouble me to be ſlaine for 
thee,bur much ir torments meto beflain by thee. Thouart vntrue, Pamphilus,thou. 
art yntruc, and woe is metherefore. How oft didſt thou ſweare vnto me, that che 
Sunne ſhould looſe his 9 the rockes runne ypand downelike lirtle kiddes, 
before thou wouldeſt faliiie thy faith rome? Sunne therefore put out thy ſhining, 
and rockesrunne madde for ſorrow, for Pamphilms is falle. But alas theſunne keepes 
his light,though thy faith be darkened , the rockes ſtand ſtill, though thou change 
like a wethercocke.O foolethatT am, chat thought I could graſpe watcr,and binde 
the winde:I might well haue knowne thee by others, bur I would not, and rather 
wiſhed to leatne poiſon by drinking it my ſelfe,while my louc helped thy words to. 
decclue.me. Well, yetI would thou hadſt made a better choiſe when thou didſt 
forſakethy vatortunace Lexcippe, But it isno matter, Baccha(thy new Miſtres) will. 
reuenge my wrongs. But do not Baccha,let Pamphilus line happy though Idyc. 
And much moreto ſuch like phraſe ſheſpake, but charI ( who had occaſion 


know ſomething of that Pamphilus) ſteptto comfort her : and choughlI could not \ 


doethat, yertTI gorthus much knowledge of her, that this being the ſame Leucrppe, 
to whom the vnconſtant Pamphilus had berrothed himſelfe , which had moued 
the other Ladies to ſuch indignation asI told youz neither her worthineſſe (which 
intruch was great) norhis owne ſuffering for her ( which is wont to cndeare at-' 
tection) could fetter his fickleneſſe,bur that before his marriage day appointed, hee 
had taken to wife that Baccha, of whom ſhe complained ; one, that in diverſepla- 
ces | had heard betore blazed,as the moſt impudently ynchaſte woman of all ſis, 
and wichall,of ſuch an imperiouſaeſle therein, that ſhe would nor ſticke ro employ 
em 
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them whom ſhe made vohappy with her fauor, to draw morecompanions of their 
folly :-in the mulfirude of whom the did no lefiegloric, then a Capraine would do 
of being followed by braue Souldicrs : waywardly proud ; and therefore bolde,be- 
cauſe extremely taultic : and yer hauing no good thing to redeame borh theſe, and 
ocher ynlouely parts, but alittle beauric,dilgraced with wandring eyes and vnwaied 
ſpeeches ; yet had Pamphilus (for her) lete Lewcippe,and withall, letr his faith : Leg. 
cippe,of whom one looke (ina clecre iudgement) would haue bin mare acceptable, 
then all her kindneſles.ſo prodigally beſtowed. For my ſelfe, che remembrance of 
his cruell handling Dzde,ioincd to this,ſtitred me to ſecke ſome reuenge vpon him, 
butthatT thought, it ſhould be againe for him: loſchis life, being,ſo matcheg:and 
therefore (leauing him to be punyſhed by his owneeleAion) we conueyed Leucippe 
to a houle there by,dedicated to Yea Nunnes, where ſhee reſoluedto (perid all her 
yeares (which her youth promiſed ſhould be many ) ia bewayling tlie wrong, and 
yer praying forthe wrong doer. | 

Bur the next morning, we (hauing ſtriuen with the Suns carlinefſe)were icarce- 
ly beyond the proxpett of che high turrers of char building, when there ouerrooke 
vs a young Geatleman, for ſohe ſcemcd to ys, þut indeede ( {weete Ladice) it was 
the faire Zelmane,Plexirtus daughter ; whom ynconſulting afteRion (ynfortunare- 
ly borne to me-wards ) had made boroweſo much of her naturall modeſtic, as to 
leaue her more-decent rayments, and taking occaſion of A#dromanas tumultuous 
purſuing vs,had apparclled her ſelte hke a page, with a pitifull crugltie curing off 

golden haire, leauing nothiog, but che ſhort cugles, tocouer that noble head, « 
bur that ſhe ware vpon it a faire head-piece, a ſhield ar her backe,, anda hauace in 


' herhand;,clſc difarmed. Her __ of white, wrought vpon with broken kngtis, 


her horſe, faire and luſtic, which ſhe tid ſo,as might ſhew a fearctull boldnes,daring 
todoethat, which ſhe knew chat ſhe knew nor how to doe : and the ſiyectenclle of 
her countenancedid giue ſuch a ro. what thee did, that ir did make haadlome 
the unhandfomneſſe,and make the eye force the minde to belecue, that there wasa 
praiſe in that vnskilfulneſſe, Bur ſhe (traighr approached me, and with tew wordes 
(which borrowed the helpe of her countevance ro. make themlelues ynderitood) 
ſhedelired meto accept her 1nto my ſeruice : telling me ſhe was a upblemans lunne 
of 1ber;a,her name Daiphantus,who hauing ſcen _— Lhaddone inthat court, had 
ſtolne from her farher,to follow me. I enquircdthe patticularities of the maver of 
Andromanas following me,which by her I vaderſtood,ſhe hiding nothing (but her 
ſexe)from me. And ſtill methought 1 had ſeenethaq face, bur the great alteration of 
her fortune, madeher far diſtant trom my memorie: buchking yery well che y "mw 
Gentleman, (ſuch I rookeherro be) admurred this Daiphanturabout me, who we 
ſewed there zs no ſeruice like his, thar ſerues becaule he loues. Foxchougb bornpf 
Princes bloud, brought vp with tendexeſt education, vnapt to ſeruice(becauſe a wo- 
man)and full of thoughis(becaule ina trangeeſtare,) yer Lougenioyned ſuchdili- 
gence, that no apprentice, no , no bond(laue couldeuer. be by: feare more readie at 
all commandemeuts, then chat yong Princelle was. How otzen (alas) dio her eycs 
lay vnto me, that they loucd ? and yer,(I not looking for ſuch aamatter) had nor my 
concoipt open to ynderſtand them : how often would ſhe come creeping to me, bc- 
tweeae gladneſſeto be neare me, and feare to offend me? Truely I remember, chat 
then I maruailed to ſee her receiue'my commandements with ſrghes, and yer doc 
them with cheercfulacs: ſometimes anſwering mein ſuch riddles;as | then though 
a childiſh inexperience : but {incereturning to my remembrance, they hauc come 
More clecte yato my knowledge : —_— me ( onely deaze Lady ) that I vie 
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many words : for her affetion to medeſerues of mean affeionare ſptech. 

Bur inſach ſort did ſlic ſerue me in that kingdom of Bythinra,for two monethes 
ſpace : in which time we brought ro goodend, a cruell warre long maiutayned be. 
eweene the king of Bythinia and his brother. For my excellent n.and I(dwiding 
our ſclues to cither ſide)found meanes (after ſome triall we had made of our ſelues) 
roger ſuch credite with them,as we brought them roas great peace betweene them. 
{clues,as loue toward vs, for hauing made the . Whichdone,we carended to 
returne through the kingdome of Galati4, called Thrace, tocale the carc of our fa- 
ther and mother, who-(we were ſure) firſt with the ſhipwracke, and then with the 
otherdaungers we daily paſt, ſhould haue littlereſt in theit thoughts till they ſaw 
vs.But we were not entred into that kingdome, when by the noyle of 2 grear fight, 
we werey uided toapleaſant vally which like one of thoſe Circuſſes,whichin great 
Cities ſome where doth giuea pleaſant ſpeRacle of running horſes; ſo of eyther 
fide ſtretching itſelfe 1n a narrow length was it hemd in by wooddic hills, as if in- 
deed. Nature had meant therein to make a place for beholders, And there wee 
beheld one of the cruelleſt fights berweene two knights, that cuer hath adorned the 
moſt martiall ſtorie. So as I muſt confeſle, a whilewe ſtood bewondred , another 
while delighted with the rare beautie thereof ; till ſeeing ſuch ſtreames of bloud as 
threatned adrowning of life, we cn roward them to part them. Bur we were 
preugnted by adozen armed knights,or rather villains,who yling thistime of their 
extreame feebleneſſe, alrogerher ſer ypon them. Burt common daunyer brake off par- 
*ticular diſcord, ſo that ( though with a dying weakenelle) with a liucly courage 
they reliſted,and by our helpe draue away, orflue thoſe murderingattem 2 as 
mong whom wehapt to take aliue the —_— Bur going todiſarmethoſe two 
excellent knights,we found, with no lefle wonderco vs,then aſtoniſhment ro thera- 
ſclues, that they were the two valiant,and iudeed famous brothers, Tydews and Te- 
lenor , whoſe aduenture (as afterward wee made that yngratious wretch confeſle) 
had rhus fallen out. ; ET | 

After the noble Prince Leonatus had, by his fathers death, ſucceeded in the wing 
dome of Galatia,he (forgetting all former iniuries)*had receiued that naughty P!e- 
xirtws into a ſtray degree of fauourx, his goodnefle beingas apt to bee deceuued , 
as the others craft was rodeccwue. Till by plaine proofe, finding that the yngratetull 
man wentabour to poiſon him, yet would he not ſuffer his kindneſle to be ouer- 
come,not by iuſtice it ſelfe ; bur calling him to him, yſed wordes to this purpoſe: 
Plextirtms (ſaid he) this wickednefle is found by thee no good deeds of mine haue 
beneablero _ it downe in thee : all men counſell me to take away thy lite, like- 
ly to bring forth nothing, bur as daungerous, as wicked cffeRs; bur I cannor finde 
itn my heart,remembring wharfathers ſonne thou art : bur ſince 1t is the violence 
of ambition, which perchance pulls thee from thine owne iudgement, I will ſee, 
wherher the ſatisfying that may quiet the ill working of thy ſpirits. Not farre 
henceis _—_ citic of Trebiſond ; which, with the erritorie about it, auncient- 
ly pertayned vnto this crowne, now yniuſtly poſleſled, and as yniuſtly abuſed by 
thoſe, who haue neytherutle to hold it, nor vertue to rule it. To the conqueſt of 
that for thy ſelfe I will lend thee force, and giue thee my right: Gotherefore; and: 
with lefſe ynnaturalneſſeglut thy ambition there and that done, if it be poſible, 
learne verrne, 

Plexirtus mingling forſworneexcuſes with falſe-meant promiſes, gladly embra- 
ced the offer : and haſtily. ſending backe for thoſe two brothers ( who at thattime 
were with ys ſuccouring thegracious Queene Eropa) by their yerruechicfly (if = 

 onely) 
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onely) obtayned the conqueſt of —_— dominion. Which indeed done by 

them, gaue them ſuch an authoririe, that chough he mined any in ctfe&ruled, 

moſt men honouring them, becauſethey oncly deſcrued honour , ad many,thin- 

king therein to pleaſe Plexirtus, confidering how much he was bound vmo then : 

while they likewiſe (with a cerraineſincere boldnes of ſelfe-warranting friendſhip) 

acceptedall openly and plainely , rhinking noching ſhould eucrby Plextrras bee 
roo much in them, fince all they were was his. 

But he (who by the rules of his own mind,could conſtrue no other end of mens 
doings, bur ſelfe-ſecking) ſodainly feated what they could doe, and as ſodaialy ſu- 
ſpeted what they would doe, and as ſodainly hated them, as bauing both mught , 
and mind to doe. Bur dreading their power, ſtanding fo ſtrongly in their owne va- 
lour,and others affetion, he durſt not rake open way againſtchem, and as hard ir 
was to takea lecrer,they being ſo continually followed by the beſt, and eucrie way 
ableſt of chat region,and therefore vied this diueliſh fleight ( which I will tell you ) 
not doubring(moſt wicked man) to rurn their own friendſhip rowatd him to their 
owne deſtruftion. He (knowing that they well knew , therewasno friendſhip be- 
tweene him and the new king of Powtwr, neuet fince he fuccoured Leamatwue and vs 
to his ouerthrow)) gaue them to ynderſtand thar of latethere had paſled ſecret deti- 
ance berweene chem, to mer priuately ata place appoirited, Which though notlo 
ficathiog for men of their grearnefle, yet was his honour fo engaged, as hee could 
not goebacke. Yer faining ro find himſelfe weake by ſome counterfeit infirmitie, the 
day drawing necre , hee requeſted each of them to goe in his ſtead ; making ether 
of them fwcare to hengo ce matter ſecret , even cach from other , deliucring the 
ſeite lame parricularities toborh, bur thar he tolde Tydews,ctheking would meet him 
in ablew armour ; and T elenor, that 1t was a blackearmour : and-with wicked ſub- 
tiltie ( if ic had beenc ſo appointed) cauſed Tydews to takea blackearmour, and Te. 
lenoy a blew ; appointing them wayes how to goe, ſoas he kocw they ſhould nor 
meer,till they came mn place appointed, where cach promiled to keep ſilence, leaft 
the king ſhould diſcouer it was not Plexirtws : and therein await had he laid cheſe 
murtherers, that who oucrliued the other, ftould by them be diſpatched : hee nor 
daringrtruſt more then thoſe with that enterpriſe, and yer thinking chem roo few, 
till themſelues by cthemſclues were weakened. 

This welcarned chiefly, by the chiefe of thoſe way-bearters, after the death of 
thoſe rwo worthie brothers, whoſe loue was no lefſe then thei yalour: bur wellwe 
mighe find much thereof by their pititull lamentarion, whenthey knew their miſ- 
meering,and faw cach other (indeſpiteof the furgenewe could do vnto them) tri- 
nigh ſhoutd run fatteſt to the gaoke of dearh:cach bewaili the other & more 
dying in the other, then in hamſelte : curſing them owne bands fordoing,and their 
breatts for nor ſooner ſuffering : dereſting cheirynforunarely-ſpent cime in hauing 
ſerucd ſo yngratefull a Tyrant,and acculing their folly in hauing beleeued he could 
tarhfutly Joue,who did nor toue tairhfulnes : wiſhing vs to take heed,how _ 
ced our good will ypon any other ground, then proofe of vertue:fince lengrhof ac- 
quaimance, matuallſecrecies, nor height of benefires could bind a ſauage hearr ; no 
man being good to other, thar is not good in himleife. Then(whileany hope was) 
beleeching vs ro leaue the care of himrhar: he, and oncly looketotheother., 
Bur when they found by themſelues,8& vs,n0 polsiBiliry,chey deſired co be 1oyned ; 
&tfoembrzciny 8 crawng that pardon cach of orher, which they denicd to chem- 
ſclues, they gaue ys a moſt ſorrowtull ſpeRtacle of theirdeath ; Jeauing few in the 


world bchind them, their matches in any thing, if they had ſoon enough knownthe 
Q 3 ground 
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ground and limits of friendſhip.Bur with wofull hearts we cauſed thoſe bodies to'be 
conueyed to the next towne of Bythinia, where we learning thus much (asT have 
told you ) cauſed the wicked Hiſtorian to conclude his ſtorie with his owne well- 
deſerued dearh. 

But then(I muſt tell you) I found ſuch wofull countenances in Daiphantze,thatT 
could not much maruell (finding them continue beyond the firſt aſſault of pirtie ) 
how the caſc of ſtrangers (for further I did not conceiue) could fo deepely pierce. 
But the truth indcedeis, that partly with the ſhame and ſorrow ſhe tooke of her fa- 
thers faulrineſſe, partly with the feare, that the hate I conceiued againſt him,would 
vtterly diſgrace her in my opinion, whenſocuer I ſhould know her, ſo vchemently 
perplexcd her, that her faire colour decayed, and daily and haſtily grew into the ye- 
ric cxtreame working of ſorrowfulneſle : which oft I fought to learne,& helpe.Bur 
ſheas fearefull as louing , ſtill concealed it ; and ſo decaying ſtill more and more in 
theexcellencie of her taireneſſe, but that whatlocuer weakeneſle rookeaway, pittie 
ſcemedto adde : yer ſtill ſhe forced her ſelfe ro waite on me, with ſuch care and dili- 
gence,as might well ſhew had beene raught in no other ſchoole bur Loue. 

While we,returning againe tocmbarke our ſclues for Greece, ynderſtood that the 
mightic 0teyes (brother to Barzanes {laine by Muſidorus , inthe battell of the ſixe 
Princes, had cntred ypon the kingdome of Pontws,partly vpon thepretences he had 
tothe crowne, but principally ,becauſe he would ceuenge «wr him(whom heknew 
wc loucd) the lofle of his brother, thinking (as indeed he had cauſe)that whereſoc- 
uer we were, hearing of his extremitic,we would come to relicue him;inſ{pite wher. 
of he doubted not topreuaile , not onely vpon the confidence of his owne yertue 
and power, but eſpecially becauſc he had in his companie two mighty Giants, ſors 
toacouple, whom we flue in the famercalme: they hauing beene abſentat their fa- 
thers death,and now returned, willingly centred into his ſeruice,hating (more then 
he) both vs and that king of Pontus. We therefore with all ſpeed went thitherward, 
but by the way this fell out, which whenſocuer I cemember without ſorrow, I muſt 
—_ withall,all hamanine. ; | 

oorc Daiphantms fell extreme icke, yer would needes conquer the delicacie of 
her conſticurwn, and force her (elfe to waite on me - till one day going toward 
Pontus, we met once, whoin great haſt went ſecking for Tydews and Telenor,whole 
death as yet was notknowne vnto the meſſenger ; who ( being their ſeruanr, and 
knowipg how dearely they loued Plexirtus) brought them word, how ſince their 
departing, Plexirtus was in preſent daunger of a cruell death, if by the yaliantneſle 
of oneot the beſt knightsof the world, he were not reſcued: we enquired no further 
ofthe matter (being glad he ſhould now to his loſle find what an vnproficable trea- 
ſon it had bene yntohim,to diſmember himſelfe of two ſuch friends) and ſolet the 
meſſenger part,not ſticking to make him know his maiſters deſtrution by the fall. 
hood of Plexirtms. 

But the griefe of that ( finding a bodie alreadic brought to the laſt degree of 
weakenes)ſo ouerwhelmed the little remnant of the ſpirits leftin Daiphantws, that 
ſhce tell ſodainly into deadly fowndings ; neuer comming to her ſelfe, butthar 
withall ſhe recurned to make moſt pititull lamentations ; moſt ſtraunge ynto vs, 
becauſe we were farre from gheſsing the ground thereof. Bur finding her ficknelle 
ſuch as began 'to print death 1h hereyes, wee made all haſte _ ro conucy het 
rothe next towne : but before we could lay her on a bed, both wee, and ſhe might 
finde 1a her elte,that the harbingers of ouer-haſtic death had prepared his lodgji 
in that daintie bodie, which ſhe yndoubtedly feeling, with a weake cheareful - 
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ſhewed comfort therein : and then deſiring ys both to come neere her, and that no 
bodicelle might bepreſent; with pale,and yet ( cucn in paleneſſe) louely lips; Now 
or neuer,and neuer tndeede, but now is it rime for me,ſaid ſhe,to ſpeake: & I thanke 
death which giues mce leaue to diſcouer thar, theſuppreſſing whereof perchance 
harhbeene he ſharpeſt ſpurre,that hath haſted my race to this eade. Know then my 
Lords,and eſpecially you my Lord and maiſter Pyrocles , that your Page Daiphan- 
tw isthe vofortunate Zelmane,who for your ſake cauſed my (as ynforwunare)louer 
andcoulin Pallading, ro leauc his fathers Courr,and conſequently, both him & my 
Aunt his mother,to loſe their lines. For your ſake my ſelfe hauc become,of a Pria- 
celle,a Page : and for your ſake haue pur off the apparell of a woman, and ( if you 
indge not more mercitully )rhe modeſty. Wee were amazed at her ſpecch,and then 
had(as it were )new eyes giuen vs to perceiue that, which before had becn a preſent 
ſtragger ro our minds: for indeed forrhwich weknew jt to bethe face of 'Zelmane, 
whom before wee had knowne in the courr of 1beria. And ſorrow and pitic laying 
her paine-vpon me,I comforted her the beſt I could by the tenderneſſe of good will, 
pretending indeede betterhope then I had of herrecouerie. P 

But ſhe that had inward cmbaſladoursfrom the the tyrant that ſhoxtly would op- 
prelle her : No,my deare mailſter (aid ſhe) I neither hope nor deſire to liue. I know 
you would neuer haue loucd me ( and with that word hee wept ) nor, alas, had ir 
been rcalon you ſhould, conlidering many waics my ynworthineſſe. It ſufficerh me 
thac the ſtrange courſe I hauetaken, ſhall ro your remembrance, witnelle my loue : 
&yet.this breaking of my heart, before I woulddiſcouer my paine,will makeyou, 
I hope,thinke that I was notaltogerher ynmodeſt. Thinke of me fo, deare maiſter, 
and that thought ſhall be my life ; and with that languiſhingly looking vpon mce: 
AndI pray you(ſaid ſhe)eucn by theſe dying eyes of. mine( which arc oncly ſory 
to die, becauſerhey ſhall looſe your ſight ) & by thelepolled lockes of mine) which 
whilerhey were long, were the ornament of my ſexe, now in their ſhort curles, the 
teſtimonicof my ſeruitude:)8& by the ſeruice I haue done you(which God knows 
hath bcene full of loue ) chinke of meeafter my death with PRnenga you 
cannot with loue. And whenſocuer yeſhall makeany other Lady happy with your 
well placed affeQion, if you tell her my oy Lye you ſpeakeot it, not with 
ſcorne , but with pirric. 1 aſſute you, deare Princeſle of my lite(for how could ir be 
otherwiſez?)her words and her manner, with the hucly conſideration of her loue,ſo 
pierced me,that chough I had diucrs griefes before, yer me thoughc,I acucrfelt,cill 
then, how much ſorrow enfecblcrh all reſolution:for I could not chooſe bur yeeld 
tothe weakendlle of aboundanr weepingy in truth with ſuch griefe,that I could wil- 
lingly ar that time haue changed liues with her. 

But when ſhee aw my teares, O God, ſaid ſhee, how largely am I recompenced 
for my loſles*why then (Gaid ſhe) 1 may take boldneſle ro make ſome requeſts vnto 
you. I beſought her to doe, vowing the performance,though my life were the price 
thereof. She ſhewed grear ioy: The firſt aid ſhee, is this,that you will pardon my 
father thediſpleaſure you hauc juſtly conceiued againſt him,and for this once,luc- 
cour him our of the danger whereia he is : I hope he will amend : and pray you, 
whenſocuer you remember him to be the faultic Plexirtws, remember withall thar 
heis Zelmanes father. The ſecond is, that when youcome once into Greece ; you 
will take yato your (clfe this name(though vnluckic)of Daiphantus,and vouchſafe 
tO be called by ic: for ſo (hall I be ſure, you ſhall hauc cauſe ro remember me: 8 let it 
pleaſe your noble coulin tobe called Palladius,that I may dothat right to that poor 


Prince,that hi t may liue ypon the carth in ſo cxcellent aperſon : and ſo 
t his name yet may liue ypo! in nt aperſo _—_ 
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berweene you, I truſt ſomerimes your vnluckie Pageſball be ( perhaps with a ſigh) 
men RR Laſtly let me bee buried here ob y, not ſuffering my friendes to 
know my fortune, till ( when you are ſafely returned ro your owne countrie) you 
cauſe my bones to bee conueyed thirher,and laid (4 beleech you ) in ſome place 
whereyour ſelfevouchlafe fomerimesto reforr. Alas,ſmal petitions for ſuch a ſurer, 
which yer.ſhe ſocarneſtly craued , tharÞ was faine to ſweare theaccompliſhment, 
And then kiſſing me,and often deſiring me notto condemne herof lightneſle, in 
mine armes ſhee delivered her pure ſoule ro the pureſt place : leauing mce as full of 
agony,as kindnefſe, pity & ſorrow could make an honeſt heart. For [ muſt confeſſe 
forrruc,that if my - wv hadnor wholy reſerued mee for you,thete elle perhaps] 
mighthaueloycd,and(which had beene moſt ſtrange) _ my loue after death: 
whereof ler it bee che lefle maruell, becauſe ſomewhat ſhe did relemble you,though 
asfarre ſhort of your perfeion,as her {elfe dying,was of her ſelfe flouriſhing: yer 
ſomerhing there was, which ( when ſaw a puny of yours ) brought againe her 
figmeinto my remembrance,and made my heartas apt to receiuethe wound, as 

thepower of your beautie with vareſiſtable force to pierce. 
we in wofull (and yet priuate)manger burying her,performed her comman- 
dement : and then enquiripg of her fathers eſtate, cerraincly learned chat hee was 
preſently to be ſuccourcd, or by death to paſſe the neede of {uccour. Therefore wee 
determincd to deuide our ſelues; I, according to my yow, to helpehim, and Muſs. 
dorus toward the king of Pontus, who ſtood 1n nolefſe necdethen immediace ſuc- 
cour:Keuen ready to one from the other, thetecame a meſſenger from him, 
who after ſome enquiric tound ys,giuing vs to vaderſtand thache truſting ypon ys 
rwo,had appointed the cotnbate berweene lum and vs, againſt Otaves and the two 
Giants. Nowthe day was fo accorded, as it was impoſſible tor me borh co ſuccour 
Plexirtus,and be there, where my honour was not onely ſo farreengaged, but ( by 
the ſtrange working of vniuſt fortunc ) I was to leaucthe ſtanding by Muſidorws, 
whom berterthen my felfe I loued,to goe laue him, whom for iuſt cauſes] hared, 
Burmy promiſe giuen,andgiuen ta Zelmane, and to Zelmane dying, prevailed more 
wich me, then my friendſhip to Muſidorws : though certainely I may affirme, no- 
thing had io great rule 1n my thoughts as thar.But my promile caried me the caſter, 
becauſe Mwfidorus himſclfe would not ſuffermee to breake it. Andſo with heauic 
mindes { more carefull each of others ſuccelſe, then of our owne) wee parted ; I ro- 
watd theplace, where I vnderſtood Plexirius was priloner to an auncient Lord, ab- 
foluccely goucrning a goodly Caſtle , witha large tertitoric about it, whereof he ac- 
owing? ao other ſoucraigne bur himſclf;whole hate to Plexirtus grew for a 
kinſman of his,whom hce malicioufly had murdered, becauſe in the rimerthat hee 
raigned 111 Ga/atya,hee found him apt toprattiſe for the reſtoring of his yerruous 
brother Zeowatwe. This old knight ſtill chirſting for revenge, vſed (as the way to 1t) 
a policy which this occaſion I will cell you prepared for him. Plexirtws in his yourh 
had maricd Ze/manes mother, who dying of that onely child birch,he a widower, & 
not yet a king,haunted the Court of Armenia;where (as he wascunning to winne 
fauour)he obtained greargood liking of Artaxia,which hepurſued,rill (being cal- 
led home by hisfather) hefallly got his fathers kingdome ; and then negleQed his 
former loue:tiltcthrowne ot of that' (by our meanes)beforc he was deepely rooted 
in it, and by and by againe placed in Trebiſond, vnderſtanding that Artaxtaby het 
brothers death wasbecome Queen of Aymenia,he was hotter then euer in thar put- 
ſuite : which being ynderſtood by this old knight, he forged ſuch a lerter,as might 
bo written from Artaxse,entreating his preſenx ( bur yery priuate ) repaire thirher, 
giuing 
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giving him aan) jun of preſentmariage : athing farre from herthought, 
hauing faichfully and pablikely proteſted, that ſhee would neuer marrie any , bur 
ſotnc ſuch Prince who would giuc ſure proofe,that by his means we were ng 
ed. Buthe (no mere wittic ro frame, then blind ro indge hopes ) bir haſtily,ar | 

baire, and 1n priuate manner poſted roward hergbur by the way hee was mer by 
this knight, farre betrer accompanied, who quickly laid hold of him,and condem. 
ned himto a dearh,cruell cnough,if any thing may beborh cruell and iuſt. For hee 
cauſcd him to be kept in a miſerable priſon, till a day appointed, at which time hee 


med like a Rh1»oceros, as ſtrong as an Elephant, as fierce as a Lion, as2 
Leopard;and as cruell as a Tigre : whom he hauing kept ina ſtrong place, from the 
firſt yourh of it, now thought no fitter march, chenſuch a beaſtly monſter with a 
monſtrous Tyrant : proclaiming yer withall, thar if any ſo well toucd him, as to 
yenture their lives againſt his beaſt for him,if they oucrcame hee ſhould beſaned: 
not caring how many they were(ſuch confidence hehadinthat monſters ſtrengrh) 
but eſpecially hoping ro entrap thereby the great courages of Tydewand.7 ele- 
nor, whenk hee noleſſe hared , becauſe rhey had becne principall-1aſtrumenrs of 
theothers power. | | 

I dareſah,if Zelmane had knownewhat danger I ſbould haue paſſed, ſhe would 
rather haueler herfather to periſh,then me ro hauc bidden thar aduenture. Bur my 
word was paſt : andrruely the! hardneſle of the enterpriſe was not ſo much a biras 
a purre ynto mQnowing well, thac the iourney of high honour lies not in plaine 
wayes. Thereforegoing chither, and raking ſufficient ſecuritie that Plexirt#s ſhould 
bedelivered if I were victorious, I ynderrooke the combate : and ( ro make ſhorr, 
excellent Lady, and not to trouble your cares with recounting a terrible marrer) 
fo was' my weakened bleſſed from abone, that without dangerous woundes T 
flue that monſter, which hundreds durſt not attempt : coſo grear admiration of 
many ( whofrcom a ſafeplace mightlooke on ) thar there was order giuen,rohaue 
the fight both by ſculprure and pifure, cclebrared in moſt partes of Aſia. And the 
old noble-man fo well liked mee,that he loucd mee;ondy bewailing,my yertue had 
beene employed to ſaue a worſe monſter then I killed : whom yer ( according to 
faith wen )be delivered, andaccompanicd me tothe kin of Pontws,whirher 
Iwould needs inall ſpeede gpe,to ſee whether it were le for me (if x 
the day had becne delayed) rocome to che combate: bur that (before I came)had 
becne thus finiſhed. _ ; pO 

The vertuous Leowatus vnderſtanding two ſo gbodfriendsof his were to be in 
that danger,woutd perforce be one himlelfe; where he did yaliantly, and ſo did the 
king of Pontus. Bur the cruth is,thar both they being ſore burr,he inconi able 
Muſidorus finiſhed the combar by the death 'of both the Giants,and the taking of - 
Otanes priſoner. To whom as hejgaue his life, fo he got a noble friend, forſo he gaue 
his word to be,and he is well knowne to rhinke humſelfe greater in being ſubie@ ro 
that,then in thegrearueſſe of his Principalitic. wg; 

Burthuther(vnderſtanding dfour being rhere)flocked great multitudes of many 
great perſons, and euen of Princes; eſpecially*thoſe, whom wee had made behol- 
dmg vntoys : as, the Kings of Phrygra, Bithinia, with thoſerwo hurt of Pontus 
and Galatia, and Otanes the priſoner, by Muſidorws ſer free ; and thither came Ple- 
xirtus of Trebiſond, and Antiphilus then King of Lycia ; with —_ nio = 
Prinees,drawnecither by our tepuration,or by willingneſſe ro acknowledge them- 
felucs obligad yaco ys, for wharweekad done for the others. Soas in thoſe pus 
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of theworld, Ithinke, in many hundreds of yeares.there was notſcenceſo royall 
an aſſembly:where nothing was let paſſe todoe vs the higheſt honours,which ſuch 
perſons(who might commaund both purſes and inuentions ) could performe. All 
from all ſides bringing voto vs right royall preſents (which wego auoid both yn. 
kindneſle and imporctunitic, liberally receiued ) and not content therewith, would 
negdes accept as fromys their.crownes, and acknowledge to hold them of vs: with 
many orherexceſſiue honours, which would nor ſuffer the meaſure of this ſhorr 
leafure to deſcribe yato you, +» 


But we quickly aweaty thereof, haſted ro Grece-ward,led hither partly with the 


deſire of our Parents, but haſtened principally, becauſe I vnderſtood that Anaxias 
with open mouth of defamation had gone thither to ſceke me,and was now come 


to Peloponeſus, where from Court to Court hee made enquirie of mee, doing yer . 


himſclteſo noble deedes,as might hapto authorize an ill opinion of me.Wether- 
fore ſuffered bur ſhort delayes , deſiring to takethis countrey in our way , fore- 
nowmed ouer the world, chat no prince could pretend height, nor begger lownelle, 
to barre him from the ſound thereof: renowmed indeede, not ſo much for thean. 
cient prayſcs attributed thereunt, as for the hauing in ic Argalus and Amphialus 
( two knights of ſuch rare prowedle, as wee delired eſpecially to know) and yer by 
atre not ſo much for that, as without ſuffering of compariſon for the@beautie of 
you and your ſiſter, which makes all indifferent1udges,that ſpeake thereof, account 
this countrey as a temple of deities Bur theſe cauſes indecdemouing vs tocome 
by. this land, wee embarked our (clues in rhe next Port, whit choſe Princes 
( auing Antiphilus , who returned, as hee pretended, not able to Tacie longer from 
Erona ) conucyed ys. And there found wea ſhip molt royally furniſhed by Plexir- 
75, who had madeall things ſo proper (a8 well for our detcnce,as caſe)that all the 
other Princesgreatly commended him for it : who ( ſeeming a qune altered man) 
had nothing butrepentance in hus eyes, friendſhip in his geſture, and yerrue in his 
mouth : ſo that we who had promiſed che ſweete Zelmare to pardon him,now not 
oncly forgaue,burt began to tauour ; perlwading our ſeJues with a yourhfall credu- 
licic,that perchance things were not (o ewill as wetooke then; 8 as it were,deſiring 
dur owne memorie that 1t might be (0. Bur ſo were wee licenced from thofe Prin- 
ces,trucly not withour teares, eſpecially of the yertuous Leowatus, who with the 
king of Pontus would haue come with vs,but that we(inreſpeR of the ones Yong 
wifc,and both their new ſcrrled kingdomes ) would not ſuffer it. Then would they 
haue ſent whole flectes to guard. vs. bur wee,thatdeſired to paſle ſecretly into Greece, 
madethem leauethar motion,when they found that more ſhippes then one would 
bediſplcaſing vnto vs. But ſo committing our ſelues to the yncertaine diſcretion of 
thewinde, wee (then determining as ſooneas we came to Greece,to take the names 
.of Diaphantas and Palladzus ,as well tor our owne promile to Zelmane, as becauſe 
weedeliredto come ynknowneinto Greece ) left the £4ſian ſhore full of Princely 
perſons,who cuen vpon their knees recommended our ſafeties to the deuotion of 
their chiete defires : among whom nonehad beene ſo officious ( though I dare af- 
firme,all-quite contrarie to his vofaithfulneſſe ) as Plexirtwus, 

And ſo hauing ſailedalmoſt rwo daies, looking for nothing but when we might 
looke pon the land, a graue man (whom wee had ſcene of great truſt with Plexir- 
t145,8q was (entas ourprincipall guide)came ynto ys,and witha certaine kind man- 
ncr mixtwith ſhame, and repenrance, began to tell ys,that he had taken ſuch a loue 
vuto vs ( coalidering our youth and fame) that though he were a ſeruant and a (cr- 
uant of ſuch truſt about Plexirtws,as that hee had committed ynto him cuen thoſe 
ſecrets 
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ſecrets of his heart, which abhord all other knowledge, yer hee rather choſe to 
ceucale at this time a moſt pernicious counſell, then by concaling ir bring to ruine 
thoſe, whom he could nor chooſe bur honour. Sowent he 0n,and told ys,thart Ple- 
xirtw(in hope thereby to haue 4rtaxia, endowed with the great kingdome of Av- 


menia to his wife) had giuen him order when wee were neare Greece, to findeſome 


reunitieto murder ys,bidding him to take vs aſleep, becauſe he had ſeene whac 
wecould do waking. Now lirs(ſaid he) I would rather a thouſand times loſe my life 
then haue my remembrance ( whileTI liued) poyſ@ned with fuch a milchiete : and 
therefore if ic were onely I,that knew herein thekings order, then ſhould my diſo- 
bedicnce be a warrant of your ſafetie. Burroone more (laid he) namely the Cap- 
tainc of the ſhip, Plexirtus hath opened ſo much rouching the effe& of murdering 
you,thoughI thinke laying the cauſe rather ypon old grudge,then his hope of 4r- 
f4xia. And my ſelfe (before the conſideration of your cxcellencics had drawneloue 
&pittic into my mind)imparted it troſuch,as I rhoughtr fitteſt for ſuch a miſchicte. 
Therefore I wiſh youto ſtand ypon yourgard,afluring you,that whar I can doe for 
our ſaferic; you ſhall ſee (if it come to the puſh) by me performed. Wee thanked 
ſim as the matter indeed delerued, & from that time would no more diſarmeour 
ſelues,nor the oneſleep withour his friends eyes waked for him ; ſothatir delayed 
the going forward of their bad cuterpriſe, while they thought it rather chaunce, 
then prouidence, which made vs ſo behave our ſelues. 

But when we came within halfe a dayes fayling of the ſhore, ſo that they ſaw ir 
was{pcedily, or not at all to be done; then. ( and! remember it was abour the firſt 
watch in thenight)came the Captain & whiſpered the Councellor intheeare:Bur 
heſas it ſhould ſceme) diflwading him from ir, theCapraine (who had bin apyrate 
from his yourh,and often bloudedin it ) with aloud voyce ſware, that if Plexirtus 
bad him hewould not ſticke to kill God himſelfe, And therewith calld his mates, 
and inthe kings name willed themto take ys altue ordead;encouraging them with 
the poyle of vs, which hefaid (and indeed was true) would yeeld _ 
rich jewels.But the Couacellor (according to his promiſe) commanded them they 
ſhould nor commit ſuch a villanic , proteſting that he would ſtand betweene them 
and the Kings anger therein, Wherwirh the Captaine enraged: Nay (ſaid he )chen 
wemuſt begin with this traytor himſelfe : and therwith gaue him a fore blow ypon 
the head, who honeſtly did the beſt hecould to reuenge hirſelfe. 

Butthenwee knew it time rather ro encounter, then waite for milſchiefe. And 
loagainſt the Capraine we wear , who ſtraight was cnuironcd with moſt parc of 
the Souldicrs and Mariners. And yetthetrurth is, there were ſome, whom eyrher 
the authoriueof the Councellour,doube of the Kings minde,or liking of vs, made 
draw their ſwords of our (ide : ſo that quickly irgrew a moſt confuled fight. For 
thenarrownelle of the place, the darkenelle of the rime, and the vncerrainetic in 
fach a cumulthow to know friendes from focs , made the rage of ſwordes rather 
guide then be guided by. their maiſters. For my coulin and mce,trucly I thinke we 
ncuer performed lefle 11 atiy place, doing noother hurt then the defence of our 
ſelues,and ſuccouring them whocame for ir, draue ys to: for not diſcerning per- 
tely ,who were for, or againſt vs, wee thought it leſle cuill to ſpare a foe, then 
lpoylea friend. Bur from the higheſt to the loweſt part of the ſhippe therewas no 
Placeleft, without crics of murdering,and murdered puſhes. The Captaine I hapt 
awhileto fight withall,but was driucn to part with him, by hearing Te cry of 
Counſellour,who recciucd a mortall wound, miſtaken of one of his ownefide. 
Some of the wiſer would call to parley , and wiſh peace : but whileche wordes of 
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acewerein their mouthes,ſome of their cuill audirors gaue them death for their 
fire.So thar no manalmoſt could conceiue hope of liuing,but by being laſt alive: 
and therefore cucry one was willing to make himſelfe roome, by diſpatching al. 
moſt any other: ſo that the great number in the ſhipwas reduced to excecding tew, 
when of thoſcfew the moſt part weary ot thoſe troubles leapt into the boat, which 
was faſt to the ſhip : but whilethey that were firſt were cutting off the ropethat 
tryed it, others came leaping in ſo diſorderly, that they drowned both the boare and 
themſclues. | 

But while cuenin that little remnani(like the children of Cadymww)we continued 
ſtill ro ſlay oneanorher,a fire, which(whether by the deſperate malice of ſore, or 
intention to ſeperate, or accidentally while all things werecaſt ypanddowne ) it 
ſhould ſcemehad taken a good whule before, but neuer heeded of vs, ( who onely 
though to preſerue or revenge) now violently burſt out in many places, and began 
to maſter the principall parts of the ſhip. Then neceſſitie made ys ſee, that acotn- 
mon enemie ſets at one a Ciuill warre: for that little all we were(as if wee had betne 
waged by ſome man to quencha fire) ſtraight went to,reſiſt that furious enemieby 
2ll art & labour: but it was too late, for already it did embrace and deuour from the 
ſterneto the waſte of the ſhip : ſo as labouring in vaine,we weredriuen ro get vp to 
the prowe of the ſhip,by the worke of nature ſeeking to _ lifeas long as wer 
could: while truly it was a ſtrange and vgly fight,ro ſce ſo huge a fire,as ir quickely 
grew,to bcein the ſea, and inthe nighr;as if ithad cometo light ys todeath. And 
by &by it had burned off the maſt, whichall this while had proudly borne the faile 
(the wind,as might feeme,delightcd to cariefire and bloud in his mouth) but now 
it fell ouer boord,andrhe fire growing neerer vs, it was not onely terrible in re 
ſpe&t of what wee were toattend, bur inſupportable through the heat of ir. 

So that wee were conſtrained: to bide 1t no longer, but diſarmingand ſtripping 
our ſclue3,andlaying ourſclues ypon ſuch things, as wee thought might helpe our 
ſwimming to thc land (too farre for our owne ſtrength to beare ys) —_ n and 
I threw our ſclues into the Sea. ButT had ſwomme a very little way, whenlT fele(by 
rcaſon of a wound I had )rthat I ſhould nat be able to abide the traucl: & therefore 
ſecing the maſte ( whoſe tackling had beentburnt off) flote cleare from _ 
ſwam yato it, and getting on ir, [ found mineowneſword,which by chance,w 
I threw it away(caught by a peece of canuas)had hung to the maſte. I was glad,be- 
cauſe I louced it wellz but gladder,when I ſaw at the other end the Captaineof the 
ſhip and of all this miſchiefe;who having along pike, belike had borne himſelfe vp 
wich thar,till bc had ſer himlclfe ypon the maſt. But when Iperceiued him, Villaine 
faid I, docſt thouthinke to ouerliue ſo many honeſt men,whom thy falſhood hath 
brought to deſtruction? With that beſtriding the maſt, I gatby lictleand little to- 
wards him after ſuch a manner as boyes arewont(ifeuer you ſaw that ſport)wheti 
they ride the wilde mare. And hee perceiuing my intention, like a fellow that had 
much more courage then honeſtie, ſer himſelfe to reſiſt : but I had in ſhorrh 
gotten within him,and(giuing him a ſound blow )ſent him to feed fiſhes. Bur 
my ſelfe remained, vntill by PiratesI was taken yp, and among themagaine taken 
priſoner,and brought into Laconia. 

But what(ſaid Philoclea ) became of your couſin Muſidorws? Loſt, ſaid Pyrecler. 
Ah,myPyroclesfaid Philoclea,l amgladT hauc taken you.l perceive you louers doe 
not alwaics ſay truly:as thoughl knew nor your couſin Dorwe the ſh Life 
of my delires(ſaid Pyrocles,) whatis mine,cucn to myſoule is yours : burthe ſecret 
of my fcicnd is not mine, But if you know ſo much,then I may truly fay, _ 
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loſt, ſince he is no more his owne. Burt I perceiue your noble ſiſter & you are great 
friends,and well doth it become you ſo to be. Bur go forward deare Pyrocles, I long 
ro heareout till your mecting mc- for there rome-ward is the beſt part of your ſto- 
rie.Ah ſweete Philoclea(aid Pyrocles)do youthinke I can thinkeſo precious leaſure 
asthis well ſpent in ralking. Are your cyes afirbooke(thinkeyou ) to reade a tale 
vpon?Is my loue quiet cuough to bean hiſtorian ? Dearc Princeſle be gracious yn- 
ro me. And then he faine would haue remembred to haue forgot himlelfe. Bur ſhee 
with aſweetcly diſobeying grace,deſired him that herdeſire ( once for cuer) might 
ſerue,that no {por might diſgrace that loue, which ſhortly ſhee hoped ſhould beerto 
the world warrantable. Fainc he would not hauc heard, riilſhee threarned anger: 
andthen rhepoorelouerdurſt nor, becauſe hee durſt nor. Nay, Ipray thee, deare 
Pyzotles (aid (he)lerime hauc my ſtorie. Sweete Princelle(faid he)giue my thoughts 
alittle _—_ andif irplcaſcyou, ſince this time muſt ſo be ſpoiled, yer it ſhall ſuf - 
ferthe lefle hartne,1t you youchſafe to beſtow your voice,& ler me know, how the 
good Queene Erons was betrayed into ſuch danger, and why Pl/angws ſought me. 
Forindeedel ſhould pine greatly any miſchancefallen ro that Princeſle. I will,Caid 
Philoclea ſmiling, ſo.you giue mee your word, your hands ſhall be quiet auditours. 
They ſhall Gaid ice; becauſe ſubic&. Then began ſhee ro ſpeake, bur with-lo pretie 
&dcligtitfull a maieſtic, when ſhe ſer her countenance to tell the marter,that Pyro- 
ces could-norchuſe burrebell fo farreas ro kiſle her. She would hauepuld her head 
away ,andſpeakc,burwhilc ſhee ſpakohe kiſt,and ir ſcemed hee fed vpon her words: 
but ſhe gataway. How will you haue your diſcourſe(faid ſhe) withouryouler my 
lips alone?He yeelded & took herhand. On this{ſaid he)willI reuengemy wrong: 
and ſo began ro make much of thar hand, when her tale, and his delight were inter- 
rupted by Miſo: who taking her time, while Baſilixs backe was turned, came vato 
them;and told Philoclen.ſhcedeſerued (he knew whar for leaning her mogher, being 
cuill at eaſe, to keepe company with ftraryers Bur P4/oclearellpg her, char ſhe was 
there by her fathers commandemenr;ſhee went away murtering, thaFthough her 
bicke and her ſhoulders,8 her necke were broken, yeras long as hertongue would 
wag,itſhould docher errand to her mother:and ſo went vp toGynecia,who was at 
that time miſcrably yexed with this mannerof dreame. 1rſeemed ynto her to bein 
aplace full of thornes,which ſo moleſted her,as ſhec could neither abide ſtarfling 
ſtill, nor tread fafely going forward. In this caſeſheethought Zelmare being vpon a 
faire hill, delightfull to the eye, *82'cafie in apparance, called her chither :' whither 
with ſuch anguiſh being come, Zeihzane was yamilhed, 8& ſheefound nothing bur a 
dead body like ynto herh usband,which ſeeming at the firſt:with _ {mell to 
inte her,as ſhe was ready likewiſe within'a whilero die,thedead body ſherhoughte 
tooke her in his armes,& ſaid,Gynecrayleancall, for here is thy onely reſt. 7 
With that ſhe awaked,crying, very loud,Ztnmuadte,Zelmane. Bur remembring her 
ſelfc,and ſeeing Baſilis by, (her yailrie conſcieece more ſulpefting;then being ſul- 
ror eurned her call, 8 cal _ Philoclea. Miſo RO like a w—_ n - ſhrew 
ookitg atBaſilins asthough ſhe df though ſhe dicd for it) yHtcia 
—_ a1 ng war oye | wc _— with —_ 
d(ſayes the)forriny'parr I couldnot bee (yourdavghrers arcbroughr vp 
in won chbugh Evald herofyoln pteaſarefatficiencly. Gynecia, as'if! ſhee had 
heard herlatdoomepronouncedagainſther;with xfidelooke. and changed coun- 
tenance,O-my Lord(faid ſhe)whar meane you to ſuffer theſe;yong tolkes rogerher? 
Beſilize (that aymed nothing ar thie marke of her ſuſpition){milingly rooke her 112 
his atmes; Sweere wite;aid he, Itharike you for yourcareof your child but they 
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muſt be youthes of orher mcrall then Zelmane, that can endanger her.O bur, crie ha 
Gynecia,and therewith ſhe ſtaid : for then indeede ſhe did ſuffer a right confi be. 
rwixt the force of louc,& rage of 1ealouſic. Many times was ſheabout to Grisfiethe 
ſpite of her minde,8& tell Baſilius, how ſhe knew Zelmane to be farre otherwiſe then 
Ne outward appcarance.But thoſe many times wereall pur backe by the manifold 
obieions of her yechemenr loue. Faine fhce would hauc bard her daughters hay, 
bur loth ſhe was to cur off her owne hope.Burt now,asif her life had beene ſer 
a wager of quicke riſing, as weake as ſhee was, ſhee gat vp; though Beſilizs ( witha 
kindneſſe lowing onely from the fountaine of vnkindnelle, being indeede defirous 
to win his daughter as much rime as might be)was loth to ſuffer it, ſwearing he faw 
ſicknelſe in hertace, and therefore was lothſheſhould aduenture theayre. | 

- Bur the great and wretched Lady Gynecia, poſleſied with thoſe dinels of Loye 
and ates. did rid her ſelfe from her tedious husband : & taking no badie with 
her,going toward them; O icalouic, ſaid ſhee the phrenſie of wiſe tolkes, the we. 
wiſhing ſpite,and ynkinde carefulneſle, the ſelfe-puniſhmene for others fault , and 
ſelfe-miſcric in others happineſſe, the couſin of enuic, daughter of loue, and mr 
ther of hate, how couldeſt thou ſo | rs get thee afeat in the ynqujetheart of 
necia, Gynecia ( ſaid ſhee bghing )rhought wiſe, and once yertuous ?

But het ynlcaſured Goo ran not ouer the ten firſt wordesz but going witha 
pace not ſo much toofaſt forher body ,as datforhermindhedfous Tien dags 
ther, who after M:ſos departure had efr their cale, determined whatto fay to Bf 
_ __ w_ — _ poore Philecles ( whoſe conſcience) now to. _ 
caulc of bluſhing )for firſt falutation,receiuingantcye from her:mother Full of 
ſame diſdainefu ſcorne, which Pallasſhewed to = Arachne, that durſt contend 
with her for the prize of well weauing : yer did thee force of loue fo muchruleha, 
thatthough for Zelmanes ſake ſhee did deteſt her, yet for Zelpvanes ſake ſheovſed no 
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harder wordes to her,then to bid her go home,and accompanic her ſolicarie father. 

Then began ſhe ro dilplay to Zelmane the ſtorchoule of her deadly deſires, when 
ſuddenly rheconfuſed rumorof a mutinous multitude gauc iuſt occaſion to Zel- 
maze to breake off any fuch conference (for well ſhe found, they were not fricadly 
yaices they heard) to retire withas much diligence as conueniently they could 
towards the lodge. Yer before they could winnethe lodge by twentic paces, they 
were ouettaken by an yaruly ſort of clownes,and other rebels, which lik ca violent 
floud, were caried, they themſclues knew not whither. But afſoone as they came 
within ET Ladies, like enraged beaſtes, without reſpet of their 
eſtates,or pitic of their ſexe, they began rorunne againſt themas right yillaines, 
thinking abilitic to doc hurt, to be agrear aduancemene : yerſo many as they were,

. Zelmane( whole vertuous courage was cuer awake) drew out her ſword, which 
ypon thoſe 1] armed churles guing as many wounds as blowes, & as|many deathes 
almoſt as wounds( lightning courage,and thundring ſmart ypon them) kept them 
arabay,whilethe rwo Ladies got themſelues into the lodge: out of the which 0% 
hu:(bauing pur on an armour long vutried)came to proue his authority among his - 
lubieRs, or ar laſt, ro aducnrure his life with his deare Miſtrelle, ro whom hee 
brought a ſhicld, while the Ladies trembling attended the flue of this dangerous 
aduchture.Bur Zelmane maderhem perceiue the oddes betweenan Eagle and a Kite 
with ſuch nimble ſtayedncſſe, and an affured nimblenefſe,thatwhile one was run- 
ning backe for feare, his fellow had her ſword in his guts. 

Kd by and by was both her heart and helpe well increaſed by the comming of 
Dorus,who hauing beene making of hurdles for his maſters dthe hor- 
tible crics of this madde multitude; and having ſtreight ented before the 
eyes of his carcfull loue, the perill wherein the ſoule of his ſoule might bee, hewenr 
to Pamelas lodge,but found herin acauc hard by, with Mopſe and Dametas, who 
atthat time would not haue opencd the entrie to tus father. And therefore leauing 
them _—_— in a place ſafe,both for being ſtrong, and ynknowne) heranncasthe 
noiſe guided him. Bur when hee aw his friend in ſuchdanger among them, anger 
and contempt( asking no counſell but of courage) made him runne among them, 
with noother weapon bur his ſhcephooke, & with that oucrthrowing one of the 
villaines,rooke away a two hand ſword from him,and withall helpthim from cuer 
being aſhamed of looſing it. Then lifring vp his braue head,and flaſhing terror into 
their taces, he made armes and legs go complaine to the earth, how euill their ma- 
ſters had kepr them. Yet the multitude ſtill growing,& they verie killing wearying 
them(fearing, leaſt in long fight they ſhould be conquered with conquering ) they 
drew backe rowards the lodge; bur drew backe in ſuch ſort, that ſtill their rerrour 
went forward : like a valiant maſtiffe , whom when his maſter pulles backe by the 
ailefrom the Beare (with whom he hath already inte aharefull imbrace- 
ment ) though his pace be backeward, his geſture is forward, his teeth and his eyes 
threatning more in the retiring, thenthey did in the aduancing : ſo guided they 
themſelucs homeward Jnr chow: ſteppe backward,but that they proucd them. 
they ſtepr. | 


ſelues maſters ofthe ground where 
Yer among che rebels there was a dapper fellow, a taylor by occupation , who 
letching his courage onely from _ Wy backe, began to bow his knees & very 
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fencer-like to draw neere to'Zelmane. Bur as hee came within her diſtance, turni 
his ſword yery nicely abour his crown, Bafe(iz,with a fide blow,ſtrake off his noſe. 
He(being a ſuter to aſcamſters daughter;andthereforenort a little gricued for ſuch 
a diſgrace)ſtouped downe, becaule he had heard, tharif ir werefreſh put to,it would 
cleauc on againe..But as his hand was on the ground to bring his noſe co his head, 
Zelmane with a blow ſent his head tohis noſe. Thar ſawa butcher,a butcherly chufte 
indeede ( who that day was ſworne brotherto him in a cup of winc)and lifted yy 
agreatleauer,calling Zelmaeneall the vile names of a butcherly — Bur ſhee 
lerring ſlippe the blow of the leauer ) hitte him ſv ſurely ypon thelide of his face; 
that ſhelefr nothing bur che nether taw,wherethe tongue {til wagged,as willing tg 
ſay more,if his maſters remembrance had ſerued.O'(faid a millerthar was balfe 
drunke)ſce the lucke of a good fellow,and with that word,ran with a pirchforke 
at Dorus: but the nimbleneſle of the wine caried his head fo faſt, that it made it over. 
runne his feete, ſo that he fell withall, iuſt berweevethe legs of Doras : whoſerti 
hisfoote on his necke ( though hee offered two milchekine,and foure far hogs for 
his life)chruſt his ſword quire through, from one careto the other; which tookeir 
verie vnkindly,to feele ſuch newes betore they heard of them, inſtcad of hearing, 
ro be pur to ſuch feeling. Bur Norws ( leauing the millerro yomir his ſoule our in 
wine &bloud with his rwo-hand ſword ſtrake off another quite by the waſt; who 
the night beforc had dreamed he was grownea couple,and (interpreting ir chat be 
ſhould be maricd ) had bragd of hisdreame that morningamong his nei 

Bur that blow. aſtoniſhed quite a poore painter,who ſtood by with a pike in! his 
hands. Thispaintcer was rocounterfeiterheskirmith between the Centanres and L4- 
pithes,& had beene very delirous to lee ſome notable wounds,rto beeable the more 
lively to expreſſe them;and this morning being caried by theſtreame of this coms 
pany)the fooliſh fellow was cuen delighted to ſee theeffeQtof blowes. Bur this laſt 
( bapning neare him ) ſo amazed him, that he ſtood ſtocke ſtill, while Dorws(wi 
aturne of his ſword ) ſtrake off both his hands. And ſo the painter returned, wdl 
Skilled in wounds, but with neuer a hand roperforme his kill. 

In this maner they recouered the lodge,8 gaue the rebels a face of wood of the 
outſide. But they rhen(though no more furious, yetmore outragious when they ſaw 
no reſiſter) went about with pikaxeto the wall,8& fire tothe gate,to get themſclucs 
entrance. Then did the two urn mixefeare with loue, cſpecially Philoclea, who 
cuer caught hold of Zelmane,ſo(by rhefolly of louc)hindering the ſuccourwhich 
ſhe delired. But Zelmane ſecing no way of detence, nor time dbenacche num- 
ber of thole villaines ſtill increaſing, and their madneſſe ſtill increakng with their | 
number ) thought ic the oncly meancs , togoe beyond their expeRtation withan 
ynuſed boldneſſe, and with danger to auoyde danger : and therefore opened a- 
gaincthe garc, and ( Dorws and Baſilius ſanding readic for her defence) ſhe iſlued 
againc among them. Theblowesſhe had dealt before ( chough all in generall were 
haſtic ) mad? cach of them in particular rake breath , before they brought them 
ſodainely oucr-necreher, ſo tharſhee had time to get vp to the iudgemenr-ſeate of 
the Prince, which ( according to theguile'of thatcountrie ) was before the Court 
gate. There ſhe pauſed a while,making ſigne with her hand ynto them,8& withall, 

ing aloud,rhat ſhe had ſomething to ſay Vnto them, that would pleaſe them. 
utſhe was anſwered a while with nothing bur ſhouts & crics, 8 ſome beginning 
to throw ſtones ather,not daring to approch her. Buratlength,ayong farmer(who 
ds moſtamong the countrie ſort, & was caught in a little affefion towardes 
Zelmanc)hoping by Bis kindneſſe to hauc ſomegood of her, deſired them, if they 
were 
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were honelt men,to heare the woman ſpeake. Fic fellowes, fie, ( ſaid hee) what wil! 
all the maydes in our rowne ſay, if ſo many tall menſball be afraide ro heare a faire 
wench ? | fwcate yntoyou by no little ones , I had rather give my toeme of 0xcn,, 
then we ſhould thew our ſelucs foyncivill wights, Belides, I tell you true, I have 


heard itof old men counted wiſedome,to heare much, & ſay little. His ſententious 


ſpeech ſo preuailed, tharthe molt part began co liſten. Then ſhe, withſuch efhicacic 
ofgra « aw ane ſuch _ magnanimitic repreſented in her face 1n this vrter. 


moſt perill,as the more the people looked, the more ut fixed their lookes 
her,in this forr' began vnto them, 

[c is no ſma!l comfort vnto me (laid ſhe) hauing toſpcake ſomerhing ynto you 
for your owne behoofes, to finde that I have to deale with fuch a people, who ſhew 
iwdeede in rhemſelues therighe nature of valure:which as it leaues no yiolence yn- 
atrempted,while rhe choler is nouriſhed with refiſtance;ſo whenthe ſubieR of their 
wrath doth of it ſelte vnlooked for offer it ſc}fe into their handes, it makes them at 
leaſt rake 8 pauſe beforerthey determine cruelrie. Now then firſt ( before I come to 
the principall marter)haue I co ſay ymto you, that your Prince Baſilrwhimſelfein 
non is within this lodge,8& was one of the three, whom 2 few of youwear about 
tofight withall : and ( this ſbee ſaid, notdoubring but'they knew it well _ 
but becauſeſhee would have them imagine, that the Prince mighr rhinke chat they 
did oorknow ir)by him T am ſene ynro _ from a Prinee to his well apptoucd 
ſubic&s,nay as from a father =» = 90m know what it is that hath bred 
juſt ell among you,or whot | any way wron on; whar it 
evi einch —_ dilpleaſed,or of which you are Sho ?

ordemaunds ymo him. p 

This(being more chen they hoped forfrom their Prince) aſſwaged well rhcirfu- 
ry,and many of them conſented(epeciatly theyong farmerhelping on,who meant 
w make one of thedemaunds that he nnghthaue Ze/mare for his wife) but when 
they m__ to ralke of their grietes,neuer Bees made ſuch a confuſed humming:the 
towne dwellers demanding putting downe of impoſts : rhe countrey tellowes lay- 
ing out of commons : ſome would haue the Prince keepe his Courr in one place, 
ſome ia another. All cryed out ro haue new Couldlours : bur when they ſhould 
thinke of any new,they liked them as well as any orher,that they could remember, 
eſpecially they would hauethe treaſure ſo looked vnto,asthat he ſhould nener need 
ro take any more ſubſidies. Ar length they fell ro dirce& contraricries. For the Arri- 
ſans they would haue corne & wine (ctat a lower price,& bound to bekepr ſo ſtill: 
the plowmen, vine-laboters,8 chetarmers would none of that. The contrimen de- 
mandcd chatcuery man might be free in che chiefe townes:rhat cou'd not the bur- 
gelles like of, The pealanrs would haucall the gentlemen deſtroyed,the cirizens(el- 
DP ſuch as cooks,barbers,8 thoſe other that lived moſt on gentlemen) would 

haucthem reformed. And of each lide were hke diviſions, one neighbourhood 
begintung ro find fault with another. But no confuſion was greaterthen of parricu- 
lar mens likings 8&diflikings: one dſprayfing ſuch a one,whom anotherpraiſed, 8 
demaunding ſuch a one to bee puniſhed, whom the orher would haueccxalted. No 
lelle adoe was thereabout chulimng him, whoſhould berheir ſpokes-man. The finer 
Grte of Burgelles, as Marchants,Prentiſes, and Clothworkers, becauſe of cheirri- 
ches,di(dgining the baſer occupations, and they becauſe of their number as much 
Gifdainirig them ; all chey ſcorningthe countrimens ignorance, & the countrimen 
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ſulpeRing as muchtheir cno__—_ that Zelmane ( finding that their voited rage 
was now growne,not only to adiuiding,but roa croſſing one of another,and char 
the miſlikegrowne among themſclues did well allay the hear againſt her) made to- 
kens againe vnto them(as though hee rooke great care of their well doing,$& wete 
afraid of their falling out) that ſhe would ſpeake ynto them. They now growneics 
lous oneof another(rhe ſtay hauing ingendred diuilion,and diuifion hauing manj. 
feſted their weakeneſſe)were willing enough to heare,the molt part ſtriving ro ſhew 
themſelucs willinger then their fellowes: which Zelmane ( by acquaintance ſhe had 
had with ſuch kinde of humors) ſooneperceiuing,with an angerlefle brauery,and 
an vnabaſhed mildeneſle,in this manner ſpake vnto them, 
An yaulſcd thing it is,8 I thinke not heretoforeſeenc,6 Arcadians,thata woman 
ſhould giue publike counſel to men,a ſtranger to the countrey people, & that 
in ſuch apreſence by a priuate perſon, theregall throne ſhould bee polleſied.Burthe 
ſtrangeneſle of your ation makes that vſed for vertue,'which your violent neceſſs 
tic umpoſerh. For certainely,a woman may well ſpeake to ſuch men,who haue for 
gotreu all manlike goucrnment: a ſtranger may with reaſon inſtruct luch ſubictts, 
thatneg|e& due points of ſubicion;: and is it maruailerhis place is entredinto by 
another,fince your owne Prince ( after thirric yeares gouernment ) darenotſhew 
his face yato his faichfull people? Heare therfore © Arcadians,& my 
whom hath this zcalous ragebio ſtirred? whither haueben bear theſe WEas 
pons of yours?In this quiet harmlcſſe lodg there be harbourd no Argiens many 
cnt enemics,nor Laconians your now feared neighbours. Here be neither hard lands 
lords,nor biring vſurers. Here lodge none, bur ſuch,ascither you haue great cauſe to 
loue,or no caule to hate : heere being none, belides your Prince, Princeſſe,and theix 
children,but my ſclfe.Ic I is then, 6 Arcadrans,againſt whom your anger is armedZ 
Aml the marke of your yvchementquarrell?it ir be ſo,thar innocencie (hallnotbea 
ſtop for fury;if it bec ſo,thatthelaw of holpiralitie ( ſo ang & holily obſcrucd a« 
mong you) may notdetend a ſtranger fled ro your armes for luccor:if 1n fineit be ſa 
that ſo many yaliant mens courages can bee inflamed to the miſchicte of oneſilly 
woman. refuſe not to make my lite a ſacrifice to-your wrath. Exerciſe in mee your 
indignation,ſo it go no further, I am content to pay thegreat fauoutrs I hauerecci- 
ucd among you, with my litc,not ull deſeruing;I preſent it here ynto you,6 Arad}. 
«ns,if that may ſatisfic you;rather chen you (called ouer the world thewile 8 quict 
Arcadians)ſhould be ſo vaine,as to attEpt that alone, which all thereſt of your coun- 
tric will abhor;thea you ſhould ſhew your (clues ſo yngrateful,as to forget the fruit 
of ſo many yeares peaceable gouernment; or ſo ynnatural,as not to haue with the 
holy name of your natural prince,any fury oucr-maſtred.For ſuch a helliſh madnes 
(Iknow ) did neuer enter into your hearts, asto attempt any ming inſt his 
ſon; which no ſucceſſor, though neuer ſo hatefull,will cuerleaue(tor his owne 
ke)vnreucnged. Neither can your wonted valour be turned to ſuch a baſenes,as in 
ſtead of a Prince,dcliuercd vnto you by ſo many royallanceſtors,to take the tyran-. 
nous yoke of your fellow ſubie,in whom the innate meanneſſe will bring forth 
raucous coucrouſneſle, and the newnelle of his eſtate, ſulpeAfull crueltic. Imagine, 
what could your enemies more wiſh ynto you, then to ſee your owne eſtatewith 
your ownehands vndermined?O what would your fure fathers fay,if they liucd at 
this time, and ſaw their of-ſpring defacing ſuch an excellent principalitie, which 
they with much labour and bloud ſo wiſely hauecſtabliſhed?Doe you thinkethem 
fooles,that ſaw you ſhould nor cnioy your vines, your cartell,no not your wiucs & 
children, without gouerament;and that there could bee nogoucrament withour a 
Ss Magiſtrate, 
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iſtrate, & no Magiſtrate without obedience, and no obedience where cuery 
oneypon his owne priuate paſſion, may interprete the doings of the rulers ? Lee 
your wits make your preſcnt example a tefſon to you, What ſweeteneſle ( in good 
faith)find you in your preſent condition?what choiſe of choiſefind you,if you had 
Joſt Bſilizs?ynder whoſe cnſigne would you go,if yourenemies ſhouldinuade your 
If you cannot agree ypon one to ſpeake for you, how will you agree vpon one to 
fight for you?Bur with this fcare of I cannorrtell what one is troubled, & with that 
ed wrong another is greiued. And I pray you did the Sunneeuer bring youa 
fruicfull harucſt, but that it was more hotre then pleaſant > Haue any of you chil- 
dren, that be not ſometimes cumberſome ? Haue any of you fathers, rhat beenor 
ſomerime weariſh ? Whar, ſhall wee curſe the Sunne, hate our children, or diſobey 
our fathers? But what necd I yſe theſe words,fince I ſee in your countenances(now 
yertuouſly ſerlrled)nothing elſe bur loue and duty to him, by whom for your onely 
ſakes the goucrnment is embraced. For all what is done, he doth nor onely pardon 
you,bur eyouz iudging the ation by the mindes,and not the mindes by the 
ation. Your gricfes,and deſires whatſocucr,and whenſocuer you liſt he will conſi- 
derof, and his conſideration it is reaſon youſhould refer rhem. So then,ro con- 
clude;the yncerraintic of his eſtare made youtake armes;now you ſee him well;wuth 
thefame louclay them downe. If now you cnd(asI know you will)he will make ng 
other account of this matter, bur as of a vehement, I muſt confeſſe ouer yehemenc 
affetion,the onely continuance might proue a wickedneſle. But it is not ſo,] ſee ye- 
ry well,you began with zeale,and will end with reuerence. | 
' Theattion Zelmane vicd, being beaurified by narure and apparelled with skill, 
her geſtures being ſuch that as her I ſo they ſerued 
432 to make the pifture moreliuely and ſenſible, with the ſweere cleerenefle 
of her voice, riſing and falling kindly as the natureof the word,and efficacie of 
the matter required,all rogerher 1n ſuch an admirable perſon, whoſe incomparable 
valour they had well felt, whoſe beautie did pierce through the thicke dulnelle of 
their ſenſes, gaucſuch a way vato her ſpeech through the rugged wildernefle of 
their imaginarions,who(belides they were ſtricken in admiration of her,as of more 
then a humane creature ) were coold with taking breath, and had learned doubtes 
out of lcaſure, thatin ſteed of roaring cries, therewas now heard nothing, bur a 
confuſed mutring,wherher her ſaying wereto beefollowed : betwixt feare to pur. 
ſue,and lothneſſe to leaue, molt of them could hauc beene contenr, it had ncuer 
becne begun, buthow to cnd it ( cach afraid of his companion, ) they knew nor, 
finding irfarrecaſicrtorye then to looſeknots.But Zelmane thinking it no cuill way 
in ſuch mutinics,to giuethe murinous ſome occaſion of ſuch ſeruice,as they mighe 
thinke(in their owne iudgement)would ceunteruaile their rreſpaſſe, withall,to take 
themorc aſſured poſſeſſion of their minds,which ſhe feared might begin to wauer, 
Loiall Arcadians((aid ſhe) now do I offer vnto you the manifeſting of your duties: 
all thoſe that haue taken armes for the Princes ffetic,ler them rurne their backs to 
the gate, withtheir weapons bentagainſt ſuch as would hurr his cred m__ O 
weake truſt of the many-headed mulritude,whom inconſtancic only doth guidero 
well doing:who canſer confidence there, where copanie takes away ſharne,& cachr 
may lay the fault on his fellow?ſo laid acraftic fellow among them,named Clinias, 
to himſelf, when he ſaw the word no ſooner out of Zelmanes mouth, but that there 
were ſome ſhouts of ioy with God ſaue Baſiliws,and diucrs of them with much 101 
lity growneto behis guard , thar but little before meant ro bee his murderets. 
- This Clini«s in his youth had beeneaſcholler ſp farre,as to learne rather wordes 
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then manners,and of wordes rather plentic then order; and oft had yſedto bee an 
ator in Tragedics,where he had learned, beſides aflidingnes of m4 0050s 
rance with many paſſions, and to frame his facero beare the figure of : long 
vied totheeyes and cares of men,and torecken nofault, but ſhamefaſtneſle, in na» 
ture, a moſt notable Coward, and yer more ſtrangely then rardy yeaturous in 
priuic praQilcs. 

This fellow was become of necre truſt ro Cecropia zalus his mother,ſo that 
he was privie to all the miſchicuous deuiſes,wherewith ſhe went about to ruine Bas 
filizs and his children, for the aduancing of her ſonne : and though his education 
had madchim fullof rongue, yet hisloue to be doing,taughthim in any cuill to be 
ſecter;and had by his miſtrefle beene yſed(cuer fince the ſtrange retiring of Baſilim) 
to whiſper remors into the peoples cares:and this time —_—__—_— aptnelle in 
the mulritude)was one of the chicte thar ſer them in the clingloms _—_ with- 


out the conſent of Amphialzes,who would not for all the ki 
ſo hauc aducntured the life of Philoclea.)Burt now pang flood of their fury 
began to cbbc, hceethought it policy to take the firlt of the ride, ſo thatno man 
cryed lowder then hee vpon Baſilins. And ſome of theluſtieſt rebels not yet agrees 
ing tothe reſt, hee cauſed rwo or three of his mates thar were at his commaunde. 
ment tolift him yp,and then as if he bad had a prologue to vtterhee began with 
a nicc grauitic todemaund audience. Bur few atrending whathee faid, with yes 
hement geſture,as if hc would teare the ſtarresfrom the skies,hefell ro cryingout 
ſo lowde, that not onely Zelmane , but Baſilius mightheare him. O vahappy men, 
more mad thet: che Giants that would haue plucked 1zpiter out of heauen, how 
long ſhall this rage continue ? Why doe you nor all throw downe your weapons, 
and ſubmir your ſclues to our good Prince, or good Baſilins, the Pelops of wiles 
dome, and Mos of all good goucrnment? when will you begin to belecueme,and 
other honeſt and faithfullſubiets,thar haue done all we could to ſtop your furie, 

The farmer that loued Ze/mane could abide him no longer. For as at the firſt hee 
was willing to ſpeake of conditions, hoping to hane gorten great ſoucraignties,aud 
among the reſt Zelmane:lo now perceiuing,thar the people,once any thing downe 
the bill from their fury would neuer ſtay till they came to the bottome of abſolute 
yeclding,aad ſo that hee ſhould be nearer feares of puniſhment, then hopes of ſuch 
aduancement,hee was one of them that ſtood moſt againſt the ent : and 
to begin withall,diſdaining chus fellow ſhould play the preacher,who had been one 
of the chicfeſt make-bates;ſtrake him a great wound ypon the face with his ſword, 
The cowardly wretch fell downe,crying for ſuccour,and ( ſcrambling through the 
legs of themehat were about him )gar ro thethrone where Zelmanerooke him, and 
comforted him,blceding tor that was paſt,and quaking for feare of more. 

But as ſoone as that blow was gwen(as if Aeolws had broke open the doore to let 
all his winds out)no hand was idle,cach one killing bim chat was next,for teare he 
ſhould doe as much to him. For being devided inminds and notdeuided incompae 
nics,they that would yeclde to Baſilims were imermingled with them thatwould 
not yeelde. Theſe men chinkingtheir ruine ſtood ypon it; thoſe men to get fauour 
of their Prince,conuerred their vngracions motion intorheit owne bowels,8 by a 
true iudgement grew their owne pumifhers. None was ſoonerkilled then thoſe 
had beene leaders in the diſobedicuce: who by being ſo, had _ chen, that 
did lead diſobedience to the ſameleaders. And many times it fell out thatthey kil- 
Icd them thatwereof their owne taftion ,ſanger wherring,and doubt haſteni 
their fingers. But then came downe Zelware ; and Baſiline with Dorus _— 
omctimes 
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ſometimes ſeeking todraw tog tholeof their partie, ſometimes laying indiffe- 
rently among them,madeſuch hauocke ( among the reſt Zelmare ſtriking the far- 
mertothe hearr with her ſword,as before ſhe haddone with her cics)thar is a while 
all they of rhe contraric fide wete put to flight, and fled to cerraine woods vpon the 
frontiers; where feeding wildly, and drinking onely water; they were diſciplined for 
their drunken riors; tnany of them being {laine in thechaſe, abour' a ſcorconely 
eſcaping. Bur when theſ* late rebels, now ſouldiers, were returned from the chaſe, 
Faſilius calling them together, partly for policie ſake, bur principally becauſe Ze/- 
wane before had ſpoken ir ( which was to hitmymore then a dinine ordinance ) hee 
pronounced their generall pardon, willing them ro rerurneto their honles, 8 there- 
after be more citcumſped in theit proceedings : which they did moſt ofrhem with 
_ of rheir tolly. But imagining Cl;ntas ro be one of the chicte that had 

this goodalceration, he gaue him particular thankes,and withall willed him to 
makehim know how this frenzie had centred into the people. 

Clinias purpoling indeede to tell him the ruth of all, ſfauing what did rouch 
himſclfe,or Cecropsa, firſt dipping his hand 1n the bloud of his wound, Now by this 
bloud(ſaid be)which is more dearcfco merhen all thereft thar is in my body ſince ir 
is ſpear for your ſafetic:this rongue(perchance yntortunate, bur neuer falſe)ſhal nor 
now begin tolic ynto my prince, of me moſt beloucd. Then ſtretching our his hand 
and making vehement countenances the vihers of his ( ,in ſuch-manner,of 
tearmes recounted rhis accident. Yeſterday { ſaid hee ) being = birch-day,in che 
or__—_ rwo miles hence before rhe citie of Eniſpus,to do honour to theday, 
were afoure or fiuethouland people(of all coditions,as I chink)gathered rogether, 
ſpending all the day-in dancings 8 other exerciſes;8 when night catne ynder tents 
& bowes making great cheere, and meaning to oblcrue a waſſaling watch all thar 
nightfor your ſake. Bacchws(rhe learned ſay) was begor with thunder: I thinke,thar 
madehim<euer ſince ſo full of ſturre & debate. Bacchws indeed ir was which ſounded 
the firſt tramperrothis rude Alarum. For that barbarous opinion being generally 
amongthem, tothink with vicero dochonor,8& with aQiuiny-in beaſtlines roſhew 
abundance of lone,made moſt of them ſceke ro ſhew the depth of their affe&ion in 
the depth of their draughr. Bur being once well chafed with wince(having ſper al the 
nighr,8 ſome peece of the morning 1n fuch reuclling) & imboldned by your abſen- 

maner of liuing,there was no matter thcir catcs had ener heard of that grew nor 
to bea ſubie& of their winteconteronce. I ſpeake it by ptoofe: for I rakewitnelle of 
the Gods(who neuer leaue perturies ynpuniſhed)that I often cried our againſt their 
impudencie,8(whenthat would not ſerue) ſtopt mineeares , becaule I would nor 
bepartaker of their blaſphemies,cill with buffers they forced me ro haue mine cates 
andeies dcfiled. Publike affaires were mingled with priuar :ticicher was any 
manthought of wit,that d1d nor prercnd fore cauſcof milike.Rayling was coun- 
ted the fruite of freedome, and faying nothing had his yttermoſt prayſe in igno- 
rance.Ar the lengrh, your ſacred perſon (alas) why did I line to heare itfalas how do 
I breath to yrreritzBur your commandement doth not only caioyneobedicnce, bur 
give me force, your lacred perfon(I ſay)tel to betheir tableralke: a proud word (wel 
ling in their ſtomackes,& di{dainfull reprochesagainſt ſo greata greatneſſe, haui 
put o2 the ſhew of greatneſſe in their lictle mindes:rill arlengrh the verie vnbridl 
vlc of wordeshauing increaſed fire in their mindes(which God wot thought their 
knowledge notable , becauſe they had at all no knowledgeto condemne their owne 
want of ledge.) they deſcended ( O neuer to bee forgotten preſumption ) to 
adire& diſlike of your liuing from among them. Whereupon it were tedious = 
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remember their far-fetched conſtrutions.But the ſurame was, youdiſdained then 
8 what were the popes of your cſtate,it theirarmes maintained you not? Who 
would call you a Prince,if you had nota people ?. When certaine of chem of wrer. 
ched cſtates,and worſe mindes (whole fortunes e could not impaitc) began 
to ſay,that your goucrameat was to. be looked into ; how the great rrealures ( you 
had [euicd among them) had beene ſpent;why none bur great menand gentlemen 
could be admitted into counſcll,that the commons(forſooth)were too plaine hea, 
ded to ſay their opinions : but yer theurbloud and {weate muſt maintaineall. Who 
could tell whether you were notberrayedin this place, where you liucd ? nay whe- 
ther youdid live or no. Therfore that it was time go come and (ec; andif you were 
here,toknow(it Arcadia were grownelothſomein you ſight)why youdid not rid 
your (clfe of the trouble ? There would not wang thoſe that would rake fo faire a 
cumber in good part. Sincethe Countrey was theirs, and the gouernmentan ad- 
herenr to the countrey,why ſhould they not conſiderof the one as well as inhabite 
the other? Nay rather ( ſaid they )let ys begin that, which all 4cadie will follow, 
Let ys deliuerour Prince from of practiſes, and our ſelues from want of 4 
Prince. Let vsdoc that which all thereſt chinke, Let it beſaid,that we onely arcnot 
aſtoniſhed with vaine titles, which haue their force but in our farce. Laſtly,to haue 
faid and heard ſo much,was as dangerous, asto haucattcmptead : and ro a 

they had the glorious name of libertic withthem, Theſe words, bei alike 
afurious ſtorme)preſently caried away their well inclined braines, Whar I, ſome 
other of the honeſter ſort could do,was no more then if with apuffe of breath,one 
ſhould goabout to makea (aile goe againſt a mighty winde:or,with one hand, ſtay 
theruine of a mightic Wall. So generall grew this madnelle among them, there 


needed no drumme,where cach man cried,cach ſpeake to other that ſpake as faſt ra 


him,and chediſagreeing ſound of ſo many yoices wasthe chicte token of their vny 
mecte agreement. Thus was their banquet turned to a bartaile,cheir winic mirthes 
to bloudie rages, and the happic prayers for your life to monſtrous threatning of 
your eſtate,the ſolemanizing your birth-day,tended tohaue beenethecauſe of your 
funcrals. Bur as a drunken rage hath (beſides his wickednelle ) that folly, char the 
more it ſeckes to hurr,the leſle it conſiders how to beable to hurtzthey never waycd 
how toarme themlſclues, but tooke yp eucrie thing for a weapon, that furic offe- 
rcd to their hands. Many (wordes, pikes, and billes were : others rooke pitch- 
forkes and rakes,conucrting husBndry to ſouldieric, ſome caught hold of {pictcs 
( things ſcruiccable for life ) to beethe inſtruments of death. And there was ſome 
ſuch ane,who held the lame pot wherein hedranke to your health, to vie it ( as hee 
could ) to your miſchicfe. Thus armed,thus gouerned, forcing theynwilling, and 
heartaning the willing,adding fury co furic,and increaſing rage with running,they 
camehcadlong toward this lodge:no man ( I dareſay ) relolued in his mane 
what was the yttermoſt he would doc when he came hither. But as miſchiefe is of 
ſuch nature, that it cannot ſtand but with ſtrengthning onecuill by another,and ſo 
mulriplic in it ſclfe, till ic come to the highelt,& then fall with his owne weight ſo 
to their mindes (once paſſed the bounds of obedience)morc and more wickedneſle 
opencd it {clfc,ſo that they who firlt pretended to preſerue you, then to reforme 


you,(I ſpeake itin my conſcience,and with a bleeding heart)now thoughr no fafe- . 


tic forthem, wichour murdering you. So asif the Goddes ( whopreſcrueyou for 

the preſeruation of Arcadia)bad not ſhewed their miraculous power, and that they 

had not vſcd for inſtruments, both your owne vyalour(norfir tobe ſpoken of by (0 

meane a mouth as mine)& ſome(I mult confelle)honeſt minds, (whom ay | 
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ſhould I mention, fince what we did,reacht nottotheliuadreth patrofour dutie?) 
our handes( I tremble tothinke of it) had deſtroyedall thar, for which wee hauc 
cauſe to reioyce that we are Arcadians. . 

Wirh char chefcllow did wring his hands,and wrang our teates : ſo as Baſilias, 
that was nor the ſharpeſt piercer into masked mindes,tookea good liking rohim 
and ſo much'the more as hee had tickled him with praiſcip the hearing of his Mi- 
ſtris. And therefore pitying his wound, willed him to ger him home,& looke well 
ynto ir,and make the beſt ſearch he could,ro know if there were any further depth 
inchis matter : for which he ſhould bee well rewarded. Bur befc.c heewenr away, 
cerraine of the ſhepheards being come ( for thar day was appointed for their paſto- 
rals ) hee ſent one of them to Philanax , and another to other principall 'noble- 
men,and cities thercabouts,to make through-inquirie of this yprore,and withall, 
to place ſuch garriſons in all therownes & villages ncere ynto him, that he might 
thereafter keepe his ſolirariclodge in more ſecuritie, ypon the making of a fire, or 
ringing of a bell, having them in a rcadinelle forhim. 

This C/nies(hauing his care one way when his cyewas another)had perceiued 
& therefore haſted away,withmind to tcll Cecropia, thar ſhe was to take ſome ſpee- 
die reſolurion,or clfe it were thoſc examinations would both diſcouer, and. 
ruine her : and ſo went his way, leauing that little company with embracement;, 
and prayſing of Zelmaxes excellent proceeding, to ſhew, har no decking fers foorth 
any thing ſo much, as affeftion.

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it hisdoing to come ſo ſoonerhence, till thecoaſt were more aſlucedly cleare: forit 
wasarule with him,thar after a great ſtorme there cuer fall a few drops before it be 
fully finiſhe d.Bur Pamela (who had now experienced how much caredoth(ollicite 
a Louers hcart) vſed this occaſion' of going to her parents and ſiſter, indeedeas well 
for that cauſe,as being vaquict,till hereye might beaſſured how her ſhepheard had 
gone through «the danger. Bur Baſilizs withthe fightof Pamela ( of whom almoſt 
his head otherwiſe occupied, had letr the wonted remembrance ) was ſodai 
iriken into a deuout kinde of admiration , rtemembring the Oracle, which 
( according to the fauning humour of falfe hope ) hee interpreted now his 
owne to his owne beſt and with the willing blindnefle 'of affeQtion( becaule 
his minde ranne wholly ypon Zelmane) he thought the Gods in their Oracles 
did principally minde her. | 

Bur as h1e was deepely thinking of the matter, one of theſhepheards told him, 
that Philanax was already come withan hundred horſe in his company, For having 
by chance rid not farre offthe little deſert, he had heard of this vprore,and ſo was 
comeypon the ſpurre(gathering a company of gentlemen as faſtashe could to the 
ſuccour of his Maſter: Baſilius was glad of it;but not willing to haue him, norany 
. other of the Noble men, ſee his Miſtreſle, hee himſelfe went our of the Lodge:and 
ſo giuing order vnto him'of placing garriſons, andexamining theſe matters ; and 
Phalanax with humble carneſtneſſe beginniog to intreathimto leaue off this foli. 
rarie courſe(which alrcadic had beenelo dangerous ynto him.) Well (aid Baſilims) 
it may becre long I will condiſcend ynto your deſire. In the meanertime, take you 
the beſt order you can tokeepe mefafe in my ſolitarineſle. Bur ( ſaid he)doe youre- 
member;how carneſtly you wrote ynto-mee, that I ſhould not bee moued by that 
Oracles authoritie, which brought meto this reſolution ? Full well Sir (anſwered 
Philanax)tor though it pleaſed you not asthen toler meeknow, what the Oracles 
words were,yetall Oracles hold in(in my conceit)one degree of reputation, it ſuffi- 
ced me to know,it was butan Oracle, whichled you from your owne courſe, Well 
( aid Baſilis) I will now tell yourhe wordes;which before I thought not good to 
doc, becauſewhen all the cuedts fall out'(as ſome already haue done)!I may charge 
youwith your incredulitie, So he repeated them inthis ſort,

Baſilizs returned into the Lodge,thus by Hith(oIfe conſteit1 theOrgte ehacin 
that he ſaid, his elder care ſhou!d by Princely meane be tolne divay from han, and 
yernot loſt,'it was now performed, finee Zelmane had as tweretobs fron hun; the 
carcof his firſt begorren chi'de. yet was iv nor lolt finee in Higheart the priSUnd dfuC” 
xcmained.

Madam (faid he) it is yerie true, that ſince yeares enabled meto judge what is; 


or is not to be picticd,I neuer ſaw any thing chat more moued metoiuſtific a yehe- 
ment compaſsion in ny ſelfe,then the eſtate of that Prince , whom ſtrong againſt 


all his owne afflitions (which yer were great asI percciue you haue heard) yet true 
and noble louchad ſo pulled downe as to lie ynder ſorrow for another. In ſo mud 
as I could not temper my long idle pen in thatſubic@, which I perceive you have 
ſcen.But then to leaue that vnrepeated, which I find my daughters hauerold you: It 
may plcaſc you to ynderſtand, finceit pleaſerh you to demaund, that Antiphilus bes 
ing crowned, and ſo left by the famous Princes Muſidors and Pyrocles (-led thence 
by the challenge of Anaxius, who is now in theſe prouinces of Greece, making adiſ- 
honourableenquiricafter that excellent Prince Pyrocles alreadie periſhed) 4ntiphilus 
(I ay) being crowned, and deliuered fromhepreſence of thoſe two,wholeyertues 
(while they werepreſent, like Scholemaſters ) ſuppreſſed his yanities, hechad 
not ſtrength of minde enough inhim to make longdelay of diſcoucring what ma- 
ner of man he was. Bur ſtreightlike one catried yp to ſo hiea place, thar helooſerh 
the diſcerning of the ground ouer which he is ; ſo was his mind lifted fo far beyond 
the leucll of his own diſcourſe,that remembring only that himſelfe was in the hi 

ſcat of a King, he could not perceiue that he-wags a king of reaſonable creatures, w 

wouldquickly ſcorne follics,and repine at imuries. Bur imagining noſo truepro- 


perticot ſoucrcigntic,as todo what he liſted, and to lift whaiſoeuer pleaſed his fan» - 


cic,he quickly made his Kingdome a Teniſcoure , where his ſubie&s ſhould be the

But poore Plangws knew not ſomuch, and therefore ſecing his partic (as moſt 
times itfallsourin like caſe) hungrie of any conditions of peace, accepted thems 
and then obtained leauc of the Lord,tharindifterently kepther,to viſite Erona,whs 
he found full of deſperate ſorrow , ſuffering neither his ynworrhineſſe, nor his 
wrongs,nor his death (which is the naturall concluſion of all worldly a&s}cither to 
couer with forgerfulneſſe, or d:miniſh with conſideration, theaffeRion ſhe had bora 
him : but cuen glorying in afli&tion,& thunning all comfort;ſhe ſeemed ro haucno 
delight, but in makiog herſclfethe piQureof nuſerie.So that when Plangws cameto 
her;ſbe fell in deadly rraunces;as if 1n him ſhe had ſeenehe death of Anriphilusgbe-

So that Plargws hauing nothing but a rauiſhr kiſſefrom herhand at their partivg, 
went away toward Greece, whitherward he ynderſtod the Princes wereembarked: 
But by che way it was his fortune to intercept letters, written by Artaxia to Plexire 
tis - wherein ſhefignified her accepting him to her-husband, whom ſhe had cuce

thecontraric. Full of gricte with rhat, forthe loſſe of ſuch, who left cheworid poore 
ofperfcAivn;butmore ſorietor Erongs fake, who now by them could not betelie- 
ud; anew aducrriſement from : Armenie.oucrrooke him, which, mulciplycd-rhe 
force of his anguiſh, Itwasa cfrom the Nobleman who had ron in ward, 


viog him to.vnderſtid,charfince his departure, Artaxia(yſing the benefit of time) 


dbelicged him/in his Caſtle, drenanoding parſewt dcliueric of her , whom yet 
forhis faith given, hewould:nor, beforecheday appointed, if poſtibly hecould-rc- 
fiſt; which heforelaw, long he ſhould nor do for want of viQuall,which he had not 
fo wiſcly ptouided , becauſe he truſted ypon the generall oath taken for rwo _ 
ok 
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ſpace : and therefore willed him to make haſt ro his ſuccour, and.come with no 
{mall forces; for all they that were of hisfide in Armenia were conlumed, and 4r- 
$axia had increaſed her mightby mariage of Plexirtns ,who now crowned ki 
there, ſtickt nor to glorie inthe murder of Pyrocles and Ir; ; ashauit ;uſs 
cauſe thereto,in reſpe&of the deaths of hisfiſter Ads, her ſon his Notes, 
+ and his owne daughter Zel/mane: all whole loſle he yniuſtly charged them withall, 
and now openly ſtickr not roconfeſſe, what a reuenge his wit had brought foorth. 
Plangw much aſtoniſhed herewith, berhoughthimſelfe what todoc:for to rerurne 
to Armenia was vaine,ſince his friendes there,wereyrrerly ouerthrowne. Then 
thought he of going rohis father, bur hehad alrcadic ( cuen fince the death of his 
ſtepmother an rockin ) attempted rhe recouering of his fauour,andall in yaine. 
For they that had befgre iogned with Andromane trodoe him the wrong,cthought 
now no life for them if hee returned, and therefore kepr him ſtil} ( with new forged 
ſuſpicions)odious to hisfarher.So that Plapgws relerning that for aworke of longer 
time,then the ſauing of Eronacould beare, derermined ro goe to the mightic and 
good king Evarchus:who lately hauing'(to his creroall fame) fully,not onely con- 
quered his enemies, buteſtabliſhed good gouernment in their countries, hee hoped 
he might haue preſent ſuccour of him, both for the iuſtneſſe of the caule,and re- 
uenge of his childrens death, by ſo haynous a'rreaſon'murthered. Therefore with 
diligence he went to him,aud by the way (paſſing through my countrey) it wasmy 
hap to finde him, tHe mpſt ouenbrowne man with griefe, that eucr I hope toſce 
againe, For ſtill it ſcemed hee had Eroxs at a ſtake»before his cyes3 ſuch an appre- 
henſion he had taken of her : which in deſpiteof all rhe comfort I could 
give him, hee powred"out in ſuch lamentations, that I was moued notto ler him 
till he had madefull declaration,which by peeces'my daugheers & I haue de- 
cred ynto you. Faine he would haue had ſuccour of my ſelfe-burthecourſe of my 
life being otherwiſe bearzl only accopanied him with ſorne that mighr _ guide 
him to the great Exarchws, for my part having had ſome of his ſpeeches ſo teceling- 
ly in my memoric, thatatan idle time ( as I rold you) Iſet themdowne dialogue.

What this would haue wrought in her, ſhee her felfe coutd nor tell : for,before 
her reaſon could moderate the diſputation betweene Fauour and Faulrineſle, her 
fiſter,and Miſo,called her dowree toentertaine Ze/mane, who was come toviſite the 
two liſters; about whom,as about two Poles the skic of Beautie was turned : while 
Gynecia wearied her bed with her _ ſicknelſe, and made Miſos ſhrewdneſle 
(who like a ſpirire,ſet ro keepe a creaſure,bard Zelmane trom any furtherconfetence) 
to be the Licutcnant of her icalouſte : both ſhe and her husbanddriuing Zelmane to 
ſuch a ſtraight of reſolution, cicher of impoſſible grauncing, or dangerousrefu- 
ſing,as the beſt cſcape ſtic had, was(as much as ſhecould)roauoide their companic. 
So as,this day, bcingche fourth day after the vprore ( Baſilizs being with his licke- 
wife, conferring pon ſuch examinations, as Philanax,and other of his noblemen 
had made of this late ſedition,all touching Cecropia with vehement ſuſpicionof giu- 
ing either flame or fewell vnto it)Ze/mane came with her body,to finde her minde, 
which was gonelong before her,and had gotten his ſeate in Philoclea': who now 
with a baſhfull cheeretulneſſe(asrhough the wereaſhamedgtharſhe could nor choole 
but be glad) ioyned with herliſter, in making much of Zelmane. 

And ſo as they fate deuifing how to giue more feathers to the wings of Time, 
there came to the lodge dore ſ1xe maids,all in one —_ (carler peticotes. which 
were tuckr vp almoſt to their knees, the pericores themlelues being in many places 
garniſhed with leaues, their legs naked, fauing that abouethe ankles they had little 
blackeſilke laces, vpon which did hang a few filuer bels:like which they hadalictle 
aboue their clbowes ypon their bare arms; Vpon their hairethey ware garlands of 
roſes & gilliflowers;& the haire was ſo dreft,as that cameagaineaboue the garlands, 
enerchanging a mutuall coucring:ſo as it was doubtfull, whether the haire dreſt the 
garlands,or the garlands dreſt rhe haire. Their breaſts liberal tothe eiqzthe face of the 
foremoſt of them,in excellency faire;& of the reſt louely,ifnor beautifull: & beauri- 
full mighthaue beenc,if rhey had not ſuffered greedy Phebws, oucr-often, & hard, 
to kiſlethem, Their countenances full of a gracetull grauirie;ſo asthe geſturemarchc 
withthe apparell,it might ſeeme a wanton modeſtic,an cntiling ſobcrnefle. Each of 
them had an inſtrument of muſike in their hands, which conſorting their well 
plealing tunes,did charge cachcare with vnſcaſiblenefle, that did not lend it ſelfe yn- 
tochem. The mulikeentring alone into the Lodge, the Ladies were all defirous to 
ſcefrom whenceſo pleaſant a gueſt was come : and rherefore wear ourrogerher, 
where before they could rake the paines to doubt, much leſſe roaske chequeſtion of 
their qualicie, the faireſt of them{with agay,butyerdiſcreerdemeanour)in this ſorr 
ſpakeynto them. Moſt excellent Ladies, ( whoſe excellencies hauepower to make 
Cities enuie theſe woods,and lolirarinefleto bee accounted the ſweeteſt companic) 
youchſafe our meſſage your gracious hearing.whichasircomes from loue,focomes 
it from loucly perſons. The Maides of all this coaſt of _4rcadia;ynderſtanding the 
often acceſle that cerraine ſhepheards of rheſe quarters, arcallowed to haus in this 
forbidden place;and that their _ arenot diſdained of you, have becne ſtir- 
red vp withemulation to them, and affetion' ro you, tobring forth ſomerhing, 
which might as well breed your contentment: & therfore hoping thar the goodnes 

rf — ar of the com- 
mandement in comming to this place ynſent for,they chooſe our vs,to invite bork 
ur princely parents, and your ſelues; ro a place in the woods about halfez mile 


Acnce; wherethey hauc prouided ſome ſuch ſporees, as they truſt your gracious 
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acccptationswill interpret robedclightfull. Wehaue becne at the other Lodge:bur 
finding them there bulicd in waightier affaires, our truſt is, that you will uot denie 
theſhining of yourcycs ypon vs. The Ladies ſtood in ſome doubr whether they: 
ſhould goe or nor, leaſt Baſilius might be withall.Buc Miſo ( that had bernear' 
noneof the the Paſtorals,& hadagrear toſcad her old fences abroad to fome* 
pleaſure)rold them plaiuely,theyſbould norwill nor chooſe, but go hither, 8 make 
the honeſt countrey people know, that they were not ſoſqueamiſh as folks thought 
of the. The Ladics glad to be warranted by her authority, with a ſmiling hambleneg 
obcycd her: Pamela onely caſting a ſeeking looke, wherherſhe could ſee Dorws(whor 
re wretch, wandred halfe mad for ſorow in the woods,crying forpardon of her 
who could nothearc him) but indecde was grieued forhis abſence, hauing given 
the wound to him through her own hart. But ſo thethree Ladies & Mifo went with 
thoſe fixe Nymphes, conquering the _ of the way with the force of mulike,lea- 
uing only Mopſa behind,who diſgraced weeping with her countenance, becauſe het 
morher would not ſuffer her toſhew her new ſcoured taceamongthem.Bur the p'ace 
appointed(as they thought) met chem halfe intheir way,ſo well were they pleaſed 
with the ſwcete runes and prety conuerfation of their inuirers. There tound they in 
the midſt of the thickeſt parr of the wood, a little ſquare place, not burthened with 
trees, but with a boord coucred,and beautified with the pleaſanteſt fruites,thar ſun. 
burnd Autumne could deliuer ynto the. The maids beloughtthe Ladies to firdown 
& taſtcof theſwelling grapes, which ſeemed greatwirh child of Bacchus: 8 of the 
diucrſe coloured plums, which gaue the cyc a pleaſant taſte before they came tothe 
mouth.The Ladics would not ſhew to ſcorne their prouifion, but cate and drankea 
lictle of their coole wine, which ſeemed to laugh for ioy to cometo ſuch lips; +. 
But after the collation was cadcd,and that they looked for the commung forth 
of ſuch deuiſes as were prepared tor them, there ruſhr out of the woodestwentie 
armed men,who round about cauigoned them, and laying hold on Zelmane be- 
foreſhee could draw her (word, and taking ir from her, put hoods ouer the heades 
of all fourc,and ſo mutfled by force ſer them on horſcbackeand caryced them away; 
the liſters in vaine crying for ſuccour, while Zehmanes heart was rent in peeces with 
rage of the iniury,8& diſdaine of her fortune. But when they had caricd the a foure 
or five mile furrher,they left Miſo with a gagge in her mouth and bound hand and 
foote,ſo ro take her fortune : and brought the three Ladics (by thattime the night 
ſeemed with her ſilence to conſpire to their treaſon)to a Caltleaboutten milefrom 
the Lodges : where they were taine to take a boate which waited for them : for the 
Caſtle ſtood in themidit of agreatlake ypon a high rock, where partly by Arte, bur 
principaly by Nature, it wasby all men c impregnable. Bur ar the Caſtle 
gatc their faces werediſcoucred and there were mer with a great number oftotches, 
after whom the ſiſters knew their Aunt in Jaw. Cecropia. Bur that ſightincreaſed the 
deadly terrour of the Princeſſes, looking for 'nothing but death, fince they were in 
the powerof the wicked Cecropia': who yer came vnto them making curteſic the 
onthe of miſchucfe,and defiring them not to bediſcomforted:: for they were in 2 
place dedicated tothcir ſeruice. Philoclea'( with a looke where Loue ſhined through 
the miſt of Feare ) beſoughther to be good yntothem, hauing neuer deſerued cull 
of her. But P amelas high heart diſdaining humblenefle to iniury Aunt (ſaid ſhee) 
what you haue determined of vs I pray you doe 'it ſpeedily : for my part I looke for 
noſcruice, where | finde violence. LV 90h 
' DutCecropia(viing no more words with them) conueyed them all rHree ro ſeuc- 
all lodgings (Zelmanes heart ſolwalling with fpite,char ſhe could nor bring forth 2 


word) 
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word)and ſo left them: firſt taking from them their kniues, becauſe they ſhould doe 
themſclues no hurr, before ſhe had, determined of them: and then giuing ſuch order 
thatthey wanted nothing bur libertic,and comfort, ſhe w ent to her ſonne,who yer 
his bed, becauſe of his wound hee had recciued of Zelmane, and told him, 
=_ now he had in his power. Amphialus was but cuen then returned from farre 
countries, where he had wonne immorrall fame both of courage and curtefic,when 
hcemet with the Princeſſes,and was hurtby Zelmane,ſo as he was vrrerly 1gnorant 
of all his mothers wicked deuiſes, to which he would neuer haue conſented, being 
(likea roſeout ofabrier)an excellent ſonne of an cuill mother: And now when he 
heard of this,wasas much amazed,as if he kad feene the Sunfall to the carth. And 
therefore deſired his mother that ſhee would telthim the whole diſcourſe, hoy all 
theſe matters had happened. Sonne ( aid ſhe) I will docir willingly, and finceall is 
done for you, Ifill hide norhing from you. And howſocuerI might beaſhamed to 
tell it ſtrangers, who would thinke ic wickednelſe, yer whar is done for your ſake 
(howcuill ſocucrto others) to youis vertue. To begin then cuen with the begins . 
ning, this doting foole Baſil;sthat now raignes, hauing liucd ynmaricd till he was 
ni threeſcore yeares old ( and inall his ſpeeches affirming, and inall his doings 
ring, that heneuer would maric) madeall the cyes of this countrey to bebent 
ypon your father, his oncly brother (but yonger by thirty yeares) as ypon the yn- 
doubred ſuccefſor,being indeed a man worthy to reigne, thinking nothing enough 
for himſelfe : where this gooſe ( you ſee) puts downe his head, before there beany 
thing necere to touch him.So that he holding place and eſtimation as heire of Arcs- 
dia,obtained me of my father the King of Argos,his brother _— the conclu- 
ſion, with proteſting his batchelry intention : for elſe you may belure the King of 
Argos,nor bis daughter would hauc ſuffered their Royall blood to bee ſtained = 
the baſe name of ſubieRtion. Sothat I cameinto this coungey as a Prince 
thereof,and accordingly was courted,and followed of all che cs of this coun. 
trcy.My port and pompe did well become a King of Argos daughter: in my pre-

concourſe;one ng vpon another, who might ſhewhimſelte moſt diligentand 
ſcruiccable towards nice:my (leepes were inquired after, and my wakings neuer yn- 
Glutcd : the __g_ of my houſe full of principall perſons, who wereglad, if 
their preſeats had receiued agratefull acceptarion. And in this felicitic wert thou 
borne, the very carth ſubmitting it ſelfe ynto theeto be troden on asby his Prince; 
andtothar paſſchad my husbands venn(dpay good helpe ) within ſhort time 
brought it,wich a plot wee layd, as weeſhould not haue to hauc waned the 
tedious workeof a naturall end of Baſilims,when the heauens( I thinke enuying my 
great felicitic ) then ſtope thy fathers brearh,whea he breathed nothing bur power 
and ſoucraignetic. Yet did not thy 0 cy,or my widdowhood,depriueys of the 
delightfull proſpe&,which the hull of hogpurdoth yeeld, while cxpeRation of thy 
ſucceſſion did bind dependencies ynto ys. | 
Bur before ( my ſonne) thou wert cometothe agetofeele the ſweeteneſle of au. 
thoritie,this beaſt(whom | can.ncuer name with patience ) falſely and fooliſhly ma+ 
ried this Gynecia , then a yoog gyrle, and brought hero fit abouc mee in allfeaſts, 
wturne her ſhoulder ro me-ward in all our ſolemuities, Ir is certaine,iris nor ſa

preat aſpire to bee ſurmounted by ſtrangers, as by ones owne allies. Thinke then 
what my minde was,fince withall there is no queſtion, The fall is greater from the 
firſt rothe ſecond, then trom the ſecond to the yndermoſt.

wont to bee oneof the-chiefe firebrands of Cupid) had all-the ſence of it wrapt 
ypin coldneſſe, heebegan humbly co belcech her ro _ away all teare,and roaſſure 
her ſelfe vpon rhe vow hee made thereof vnto God, and her ſelfe, that the verer- 
moſt forces hee would cuer employ to conquer her affcQion, ſhould bee Defire , 
and Defert. Thatpromiſe brought Philoclea againe to her (elie, ſo char lowly lit-

Amphialus hauingthecald afhesof. Care caſt ypon thecoales of Delire, leauing 
ſome of his mothers Gentlewomen ro waite-ypon Philecles, himlelte indeede a 
priſoner to his priſoner , and making all his authotitic ro bee but Ffooreltoole ro 
Humblenefſe, went-from hertz his'mather, To. whom wich wordes which Aﬀe-+ 
Aion cadited, but Amazement: vieeted, hee deliuered what had paſſed berweene 
himand Ph#locles; beſceching het to tric whar her perſwafions could docwirh her, 
while hegaue order for all-ſuch things as were-necellary againſt ſuch forces, as hee 
lookeddaily Baſi/;us would bring before his caſtle. His mother bad himquier him- 
ſclfe, for ſhee doubted not to takeHtimes, Butthat che beſt way was,ficit co lerher 
owne Paſſion alittle rite ir (eli; » 

Sothey calling Claies,and fome other of their counſell, aduiled vpon their pre- 
ſent affaires. Firſt,hediſpatched-prinate letters to all choſe priocipall Lords & gen- 
tlemen of the cuuncrey, whom he thought eitheralliance,or friend(bip to himlelfe 
might draw; with ſpeciall motions from thegenerall conſideration of dutic : nor 
omitting all ſuch, whom cither youthfull age, or youthlikemindes did fill with vn- 
limitred deſires: beſides ſuch whom any diſcontentmentmede hungric of change, 
oran ouer-ſpended want, made want a ciuill warre:tocach(according to the coun. 
{ell of his mother) conforming himſelfe after their humors. Tohis friends friend- 
lineſſe;ro the ambirious, great —_—__ the diſplealcd,reueng;to the greedy, 
poyle: wrapping theirhopes wirhſuch cunning as they rather ſcemed giuen ouer 
vnto thein as partakers, then promiſesſprung of neceſſitie. Then ſear hee ro his mo- 
thers brocher,the king of Argos ;,bughe was then ſo ouer-laid with warre himſclfe, 
as fromtheacec he could atrend ſuccour. | 

Bur becauſc he knew/how violently rumors do blow the ſayles of popular judg- 
ments, and how few there be thar can diſcerne berweene rrueth aud trurhlikeneſle, 
derweene ſhewes and ſubſtance; hee cauſed a 1uſtification of this his ation ro bee 
written, whereof were ſowed abroad many copics,which wich ſome glofles of pro- 
babilitie,mighr indeedg hide the foulneſle of his treaſon;and from truc common- 
Places, fetch downe.molt falſe applications. For, beginning how much the _ 
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which is owed to the countric,gocs beyond all other dueries, lince ig itſelſe it con” 
raines themall;and that tor the reſpe@rhereof, nor onely all tender reſpeRts of kin. 
dred,or whatſocuer other friendſtups, areto bee laide aſide, but that euen long-held 
opinions (rather builded ypon aſecret of goucrnment,then any ground of truch)are 
tobeforſaken; he fell by degrees roſhew,thar fincethe end whetcro anything is dj. 


reed,is cuer to be of more noble reckning, then thething thererodireted : tha 


therefore, the weale-publike was more to bee regarded, then any __ or Magi. 
ſtrate that thereynto was ordayned. The feeling conſideration whereof had mo. 
ued him (though as ncereof kinneto Baſilimsas could bee, yer ) to ſerprincipally 
before his cyes,the good eſtate of ſo many thouſands,ouer whom Baſilizs raigned: 
rather then ſoto hood-winke himlelfe with affeRion, as toſuffer che Realmeto 
runne to manifeſt ruine. The care whereof , did kindly appertaine ro thoſe who 
being ſubalterne magiſtrates and officers of the crowne,were to beemployed as from 
rhe Prince,ſo for the people;and of all orher,cſpecially himſelfe,who being deſcen- 
ded of the Royall race, and next heire male, Nature had no ſooner opened his eyes, 
bur that the ſoyle wherevpon they did looke was to looke for ar his hands a conti- 
nuall carcfulnefle : which as from his chi!dhood he had cuer caried; ſo now finding 
that his vacle had not onely given ouer all care of gouetnment, but had pur it into 
thehands of Philanax(a man neitherin birch com le ro many,nor for his cor- 
rupt, proud, and partiall dcaling, liked of any ) bur befide,had fer his dauphers (1n 
whom the whole cſtatc,as next heires rherevnto;had no lefle intereſt then himſelfe) 
in ſo vaficandill-guarded a place,as it were net onely dangerous for their perſons, 
but ( if they (116u!ld beeconucydd ro any forraine-wountrey ) ro the whole com. 
mon-wealth pernicious: that therefore he had brought them into rhis ſtrong caſtle 
of his: which way,if ic might ſceme ſtrange;rhey were ro conſider,that new necells 
tics require new remedics : but there they ſhould be ſerued 8 honoured as belonged 
to their greatneſſe, yntill by the generall aſſembly of the eſtates,ir ſhould bee derer 
mined how they ſhould to rheir belt(both priuate;and | 8p WIS, be mat- 
ched;vowiogall faich & duty both to the father &children,neuer by himto be yio- 
lated. Bur if in the meanetime, before the eſtates could be aſſetmbled, he ſhould be af 
ſailed, he would then for his owa defence takeatmes:; deſiring all,that either tendred 
the dangerous caſe of their country,or in their heartsloued iuſtice,to defend himio 
this iuſt ation. And if che Prince ſhould command them otherwiſe, yet to knoy, 
that therein he was no moreto be obeyed,then if he ſhould call for poiſon ro hun 
himſelfe withall : ſince all that was done, was done for his ſeruice, howſoeuer hee 
might ( {ſeduced by Philanax ) pq_—_ of it : hee proteſting,that whatſoeuer he 
ſhoulddo for his own defence, ſhould be againſt Philanax,& no way againſt Baſil, 

To this cffc&,amplified with arguments & examples,8 painted with rechorial 
colours, did hee ſow abroade many diſcourſes : which az rhey preuailed with ſome 
of more quicke then ſound conceit,to runne his fortune with him;ſo inmanny didit 
breedea coolenelle,to deale ER hum,&afalſe-minded neutrality to ex- 
petthe iſſue. Bur beſides the wayes he vſed to the aduerſe party,he omitted 
nothing for the — of his own. The chiete truſt whereof (becauſche wan- 
ted men to keepe the field) he repoſed in the ſurery of his caſtlewhich ar leaſt would 
win him much time,the mother of many mutations. Tothat therfore he bent both 
his outward and inward eyes, ſtriving to make Arte ſtrive with Nature,to whether 
of them two that fortification ſhould bee moſt beholding. The ſcare Nature be 
ſtowed, but Arte gaue the building : which as his rocky hardneſſe would not yeelde 
to yndermining force,ſo to openaſſaults he rookecounſell of skill,how ro makeal

which did defend by offending, firting inſtruments of miſchiefe to places, whence 
themilchicle might bee molt [iberally beſtowed. Neither was his ſraalleſt care for 
yictuals,as wdl for the prouiding that which ſhould ſuffice;,both in ſtoteand good- 
neſſe,as in well preſcruing ir,aod wary diſtributing ir, both in quantitie and qualitie, 
ſpending that firſt which would keepe leaſt. © on; 

But whercin heſharpned his wits to the picrcingeſt point, was touching his rien 
(knowing them to bethe weapon of weapons, 8 maiſter-ſpring (as it were) which 
makesall the reſt ro ſtirre;8& that therefore in che Arte of man ſtood thequinteſſence 
and ruling skill of all proſperous- gouernmenr, either peaceable, or militaric) hee 
choſe in number as many as withour peſtring (and ſo danger of infeRion ) his 
victuall would ſcrue for two yeares to maintaine ; all ofable bodies, and ſome few 
of able mindes to dire&,not ſeeking many commaunders, bur contenting himſelfe, 
that the multitude ſhould: haue obeying wirtes, cucric one __—_ whom hee 
ſhould commaund, and whom he ſhould obey; the place where, andthe matrer 
wherein; diſtributing each officeas ncere as he could, to thedipolitionof the per- 
ſonthat ſhould exerciſe ir : knowing no loue, danger, A canſuddenly 
alter an habitein nature. Therefore would he not employ the ſtill man to aſhifrin 
practiſe, nor the liberall manto be adiſpenſer of his victuals, nacthekind-braree 
man to bee a puntſher : but wouldiexerciſe theirverrues in ſorts, where 7 
beprofitable,cmploying his chicforareto know them all amr & chtough- 
regarding alſo the conſtitution of their bodies ; ſome beingable better toabide 
watching, ſome hunger, ſome labour, making his benefit of cach habilitie,and not 
forcing beyond power. Time to cuery thing by iuſt proportion hee allotted,and ag 
well in that,as in cuery thing clſe, no{mall crrour winkr'ar, leaſt greater ſhould bee 
animated. Euen of vices hee made his profir, making thecowardly Clinias to haue 
carcof the watch, which he knew his owne feare would make him very wakefully 

orme. Andbeforethe ſiege began,hee himſclie-cauſed rumors to bee lowed, and 
bels co be ſpread againſt himſelfe, fuller of malict, then wigry-perſwaſion  parth 

toknow thoſethar would beeapr ro ſtumble ar ſuch motions; tharhee myghe 
them fromthe faithfuller band ; bur principally, becau'euneceſſitie they ſhould noe 
know when any ſuch chings were in earneſt arrempted, whether it were;or nor of 
his owne inuention, But God then _ the eres face _ m——_ beeed 
any terrour)did hee exerciſe his men daily in all their charges;as if Danger had pre. 
ently preſented his moſt hideous preſence : himlelfe rather inſtruQing by. exam- 
ple, then precept;being neither more ſparing wo. trauaile,nor ſpending ia der, chen 
-n + -— wang "His hand and body diſdaining no baſe marters,nor ſhrinking 
rom the y. , | 11 &*<7 STE 4. 
The onely oddes was,that when others tooke breath, he ſighed; and whicn others 
reſted he croſthis armes, For Loue paſſing thorow the pikesof Danger; avd tum- 
bling it ſelfeintheduſt of Labour,yerftill madehim remember his ſweere-delire; 
and beautifull image. Often when hee had begiun:to comniaund one, ſomewhat 
before halfe the ſentence were ended, his inward gueſt did ſoentertaine him, that 
licewould breakc it off;and a prettiewhile after end it, when het had (to the mar- 
uel of the ſanders by ) ſent him(elfets ralke wich his owne thoughts. Sometimes 
When his hand was lifted vp to doe ſomething, as if with the fight of __— head 
is cyes 


| hee had brene ſuddenly turacd into a ſtone, lo would hee there abide wir 
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plantcd,& handslifted,till at length comming to the vſe of himſelf, he would looke 
about whether any had perceiued him; then would he acculc, and in himfelte con. 
demfieall thoſe wits,thar durſt aftirme Idlencſſe ro bee the well-ſpring of Loue. ©, 
would he fay,all youthat affef theritle of wiſcdome, by vngratetul ſcorning theor- 
naments of Nature, am I now piping in a ſhadow? or docilouthfull feathers now 
enwrap mc?[s not hate before me,and doubr behinde me? Is notdanger of the one 
ſhameof the other} And doe I not ſtand ypon paine and trauell, and yer 
oner all, my affeion triumphes ? The more I ſtirre about vrgentaffaires, the more 
mee thinkes the verie ſtirring breedes a breath ro blowethe coales of my loue : the 
more I exerciſe my thoughts,the more they increaſe the apperire of my defires. 0 
fweete Philoclea ( with that hee would caſt yp his eyes wherein ſome water did 
as if they would waſh chemſdlues againſt they ſhouldſec her ) thy heauen- 
ly face is my Aſtronomie;thy ſweere yertue, my {weere Philoſophic : lex mee profir 
therein , and farewell all other cogirations. Bur alas, my minde raiſgiues mee, for 
your planets bcarea contrary aſpect ynto me, Woe, woe is meethey threaten my 
deſtruction : and whom doc they threaten this deſtruftion ? cucn him that loue 
chem;and by what meanes will they deltroy,bur by loving thera ? O deare( 
killing) eyes, ſhall death head his dart with rhe gold of Cupids arrow ?

Therefore ſhe went ſoftly to 
Philoclear chamber, and peeping through the lide of the doore, then being a lictle 
Jheeſaw Philoclea fitting low vypon a cuſhion, in ſuch a giuen-ouer manner, 
that otic would have thoughe ſilence, ſohcarineſſe , and me were come 
rhere,ynder the enſigne of miſhap,toconquer delight, & driuc him from his natu- 
rall ſcate of beautic : her teares camaedropping downe like raine in Sunneſhine,and 
ſhenorraking heedeto wipethe teares, rhey hong vpon hercheekes, and lips,as vp- 
oncherries which the dropping tree bedewerh.

Cecropia (ſtirred with no other pitie,bur for her ſonne)came in,and haling kind? 
nefle into her countenance, Vharayles this fweere Ladie, (aid ſhee)will you marr 
ſo good eyes with weepingflhall teares take away the beautie of that complexion, 
which the women of A4r:adia wiſh for;and the men long after ? Fie of o pecuilh 
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fadneſſe , in ſooth ir is yntimely for your age. Looke.ypon your ownebodie,, and 
ſe whether itdeſerue to pine away with ſorrow : ſee whether you will haue theſe 
hands ( with that ſhee tooke one of her hands, and kiſſing ir, looked ypon it as if ſhee 
were enamoured with ir ) fade from their whiteneſſe, which makes one defireto 
touch them, and their ſoftneſſe , which reboundes 'againe a delire to looke on 
them, and become dric, leane and yellow, and make cuery bodic wonder at che 
change, and ſay, that ſure you had yſed ſome Arte before , which now you had 
left ? tor if the beautieshad beene naturall, they would ncuer ſo ſoone haue beene 
blemiſhed.

ſelfe belecue,thar hee durſt dos ſomething. Bur now, that preſent danger did diſplay 
 itſelfe vnto his eye, and that adangerous doing uſt be the onely meane'to pre- 
ucnr the danger of ſuffering, onethat had marked him would -hauc iudged,rhar his 
eyes would hauc runne into him, and his ſoule out of him ; ſo ynkindly did either 
takea ſent of danger. Hee thoughtrhe lake was too ſhallow and the walles toothin;

ining not onely a ſudden, bur a fowledeach,leauing ſcarcely any tokens of his for- | 
mer bcauric: but his hands abandoning khe reynes,and his thighes the ſaddle, he fell 
fideward from the hqrſe. Which fight comming ro Leomtins, a dearc friend of his, 
who in vaine had lamentably cricd vaco him to ſtay, when hee ſaw him begin his 
careere,it was hard to ſay, whohe pitic of che'oge, or revengeagainſt the other, 
held as then the ſoueraignetie in his paſſions, Bur while hee directed his eye to his 
friend, and his hand co his enemiec,ſo wrangly-conſorted a power could not reſiſt the 
readie minded force of Amphialus:who perceiving his ill-direcgg dircQion againſt 
him,ſo paid him his debrbefore it was lent, char he alſo fell tomMecarth,onely hap- 
pic that one place,and one time,did finiſh both their loues and lives togerher. 

Bur by this time there had beene a furious meeting of cither ſide: where after the 
temble ſalucation of warlike noiſe,the ſhaking of hands was with ſharpe weapons:

Somelay dead ynder theic 
dead Maiſters, whom ynknightly wounds had vaiuſtly puniſhed for a fairhfull du- 
tic, Somelay ypon their Lords by like accidents, and in death , had the honour to 
be borne by chem,whom in, life they had borne. Some hauing loſt their comman. 
ding burthens,ranne ſcattered about the field , abaſhed with the madnefle of man- 
kind. Thecarth irſelfe(wontto be aburiall of 'men ) wasnow ( as it were) bu- 
ried with men : ſo was the face thereof hidden with dead bodics, ro whom dearh 
had come masked in diucrs manners.In oneplace lay dilinherired heads,diſpoſſeſſed 
of their naturall ſcigniories : in another, whole bodics toſce to,bur that their hearts 
wont to beebound all ouerſo cloſe, were now with deadly yiolence opened : in 
others, fowler deathes had oug[ily diſplayed there crayling guts. Therelay armes, 
whole fingers yer moued,as if they would fecleforhimrhar made them feele-: and 
legges,which contrary to common reaſori, by being diſcharged of their burden, 
were growneheauier. But no (word payed ſo large a tribure of ſoules tothe erer. 
nall Kingdome,as that of Amphialws : who likea Tigre, from whom a companie 
of Woolues did ſecke torawth a new gotten pray ; ſo hee (remembring they came 
to take away Philocles ) did labourto make vyalure, ſtrength, cho!er and hatred, ro 
anſyerethe proportion of his loue,which was infinite. 

Theredicd of his hand the old knight Eſchy/ue, who though by yeares might 
well hauc beene allowed to vſe rather ho exerciſes of wiledome,then of courage 
yet hauing aluſty bodicanda merry heart, he cucr tooke the ſurumons of Time in 
ieſt, 


—— 
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ieſt, ot eiſe it had ſocreepingly fiolheyponhim,thar he had heard ſcarcely the noyſe 
ot his feerc, and thercfore was'as freſh in apparell, andas forward 11 enterpriſes, a 
a farre-yonyer man* but nothing made him bolder, then a cerraineprophecic had 
beene told him, that hee ſhould die in'the arniesof his ſonne,and theretore feared 
the leſle thearme of an enemy. Bur now when mo—_ (word was paſſed through 
his throate, he thoughr himſelfe abuſed; but char before hee died, his lonne;rndecge 


| ſecinghis father beginro fall, held him'yp in hisarmes, till a pirtileſſe ſouldier 


— 


of the othcr ſ{ide,vvith a mace brained him, making father & ſonnebecome twinnes 


inthe neuer againedying birth. As for Dyialus, « Memon, Niſus and Policrates,the 
firſt had hiseycscutont (o,as he could riorfee'to bid theneere following death wet. 
come : the ſecond*hid'mer' withthe ſame'Ptopher that old Z{chy/zs had, and ha 
uing found many of his ſpeeches rruc;beleeued this roo, that hee ſhould never bee 
killed, but by hisowne compamons-- and therefore no man was more yaliant then 
he againſt an encagy,no man more ſuſpiciousof his triends: ſoas he ſeemed to lleepe 
in fecuritie, when he went to a batcel,and toenter into a battell, when hee began to 
ſlecpe,ſuch guards he would ſerabour his perſon; yer miſtruſting thoſe yery guards 
leaſt they would mutther him; Bur now Amphialus helped to vnriddie his doubts, 
for heouerthrowing him frots his horſe, his owne companionscomming with a 
freſh ſupply, preſſed Kien ro death, Niſus gralping with Amphialus, was with aſhort 
daggerlaine. And for Policrates,while hee thunned as muchas hee could, k ing 
onely his place for feare of puniſhment, Amphialus wich a memorable blow c 


off his head:where,with the conuulfionsof death ſetring his ſpurres ro his horſe, he 


gauc ſo brauc a charge vpon the encmie, as irgrew a pronerbe, thar Policrates was 
onely valiant after his head was off. But no man eſcaped ſowell his handes as Phe: 
bilus did : for he hauing long loued Philoclea.though for the meanneſle of his eſtate 
hencuerdurktreucaleir, now knowing Amphialus, letting theedge of ariuall ypon 
the (word of an enemy, he held ſtrong fight with him. But Amphialus had 
in the dangerouſeſt places dilarmed him and was hfting vp his ſword to ſend him 
away from himſelfe; when. hee thinking indeede ro die, © Philoclea ( ſaid hee) yer 
thisioyes me,thatT dic for thy ſake. Thename'of Philoclea firſt ſtayed his ſword: 8 
he heard him out,though he abhord him much worſerhen before, yet could he not 
vouchſafe him the honour of dying for Pheloclea, bur turned his ſword another 
way doing him no hur for ouer-much hatred. But what good did that co poore 
Phebilus,t eſcapinga valiant hand, he was (laine by abaſe ſouldier,who ſecing him 
ſo difarmed,thruſt him through ? 

But thus with thewell-followed valure of Amphialus were the other almoſt ouer- 
throwne,when Philanax ( who was the marſhall of the armie ) camein, with new 
force renuing the almoſt decayedcourage of hisſouldiers. For crying to them(and 


asking them-wherher their backes or their armes were berter fighters ) hee himſelfe 
thruſt juſt into wr ar7s ap making force and furic waite ypon diſcretion and go- | 


uetnment, hee might ſeeme a braue Lion, who taught his yong Lioners, how in 
taking of a pray,to-1oyue courage with cunning. Then Fortunc;(as if ſhe had made 
chaſes inow of the oneſtde of that bloudy Temiſcourt ) went of the other ide the 
line, making as many ftalldowne of Amphialusfollowers,as before had doneof Phi- 
lanaxs,qthey loohing the ground as faſtas beforethey had won it,only leauing them 
to keeper, who had loſt themſclues in keeping ir. Then thoſethat had killed, inheri- 
ted thelot of thoſethat had becue killed;8 crucll deathes made them lie quietly to- 
echer,who moſt in cheic liues had ſought to diſquier cach other;8: many of thoſe 
{t ouerrhrown, had thecofort toſeerheir murtherers ouerrvn the to Charons _ 
Coarm, 
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' blowes, then the blowes gaue wounds, then the wounds gauedcarhe? : ſo terrible 
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" Codrus , Cteſiphon, and Milo, loſt their liues ypon Philanax {ſword : but oo 
bodies caſe was more piticd , then of a young ſquire of _Amphiatus: called i 
menus , who neuer abandoning his Maiſtes , and making; his tendet age aſpire. +0 
ates of the ſtrongeſt manhood, in thisrime that his {ide was, piir- ro the: worſt; 
and that Amphialzs valure was the onely itay of them trom geltuering them- 
ſelues oucr to a moſt ſhamefull light, hee ſaw his maiſters horſe killed yader him. 
Whereupon asking aduiſc of no other thought, bot of faichfulneſſe andcouraye, 
hee preſently lighted from his owne hole, and with the helpe of ſome thoile 
and faichfull ſeruants, gathis maiſter yp. But in the multitude that came of ther 
fide, ſometo ſuccour, ſome to ſaue _Amphialus , hee came yuder the hand-of 
Philanax : and the youth perceiving hee was the man that did moſt hurt 16 his 
artic ( deſirous cucn to change his life for glorie ){trake ar hirm, as hee rode by 
ns gauc him a hurt ypon the leg,that made Philapax turne rowards him;bue 
ſecing him ſo young,and of a moſt louely preſence, hee rather cooke pitcie of him; 
meaning to take him priſoner, and then to giue him to/ his brother Aeenorts bee 
his companion, becauſe chey were not much ynhke, neither 1n yeares, not (foun- 
renance, Butas hee looked downe ypon him withthat thought, heeeſnicd where 
his brother lay dead, and his friend Leontize by him,cuen almoſt ynderthe ſquicrs 
feete. Then ſorrowing not onely his owne ſorrow, but the. paſt-comfort ſorrow 
which hee forcknew his morherwould take (who with many teares;and miſgiving 
had ſuffered himro go with his clder brother Philanax ) blorred our all figuies 
pitty out of his minde,&putting forth his horſe(while //nwengs doubled rwoor 
three moreyaliant, then well ſer blowes ) ſaying to him(elte; Ler other mothers be: 
wailean yotimely death as well as mine: he thruſt him through. And the boy fiace 
though beaurifull;and beautifull, chough dying,notable ro keepehis falling: teere; 
fell downe to theearth, which hebic foranger, repining at his forrune; —_ 
2 he could reliſtingdeath, which _—_ ſceme yawillag co03 ſalong he was nas 
king away his young ſtruggling ſoule. - | "Of 20 
Philanax himſclfe could hauewiſhed the blow vngiucn,when he faw himfalhke 
afaire apple, which ſome yncurreous body(breaking his bough)ſhould throw down 
before it were ripe. Butthe caſe of his brother made him forger both thar,and him: 
(elte:ſo as ouerhaſtily preſſing ypon the retiring enemics,he was(erche was m_ 
tucther engaged chea his owne ſouldiers could relicuc him, ing. 
throwne by Amphialus, Amphialus glad of him,kepthead againſt his enemies, white 


' ſomeof his men caried away Philanax.. | 


Bur Philanax men, as if with the loſſe of Philanax they had loſt the foutnhine 
of thcir yalure, had their courages ſo dried vp in feare;rhat they began to {cr hongur 
atthcir backs,and to vſetheverrue of patience in an vntunely time: when. imwthe 
ptelle comes ( as hard as his horſe, more affraide of the £| ,theathe ſworde, 
could caric him) a knightin armour as darke as blackeneſſe could niake ir,followed 
by none,and adorned by nothing; ſo farre withour authoritiethar hee was wirhour 
knowledge. But vertue quickly madehim knowne, and admirationbred himfucts 
auhoriie,rhat though they of whoſclide hecame knew him nor,yerthey all knew 
It wasft to obey him: & whule he was folluwed by the SO for 
the vileſt. For,caking partwith the beſiegers,hee maderhe Amphlialians bloudierue 
for a capariſon to his horſe, and a decking ro hisarmour. His arme no ofter gane 


was his force,8 yet was his quickneſſe more forcible then his force;and his- ludyo 


ment morequicke then his quickeneſſe, For though his fworde wenc faſterither 
Y eye ſighc 
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eyc-light could follow it, yer his owne judgement went ſtill before it. There dicd 
of his hand Sayrpedon , Plictonax, Strophilus, and Hippolitus, men of greatproote in 
warres,and who had thatday vndertaken the guard of Amphialus. But while they 
ſought ro ſauc him, they loſt the fortreſſes that Nature hadplaced them in. Then 
{lew he Megalws,who was alittle before proud,to ſechimlelte ſtained inthe bloud of 
his enemies : burwhen his owne bloud came to bee marnied to theirs, hee then felr, 
that crueltie doth neuer cnioy a good cheape glory. After him ſent he Palemon,who 
had thatday vowed(with fooliſh brauery)to be the death of ten: 8 nine already he 
had killed, and was carefull to performe his ( almoſt performed) yow , when the 
blackeknighthelpt him ro make vp the tenth himlſelte. | 
And now the often changing Fortune began alſo ro change the hew of the 
battels, For at the firſt, though ir were terrible, yer Terror was deckt fo brauely 
with cich furniture, gilt-ſwords, ſhining armours, pleaſant penfils, char the eye 
with delight had ſcarce eaſure to be aftraide: Bur now all yniuerſally defiled with 
duſt, bloud , broken armour , mangled bodies , rooke away the'maske, and ſet 
foorth Horror in his owne horrible manner. Bur neither could danger bee dread. 
full co Umphialus his yndiſmayable courage, nor yer ſeeme ougly ro him whoſe 
rrucly-affeted minde , did ſtill paint ir ouer with. the beautic of Philoclea. And 
| therefore hee, rather cnflamed then troubled with the increaſe of dangers , and 
glad to finde a worthy ſubic& ro exerciſe his courage, ſought our this new knight 
whom hee might eaſily finde: for hee, like a wanton rich man, that throwesdowne 
his neighbours houſe;, ro make himſelfe the better proſpe& , ſo had his ſworde 
made him ſo ſpacious a roome , that _{mphialus 'had more cauſe to wonder at 
the finding , then labour for theſecking : which if it ſtirred hate in him , ro ſee 
how much harme hee did to the one fide, it prouoked as much emulation in him, 
toperceiue how much good he did to the other fide. Therefore , they appro 
ching one to the other, as in two beaurifull tolkes, Love naturally ſtirres a deſire 
of ioyning, ſo in their two courages Harte ſtirred a deſire of triall. Then began 
there a combate berweene them, worthy to hate had more large liſtes , and 
more quiet bcholders :for with the ſpurre of Courage, and thebitic of Relpet, 
cach ſo guided himſelfe , that one might well (ce, the defire toouercome, made 
them not forger how to ouercome : in ſuch time and proportion they didem 
their blowes, that none of Ceres ſeruants could more cunningly place his flayle : 
while the left foote ſpurre ſer forward his ownehorle, rhe right let backeward the 
contraric horſe, cuen ſometimes by the aduantage of rhe cner..ies legge, while 
| the left hand (like him that held the ſterne ) guided the horſes obedient cou- 
: All done in ſuch order, that ic might ſeeme, the minde was a right Prince 
ntleede, who ſent wile anddiligent Licutenants into each of thoſe well gouerned 
partes, But the more they = t, the morethey delired to fight; and the- more 
they ſmarted, the lefle they felt rhe ſmart 3 and now were like ro make a quicke 
proofe, ro whome Fortune or Valour would ſeeme-moſt friendly, when in comes 
an olde Gouernour of _Amphialus, alwayes agood Knight , and carcfull of 
his charge; who giuing a ſore wound tothe Blacke Knights thigh , while hee 
thought not of him, with another blow ſlewe his horſe vnder him. _Amphiale 
ctied to him, that hee diſhonoured him : You ſay well(anſwered the olde Knight) 
to ſtand now like apriuate ſouldier, ſetting your credit ypon particular fighting, 


while you ray ſee Baſilizs with all his hoſte, is getting betweene you and your ' 


Towne, Hce looked that way, and found that true indeede , that the cnemie was 
beginning tocncompaſſchim abour,and ſtoppe his returne : and therefore _ 
the 
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the retreate to be ſounded, his Gouernour ledde his. men homeward , while hee 
kept himſelfe ſtill hindmoſt , as if hee had ſtood at the gare of a'{luce,, to ler the 
ſtreamegoe,with ſuch proportion ,.as ſhould ſeeme you ytito him :; and with 
ſo mantulldiſcretion performed it,that (though with lofle of many of his men) 
hee returned himſelte fafe , and content, that his enemics had: fele; how ſbarpe 
the ſworde could bite of Philocleas Loner. The other being ſoric for the 
loſſe of Philanax , was yet ſorier when the Blacke Knigh t could not bee found ; 
For hee hauing gotteria horſe, whom his dying Maiſter had bequeathed to the 
world, Goding hinlelfe ſore hurt, and not delirous to bee knowne, had in the 
time of the enemies retyring, retyred away allo :' his thigh nor bleeding blood 
ſofaſt, as his heart bledde reuenge. Bur Baſilius hauing arrempred 1n vaine ro 
barre the ſafe rerurne of 4mphialus , encamped himſelfe as ſtrongly as hee could, 
while hee (to his griefe) mightheare the 10y was made 1n the rowne by his owne 
ſubieAs,that hee had thar day ſpedde no better. For Amphialus ( being well belo- 
ned of that people) when they ſaw him not yanquiſhed, hey eſteemed him as yi- 
Qorious, his yourh ſetting a flouriſbing (hew ypon his worthinefle, and his grear 
nobilitic ennobling his dangers. EN" OY! 
But the firſt thing Amphialus did;being returned,was to vilite Philoclea,and firſt 
reſuming to cauſe his dreame to be ſung ynto her (which he had ſcene the night 
578 hefell in loue with her) making oe boy hehad,accord apretty dolcfulnes 


yntoit, Theſong was this :

Laying not onely the conqueſts, bur the heart of the conquerour at her feere. But 
ſhee na him after her wonced ſorrowtull ( but otherwiſe yamoucd) manner, 
irmade him chinke, his good ſuccelle was buras a pleaſaur monumenr of a dolefull 
buriall : Toy ir ſelfe ſeeming bitter ynrohum, ſince iragreed notto her taſte. 

Therefore, ſtill crauing his mothers helpe co perſwade her, hee himafelfe ſent for 
Philanax weto hun, whom hee had not onely Jong hated, bur now had his hate 
greatly encreaſed by thedcath of his Squite fre. Belides hee had made him as 
one of the chicfecauſes that moucd him to this rebclhan,and therefore was cncli- 
ned ( to colour the bexrex his action ;, and the mare to embrewe the handes of his 
accomplices by making chem guikic of ſuch a rreſpafſe ) in ſome. formall fort to 
cauſc him to bee execuied: being aſa gratly egged chereunto by his mother , and 
ſome other, who long had hatcd Philanex,onely becaulc he was more worthy,thea 


they ro be loned. | 
But while that deliberation was handled , acconding rather to the humour then 
the reaſon of each ſpeaker, Philoclea comming ta the knowledge of the hard plight 
wherein Philanax ſtood, thee dclired ene of rhe gemriewomen appointed to waite 
vpan her,o go in her natne,and belcech Amphia/as,thatit the loue of hechad any 
powcrof-perſwaſlon in his mind,he would lay no furcher puniſkrment,chen i wpti- . 
ſonment ypon Philanax. This mellage was deliuercd even as Philenax was curing 
to the preſence of Amphials,commiang ( according to the warning was giuen him) 
to receive iudgement of death. Haji he with manfullrefalution at.ended the 
fruire of ſuch atyrannicall ſentence, rhinking it wrong, bur noharme to him that 
ſhould die ia (o goodacaule; Amphiains turned quirethe forme at bis pretended 
ſpeech, and yeelded him humblerchankes,chat by his meancs heehad cometo that 
happinefle,as to recciue acommaudement of his Ladie : and rheretore he willingly 
gauc him libertic to returne in ſafer, whither hewould , quitting him, not onely 
of all former grudge, butaſluring him that hee would bee willing co doe him any 
friendſhip and (cruice : bnely deſiring thus much othim ;thart hce would ler him 
know the diſcourſe and intent of Befilars his proccediug. 
Truely my Lord ( an{wered Philanaxx ) ifthere were any fuch, kaowne ro mee, 
ſecret in my maiſters counſel, az that the reuedling thereof mighc hinder his good 
ſuccelle, I hould loath the keeping of my bloud, with che lofſe of my faich, and 
would thinke the juſt nameof a traytora hard purchaſe of a few yeares living. Bur 
ſince it is fo, that my maiſter hath indeede no-way of privic practiſe, but meanes 
openly andforcibly ro deale againſt you, I willnor ſticke in few words ro make your 
required declaration. Then told he him inwhar amaze of amazement,both Baſlme 
& Gynecia were, whenthey miſt therchuldren 8 Zelmane, Sometimes apeto ſuſpet 
ſome praQiſe of Zelmenc, becauſe ſheewas aſtranger; ſomernes doubting ſome 


reliks of the late murioy,which doubt was rather increaſed, then any way ſat _ 
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by Miſo who( being found almoſt dead for hunger, by certaine countrey peo le) 


brought home word,with what cunningthey were trayned our, 8 with what vio. 


lence they were caricd away. Butthat within a few dayes they came to knowledge 
where they were,by Amphialus his owne letters ſent abrodeto procure confederates 
in his attempts. Thar Baſi(is his purpoſe was neuer to leaue theliege of this Towne, 
till he had taken it, & reucnged the 1niury done ynto him. That he meant rather to 
win it by time,& faminc,then by force of aſlault;knowing how valiant men he had 
todeale withall in the rowne : thathe had ſent order, thar ſupplies of ſouldiers,pio- 
ners,and all things clſe neceſlaric,ſhould daily be brought ynto him : ſo as my Lord 
( aid Philanax) let me now, hauingreceiued my life by your grace, let me giue you 
our life and honour by my couſzll ; proteſting vnto you, that I cannot chuſe bur 
c_ you,being my maiſterhis Nephew) and that I wiſhyou well in all cauſes bur 
this. You know his nature isas apt to forgiue,as his power is ableto conquer. Your 
fault paſſed is cxcuſable,in thatloue perſwaded,and youth was perlwaded. Doe nor 
vrgetheeffeRs of angrie viRorie, but rather ſeekero obraine that — 
curtelie, which you can ncuer affuredly enioy by violence. One might eaſily have 
ſcene in the chearc of Amphialus, that diſdainfull choler would faine haue madethe 
anſwere for him, but the remembrance of Philoclea ſerued for forcible barriers be. 

rweene anger,and angric cffeRs : ſo as he ſaid no more, but that hee would nor 
himo the trouble togiue him any further counſell:bur thar he might rernene. be 
liſted, preſently, Philanax glad to receiucan yncorrupted libertic, humbly accepted 
his fauourableconuoy out of the trowne;and lo departed,not viliting the Princelles, 
thinking it might be offenſiue to Amphialuns, & no way fruitefull trothem who were 

no way but by force to bee reſcued. | 

The poore Ladics indeed, not ſuffered either tomeete together, or to haue confe- 
rence with any other, but ſuch as Cecropia had already framed to ſing all their ſongs 
to her ture, ſhee her (clfe omitting noday, and aching hold of cucry occaſion to 
moue forward her ſonnes deſire,and remoue their ownereſolutions:yſing the ſame 
ments tothe one liſter,as to the other;detcrmining that whom ſhe could winne 
firlt,the other ſhould(wirchout her ſonnes knowledge)by poiſon be made away.Bur 
though thercaſons werethe ſamero both,yer the handling was diuers,according as 
ſhefaw their humors to prepare a more or lefſeaprneſſe of apprehenſion. This day 
hauing long ſpcech to Philsclea, amplifying notalittle the great dutifulneſſe her ſon 
had ſhewed in deliucring Philanax : of whom ſhee could get no anſwer, but aſi'ence 
ſcalcd vp in vertue, 8 ſo lweetly graced, as that in one inſtant it caried withit both 
reliſtance,and humbleneſle * Cecropiathreatning in her ſelte to runne a more rugged 
race with her,weat to her filter Pamela: who that day hauing wearicd her ſelfe with 
reading,& with rheheight of her hart dildaining to keepe company with any of the 
Geatlewomen appointcd toartend her,whom ſhe accounted her iaylors, was work- 
ing vpon a purſe certaineroſes &lilhes,as by the fineneſle of the worke, one might 
ſee ſhee had horowed her wirs of the ſorrow that then owed them, and lene them 
wholy to that exerciſe, For the flowers ſhee had wrought, caried ſuch life in them, 
that che cunningeſt painter might haue learned of her needle: which with fo pretty 
a maner made his carcers to & tro through the cloth,as if the needle it ſelfe would 
haue beene loth to haue gone fromward ſuch a miſtreſſe,butthat it hoped rorerurne 
thitherward very quickly againe;thecloth looking with many cycs ypon her,8 lo- 
uingly embracing the wounds ſhegaue it : the ſhearesalſo were at hand to behead 
thelilke,that was growne too ſhort. And if at any timeſhee put her mouth to bite i 
off,it ſeemed,that where ſhe had beene long in making of aroſe with her —_— 
would 
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would in an inſtant make roſes with her lipgas the lillics ſeemed to haue their whic- 
neſſe,rather of the hand thar made them, the of the matter wherofthey were made; 
& that they grew there by the Suns of her eyes &were refreſhed by the moſt(1n dif- 
comfort ) cofortableayre,which an vnawares ſigh mightbeſtow vpan them. But 
the colours for the ground were ſo well choſen, neither ſullenly darke,norglacingly 
lighrſome,8 ſo well proportioned,as thar,though much cunning wereia ir,yer ir 
was but to ſeruefor an ornament of the principall worke ; that it was ugt without 
maruell to ſec, how a mindewhich could caſt a carcleſſe ſemblanrypon the greateſt 
conflicts of Forrune,could commaund ir ſclfe ro take care for ſo ſmall matters. Nei- 
ther had ſhe negleRted rhe dainty dreſſing of herſelfe:bur as if ir had beene her mar- 
riage timeto Atflition, ſhe rather ſeemed ro remember herawne worthinelle chen 
the vaworthinefſe of her husband. For well one might prncejus ſhehad norreicfted 
che counſell of aglaſſe,and thather hands had pleaſcd themſglyes, in payingthe tri- 
bute of yndecciuung skill, to ſo high perfeQtions of nature. . | 

The fight whereof fo divers from her ſiſter (yho rather ſuffered ſorrow to drelle 
icſelfe in her beautje, then that ſhee would beſtow any cacertainement of ſo yn- 
welcome a gueſt,made Cecropia take a ſudden afſyrednelke of hope, that !hee ſhould 
obtaine ſomewhat of Pamela: thinking (according to thelquaring aur of her owne 
good nature ) that beaurie, carefully ſer foorth, would ſoone prouc afigne of an 
varcfuling harborough. Animated therewith, ſhee ſaredowne by famela, and ta- 
king che purſe, and with affeccd curiolitic looking vpon the worke, Full happic is 
he ( (aid fee) at leaſt ifhe knew his owne happineſls ro whom a purſe in this man- 
ner,andby this hand wougar, is dedicated. Ta faith he ſhall haue cauſe to agcount it, 
not as a purſe fortreaſure, bur as a treaſure it ſelfe, worthy to bee pugled yp in the 
purſeof his owne heart. Andthinke you ſo indeede ( faid Pamela halfe ſmiling) T 
promiſe you I wrought it,bur to make ſome tedious houres belecue,thac I choughe 
not of them : for elſc I valued it buteuen as a yery purſe. Is is the right narue{(aid 
Cecropia) of Beautie,to worke ynwirting effeQts, of wonder, Truely(laid Pamela) 
neuer thought till now,that this outward gloſſe, inticled Beaurie, which ir pleaſerh 
youtolay tomy (as I thinke)vnguiltie Rare ws but a pleaſant mixtureof natu- 
rall colours, delightfull co the eye, as mulicke isto the care, withour any, further 
conſequence : fince ir is arhing, which not onely beaſts haue ,; bur even ſtones and 
trees many of themdocyMatly cxcell in it. That other things (apfororrg Cecropia ) 
haue ſome portion of it, takes not away the excellencic of ir,where indecde jr doch 
excell : ſince we ſec,that cuen thoſe beaſts, trees, 8 ſtones are in the name of Beaury 
onely highly prayſed. Bur char the beautie of hugaine perſons is beyondall orhet 
things,there 1s great likehhood of reaſon;fince to them onely is gzuen the iudge- 
ment to diſcerne Beautie: and among reaſonable wights,asit ſeemes,thar gur ſexe 
hath the prcheminence,ſo that in that preheminence, Nature coynteruailes al ocher 
liberalities, wherein ſhee may bee thoughc to haue dealt more fauourably roward 
mankind. How doe- men crowne ( thinke you ) chemſelues with glory,for having 
cither by force brought others to yceld to their minde,or with loag ſtudie,and pre- 
medicated orations, | what they would haue perſwaded ? and ſee, a faire 
woman ſhall not oncly commaund without authoritie, bur perſwade without ſpea- 
king. She ſhall not neede to procureanention,fortheir owne eyes will chaine their 
eares ynto it. Men yenture liues to conquer; ſhes. conquers lem ySthave yenturing, 
Sheis ſerucd, and obeyed, »yhich is the moſt notable, nor becaule the lawes ſo com- 
maund it, but becauſe they become lawes themſclucs to.obey ;her:; not for her pa- 
reats ſake, but for her owne ſake. She need nor diſpute, whether to gouerne by _ 
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of Loue, ſince without her thinking thereof, their loue will bring forth teare, aud 
their feare will fortifie their love: os. ſhe need not feeke offenſiue;or defentiue force, 
ſince her ondly lips may ſtand for ten thouſand ſhields,and ten thouſand vneuicable 
ſhot go from her eyes. Beautie,Beaurie(deare Neece)is the crowne of the feminine 
cneſſe,which gift, on whom ſocuer the heauens ( therein moſt niggardly )do 
Cetow withour queſtion,ſhee is bound to vie ittothenoble _ for which it is 
created:not only winning, bur preſeraing; ſince that indeed is the right happineſle 
which is notonely in it ſelfc happy), but can alfo deriue the heppincl to another, 
Cerrainely Aunt (faid Pamela ) I teare me you will make me nor onely thinke my 
ſelfe fairer then euer I did, burthinke my fairencſle a matter of greater valew then 
heretofore I could imagine it. For Ieuer (till now ) conceiued theſe conqueſts 
you ſpeakeof, rather ro proceed from the weakenelle of the conquered, then trom 
the ſtrength of the conquering power:as they ſay,the Cranes ouerthrow whole bar- 
tels of Pyzmees,not ſo much of their Craniſh courage,as becauſe the other are Pyg- 
mees,and that wee ſeeyong, babes thinke babies of wonderfull cxcellencie,and yer 
the babies are bur babies. Bur ſince your elder yeares,& abler judgement, find Bcau- 
tic to bee worthy of ſo incompatableeſtimarion, cerrainely me thinkes it ought ro 
be held in deareneſſe,according to the excellencie,and (no morechen we would do 

of things which wee account precious)cuer to ſuffer it to bee defiled. 
| Defiled?(ſaid Cerropia) Mary God forbid that my ſpeech ſhould tend toany ſuch 
urpole,as ſhould deſerue ſo foule atittle. My meaning is ro 1oyneyour beautieto 
hook your youth to delight. For truely, as colours ſhould becas good as nothing if 
therewere nocyes to behold them: ſo isBeautic nothing, wirhout the eye of Loue 
behold it:& therefore lo far is it from defiling ir,that itis the only honouring of it, 
the onely preſeruing of it: for Beautic goes away,deuoured by Time; but where te- 
maines it eucr flouriſhing,bur in the heart of a true louer ? And ſucha one ( if cucr 
there were any )is my ſonne : whoſe loue is ſo ſubiefed ynto you, that rather then 
breed an effnce ynte you,it will notdelight it ſelfe in beho)ding you. There is no 
cffeCt of his loue(anſwered' Pamela') better pleaſeth me then thar : but as T have of- 
ten anſwered you,ſo, reſolutely Ifay ynto you,thathe muſt ger my parents conſent, 
& then hc ſhall know further of my m1nd;for, without that, I know I ſhould offend 
God. O ſweete youth (ſaid —_— how vntitnely ſubicgg it isto deuotion?No ,no 
ſweet neece,ler vs old folkes thinke of ſuch preciſe co itiong do you cnioy tt c 
heauen of your age, wher-of. you arcſure : & hke good honſholders, which ſpend 
thoſe rhings that would not be kept,ſodo you pleaſantly enioy that,which elſc wil 
bring an ouerlate repentance, when your glaſſe ſhall accuſe you to your face, what a 
change there isinyou. Do you ſec how the ſpring-rime is tull of owers,decking it 
ſclfewithchem and not afpiritig to thetruires of Autumn? what !ef{on is that vato 
you, burthat in the April of your age, you ſhould be like Aprilfler not ſome of them 
for whom already the graue gapeth, and perhaps enuy thefelicitic in you , which 
themſclucs cannotenioy,perſwade you to loole the hold of occaſion ; while it may 
not onely betaken,but i/ nyo ſucs to be taken: which if it be not now taken, will 
neuer hereafter beounertaken. Your ſelfe know how your father hath refuſed all of- 
fers made by the greaceſt Princes aboiit you , 8& will you ſuffer your beauty to bee 
hidden in the wrinkles of his > thoughts? It he be pecuiſh ( ſaid Pamela) yeris 
he my father,and how beauritull ſocuer I be, 1 am his daughter: ſo as God claymes 
at my hands obedience, and makes meno iudgeof his imperfeRtions. | 

Theſe often replies ypon conſciencein Pamela; made Cecyopia thinke,that there 

was no tighter way forher , then as ſhechad ( in her opinion ) ſer her in liking of 
| | Beaurie 
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Beautic, with perſwaſtion not toſuffer it ro be youd of purpole, ſoif ſhee could make 
her [elle feeling of thoſe heauenly conceits, that then ſhee might cafily wind her ro 
her crooked byas. Therefore;employing the vitermoſt of her miſchicuous wit,and 
ſpeaking the more carneſtly , becauſe ſhee ſpake as ſhee thought, ſhee thus dealt with 
her,Dearc necce, or rather, deare daughter,it my affe&ion and with might preuaile - 
therein, how much doth it increaſe { trow you ) the carneſt deſire Ihaue of this 
bleſſed match,to ſee thele yertues of yours knit faſt with ſuch zeale of Deuotion(in- 
deede the belt. bond) which the moſt politike wits haue found,to hold mans wit in 
well doing ? For,aschildren muſt firſt by feare be induced to know that, which after 
(when they doe know ) they aremoſt glad of : So are theſe bug-beares of opinions 
brought by great Clearkes into the world, to ſerue as ſhewelles to keepethem from 
thoſe faults, whereto elle the yanitie of the world, and weakenelle 6f ſenſes mighr 

ull chem.Bur in you ( Necce) whoſe excellencic is ſuch,as it ncede not ro be held 
vp by the ſtaffe of vulgar opinions, I would not you ſhould loue Verrue ſeruilly, 
for feare of I know not what,which you ſee not : but euen for the good cffefts of 
yertue which you ſce. Feare, and indeede,fooliſh feare, and fearcfull ignorance,was 
the firſt inuenter of thoſe conceirs. For when they heard ir thunder, not knowing 
the naturall cauſe, they thought there was ſome angrie bodie aboue, that ſpake ſo 
loude : and cucr thelefle they did perceiue, the more they did conceiue. Whereof 
they knew no cauſe, that grew ſtreight a miracle : fooliſh folkes, not marking that 
the alterations be but ypon particular accidents,the yniuerſaliry being alwaycs one. 
Yeſterday was but as to day, and ro morrow will tread the fame footeſteps of his 
foregoers + ſoasit is manifeſt inough,chat all things follow bur the coutſe of their 
ownenature,lauing onely Man,who whileby the pregnancieot his imagination he 
ſtrives to things ſupernaturall, meane-whilc he loſcrh his owne naturall felicity.Be 
wile,and that wiſedome ſhall be a God vnto thee; be contented,and that isthy hea- 
uea : for clſe to thinke that thoſe powers ( if there be any ſuch) aboue are moued 
either by the eloquence of our prayers, or in a chafeat the folly of our ations; caries 
as much reaſon as if flies ſhould thinke, that men take great care which of them 
hums ſweeteſt, and which of them flics nimbleſt. 

She would haue ſpoken furtherta haue enlarged and confirmed her diſcourſe; 
when Pamela(whoſe checks weredycd in the beaurifulleſt graine of yertuous anger, 
with eyes which gliſtred toorth beames of difdaine') thus interrupted her. Peace 
(wicked woman)pea orthy to.breath, that doeſtnot acknowledge the breath- 
gwer;molt yaworthy a tongue, which ſpeakeſt againſt him,through whom 
thou ſpeakeſt : keepe your affeQion to your ſelfe, which like a bemyred dog, would 
defile with fauning. You ſay yelterday was as to day. O fooliſh woman, and moſt 
miſcrably fooliſh , ſince wit makes you fooliſh; What doth that argue , but thar 
there isa conſtancic inthe eucrlaſting goucrnour? Would you haue an inconſtanc 
God,fince we count a man foolith thatys inconſtant:? Hee 1s not ſeene you ſay,and 
would you thinke him a God, who might bee ſeene by ſo wicked eyes, as yours ? 
which yer might ſec inough if they were not like ſuch, who for ſport-fake willingly 
bood-winke Seniſhues ro receiue blowes the caſter. -Burt though I ſpeake ro-you 
without any hopeof fruitcinſo rotten a hearr,andthere bee no body clfc heere ro 
iudgeof my ſpeeches, yer be thou my witneſſe,d capriuity, that my cares ſhall not be 
willingly guiltyot my creators blaſphemy. You ſay,becauſe we know nor the cauſes 
of thinggthercforefcare was the mother of ſuperſtirion: nay, becauſe we know that 
each flee hath a cauſe, thathath engendred a true & liuely deuotion. For this good- 
ty worke of which wee arc,& in which wee liuc,hath nor his being by Chance, on 
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which opinion itis beyond meruaile by what Chance any brainecould ſtumble. 
For if it be eternall (as you would ſceme ro conceive of it) Erernitie& Chanceare 
things vnſufferable rogether. For that is chanceable which happeneth ; 8 if ithap. 
pen,there was a time before it happened, when ir might haue not happened,orclſe 
did not happen;& ſoit chanccable, not erernall. And as abſurd ir is rothinke that if 
it had a beginning, his beginning wasdermed from Chance : for Chance could 
neuer make all things of nothing : and if rhere were ſubſtances before , which . 
chance ſhould mecte ro make vp this worke, thereon tollowes another bote 
pirte of abſurditics. For then thofe ſubſtances muſt needes have beene from cuer, 
and ſo etcrnall : and that eternall cauſes ſhould bring forth chanceable cfteRs, is as 
ſcnſible,as that the Sun ſhould bethe amhor of darkenes. Againe,it it were chance» 
able,chen was it not neceſſary, whereby you rake away all conſequents.Bur welſee in 
all things, in ſome reſpe& or other, neceſſitic of conſequence : therefore in reaſon 
we mult needes know that the cauſes were neceſlarie. | 

Laſtly, Chance is variable,or elſe it is not tobe called Chance : but wee ſeethis 
workeis ſteady and permancat. If nothing but Chance had glewed choſe peeces of 
this All,thc hcauy parts would have gone infinitely downeward- the light infinite» 
ly vpward,andſo neuer hauc met to haue made vp this goodly body. For before 
there was a heauen, or carth, there was neither a heauen to ſtay the height of the 
ring,orancarth, which ( in reſpe&t of the round walles of heauen ) ſhould become 
a center. Laſtly,perfe& order, perfe@ beautic, perfeft conltancie, if theſe be thechil- 
dren of Chaance,let wiſedome becounted the roote of wickednes. Bur you will lay, 
it is ſo by nature,as much as if you ſaid,ir is ſo, becauſc iris ſo:if you meancof ma 
natures conſpiring rogether,as in a popular gouernment to eſtabliſh this faireeſtare, 


as if the Elememith and crhereall parrs ſhould in their rowne-houle ſer downethe , 


bounds of each ones officez then confider what followes : that there muſt needes 
hauc been a wiſedome which made them concurre:for their natures being abſolutly 
contrary,in nature rather would hauc ſought each others ruine,then haue ſerucd as 
well conlorted partes to ſuch an vnexpreſlible harmonie For that contrarie things 
ſhould mecte to make ypa perfeRion withour force and Wiſedome aboue their po» 
wers, is abſolutely impoſſible, valeſſe you! will flic rothat hiſſed-out opinion of 
Chanceagaine. Bur you may perhaps atfirme, that one yniuerſall Nature ( which 
hath becne for cuer)1s the kairting rogetherof theſe many parrs ro ſuch an excellent 
vuitic.If you meanca Nature of Caeadadentlh idence, which knowes 
what it doth,then lay you that, which I ſceke of you,8& conclude thoſe blab 
emics, with which you defiled your mouth, and mine cares, But if you meanca 
ature,as we ſpeake of the fire; which goeth vpward, itknowes not why : and of 
the narurevf the Sea which in ebbing & flowing ſeemes to obſcrueſo iuſt-a daunce 
and yet ynderſtands no muſicke, it is burſtill che ſame abſurditic ſuperſcribed with 
another ritle. For this word,one, beingatrribured to thar which is All, is but one 
mingling of many, and many ones;asm aleſſe matter when we ſay one kingdome 
which containes many cities; or onecitie which containes many petſons, wheres 
inthe vader ones((if there be not a ſuperiour power and wiledome) cannot by na- 
rure regard to any preſeruation butot themſclues : no more welee they dos, ſince 
the water willingly quenches rhe fire, and drownes the earthy ſofarre are they 
from aconſpired vnitic : butthat a right heauenly Nature indeede; as it were yn- 
naturingthem, doth ſo bridle them, | | 
Againe,itisas abſurd in natute,thatfrom an vnitie many contraries ſhould pro- 
ceed {till kept in an yuirie:as that from che manaber of contraricties an mm" 
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ariſe, I ay ſtill, if you baniſh both aſingularitic,and 'pluralitic of iudgement from 
among them, then ('if ſo earchly a mindecan lift it ſelſe vp fo high ) doe butcon- 
ry a thing wherero you giue the higheſt,and moſt excellear kind of being 
( which is cternitie) can beot a baſe and vileſt degree of being,and next to a nor- 
being ; which is foto bee, as not rocnioy his owne being ? I will not heere call all 
your ſenſes ro witneſſe', which can heare, nor ſec nothing , which yecldes nor 
moſt cuident auidence of the ynſpeakeableneſle of that Wiledome : cach thing be- 
ing direted roanend, and an end of preſeruation: lo proper eftets of iudgemenr, 
as ſpeaking,and laughing are of mankind. 

But what mad furie can eucr iſo inueagle any conceit, as toſceour morrall and 
corruptible ſclues ro hauca reaſon,andthar this yniuerſalitic}( whereof we are bur 
thelcaſt peeces ) ſhould be vrterly deuoide thereof ? as if one ſhould ſay, thatones 
foote might bee wiſc, and hinſelfe fooliſh. This heard I once alledged againſt ſuch 
agodleſſe minde as yours, who being driven to acknowledge this bealily abſurdirie, 
that our bodies ſhould bee better then the whole world, if it had the knowledge, 
whereof the other were voide; hee ſought ( notable to anſwere direRly ) to ſhifrir 
off in this ſorc : that if that reaſon were true, then muſt it followallo,thatthe world 
muſt haue in it a ſpirtt,thatcould write and reade too,and bee learned; fince that was 
in vs commendablc : wretched foole,, not conſidering thatBookes be bur ſupplies 
of defes;and ſo are prayſed,becauſe they helpe our want, and therefore cannot be 
incident to'the eternall intelligence, which ncedes no recording of opinions to con- 
firme his knowledge, no morethen the Sunne wants waxe to bee the fewell of his 
gloriouslightfulneſſe, This world cherfore cannor ocherwiſe conſiſt bur by a minde 
of Wiſedome, which gouerns it , which whether you will allow to bee the Crea- 
tor thereof, as yndoubredly hee is , or the ſoule and gouernout thereof , moſt cer- 
taineit is that whether heegouerne all, or make all, hispower is aboue cicher his 
creatures, or his goucrnemenr. And if his power beeaboue all things, then con- 
lequently it muſt needes bee:infinite; ſince there is nothing aboue it co limir it. For 
beyond which thereis'noching , muſt needes bee boundleſle, and infinite : if his 

er bee infinite , then likewiſe muſt his knowledge bee infinite : for elſe there 
dbce an infinite proportion of power which hee ſhould not know how to yſc, 
the ynſenſiblenelle whereof 1 rhinke cuen you can conceiue: and if infinite, then 
muſt nothing, non re. of flics ( whichyou'with ſo vnſauorie ſcorne did 
ieſt at ) be vaknow im, For if -therewere,the there were his knowledge 
bounded,8& ſo not infinite: if his knowledgeand power be infinite,then muſt needs 
hisgoodneſſe andiuſtice march in the Game ranke ; for infinitcnelſeof power,and 
knowledge, without like mcaſurc of goodneſſe, lt neceſſarily _— deſtru- 
Qion and ruine, and notornament and{preſeruation. Since thenthereis a God, 
and an all-knowing God, fo as hee ſeeth into :rhedarkeſt of all naturall ſecreres, 
which 1s the heart-of Man; and ſees therein the deepeſt diſſembled thoughts, nay 
keesthe thoughts before they be thought : ſince hee'13iuſt rocxerciſehis mighr;and 
mightic to performe his iuſtice, aſſurethy ſelfe,moſt wicked woman ( that haſt ſo 
plaguyly a corrupted minde,as thou canſt not keepe thy ſickneſle rothy (elfe, bur 
muſt moſt wickedly infe&/others ) aſſure thy ſelfe, ay ( for what I fay depends 
of cuerlaſting and vnremoucablecauſes ) thartherime will come;when thou ſhale 
tnow that power by feelingit, when thou ſhalt ſee hug wiſedomein the manifeſting 
Oe ly ſhamefulneſk, and ſhalt onely pereciue him to haue bene a Creator in 
Wy deltruction, x 
Thus ſbcelaid, thus ſhee'ended, with ſo faire atmaicltic of ynconquered _ 
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thatcaptiuitie might ſcemeto haueauthoritic ouer tyrannic : ſo fowle was the fil. 
thineſle of impieriediſcouercd by theſhining of hervnſtaincd goodneſle, fo farre, 
25 cither Cecropia ſaw indeed, or elle the guiltie amazement of aſclte.accufing con. 
ſcience made her eyes vntrue judges of their naturall obieft, chat there was light 
mote then humaine, which gaue aluſtre to her perteQions. Bur Cecropia , like a 
Batte (which though it haue eyes rodiſcerne chat there 1s a Sunne; yer hath ſo cull 
eyes that ir cannor delight in the Sunne ) found arructh, bur conld norloue ir. 
Bur as great perſons are wont to make the wrong they haue done, to bee a caule 
ta doe the more wrong , her knowledge roſe to no higher point, but tocnuie a 
worthier,and her will was no otherwiſe bent, butthe more to hate,the more thee = 

found her enemicprouided againſt her. Yer all the whileſbe ſpake(rhough with cieg 
caſt like a horſe that would ſtrike at the ſtirrop, and with colour which bluſhed 
rhrough yellow neſle, ſhee Care rather ſtill rhen quier, and after her ſpecch rather 
murrered, then replied : for thewarre of wickednelle1n her ſelte brought forth dil. 
- daineful pride to reſiſt cunning diffimularion;ſo as,ſaying lirtle more ynto her, bur 
that ſhee ſhould haue leyſure enough berrer to berhinke her (elfe; ſhe went away re- 
pining,bur not repenting:condemning greatly (as ſhethoughc)her ſons oucr-feeble 
humblencſſe, and purpoling tocgge him forwardto a courſe of yiolence. Forher 
ſelfe,derermining to deale with neither of chem both any more in maner of a ſutcn 
for what maieſtic of vertuedid in the one, that did fikent humbleneſle in the other, 
Bur finding herſonne ouer-apt to lay both condemnation,and execution of ſorrow 
ypon himſelfe, ſhe ſought to mitigatchis minde with feigned delayes of comfort, 
who(hauing this inward ouerthrow in himſelfe) was the more yexed, that hecould 

not vtter the rage thereof vpon his ourward enemies. | 
For Baſilis taught by the laſt dayes trial, what ous effefs choſen courage 
can bring forth, rather vſcd the ſpade, then the ſword; or the ſword, but to defend 
the ſpade; girding about the whole rowne with trenches; which beginning a good 
way off from thetowne,with a number of well direfted Pioners, hee ſtill caricd be» 
fore him till they came to a neere diſtance; where hee builded Fortes, one anfive- 
ring the other, in ſuch ſort, asit was a prerie conſideration in the diſcipline of warre, 
to ſee building vied for theinſtrument of cuine,and the aflaylerentrenched ag if hee 
were belieged. But many (allies did Amphialus maketo hinder their working. Bur 
they (exerciling more melancholy, then cholerin their yffihytion) made him find, 
that if by the aduanrage of theplace,few arc able ro d clucsfrom many, 
that many mult needes haue power (making themſcluesſtrong in ſeate)to repel few, 
referring the revenge rathertothe end,then to a preſent requitall, Yer oftentimes 
dealt ſome blowes in light skirmiſhes,cach fide hauing aſtroog retitiug place, 
——_ fighting wich many alarums, to vexe theenenue, then tor = Js of 
reat 

Which cuery way was a tedious comber to the impatient courage of Amphic 
lus : till the fame of this ware, bringing chither diverſe, borh ſtrangers , and ſab. 
ieQs,as well of Princely,as noble houſes, the gallanc Phalantws, who refrained his 
ſportfull delights as then,to ſcrac Bſiliwe(whom he honored for receined honors) 
when he had ſomerume in conſidering the Arcadia manner in marching,en- 
camping,and fighting, and had learned in what points of goucrnment, and bed 
ence therr diſcipline differed from others, 8& ſo-had fativfied his mindein the know- 
ledges, both for the cutting off the enemics helps, and furniſbing ones ſelfe, which 
Boehm orders could deliver ynto him,his yong ſpirits ( wearic of wanting cauſcto 
be wearic ) delired to keepe his yalure in knowledge, by ſome private aQe, —_ 
pubLKe 
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publikepolicic reſtrained him;the rather becaule his old miſtreſle 4rzeſia mightſee, 
whom ſhe had(o lightly forſaken: & therforedemanding & obtaining leaue of Baſg- 
lius,hee cauſed a Herauld to be furniſhed with apparcll of his office, & tokens of a 

accble mcfſage,and ſoſent him to thegateof the rowne todemaund audicace of 
Amphialus:who —— therof, cauſed him both ſafely & courteoully to be 
brought into his preſence : who making lowly reuerence ynto him, preſented his 
Letters Mleſiring Amphialus,that whatlocuer they comayned, he would conlider that 
he was onely the bearer,8&northeendirer. Amphialus with noble gentlenelle aflured 
him,both by honourable ſpeeches,and a demeanure whichanſwered for hitn, thar 
his reuenge, whenſoeuer, ſhould ſort vnto it ſelfe a higher ſubic&t, Buropening 
theletters,he found them to fpeake inthis manner. 


| ory of Corinth,to Amphialus of Arcadia,ſenderh thegreering of a hateleſſe 
encmie. Thelikingot marriall matters wichour any diſlike of your perſon, hath 
brought meracher ro the company,then to the minde of your beſicgers:where lan- 
guilhing in idleneſſc, I defirero refreſh my mind with ſomecxerciſe of armes, which 
might make knowne the doers, with delight of che beholders. Therefore if therebe 
any Gentleman in your Towne, thar cither for the loue of Honour, or honour 'of 
his Loue, will armed on horſebacke,with Launce,& ſword,winne another,or looſe 
himſelte,co bee a priſoner at diſcretion of the conquerour, I will romorrow morn- 
ing by Sunne-rifing, with a trumper and a Squire onely, attend him 1n like order 
furniſhed.

ineſſto haue mer with ſo noble ancnemy. Your challenge 
ſhalbe anſwered, & both rime, place, & weapon accepted. For your ſecuritic from 
any treachery (hauing no hoſtage worthy to coliteruaile you) rake my word, which 
Teſteeme aboucal reſpeQs.Prepare therfore your 'armcs to fight, bur not your heart 
to malice, fince rruc valure necdes no other wherſtone, cheu deſire of honour; 


H 4uing writte and ſcaled his letter, hee deliueted it to the Herauld, and with - 
all cookea fairechaine from off his owne necke, and gaue ithim. And ſowirh 
ſafeconuoy ſent him away from our his Citic : and hee being gone, p__ 
ſhewed vnto his mother,and4 ſome other of his chiefe Counſellours, what hee had 
receiued,and how hee Had anſwered : telling chem withall, that hee was deter- 
mined to aunſwererhechallenge in his owne perſon, His morher with praycrsau- 
thorized by morherly commaundement ; his olde goucrnour with perſwalions 
mingled wich reprchenfions ( that hee would rather afte& the glotie of a _ 
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fighter, then of a wiſe Generall ) Clinias withfalling downear has feere , and be- 
ſceching him to remember,thar all thar lines depended vpon his fafctic, ſought all 
to diſlwade him. But Amphialus (whoſe heart was enflamed with courage, & cou- 
rage enflamed with affction)made an imperious reſolution cut off thetediouſnefſe 
of replics, giuing them in charge what they ſhould doe vpon all occafions,and par- 
ricularly rodeliuer the Ladics, it otherwiſe then well happened vntohim:;onely de. 
ſiring his mother, that ſhec would bring Philocdea to awindow,whence ſie might 
with caſe perfeftly diſcerne the combat. And foas ſloone as the morning began to 
draw dew from rhe faireſt greenes to waſh her face withall, againſt the approach 
of the burning Sunne, hee wentto hus ſtable, where himſelfe choſe out ahorſe, 
whom(chough he was necre twentie yeares olde) hee preferred tor apeece of ſure 
ſeruice, before a great number of younger, His colour was of a browne bay,dapled 
thicke with blacke ſpots; his forchead marked with a whireſtarre , ro which, in all 
his bodie there was no part furable, bur the left foote before; his mane and tayle 
blacke and rhicke, of goodly, and well proportioned greatneſle. Hee cau'ed him 
to bee 'trimmed with a ſumptuous tawvie, and gold cunamel}, enriched 
with precious ſtones : his furniture was made intothefaſhionof the branches of a 
rree, from which the leaucs were falling : and fo arrificially were the leaues made, 
that as the horſe moued, it ſeemed indeede that the leanes wagged, as when the 
wind playcs with them; and being made of a pale clothof gold,they did beare the 
ſtraw-coloutcd liucricof ruine. Hisarmour was alſo of tawnic and gold,bur for- 
med intothe figures of flames darkneJ, as when they newly brake rhepriſon of a 
ſmokie fornace. In his ſhield hee had painted the T, fiſh. And ſo appointed, 
hee cauſed himſelfe with his trumper and ſquire (whom hee had taken fon the 
death of 1/nenws) ro bee ferried ouerinto the Tland : a place well choſen for ſuch a 
purpoſe. For, it was ſoplaine, as there was ſcarcely any buſh, or hillocke, either to 
vnlcuell, orſhadow it : of length and breath enough, cotrie the yrrermoſt borh of 
Lavnceand ſword,and the one end of it facing the Caſtle, the otherextending it 
ſelfe roward the campe,and no acceſſeto ir, bur by water , there could no ſecret trea- 
checie be wrought, and for manifeſt yiolence, either fide might hayertime enough 
to ſuccour their partie. hy 

Bur cherehe found Phalantw,alrcady waiting for him vpag a horſe, milk white 
but that vpon his ſhoulder and withers, hee was treckled To: ſtaines,as whena 
few ſtrawbcries are fcatrered into a duh of creame. Hee had Abſcd his mane and 
raylcto bedycd in carnation, his reynes were vine branches,which ingendring one 
with the other,at the end, when ircameto the bir, there for the boſle brought torth 
a cluſter of grapes, by che workeman made fo lively, rhatir ſecmcd, as the horſe 
champed on his bit, he chopped for them, 8 that it did makehis mouth warer,ro ſee 
the grapes ſo necrehim. His furnirure behinde was of -vines,ſo artificially made,as 
it ſcemed the horle ſtood in the ſhadow of the vine, fo prerily were cluſters of rubie 
grapes diſperſed among the trappers which imbraced his fides. His armour was blew, 


like the heauen,which a Suonedid with his rayes ( proportionately delivered) gi!d

Biit when the meſſenger came in wich leteers in his hand, and haſt ja his counte. 
nancethough ſhe knew net what to feare, yer ſhe feared, becaulcſhee knew haaie 
ſherofe,aud went afide,while he deliucred his lexeets and-meflages —_ offfhe 
looked now at the meſſenger, and then at her husband;theſame fcara,whichoade 
her hech ro hauecauſe of feare, yer making her ſceke cauſe ro nounſh rex feare, Arjil

aducntures, when you aduenrured no bothe bur yourſelfe, arid were no bodies bur 
your owne.Butnow pardon me,thar nyw;or neue, Lclaime mine ownez mineyou 
arc,and without me you can yndertake no danger: & will you endanger Parrhenia?

Looke for me therefore ſhortly, and 
viRorious ; & prepare a ioyfull welcome, & I will wiſh for no other tri { 
anſwered nor,bur ſtood as it were thunder-ſtriken with: amazement : for:trueLoue 
made obedience ſtand yp againſt all other paſſions.

-© Thechallengerhus denounced,8: , Argalis was armed in a white armour, 
which was all guilded oucr with knots of womans haire;which camedownefrota 
the creſt of his head-peece,and fo ſpredlir ſelfe iri rich quantitic ouer all his armour: 
his furniture was cut outintothefaſhion of an Eglegyhereof the beake(made into 
arich iewell)was faſtencdto the ſaddle; the rayle couered the crooper of the hole, 

and the wings ſerucd for rappers; which falling of cach fide,as the horſe ſtirred, the 
bird ſeemcy to flie. His: petrell and raines, were embrodered-withi feathers arable 

yo! 
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ynto it:ypoa his right arme he watcaflceuc, which hisdeare Paortheniahad madeior 
him,tobee worne in a iuſtes, in thetime chat ſucoefle was Fngrarchull to-cheiewed; 
deſeruedlouc : it wasfull of bleeding heart?, though ncuer intended to any bloudy 
enterpriſe. fn his ſhidd ( as his owne douice ) hee had two Palme-trees, necre one 
another, with a word fignifying, n that ſort flauriſhing. His horſe was gf afiricfor- 
cell, with blacke feere,and blacke hiſt on his backe,who wich open breathed 
warre, before hee could ſeean encmic : and now vp with one legge and then with 
another,ſeemed to complaine of Nature,thar ſhee had made him avy whiteartbie, 
Buthe had _ viewed the ground of the Iland, and conſidered the aduans 
tages ( if any were) thereof, before che Caſtie boate had deliuered Amphialas, in all 
points prouided to giue a hard entertainment. And rhenſfending each w othercheir 
Squires in honourable maner,to know wherherthey ſhould actend any fuitchet ce- 
remonie,the trumpets ſounding, thehorſes with ſmooth running; rheftaves with 
vnſhaked motion, obedicntly performed their cholericke commaundemens. But 
when they drew neere, Argalws horſe being hor, preſt inwith his head : which 4»;- 
phialuqperceimng,knowing it he gaue him bis fide, it hould be ro his diſaduantage, 
preſt 1n alſo with him, ſo as both the horſesand men mer thoulder to ſhoulder, ſoas 
the horſes (hurt as much with the ſtriking,as being ſtriken) rumbletdownerts the 
carth, dangerouſly to their maiſters, bur thar rhey by firengch nimble, and by vſg, 
skiltull in the falling ſhunned the harme of rhe fal},and withour more' reſpite, drew 
our their ſwords with a gallant braucrie,cach ſtriving to ſhew himſelfe the lelle ori 
damaged,and ro make knowne thar they wereglad, they had now nothing clſe:to 
truſt ro bur their owne vertue. True it is, that Amphialur was the ſooner vp,bur 4r- 
galushad his fword ouethe ſooner-and then fell hey tothe crucllefFicombar, that 
any preſent ecychadſeene. Ther ſwords firſt, like Canons, batrering downe the wals 
of their armour, making breaches almoſt in cuery placeforrroupes vt woundy'ts 
eater. Among thereſt, Hreals gaucn great wound to ſmphiakudifarmed face 
though parr of theforce of it Awphialus warded vpon his ſhield, and withall ( firſt 
caſting his eye vp to Philocieas Window, ag if hee had fetched his thence } 
keyning tocnrend the ſame ſort of blow, turned his ſword, 8 with a migheyxeuctſe; 
gauea cruell wound co the right armeof Argalus,the vntaithfull armour yeeldi 
tothe ſwords ſtrong guided ſharpnefle. Bat though the bloud aczaledche hurt'o? 
Arzalus,yet would he in no altton of his confeſſeir: but keeping himUlfe ina lower 
ward,ſtood watching wich _ thruſtes torepaite his lotie; which quickly he did. 
For Amphialus ( following his fawing fortune) hyd on forhickevpon: 4rgalan, 
chat his ſhield had almoſt fallen peece-meale to rheeanh, when Argatweomming in 
with his right foote;& ſomerhing ſtowpinig to come vnder hisarmour,thruſt him 
into rhe bell ra 4+ ack morally it would haue beene,bur that with che blow 
fl 


before Amp ad oner ſtriken himſclfe ſo,as he fell fide oye downe,and with 
falling faued himſdfe from ruine, The ſword by that meanesflippingalide, & nor 
p_ more deepely. 4Arealws ſeeing him fall,threarning with voice 8: ſword, tad 

im yeeld. But he ſtriving withovr anſwereto riſe, Argaizs ſtrake with all his might 
vpon his head. Burhis hurrarme notable to maiſter {o ſound a force, ler the ſword 
fall (o,as Amphialus,though aſtoniſhed with the blow, could ariſe - Which Argalus 
conlidering ranin to graſp with him,& ſocloſed together, fallingſoro che ground, 
now one getting abouc, and then the other ; at length, both wearie of fo volouely 
embracements, with a diſſenting conſent gate vp, and went to their ſwords : but 
happened,cach of his cnemies : where Argaims finding his foes ſword TO in- 


bloud, his heart raſe with the fame ſword to reuenge it; and on that blade ro _ 
their 
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their blouds together, Burhis mindewascuill wayted-on by his lamed force,ſo ag 
he receiued ſtill wore and morewounds: which madeall his armour ſceme tobluſh, 
that it had defended his maiſter no berfer. Bur A-phialus perceining it, and waying 
the finall hatefulneſſe of rhtrr quarrell;with the worthineſle of the Knight; deficed 
himrotrake pirric of humſelfe. Bur Argalus, the more repining,the more hee found 
habls uw | wbager; filling his veines with ſpite in ſteadot bloud, and making 
courageariſe againſt inal (likea.Candell, which alirtle before ir goes our, 
gincsthen the ccateſtblaze') ſo did he vniteall his force, that caſting away thelir- 
tle remnant of his ſhicld, and taking his ſword in both hands, hee ſtroke ſuch ano. 
table blow, that heecleft his ſbicld, armour,and armealmoſt rothe bone. 

But then Amphialus forgat all ceremonies, & with crucll blowes made more of 
his beſt bloud ſucceed the reſt; till h1s' hand being ſtayed by his care, his care filled 
wh a pinfullcric,the crie guided his fight ro an excellent faire Lady,who came 
rutining as taſt as ſhe could,8& yer becauſe ſhe could nor as faſtas ſhe would,the ſent 
her lamentable voice before her : & being come and being knowne to them both to 
be the beautitull Parthenia ( who had rhat night dreamed ſhee ſaw her husband in 
ſuch citate,as ſheethen found him,which made her make ſuch haſt thither) they 
both maruailed. But Parthenia ran berweene them { feareof loue making her forget 
the fearc of Nature )and then fell downe at cheir feere,determining ſo to part them, 
till ſhee could-get breath to ſigh out herdoletull ſpeeches : and when her'breath 
(which'irunning had ſpent, and diſmayedneſſe made flow to returne) had by ſobs 
gorten intoher{oruw-cioſedbreaft for a- while ſhee could fay nothing, but, 6 wrer- 
ched eyes of minc, 0 wailetu!l fight, 6day of darkenelle : ar lengthrurningher eyes 
(wherein ſorrow ſwamme) ro Amphialns, My Lord ( ſaid ſhe ) itisfaid youlouc;in 
thepower of that loue, Ibeſcech you ro leaue off this combar, as euer your heart 
may find comfarr it his affeQtion,cuen for her lake, I crave it:or if you be morally 
determined,be ſo pititult vnro meas firſt to kell me,thar I maynor ſce the death of 
Argelis .Amphialus was about to haue anſwered, when Argalus,vexed with his For- 
rune, bit moſt yexed that ſhe ſhon!d ſee. him in tharfortune; Ah Partheria(ſaid hee) 
nenertull now vnwelc .:me yaro me, do; you cometo germy life :by requeſt ? And 
cannot 4rzalsliue but by requeſt ? Is that a life? VV uh that he went afide, forfeare 
of hurting her; & wou!d haucbegunthecombar afreſh. Bur Amphialus not onely 
qpaiarediy thin which held the Monarchie of his” minde, but cucn in his noble 
hearc melring with compaſſion at ſo paſſionate aſighr, defired him to withhold his 
hands, for that he ſhould firike one whoſought his fauour, & would not make reſi- 
ſtance. A notable example of thewonderfull effefts of Vertue, where the conquerour 
ſought for friendſhip of the conquered & the conquered would not pardon the con- 
querour: borh indeede berng ot char raipde to loue ea. hother for accepting,bur not 
for giuing mcxcy,8 geicher atfeRed to ouer-liue a diſhonour:ſo that Argalus pot (o 
much ſtriving with Amphialus(for if he had had hum in thelike ſort, in hike fort he 
would haue dcalt with him)as labuuring againſt his owne power (which hechicfly 
deſpiſed) [et himſelte fox ward, ſtretching his ſtrengih to the ytrermoſt. But the 
fire of that ſtrife, blowne with his inward rage, boyled out his þloud 1a {uch/abun- 
datice,that he was driueno reſt him ypon the ponetel of his (word: 8 then cach 
thing beginping co turne round 1n the dance of death before his cies, his ſight both

«/1 both haſtily went ynco h1um Amphialus tooke off his helmet, & Parthenjs layd

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but that the ſquires and iudges camein with ficterchings for che pyrpole: while thee 
bewayled her feife wich ſo lamentable {weeteneſſe, as was ehoughyto have 'taughc 
ſorrow to theghdeſt thoughes, & hauccngraued i in rhe minds othardeft merall. 
O Parthenia,no more Parthenia(ſaid he) What arr thou? whar ſecſt thou }how 
is thy bliſſe in a moment ſallen?*how werrt thou cuco-now before all Ladies the ex. 
ample of perfe@ happineſſc,and now the gaſing ſtocke of endlefſe miſerie?O God, 
whartharh beene my deſervto be chus puniſhed?orifſuchhaue beene my deſert, why 
was[ notin my ſelfe puniſhed? O wandring life,to what wilderneſſe wonldeftthou 
lead mc? But Sorrow, I hope thouart ſharp inough to ſave my kebour from other 
remedies.

But with that Argalzs came our of his found, and hfting vp his linguiſhing eyes 
(which a painefull reſt and iron ſlcepe did ſecke ro locke vp ) ſeeing het, in whome 
(cuendying)helined, and himſelfe ſeated in fo beloued zplace, it feened a little 
cheerefull came vp tohis cheekes, like a burning cole, almoſt dead, if ſame 
breath a lirtle reume it : and forcing vp (the beſt hee could ) his feeble yoyce; My 
deare,my berrer halfe(faid he)I find I muſt now leave thee : 8 by char (weerehand, 
& faire eyes of thine | ſweare,thar Death briogsnorchiog with ir ro gricue me,-bur 
that I muſt leaue thee, 8 cannotremaineto anſwerepart of thy infinire deſerts, 
with being ſomecomfore vnto thee. But fince ſoit pleaſerh him, whoſe wiſedome 
& goodneſle guideth all, putthy confidence in htm, 8& oneday wee ſhall bleſſediy 
II to ;meane while liuc happily,deare Partheria,& T periwade 
my ſelte,it will encreaſe thebleſiedneſle of my (oule,fo to fee thee. Loue well there- 
membrance of thy louing,& truly loving : andlet pot(with that word he 
lighed)chis diſgrace of mine, makethee one day thinke, thou hadſtan yaworthie 
husband. They could ſcarcely vnderſtand the laſt words:for Death began roſeaze 
himſclfe of his hearr, neirher could Parthenis make anfwere, fo full was her breaſt 
of anguiſh, Bur while the other ſought to ſtanch his remedileſſe wounds, ſhee with 
her kiſſes made him happie : for his laſt breath was deliuered into her mouth. 
But when indeede ſhee found his ghoſt wasgone, then Sorrow loſt the wirre of 
vitcrance , and grew ragefull, and madde, ſothat ſheetare her beautifull face, and 
» rent her haite,as though they could ſerue for noching, fince Arga/us was gone till 
Amphialus(o moucd with pitrie of that ſight,as that he honoured his aduerfatics 
death with reates) cauſed her(with the help of her woman that came with her)parr- 
ly by force ro be conneyed into the boate, with the dead bodice of Argalus from 
which ſhe would nor depart. And being come of the other fide, there ſhce was recei- 
ued by Baſilizes hunſelte, with all the funerall pompe of milirarie diſci Rey noting 
alltheir yponthe a ,makingtheir warlike inſtruments dolefull 
notes, 8 3aſilias (with comfort in his ;& woe in his face)ſoughc to perſwade 
ſome eaſe into Parthenias minde : bur all was ascaſefull ro her, as the handling of 
lore wounds : all the honour done, toher bur'the triumph of her cuine,ſhee 
finding no comforr, but in deſperate yerlding ro Sorrow : & rather determined to 
hate her ſelte,if ener ſhe ſhould find eaſe thereof. Arid well might ſhe heare as ſhe paſt 
apt campe, the great praiſes ſpoken of herhusband, whichall wererecordes 
of her lofle. But the moreexcellent he was (being indeed accounted fecondro non 
inall Greece)the more did the breath of thoſe praiſes beare vp the wings of _— 
«lus fame: ro whom yet (ſuch was was his cafe) thar Trophevpon Trophe, till did 
bur build vp the monument of his thraldome; hee cuerfindwg himſelfe in (ych fa- 
uourof Philoclea , that ſhee was moſt abſent, whey hee was preſent with her; and 
eucr ſorieſt, when hce had beſt ſuccelle : which would haue made — 
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all comfort; but: that his mother, with diuerſitic of deuiſes, kept vp his hearr. | 
But while heeallayed thus his ourward glotie, with inward diſcomforr, hee/was 
likero-haye berne overtaken with a-notablerreaſon,the beginning whetof(though 
mectely ridiculous.) hadlike tohaue brought forth ynto him a weeping effe&t./ 
Among other that arrended Baſi/iws in-this expedition, Dametas was one, whe- 
ther to be preſent with him, or abſent from Aſo : once,certaine it was without any 
minde to make his (word Curſed by any widow. Now being in the: campe, while 
each ralke ſcemed/inturious,which did not acknowledge ſome dutyto rhe fame of 
Amphialus,ittelhout ſometimes'in communication, thatas the ſpeech of heauen 
doth often beger the mention ot hell, ſo the admirable proweſle, of Amphialus (by 
a contratic)broughe forth the remembrance of the cowardiſe of Cl;ni45:1n ſo much, 
as it grew almoſt ro a proucrbe, As very 4.coward,as Clinias, Deſcribing him inſuch 
ſort;that in the end Dametas began to thinke with him(ſelfe,that if hee made a chal- 
lengewato himhe would ncucranſwereir;;and that then he ſhould greatly encreaſe 
the faugurable conccit of Baſi/iue. This fancic of his he yttered roa young Gentle- 
man, that waiced,vpon Philanax, in whoſe friend{bip hee had eſpeciall confidence, 
becauſe he haunted his company, laughing often merily at his ſpeeches,and nor a 
lirtle exrolling the goodly dotes of Mopſa.The yong Gentleman as.glad as if he had 
found a Hare lining,cgdbim.on, breaking the matter with, Pþilanax;and then(for 
fearethe humour ſhould quaile in him)wrotea challeage hiſs for Dametas,and 
brought irrohim. But when Dametas reade inputting is head on hisſhoulder,and 
ſomewhat ſmuling ; hce ſaid, it was pretic indeede; but that ithad nota lofticſtile 
enough : andſo would needes cndite it inthis fort. x pos

Burt A»-phialus,percemiing the matter, tooke hira aſide,and very carnelſtly 
dealc with him not to ſhame himſclte; Amphialus only delirous tobring itto paſle to 
makeſome ſport ro Phileclea: but norbeing able to paſwade with him, Amphiaias 
licenced the gentleman,telling him,that by next morning heeſhould hauc ankyare, 

The yong Gentleman((ory he had ſped, no bener)returned to Dametes,who had 
ferched many aſower-breathed. ſigh, tor fearc Clinras would. accept the challenge. 
But when he percciucd by his truſty meſleager,that this delay. was in effet a deoial, 
there beiog oo. dipebrionin hinh. coenecietien eſa agen pofperke 9h

duucrſe houſes, neither in colour nor faſhion,ſhewing any kinred one with another; 
but that liked  Dametas the better : for that hee thought would argue, that hee was 
maiſter of many-braue furnitures. Then gaue he order to a painter forhis deuile; 
which was,a plowe with the oxen loofed from it, a ſword with a great number of 
armes and legges cur off, and laſtly. agreatarmic of pennand icke-hornes and 
bookes- Neither did hee ſticke toteilcheſecret of his intent, which was,that hee 
had lcft off che plough,ro doe ſuch bluudy deedes with his fword,as many incke- 
hornes andbookes ſhould bee imploycdabour the hiſtoritying of them : and being 
asked,why hee ſer no word vnto it, hee ſaid, that was indeede like the painter , thar 
ſaicrh in his piture, Here is the dog,and there is the Hare : and with chat _—_— 
cdſo perfectly, as was great conſolation to the beholders. Yer remermbring, that 
Miſs would not rake it well athis rerurne, if hee forgat hisductic to her, he cauſed 


in a borderabour to bee written. 
Miſo mine owne pigſnie, thou ſhalt heare newes of Datnctis. 


Thus all chings being condignely ordered, with an il-fauoured impatience he wai- 
ted, vacil the next morning,that hee might make a muſter of himſelfe inthe Hand, 
often asking them thar very diligently waited ypon him, whether it were not pitie, 
that ſuch a coward as Cinjas,ſhould ſer his run-away feer ypon the face of the carch? 

Bur as he was by diuerſe principall yong Craddeaioandaich gloric,ifred 
vp on horſcbacke, comes mee a page of Amphialws, who with humbleſmiling re- 
ucrence dcliucred a letter vato him, from Clinias : whom Amphialus had broughe 
tothis, firſt with perſwaſions ( that for cerraine,if he did accept the combar, Dames 
$5 would ncucrdareto appeare,and that hen the honour ſhould bee hus ) bur prin- 
Cipally threatning him, that it he refuſed ir,he would turnehim our of the townero 
depur to death for atrayror by Baſilivs : ſo as thepreſent feare ( euerto 4 coward 
moſt terrible)of being rurned our of therowne, made hing, full yawiliiogly, 
vadertake the other feare,wherern hee had ſome ſhew of hope, that Dametas might 
hap cicher tobe licke, or not to haucthe courage to performe the marter. Bur when 
Dametas heard the name of Clintas, very aptly ſuſpeRting whar the marter might 
be,he bad the page carie backe his lerter,like a naughtie boy as hee was : for hee was 
1n no humor, hee told him, of reading letters. Bur Dametas his friend, firſt perſwa- 

him, that for cerraine it was ſome ſubmiſſion, tooke ypon him ſo much bold- 
©,as toopen his letter, and to reade it aloud i thisſors, 


Uthy drinell,unworthy to haue thy name ſet in any letter by a ſouldiers hand written: 
F nx thy wretched xe thinke it Was Z what 4- wc made Clinias ſuſpend 4 
while his anſwere ? Ng caitifſe,no : it was but 45 a Ram which goes backe to returne with 
the greater force. Know therefore that thou ſhalt no ſooner appeare ( now if thou 
Aareſt 1 ſay thow ſhalt no ſooner appeare in the quan As 4 thou if thou do not appeare) 
but that 1 will come vpon thee mithall cy "Wk in peeces —_— 

: « 199n 
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wt after ioynt, to the eternall terrour of all preſumptuous villaynes. Therefore looke 
aber thes datt » for { roll thee , berrikde frnartcaind erm orT thy lot if thas wils 
needes bee ſo fooliſh (1 hauing giuen thee noſuch cauſe) as to mecte with mee, 


Theſe terrible words Clinias vied , hoping they would giue a cooling to the hear 
of Dametas courage : and {o indeede they did , that he did grone to heare the thun- 
dringof thoſe threatnings. And when the Gentleman had ended the reading of 
them , Demetasrould them, that in his opinion he thoughe this anſwerecame too 
late, and what thertore he might very well goc and dilarmehimſelfe : eſpecially cons 
Gdcring, the other had incourteous manner warnedhim not tocome. But they (ha+ 
uing him now on horſebacke, led him into theferry, and foimo the Hand; the 
claſhing of his ownearmour{ſtriking miſcrablefearc into him, & in hismind think- 
ioggreat ynkindnelle in his friend, that he had brought him to a mater ſo contrary 
oh s complexion. There ſtayed he bura little, (the Gentleman that came with him 
teaching him how to yſe his ſword and launce, while he caſt his eye about, to (ce 
which way he might run away,curling all lands for being euill fituarced)when Cl. 
#ias with a brauc ſound of trumpets landed atthe other end: who came all the way 
debating with himſclfe , what he had deſerued of Amphialas to driuchim to thole 
inconuenicaces. Sometimes his wit made him bethinke himſelfe what was beſt to 
be done : bur feare did ſo corrupt his wit, that whatſocuer he thoughtwas belt , he 
ſtill found danger thercinyfearefulnes (contrary toall other vices) making him think 
the better of another, the worſe hee found himſelfe, rather imagimng in him- 
ſclfe, what words he would vſe (ifhewere oucrcome ) to get his # c of Dametas, 
then how to ouercome , whereof hee could thinke with no patience. But 
oftcarimes looking to theearth pitifully complayning, that a man of ſuch ſuffi» 
cicncic ( as hee thought himſelfe ) ſhould in his beſt ycares bee ſwallowed vpby fo 
baſe an element ; faine heeſwould haue prayed, but hee had not heart inough 
to haue confidence in prayer, the glittering of the armour, and ſounding of t 
trumpets giving ſuch an aſſault ra the weake-breach 'of his falſe ſenſes,that hee 

rew from the degree of feareto an amazement, notalmoſt ro know what heedid, 
ell rwo 1udges ( choſen for thepurpoſe ) making the trumpets ceale, and raking the 
oath of thoſe champions, that they came without guile or witchcrafr,ſet them ar 
wonted diſtance,one from the other, 

Thea the trumpets ſounding , Dametes horſe ( vſcd to ſuch cauſes) when hee 
thought leſt of the matter, ſtarred our ſoluſtily, that Dametas was iogdbacke with 
head and bodic, and pulling withall his bridle-hand , the horſe ( that was render 
of motth) made halfe aſtop,and fell ro bounding, ſo that Dametas threw away his 
Launcc,and with both his hands held by the pumme!l, the horle, halfe running, 
halfe leaping,till hee met with Clinias: who fearing hee ſhould miſle his reſt, had put 
his ſtaffe therein before hee began his carecr : neither would hee then have begun, 
bur that at the trumpets warning,one ( that ſtood behind) ſtrakeon hishorſe, who 
running ſwiftly,the wind tooke ſuch hold of his ſtafte,that it croſtquite ouer his 
breaſt,and in that ſort gauca flat baſtonado to Dametes: whoyhalfe out of his fadlc, 
went necre tohis old occupation of digging the earth, but with the creſt of his hel- 
met.Cliniarwhen he was paſt him,not knowing what he had done, bur fearing lealt 
Damctas weieat his backe, turned with a wideturne; & ſecing him on the ground, 
hethought then was histime,or heuer totreade him ynder his horſes feete; 8 with- 
all (it hee could )) hurt him with his Launce,which had ot broken, the encounter 
was ſo caſic. But putting forth his horſe, what with the falling of the ſtaffe _ _ 
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before the legs of the horſe, & the comming vpon Dametas,who was then ſcrarm: 
bling vp,the horſe fell ouer & ouer,8& lay vpon Clinias. Which Dametas ( whowas 
orten vp)perceiuing,drew our his ſword, prying which way hemight beſt come to 
Fn Clinias behind. Bur the horſe chac lay ypon him,kepr ſuch a pawing with his 
feere,that Dametas durſt not approch, bur very leyſurely;ſoas thehorſe(being luſty) 
gat VP, & withall fell to ſtrike, &leape, chat Dameras ſtarted backe a good way,and 
ue Clinias timeto riſe, but fo bruſed in body, & broken inhearr, that he meant ro 
eelde himſelfe ro mercie - 8& with thar intent drew out his ſword, inrending when 
be cameneerer,to preſent the pommell of it ro Dametas.Bur Domeras,when hefaw 
him come with his ſword drawne,nothing conceiuing any fuch intent, went backe 
as faſt as his backe and heeles could leade him. Bur as Cligs found thar, he began 
cothinke a po in the vicoric, and therefore followed with the crucll haſt 
of apreuailing coward; laying vypon Dametes,who dd nothing butcry out to him 
to hold his hand : ſomerimesthat he was dead, ſometimes that he would complaine 
ro-Baſilizs : but till bare the blowes vngrarctully, going backe,till at leogth he came 
into the water with one of his feere. if | 
But thena new feare of drowning tooke him, ſo that not daring co goe backe, nor 
todeliberate(the blowes ſtill ſo lighted on him) nor toyeeld ( becauſeof the cruell 
threatnings of Clinias) feare being come-to theextremirie;fell roa madnelfle of de- 
ſpaire : ſo that (winking ashard as cucrhe could) heebegan to dealeſome blowes, 
and his arme (being vſcd to a flaile inhis youth) layd them on fo thicke,that Clinies 
now began with lamentableeyes to (ce his owne bloud come out ir many places, 
and before he had loſt halfe an ounce finding in himſelfethathee fainted,cryed'our 
aloud to Dametas,that he yeelded. Throw away thy ſword then(faid Damere)and 
Iwill auethee: bur ſtill laying on as faſt as hee could. Clinias ſitrajghr obeyed and 
humbly craucd mercy,relling him, his (word was gone. Then Darzetas firit opened 
hiseyes,8 ſecing him indeed ynweaponed madehim ſtand agood way off tor ir; 
andthen willed him to liedowne ypoa the earth as flat as heconldiClix#as obeyed ; 
and Dametes(who neuer could thinke himſelfe fate, till Clinias were dead) begatito 
thinke wich him{dfe,thar ithe ſtrake at him with his fwordyif he did not kill himar 
the firſtblow, that — might happe to riſe, and-reuenge himlelfe. There- 
forchee choughr beſt to kneele downe ypon him, and withagrearwhirtle hee had 
(having diſarmed his head to cut his throate)which heehad vied fo'with Calues;as 
he had no ſmall dexteritie in it, But while hefoughrforhis'knife; which vnder his 
armour hee could not well finde ont, & that Clixias lay with ſoſheepith aquierneſle, 
aSifheewould haucbeene glad to hauchischroate cuttorfearc of torepaine,the 
camein, and rooke Dametas from off him, tciting him hee'did*againſtthe 
law of Armes,hauing promiſedliſe,if hethrew away his bword. Ddmeras was loathy 
coconſent,tillthey ſware, they would nor fuffer him rofighrany more,when hewas 
Yp:and then moreforced, then perſwaded, helet hini tiſe/crowing ouet him, and 
warning him to take heede how. he dealtany more with ary that came of his farhers 
kinred, But thus this combat of cowards bettig fiviſhod;!Darveras was with auch 
mirth and melodie receiued into the: campeasyictorious;neucr a Page therefailing 
towaite ypon his Triumph. 6 OO YER 9306 17 19] Ie Cet! 
But Clinias though he wanted heart to preuentſhatne, yer hee wanted nor witto 
tccle ſhame; nor o much repining ar it fortheabhozingrof Mliamt 3 as for the dil- 
commodities,thattothem that arcſhamed;cnſue.,F thedeeratd; ir would. bee 
2 great barre to hispra&tiſe, and a pulling on of iniuries;when menineeded not care 
how they vſed him. In ſo much, that _—_Y himſelfe che ſcocniog-ſtocke of 
| wood ago: na © cucry 
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eucry compadie)fclj with repining to hare the cauſe thereof; and hate in a cowards 
hearr, could ſer it ſelfe no other limits, bur death. Which purpoſe was well egged 
on by repreſenting vnto himſelfe, whardanger helarely was in ;' which ſtill kept no 
Ieſſe ougly figure in his minde, then when it was preſent : and quickely ( cuca in his 
diſſembling countenance) might be diſcerned a concealed grudge. For though hee 
ſorced himſelfe afarre more diligent officiouſnefle toward Amphialus, then euer 
before, ycta lecring eye vpon the onefideat him,a countenance ſtill framed no ſmi- 
ling before him(how little cauſcſocuer there was of ſmjling) 8 grombling behinde 
him,at any of his commandements,with an-yncertaine mannerof behauiour : his 
words comming out,though full of flattery, yet flowly,and hoarcely pronounced, 
might well hauc blazed,what armes his falſe heart bare. But deſpiſed, becauſe of his 
cowardlineſſe,and not marked becauſe defpiſed, hee had the freer ſcope of praKtile. 
Which he did the more deſperatcly enter into, becauſe the daily dangers Amphialus 
did ſubmitte himſelte vnto, made Clinias afſuredly looke for his ouerthrowe ,and 
for his owne conſequently,if he did not redeemehis former treaſon to Baſilims,with 
a more treaſonable talſhood roward 1mphialns. His chicte care therefore was, to 
findeout among all ſorts of the Amphilians, whom cither like ſeare,tediouſneſle of 
the ſicge,ordilcontent of ſome ynſarisfied ambition would make apt to digin the 
Game mine that he did : and ſomealreadicof wealthy weary folkes, and ynconſtant 
youths (whohadnot found ſuch ſudden ſucceſſe as they had promiſed them(clue;) 
hchad made ſtoupe to his lure. But of none he madeſo good account as of Arteſia, 
ſiſter to the late ſlainc 1ſmenss, and the chicte of rhe ſixemaydes, who had trained 
out the Princeſſes totheir banker of miſcric: ſo much did the neſſe of her wit 
counteruaile ( as he thought)any other defe&s of her ſexe: for ſhehad vndertaken 
that dangerous praQiile by the perſwaſion of Cecropia,who aflured her that the two 
Princeſſes ſhould be made away; and then Amphials would marry her : which ſhee 
was the apter to belecuc, by ſome falſe perſwaſion her glaſſe had giuen her of he 
owne incomparable cxcellencies, & by rhe great fauour ſheknew he barero her bro- 
ther Iſmenus,which ( like a ſelfc-flatrering woman) ſhe conceiued was donefor her 
fake. But when ſhe hadatchicucd her attempr, 8 that ſhe found rhe Princefles were 
fo farre from their intendeddeath, as that the one of them yas like to bee her ſouc- 
raigne,8 that ncitherher ſeruice had won of Amphialus much more. then ordinaric 
fauor,nor her oucr large oftring her ſclfe ro a mind otherwiſe owed, had obtaineda 
looked-for TS as to bediſdained, ſpite of a fruſtrate hope, 8 perchance 
ynquenched lu 
malice: which was increaſed by the death of her brother,whom ſhee iudged neither 
ſuccourcd againſt Phz/avax, nor reuenged Philanax, Bur all theſe coles were 
well blowne by the — ſpecidliykept with Zelmane all this time of her 
iſonment. For finding her preſence yncheerfull ro the mourning Philoclea,and 
condemned of the hic hearted Pamela,ſhe ſpent her time moſt with Zelmane. Who 
though ar the firſt —_ brooking the inſtrumener of their mulery, 


learning cun- 
ning in the ſchoolc of aducrſitie,in timeframed herſelfe to edtreccoprablzes- 
tertainment. For Zelmane , when ſhee had by that yn 'miſchicfcher body 
impriſoned, her yalure oucrmaiſtred, her wit beguiled barred, herloue 


eclipled; aſſured of cuill, fearing worſe, ableto know Philocleas misfortune, & not 
able to ſuccout her,ſhe was agreat while,before thegreatneſle of herharr could def- 
ccnd to ſorrow but rather role boyling vp in ſpite 8 diſdain;Reaſon hardly making 
Courage belceuc,that it was diſtreſſed:bur as if thewalles would be affraid of her, 
ſp would her lookes ſhooteout threatning ypon them. Bur the ferters of ſeruirude 
; _ : ED. (growing 
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grownerage, made herynquiet thoughts findeno other reſt, but | 
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(growing heauicr with wearing ) made her feelc her cafe, and thelittle preuaily 
of repining.: andchen gricte gat a ſcate 1n her ſoftned' minde:, making breeenclls 
of paſled'comforrs by ductitleclaime tearcs of preſent diſcomforrs ; aftd fince her 
fortune made herablcto helpe as little asany bodic;yerro beableto waileas much. 
as any bodie, ſolitaric Sorrow, with a continual! circle in herſelfe, going our ar her 
ownemourh;co come in againe at her owne cares. Then was the name of Philocles 
graucd io the glalle windowes, and by thefooliſh idalatric of aftetion, no ſooner 
written, then-adored;and no ſooner adored, then pitticd;all che wontcd prayſcs (thee 
was wont to giueynto her)being now bur figures of: Rhetorike roawplthe the 1n- 
juries-of misforrune; againſt which beingalone, ſhewould ofren make inuciue 
declamations, merhodized onely by raging ſorrow, 

Bur when Arteſi=did infinuateher ſelfe-10ro her acquainrance, ſheegaue the go- 
uernmenar of her courage to wit,8£ was conrent to familiarizcher ſelfe wuh her : {6 
much therarher;asthat ſhe percciuedin her-cerraine flawes of ill-concealed diſcan. 
rcorment.In fomuch that when Zelmarne would ſweeten her mouth with thepraiſes 
of the ſiſters, eſpecially ſetring forth cheir noble grarcfulnes-in neuerforgetting wel- 
intended [eruices, & inuoking'the iuſtice of thegods,notto ſufferſuch treafures to 
be wrongfully hidden, 8 ſometimes witha kind yokindnelle, charging 4rteſia thar 
ſhe had beene abuſed to abuſe ſoworthy perlons: Artefia(though tallly)would pro- 
teſt, that ſhe had beene ed init,ncucr meaning orher matter then recreation :8 
yet withall(by alleaging how &ully ſhe was dealt with) was calic to be (een; 
twasthe ynrewarding, & not. theeuill imploying her ſeruice, which grieucd her. 
Bur Zelmane(viing her own byas to bowl neer the miltreſſe of her owne thoughts) 
was content to lend herbelecte, and withall,co magnific her deſcrt;it willingly ſhee 
would deliuer, whom yowillingly ſhe had impriſoncdleauing no argument which 
mightrickleambirion, or flatter reuenge So that Arteſia ( puſht forward forward by 
Clinias and drawnc onward by Zelmane) bound her ſelte to that prattiſe ; wherein 
Zelmane(for her part)defired no more,but to haue armour & weapons brought in- 
to her chamber, nor doubting therewich to performe any thing, how.imnpoſſible ſo- 
ever, which longing Louc can perſwade,and.inuincible Valourdarepromiſe. 

Bur Clinias (whoſetaith could neuer comprehend the mylterics of courage)per- 
lwaded Arteſia,while hee by corruption had drawnethe guard of onc gate,to open 
it(when hewould appointthetime) ro the enemie, that ſheſhould impoylon Am- 


| oa which ſhe might che eaſier doe, becauſe ſhee her ſelfe had vird ro make the 


ths, when Amphialus ( cither wearied' or wounded Ydig vic fuchdier. And all 
thingsalready were readieto be pur inexecution, when they thought beſt co breake 
the marter with therwo excellent ſiſters, not doubting of their conſent in athing ſo 
bchoofefull to thEſeiues: their reaſons being,har the Princeſſes knowing their ler- 
uice,mighrbe ſure ropreſeruc theas from thefurieof theeucring ſouldicrs:whereof 


 Clinias ( euen ſo ) could ſcarcely be ſufficiently certaine: and withall making chem 


privieto their aftion, tv binde them afterwards to a promiſed gratefulneſſe towards 
them. They went therefore at onetime, when they knew them co be alone, Clint- 
« to Philoclea,and Arteſia to Pamela: and Clinias , withnofcw words,did ſcr forth 
Whatan exploit was intended for her ſeruice. But Philoclea ( in whoſe clecre minde 
treaſon could finde no hiding ) told him, thar ſhe would bee glad,if he could 
perlwade her couſin to deliuer her, and that ſhe would neuer forget his ſeruicethere- 
1n:butthar ſhedeſired him tolay downe any fitch way of milchicfe,for that(for her 
part ) ſheewould rather yee!de to perpetuall impriſonment , then conſent to the 
&cltroying her couſin, who (ſheeknew ) loued her, though wronged her. This 
wa kd. llc. 
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vnlooked for anfere amazed Clinias,forharhe had no other remedicinhis minde, 
bur to kneele downe to Phileclea, and beſeech her to keepe it ſecret, conſidering hat 
the intentidh was for her ſeruice:& yowing(lince ſhe muſliked it)roproceed'nofur. 
ther therein, ſhe comforted him with promiſe of {ilence,which ſhepetformed:;:  * 

But that little auayled : for Arteſia hauing in like fort opened this deniceto'Pa. 
melaſhe(in whoſe minde Vertue gouerned withtheſcepterof Knowledge) hating 
ſo horrible a wickedneſſe, and ſtreight iudging what was fitto doc; Wicked wo- 
man ( laid (hee) whoſe n—— heart can finde:no way to amend treaſon, bur 
by treaſon : now the timeis come, that thy wretched wiles haue caught thy ſelfein 
thincowne nertte : as for me, let the Gods diſpoſe of meeas ſhall pleaſe them; but 
ſure it ſhall beeno ſuch way, nor way-leader, by whichT will comieto libertie. This 
ſhee ſpake ſomething with a louder voice then ſhee was wont to vie, ſoas Cerropia 
heard the noyſe; who was ( ſoonerthen Arteſia imagined ſheewould ) come vp,to 
bring Pamelato a window, wherethe mightice a norable skirmiſh happencd im the 
Campe, as ſhe thought, among themſclues : and being acunningfiſtier in troubled 
warters,ſtreight found by their yoices and geſtures,there was ſorne matter of confe- 


quence, which ſhedeſired Pamelato tell her. Aske of her (laid Pamela) and leatneto: 


know,that who do falſhood to their ſuperiours, reach falſhood to their inferiours. 
More ſhe would nor ſay .But Cecropia taking away the each-wayiguilty Arteſia with 
feare of torture,gat of her che whole praRtiſe : ſo as Zelmane was the more cloſely 
impriſoned, and Clinias ( wich thereſt of his corrupted mates according to ther 
macrits ) executed : For, asfor Arteſia, ſhee was butlockty inher chamber, Amphi- 
alus not conſenting (for the louc he bareto 1ſmenws)that further puniſumentſhould 
be layd vpon her. 075 
But thenoiſe they heard in the campe,was by occaſion of the famous Pririce 4- 
#axius nephew tothe Gyant Ewardes whom Pyrocles (luc: A Prince, of body excee- 
dingly ſtrongin armes ſo skilful & fortunate, asno man was thought to excell hiny 
of courage that knew not how to feare:of parrs worthy praiſe, it they had notbeenc 
guided by pride,and followed by vniuſtice. For by a ſtrange compokition of minde, 
there was no man more tenderly ſenſible in any thing offered tro himſelfe,which in 
the fartheſt-fer conſtruction , might bewreſted ro the name of wrong;no man,thar 
inhis owne ations could worſe diſtinguiſh betweene Valour and Violence: So 
oude,as he could not abſtaine from a Thyaſo-like boalting,and yet ( ſo ynluckica 
fodgin g his vertues had gotren)hee would neucr boaſt morethen he would accom- 
plith : falſly accounting an voflexible anger, a couragious conſtancie : cſteeming 
tearc, and aſtoniſhment, rightercauſes of admiration,then Loue and Honour, This 
man had foure ſundry times fought with Amphialus, but Mars had beene fo ynpar- 
tiall anarbitcr,that neither (ide gate aduantage of the other. Butinthe end itha 
ned, that Anaxius found Amphialus (ynknowne) in a great danger, and ſaucd his 
life : whereupon( louing his owne benefit) began to fauourhim,ſo much the more 
as thinking ſo well of himſelfe, hecould notchooſeburlikehim,whom hefound a 
match for himſelfe: which art laſt grew to as muchfricndſhip towards him,as covld 
by a proud heart be conceiued. Soas in thistrauell ( ſeeking Pyrocles to bereuenged 
of his vncles death ) hearing of this ſiege, neuer taking paines to examine thequar- 
rell-( like a man whoſe will was his God , and his hand his law, raking with hi 
his two brothers(men accounted little inferiour to himſelfe in martiall matters)and 
two hundred choſen horſemen ( with whom hee thought himſelfe able toconquer 
the world ) yer commaunding the reſtof his forces to follow, hee himſeltevpon 
ſuchan ynexpected ſuddenefle catered in ypon;the backe of Baſilins , that my 
WI1 
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with great vnkindnefle tgoke their- death, not knowing why, nos howuthey were 

ſo murthered. There if evxer;did heemake knowne.the wondertulnelFof his force, 
But the valiant,and faittifull; 241 with-well gokeryed-{perde nakde ſuch head 
againſt him, as would haue ſheywed T owſpone courage talles inthe ditch which 
hath not theeye of Wiſedome : bus ittat-4mphintye at. the ſame ime iſſied our, 
and winning with an abundance af; cqurage qgeat;the ſconſes , which Baſilius 
had builded , made way for his frighd-An4xi»withgrear\ lofle of both fides, but 
eſpecially of the Baſilians ; ſuch notable monuments had thole two ſwords clpe- 
cially leftof their Maiſters redoubted worrhinefſe,...\...- >. 

There with the reſpeRtfirto his'eſtare',.the hagour dueto-his worthineſle, and 
the kindnefſe which accompanies friepſhip ( madetaſt dy caterchanged benefirs) 5 
did Amphialus coforce himſelfe { asmnuch as wr ory rownehecould) to make 
Anaxins know, thatſhis ſuggourwaswnetiſo noedehull; as his preſence gratefull, For 
cauſing the ſtrecres and houſes of the gawenego witnelle his welcome (making both 
ſouldiersand Magiſtrates in cheir-eeuntchances..to ſhew theirgladndle of him) 
he led him to his mother, whom —_—— to.crirertaine him;with no lefle loue 
and kindnefſe, then as one, who once had\{aucd her ſonnes life, and now came to 
ſaueborh life and honour, Tuſh ( ſaid Abex/w#, peaking aloude,looking vypon his 
brothers) I am onely ſorie there are nothalfe a dazen Kings more about you:thar 
what Anaxius can do might bethebertex\maniteſted, His brothers finiled, as though 
he had oucr modeſtly ſpoken farreynderneaththe'picch of his power. Then was ki 
diarmed at the carneſt requeſt of Amptialarifor Anaxias boyled with delire to iſſue 
out ypon theenemeis, perſwading hitaſelfe,that the Sunneſhould not be ſer, before 
hehad oucrthrowne them. And hauing. repoſedhimſelte, 4niphialwasked him 
wherher he would viſite the young Princeſſes, Bur Anaxius whiſpered him in the 
ec : Intructh (ſaid he}dearefricnd: 4imphiahs; though Iam none of thok,thar 
loueto ſpeakeof themſelues, I neuer tame yer in any'company. of Ladies, but 'thax 
they fell in laue with me. And I that inimyhearr{carne them as apecuiſh paltry ſex, 
not worthy tocommunieate with my vcrtucs,would'\nordoe you thewrong;lince 
(as L hearei)youdocdebafe your ſelttfomuchas to affeft cher. The currevus Am 
pbial-4 could hanc beeneatigry with tiim for thoſewords;but knowing his humor, 
ſuffered him to daunceto his owne'mulicke:: and gauc himlclfe to cntertaine both 
him and his brothers, with ascheerefullamanet,as could iſſuefrom a minde whom 
ynluckie-loue had filled with melancholy.For to:4verius he yeelded che direRtion 
ofall. He gaue the watchword,and if ariy grace were graunted;the meanes were ro 

bee made ro:4naxims, And that night.when ſupper was ended, wherein Amphialus 
yould ncedes himſclfewaire vpon, him,he cauſed in Boatcs vpoe the Lakean ex- 
<dlent muſicke ro beowdercd : which, though Avaziwcmight conceiue was for his 
honour , yet indeede hee was bur rhe Bricke-wall eo.convey,is to the cares of the 
beloued Fhileclea. 2 enb;! | | 
The muſicke was of Cornets,wherofone anſweringtheorher, with a ſweet emu; 
mulation, ſtriving for the glory of muſicke,8& ſtriking vpon the ſmoorh face of the 
Uuict Lake yas x deliueted vp to the caſtlewalles, which with a proud reuerbera- 
tion,ſf vreading it inco-cheayre;it ſeemed before the harmonic came ro checare,that 
ithad enriched it ſclfe in rtauaile,thenacuce of thoſe places adding melodic to that 
melodious jhſtrument,And when a whilethat inſtrument had madea braue procla- 
mationto all yapoſſeſſed mindes,of attention,an excellent conſort ſtreight follow- 
cdoffiue Violies,% as many yoices;which all being but Oratours of their maiſtery 


Pallions beſtowed this ſopg vpon her,thar thought ypon anothes mater, |

But Araxius ( ſeeming a wearie beforeit was ended) told 4mwphialus, that for his 
parthe liked no muſicke, bucthe neighing of horſes, the ſound'of rrampers, & the 
cties of yeelding perſons : andtherefore defired,that thenext morning they ſhould 
iſſue yponthe ſame place, wherethey had encred thar day, not doubting to make 
thEquickly a wearte of being the belicgers of Anaxins. Anmphialus,who had no whit 
leſe courage, though nothing blowne vp with pride, will condiſcended, & ſo 
the hexc motning{( ry ar. alatum to theother ſide of ) Amphialus a 
Anaxius earneſt requeſt, ſtaying wirhintherowneto ſee it Anaxins and his 
brethren Lycurgus and Zoils,fallicd out with the beſt choſcn men, But Beſilius(ha- 
uing bin the laſt day ſomewhar ynprouided ) now had better fortified the ouer- 
throwne (conſe; and ſo well had prepared euery thing for defence, that it was im- 
poſſible for any valourfrom within, ro prevaile. Yer things were performed by 
Anaxius beyond the crediteof the credulous: For thriſe { valiantly followed by his = 
brothers ) did he ſer vp hys banner ypon the ratmpire of the enemie': though thtiſe 
againeby the multirude,and aduantage of the place,but _ by the comming 
of three valiant Knights, hee were driuen downeagaine. Numbers therewere that 
day,whoſe deathes and overthrowes were axcutally the well knowne ſword of 
Anaxizs ; but the teſt by the _ of time and iniurie of Hiſtorians haue beene 
wrapped 'p in darke forgerfulnefle: oncly 7 refſennins is ſpoken of, becauſe when all 
abandoned theplace,he onely made head to A#axius till hauing loſt one of his legs, - 
yer not loſt the heart of fighting, Lycwygws (ſecond brother'to Anaxiws )cruelly mute 
thered him ; Anaxims himſdlfe dildaining any furtherto deale with him. 

But ſo farre had Anaxi«: atthe third time preuailed,that now the Boſihans began 
to lcr their courage deſcend to their feete ;Buſiline,and Philanax in yaine _— 

wi 
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with reucrence of authority to bridlethe flight of aſtoniſhment, and to reach Feare; 
diſcretion : ſo that Amphialus, ſecing ViRtory ſbew ſuch a flattering countenance to 
him,came out with all his force ; hoping that day to end the ſiege. | 
But that fancie altered quickely by che ſudden comming tv che other fide of three 
Knights,whereof the one was in white armour, the other in ,and thethird by 
his blackearmour &device,ſtreight knowne tobe the notable knight, who the firlt 
day had giuen Fortune ſo ſhorr a ſtoppe with his notable deedes fighting hand ro 
hand the deemed inuincible Amphialus. For the very cowards no ſooner faw him, 
bur as borrowing ſome of his ſpirir,they went like young Eagles to the prey,vndet 
the wing of their damme. For the three aducnturers , not contentto nn them 
from their rampire, leapt downe among them,8 entered into a braue combare wich 
the three yaliant brothers. But to wherher fide Fortune would hnue beene parriall, 
could not be determined. For the Os with the beames of thele ſtran- 
gers valure, followed ſo thicke,that the Amphialians were glad with fone haſt ro re- 


tire tothe walles-ward : though Anaxius neither reaſon, feare,nor cxample,could 


make Him aſſwagethe fury of his fight: vatill oneof the Baſitians ( ynworthy to 
haue ffs name regiftred, fince he did it cowardly,fideward, when helcaſt looked that 
Way)almoſtcurt off one of his legs:ſo as hefell downe,blaſpheming heauen, tharall 
the influences thereof had power to ouerthrow him : and there death would haue 
ſeazed of hisproudheart, bur that Amphialus tooke in hand the blacke knight, while 
ſome of his ſouldiers conucyed away Anaximfo requiting life forlife vato him. 

And for theloue andexample of Amphialas, the fight roenter intoa new 
fitte of heate: when Beſiliws(tharthoughr i to bedonefor tharday) cauſed re. 
treace to bee ſounded, fearing leaſt his men ing ouer-carneſtly,might bee the 
loſſeof thoſe excellent Knights whom hedeſired ro know. The knights as ſoone as 
they heard the retreate ( though they were cagerly ſer, knowing thar courage with- 
out diſcipline is neerer beaſtlineſſerhen manhood) drew backe theirſwords,though 
hungry of more bloud:eſpecially the blacke knight, who knowing Amphialus could 
not refraineto tell him, that this was the ſecond time heeſcaped our of his hands, 
bur that he would ſhortly bring bim a bill of all the former accounts. Amphialus ſee- 
ing it fit toretire alſo (moſt of his people being hurr, borh in bodies and hearts ) 
withdrew himſelfe,with ſo well ſcatcd azeſolution,thar it was as farrefromanger; 
as from diſmaycdneſſe; anſwering no otherto the blacke knights chrears, bur 
when he brought him his account, he ſhould finde a good pay-maiſter. 

Thefighr being ceaſed,and each fide wirhdrawne within their Baſilins 
ſent Philanax toentertaine the ſtrange knights,and to bring them yoto him, that he 
might acknowledge what honor was due to their yerrue. Burtthey excuſed them- 
ſelues ng to beknowae firſt by their decdes, before their names ſhould accuſe 
their ynworthineſſe:and though the other replicd according as they deſerucd,yer 
Cm yawelcome curtchie is a degree” of iniuric)hee chem to retire 
themſclues to atent of their ownewirhour C—— chey kepe themlelues 
ſecret: Philanax himſclfe being called away to ſtrange knighr;ftraoge nor 
onely by the vnlookedfornefſe of his comming,but by the ftrange manner of his 


Por he had before him fouredamoſels,& ſo many behind him,all ypon ns 
& all apparelled in moutning weeds;each of them a feruant ofeachfidc,wirh like li. 
ucties of ſorrow. Himſelfein at armout;all painted ouct with ſuch a cunmog of 
ſhadow ghat it repreſcnred a gaping ſepulchre, thefurniture of his horſe was all of 


ypreſle branches: wherewith.in timechey werewoar todedo graves, | = 
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Baſes (which he ware ſo-long,as they camealmoſt to his ankle) were embrodere# 
onely with blacke wormes, which ſeemed to crawle vp and downe, as readie alrea- 
die ro deuourc him. Ln his ſhield for 1mpreſa, hee had a beantifull childe,bur having: 
two heads; whercon the one ſhewed, that it was already dead: the other aliue,bur in 
that caſe, neceſlarily looking for deach. The word was, No way 29 bee rid from death, 
but hy death. | | 
This knight of the tombe (for ſo the ſouldicrsrermed him)ſentro Baſili;s to de: 
maund leaue to ſend in adamoſellintothe rowne,to call our Anphialims,accorditis 
as before time ſomeorhers haue done. Which being graunted ( as glad any would: 
vnderrake the charge,which no body elle tn that campe was knowne willivg ro do) 
the damoſell went in,& hauing with teares ſobbed our a brauc challengero Amphia- 
lus from the knight of the Tombe, _——— ettertayning 'the Gen® 
tlewoman,8 deſiring ro know the knights name(which thedoletull Gentlewoman 
would not diſcoucr)accepted the challenge,onely defiringthe Gentlewoman to ſay 
thus much to the ſtrange knight from him, that if his minde werelike ro his citle, 
there were morecauſeof afhoitie, then enmity betweenerhem. And theretoge pre- 
ſcatly(according as he was wont)as ſooneashe perceiued the knight of the Thmbe, 
with his Damoſels and Iudge,was come intothe Iand,hee allo went oner in accu- 
ſtomed maner : and yer for the curtelie of His nature, deſired ro fpeakewith him. 
Burt the knighrof the Tombe;with filence,anddrawing 'his horſe backe, ſhewed 
no will to hcare, nor ſpeake : but with Launce on thigh,made him know, it was fir 
forhimto goto theother end of; the Career, whence wayting theſtarrof theyn- 
knowne Knight, hee likewiſe made his ſputres claimehaſt of his horſe, But when 
his ſtaffe was in his reſt, comming downe tomecte withthe knight,now yerie neere 
him,he percciucd the knight had miſt his reſt : wherefore the. curtcous [Amphialus 
would not let his Launcedeſcend; but with a gallant grace,ran ouerthe head of his' 
therein frithded enemie: and hauing ſtopped his horie,and with running of him, 
bleſſed his ſight with the Window where he thought Philocles mighttand, he per- 
cciucd the knight had lighted from his harſe, and thrawbe away his ſtafte,angrie 
with his misfortunc,as of hauing miſthis'tcſtzand drawrichis fyotd tro: make thar 
ſupply his fellowes faulr, He alfolighted;4nd drew his fword, eſteeming viforie 
with aduantage,rather robbed'then putrchaſed;8 o theother comming;cagetly to- 
ward him; he withhis ſhicld out,and-{word alofs, with more braucrythen anger, 
drew vnto him,and ſtraight made their ſwords ſpeakeforthem a pretty while with 
equall fierceneſſe. Bur Amphialys(to whom the carth brought foorth few marches) 
hauing both much more skill to chooie the places,and more force roworke ypon 
the choſen, had already made many windowes ia his armour for death to come in 
at,when in the noblcneſſe of his natute abhorring to makethe puniſbment ouergoe 
the offence, he flepra little backe, and withall; Sirknight(Gd he) you may cafily ſee, 
thatir plcaſeth God to fauour mycauſc;employ your yalour againſtthem that wiſh 
you hurt: for my partT haue nor deſerued hate of you, Thou lyelt faiſerraytor; ſaid 
theorher,with an angry,but weake voice. But Ampbialzes;in whom abuled Lindaed x 
became ſpirctull —_— barbarous wretch(faid he)onely couragionsindiſcurecdic; 
thou ſhaft ſoone ſce whether thy tongue hath betrayed thy heart, or no : and with 
thatredoubling hisblowes,gauchim a great wound-vpan his necke; and-cloſing 
with him oucrthrew him and.1o the fall chruſthim mortally into the bodice: 8 with 
that went to pulloff his helmet, with intention ro-mwakehimgiue himſclfe thelic, 
for hauing ſo ſaid; or to cut off .hig head. - --- - b1 EY 
But thehead-perce was no ſooner off, but char thergfellabour the ſhoulders job 
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the overcome knight thetreafurcof _ haire, which with the face ( ſoone 
known by the badgeof excellency)witnefſed rhat it was. Parthenia,che yufortunate- 
ly yertuous wife of Arga/as; her beautie theneuen in delpightot the paſſed ſorrow, 
or comming dearh,aſſuring all beholders, that ir was nothing ſhore of perteRion. 
For her excceding faire eyes, hating wirh conrinuall weeping gorten a lietle rednefle 
aboutthem;herroundy ſweetly ſwelling lips a lictle trembling, as though they kiſt 
their neighbour death, in her cheekes the whitenelle ſtrimng by little and little to 
ct ypon the rolindlle of rhem, her necke, a'necke indeede of 'Alablaſter,diſplaying 
wound, which with moſt dainty bloud laboured r6 drowne his owne beauries; 
ſo as here was ——_— red, chere an Tand of perfirreſt white, cach giu: 
luſtrero the other, with the ſweer counrcnance(God knoxwes) full of an ynafteR 
languiſhing : though theſe things co a groſly concering ſenle might ſeeme diſgra- 
ces,yer indeede wererhey but appatelling beautic in a newfathjon, which all looked 
ypon thorough the ſpeRacles of pitrie,did even increaſe the lines of 'her naturall 
faircncſlc,lo as Amphizlus was aftoniſhed with griefe. compaiſion;and fharme, deteſt. 
ing-his forrune, that made him ynforcunate+in viaore. 

Therefore, putting off his headpeece and gauntler, kneeling downe yato her,and 
with tcares eeſtify his ſorrow, hee offted his (by himitlfe accurſed))hands to help 
her:proteſting his life &power to be readie to doc her Honour, Bur Parthenia(who 
had inward meſſengers of the defired deaths =_Y looking ypon him and 
ſtreighe turning away her feeble ſight, as from a delightlelle obie, drawing our 
her words, which her breath(lorh to depart from ſo ſweere a body).did faintly deli- 
uer,Sir(Caid ſhe)I pray you(lif prayers haveplace in encmies)to let my maydesrake 
my bodice yntouched by you: the onely hotour I now defireby-your meanes, is, that 
Thaue no honouc of you. Argalus made no ſuch bargaine with you, that the hands 
which killed him,ſhould helpe me.I haue of them(and I doe not onely pardon you, 
butthanke youtfor it)the ſeruice which I deſired. There reſts nothing now, bur thax 
Igoliue with him,fince whoſe death I haue done nothiog bur die. Then pawling, 
andalittle fainting, and againecomming to her (ſelfe, 6 lweere life, welcome(faid 
ſhee) now fecle I the bands yntied of the cruclldeath, which ſolong hath held mee. 
Ands life,6 death,anſwer for me, that my thoughts haue norſo muchas inadreame 
talted any comfort,fince they were deprued of Argals.l come my Argalus,] come; 
And, O God hide my faults inthy mercies,and graunt(asT fedethoudoſt graunt) 
that inthy cternall loue, weemay louceach other crernally. And this6 Lord : Bug 
there Atropos cut off her ſentence: for with that , caſting vp both cyes and hands 
tothe skics , the noble ſoule departed (- one might well himſeltc ) ro heauen, 
which leftthe bodic in ſo heauenly ademeanure. 

Bur Amphialus(with a heart oppreſſed with griefe,becauſeof her requeſt) with- 
drew himſelfe: but che Iudges,as full of pitic,had beene all this while difarming her, 
and her gentlewomen with lamentable cries, — ſtanch the remedileſſe 
wounds:and a whileſhce wasdcad before they percciued ir; dearh being able rodi- 
uide the ſoule,but not the beauty from that body. Bur when the infalliblerokens of 
death aſſured chem of their loſſe,oneof the women would haue killed her ſelfe,bur 
that the (quire of Amphialus perceiuing,by force held her. Others chat had as ſtrong 
paſſion,though weaker reſolution,fell to caſt duſt ypon their heads, to teare their: 
garments : all falling vpon thecarth 8 crying vpon theirſweere miſtres; as if theit 

« Uiescould perſwadethe ſouleto leauethe celeſtial happinefſe, co come again into 
theelements of ſorrow : one time calling to remembrance her yertue, chaſtudle, 


lweerneſſe, goodneſſero them : another time accurſing theraſclues;thar __ _

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obeyed her; being deceiued by her words, who aſſured them, thatit was reucaled yneo 
her, that ſhee ſhould haue her hearrs deſire in the battell againſt Amphialus,which 
they wrongly vnderſtood, Then kiſſing her cold hands & feete, weary of theworld, 
ſince ſhee was gone, who was their world, the yery. heauens ſeemed with a clougie 
countenance;to lourc at the loſle, and Fame itſelte:( though by patuceglad to tell 
ſuch rare accidents ) yet could not choole butdeliver itin lamentable accents, and 
in ſuchſort went it quickely all ouer the Campe : and,as if theayrc had beenein. 
feacd with forrow, no heart was ſo hard, but was ſubic to thatcontagion : the 
rarcnefſc of rhe accident, matching together ( the rarely matched rogerher) pitne 
with admiration : Baſiliu4 himſclte came. forth, and brought the faire Gynectd with 
him, who was come into the campe ynder colour of. viliting her husband,and hea. 
ring of her daughters : bur 1ndeed Zelwane was theSain@,to which herpilgr1 

was intended : curling, couying, blefling, and in her heart kiſſing the walles which 
impriſoned her. Bur both they with Philanax,and thereſt of the pakeipal Nobi. 
litic, went out,to make Honour triumph ouer Death, conueying that excellent bo. 
die ( whercto Baſilius him(elfe would needes lend his ſhoulder) to a Church a mile 
from the Campe,where the valiant 4rgalws lay intombed ; recommending to that 
ſepulchrethe bleſſed reliques of a faithtull and vertuous Loue, giving order for the 
making of two warble images, to repreſent them, and cach way enriching che 
tombe; ypon which Baſilzus himſelfe cauſed this Epitaphto bee written,

epccially,as the ceſt ſeemed —_— he cameto that) hisfarail loue ro *hilo- 
des : to whom he had ſo gouerned himfelic,ascactharcould neitherrooquer , nor 
yeelde ; beingof rhe onclide 2tlaue, and of ctheorhera taylor : 20d withall, almoſt 
ypbrayding ynto his mother the litcleſucceſle of her large hoping prowuſes,heean 
effect finding Philoclea nothing mollified, and cow himſelte fo caſtdowne , as hee 
thought him vaworthy of berter. Bur his mother (as ſhefad plentiguil cauſe) ma- 
king him ſee'char of his other grictes rhere was lictle or oo fault intiumicite,&rhers

faire ſhoulders,& play with the club with her owne delicate hands : ſo calily had ſhe

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Which alliance of paſſions ſomoued Amphialus ( already tender minded by the 
afflitions of Louc)that withour ſtafte ur ſword drawne, hee trottedfairely ro the 
forſaken Knight,willing ro hauepur offthis combat,to which his melancholy heart 
did ( morethen cucr in like n) miſgiue him : and therefore {aluting him, 
Good Knight(ſaid he) becauſewe arc mea, and ſhould know reaſon why wee doe 
things; tell me rhe cauſe, rharmakesyou thus eager ro fight with:mee. Becauſe I 
aftirme ( anſwered the forſaken Knight ) that thou doſt moſt rebellious inwrie to 
thoſe Ladies to whom all men oweſcruice. You ſhall norfight with mee (faid Am- 
phialus) vpon the quarrell : for I conteſlegheſame too : but it procceds from their 
owne beaury,,to cnforce Loueto offer this force. I maintainethen(ſaid.the forſaken 
Rags) chat thou art not worthy ſo to Joue. And that I confeſle roo ( ſaid Amphia- 
bus) 


Yes,more ynworthythen myclte{ laid the forſaken Knight)torthoughl deſerue 
contempt,thou deferueſt both contempr, and hatred. . | 
Bur Amphialus bychat thinking(though wrongly,cach indeed miſtaking other) 
that he was his riuall, forgatall mindeof reconciliation,& hauing all his coughs 
bonad yp in choller, neucr ſtaying either iudge, trumpet, or his owne launce,drew 
out his ſword, and ſaying, Thoulyeſt falſcvillaine yntohim; his words and blowes 
cameſoquicke together,as the one ſeemed alightning of the others'thunder, But 
he found,no barrenground of ſuch ſcede:for it yeelded him his ownewith ſuch in« 
creaſe,that m—_ Reaſon and Amazemeatgo _ her, yetthe moſt realo. 
nable eyes that ſaw-it;found reafon to beatnazed at ry of their combat.Nes 
ucr game of death-bertet played, neuer fury ſet ir ſelfeforthin greatcrbraucry, The 
curteous Yulcan;when he wroughrat his morecurteous wiues requeſt Aeneas an ar- 
mour ,, made not his hammer beget a greater ſound,then the ſwordes of thoſe 
nobleknights did :they needed no fire to their forge, for they madethe fire to ſhive 
_ arthe mecting of their ſwords, & armours, eath tide ferching {till new ſpiritfrom 
the caſtle wi , and carefull of keeping their ſightthat way as a matter of grea- 
ter conſideration in their combar, then ather the aduamage of Sunne or winde: 
which Sunne and winde ( it theaſtoniſed eyes of the beholders were not by the 
aſtoniſhmentdecciudd) did both and Rilkto be beholders.of this'raremarch. For 
neither could their amazed cyes diſcerne»motion of the Sunne, and no breath of 
windc cs if cnhrſorkern would not _ m_ blowes, or __ 

ddight hadeyes ſo: as ithadforgotto open his mouth. This fighc being t 
moxe cruelt; ſince that Loue and Hatred conſpired tro ſharpen Fry canker Frm 
hardiic was te ſay, whether Louewith one trumpet, or Hatred with another, gaue 
the louder alarunrto their courages. Spiney rage, dildaine, ſhame, reuenge, came 
wayting ypon Harrcd-: of rhe ather fide.camewichloue-longing Deſire, both ins 

uincible Hope, and fearclelſe-Deſpaire, with riualike , which'( al 
brought vp within doorcs in the ſchoole of Cepid)) would ſhew thenMelues no 
forward, then the':other duſty: band of M4, ro make themſe!luesnocable inthe 
notableneſle of rhis combati Of eitherſide Confidence, ynacquainted with Loſle; 
bur aſſuring truſt ro oucrcome, and good experience how to ouercome: now (c> 
conding rheir terrible blowes with cunning labouring their horſes, tro winne 
ground of the enemy nowrynlooked-for parting one from the other,ro winne ad- 
uantage by an aduantageous rcturne. Butforceagainſt- force , skill againſt kill, 
ſoenterchangeably encountred, that it was notealic ro determine; wherher catcr- 
priſing, or preuenting came former : both, ſometimes at once inſtant , Soingns 
wiring 
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nce the world is not ſo richly' bleſſed, as to bring forth any thing worthy ther- 
of. But no more vaworthy then any other;fince in nonecan be a moreworthy loue. | 
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ſuffring wrong, and choler no lefſe ri{ing of the doing,rhen of the ſuffring. Bur as 
the fire, the morefuel ispur'to it, the more hungrie ſtill it is todeuoure more : ſo 
the more they ſtrake, the more ynſatisfied they were with ſtriking. Their very ar- 
mour by peece-meale'fell away from chem : and yer their fleſh abode the wounds 
conſtantly , as though it were leſle ſenſible of ſmart, then the ſenfleſſe armour: 
their bloud in moſt places ſtayning their blacke colour, as if it would giue amore 
lively colour of mourning, then blacke can doe. And ſo a long ſpace they fought, 
while neither yerrue nor fortune ſeemed parriall of cither ſide : which ſo rormen- 
ted the ynquiet hearr of Amphialus,that heerclolucd to ſee a quickeend : andthere- 
fore with che violence of courage, adding ſtrength to his blow,hce ſtrake in ſuch 
wiſe ypon the {ide of the others head, that his remembrance left thar battered lod- 
ging : ſo as hee wasquite from himſelfe, caſting his armes abroad, and ready tofall 
downe; his ſword likewiſe went out of his handz bur that being faſt by achaine 
tohis arme, hce could not looſe. And Amphialus vied the fauour of. occalion, re- 
doubling his blowes : butche horſe ( weary to be bearen,as well as the maiſter) car- 
ried his maiſter away, till he camero himſelfe. Bur then who could hauc ſecne him; 
mighewell haue diſcerned ſhame in his cheekes, and reuenge in hiseyes : ſoas (ets 
ting his tceth rogerher with rage, he came ranning ypon'_ſmphiala,reachingourt 
hisarme,which had gathered yp his ſword, meaningwith that blow to hauc clea- 
ued _Amphialus intwo. But Amphialus ſeeing the blow comming, ſhunned it wich 
nimble curning his horſe aſide; wherewith the forſaken Knight oner-ſtrakehimſelfe 
Þ as almoſt hee camedowne with his owne-ſtrengrh; bur the more hungric of his 
purpoſe , the more heewas bard the foode of it: diſdaining the refiſtance,both of 
force and fortune, hee returned ypon the ſpurre againe, and ranne with luctryio+ 
knce ypon Amphialus,that his horſe with the forceof. the ſhocke roſe vp before al- 
moſt oucrturned: which 4mphialus perceiuing, with rayne and ſpurrepur forth his 
horſe,and withall gaue a might blow in thedeſcent of 'his ho w__ the ſhoul- 
der of rhe forſakenknight;trom whence fliding, it fell ypon chenetkeof his horſe, 
ſoas horſe and man fell to the'ground: bur heewas fcarcedowne beforehce was vp 
on his feeteagaine,wirh braue geſture ſhewing riſing of courage, in the falling of 
fortune: Bur the cutteous Amphialiss excuſed bamſeitefar having (againſt his will) 
kildhis horſe, Excuſe chy ſelte for viler faults ( anfwered theforlaken Knight)and 
vlethis poore aduantagethe belt thou canft, for thouthalr quickely findechou haſt 
neede of more. Thy folly (ſaid Amphialus) thall normiake-me forgermy telfe : and 
therewith ( trotting alittle aſide ) alighred from his hotſe, becauſe hee would tiot 
haue fortune come to clayri&any part of the viaory:"VVhich currousatt would 
haue mollified the noble heart of rhe: forſaken Knight, if any other had done ir, 
belides the Taylor of his miſtreſſe : but that was a ſufficienedefeazaunce for: the 
firmeſt bond of good narure ; and thereforchee was nto ſooneralighted, bur that hee 
ranne ynto him;reegtting into CG cyedid} cuer ſoo; or thought could 
realonab ieagin vere beyoad-che rexch' of weake'words to beable co cxpreſie 
it. For what they: had done 6n horſebacke y was buras 'amorfell ro keepe their 
ſtomackesin appetite, in —__ riſon of that, which how ( being themſtlues)rhey 
did. Nor cucrglutron by the change of dainty diet could be broughe rofreſh' tee- 
ding(when hemighthayebeene fatisfied before) with more carneſtnefſe,then choſe 
(by chechange of this mannee of fight )fell cleanero-4 new fight, though any elſe 
would haue though he had hadtheir fil already ; Aniphiabu being thetallerman 
for the moſt part ſtood with his right legge before; his fhicld ar the yrrermoſt lengrh 
ofthis armghis ſfyord hie, but with the point toward his encmy.Burt when he _ 
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which cameo thicke,as if cucry blow would ſtrive to be foremoſt, his arme ſeemed 
ſtilla poſtihon of death .T he forſaken knight ſhewed with like kill, volike geſture, 
keeping himſelfe in continual! motion, proportioning rhe diſtance betweenerthem 
to any thing that Amphialus attempted ; his cyc guided his foote,and his foote con- 
ucighed his band;and fince nature had made him ſomething the lower of the rwo, 
he madearte follow,and not ſtriuc with nature : G—_— rather then warding his 
blowes ; like a cunning maſtifle, who knowes the ſharpneſic of the horne & ſtrength 
of theBull; fights low togerhis proper aduantage;anſwering mightines with nim- 
bleneſſe,and yerat times tmploying his wondertull force, wherein he was ſecond to 
none, In ſumme,the blowes were ſtrong,the thruſts rhicke, and the auoydingscun. 
ning. Bur theforlaken Knight ( that thought it a degree of being conquered to be 
long in conquerivg ) ſtrake him ſo mighty a blow, that hee made Amphizlus pur 
knee to the ground, without any humblenefſe. Bur when hee felt himielfe ſtriken 
downe,and ſaw himſclfe ſtriken downe by his riuall, then ſhame ſeemed one arme, 
and dildaine another; fury in his cycs,and reuenge-ip his heart;sk1ll and force gaue 
place,8 they tooke the place of skilland force, withſo ynweariable a manner, that 
the forſaken knight alſo was driuen to leaue the ſterne of cunning, ge giuc himſelfe 
wholly to be guided by the ſtorme of tury: there being 1a both (becauſe hatewould 
not ſuffer admiration) extreme diſdaine to fiude themſclues ſo matched. 

Whar(Qid Amphialus to himſelfe)am I Amphialue, betore whom ſo many mon- 
ſters and Gyants we falne dead, when I onely fought cauſeleſſe aduentures? and 
cat one knight now withſtand me inthe preſenceof Philoclea and fighting for Phi. 
loclea?or ſince T loſt my hberry haveT loſt my courage? haue I gorten hobo of a 
flanc as wellas the fortune >It an army were againſt mee in the ſight of Philoclea, 
could it reſiſt me?O beaſt, one man refilts yooes. + rivall refilts thee,oramT indeede 
Amphialus >hauc not paſſions kild him,and wretched I(T know not how ſucceeded 
into this place? Of theotherſidethe forſaken knight with no leſle ſpite, fell ourwith 
himſclfe;Haſt thou broken (fard he ro humſelte)the commaundement of thy onely 
Princefle, tro comenow into her preſerice, and in her preſence to proue thy ſelfe a 
coward?*Doth 4fiaand Foyp! ſet vp Trophies vnto thee,to be matched heere by a 
traytor ? O noble Bayſanes, how ſharweth-will thy ſoule bee, that heetharſlew thee, 
ſhould bee reſiſted by this one man ? O incomparable Pyrocles, more gricucd wilr 
thou bee with thy fricads ſhame, then with thine owne impriſonment, when thou 
ſhalt know how lirtle I haue bin able ro dofor the delivery of thee, 8& thoſe heauen- 
ly Ptinceſſes. Am | worthy to be friend tothe moſt valourous Princethat cuer was 
cntituled En and ſhew my _ m_ a wretch ? No, ſhamed Muſidorus, 
worthy for nothing, bur to k cepe, get theea ooke againe, ſince thou 
canſt yſe a inoten bercer. Yr reds 

Thus at times didthey,now with one thought, then with anorher,ſharpen their 
ouer-ſbarpe humors;hkerthe Lion thar beates himſelfe with higowne taile, ro make 
himſclfe the more angry. Theſe thoughts indeede not ſtayin#;but whetting their 
angry ſwordes, which now had put on the apparell of Crueltic : they bleeding 
ſo aboundantly, that cucry bodic that ſaw ws fainted forthem, and yerrhey 
fainted not in themfelues © their {marr being more ſenhble to orhers eyes, then to 
their owne feding. Wrath and Courage barring the common ſcnle from bringing, 
any mdlageot their caſe ro the mind: Paine, Wearineſſe, 8 Weakenclk,nor daring 
ro make known their caſe (though already in the limits of death)in the preſence of 
fo violent fury:which filling the vanes with rage, inſtcede of bloud;and making the 
minde miniſterſpirirs to the body, a great whulcheld out their fighr,like an _ 
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ſhorte vpward by the force of the bow, though by his owne nature hee would goe 
downeward. The forſaken Knight had the more wounds, but 4mphialns had the 
ſorer ; which the other ( watching rime aud place ) had cungingly giuen yntohum, 
Who cuer ſaw a wel-mand Galley fight with atall ſhippe,mightmake ynto him- 
ſelte ſome kind of compariſon of thedifference of theſe ewoKnights; a berter cou- 
plethen which. che world could not bragge of. _1mphialu feemed to excell in 
ſtrength, the forſaken knight in nimbleneſle; & yer did the ones ſtrength excell in 
nimbleneſlc,8 the others nimbleneſſe excell in ſtrength: bur now ſtrengch and nim- 
bleneſſe were both gone, and cxceſle of courage onely maintained the fight. Three 
times had _1mphialus with his mightie blowes driuen the fotſaken Knight to gaec 
ſtaggering backward, bur cucry one of thoſe times hee requited paine with ſmare 
and ſhame with repulſe. And nuw,whether hee had cauſe,or that ouer-much conti- 
dence(an ouer-forward ſcholer of ynconquered Courage) made him thinke he had 
cauſe, he began to perſwade himſelfe hee had the aduantageof the combat, though 
theaduantage herookehimlſelte ro haue,was onely that he ſhould be the latter to die: 
which hope, Hate ( as vnſecrer as Loue ) could nor conceale, bur drawing himſelfe 
alictle backe from him, brake our into theſe manner of words. 

Ah Amphialus(ſaid the forſaken knighe)thisrhirdtimethou ſhale not eſcape me, 
burthy death (hall Catisfie rhy intury and my malice, and pay for the crucltic thou 
ſhewedlſt in killing the noble Argalus and the faire Parthenia.ln troth (faid. Amphi- 
alus)thou art the beſt knighe that cuer I tought withall, which would make me wil. 
ling to grant theethy life,if chy wit were as good as thy courage; (that beſides other 
follies )laycſt chat ro my charge, which moſt againlt my will was committed. Bur 
whether my death bc in thy power,orno, let thus tell thee; and ypon the word way- 
ted a blow, which partcd his ſhield ingo two pecces; and deſpiling the weakereli- 
ſtance of his ad » broken armour, tnade a great breach inco his heart lide,as it he 
would make apaſlage for his loue to get our ar, _ 

Bur painerather ſeemed to increaſclife, then to weaken life in thoſe champions, 
For the forſaken knight comming in with hisright leg, 8 making ir guide the force 
of the blow,ſtrake Amphialus vpon the belly ſo horrible a wound, that his guts came 
out withall, Which Amphialus perceiuing ( fearing death, onely becaule ir ſhould 
come with ouerthrow) hce ſeemed to conture all his ſtrength for one moments ler- 
vice ; & (o, lifting vp his (word with both hands, hit the forſaken knjght ypon the 
head,a blow,wherwith his (word brake. But ( as if it would do -anotableſcruice be- 
tore irdied)it preuailed (o,cuen in the inſtant of breaking, that the forſaken knighe 
fellto the ground,quite for that inſtant forgetting both loue and hatred: & Amphia- 
lu(finding himſelte alſo inſuch weaknefle,as he looked for ſpeedy dearh)gjad of the 
viory,though little hoping ro cnioy it, puld vp his vilar, meaning with his 'y 
to giue him dgath;but in ſteede of death, hegaue him life: for,theayreſo rewmived his 
lpirits,that comming ro himfelſe,and ſeeing his preſent ogy a like conque- 
ring death, he rooke Amphialus by the thigh, & together roſe himſelfe 8 ougrturned 
him, But Amphialus (crambled vp againe, both now ſo weakeindecde, astheir mo- 
tions rather ſeemed theafter drops to a ſtorme,then any matterot grear uric. 

But Aziphiales might repent himſeltcot bis wilfull fencing his (word:for, 
the forſaken knight(hauing with theextremiric of iuſtly-concetued hate,and the yn- 
pitifulndle of his owne neare-threatning death, blotted our all complements of cur- 
elle ) let flicathim ſo crudly, that though the blowes were weake , yet weakeneſſe 
vpon a weakened ſubieR, proued ſuch ſtrength, that Amp4ialurhauing arrewpred 


in yaine, onceor twile to cloſe wich him,reccining wound ypon wound, our _ 
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whole burthento ſtrike rhe eanhwith ialling, hnce he could ſtrike his foe no better 
in ſtanding * giuingno{other tokens of him clte;rhen as of a mancuen ready to take 
his oath ro be deaths trueſeruanr., ' 

Which when thehardic brothers of _AMnaxin percciued, not recking law of 
artnes, nor vicof chiualrie, they flew in to defend their friend, or reuenge their lofſe 
othim. But they were forthwithiencountred with the two brauc companions of the 
forſaken knight, whereof the one being all in greene, both armour and furniture, it 
ſeemed a plealant Garden, wherein grew Orangetrecs ; which with their golden 
fruires,” cunningly bearen in andeembroydered , greatly enriched the eye-pleafi 
colour of greene. In his ſhield was aſheep feeding in a pleatant field, with this wood 
Without ſeart or enuy Andthertefore was called the Kmighr of the ſheepe. The other 
knight was all in milke white, his artiring clſe all curin ſtars,which made of cloth of 
filtier;and finer ſpangles;cach way ſeemed to caſt many aſpe&s. His deuice was the 
veric Pole tt {elfe,abour which mah y ſtarres ſtirring ,but the place it ſelfe left voyde. 
The wotd was,T he bet place yet reſerued.But thele foure Knights inheriting the hate 
of theirfticnds; began a moſt fierce combat the forſaken Knight himſclfenot-a- 
ble to helpe his ſide, but was drinen tofit him downe , with the extreamefaintneſſe 
of his more and more fainting bodie; But thoſe yaliant couples ſeeking honour by 
diſhonouting,and to baild ſafctic ypon ruine,gaue new appetitesrothe almoſt glut- 
ted eyes of the beholders : and now bloud began to put iweatefrom the full polleſ- 
ſion of their ourlides; no aduantage being yer to be ſecne, onely the Knighr of the 
| ſheepe ſeeming moſt deliuer,andaffeting-moſt of all that viewed him,whena com- 
pathic of ſouldietsſent by Cerropia,came out in boatstothe Ifland ; and all camerun. 
ning to the deftruQtion of the three Knights, whereof one was ytterly ynable ro 
defend himſelfe, _ OY 

But thendid the othet two Knights ſhewtheir wonderfull courage and 6delitie, 
For turping back to backe,and both beſtriding the black forſaken knighe (who had 
fairited {6 long til he had loſt the feeling of faintnefſe)they held play agaitiſt thereſt, 
though the two btothers vaknightly helped them ;/ till Philanax (who warchfully 
atrehded {hich trayrerous p_ ſent likewiſtoucr, both by boat and ſwimming , 
ſo choicea number,as did put trioſt of the 6ther to the ſword, Onely the two bro- 
thers witli ſom of the braveſt of them,carryingaway the body of Amphialus,which 
they would rather haie dyed, then have letr behitide them, 

So was the forſaken Knight{laid vpori-clokes)carried home tothe campe.Burhis 
two friends knowing his eatneſt defire not tobe knowne, *coucring him from anic 
bodies eyes,conueyed him torheit owne tent * Baſilixs himelfe conquering his car- 
neſt deſire ro ſee him, with feate to diſpleaſe him , who had fought ſo notably in 
His quarell. Bur Fame ſer the honeurvpoen. his backe, which he would'nor ſuffer ro 
ſhine in his face: to mans mouth being baraine of praiſes tothe noble knight, that 
had bartcred the moſt eſteettied knight in the world: every bodie praying for his 


life, and thinking thar thereiti they prayed forthemſclues. But he himſelfe, when 


by the diligent carcoffriends; arid well applyed cunning of Surgeons, hee camie to 
renew apaine the Jeagye betweene his mindeand body;then fell heto a freſh warre 
with his ownethoughts, wrongfully condemning his manhood, laying cowardiſe 
to himſelfe, whom the impudenteſtbackbirer would notſo haue wronged. Forhis 
courage( vſed ro vie viftorieas an inherirance) could brooke no reſiſtance at any 
time: butnow thar he had promiſed himſclfe not only the conqueſt of hitn, bur the 
ſcaling of the walles, and deliuetic of Pamels , though hee had done beyond all 
others expeQation,yer ſo ſhott was he of his owne,that he hated to looke ypon the 
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Sunne,that had ſcene him do ſo weakely : & ſo much abhorred all vilieation orho. 
nour, wherot he chought himſelfe ynworthy,that he beſought his rwo noble friends 
to cary him away toa caſtle-nor far off, where hee might cure his wounds, 8 neuer 
be known ill he made ſuccelle excuſe this(as hechought)wir in him. They louiog- 
ly obeyed hum, leauing Baſilis & all thecampe very ſory for the parting of theſe 
three vouknown knights, in whoſe prowes they had repoſed ——_—— of yitory. 
But they being gone, Baſilius and Philanax gaue good order to the ſtrengthning 
of theſicge, fortitying themſclues, (o as they feared no more any ſuch ſodaine onſer, 
asthat of Anaxims. And they within ( by reaſon of Araxims hurt, but eſpecially of 
Amphialus is) gaue themſclues onely to adiligent watch 8 ward, making no fallies 
our,but committing the principall cruſt to Zoilus & Lycurgus. For Anaxius was yet 
forced to keepe his ber, And as for Amphialus,his had ſuchwounds, and 
hegaue ſuch wounds to his minde, as caſily it could not beedetermined, whether 
death or he made the greater haſt one tothe other.: for when the diligent care of 
cunning Chirurgians had broughtlife to the poſſeſſion of his own right, Sorrow & 
Shame(like rwo corrupted ſeruants)came waiting of it,perſwading nothing burthe 
giving ouer of it ſelfe to deſtruſtion. They layd before his eyes his preſent caſe, 
painting cuery pores of it in moſt ygly colours : they ſhewed him his loue wrap- 
in deſpaire;hisfame blorred by oucrthrow;ſo tharit before he languiſhed, be- 
cauſe he could not obtaine his deliring,hee now lamenged, becauſe heedurſt not de- 
ſireche obrayning, Recreant Amphialus (would he ſay tohimſelfe)how dareſt thou 
entirle thy ſelfe the louer of Philoclea, that haſt neither ſhewed thy ſelfe a faithfull 
coward, nor a valiant rebell, but both rebellious and cowardly,which no law can 
quite,nor grace hauepittic of ? Alas life, whar lirtle pleaſure thou doeſt mce,to giue 
me nothing bur ſenſe of reptoch,and cxercile of ruinefI would (ſ{weere Philocles)L 
had dicd, before thy eyes had ſcene my weakenelle : and then perchance with ſome 
ligh thou wouldeſt hauc confeſled, thou had(t loſt a worthy cruant. But now, cay- 
tife that Lam, what cuer Ihauc done, ſerucs but to build vp my ciuals glorie. To 
theſe ſpeeches he would couple ſuch geſtures of vexation, and would fortific thege- 
ſtures with ſuch effeRs of furie,as ſometimes offering ocare vp his wounds, ſom- 
times to refulerheſuſtenance of meat, and counſel! of Phyfirions,that hisperplexed 
mother was driucn to make him by force to be tended, with extreame corſey to her 
ſelfe, and annoyance to him : till inthe end he was contented to promiſe her, hee 
ghe be troubled by 
no bodie bur onely his Phyſitions : his mclancholy deceſting all companic,ſo asnor 


uernement of all things in her ownc hands, to ſarisheher ſonnes loue by their yeel- 
ding,or {atisficher owne rcucnge in their puniſamenr.. Yet firſt, becauſe fhee would 
be «i from. outward force, thee: fent-a'meſſenger to the camperodenounce 
vo Baſiliuegharif hee did notpreſendly-maile bis iegs, heewould cauſe the heads 
of the three Ladies, priſoners, to bee cut off before hus.cyes. And to makehim the 
moxe fcatc a preſent performance, ſheecauſcd his two daughters and Zelmaneto bee

Cecropiaſcemed much to be moued by her importunirie, ſo as divers dayeswere 
worine of paincfull life ro rhe excellent Phrtoclea® while Zelnane ſutfercd ſome hope 
tocheriſh her minde, eſpecially ruſting vpon che helpe:of Muſidarus;, who ( ſhee 
knew ) would nor be idle in this marrer, till onemorniog: anoyſe awaked Zelmare, 
from whoſeouer watchful mind, the tired bodie had ſtolnea littleflcepe: & ſtraighe | 
with the firſt openingof hereyes, Caretaking his wonted place, fheran rothewit- 
dow which looked into the hall ( forthiat way the noiſe guided her ) &rhere might 
ſlice ſee {the curtaine being lefr open euer fince thetaft execution) ſeuen orerghe 
perſons inaclultet ypon the fcaffold: who-by and by retyring themſelues, nothing 
wasto be (cenethercupon, bur a baſcnof gold pitifylly cnamelled-with bloud;and 
inthe midſt of it,che head of the moſt beannfull Philoctea. The horriblenelle of the 
miſchicfe was ſuch, as Pyrocles could nor ar firſt belecuehis owne:ſcoſes; but bene 
hit wofull eyescodiſcerne it better : where too well he might ee itwas Philec/ras 
(elfe, having ao yeile, bur beautie ouer her face, which tillappeared to be alaney 
p 0 
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fo did thoſceyes ſhine, cuenas they were wont, and they were wont more thenan 
other : and ſomerimncs as they moued, it might well make the beholder thipke; thar 
death therein had borrowed her beautie, and not they any way diſgraced by death, 
fo fweetc and piercing a gracethey carricd with them. 

It was not a pitic, it was not an amazement, it was not a ſorrow which then layd 
hold on Pyrecles,but a wilde furic of deſperate agonie: lo that he cried out, O tyrant 
heauen, traytor earth, blind providence, no iuſtice; how isthisdone ? how is this 
ſuffercd?hath this world a goucrnmenr? If ic haueler it powreomall his miſchicf; 

me,& ſee whether it haue power ro make me morewretced then I am. Did fhe 
excell forchis?hauc I praycdfor this? abhominable hand that did ic;deteſtablediuel 
that commanded it;curſcd light that beheld it: ant if thelight becurſed , whar 
then mineeycs that hauc ſeene it? Andhaucl (ge Phi dead, anddoe 1 live? 
and haue I liucd not to helpe her, but to ralkeaf her Rand I ſtill ralking ? 
And with that(caried by the madnefle of angui nga readier way to kill 


himſelfe ) heranne as hard as cuer he could wuh higfhad : wall, with in- 
tention to brainchimſclfe : bur rhe haſt ro docit made the the ſlower. For as 


hecamc co giuethe blow, his footetripr, ſoas it came not wiſh the fullforce : yer 
forcible enough to ſtrike him downe;& withall tadepriue tuo of his ſenſe, fot 
he lay a while comforted by the hurt, in that hefclenor his-diſcomforr. | 

And when he came againe to himſclfe,he heard,orhe thought he heard a yoyce 

which crycd,Reucog, Reuengeyatohim, whether indcede it were his good An- 
gal, which v{cd that voyce rothyy him from vnnaturall murdering of himſelfe; ot 

t his wandering ſpirits li pon tit conceit,and by their weakenelſe (ſub- 
ic to apprehcnſions) ſuppoled they it. Butthat indeeede;, helped with V cr- 
rue, 8 her yaliant ſeruant Anger, frompreſent deſtroying of himelfe: 
yeelding in rcaſon and manhood, firlt g@deltroy man,woman and childe, that were 
any way of kinne tothem thar wereaccelfarieto this cruelricy then to raze the Ca- 
ſtle,and to build a ſumpruous monument tor her ſiſter, and a moſt ſumpruous for 
herſelfe,and then himſclfe rodic ypon herrombe. This determining in himſelfeto 
doe,& to ſecke all meanes how (for that purpoſe) to getour of priſon : hewas con- 
tem a While to beare therhirlt of death : a yer went he againe to the window;to 
kiſſe the beloued head with his eyes; butthere aw hee nothing bur the ſcaffold, all 
couered ouer with ſcarler,and norhing but ſolitaricſilence to mourne this miſchiefe. 
But then, Sorrow hauing diſperlſt ir ſclfe from his heart, into all his noble parrs;it 
proclaimed his authoririe,in cries and teares, not with a more gentle-dolctulneſe 
could powre out his iowardeuill, 

Alas(fid he)and is that head taken away too,fo ſoone from mine eyes ? What, 
mine cycs, perhaps they cnuie the excellencie of your ſorrow ? Indeede , there is 
nothing now left to becometheeyes of all mankinde; bur tearcs : and woe bee to 
mc, if any exceede mee in wofulnelle, I doe coniureyou all my ſenſes, ro accept no 
obic@ bur of ſorrow, be aſhamed, nay,abhorretorhinke of comfort. nhappy eycs 
you haue ſcene too much, thatcuer the light ſhould bee welcome to you : vnhap- 
py cares, youſhall neuer heareche muſickeof mulicke in her yoice': ynhappy heart 
that haſt liucd to feele theſe pangs. 'Thou haſt donethy worſt , VVorld, and cutled 
be thou, and curſed art thou, fince to thine owne (elfe thou haſt done the work 
thou couldſt doe. Exiled Beautie, let onely now thy beautiebee blubbered faces. 
Widowed Muſicke,lct nowthy tunes berorings, and lamentations. Orphane Ver- 

rue, get thee wings, andflic after her into! heauen: here is no dwelling place for 
thee. Why liucdI, alas? Alas why loued I ? Todiewtetched,and to bet 77

of the heatietis hate? And hare andfpare tior, for your worlt blow is ſtriken. Sweet 
Philacka,thou art'gone,and haſt carried with thee my loue;and halt left thy love in - 
mc,andI wreeched mandoe liuc; 1!iue; todiccontinually,till thy reucnge do giue 
meleaue to die:and then dic I will,my Philoclea,my heart willingly makes this pro- 


* miſe ro it ſelfe, Surely hedid nbt looke ypon thee, thar ganethe cruellblow, for no 


eye could haucabidden to ſee ſuch beautie ouerthrowne by ſuch miſchiefe. Alas; 
why houldthey diuideſuch a head from ſucha body? no other body is worthy of 
that head;no-other head is worthy of thar body: O yer,if I hadraken my laſt leaue, 
if I might haueraken a holy kifle from thatdying mouth. Where art thou Hope, 
which promiſeſt neuer ro leauc a man while helincrh?ret me,whar canſt thou hope 
fot 2 nay tell mee, what is there that I would willingly hope after ? Wiſhing powee 
(which is accounted infinite ) what now is left cowilh for ? Shee is gone, and gone 
with herall my hope, all my wiſhing. Loue, bee aſhamed ro bee called loue : crue!l 
Hate, ynſpeakeable Hate is yitorious ouer thee. Who is there now left, that can 
iultifie chy ryrannic,and give reaſon ro thy paſſion?O cruell diuorce of the ſiyeereſt 
mariage that ever was in Nature : Philotlea is dead, and dead is with herall good- 
nelſe, all ſweeteneſke, all excellencie. Philoclea is dead, and yet life is not aſhamed to 
contiue ypon the earch. Philoclex is'dead : 6 deadly word, which contayneth in 
it ſelfe the yttermoſt of all misforcuncy. But happy word when thou ſhalt be faid of 
me;and long irſhall not be, beforeit befaid. 

Then ſtopping his words with ſighes, drowniog his lghes in teares, anddrying 
againe his tcares in rage, hee would fita'while in a wandring muſe, which repreſen- 
red nothing bur vexations ynto him : then throwing himſelfe ſometime vpon the 
floote,and ſomerimes ypon the bed:then'vp againe, rill walking was weanſomeand 
reſt loathſome: & ſo neither ſufferi ,or {leepeto helpe his afflited narure, 
allthar day and night hee did nothing bit weepe Philoclea, ligh Philoclea,and cric 
our Philsclea;rill asit happened ( ar that time his bed ) coward thedawning of 
theday he heard one ſtirre in his chamber, by the motion of garments , and with 
anangrie yoice asked, VV ho was there. A poore Gentlewoman(anſwered the party) 
that wiſh long life yaro you. And I fodne death ynto you(ſaid he)for the horrible 
curſe you haue giuen me. Cerrainely (aid ſhe) an vnkind anfwer,and farre ynwor- 
thy the excellencie of your minde,but not yulutableto thereſt of your behauiour. 
For moſt part of this night I hauc heard you(being ler into your chamber, you ne- 
ucr petceiuing it,ſo was your mind eſtranged from your ſenſes)and hauc heard no- 
thing of Zelmane, in Zelmane,nothing but weake waylings, firter for ſome nurſe of 
a village, then ſo famous acreature as you are. O God(cried out Pyrocles, tharthou 
werta man that yſeſt theſe words ynto me'I tell chee T am ſorie, 1 tell thee I will be 
fory indeſpite of the,8 all them tharwould haue me ioyfull. And 40-5 thee) 
—_— Philaclea is not dead, whom you ſo much bemone, I would weewere 

h dead on that condition, ſaid Pyrocles. See the folly of your paſſion (ſaid ſhe) as 
though you ſhould be nearer to her, you being dead, and thee aliue , then ſhee bes 
ing dead, and you alive : andif ſhecbedead wasſhee not botte ro die ? whar then 
doe you cticour for? not forher, who muſt haue dicd one time or other; bur for 
tome few yeares : fo as it-is time & this world, tharſeetne ſo louely things, and not 
Philocleayrito you. O noble liſters(cried Pyrocles) now you bee gone who were the 
onely cxalters of all womankinde)what is left in that ſex, bur babling 8 bufineſſe? 
And ory are ſhee) I will yet a little longer trobleyou. Nay;I pray youdoe ( ſaid 
Pyroctes )for I wiſh for nothing in' my ſhort life but miſchiefes 8£cumbers;and Iam 
content youſhall be one of them. In truth (faid ſhE) you would rhinke your __ 2 
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greatly priuiledged perſon,if ſincethetrongeſt building,and laſtingeſt monacchies 
areſubic& to end, onely your Philoctes ( becauſe ſhe is yours) ſhould bee:exempred, 
Bur indeede you bemone your ſelfe, who haue loſt a friend ; yqu cannot her, who 
hath in one a& both preſerued her honour, and left the-milcries of this world. O 
womans philoſophy childiſh folly (faid Pyrocles)asrhough Ido bemone my (clfe : I» 
hauec not reaſan 3 to doc, hauing loſt morethen any monarchy, nay then my life 
can be warth ynto me. Alas (ſaid ſhe)comtart yourſelte, Nature did:not forgerher 
$kill,when ſhe made them: you ſhall ind many cheir luperioun. fe perchance ſuch, 
as ( when your eyesſhall looke abroade ) your {elfe will like better... ' | 
Bur that ſpeech pur all good manners our of the conceitof Pyroclers in ſo much; 
that leaping outot his bed,he'ran to.haue ſtriken her : but comming m— 
morning then winning the field of darknelle) hefaw,orhethought hefaw, : 
theyery face of Philoclea, the ſame ſweetenelle,the ſame grace, the ſame beautic- 
withwhich carried intoadiuine aſtoniſhment, he fell downe ar her feete, Moſt bleG 
{ed Angel (ſaid be ) well haſt thou doneto take that ſhape, lince thoy wouldeſt ſub- 
mit hy cſelfeto morrall ſenſe;for a more Angelicall forme could not haue bin crea- 
ted for thee. Alas, cuen by that excellent beautie,ſo beloued of me, let ic belawfull 
for mee to aske of thee, what is the cauſe thar ſhee, that heauenly creature, whoſe 
forme you hauc taken,ſhould by the heauens be deſtined roſo ynripeanend ? Why 
ſhould yniuſtice ſo preuaile ? Why was ſhe, ſeene to the warld fo ſoone to be raui- 
thed from vs? Why was ſhe not ſuffered taliue,to reach the world perfection ? Doe 
notdecciuethy ſelfc (anſwered ſhee) I am no-Angel; Iam Philoclea; the ſame Phi- 
locka,ſo truly louing you, ſo truly beloued of you; If it bee ſo [ ſaid hee)that you 
arc indeedethe ſoule of Philoclea, you haye done well to keepe your ownefigure: 
for no heauen could have giuen you a better... Then alas = wn ws you taken the 
paines to leaue your bliſſetull ſeate tocome tothis | wretched, to me,who 
am wretchedneſſe ir ſelfe, and not rather obxaine for mee, that I might come where 
youare,there cternally to bchold,and eternally ro loue your beauties ? You know 
(Iknow)thatT delice nothing bur death, which I onely ſtay to be iultly reucnged of 
your vniult murtherers.Deare Pyrocles (laid ſhp) I am ay Philvcles, 8& as yerhwing: 
not murdered, as you ſuppoled, and therefore bee comtorted. And with that gaue 
him her hand. Burche ſweete touch of that hand ſeemed to his eſtrayed powers ſo 
heaucoly athing, that it racher for a while confirmed himin his former belicte : cill 
ſhe with vehement proteſtations(and deſire that ic might be (o, helping to perſwade 
that it was ſo) brought him to yeeld ; yer doubrfullyto yeelde to this height of all 
comfort, chat Phaloclea lined : which witndſſing with teares of joy,Alas ( ſaid hee ) 
how ſhall I beleeue mineeyes any more ? or doc you ye but appcare thus ynto me; 
to ſtay. me from ſome deſperatcend?For alas I ſaw the excellent Pamela beheaded: 
I awyour head ( the head indeede,and chiefe part of all Natures workes) ſtanding 
in a diſh of gold,too meane a ſhrine (God wot )forſich arclike. How-can this bee, 
my onely deare,and youliue?or if this-be not ſo, how can beleeue mine owne ſen- 
ſes? and if I cannot belecue them, why ſhould- I belecue thele bleſſed ridings they 


bring me? | 
Therruthis (aid ſhe) my Pyrocles,that neichcrT ( as you finde) nor yer my deare 
liſter is dexd:although themiſchicuouſly ſurtle Cecropiavied fleights to makeeither 
of ys thinkeſoof orher. For, hauiog in vaineattempted the fartheſt of her wicked 
eloquence to.makecither of vs yeeld to herſonne : & ſeeing thax neigher ir, accom- 
panicd with great flattcries, and rich preſents, could get any ground of ys, nor yet 
the violent way ſhe fell into of cruelly rormentiog our bodies, could preuaile with

vs,atlaſt,ſhce made citherof ys thinke the other dead, and ſo hoped to haue wrelſte4 
our minds to the forgetting of yertue:and firſt ſhe gaue to mine eyes the miſerable 
ſpeacleof my liſters(as I thought)death: but indeede it was not my iſter: it was on- 
ly Arteſia, ſhee who ſo cunningly brought vs to this miſerie, Trucly I am ſory tor 
Lepoore Gearlewoman, though iuſtly ſhee bee puniſhed for her double falſhood :

willing to hauedoneit in carneſt) and ſo had they ſet me,thar I reached but on tip 
rocs to the ground, ſo as ſcarcely I could breathe, much lefſe ſpeake: And truely if 
they had kepr mee there any whit longer, they had ſtrangled mee,in ftecd of behea- 
ding me: but then they tooke me away,and ſeeking to ſee their ifſue of this praiſe 
they found my noble ſiſter ( for the deateloue ſhe youchfafeth to beare mee)fo gre. 
ued withall, that ſhee willed them to doe their yttermoſt cruelric ynto her : for ſhee 
yowed neuer toreceiucſuſtenanceof themthar had beene the cauſers of my taur- 
ther: and finding borh of ys,eucn giuen ouer,not likero live many houres longer, 
and my ſiſter Pamela, rather worſe my ſelfe, ( the ſtrength of her heart worſe 
bearing thoſe indignitics ) the ger woman Cecropia (with the ſame pitic as folkes 
keepe foule, when they are not farre enough for their caring) made vs know her de- 
ccipt,and let ys come one to another;with what ioy you can well imagine, who T 
know feele the like;fauingirhat we onely thought ourſelues reſerued to miſcries, & 
therefore fitter for condoling,chen congratulating. For my parr,I am fully perſwa- 
d&d,it is but-with a belong, to hauc a more fecling ſenſe of the toments thee 
prepares for vs. Trucir is,thatof one of m ians would haue mecto belecue, 
that this proceeds of my gentle couſin Amphtalae whohauing heard ſome iokling 
that wee were cuill intreated, had called his mother ro his bedlade.from whencehee 
neuer roſe ſince his laſt combare, and beſought,and charged her ypon all theloue « 
ſhe barehum,to vſe ys withall kindaeſſe: yowing withall the imprecations he could 
imagine, that ifeucr hee vnderſtood,, for his ſake that I receiucd further hure then 
the want of my liberrie, hee would notliacan houre longer. And the good woman 
__—_ CC his morher, if he gr wc rar 
at Cecropia rom ynderſtandi things W e, oncly ha- 
ving heard a Fhiſporing,and my Aon. (of aboundance, forſorh,of 
honourable loue ) giuen this charge for ysz whereupon this enlargemenc of mine 
was growne : for my partI know too well their cunning (wholcaue no money yn- 
offered that may buy mine honour ) ro belecucany word they ſay, bur ( my deare 
Pyrocles ) cuen looke for the worſt, and prepare thy ſelfe forthe fame. Yer I mult 
conteſle, I was contentto robbe from death , and borrow of my miſcrie theſweere 
comfort of ſceing my ſweere liſter, and moſt ſweere comfort of theemy Pyrocles;) 
Andſohauing leaue, Icame ſtealing into your chamber : where (O Lord ) what a 
ioy it was ynto me,to heare you ſolemnizerhefuncralsof the paore Philocles. Thar 
I my (elſe might liuero heare my death bewailed ? and by whom? by my deare Py- 
recles. That Law death was nor ſtrong chough codividethy loue from me ? O my 
ocles, I am too well payed for my 'paines I haue ſuffered : joyfull is my woe 
vlo noble a cauſe ; and welcome bee all miſerics, finecrorheeLamſo melons 
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Alashow I pittied to hcare thy pittie of mec ; and yet agreat while I conld'nox find 
40 my hcart to interrupt thee, but often had-cuen pleaſure to weepe'with thee : and 
fo kindly came forth thy Iaracotations, that they infoxced mee to lama top, as 
if indecde I had beenealooker on, to ſee poore Philaclea die. Till at laſt I fpake 
with you, totrie whether I could remouc thee from ſorrow;rill Thad almoſt pro. 
cured my ſelfc a beating. And with that ſhe prerily ſmiled; which mingled with her 
reatcs,one could rump” el _ a _— ure, - —_— tfullſor- 
row: but ike when atew Apri are ſcat / a gentle Zephyrus among 
finecolourcd flowers, But Pyracles, who had folr (with.ſo. ſmall diſtance of time) ia 
himſelfe the ouerthrow bothof hope apd deſpaire, knew notto-what key he ſhould 
truce his minde,cirher of ioy- or ſorrow, But finding perftereaſen inneither,ſuffred 
himſelfe to be carried by the tide of his imagination,avdbis imaginations to berai- 
ſed cuen by the'ſway,which heating or ſeeing, 'might _ ynto thera: hee ſaw her 
aliuc,hce was gladto ſec heraliue : heſaw her weepe 4, A 
he hcard her comfortable ſpeeches, nothing maozegladfome : hehnard her progno- 
Kicaring her owne deſtruQtion,vothing moredolefull. Butwhen hee had a lirtle ta- 
ken breath from rhe panting motion of ſuch contrarieticsin paſſions, he fell ro: con- 
fider with her of her eſtate, both comforting her, that certaincly thewort of 
this torme waspaſt,lince they had done the worſt, which mans wit could 
imaginc : andthat.if they bad ined to haue killed her, now they would haue 
done it : andalſo carneſtly counſclling her, and enabling his counſels with yehe- 
ment prayers ; thatihee would fo farre {ſecond the hopes of abs, as thar ſhee 
might but procire him libertic ; promiſing then as much to her,, asthe liberalicie 
of louing courage durſt promiſeto himſclie. | 

But = could liuely deſcribe che manner of theſe ſpeeches, fhould paint om 
the/ightſome colours of affeftion , ſhaded with the deepeſt ſhadowes of ſorrow, 
finding then berwcene hope and feare, a kinde of ſweeteneſſein teares : till Philectes 
content torecciue a kifle, and but a kille of Pyrocles, ſealed vp his moaning lips, and 
cloſcd them vp in comfore : and her-ſclfe ( tor the paſſage was leftbetweene them 
open) went to herſiſter : with whom ſheſtayed but awhile, fortifyitig oneanother 
» ( while Philoclea tempered Pamelas inlt difdainc , and: Pamels en  Philocleas 
ſweerte humblcncfic ) when Amphialur care ynto themes: who ncucr ſince hee had 
heard Philocles named, could be quiet in himſclic , althongh none of rhem about 
him ( fearing more his mothers violence then his power) would difcoucr what 
had paſſed : and many mcflengers hee ſent to know het eſtate, which, brought an-

fortunace aftefion ; more and more miſgiuing him, haning impaticatly borne the

But Pawelas high heart ( hauing copceiued mortall hate forthe injury offered 
to her and her ſiſter)could fcarcely abide his ſight, much leſk heare onr his excules 
bur interrupted him with theſewordes, Triytor(Gaid ſhee) ro thine owne bloud, 88 
falſe to the profeſſion of ſo much loue as thou haſtvowed,doe notdefile our earcs 
with thy cxcuſcs; but purſue on thy crueltie,thar thou and thy godly morher _ 
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vicd cowards vs: for my part, aſſure thy ſelfe,and fo doI anſwer for my liter (whoſe 
minde I know ) Ido not moredeſire mine owne faferie chenghy deſtrution. Ama- 
zcd with this ſpeech,he turned hiseye,full of humble ſorrowtulneſle, ro Philoclea. 
And is this( moſt excellent Lady) your doome of me alſo ? She,ſweet Lady,fatc 
ceping: for as her moſt noble kinſman ſhee had cuer fauourcd him, and loued 
his loue, though ſhee could nor bein loue with hisperſon : and now partly vakind- 


'  nefſeof his wrong, partly pity of his caſe, made her ſweere mind yeeld ſome teares, 
. before thee could anſiver z 'and her anſwer was no. other, but char ſhee had the ſame 
cauſe as her fiſter had, Hee replicd no-furcher,bur deliueringtrom his heart two or 


'chree ( vnraughr ) ſighes', role , and with moſt low reucrence, went our of their 
chatnber : and ſtraighr by threarning torture, lcaracd of oneof the women, in 


what terrible manner thoſe Princeſles had beene vied. Bur when he heard it,crying 


out, O Godz and then not able ro ſay any more ( for his ſpecch went backe to re- 
bound woe ypon his heart) hee neededno indge to go vpon him:for no man could 
.cucrthinke any orher worthy of greater puniſhment, then hee thought himſelfe. 
-Full therefore of the horribleſt. deſpaire ; which a GOD conſcience could 
breed, with wild looks promiſing ſome terrible iſſue, vnderitanding his mother was 
ypon the top of the leads, hee caughc one of his ſcruants{wordes from him , and 
noneof them daring to ſtay hinyhee wene vp, carricd by fury, in ſtecd of ſtrength, 
where ſhe was at that rime,muling howrorgoc thorough with this marter, and re- 
ſoluing ro make much of her Neeces..in ſhew, and ſecretly to impoyſon themy 
think1ng fiacechey were not to be woltnc, her ſonneslouc would no orherwiſe bee

chicfe{whom ſhe loued ſowell) before herend; when ſhee conteſt (with moſt delpe- 
rate, bur not repenting minde )rhepurpoſe ſhe had to impoyſon the Princefles,and 
would then hauc had murdered. Burcuery body ſecing, &glad to ſee herend, 
had left obedience to her tyrannie. 
 And( if ir could be)her ruine increaſed woein the noble heart of Amphialus,who 
when he ſaw her fall, had his ownerage ſtaycd a httle with the ſodaineſle of her de- 
ſtruſtion. And was IT not enough ET I he)bur-char before my cnd 
I muſt be thedeath of my mother ?who how wicked ſocuer, yer I would ſhee had 
received her puniſhment by ſorne other. O Anphialus, wretched Ampialus,thou 
haſt lined to bee the death of thy moſt deare companion and friend Philoxenus, 
and of his father hy moſtcareful foſter-farher. Thou baſt lived to kill a Lady with 
thine owne hands, and ſocxcellent andvertuous a Lady as the faire Parthenia was: 
thou haſt liucd ro ſcethy faichfull 1ſaenzs (laine in ſuccouring thee, and thow nor a+ 
ble co defend him : thou haſt liucd ro ſhew thy ſelfe fuch a coward, as that one yn- 
knowne knight could oucrcome rhee in thy Ladies preſence ito ſhaſt liucd ro beare 


armes againſt chy righfull Prince,thine own vncl@rhou haſt liucd co be accounted, 


&in{lly accountcd atraytor,by the moſt —_—_ perſons thar this world aqgy' + : 
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thou haſt lived to be rhe death of Her, that gaue thee lite. Bur ah wretched AwiPhia- 
{thou haſt liued, far thy fake, and by thy amhorice.co banc P/zlocleatormented, 
O heauens, in Amphialus caſtle, where Amphialxs commannded ; rormented , ror- 
mented ? Torment of my ſoule , Philociearomiented, and thou halt had fuch com- 
fort in thy life,as toliac all tis white. Perchance this hand (vied onely to miſchue. 
uous a&es)thinks ir were too good adecde10:kill me;oretiefithy hand,only wor- 
thy to kil women, thou artaffraid to ftrikea wan. Feare notcowardly hand, for thou 
ſhalt kill but a cowardly traytor:and do irgladhyfor thou halt kill him whom Ph. 
lockea haterh. Wirh chat furioully he raxc open his doublet and ſerring the porame! 
of the ſword to hegmnad ado to his-breaſt, he tel-ypon ir. Bucthe ſword 
more mercifull then he co him(elfc;wath che ſliping of thepommel,the pointſwar. 
ucd,and razed him bur ypon the fide: yer with the fall, his acher wounds opened ſo, 
ashe bled inſuch extremiric,char Charons boatc might very well bee carried in that 
floud: which yer he ſought to haſten by this. meas, As heopendd his doubler & fe, 
there fell out Phalocleas knives, which Cecyopes atthe firſt had taken fromher,& deli. 
uered ro-her ſonne ; & he had cuer worne them next his heart,as the ondy rdlike he 
had of his Saint:now ſeciug them by him his (word being lo, as weakenefle could 
not well draw it our from hisdoubler)he tooke the kniues, and pulling opvcof them 
out, and many times kiſſing ir,and then; fit with che paſhons of kindnefſce and yr- 
kindnefle melring in teares : O.dearekniues,youare comein good time; to revenge 
the wrong I haue done you all this whi!czinkeeping youſnomher blefled fide; and 
wearing, you without your miſtreffe leaue.

ro their preſent eſtate) earneſtly perſwaded the two liſters, that to-auoide the miſe 
chicfes of proude outrage, they would onely ſo farre ſutetheir behauiour ro their 
eſtates,as might winne time; which as it could notbring them to-worſe caſe 
then they were, ſo it might bring forth ynexpetted relicfe. And why ( faid Pamels) 
ſhall weeany longer flatter aducriitic ? Why ſhould wee delight co makeour ſelues

Nothing gricucs me more, then thatyou, noble Ladic Zelmane, (to whom the 
world «Jr hauc made ys able todoe honour ) ſhould receiue onely hurt by the 
contagion of our miſeric. As for meand my liſter, yadoubtedly it becomes our 
birth to thinke of dying nobly, while we hauec doneocſulſered, nothing, which 
might make our ſoule aſhamed at the parture from theſe bodics, Hope is the faw- 
ning traytor of the minde, while ynder colour of friendſhip, itrobs1gof his chicfe 
forceof reſolution. Vertuous and faire w_ ſaid Zehmane) what you ſay is true, 
and that truth may well make vp apart in the harmonie of your noble thoughts, 
Bur yer the time ( whichought — to be one ) is not tunedforit ; whilethar 
may bring forth any good, doc not barre your ſclfe thereof : for then will be che 
time todic nobly, when you cannot liue nobly. Then ſo carneſtly thee perſwaded 
with them both, to referre rhemſelues to their fathers conſent ( in obtayning 
whereof they knew ſome while would beſpent ) and by that mcanes to temper the 
mindes of their proude wocrs ; that in the end Pamela yeclded to her becauſe ſhee 
ſpake reaſon; and Phriloclea yeelded to her reaſon becauſe ſhee ſpakeir. 

And ſo when they were againe ſolicited in that little pleaſing petition ; Pamels 
forced herſelfero make anſwer to Anaxius, thar if her father gauc his conſear ſhe 
would make her ſclfe beleeue, that ſuch was the heauenly determination, ſince ſhee 
had no meancs toauoide it.

The meſſenger wirh ſpecde performed his Lords commandement t0 Baſolires) 
who by ear 1a by ſuperſtition madedoubeefull, was loth totake any mar- 
terof armes in hand, whercin alrcady hehad found foflowetuccelle, ; 
leizx vehemently vrged him therenneo, making him (ce that hisreriring backed1d 
encourage iniurics. Bur Baſilius berwixt the feare of Avaxims might, the paſſion 
of his loue,aod icalouſic of his tare, was fo perplexed chat norable co- determine, 
hee tooke the common courleof men, to fie onely then to deuotion, when the 
want reſolution : therefore detayning the meflenger with delayes hee deterred: the 
directing of his courſe co the counſell of 4polo , which becauſe Hithlcife ar that 
time could nor well go to require, he carrulted the macter ro his beſt truſted Phila 
#ax: wh ( as onein whom obcdicnce was aſufficicat reaſon ymo him) wentwith 


diligence to Delphos,where being cntred into the ſecret place of the Termple,& ha» 
ning iforme] the ſacrifices yſuall, che ſpirit that pole Te 
man,with a fGacred fury attended not hisdemand, bar as if ir argue him of in- 
ceedulitic, told him, not in darke wonted ſpeeches, bur plainely ro bee ynderſtood, 
what he came for,and that hee ſhould rerurne to Baſiline, and will him rodenie His 
daughters to Anaxius & his brothers, for that they werereſerued for ſuch as wete 
better beloued of the .Tharhe ſhould nor doabr,for they ſhould rerarnevys. 
tohim fafely and fpeedily. And thathe ſhould keepe on his folirarie courk, till both 
Philanax and Baſilius fully agreed in the vnderſtanding of the former prophecie: 
withall commanding Philazax from thenceforward to giue tribure, but zoroblul 
tioita humaine wiſedome, h | 
Philanax then finding that reaſon cannot fhew itſelfe morereaſorable, then tv 
laue: reaſoning in things abouec reaſon, returnes to his Lord, and like one that 
preferced truth beforeche maintayning of an opinion, hid nothing from him;pot 
from theaceforth durſt any more diſſwade him from that which bee found by the 
ccleſtiall prouidence direQed ; bur he himlſelfe looking to tepairerhe gouctnerneat 
2 much as in ſo broken an eſtate by ciuilldifſention he might, and forcitying with 
notable arte, both the Lodges, ſo as they were almoſt made ynapprochable, hee left 
#5 to bemone the ablenceof his daughters, and to bewaile the impriſonment 
f Zelmane: yer wholly given holily to obey the Oracle, he gaue a reſolme nega- 
tiue vatothe meſſenger of Anexius,who all this while had wayred for it, yet in;good 
termesdeſiring him toſhew himſclfe,in reſpeR of Mis birth and profefſion, fo Prince- 
ly a knight, as without forcing him ro ſeckethe _— force, to deliver in noble 
fort thoſe Ladies vnto him,and ſo ſhould the iniuric have beene by Amphielas, and 
the bencfirin him. | 


The meſſenger wet backe wich this anſwere, yer having euer vſcd ro h_ = 8 
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thing which his Maſter was to receiuc, heetold him, that when Baſilizs firſt ynder- 
ood his delires, it did ouer-reach ſo farreall his moſt hopefull expeRarions, that 
hethoughr it were to greata boldneſſero hearken roſuch a man, m whom thehea- 
uens had ſuch intereſt, wirhour asking the goddes counſell, and therefore had ſent 
his principall Counſeller to-De hes, whoalthough hee: kept the marter never ſoſe- 
cret, yethus diligence, inſpired by 4naxius priuiledge ouer all worldly things, had 
foundour the ſecret, which was, thathee ſhould nor preſume to marry his daugh. 
ter to one, who alrcady wascnrolled among the demie-goddes, and yer much lefſe 
he ſhould dare the attempting to rake them out of his hands. 
Anaxims, who till then had made Fortune his creator,and force his God, now 
began to finde another wiſedome to be aboue, that iudged ſo rightly of him: and 
where in this time of his ſeruants wayting for Baſ#lisreſolution, hee and hisbro- 
thers had courted their Ladics, as whom they youchſafed ro haue for their wines, 
hereſolued now todally no longer in delayes, bur to make violence his Oratour, 
ſince he had found perſwaſions had gotten nothing but anſwers. Which intention 
hee opened to his brothers, who having all this while wanted nothing to rake that 
away bur his authoritic, gaue ſpurres tohis runnings ; and ( worthy men ) neither 
fecling yertue in themſclues, nor rendering it in others,they went ro make 
that cuill conſort of loue and force, when-Anaxims had word, that from the Tower 
there were deſcried ſome companies of armed men,marching rowards the Towne, 
whercfore hee gauc preſent order to his ſeruants and ſouldicrs, ro goctorhegares 
and walles, leauing none within but himſelfe and his brothers : his thoughts then 
ſofull of their intended prey, that Mars his lowdelt trumpet could ſcarcely haue 
awakcd him, | 
But while hee was direQing what bee would haue done, his yongeſt brother 
Zoilks glad that he had the commiſſion, wear in the name of Azax1z: , to tell theſi» 
ſters, that ſince, he had anſwere from their father,that hee and his brother Lycurgue 
ſhould haue them in what ſort it pleaſed chem, that they would now graunri chem 
no longer time, bur preſently roderermine, whether they thoughtit morchonou- 
rable comfort to be compelled, or perſwaded. Pamela madehim: anſwere, thatin a 
marter whereon the whole ſtare of her life depended,and wherein ſhee had eueran- 
ſwered ſhe would nor lead, bur follow her parents pleaſure,ſhe thought ir reaſon ſhe 
' ſhouldcither, by letter, or particular meſſenger vndexſtand fomething from them 
ſclues and not haue their belicfe bound to the report of their partiallſeruant,8 rher- 
fore as to theirwords,ſhe & her ſiſter had euer aſimple & true reſolution, ſo. againſt 
their yuiuſt force , God they hoped , would cither atme their liucs, or rake: away 
their lives. Well Ladies ( ſaidhee) Iwill leaue my brothers, who by and by will 
come ynto you, to betheirowne Ambaſſadors : for my part,J muſt now doe my 


begin a pauen,he went toward Zelmane. But Zelmane (hauing had allthis whileof 
the ite 
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forchead vnto her: for Zoilus ſmacking his kippes,as for the Prologueot a kille,and 
ſomcching aduancing himſelic,Darling(ſaid he) lerthy heart betull of itoy,and1ce 
thy farrc eyes be of counſel withir, for rhisday thou fhalr have Zorlus, whom many 
hauclonged for.; bur none ſhallhauchim bur Zeimane., And oh ! how much glo+ 
ricI haue to thinke whatarace will be berweene ys ! The world, by the heanens,the 
world will be roo lice for cham. And wuh that, hee would hauc puthis armeabour 
her necke;bur ſhe withdrawiog her ſelfe from him, My 'Lord(faid ſhe) muchgood 
may yourthoughts doe you: bur that I may nut diflemblewith you, my natiuitic 
being caſt by one chat neuer fayled in anyof his prognoſticarions, I bane becne a(- 
ſured, rhat I fhonkd neuer bee apt to beare children. Burfioceyou will honour mee 
with fohigh fauour, I muſt onely delwetharT may pertormea vow which I made 
among my countrey-women,the famous 4azoxs,thar I would nener marry none, 
but ſuch one as was able to wathftand mee in armes : thercfore, before I make mine 
owne.dclire ſeraiceable to yours, you muſt youchlate to lend mee armourand wea- 
pons,thatac lcalt, witha blow or cwoof the ſword, I may nor find my felfeperiured 
ro my ſcife, Bur Zoilas (laughing with a hearty loudact ) went by force toem- 
brace her, making no other anſwere, but fince ſhee had a mindetortriehis Kuightr. 
hood,ſhe ſhould quickely know whata man of armeshe was;and(o, without reuc- 
rence tothe Ladies,:began ro ftruggle with her. | 
Burin Zelmazerthen Diſdaine became wiſcdome,and Anger gaue occafion. For 
abiding nolonger aboad 1n the marter,ſhe that Had nor pur off, though ſhe had dif 
guiſed ny farrefallcr of ſtrong mmblenelle, - fcere, ſo thathce 
tell downcar hers, And withall (meaning topurſuc whar thee had begun) puld our 
his (word which hee wareabouc him : but betore ſhee could ftrike himwithall, hee 
nn fairechamber, where hechad left his rwo brerhren, preparing 
emelucs to comedownero their Miſtreſles. Bur ſhefoflowed arts hcoeles, and 
cucn as he cametothrow himſelf ito cheirarmes for ſuccour, (he hit him warhhis 
0 @ rs ablow ypon the waſte,that Rm cut him aſuuder : onccſhe 
undred his ſoule from his body, ſending it co Proſerpinaan angry goddefie againſt 
rauilhers.Bur Anax#xs,ſccing betore kiveyercde miſerable endo hisbrocher,fallec 
of deſpice chen wrath and yerfullerof wrarh chen (ocrow, looking wich 2 wokull 
eye vpoa his brother Lyc«rgws, Brother, ſaid hee, chaſtiſe chis vile creature, while [ 
goe downe, and cake order leaſt farther miſchiete ariſe: and ſo went downetorhe 
Ladies, whom heviſcd, doubting there had bin (ome further pratiſe cheayer hoe 
conceiaed. Bur finding tem onely ſtrong in paricnce, heewent and lockr a grear 
Iron gate, by which onely anybody might mount to that parrof the Caftle rather 
toconcealc the ſhame of his brother flaine by a woman, then for dour of any orher 
annoyance: & then went vp to receive ſome comfortof theexeemion hee was ſure 
his brochcr had done of Zelmane. But Zelmane no ſooner ſaw thoſe brochers , of 
whom Reaſon aflured herthe was roexpetr .bacthar ſhe leaptro a Targer, 
as one that well knew cheficſt marke of valout ro bedefence. And then accepting, 
the opportunitie of _U#axins going away, ſheewayred not the pleaſure of Lyrar- 
g#,burt without any words ( which the cuer thought vaine, when reſolution tooke 
the place of perfwaſion Jaauc her owneheart the contenement robe the aſlailer. Ly + 
eros who was in the diſpoſition ofhis nature harardouſe, &byche lucky paſhng 
through many dangers, growneconfident in himſelfe, went toward her,rarher as.to 
aſpoilerhen to a fight;ſo farre from feare, thar his aſſuredneſle diſdained ro hope. 
Bur when her fiyvord made demonſtrarions aboue all Alacteric of arguments, and 


that hee found ſhe prealt ſo ypou him, as ſhewod that her courage ſprang ——_ 
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blindedeſpaire, but was guarded both with cunning and ſtrength : ſclfe-louethen 
ficſt in him diuided it ſelte from vaine-glory, and made him finde that the world of 
worthineſſc had not his whole Globe compriſed in his breaſt, but that it was nece(- 
ſaric to have ſtrong reſiſtance againſt ſo ſtrong aflailing. And ſo berwecn them, for 
a few blowes, Mars himſelfe might haue beene delighted to looke 0n. But Zelmane, 
who knew that in her caſc ſlowneſle of yictoric was little bertet then ruine,with 
the bellowes of hare, blew the fire of courage; and hee ſtriking a maine blow ar 
her head , ſhee warded it with the ſhicld, bur ſo watded, that the ſhicld was cur in 
two pecces while ir proteRed her : and withall ſhee ranne into him, and thruſting 
at his breaſt, which hee pur by with his Target, as hce was lifting vp his ſword to 

ſtrike againe, ſhee ler fall rhe = of her ſhield, and with her let hand catching 

his ſword of the infide of the pommell, with nimble and ſtrong {leight, ſhee had 

gotten his{word our of his hand, before his ſenſecould con ay to his 1imagination 

nlt one ſhield, meaning 


whar was to bee doubted. And having now two ſwords agai 
not fooliſhly ro bee yngratcfull ro good fortune, while hee was no more amazed 
with his being ynweaponed, then with the ſuddenefle thereof, ſhee gaue him ſuch 
a wound ypon his head,in deſpite of the ſhiclds ouer-weake reſiſtance, thar withall 
hee fell tothe ground, aſtoniſhed with the paine, and agaſt with feare. Bur ſcei 
Zelmane ready to conclude her victory in his death, bowing vp his head to her,wi 
a countenance thar had forgotten all pride, Enough excellent Lady aid hee, the 
honour is yours : whereof youſhall want the beſt witnelle, if you kill mee. As you 
hauctaken from menthe glory of manhood, returne ſo now againeto your owne 
ſex for mercic. I will redecmemy life of you with no ſmall ſeruices ; for I will vn- 
dertake ro make my brother obey all your commandements, Grantlife, I beſecch 
you,for your owne honour, and for the perſons ſake that you loue beſt. Zelmane 
repreſta while her great heart, cirher diſdaining to beecruell or pitifull , & rhere. 
fore notcruell :'& now the image of the humane condition, began to beean Orator 
ynto herof compaſſion, when ſhee ſaw,as it hee ifred yp hisarmes with a ſuppliants 
gracc,about one of rhem,yohappily tied, a garter with a iewell, which(giucn to Py- 
rocles by his aunt of T heſſalia,& greatly eſteemed by him)he had preſented to Phile. 
clea, & with inward rage promiſing extreame- hatred , had ſcene Lycurgws with 2 
proude force, 8 not without ſome hurtynto her,pull away from Philoclea, becauſe 
at intrcary ſhe would not giue it him. But the ſight of that was like a cypher,fignify- 
ing all thc iniurics which Philoclea had of him ſuffred,and that remembrance fec- 
ding vpon wrath, troddowneall conceits of mercie. And thereforeſaying no more, 
but, No villaine,die:it is Philocleathar ſends thee this token for thy loue. With that 
ſhee made her ſword drinke thebloud of his heart,though he wreſting his bodic,and 


with a countenance prepared to excuſe, would taine haue delayed the receiving of 


deathes Ambaſſadours. Bur neither that ſtayed Zelmanes hand , nor yet Anaxius 
cric yntoher; who hauing made faſt the iron gate, euen then cameto the zoppe of 
theſtaires,when contrarie to all his imaginations, hefaw his brother lic ar Ze 

mercy. Therefore crying,promiling, &rhreatning ro her tro hold her hand : rhe laſt 
grone of his brother was the only anſwer hecould ger ro his ynreſpetedeloquence. 
Bur then Pitie would faiac haue drawnereares, which Fury in their ſpring dryed, 
and Anger would fainc haue ſpoken, but that Diſdaine ſealed vp his lips: bur in his 
heart hceblaſphemed heaucn, that it could haueſuch a power ouer him ; no lcflea- 
ſhamed of the yiRory heſhould hauc of her, then of hisbrothers ouerthrow : and 
no more(ſpited that it was yet ynreucnged,then that the reuengeſhould beno grea-

The fire of rage then burning contempt out of his breaft, did burſt forth in 
flames through lis eyes,and in fmoake from his mouth;ſo that he was returning 
with a terrible madnefle-(all the ſtrength of bis whole body transferred to the 
one band for a {ingular ſeruice)) which rhe reſolute Zelmane did carneſtly ob- 
ſerue with a prouidently al-deſpiling courage, whileſt the cares of Anvaxize were 
ſuddenly arreſted by a ſound, whereof they were onely capable, which (ſincein 
conſort with his owne-humour Jeould oncly of him with authoritice haue chal- 
lenged a due attendance: ſtraight a martiall noyſe (raiſed by the violence of 
Invaders; and diftratedneſle of others, dreadfully tumultuous) giving bim in- 
relligence what a bloudie Scene was ating witbour in the Court ofthe Caſtle, 
where he was expected as a ſpecial] Ator; though hiscye (as barbingerof his 
blow)had already marked the roome wher his bendedarme threatncd to lodge 
it; ye bis feete did ſo ſuddenly ravith away thereſtof his body, thar cuen his 
owne thoughts (much more Zelmanes) were preuented by the ſaddennes of his 
flight,a flight indeed, not from the fighting with one, but cothe fighting with 
many,where he did looks for an obiet worthy of the wrath of Azzaxim, So 
that vanithing away, as carried in a cloud of whirle-wind, Ze/mane cicher could 
not,or elſe would not,reach bim : as diſdaining the baſe aduantaceot thoſe dil- 
honourable wounds, which,though greateſt ſhame to the flying recciucr, can 
giueno glorieto the vnreliſted giuer, 

T he impetuous ſtorme that tranſported the ſpirit of 4nzaxiwe, bad quickly 
blowne him downe the ſtaires,and vp the doore, his ſword vſhering his way, till 
his eyes were encountred with the beames of the lightning weapons of a ſmall 
number, which rather ſeemed ſurpriſed within theCaſtle,then to hauc ſurpriſcd 
the Caſtle, Yer they bad ſpeedily purchaſed agreat roome for ſo ſmall a compa- 
nie.challenging as their owneall the bounds that their ſwords could we 
andineff& their cnemies proucd their fewneſſe many, reckoning the blacke 
Knight and his feconds (as ciphers are eſteemed when valued by others, ouer 
which they arc raiſed) not for the number which indeed they were, but for the 
number which they were worth. T hoſe three were quickly knowne by their 
wonted armes ; but more by their wonted valour. T he Court had beene a fit= 
terliſts fortwo,then a field tor ſo many, wherethenarrownes of the place, nor 
. giving place to ſlight, there was no way but by plaine force, ſo that the greateſt 
cowards were as forward as the moſt couragious, feare making them bold, who 
ſaw no refuge but by fighting, which made the conflict exceeding crucl,cither of 
the parties hauing more ſpurres then one to draw bloud, 

The Amphialians, belides their rage for being abuſed by an vnexpeRed ſtra- 
tagem,and rhcir delire to defend the place, being bound both by priuar intereſt 
and publike vowes,they had added further,to make vp the accompliſhment of a 
wit wrath,the meancs of reuenge(as they thought on their Maſters murtherer; 
looking no otherwiſe on the black knight,theason him who had buried al their 
hopes in the ruine of Amphiela,whercof,to their further griefe, they bad been 
idle witneſſes. All this made them defperatly endeuor,thatthe cies of Annaxius 
might be entertained with their viRoric, before his cares could bee burdened 
with their error;chiefely at bis comming, thoſe of his owne traine kindled their 
courage atthe Torches of hiseyes, prodigious Comets of a deluge of bloud. As 
for the purſued purſuers:likethoſe who landing to make war in an Tland, burne 
the ſhips which brought them thither, by the impoſlibilitic of ——_— ro

ſhew the deſperate necellitie of their vitorie; they wereaſſured they could ne 
ther aduance norretire, but ouerthe bellies of their enemies; Yer werethey ng 
ſo deſperate of their retreat,as confident of their vitoric. The blacke Knigh 
chough allthe Giants that tought againſt the Gods had been there, hee thought 
they could not hinder him from going where his heart wasalreadie, nor from 
prevailing where theprize was the deliverie of his Lady,and Friend,the double 
treaſures of his ſoule, whereot any was valued aboue his life, yea, both were bg). 
lanced with his honour ;ſothat he did [hew not only the height of valour,bue 
rauiſhing of his ſoule,and a tranſportation ofmagnanimity,tarre from the leye|] 
of ordinaric aymes,and even ſcarce within the proſpeR of more loftie thought, 
Yetneither Jouc nor courage could blinde his iudgement, in ſeeing his aduan- 
rage : marching with his company eucr next the wall,to preuentthe being com. 
paſſed;thaugh ſometimes making brane ſallies, Which CAnnaxiu at his firf 
approch eſpying,vpbraided his owne troupe,as vnworthy of hisatrendance,and 
all as traytours in receiving,or daſtards in not expelling that (in his eyes) con« 
temned crew,oftcntimes vrging them by their retiring to make way for him, 
and he alone would either beat them ouer the walls, or in the walls: For the 
truth is,they ſeemed all roo ſmall a ſacrifice roappeaſe his bigh indignation. [t 
was a ſuperfluous labour for Ales roinflamehis ſoule with poyſonous inſpira- 
tions : for his ſoule might haue furniſhed all the internall furies with furic, and 
yet hauecontinuedthe moſt furious ofall ir ſelfe. Rage and diſdaine, burning 
his boſome,made him vttera roaring voice, asif his breath bad binableto have 
blowne away the world, which,for the ſound that his ſword made, could not 
diftinaly be vnderſtood. | 

The firſt whom he encountred, lifring his hand to ſtrike, and withall opening 
his mouth,as if intending ſome ſpeech : his propoſition was preuented by ana- 
Qtive anſwere, cutting him from the lips to theeares, ſo by opening his mouth 
reſtraining his ſpcech. The Knight ofthe ſhcepe ſuccecding in his place (avin- 
diQiuc heire) was exchanging blows with Annexims with no diſaduantage, when 
ſuddenly a dart (none knew to whoſe hand the honour of it was due) did 
wound him inthethigh, which hce (doubtfull ro whom he ſtood debtor) did 
pay backe to many {an extraordinaric intereſt) with the death of ſome one 
friuing to defray cuery drop of his bloud. 2 > 

The blacke Knight, blacke indecd to all his aduerſaries, when viewing the 
wonderfull valour of An»axiws (with whom then rivalls in fame he entertained 


a terrible emulation) whar bred terrour in others, bred him contentment; that 


his conqueſt, whereofhee never doubred, might beeendeered by the difficulty, 
and his viorie be honoured by ſo honourableanenemiec,with whom,aboue all 
others,helabourcd to meete,by the ruine ot many making aroome where they 
might fight. 

But in the meane time the torrent ofthe violence of Annexine was interru 
ted by a ſudden tumult; ſeeming to proceed from an ambuſhment broken forth 
from the houſes behind them. And no wonderthoughall thought ſo:the two 
fwords of Zelmaze being riotous in their charges, were ſo couetous to extend 
their confines. She following,or rather(as a Faulcon in an carneft chaſe) flying 
downe the ftairesafter him,did not ouertake Annexius but with her eyes,til] he 
was walled about with the armed multitude, andthen,like a Lioneſſe lately en- 
larged,that had been long familhed in priſon, ſhe ranged ouer all for ber prey. 


But 
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But yet like a cunning Hound, that out ofa whole heard of Deare doth only ſiti- 
le him out, with whom ſhe bad entered firſt in hoſtilitic (a little drop of his 
loud having betraied all thereſt) [hee diſdained to fight with any other, but 

would bere(iited by none, till ſhee might vnbend all ber forces on _dnneaxiue, 
whole ſight as ſoone as her eyes had greedily ſwallowed, ſhe burſt forth : Baſe 
daſtard, who haſt abuſed the world with ſhaddowes of worth, yet art void of all 
valour, bauing doubly forfeited thy vſurped citle of honour, in offcring inivri- 
ous violence to a woman,and yet flying the iuſt violence of a woman, to hidethy 
ſelfe (being proteRed by thelhield of ſome trulted attender) where the ſuffici- 
encie ofothers may conceale thy cowardice : bur all this ſhall notdefraud my 
wrath,nor preuentthy puniſhment. 

CAnnaxius,more troubled with thoſe words, then ifal the ſwords of the ene» 
mics had lighted vpon him(who for the higheſt of al his wiſhes, would have bur 
wilhed her a man, yea an armie of men) looked ouer his ſhoulder with an eye 
burning with diſdaine, as ifone of his lookes might haue ſcrued toconſume a 
woman, and at the ſame inſtant (vttering bis rage another way) with a blow 
worthic of his arme, hee did cleaue one before him through the helmet ro the 
ſhoulders, making him ſo by being two headed headles. But ſecing Zelmane 
preaſe ncere him,though be hoped forno honour from her, yet to preuent dil- 
honour from her(ſhame kindling rage,and rage quenching reaſon) he comman- 
ded Armagines his Nephew (a youth of great valour) to take thoſe fooliſh fel. 
lowes priſoners, who durſt aduenture within that caſtle without his leaue, and 
to {hur all the gates,that none of them might eſcape ; and therewith whirling a- 
bout,and caſting a ſideward looke on Zelmane,made an imperious (igne with a 
threatning allurement (a diſinuiting inuiting of her) to follow, which ſhe perfor- 
med with a countenance witnefling as great contentment,as cuer Yenws did to 
meet with Mars, Mars and Venus at that ſame time having met within her mind, 
to make, though aleſfſcloving, yeta more martiall meeting, 

T heclouds of people in their way, were quickly diſperſed by the tempeſtu. 
ous breath of Annaxize, lo that they bad no binderance: he being feared of all, 
and (he hated of none. Neither was their ſolitarie retiring,inreſpet of their dif. , 
ferent ſeeing ſex, ſuſpitiouſly cenſured by any : the diſdainetulneſle of their 
countenance bearing witneſſe,that they were led by hate ro honour, and not by 
love to the contrarie. | 

T he place appointed by fortune to be famous by the famouſnes of this com- 
bat, was a backe court : which they found ouratthat time emptied of Inbabi- 
tants ;zrhe ſtronger being gone to purſue others; and the weaker run to hide 
themſclues: mediocritic being no more a vertue, where all was at height, to 
make excellency eminent in extremitie; 

T hey two came heere alone,for they would haue no ſeconds,or rather were 
ſo farre firſt as they could have no ſeconds, and euery onedf them being confi- 
dent in his owne worth,could not miftruſt anothers. Asif words had beets too 
weake meſſengers of their wrath,and ſwords only worthy to vtter theiftinds, 
they began with that wherewith they hoped tro end ; none of them now could 
flatter himſelfe ſo farre againſt the proofe of his owne experienced knowledge,as 
tocontemne his fellow. | 

Annaxiw atthe firſt,rioting inrage,and burning with a voluptuous appetite 
of bloud,did abandon his hands to their accuftomed prodigalitic, which contra- 
rieto the nature of that vice was hurtfull to the receiuer, and profitableforthe 
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ſpender. But Zelmane well weighing with whom ſhee had to deale, was more + 
waric in her charges,and circumſpely mannaging the treaſure of ber ſtrength, 
would not idly beſtow it, bur wasliberall when occalion offered. Ir was hard 
to ſay, whether the one was more franck, or the other more thankeful] : the 
guerdon neuer deferred,oft preventing the gift,aboue thedelire of the receiver, 
yet ſhort of the giuers mind, Their thought,eye,hand,and foot ſeemed chained 
to one motion,as all being tuned by violence,to make vpa harmony in borror, 
Neucr was courage better ſupported by skilland ftrength,nor skill and firength 
better accompanied by courage z the blowes of euery one of them ſeemed not 
only to ſtrive with the others, but euenamongſt themſelues, for ſingularitie;the 
latter ſtill(by being more obſerucablc) ſeeking to bury the remembranceof the 
former, 

It ſeemed that thoſe two were not retired from the batrell,but that the bart! 
was transferred where they were. T he eye might wel haue taken them to bee 
two,but the care would neuer hauc beeneperſwaded that ſo mightie ſounds 
could bee ſent but from the weapons ofa number; the enuironing windowes 
with a ſad ſolitarineſſe ſcemed to bewaile rheir want of eycs, which defrauded 
them theentertainement of thardeleRableterrourand tranſporting ſport, 

CAmnaxius more angry with bimſelf,then with his enemie,that he ſhould be 
ſo long in vanquiſhing, where(when victorious)he would be but aſhamed of the 
vitorie, al his aiue powers being highly bended both by chollcr and courage, 
he thus diſcharged bis congue: Whar ſpircful god,iealous of my greatneſſe, or 
enuying my glory, hath ſent this Deuill ina womans ſhape (as acloud tor 1«»o 
to Ixion)to mock me ; Burt all this is one : though thou bea Denillin a woman, 
or all the Devils in one Deuil, I ſweare by this blow I wil beat thee hence to the 
Hells, to the etcrnall tcrrour ofall the darke Region, and with thar lighted on 
Zelmane with ſuch a huge force,that all ſhee covld procure by the mediation of 
one of her ſwords, was,that what was intended wholly at her head, by the wry- 
ing of hcr bodice, did but wound her a littleon the ſhoplder. This was fo farre 
from diſmaying her,that ir did confirme(increaleir could not)berrcfolutional- 
ready ata height: Yet,though not more courage, ſhepretended morefury,com- 
paſling him about to ſpy aduantages,and oftgiuing him fained alarmes,es brag- 
ging to make a breach ip his breſt, aduanced her right-hand ſword, which Ann- 
 xius beatedowne,and withall encroched to vſurpe a roomein herright fide:bur 
Zelmane ſuddenly inclining to theleft, gaue him a flat blow with that hands 
ſword, which returned backclad with the ſpoiles of that part of the body which 
it had forced. 

Both thus being already allied by bloud,yet did ſtrive for a more ſiritaffink 
tic: wounds{in regard of their frequencic)being no morereſpeed,then blowes 
were before. T hough they metindiverſe colours, now both werectad in one 
liucrie, as moſt ſutcable to theirpreſent eſtate : being ſervants to one Maſter, 
and rjuals in preferment.Neither could ſhowres of bloud quench the windes of 
theig arath, which did blow it foorth in greatabundance, till taintneſſe would 
haue faine perſ[waded both that they were mortall,and though neither ofrhem 
by another, yet both oucrcomeable by death; T hen deſpaire came to re-inforce 
the fight, ioyning with courage,notasa companion, but asa ſervant:for courage 
never grew deſperate, but deſpaire grew couragious ; both being reſolved, if 
not conquering,none of them (ſhould ſuruiue the othars conqueſt, not owe tro- 
phec but to death. --5 
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Lib, II; 

The greateſt prlefe of the one,was to dic by a woman; andof the otherro die 
as a woman: both inreſpe& of her apparrel,& {as {he rboughr)action;being mat- 
ched by one man,who had ore-matched multicudes of men. Ar alt chegrear 
ftormeof blows being paſt,ſhe reſted one of her {words onthe earth, either tor- 
ced by faintnefe, or intending arr, offering athruſt with the other,which a»»:- 
xius perceiuing,did ſpeedily repell;& with chat(gathering hisdiftrefled tircngrh 
rogether,as readie to remoue, but firſt bent to give a gallant farewel:) raone 
forward with ſuch a violent violenceon Zelmene (nought being ablcto reiilt tis 
varcſiſtable force) thar the preſently interpoling her repoſed ſword,though it 
ranne himtborough the beart(orrather he his bart vpon it) i could nor hin Ger 
him from running berthrough the bodic, and both to the eartb, a brave flaſh 
of a dying light ! a mightie thunder of a quencheg lightning / T bus did he over- 
throw his oucrthrower ; not falling till none wasable to ſtand before him: whi- 
leſt, though he were vanquiſhed, none could vaunt of the victoric. His brealt 
fell aboue che band with the ſword,as if he would needes die embracing ir, even 
atter death adoring thar Idoll of his life ; and his dead weight firiving with Ze1- 
manes weake life, whileft ſhe ſtrugled toriſedid break the ſword,a part remaining 
vnder him,and thereſt within her: thus hard it was to force Anzaxiws, rhough 
he was dead,and impolsible while heliued. 

Zelmaxe after her riſing, did drawthe other ſword out of him; as bent rore- 
- turne notintercited in any thing, She was ſtepping forward with a (word in cuc- 
ry hand,and a part of one in her breaſt: A trophic of victorie, yer a badge of ru- 
inc; neuer better weaponed,neuer.more vnhit for fighting ; when loall the fok 
lowers of An»axius,diſcomforted by his abſence, bur more by the black Knights 

reſence, 4rmagizes bauing his death honored by his hand,the reft were quick- 
y diſcomhired, and(deſpairing to ſaue the Caſtle) ſought to ſauce themſclucs. 

T heblack Knight commitred the following of their flightto others,as a dan- 
gcrleſſe ation, and therfore not worthyofhim then fearing that elſewhere tor 
another.which he could no more findetherefor himſclte, he went by thedire- 
ion of his eyes, and the information of his cares, to ſecke out the two retired 
Champions,when ſuddenly he encountred his orher-ſelfe, marching like Pallas 
from the Giants overthrow, 

As ſoon2astheeyes of Pirocles,no, bis ſoule, was rauiſhed with the ſight of 
Muſedorus,it hauing infuſcd a freſh vigourin his teebl2 members,and rhat Phy- 
ſick applicd to his minde, triumphing ouer the infirmitie of his body, he threw 
away his ſwords(only conquerableby kindnes) and pulled out that which was 
in his body,that nothing might hinder him from embracing the Image of his 
ſoule, whichrefleQed his owne thougbts. T heir foules by a divine {ſympathy 
did firſt ioyne,preuenting the elementall maſſes of the bodies: but ab, while(t 
they were laſped in othersarmes(like two gratffesgraffed in one ftock)the bigh 
tide of quer-flowing affeRion reſtraining their rongues with aſtoniſhmenr,as vn- 
able toexpreſſe an vnexpreſſable paſhon. 

Pirocles weakned with lofſe of bloud (theeffeRts of hate) and in that weake- 
neſſe ſurcharged with kindneſſe, the fruits of louc; not able to abide the inter- 
choaking of ſuch extremities, the paleneſle of his face witneſſed the parting of 
his ſpirits, ſo that not able to ſtand, Mu/iderw was forced to fall with him,or elſe 
would not ſtand after him, And at the fuddennes of this vnexpetted aduenture, 
or vehemently reſpeRable miſaducnture: like one who(vnawares flipping from 
a great 


eArcadia, 


a greatheight)ischoaked betwixt the height and the lowneſle, ere he can con(j. 
der,cither whence he fell, or where hee falles. Being throwne from the top of 
contentment,to be drowned in thedepths of miſery,he had his reaſonable parts 
ſo haſtily overwhelmed with confuſion,that he remained dead alive, as the o- 
ther was living in death. Atlaſt re-aſſembling bis confounded ſenſes from the 
rockes of ruine,griefe had gathered ſo much ſtrength through weakeneſle, as to 
attemptan impoſhbilitie in manifeſting it ſelfe. T40 

O what a monſter of miſericam I ? Euen when moſt forrunate,moſt inforty- 
nate, who neuer hada lightning of comfort, but thatit was ſuddenly followed 
with a thunder ot confuſion. T wice was my felicitic by Jand (that it might be 
walhcd for eucr away) madea prey tothe inexorable waves, whilefſt therelent. 
ing deſtinies pittying the rigour of their ownedecrecs,to prevent their thretned 
eftc&s, would haue drowned me in (reſpeQing the Ocean of ſorrow prepared to 
ſwallow me) thar littledrop of the Sea. And,O thrice happy If T had periſhed 
whileft I was altogether vnhappy: then, when a deiefted Shepheard, offenſive 
to the perfeion ofthe world, I could hardly (becing oppreſied by contempt) 
make my ſelfe worthy to be diſdained,diſdaine tothe deſpiſed, being adegree of 
grace.O would to God that I had died obſcurely, whileſt my life might ftil have 
liucd famous with others,and my death have died with my ſelf; whileft my not 
being knowne might hauc kept my diſhonour vnknowne;euen then when mar- 
ched, matched by one,& in the preſence of many fighting for one, whowas more 
deere to mcthen all the world. Ah me moſt miſerable, in not being more mile- 
rable. Such a peſtilentious influence poyſoned the time of my nativitic, thar I 
have had a ſparke of happineſſe,tocleare me the way to deftruQtion. I was carri- 
ed high to be fit for a precipice, andrhat from that height I migbr bchold how 
low the dungeons were wherin I was to fall. Euen now I was fo farre trom feare, 
as I was higher then hope, being in imagination Maſter of a] my wiſhes: yer atan 
inſtant,as if all that could be inflied on my ſelf were nor ſufficient to affli me; 
being armed with reſolution, both to braue the terrors of death, and tocon- 
temne the flatteries of life, Tam tormentedin another, whoſe ſufferings could 
onely make me tenderly ſenſible, And with that, forrow,as it were ſorrie to bee 
interrupted by vtterance, did dammeitſelfe vp to ſwell higher, feeding on the 
contemplation ofit ſelfe within; where, when abſolute tyrant of the breaft, ic 
might rather burſt him,then burſt our. 

Then he was lying downe ſenſeleſ]y on his ſenſelefſe friend, asin all eſtates 
friving to be ſtill like him,when lo he felt his breaſt beat, and thereafter ſaw his 
vnclowded eyes weakely ſtrive to ſhine againe; thus firſtre-ſaluting the light, O 
wheream I? Mu/idorws replied : With bim whois baſting to die with you. No, 
faid he, haue haſted tolive with you. Death or life, ſaid Muſidorus; either of 
them muſt ioyne vs, but neither of them is able topart vs With that Pirocles 
weakely riſing,cntruſted his feet with their owne burden, but Mw//dor«,jicalous 
of the carriage of ſo pretious a treaſure,would needes aide them with his arme, 
his ſtrength ſtrengthning P#rocles, and the weakeneſſe of Pirocles weakening 
him. 

T hus whileſt (guided by one who was acquainted with the Caftle)they were 
ſeeking out a roome, where Piroclesrepoſing might canſe take a triall of the eſtate 
of his body,and repaire the bloudy breaches ofthelate battery it being, though 
euill fortified, yet well defended. As they were walking alongft a — 
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heard from a Chamber neighbouring the ſide of it, a dolorovs ſound, bnt ſo hex- 
uily delivered with adifordred conuoy, that choaked with Tobbs elfe drowned 
with tearcs, the paine of the bearer had ſo ſpoiled the birth;rhat it could not be 
known: yet a ſecret limpathie by an vnexpreſſable working did more wonnd the 
minde of Pirogles,then it was wounded by all the wounds of the body, hepitry- 
ing the complaint,though not knowing trom whom,nor for what. O how the 
ſoule apr for all imprefhons tranſcending realon,can compretiend vn-appreben- 
ſible chings/ this was the lamentation ofthe lamentable Philocler, _—_ 

T he Ladics after the departure of Zelmaere, by the inundation in their cares 
of horrible ſounds were violently: inuited to come fearefully roa window, 0- 
ucrlooking the Court, where they beheld the bloody effeRts of that, whereof 
they were the innocent cauſes. Ar firſtthe Lillies of their cheeks, overgrowing 
the Roles, palenclle had almoſt diſplaced beautie, were not beauty was ſo pow- 
erfull as to make palcnefſe beauritull; yer thereafter trauelled memorieinftru&- 
cd their indgement,that miſcric being ata height could nor bur of force either 
woike the end of it ſelfe, or a beginning of comfort, and they could expeR'no 
worſe eſtate chen that in which they were. 

Pamels would faine baue flattered her ſelfeto thinke that it was Inuſidorus 
come todeliver her, but ſhe had rather have remained ſtill captiue,rhen ro have 
drawnc him to ſuch a danger tor her deliuerie ; and having once apprehended 
that be was there,neuer a blow was giuen but the was wounded with ir, Being 
euer ſorric for the ouerthrowne, ncuer glad for the overthrower; cither pittie 
preuailing with the tenderneſlc of her ſex, or beeauſe ſhe knew nodanger could 
come by oucrcomming. 

As for Philocles,ſhe,who through the gentlenefſe of her owne nature would 
hauc ſmartcd for any other, who had beene in danger, when ſhce remembred 
the hazard of her treaſure Zeimane, who (2s ſhe knew) did not vie tobean idle 
ſpectator of ſocarneftagame,a multirude of thoughts (without Arr artificially 
$3 paint feare in her face,and engrave griefe in her boſome. Whileft they con- 
tinued thus, Pemela(in vaine ſtriuing to match maicſty with affeRion)ſtood with 
adiſtrated ftarelineſe,and with a ſtately aſtoniſhment,where griefe and fearein 
Philocles made cafily a conſort in forrow, with wateric eyes (like the Sunne ſhi- 
ning ina ſhower) weakly clearing aclowdy countenance: when ſuddenly they 
beard one cry,lince the Caſtle was wonto ſer the Ladiesatliberty,but they who 
were well acquainted both with the frownes and ſmiles of tortune,as they had 
euer triumpt:ed ouer the one, would not ſuffer themſelues to be led captives by 
the other; neither could this accomplifh their contentment, till they hadthe 
Lords of that pleaſant bondage, which they did valuc more then vn-ualuable li- 
bertie ; theconfirained captiuitic ofthe bodic, baving nothing diminiſbed the 
voluntarie thraldome of the minde. 

But ah! this ſmooth calme came onely to make them the more ſenſible ofthe 
ſucceedingrempeſt, which the breath of one from below (roring forth the death 
of Zelmane)did thunder vp vpon them. Pawels (ike arock amiditthe ſea, beaten 
both with the winds and with the p_—_— itſelf immoucable)did reccivethis 
rigorous charge with a conſtant (though !ad) countenance, and with fixed cies 
witneſſing the moving of her minde, yet neither verering word,nor teare,as dif- 
dayning to imploy their weakneſſe in ſo great agriefe.Such might have beenthe 
gefture of Nvobe bearing the newes of her chilerensdeath,ere ſhe was metamor- 
Phoſcdintea ſtonc;like one(maiefty triumphing over milſery)whowould _ - 
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burſt rongly within,then be dis burdened by butftingout in an abit manner, 

Bar,ah me,the confounded Phileces, who being the weaker had receivedthe 
ſharpeſt aſſault{anafteRionace fury forcing from her ariubſolate paſſion, which 
2 ducitull kindneſſe through compaſſion onely proucked in her Siſter )ſhe ſmo- 
thered with ſo monſtrous a weight did ſinke downe vnder it to theeatth, 
This made Pamels forget her other griefe without any com fort: tranſferrin 
heraffe&tion from her friend to her more then friend] ylilter, for whom ſhe faw 
at that time her care might be more ſeruiceable, wherewith ſhe brought her r6 
her ſelfe;and {he her ſelte ro-ſorrow. At firft,the rongue and the eyes being too 
fecble inſtruments for ſo violent a paſhon,lhe vicd her hands: beating thiat breft 
which the moſt barbarous creatureelſe in the world could not have done ; offe 
ring thoſerorne haires as oblationsto him after death; which had been the de- 
lights of his life ; and deforming that face;the regiſterof Natures wondets,con- 
firmed by the admiration of men, Which when Pamels (ofa paticht become a 
Phyfitian) ſought to binder,ſhe thus ſaid: Alaſle ſiſter, youdoe not know whar 
atrcaſure I haue loſt,cuen atreaſure more worth thenal the world 'was wotthy 
ro enioy. Ah pardon me thou, whom euendeath isnot able to kill in my ſoule: 
pardon me,who haue cuer concealed thy ſecret, now todiſcouer mine owne: 
for while my life laſts({hort may it be,&long it ſhall notbe)I wil ſhew to al ghe 
world that, which,whileſt thouliucd, Iwould have bin aſhamed to have ſhowne 
_ tothy (elte, euen thy perfe&ion,and mine afteftion. Neither doe I regard bow 
the canceits of others cenſure my cariagein this: forthere is no eye now, wher- 
in I deſire to appcare pretious, nor no opinion, whereof I craue to make a pur- 
chaſe; death may end my life, but not my loue, which(as it is infinite)muſt be 
immortall,] would gladly vſe meanes todiſpatch this miſerablelife:bur it were 
a ſhame for me,if, after ſo greata diſaſter, ſorrow only were ngt ſufficient to kill 
me. And with that beautie in the heauen of her face(two Sunnes eclipſed) be. 
ing wrapped vp in palcneſle, ſhe felldownegroueling ontheground. 

Pirocles imagining what report might be made,and not doubting what effe&t 
it would worke, bent to furniſh phylick for her mind, ere he ſovghtany for his 
owne bodie,camc in at the doore, whom Pamele (her armes and her tongue ri- 
ualsin kingdneſſe)imbracing,faid : Neuer more welcome though euer welcome 
Zelmane: thou whoart ever vidorious, haſt thou likewiſe brought thy ſelfe a- 
way atrophee from death ? Sweet Ladies(replicd ſhe )who wobld faint to fight 
for ſuch Diuine creatures as youare?and who could haue force to fight againſt 

ou ? | s: | 
Philoclea,whoat the firft,citherdul through excefliuedolor,did notconceive 

her ſiſters words;or els ſuſpeRing(asſhe rhoughr Jherimpoſkibledeſire to pleaſe 

her (all being doubtfull ro truſt what chey doecxtremely affe&t) did miſcon- 
ceiue her meaning. She was railing her cyesto examine her cares:but the moſt 
ruſty of her ſenſes preuenting both, by a palpable proofe, gaue her an abſolute 
aſſurancezſathat,ere ſhe could thinke Zelmene was atall to be imbraced, finding 
her ſelfe imbraced by Zeimane,ſhe was lifted vp toa heaven ofioy,as before þ& 
had been ſunke downe in a heil of griefe ; neuerabſolutely herown; bur either 
rauiſhed or ruined. Spying the bloud on Zelxenes garment, not knowing whe- 
ther her ownc,or her cnemies, ſhe grew pale,and then looking on her Siſter, ſhee 
bluſhed, ſuſpcRing thar [he ſuſpedted the cauſe of her paleneſſe (conferring it 
with her former plaints)to be more then afriendly kindnefſe : but Zelmore, 
ring what might be the eſtes of her feare,ſaid,thar ſhe expeRed a A ”" 
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of her viorie, and not a condoling of paſſed danger, which was acquited with 
the ſpeechleſſe anſwer of an afteRionate looke,and a palkonate preſſing of her 
hand. | 

Then Pmels, inquiring the perilous courſe of her ſhorr progreſſe, ſhee told: 
how fortified with their torrune (truſting more to it, then to her owne valour 
which like thcir beauty could not but preuaile)ſhe bad firlt fatally oucrthrowne 
the two brethren of _4nnaxims,; and thereafter fighting with bimſelfe, it was 
her chance(God ftrengrhbning her weakneſſe to puniſh his vnivflice) to kill him 
ſhe could not ſay oucrcome him: no, {hee was not aſhamed to affrme;, thar 
though hee was killed, ſhethoughrhim nor overcome, ſeeing both he died with 
opinion, andin aRion of vitoriez death preventing the knowledge of his laſt 
ſucceſſe. A rare happineſle ! his lite, and fortune bauing both but one bounds. - 

Both bighly prailing ber valor, admiring her modeſtie,and glad of their owne 
dcliuerie, whereof they thought her the author (thoughts itriving rocxpreſſe 
themſeluesthe more powerfully without words)they were ac knowledging the 
ſame with a gratcfull countenance, and kindly affeQing lookes, when Zelmane 
(not complementally hunting that which ſhe fled, but like one whowitha glafle 
refles the force of the Sun ſome where elſe jearneltly proteſted,that ſhe would 
bee loth to vſurpe that which was due to another, ſpecially in the owners pre- 
ſence. And rurningrowards the black Knight(whoallthe time ſtood altde as her 
attender,though armed,trembling for tcare of vne vnarmed, who vnarmed 
would not haue been o affraid ofan Army in armes) ſhe freely athrmed: T here 
isthe deliucrer of vs all, from whom wee receiuc our libertic, to whom wee owe 
our ſclues, fince that which makes vs our (clues. | 

Then the black Knight, inuited by the willing countenance ofthe Princeſſe 
(abaſing bis helmet) aduanced (more fearefully then toa barrel) ro kiſſe her 
band : when Zelmane courtgoully retired Philoceaa little diſtance from thence, 
as glad to conterre with her,as to giue her friend occaſion toconfer with Pamela, 
Who preſently(whileſt the roſes of his lipps made a flower ofaffetion withthe 
Lillies of ber hands)knowing her owne Dorws,at the ſuddennefle of the afſaulr, 
the mouing of her minde was betrayed by thechanges of hercountenance, the 
bloud of her face ebbing and flowing accordingto the tide of affetion; Yer bor- 
rowing « maske from hate, wherewith to hide loue, ſhethus charged him,who 
alrcadic had yeelded : How durſt you thus preſume to preſent your ſelfe in my 
preſence, being diſcharged it, when you delerned the vttermoſt that reaſon could 


deviſe,or furic execute? Hath my deiected eſtate emboldned you tocxalt your - 


ſelfe againſt me? Then he,gathering courage from the extremitie of deſpaire, 
thus cleared his intention : Trucit is, Lady of my life(and ſhall beofmy death) 
I was worthy then to haue been baniſhed from the world, Bur wbat ofa world 
of worlds? I was baniſhed from your ſight, and which is worſt of all,deſerued]y. 
Neither come 1 now of contempr,but oncly to teſtifie wy obedience; which 0- 
therwiſe at this time might hane beene conſtrued to cowardice. Such a lone as 
mine,wedded to vertue,can ncuer be ſoadulterated by any accident,no, nor yer 
raviſhed by paſhon,as to bring forth a baſtard-diſobedience, whereot (my very 
vey nga _ 4; acaſe mY =o bes) I one ”» clearemy ſelte. Bur 
now havin m was within the compaſie of my power; 8 part of 
mybloud : utah" ah my affc&ion,which I wiſh were conan by thereſt:you 
may ſee(direQreſſe of my deſtinic)that no force can farce me to any thing, much 
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Jeſſe from your fight, ſauce onely your owne will, which is vnto mea law;yea; an 
Oracle. And now when you'fee [ doe itnot for feare of others, but onelyourof 
areucrence to you: if not for your ſatisfaQtion,yer for my punilhment(ſotoper. 
ſecute him whom you hate) [ will go waſte the remnant of my wretched diies 
in ſome remote Wilderneſfe, as not worthy to bee ſeenc of any, fince odious in 
your ſight: having (I hope) by many prootes prevailed this much with” your 
opinion,thatafter my death you wil think there was ſome worth in me;though 

not worthy of your loue. When he,full of humble affeion; was retiring bim- 

ſelfe with a courtelie as low as his thoughts: ſhe, thinking enough done totrie 

him,yet without ſeeming to truſt him, whileſt (though guiltie of griefe) her 

countenance could acculc her of no care (as out of a freſh remembrance). ſaid: 

that ſhe would nor haue Dameras to Joole a ſeruant, nor Mopſa a ſuiter, by her 

meanes ; and ifhe would needs returne toward the Lodges,that he ſhould fir 

expe& ſome employment homeward from her. Then hee (as one who falnein 

the bottome of ſome deep water,comming to flore aboue,in ſight of land,recei- 

ueth ſomecomfort,though ſtill in danger) beganneto re-afſemble his diſperſed 

ſpirits againe, looking morechcerefully. But,ere his thoughts (cucric one of 

them ore-flowing another) covld ſettle chemſeluesin words {he(preventing the 

violence of ſo ſudden a change)did call to berSifter, by acculing,excuſing their 

indiſcretion,in holding tholerwo fo long by talking with them, from looking 

to themſelues. Which Philoclea allowed trembling with an earneſt feare, to 

know in whateſtate Zelmane ſtood. 

They two iniured by this courtelie, with an vnwilling obedience accepted of 
it; more reſpeRing the pleaſure ot others, then their owne neceſhtie. Pamela, as 
onely affe&ing Zelmane,offercd her cither all,or a part oftheir chamber:and ſhe 
{her congue rebelling againſt her heart)refuſed what ſhedeſired ; pretending a 
lothneſſe totroublethem. Then the iſters offered ro accompanic them : but 
after they had a while coloured true kindnefle with ordinary complements,Zel- 
mane preuailedagainſt her ſelfe,rogoeaccompaniedas ſhe came; yer both look- 
ingas ifthey would haueleft theireyes behind them, as well 25 their hearts, As 
ſooneasthey were by themſelues inachamber, Z4mare diſapparelling her ſelfe, 
the blacke Knight,though betrerskilled in giving,then in curing of wounds; yet 
lately experienced by palsing the like danger, he'would needs prouca Surgeon: 
and afrer he had purchaſed things neceſſarie, having conſidered his wounds, he 
found none, ſaue the laſt that went through the bodie, dangerous; andit not 
deadly. Thereafter melting their mindesin diſcourſes, cither ofthem had his 
ownecontentment doubled by hearing of the others. 

T hen the black Knight taking leave for a while, locking the doore behinde 
him,went downero the Courr,totrie if any ſparke of the late fireremained as 
yet toquench.' For after the oppoſite partie, asif their armes were nor ſufficient 
toarme them,vnleſſe the armes were armed with walls, ranne to fortifie them- 
ſelues within houſes, which had no ſti ſauerhat which me wereto affoord 
them : He, who thoughthis owne good fortune no better then a misfortune, till 
he was aſſured that his friend had the like(without whom no happineſſe of his 
could beaccompliſhed)recommending the remnant ofthe aduerfarics ruincs 
to his two companions, had gone' to learne if hee were'alike happie in all 
places : and they' ( feare freezing the courage, and diſſolving the hearts of 
their ſcarteredenemies)fonnd quickly more throwing themſelues weaponleſſe 
attheir fecte, then they could haue leiſure ſeucrally to raiſe; ſothat they were 
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more wearic (though more contented) with pardoning, then they had beene 


with puniſhing. 

Some morecraftic, or more fearcfull, cryed out at the windowes, thar they 
would render vpon ſecuriticof pardon.Bur they, (corning to capitulare with fu- 
giriues, who would not haue done it with them when fighters:and diſdaining al 
that by the moſt largecoſtruRion could be wreſted to the ſenſe of coftraint they 
would not equal the with choſe who werealready humbled,till chey ſubmirred 
ina more ſubmiſſe miner, depending only on their free diſpoſition. Which they 
(cither truſting tothe vertue of others,or miſtrufting their owne)ybaving done; 
the Knight of the Sheepe wasconſtrained (his wound bleeding in great aboun- 
dance,which being made by an impoyloned Dart, had inflamed all his body)to 
retire, The other, having reccitied the keyes of the gate, committcd the chiete 
Captives to Keepers,till the black Knights comming, whopreſently thereafter 
exatting what conditions he pleaſed, did enlarge them all. T hen Sentinels were 
ſeronthe wall, and a companic appointed to watch all night : when ſuddenly 
onecame from their third friend,todelire them ro come and take their laſt fare: 
well of him: a requeſt wondertully gricuipg them, yer quickly grantedzyca,per- 
formed, ere anſwered, 

Being met, and all others retired, he with theſe words deeply wotnded their 
ſoules. Deare friends, whom I may ivſtly ca!lſo, though none of vs as yer doth 
know another; I ſce | haue ated my part, and the Curtaine muſt quickely bee 
drawne.Death,the only period of all reſpects , doth diſpence with a free ſpeech. 
Ata Tilting in Iberia (where I was borne) dedieatcd to the memorie of the 
Queene Andromanes marriage :a nouice in armes (amongſt others) Iranneina 
Paſtoral ſhew againſt the Corinthian Knights, whom the ſucceſſe had preferred 
in the opinion ot-the beholders; till the worthily-admirable Princes, Au/idorus 
and Pzrocles,drawne forth by the yong Prince —_ backe the repu- 
tation to our partie,and theredid ſuch things as might have bonoured Mears, if 
he had bin in any oftheir places;and made either of them worthy of his. T ber- 
after being drawne away from that country by an accident, the report: whereof 
crauesa longer time, &a ſtronger breath then the heavens ate like to afford me, 
theirglorie, tyrannizing ouer my reſt, did kindle ſuch flamesin my bofome,that 
burning with a generous ardour, I did reſol ue (leaving mine owne countrie, as 
too ftrit a bounds for my thoughts) to try my fortune, where I might either 
live famous,or die vaknownez vowing withall to trauel], till thoſe Princes were 
either che Subie& or witneſſes of my valour. What paſſed in my way I paſſe : 
perchance others may remember. Arlaſt, inuited by fame, Icame to this farall 
Countrie, the band ofmy heart was, and now muſt be of my body: where firft 
carried with curioſity,the feucr of youth, I wentto the Arcadian Paſtoralls for 
my recreation; but Grad the ruineof my reſt. There, blinded with behoJding, 
and tormented with delight, my carneſt cics ſurfeited onthe excellencies of the 
patterneof perfeion,the quinteſſence of worth,euenthe moſt divinely divine 
Philacles Ah too aduenturous eyes! Neyther could thiscontent them , but 
they would needs offer vp her piture on the altar of my heart; where, by my 
thoughts their choicemight be allowed, yea, and Idolatrouſſy aduanced. For 
they,ſcorning the ſimple rudeneſle of the eyes(as cafily defrauded of theirroo 
forwardly affected obieA) would ſecurely entreaſure itin a more precious Place 


by a piercing apprehenſion ſinking it in the ſoule for cuer. Fora time, fuffered as 
a ſtranger, and a Shepheard; knowne (as you know) by the name of Philiſides a- 
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mong{t the reſt I had the canes to poure forth my plaints before her; but ne. 
uer to her,and(though orc-thrown not rendred) I had concluded never to haye 
throwne the Dice betwixthope and deſpaire, ſo betraying py ellateto thety. 
rannie of anothers will. No, I was reſolued ſhe ſhould neuerRpow her power in 
me,till I had known her mind of me:ſothar if ſhe would nor raiſe me,ſhe ſhould 
nor hauc mcanesto inſult oucr me. Thusif I had not procured pitric, I ſhould 
not hauc expoſed my ſelfe to diſdaine. 

In the haughtineſſe of my heart (thinking nothing impoſſible) I durſt pro- 
miſe my ſelfe,that (my decdes hauing purchaſed reputation) with words, wor. 
thy of reſpeR, I might venter the proceſſe of my aftefion. In the meane timeT 
ioyncd ioytully with you in thislate warre now ended : though profefling a ge- 
nerall defire of glory, yet for aparticularend ; and happic end, ſince I cnd tor 
her.Bur ſince, while(t Lliued, I had not the meanes (as I wiſhed) to content her, 
I craue not, by che knowledge of this, after death to diſcontent her. Ir ſhall ſa- 
tisfie me that I dic before my hopes: and ſhe cannotgricue forthe loſſe of that 
which ſhe never knew to be hers 

With this, the other ſlidingapartto beare and buric his ſorrow privately,the 
blacke Knight wEeping imbraced him in hisarmes, and rold him what hee was: 
ſaying, be was glad that his vow was performed; he beinga benefited witneſſe, 
* not the endangered ſubieR of hisvalour. T hencontentment, budding forth in 
his countenance, flouriſhcd in a ſmile : and hauing kiſſed his friends, deſiring to 
liwe inthcir memorie, wiſhed them as contented lives, as his was adeath. Hedied 
as ioyfully as he leftthem ſorrowfull, who had knowne him a mirrourof cou- 
rage,and courteſie, of learning and armes; ſothatit ſeemed, that ders had be- 
gotten him vpon oneof the Muſes. 

Muſidorus,cxceedingly ſorrowful forthis irreparable loſſe,was yet more ſor- 
rowfull when he remembred himſelfc to be in danger of a greater : and recom- 
mending thedirefion of all below tothe Knightof the Pole, he went himlſelfe 
vp to vilit his Patient; whom he found, though lying,not reſting, & though not 
ſle:-ping yet dreaming, As ſoone as he heard Iuſidorws , ſtarting as one wake- 
ned out ofaſlumber,helooked on his face (grieucd to ſee the impreſhon of griefe 
in it,he not knowing the cauſe) with an inquilitiue amazement. But the other 
(preventing that threatned tempeſt)did blow —_—_— clouds that were gathe- 
ring in his countenance telling him, That hee hadno intereſt in the anguiſh, 
which then did afflit him. Whar, ſaid Pirocles, (being paſſonately moued) can 
Hyſidorus haue any thing wherin I have no intereſt ? I(faid he)and for the pre- 
ſenta greater wonder ! my gricfe may breed you ioy, I havingloſt a friend, and 
you a Riuall. Then he began to diſcourſe vnto him what was paſſed. And be- 
ſide that, which was iuſtly deſerued, pittic adorning praiſe, and praiſe avgmen- 
ting pitti, a generous pathon ſo conquered the vn-conquerable Pirocles,that he 
lamEted him dead, whom he had not known; no,nor would never haue loved a- 
line,& vndoubtedly would haue wiſhed himno betterſucceſſe then he had. Yea 
the very thing which before might haue moſt diſcontented him, did then moſt 
content him; having his iudgement confirmed by thelike,in one of ſuch worth. 

After that, layed down in one bed together (friendſhip making them free,and 
ſolitarines bold) whilſt their minds began to be delivered of all, wherwith they 
had along time trauelled,a maid cameto thedore,ſent by the two ſifters,to viſit 
Zelmane:who hearing two,whereſhe expeRed but one,&the one by the __ 
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of his ſpecch likely to be a man, did preſently returne, and reported tothe Li- 
dies, who werel ying together, that whereot her cares had given her ſufficient al. 
ſurance. At which news Pamela, burning within, ſparkled forth theſe words to 
her Siſter: What wonder though ftrangers, eucr wandering, wander trom all 
things,chicfly thoſe of our ſex, who being borne to be bounded within houles, 
when they cannot be bounded within Kingdotnes, howcan they bec bounded 
by modeltic? Yer though I hate thedeed,the reſpeR otthedoer,bur more of vs 
whoſe companie ſhee bath haunccd (leſt her reproch, by the commentarie of 
Fame, be too largely extended) bindes me to conceale her ſhame, that wee bluſh 
notatit, But we muſt eyther tree our ſclues from her; or ſhe ber ſelfe from this 
ſlaunder. 

Ohybut anſwered the cucr (and more now then ever) milde Philotlese: We 
muſt not, ſiſter,raſhly condemne them, whom we hauec oftentitnes conſiderat| y 
approued, leaſt the change be in our iudgement, and notin them. Nodoubr bc- 
cauſe of the-indiſpoſition of her body, it was neceſſary that ſhec ſhould have 
ſome one toaccompanie her : perchance a woman mittaken; and if a man, who 
knowes for what end ? Shee, who being ſound would acquaint her felfe with 
none, in this eſtate could not be acquainted with any.  : 

Itis an caGe matter (replied Pawels) tor one who can deceiue, todiſſemble : 
neither is thisa new acquaintance. You might have ſeene her vſe that Knight, 
who did comcin with her,rather kindly then courtcoully :a przceding friend- 
ſhip ouerpaſling preſentreſpetts: For wherea great familiaririe is,no ceremoni- 
all dutie can bee obſerued. T hen Philocles having found ber,could hardly re- 
ſtraine the violence of aiuſt laughter.  Asfor that which you affirme laſt (ſaid 
ſhe)I cannot denieit :no,[ dare aſſure you,and aſſure your ſelfe I will aſſure no- 
thing without aſſurance, that Knigkt is the manof the world whom Zelmane 
moſt deerely loues 3 and yet I know,that neither would hee offer,nor ſhee ſuffer 
her honour to be wronged, as. you imagine. This laft wound was too deepe for 
Pamelato ſpeake after it:ſo that ſhe(abandoning her heart to throw it ſelte over 
the rock of vnkindnes)it danger to be drowned with her owneteares, was thus 
preuented by Philocles:Deare (jRer(and ifany word cars exprefſe more deerenes 
moredeare then that) your viing mee notonely asa lifter, but asa friend in the 
higheftdegree of truſt, would make mee aſhamed ro miſtruſt you, or that you 
ſhould be beholden to any other then to me for my ſecret. So might my ftrange- 
nes inſtifie your vnkindnes, though you ſhould diſcouer and conderne thar, 
which I kno v you will conceale,perchance approuc,and further, bemg by my 
imparting of it to you, made ofthe partte,cre the report of orhers make you a 
Iudge;be bold my tongue: for though my cheekes bluſh, yet they coner you. Be 
not aſhamed, nay, cuenglorie to tell that Zelmancis the Prince Pirocles; hee, 
whom you haue heard ſo oft (yet cuerto his honor)named: and,to deſigne him 
vnto you more particularly,the friend of Af«/idorws, oucr whom with him you 
are icalous ; they lying now in one bedde with no lefſe lone, then I told you. 
Why hee goes diſguiſed with others, and why I am plaine with you I necd not 
rell : you may imagine.One God hath metamorphoſed both, the one iti a Shep- 
beard, the other in a woman: and we onelycanreſtorerhem ro x rye oe 
themſelues to the world ; that they maygrace it with the glory ofrheir acrions- 
as they were wont to doc. G y 2Li2 CleÞ> 211 

Then Phileces,exchanging eſtates with her fiſter (wordsarreſted bycboughtsy 
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ſhe became ſad, and the other ioyfull: whothinking her ſelfe well revenged of 
rhe paſſed ſcorne, and hauing a ſufficient pledge of her liſters ſecrecie, began to 
complaine of their fathers ſtrit vling of them, by ſurmizings ofhis owne mind. 
ing to marre their fortunes; ſo that where he ſhould reioyce ar ſuch an occaſion 
(it comming to the knowledgethereof) he would not faile todiſappoint it,per- 
chance with the ruine of the Princes: which would nor only proove a particular 
loſle for them, but (which ſhe lamented more)agenerall loſle for all the worlg,; 
depriving it of choſe paterns of vertue, who inall their ations did but paint our 
the height of perteion,and encourage others to follow their foot-ſteps in the 
way of worth. T hereforc it behoued them to regard themſelues,and ſeriouſly 
ro conſider a watter of ſo great importance. Then both beginning to mule, 
Night did caſt the Nets of {leep over their cies, yet could not hinder their earneſt 
rhoughts from proſecuting the courſe of their own fancies: for whatthey were 
thinking when waking,they ſtill dreamed when ſleeping. 

But erethe Morning ſtarre beganto retire(as giving place toa greater light, 
whoſe comming, it,as a fore-runner,had only warnedthe world to attend )both 
awakcd complainingofthe nights length,and having with paſſionate diſcourſes 
worneaway darknes(as weary ofthem)they aroſe and haſtily apparelled them- 
ſclues,though not in a curious, yetin a comely manner. Then with a pretended 
charitie they would needes goe viſit the diſeaſed patient, being themſelucs im- 
patient. A little betore their comming, Ma/idorws being gone to give order for 
the buriall of Phili/ides, and (at the carneſt deſire of Pirocles) of Annaexiws, whoſe 
valour now had the full praiſe, from which his owne preſumption had deroga- 
ted much whileſt he liued:as theyapprochedto his Chamber doore,they heard 
Pirocles preparing his voice for the connoy of a ſadly conceiued,and weakely de- 
livered ſong, which they reſolued vorto interrupt; attending the letter which 
followed, | A | 


More dangerous darts,than Death, Lone throwes 1 ſp#e,

Death peirc'd me ak, yet could not make me die : 

Lowe with a thought mein effef# confounds. 

The power of Death, Art ſometime may reſtraine,

Where Loue with pleaſure doth torment the minde :

As ſoone as this ſong was ended. Pamels opened the doore,faluting him Qlill 
(fo todifguiſc her knowledge) by thename of Zelmane ; and asked in what c- 
fate ſhe was with her ſelfe : who returned this anſwer: How can T ſmart having 
ſuch Angelsto gine mec comfort ? or how can I feele paine intheir preſence, 
whole faces arc Heauens of pleaſure? Since(ſaid Parmels) beingonly EIN 
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by fallingin our com riie, the -bazard of your life hath procured our liberties 
ſothat accidentally (though farre from our intention) we have been the cauſcs 
of all your trouble;bow can we thinke of your paine bur as of our ownezor have 
any delight, whilſt youreſt gricued ? Wonders of worth (ſaid Zelmaze) I ſhall e- 
uer, whileſt I lipe,reckon for my higheſt happines my bcing honoured by your 
companie : andas for my travels in this, theyare by the ſucceſle abundantly re- 
warded, ſince Icould aſpire to no highergood, then I hauc compaſſed, having 
urchaſed you any contentment. | 

Whileſt chat paſſionate Zelmane, with an animatcd feruencie,did incorporate 
her hand with Philecleas,whoſe ſpeaking lookes, how cuer ſometime our of rno- 
deſtic obliquely moving, had a continuall revolution about his face: the blacke 
Knights comming in,drew Pamelaes ſpirits from her thoughts to her cies. A Gen- 
cleman followed him, direed from Ba/ilius : who,aftet his duty donerothe La- 
dics,hauing ſhewen them thattheir Father and Mother were in good health{in- 
vited by rhcir inquiring attendance) told how the firſt, whom prodigall fame 
had breathed forth with newes, (baſted by himſelfe,as who carriedan accepra- 
ble meſſage in bope of benefit or thanks )certified the King bow the Caſtle was 
won,and bis daughters delivered by the black Knight,who before had pura pe- 
riod tothe viforics of _Umphic/us (Art this, Pamelalooking on Muſidorus blulh- 
ed : and he (though by no geſture betraying bis [oy )rcioyced, not becauſe hee 
heard himſelfe praiſed, bur becauſe the beard him praiſed) and that _ſwraxius 
in a ſingle combat was killed by Zelmane,(he nor long over-liuing the viRtorie. 

T he King hearing this, yho ot bis graciousnature would rather fave one friend 
then deftroy all bisenemies,as if the deliucrie of his daughters had beenc a mar- 
ter of ſmall moment,anda gaine too light to connterpoile ſo great aloſſe, did a- 
bandon his ſoule to the tyrannie of ſorrow, cuen more then maiecſty in a Prince, 
or vertuc in affliction, inthe ballances of reaſon, would haucallowed of ſuch 
weights Atthis,Zelmanes ſmile was accompanied with Philocleas. But when he 
ow of Ginecias griefes ouergrowing the other, they grew pale: being afraid of 
the Fountaine from whence her teares did flow,left it ſhould drowne them. 

But whileſt Gizecia (the Meſſenger inlifted ) as runne mad with anguilb, in- 
cloſed in a Chamber, would ſuffer none to come vnta-her:al wondered, that her 
children being ſafe,a Strangers death, or her Husbandsgricfe,covld weaken the 
knowne ſtrength of her mind ſo much. T he next Meſſenger came, bcing the lat- 
ter,and thereby the better informed, who ſugred the firſt newes with the aſſu- 
rance of Zelmanes (afetie. T hen the Queene comming forth as after agreat rem. 
. peſt,the Skie of her countenance cieared, looking brighterthen before. T he king 
would haue come himſelfe heere in perſon, but he was perſwaded to ſend Phila- 
*#8x with a number ofchoſen men to recejue the Caftle,and the Ladies; eftfones 
being curious to know who cured Zelmane,whe it was told him that che Knight 
who won the Caſtle wou'd truſt none with that ſaue himſclfe,he was frwpWet 
one of his worth ſhould be put to ſuch trouble ; and would needs have an ordi- 
nary Surgeon ſought out to vndertake the charge. In the meane time,theQueen 
came and brought out of a box a ſoueraigne balme, which ſhe hath ſent by me to 
be applied to. your wounds (faireZelmexe) not doubting bur they will quickly 
become ſound if ber direion be obſerued, which is onely: T har you reſt and 
keepe your ſelfequiet from company now,and by the way, till ſhe her ſelfe may 
yle other remedics. And for thiscffett the entreats you{Miracles of Nature) her 
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daughters to forbeare her company during this time:that your example{whoſe 
authoritic abuſed might embolden the indiſcretion oft inferiours) may bea Law 
for others : and {hce aſſured me, that ſhee would by a ſecret ſpie learne how ſhe 
wereobeyed inthis. Such acarehath ſhe of this ſweet Ladies health, 

By the end of this Commithon well did Zelmane and Philocles know,at whom 
in particular thoſe gencral Iniunions did only aime. This entoyned abſtinence 
did give Zelmene a lurtct in ſorrow, whobad rather haug continued [tilinfirme, 
then to hauc recoucred by ſocrucll a Phylick.. And yet her miſeric was multi- 
plied when ſhe remembred the cauſe, whercofthis (in reſpeQ ofthat which ſhe 
didexpeR) was a lenderifſue,and butalirtle furie,ſent roafflit her out ofthar 
hell of Grnecias brelt ; into whoſe company ſhee was ſhortly to enter: Nowthe 
black Knighr,purpoſing to depart before Philanex arrived, brought bis compa» 
nion the Knight of the Pole (as a Partner of his viftorie) to kiſe the Ladies 
hands: extenvating his owne part, and preferring his: T hoſe who have true 
worth in themſelucs,can neuer cnuic it in another. T hereafter adviſing him 
privately to haue theirlittle company in readineſſe, he went with an vncounter- 
feited reucrence, bumbling himſelfe before the Idoll of his ſoule to know her 
will:telling her what he had done, being only done for her, hee would attend 
thanks from no other ; ncither would he be knownertill bee might beeknowne 
for hers: and ſhe(her countenancerather lightning courteſie then affe&tion)de- 
fired him toreturne to his old Maſter, and hee ſhould bee reſtored tothe eſtate 
which by his fault he had beforciuſtly forfeited ; wiſhing that he ſhould carrie 
himſelfe more moderately thereafter, if he would nogincurre her indignation, 
and raze all regard of him out of her memorie. . 

Then Muſiderws (as contented as one who had beene brought from Hellto 
Heauen) with many vchement atteſtations to win'truſt with her,and imprecati- 
ons againſt himſelfe incaſe of periury, wiſhed,ifeucr his minde were ſo vnhap- 
pie, as to beſurpriſed by any purpole, tending in the leaſt degree to grigpe ber, 
T bat he might neucr liuc till ittooke effeR, but die ere it werediſco And 
(like a warie gameſter, who hauing once aduantage is loath to aduenture againe) 
willing to ſcale vp his cares with the acceptable ſounds which they had recei- 
ued,he tooke leaue, leaving his heart with her,and taking bers with-him. Then 
went he towards Prrocles (the ioy of his heart ſhining thorough his faec)and ac- 
quainted him with his vnwilling abſenting himſelfe,referring all further confe- 
rence till their meeting atthe Arbour. And having in a complementaſl manner 
craucd,but not deſired imployment from Philoclea in any [eruice:afterthe func- 
rals were performed, he marched with his Troupe away;the moſtparrthinkin 
that be went to meet Philanax : whileſt Pamels from a window followed wit 
. hereyes,till clouds of duftdid burie their obictin the Aire. 

Soone after their departure from the Caftle,about this time, Philavax arrived, 
who immediately after he had received the Caſtle inthe Kings name, ſought for 
the Knight, whoſe gift (though not given by him) he eſteemed irto be. For he 
being generoully indicious, thought it more fit that Princes ſhould defray obli- 
gations by rewards(cucry man being inferior to him ro whom he ſtands indeb- 
ted)then to be behind with any by being beholding; and hearingthat hee was 

one, by publike inquiry for him,and praiſes ofhim, he witneſſed tothe world 

ow highly his valor was valued. After he had faluted the Princeſſes, hee viſited 
Zelmane,and told her how carcfull his Maſter was to haue thoſe wounds _ 
w 
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which in his ſcruice had beene procured, rhat thercafter hee might otherwiſe 
exprelſe his gratcfulneſſe. But Zelmane athrmed, T har chough that bloud 
which was ſhed, had becne followed by all therelt of her bod with the Kings 
former courteſies towards her, the deſeruing by the recompence was both pt c- 
ceeded and exceeded. Then Philanax (lothro ttrive with deeds ia words) deli- 
red her; if ber health might ſcruc, to prouide for her removing with the re(t 
to morrow : otherwiſe, that ſhould be done for her;whick [hee her ſelte would 
dirc@t, * 

Immediately after bis departure Ze/mane role: & bauingapparelled her ſelfe; 
began to walke, nor ſo much to tric how [hee might comport with the inten- 
ded iourney,as thar (hce might pretend any meanes which might afford her the 
ſatisfaRion of Phzlocleas preſence z where ( violently carried by her thoughts ) 
ſhe came ſoone, bur not lo ſoone as ſhe wilhed,and was wiſhed : where ( P amiels 
apart cntertayning her thoughts) ſhee rhus centred with Philecles. Dearcloue, 
Oh in whatan Ocean of troubles doth our cſtate continvally flote ! yer harh 
neuer ſo much as attayned the light of any ſecure Port. I ſeethat this ftreedome 
will but bring vs toa greater bondage : we are led from captivitic, oncly to be- 
comecaptiues. For,where before thoſe ſenſclefſe walls were thought ſufficient 
toguard vs, wee ſhall bee watched now, by one more icalous then 7ano, with 
moreeyes then cuer 4rgws bad. I would willingly conucigh you where I might 
enioy you, and you a Kingdome: butthis,my infirmitic hirit hindrgd; and the 
comming of Fhilanax hathaltogetherprevenced. In the meanetime,till forper. 
forming of that, a longed-for occaſion come, I muſt arme my ſelte againſt your 
Fathers folly, and your Mothers furic. T he one might eaſily bedelnded ; but 
the other cannor be reſiſted, but by a ſhew of yeelding,which I muſtcunningly 
counterfeit : and therefore truſt no externall ſhew; tor whocuer haue my coun- 
tenance, you hane my heart. Phzlocleas words were, that [hee carcd not where 
ſhe went, ſoit were with him, nor what ſhedid, ſo it were warranted by his di- 
reQion, as bent rather to. burne her breſt, then tolet it lodge any thoughe 
which durſt butdoubt of the ſufticiencic of his intentions; ſince, what cucr cir- 
cle they made , having alwayes for theircenrer the excellency of his owne 
worth. So parting, as if they had beene to goeto line in ſundrie Kingdomes, 
though going toliuc in one companie, Night inuited themto repoſe. 

The next morning,being ſaluted by the Trumpets ſounds, and all readie to 
remove, they were quickly tranſported ouerthe Lake ; andas quickly ( when 
landed) mounted by the prouident care of Phrlanax, to finiſh their journey. But 
ere they came two or three miles off the Lodges, Beſilias mer them : who im- 
braced his Daughters ; not that he would goe firſt ro them, burtthat bee would 
beelaft with Zelmane, whom hee had kiſſed with: his eyes, cre his lips were 
driwne from his Daughters. And as ſoone as he had ſhewen as much afteRion, ' 
encountring her, as his ſtate before ſo many would permit : hee ſaid, that not- 
withſtanding her countenance was the treaſure inthe World, whereof heewas 
moſt covetous, yet it grieucd him that another ſhovld bee ſo-bappy as tohave 
procured her libertie,rather then bimſelfe; and that ir was his purpoſe, as a pti- 
vate aduenturer, to haue manifeſted his afteRion, fighting as aKnight, notasa 
King, for herdeliverie. 

Zelmane replying, T batit bad been againſt al] reaſon, that ſogreat a —_— 

whom 
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whom the liues of ſo many did depend,ſhould haue beenc hazarded for the life 


of one, whole fall could extend no further then her owneruine : your ruine 
(ſaid he) I wiſhthat minciwere firſt; for ir could not bur follow after. And doe 
not thinke that the blacke Knight,or any other durſt doe more for you, then] : 
yet ſuch is the miſerableeſtate of vs kings, that we cannot prove men but are 
compelled ro moouc in our owne Spheare, T he journicsend cutting off their 
diſcourſe,Ginecia was waiting on their lighting : and having firſt (duric tyranni- 
zing oucr affcion)careleſly kifſed Pamela,dilſdainfully Philocles, and vehement- 
ly Zelmane, thereafter enquiring of her wounds, rhankes (though beſtow. 
ing nothing defraying much) were courteouſly returned for the Balme which 
was ſent; (he proteſting that if no other thing could helpe, ſhee would pull our 
her owne heart, when Baſiliws interrupted them, comming to hauclightned his 
heart, by burdening his bodie with his Miſtreſſes lighting. | 
Demetascameltarting and leaping like a giddie Kidde to meet with Pamela; 
and as ſoone as ſhee was lighted, for the firſt ſalutation, told her how much ſhee 
was beholding to him, hauing ſhewne his man-hood and good will as much as 
the beſtfellow in thoſe bounds could have done: ſwearing that hee had ventu- 
red more for her, then he would doe for all the world againe, and for his owne 
life ro0; I (quoth he) and when my man Dorms durit not bee ſeene, who was 
thought a brauc fellow. Yet he faineda buſineſle farre from the noiſe of warre, 
to ſecke ſheepe,butthe truth is,to hide himſelfe, whileſt = deeds madeall our 
Armiclaugh tor ioy : ſo that during allthat time of trouble, which Irtremble 
yet to thinke vpon, [ ncuer heard of him, till euen now hee ſent mee word by a 
Shepheard, whom he mer on the way,that hee had found the Ewes, which had 
ſtraied with great difficulticz and was driuing them at leiſure, for feare they 
{ſhould miſcarrie. But when he comes, I promiſe I will make his cowardize bee 
knowne for leauing me, when I would faine haue left my ſelfe for feare.  O- bur 
( ſaid Pamela) you mult not bee offended though euery man be not ſo ſtout 
as youare ; hee may bee ancuill Souldier , but yet agood Sephcard': and I 
hope you kcepe him that he may keepe ſheepe ; not that he may kill men. Now 
in good faith( ſaid he) I ſee you arenot changed: for you wereeuer wiſe,and fo 
doe youcontinue ſtill. I may well chide the fellow, but I will not beate him. 

T hen all entering the lodge with Ba/ilizs, though the ſupper was readie, Gi- 
necia would dreſſe Zelmanes wounds firſt, and Baſilius would ſee them dreſſed ; 
ſo by his deſpiſed importunateneſle reſtraining the torrent of Ginecias paſſions, 
which would but burſt forth more furiouſly thereafter, T his freeing Zelmanes 
cares at that time, was but ſuch a relicfe toher, as they find who. expell poyſon 
by counterpoiſon, [hee being as wearic ofhim, as afraid ofthe other. 

Then fitting downe to the ſupper , more curious of afurfecit to their eyes, 
then for ſuſtenance tothereſt oftheir body : the eyes of Buſiliw were eucr fee+ 
ding on the face of Zelmane with a fearcfull earncitneſle, ſave ſometime when 
they were conſtrained toretire by the violence of his wiues Jookes:thinking that 
they with a icalous anger had vpbraided his errour, which ſhe (otherwiſe buſt- 
ed) had never ſo much as obſerued, The one of hereies was ſettled like a fixed 
ſtarre on Zelmane: the other, like a wandring Comet threatning confuſion 
whereit ſhined, ſtraied berwixt Zelmane, and her daughter Philoclea; watching 
and chaſtiſing with a looke her ftolne.Jookes. Zelmner languiſhing _ made 

co 
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looke on any,ſince ſhe might notlooke where ſhee liked. Philocles, chained by 
thoughts to Zelmane,did imitate her, being penſiue, becauſe [hee was penſive: 
yet likea cunning Painter,who bauing tully fed bis eyes with the affected ob- 
ic, turnes backe within himſelfe, that his imagination may cngraue it the 
more exaaly within his memorie, ſhe would ſometimes witha theeuithly ad- 
uentrous looke ſpic Zelmanesgeſture,that ſhe might the better counterfeit it in 
ber countenance. As for Pamela,the kept her accuſtomed Maieſtie, being abſent 
where {he was,and preſent where the was not. Then, the Supper being ended, 
after ſome ambiguous ſpeeches, which might (for feare of being miſtaken) be ta- 
ken intwo fcnſcs,or elſe were altogether eſtranged from the ſpeakers minde ; 
ſpeaking asin a dreame, not what they thought, but what they would bee 
thought to thinke : everie oneretired ro the Lodge where they had vied 
beforeto lic; Baſilivs bauing firſt invited them, the next mor- 
ning to ſeea Paſtorall repreſented by the ordinarie 
Shephcards,tocongratulate their pro- 
ſperous returne. 


] F thislittle Eſay haucnot that perfeRtion which is required for ſupplying 
the want of that place for which it was intended, yet ſhall it ſerve for ſhadow 
rogiuca luſterto therelt. I haue only herein conformed my ſelfe to that which 
preceeded my beginning,and was knowne to be that admirable Authors owne,

This is my Hymne to you,faid he,not left meby my anceſtors,but begun in my 
ſelfe. The temple wherein it # daily ſung,is my ſoule: and the ſacrifice T offerto you 
withall,is all whatſocuer I am. Zelmaye,who cuer thoughrſhe fouhd in his ſpeeches 
the i'l taſte of a medicine , andrhe operation of apoyſon, would haue ſuffered adif- 
daiofull looke to haue bin the only witneſle of her goodaccepration ; but char Baſe. 
Ew: began afrcſh to lay before her many pirifull prayers , and inthe end toconclude 
that he was tully of opinion ir was onely the ynfortunatenes of that placethar hin- 
dred the proſperous courſe of his defires. And thereforeſince the hatefull influence 
which-made firm embracethis ſolitarie lite, was now paſt ouerhim ( as he doubted 
notthe judgement of Philenax would agree with his) his late miſhaps had taught 
him how perillous it was to commit a Princes ſtate toa placeſo weakly guarded: he 
was now inclined to returne to his palace in Martine, & there he hoped he ſhould 
be better able ro ſhew how much he deſired tro make all he had hers : with manyo- 
ther ſuch!honny words,which my pen growsalmoſt wearie toſer down. This indeed 
neerely pierced Zelmane : forthe good beginning ſhe had there obtayned of Phile- 
clea nab her deſire to continue the lame trade, till ynto the moreperfefting of her 
deſires : and ro come toany publike place ſte did deadly feare,leſt her mask by many 
cycs might the ſooner be diſcouered, and ſo her hopes ſtopped, and the ſtate of her 
ioyes endaungered. Therefore a while ſhe reſted, muling at che dayly chaunging la- 
byrinth of her owne fortune, bur in herſclfe determined it was her only beſt to 
him there : & with fauors to make him louethe place,/where the fauors were recet- 
ucd, as diſgraceshad made him apt tochangethe loyle. | 

Therefore caſting a kinde of corner looke ypon hum , It is truely ſaid, (Gid ſhe) 
that agecoolcth the bloud. How ſoone, good man, you are terrified before you rc- 
cciuc any hurt ? Doc you net know that daintineſſe 1 kindly vnto vs ? And that 
hard obtaining, is the excuſe of womans granting ? Yet ſpeake I not as though you 
were like to obtaine, or I to grant. But becauſeI would not haue you 1magin,l am to 
be wonne by courtly yanitics , or eſteeme a man the more , becauſe hee hath hand- 
ſome men to wait of him; when he is aftraid ro live without them. You might have 
ſcene Baſilins humbly ſwell,and witha lowly looke,ſtand vpon histiptocs ; ſuch di- 
uerſitic her words deliuered ynto him. O Hercules, anſwered he, Baſelius afraid ? Or 
his bloud cold, that boyles in ſucha furnace? CareI who is with mee, whileI en- 
ioy your preſence? Or 15 any place good orbad to me; but as it pleaſeth you to bleſſe 
or curſe it ? O let me be but armed in your good grace, and I defie wharſocuer there 
is or can beagainſt me. No, no, your loue is forcible, and my age is not without 
vigor. Zelmane thought it nor good for hisſtomack,to receiue a ſurfer oftoo much 
fauour, and therefore thinking he had enough for the time, ro keepe him from any 
ſodaine remoutng,with a certaine gratious bowing downe of her head roward him, 
ſhe turned away, ſaying, She would leaue him at this time co ſee how tem y 
he could vſc ſo bountifull a meaſure of her kindneſſe. Baſilins that thought eucrie

ull harmes, ſurely ſo many haue come to my bliſleſle lot, that the reſt of the world 
hath too ſmall a portion,to make with cauſeſo wailfull a latnentation, Bur (ſaid ſhe) 
whatſocuer thou be, I will ſecke thee our, for thy tnulicke well aſſures me we are at 
leaſt hand fellow prentiſes to one vngratious maſter. So roſe ſhe & weat guiding her 
ſelfe by the ſtill playning voice, nll ſhe ſaw vpon a ſtone alittle waxe light ſer, & yns - 
der it apicce of paper with theſe yerſes yery latgly (as itſhould ſeeme) written init :

Burt (as the greed nature of 
man isdefirous of knowledge,and ſorrow eſpecially glad to find tellowes) the went 
asſoftly as ſhe could conuey her foot, neare vato her, where ſhe heard theſe words 
come with vehement ſobbings from her. O darkeneſle (Gid ſhe) which doeſt light- 
ſomly (me thinkes) make me ſee the picture of myinward darkenefle : fince I haue 
cholen thee to be the ſecret witndleof my ſorrowes , let me recciue a late receipt in 
thee ; andefteeme them not redious, bur if it be poſſible , let the yrtering them: bee 
{lame diſcharge to my ouerloden breaſt. Alas ſorrow,now thou haſt thetull ſacke of

Neither be aftraide to 
make me too happy,ſince nothing can come to —_ the ſmart ofmy guilty con- 
frience.I defire but to aſſwage the ſweltring of my helliſh longing,daiced Gynecza, 
Zehmane noſooner heard the name of Gynecia , butthar with a cold ſweareall ouer 
her, as if ſhe had bin readie to tread ypon a deadly ſtinging Adder, ſhe would hauc 
withdrawne her ſelfe, but her owne paſsion made her yee|d more ynquier mgrions, 
then ſhe had done in comming. So that ſhe was perceiued , and Gynecia ſodainely 
riſen yp, for indeedit was Gynecia, gorten into the Caue (the ſame Caue, wherein

Dametas had ſafely kepr Pamelin the late vprote) to paſſe her pangs, with change 
of places. And as her mind ran ſtill ypon Zelmave, her piercing louers cyc had ſoonc 
found it was ſhee.

coo late repenting my death, which hourely threatens me. Zelmane imputing itto 
one of her contiguall miſbaps, thus to hauemet with this Ladic , with a full wearie 
countenance ; Withourdoubt Madame, ſaid ſhee , where the deſire is ſuch as may 
beobtayned, and the partic well deſerving as your ſelfe, it mult bea great excuſc 
that may well colour adeniall : but when the firſt motion carries withit adire& im. 
poſlibilitic,then muſt the only anſwer be,comfort without help,and ſorrow to both 
partics ; to you not obrayning,to me not able ro graunt. O,ſaid Gynecia, how good 
leiſure you haueto frame thee ſcornefull anſwers ? Is Gyneciathus to bedefpilcd ? 
Aml ſovilea worm in your fight ? No,no,truſtto ic hard-hearted Tygre,l wil not 
be theonly Actor of this Tragedie : ſince I muſt fall, I will preſſe down ſom others 
with my ruines.: fince I muſt burne, my ſpitefull nexghbours ſhall fecele my fire, 
Doeſt chou not perceive that my diligent eyes haue pierced through the clowdie 
make of thy diſguiſement ? HaueT nor told thee,O foole(ifI werenor much more 
foole )that I kuew thou wouldeſt abuſe vs with thy outward ſkew ? Wil thou ill 
attend the rage of louc 1a a womans heart ? the gyrtethy well choſen miltreſſe,per-

flaine if they looſe. Tt ſhe held her off in theſe womtedtermes, ſhe ſaw rage would 
make her loue work the cfteRs of hatgrogrant ynto her, her heart was ſo bound vP- 
on Philoclea,it had bin worſe then a tho deaths. Yet found ſhe it was neceſLrie 
for her to cometo a reſolution,for Gynecias fore could bide no leaſure,and once diſ- 
coucred,bcfides rhe danger of Philecles, her deſires ſhou'd be for cuer yiterly ſtop. 
ped.She remembred withal thewords of Baſilizs,how apt he was tolcaue this life & 
returne to his court, a great barto her _ Laſtly, ſkeconſidered Dorws enterpriſe 
might bring ſomeſtrange alceration of this their well liked fellowſbip. So that en= 
compaſled with theſe inſtant difficulties, ſhe bent her ſpirits ro thinke of aramcdie, 
which might at once both ſaue her from them & ſerue her to the accomp'iſhment 
of her onely purſuit. Laſtly,ſhe derermined thus, that there was no way burtto yeeld 
to the violence ot their , fince ſtriuing did the more chafe them . And that 
followgng their owne currear,ar lengrh of it ſelfe it would bring her to the otherſfide 
of her burning delires, 

Now inthe meane while, the diuided Dorws, long divided berweene loue and 
friendſhip,8: now tor his loue divided from his triend, though indeed without 
1udice of friendſhips loyaltic, which doth ncuer harre the minde from his free fatiſ- 
tation: yerſtill a cruell iudge ouer himſelfe,thought he was ſome wayes faulry,and 
applicd his minde now to amendiir, with 3 ſpecdic and bchooucfull recurac. = 
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then was his firſt ſtudy, how to get away, whercto already he had Pamela conſent? 
confirmed and concluded vnder the nameof Mopſe 1n het owne preſence, Dorus 
raking this way,that wharſocuer he would haue of Pamela he would aske her, whe- 
ther in ſuch a caſc it were not beſt for Mopſe ſo to behaue her ſelfe, in that ſurr ma. 
king Mopſas enuic, an inſtrument of that ſhee did enuie. So hauing paſled over hig 
firtt and moſt fearcd difficulrie, hee buſicd his ſpirits how ro come to the harueſt of 
his deſires, whereof hee had fo faire a ſhew. And therennto ( pagan leaue for 
ſome dayes of his mailter Dametes , who now accounted him as his ſonne in law) 
heromed round about chedefarr, ro finde ſome yoknowne way, that might bring 
himto the next Sea port,as much as might be our of all courle of other potions 
which all very well (uccedinghim;& hehaving hired a Barke for his lucs < 
and prouided horſes ro carry- her thither, recurned homeward,-now cometo the 
laſt point of his carc,how to goe beyond tlic Joathſome wacchtulneſle of theſe three 
yncome!ly companions, and therein did wiſely conſider, how they were to be taken 
with whom he had to deale;remembring that in the parricularitics of cuery bodies 
minde,& fortune, there are particular aduantages, by which they are to beheld. The 
muddy mind of Dameras,he found moſt cafilyſtirted with coucrouſnele. The cucſt 
miſchicuous heart of Miſe, moſt apt ro bee tickled with 1ealoutie, as whoſe rogen 
braine could thinke well of no body. Burt yong miſtreſſe Mopſa,who could open her 
eyes vpon nothihg,that did toe all ro bewonder her, heethoughccuriolirie the fire 
teſt baite for her. And firſt for Dametes , Dorms hauing employed a whole dayes 
worke, about a ten mi'e off trom the Ladge (quitecontraric way to that hemeanc

And with the concluſion ofthis ſong, he cmbraced herabout theknees,O ſweete 
Charita ſaid he, whenſhall I cnioy the reſt of my toyling thoughts?

And that being increaſed with 
the preſetits ſhee heard Dametes had giuen her ( which all ſeemed torne out ot her 
bowclls)) her hollow eyes, yeelded ſuch wretched lookes,as one might well thinke 
Pluto at that rime,mighr hane had her ſoule yeric good cheape.Bur when the fire 
of ſpite had fully caught hold of all her inward parts, then whoſocuer would haue 
ſeene the piture of « M/e&?o,0r with what manner of countenance Hedes kild her 
own childrE, needed bur rake Miſo for the ful ſatisfaRion of that poiar of his know- 
ledge.Shee thar could before ſcarce goe,but ſupported by crutches, now flew about 
the houſe, borne vp with the wings of Anger : there was noone fort of murrall 
reuenge, thar had cuer come to her cares, bur preſented ir (elfe now to hergencle 
minde.

This made 
Mopſa with a right baſe nature(which ioyes to lee any hard hap happen to them they 
decme happy) grow proudeouer her,& vſegreat oftentation of her owne diligence, 
in pryingcuriouſly into cachthing that Pamela d1d. Neither is there any thing (00+ 
ner ouetthrowsa weake hearr, then opinion of authority;like rooſtrong a liquor for 
fo feeble a glaſſe, which ioyned it ſelfe roche humor of enuying Pamelas beauty, ſo * 
far,that oft ſhe would lay to her (elfe,if ſhee had bin bornea Princeſle as well as Pa- 
mela,her perfetions then ſhould haue been as wel ſeen as Pamelas.Wirh this maner 
of woman, and placed in theſe rermes, had Dora to play his Jaſt part, which hee 
would quickly haue diſpatched in tying her vp in ſuch amaner, that ſhe ſhould little 
hauc hindred his enterpriſe. But thar the vertuous Pamela(whe ſhe ſaw him ſo min- 
ded) by countenance abſolutely forbad ir, reſolutely derermining,ſhee would not 
leaue behind her any token of wrong,fince the wrong done to hee (clfe was the beſt 
excule of her eſcape: Sothat Dorus was compelled totake her in the maner hee firſt 
thought of, and accordingly Pamela firring muſing at the ſtrange atrempr ſhee 
had condiſccoded ynto;and Mopſa hard by her, (looking in a glaſſewith very parti.

Dorus ha- 
uing ſtreeched her minde vpon a right laſt, extreamely loued Mopſa, laid hee, the 
matters be fo great,as my heart tathe meinthe telling them :- but ſince you hold 'the 
grcatelt ſeate in it,it 15 reaſon your dehire ſhould adde lite ynro it. Therewith he told 
hera farre-fet tale; how that many millions of yeares before, lwprter fallenour with 
Apollo had thcowne him our of heaven,raking from him the privikedge ofa Gad.So 
that poorc Apello was faine to leade/a very -miſerablelife; vnacquainted to worke, 
and neuer v{cd ro begge that in this order bauing in time learned to be Hametus 
heardman,he had ypon occaſion of fetching 2 cextaine breede of beaſts out of vr. 
c1dja,come to that yery deſart, where weatied withtrauaile,and reſting hiniſelfe in 
the boughes of a pleaſant Aſh tree, ftoodlitle off from the lodge, hee had with 
pittifull complaints gorren his father Ivpiters pardon, and ſo-from that tree was re- 
ceiucd agarne to his golden ſpheaze. But hauing that right naturcof a God, neuer 
to be vugratefull, ro Admetus hee had graunted adouble life: and becauſe that tree 
was thechappell of his proſperous prayers, He had gmien is1rbisqualitie, that what. 
ſocuer af Gi eſtate,and in ſuch maner ashe then was, ſate downer that tree,they 
ſhould obcaine whatſocuer they wiſhed. This Befil7w hauing vnderitood by the 0. 
racle,was theondly cauſe which had made him trie, whetherframing himſclfe ro 
the ſtare of an heardman, hee might haue the pttuiledge of wiſhing onely grauned 
to thar degree ; but that hauing often in vaine attempted it, becauſe indeede he was 
not ſuch, hehad now apencd the ſecret to Dametzes , making him ſwearehe ſhould 
wiſh according to his direftion, Bur becauſe, faide Dorws, «Apollo was at that 
time with extreame gricfe, muffled round abour his face, with a skarlet cloake Ad- 
metus had giuen him, and becauſe they that muſt wiſh mult bemuffled in like ſort, 
and with like ſtufte, my maſter Dametas is gone I know notwhither,to provide him 
askarlct cloake,and to morrow doth appoint to returne with ir.

For how —_— I cucr imagine, the heauens would haue rained down ſo 
much of your fauour vpon me? and of that ſide there was a ſhew of poſsible hope, 
the moſt comfortable Counſellor of loue. The cauſe of this my chaunged atryre, 
was a iourney two ycares agoc I made among the ,{maſons, where hauing foughe 
to txye my vofortunate valure, I mett notonein all the Countrey but was too 
hard for mee, till in the end in the preſence of their Queene AL arpeſia, I hoping 
to preuayle againſt her , challenged an olde woman of toureſcore yeares , wy > 
on horſebacketo the yttermoſt with me. VVhohauing ouerthrowne me, for the 
Guing ofmy life, made me ſweare I ſhould goe like an ynarmed Amazon, tillthe 
comming of my beard did, with the diſcharge of my oath , deliver me of that bon« 
dage.

Burindeede this dirc& 
promiſeof a ſhorr ſpace, ioyned with the cumberſomefamuliar of womankinde, [ 
meane modeſtic, ſtayed ſo Gynecias minde,chatſhe rookethus much archar preſenc 
for good payment: remayning with a painefull ioy , anda weariſome kinde of 
comforr,not ynlike tothe condemned pritoner, whole minde ſtill running vpon the 
violentarriuall of his cruell death, heares that his pardon is promiſed, but not yer 
ſigned.

But Pyrocles that had heard his name accuſed,8&codemned by the mourhwhich 
bf all the world,and more then all the world; he moſt loued; had then cauſcenough 
to call his mind to his home, & with themoſt haſtche could (for trucloue feares 
the accident of an inſtant) to match the cxcuſing of his fault, with declaration of 
his arrand thicher. And therefore blowne vp and downe with ag many contrary paſ- 
fons,as Aco{us (ent out winds vpontheTroian reliques, guided vpon theſca by the 
valiant Aenees,hee went into: her chamber withſfucha paſe as reuerent feare doth 
teach, where kneeling downeg8 hauing prepared along diſcourſe tor lier his eyes 
were ſofilled with her fighe,that as if they would haue robbed all their fellowes of 
their ſeruices,both hus heart fainted, & his ronguedayled in ſuch lore, that hee could 
not bring forth one word, bur referred her yaderſtagding to his eyes language. Bur 
the in extremitic amazed to ſec him(thecc, at ſo yadye aſcaſon,8& aſbamed thar her 
beautifull body made ſo naked aprofpeRt,drawinginher delicare limmes into the 
weake guard of the bed,and proſcoting in her face ro. him ſuch akinde of pitifull 
anger,as might (hew,this was only afault,therfore becauſeſhe hada former grudge 
vato him,tutning away herfacefrom him ſhethusfaid yato him: © Zelmaneor Py. 
xecles,(for whether name yſe irmuchskils nor, fine by the one I was fitit deceiued 
47 the other now berrayed) what ſtrange motion js the guide of thy cruell minde 


cher ? Doſt-chou norchinkerhe day-rormens thou haſt giuen me ſufficicnt, bu 
that

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that thou doeſt enuic me the nights quiet? Wik thou gwe my ſortowes norruce, 
bur by making me (ce before mineeyes how much haueloſt,offer medue cauſe of 
confirming my plaint?Or is thy heart ſo foll ot rancor;rhat thou dolſt defireto feed 
thinc eyes with the wretched ſpeQacle of chinc ouerthrowne encmie,& to toſariſ{- 
fie the full meaſure of thy vndeſerucd rage; with thereceiving into thy fight the yn- 
reletable ruines of my deſolate life ? O Pyrocles, Pyroctes for thine own vertues fake, 
let miferies be no mutlicke yntorhee,and becontenr to take to thy ſeife ome colour 
of excuſe;thar thou didſt not know ro whar extremntiethy inconſtancie, orrather 
falÞod hath brought me. Pyrocles to whom cuery ſyllable ſheepronounced, was a 
thundctbolr to his heart,cqually diſtraughrbetwixc amaſement 8 ſorow,abaſlicd to 
ſeeſuch a ſtop ot his deſires, gricued with her paine, burtormented tofinde himſelfe 
theauthor of ir, with quaking lips,& pale cheerc,alas diuine Lady faid he,your diſ- 
pleaſure is ſo contrary to my deſert, & your words ſo farre beyondallexpeRations, 
that I hauc leaſt abiliry naw I haue moſt need,to ſpeak in the cauſe ypon which my 
life dependeth.For my troth is ſo vadoubredly conſtagt ynto yoth, my heart is ſo 
aſlured a witneſſe ro 1t {cfe,of his vnſpotted faith, that having noone thing in mee, 
whereour any ſuch ſacriledge might ariſe, I hauc likewiſe nothing info dire a 
thing to lay for my ſelfe,but fincere'and ychement proteſtations; for intruth, there 
may moſt words bee ſpent, wherethere is ſome probabilitie to breed of both ſides 
'conicQurall allegations.Bur ſoperte& a thing as my Joue is of you,asit ſuffers no 
queſtion, ſo it ſeemes to receiue iniuryþy addition of any words ynto it. If my ſoule 
could hauc been polluted with trechery, ir would likewiſe have prouided for it ſelfe 
due furniture of colourable anſwers,but as it tood ypon the naked calcience of his 
vntouched duty, ſo I muſt confeſleir is akogeties vnarmed againſt ſo yniuſt a yio- 
lenceas youlay vpon me:alas/let not the paines I haue taken ro ſerue you, be now ac- 
counted injurious ynto you,let not the dangerouscunnungT haue yſed to pleaſeyou 
be deemed atreaſon againſt you,ſluce I haue deceiued them whom you feare foryour 
Cake,do not you deſtroy me for their fake;what can I without you furthet do?Or to 
what more forwardneſſe can any counſel] bring our deſired happrneffe? I hauc pro- 
uided whatſocuer is needfull for our going, I haucrid them both out of the lodg,ſo 
cthacrhet® is nonchere to be hindeters or knowers of ourdeparrure, but onely the al- 
mighrypowers, whom I inuoke astriers of mine innocencie,& witnellesof my wel 
meaaing.And if euermy thoughtsdid receiue fo much as a fainting intheir affeQti. 
ons: if rhey hauenot continuallywith more& mote atdour from timers rime pur: 
fied the poſſeſſion of-your [weetelt fauour; if 'euer in that poſſeſſion chey receiued 
either ſpot; or falſtiood : then let cheir moſt horrible plagues fall ypon me, let mine 
eyes be depriued of the [ighr which did abaſerhe heauenly beames tharſtrake them 
let my lik rorgue ferue to-noviebur to bemone mineown wretchednes, let my 
heart impoiloned with deteſtable treaſon, bee the ſeate of inferhall ſorrow, let m 
ſoulewwh che endlefle anguiltiof his conſcience become his owne totmentor. 
falſe mankind! cried 'ont the (weet-Philorlea How cananimpoſtumed hatr bur yeld 
forth cuill matter by his mouth? Are oathesthereto bee belecued, where yowes arc 
broke? No o,who doth woutid theerernallijoſtice of the gods,cares little for abu- 
ſingcheirnames:&who in _ wickedly doth not feareduc recopencing plagues, 
doth lirtle feare that inuoking of plagues, will makethemn comccuer a whit the ſoo- 
Aer. Bur alas what aylech this new-conucrfion;haue you yet another (leight to play 
or do you thinke rodeceiue mein Pyrocles forme,as you have done in Zelmianes? Of 
rather now you haue bertayed mein both, is ſome chird ſex lefryou,inrowhich you 
can transfarme your ſelfe ro ihteigle my ſimplicitic * Enjoy the'conqueſt = 
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haue already won: andaſſure yourſelfe you arc come tothe fartheſt porar of your 
cunning. For my part yokind Pyrocles,my oncly defence ſhall be beleete of nothing, 
my comfort my faithful innocencie,8& the puniſhment I deſire of you ſhall be your 
owne conſcience. Philocleas hard perſcucring in this yniuſt condemnation of him, 
did ſo ouerthrow all the might of Ajrocles mind(who ſaw that time would nor ſcrue 
ro proue by deeds, 8 thar the berter words he vied,the more they were ſulpeed of 
deceitfull cunning.) Thar voide of all counſell, & depriucd of all comfort, finding 
beſt deſerrs puniſhed,8 neereſt hopes preuented, he did abandon theſuccour of him- 
ſelfe, & ſuffered gricte (o to cloſe his heart, that his breath fayling him with a'death- 
full ſhutting of hiscycs, he fell downat her bedſide, hauing had time to ſay nomore, 
but oh ! whom doſt chon kill 7h/oclea? She that lirtle looked for ſuch an extreangy 
cucnt of herdoings,ſtart out of her bed, like Yenws riling from her mother the ſea; 
not ſo much ſtricken down with amazemenr,& gricfe of her fault,as lifred vp with 
the force of loue & deſire to helpe, ſhe layd her faire body eucr his breaſt, 8c throw- 
1ng no other water in his face,bur the ſtreame of her teares, nor giuing him orher 
blowes but the kiſſing of her well formed mouth, her only crics were theſe lamenta- 
tions : O ynfortunateſuſpicion,faid ſhe,thevery meane ro loſe that we moſt ſupe& 
ro loſe. O ynkind kindnefleof mine, which returhes an imagined wrong with an cf- 
feQuall iniury. O foole ro make quarrell my ſupplication,or to yſc hate as the me- 
. diator of louc: childiſh Philoclea,haſt thou throwne away the iewell wherein all thy 
pride conſiſted ? Haſt thou with roo much haſt onerrun thy ſelfe? Then would ſhe 
renew herkiſſes:& yer not'finding thelifereturne,redouble herplaints in chismaner. 
O diuine ſoule,faid ſhee, whole yertue can poſleſle no lefie then the higheſt place in 
heauen,if for mineeternall plague,thouſhatt yrterly left this moſt ſweet manſion, be- 
foreI follow thee with T hisbes puniſhment for my'raſh ynwarineſſe, heare this pro- 
teſtation of mine : Thatasthe wrong I hauedone thee proceededof a moſt ſincere, 
bur ynrcſiſtable afteQtion,ſo led with this pirifull example, ir ſhall end inthe mortal 
hate of my ſelfe,8& (if it may be) I will make my ſoulea rombe of thy memory. Ar 
that word wich anguiſh of mind & weakncle of body encreafed one by the other, 8g 
both augmented by this fearfull accident, ſhe had falnedown in a ſound, burthar Py. 
rocles then firſt ſeucring his eye-liddes, & quickly apprehending her danger, to him 
more then death, beyond all powers ſtriuing ro recouer the comandement of all his 
powers, ſtayed her from falling : & then lifting theſwcer burthen of her body in his 
armes, laid hcr again in her bed.So that ſhe, but then the Phyſition, was now become 
the patient: 8 he,to whom her weakneſſe had been ſcruiceable,was now enforced to 
do (eruice to her weakneſſe:which performed by him with that harty care which the 
moſt carcfull love on the beſt loucd lubic& in greateſt extremity could unpi_es 
uailed ſo farre,that cre long (ſhe was able(though in ſtrength exceedingly deieQed) 
to call home her wandering ſenſes,to yeld attention to that her be!oued Pyrocles had 
to deliuer. Buthe lying downe on the bed by her, holding her hand in his, with fo 
kind an acculing her of ynkindnes,as in acculing her he condemned himſelfe, began 
from point co point todiſcouer varo her all thathad paſled berweene his loched los 
uers & him. How he had enterrained;& by entertaining deceiued, both Beſilrus 8Gy- 
necia:and with ſuch a kind of deceit, as cither mmighe {ce che cauſe in the other, bur 
neither eſpie theeffeR in themſelues. Thar althis fauvurs ro them had tended onely 
to make « ſtrangers ro this hisaRion : & all his ſtrangeneſſe ro her, ro the finall 
obtajning of her long promiſed, 8 now to be performed tauour. Which dzuiſe ſer+ 
ing it had ſo well ſucceeded to theremouing all other hinderances, that only her rce- 
ſolution remained for the taking their happy —— coniured her by all _ 
| « 8 
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ſhe had cuer borne him, ſhe would make no longer delay to partake with him what- 
toeuer honors thenoble kingdome of Macedon,and all other Exgrebus dominion 
mighr yceld him ſpecially ſince in this enterpriſe he had now waded fo farte, as he 
could not poſſibly retirehimſelte backe,withour being overwhelmed withdanger 8& 
diſhonor, He necded not haue vicd further png :forthat only coniuration had 
{o forcibly bound all her ſpirits,that could her body hauc ſeconded her minde,or her 
mind have ſtrengthened her body, without reſpe& of any worldly thing, bur onely 
feareto be again vnkind ro Pyrocles,ſhe had condiſcended rogo with him. But raiſing 
her ſelf alitſe in her bed,8 nding her own ynabiliticinany ſort rocndure the airc: 
My Pyrocles ſaid ſhe(with tearcfull cyes & pirifull countenance,ſuch as well witnel- 
Qi ſhe had nowill to deny any thing ſhe had power to performe)if you can conuey 
me hence in ſuchplight as youſce mee; I am moſt willingto make my extreameſt 
danger a teſtimony,that Ieſteemeno dangerin regard of your vertuous ſatisfaftion. 
Buc the fainted fo taſt, that ſhe was not ablero vreer the reſt of her conceiued ſpeech: 
which alſorurned Pyrocles thoughts from expeRting further anſwer, to the necel. 
fary care of reuiuing her, in whoſe fainting himſelfe was more rhen ouerthrowne. 
And that having cftcQed with all the ſweer meanes his wits could deuiſe, though his 
higheſt hopes were by this vnexpeed downefallſunke deeper then any any degree 
ot deſpaire:: yerleſt the appearance of his inward gricfe might occafon her further 
diſcomfort, having racked 2p faceto a more coforrable ſemblance,he ſought ſome 
ſhew of reaſon,to ſhew ſhe had noreaſon,cither for him,or forher ſclfeloto beaffi- 
Qed, Which inthe ſweet minded Philortra,whoſe conſideration was limitred by his 
words, & whoſe conceit pierced no deeper then his ourward countenance, wrought 
within a whuleſuch quictneſle of miade, &that quietneſſe againe ſuch repoſe of © 
dy,that (leepe by his harbingers weakneſſe wearineſſe,& watchfulnelle, had quickly 
raken vp his lodging in all herſenſes. Then indeed had Pyroctes leaſurerofirin iudg- 
mear on himſclic, and tofhcare hisreaſon accuſe his taſhneſſe, who, wichour fore- 
calt of doubt, without knowledpe of his friend, without acquaiating Philoclee with 
his purpoſc,or being madeacquainred with her prdſent eſtate, had talne headlong 
tnto that actempr, the ſucceſſe whereof he had long Ence fer downe to himſelfe as 
the meaſure of all his other fortunes, Bun callingto mindehow weakely they doe, 
that tather finde fault with what cannor be amended, thenſeeke to amend whercin 
they haucbcenc faultic : heſoone turned him from remembring whar might hauc 
bcenedone,to confidering what was now to be done, 8& when that conſideration fai- 
led, what was now ro be expected. Wherin hauing runne overall the thoughes, his 
reaſon,callediothe ſtricteſt accounts could bring before him,arlength heelighted 
on this: That as long as Gynecia bewrayed notthe marrer(which herchoughtſhee 
would not do,aſwellfor her owne honour & (afery;asforthe hope ſhee aught ill 
have of him, which islochto dic in a louers heart)all the reſt mighcrurne to a prery 
mcrymenr,and enflame his louer Baſzlzes,againe to caſt about for the milled favour. 
And as naturally the heart ſtuffed yp with wofulneſke, is glad grecdily to fucke the 
thinneſt ayre of comforr : ſo did hee atfirft,embrare this conceit as offering great 
hope,if not aſſuranceof well doing,till looking: more ncerely intour, and not able 
ro anſwer the doubts 8 difficulties hee faw therein more 8 more ariſing, the night 
being allofarte ſpent, hisrhoughts rue weary of his owne burhens fell to a ſtray- 
ing kind of yncertaintie: & his mind ſtanding onely vpon thenatureof inward in- 
eelligcures,left his bodyro giue a ſleeping reſpiteto his \vitall pirits,which hee,ac- 
cording. to thequalitieof ſorrow receiued withygreater preedinelſerhen ever in his 
lite before. according to the nature of forrow, Iiay, which is paſt cares remedic: For 
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care ſtirtir thebraines,and making thinche ſpirits; breaketh reſt ; butthole griets 
hte Woe derermined'tliexr6# nv preuenrinig,doe breed a dul heauioeſle which 
cally dthes itſeXet fieepe. S035 laid dowbels neere the beautic of the world 
Philocles; that ther teckes were Tubie@ cacti t5-othiers chaſte embracements,ir(eo> 
md&d' Wie had ori thither to'lay- a plor trethar piftuce of death, how gladly, if 
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"L- not with many painted wordes nor fallified promiſes had won the coti- 
ſent of his beloued Kala,but wirh atrueand ſimple making her know he loucd 
her, nor forcing himſelfe beyotidhis teach to buy her affefion, bur giuing het 
ſuch prety preſents, as neither: could weariechim with the giving, not ſhame her 
for the taking, Thus, the firſt Strayberics hee could finde, were cuer 1n a cleanc wathr 
diſh, ſent ro Kala,thus pocſics of the ſpring flowers were wrapt vpin alittle greene 
filke & dedicated to py breaſts, thus ſometimes his ſw Creame, ſumciumes 
the beſt Cakebread his mother made; were reſerued for Ka/z5 taſte. Neither would 
he ſtick ro kill a lambe when ſhe would be covtent ro come ouer theway vnto him, 
Bur then 1o,how the houſe wasfivept;8& rather no fire then any ſmok lett to troubic 
her. Then louc ſongs were not daintic,when ſhe would heaxe | wane as much ma- 
nerly ſilence when ſhe would not dy br Church great worſhip to Kala. So 
that all the pariſh ſaid, neuer a niayde they knew ſo well waytcd 0n:and when dan- 
cing was aboutthe Maypole;#0 body'taken ove but ſhe,and he after a leape or two 
to | her his owne aCtiuicie;would frame all thereſt- of his dancing, oncly to 
grace her. As for her fathers ſheepe,hee had noleſſecare of them then his owne: (0 
that ſhe might play her as ſhe would, waranted with honeſt Thyrſis carefulneſſe. Bur 
if heſpted Xalafauourcd any otieof the flocke more then his fellowes,then chat was 
cheriſhed: ſhearing him ſo ( when ſhorne he muſt be) as might moſt become him: 
but while the wooll was on, wrappifig within it ſome yerſes, wherein 7 hyrſis had a 
ſpeciall gifr,8& making rhe innocent beaſt his vaweering meſſenger. Thus coſtanely 
continuing though he were none of the faireſt,ar length he wanne Xa/as heart, the 
honeſteſt wench in all thoſe quarters. And ſo with conſent of both parents ( with- 
out which neither 7hyrſis wou!daske, nor Xalagrant ) their matying day was ap- 
pointed, which becauſe it fell our mthisrime_ Ichinke it ſhall not be impectinent,co 
remember alittle ourſhepheards,while the other greater perfons,arc cither fleeping 
or otherwiſe troubled.7 hyrſis mariage time once knowne, there needed no invitin 

of the neighbours in that valley, for fowell was Thyrſis beloved, thar they were ul 
readic to doe him credit, neither yer came they like Harpies to deuqur him: but one 
brought a fat pigge, the othera tender kidd, che thirda grear gooe : as for checſe, 
milke,& butter, were the gollips preſents. Thither cameo ſtrange ſhepheards onely 
the melancholy Phzliſides,for the yertnous Coridon had Tong fince left off all ioyfull 
ſolemaities. And as for Strephor and'Klains,they had loſt their miltteſle, which pur 
them into ſuch exrreme ſorrowes ag they could ſcarcely abide the light of the day, 
much lefle theeyes of men, Bur of the Arcadian borne ſhepheards,thither came 
good old Geron, yong Hiftor, though vawilling, and vpright Dicws , mery Pas and 
tolly Nico. As for Dametas they durit not preſumethis pride was ſuch)roinurechim, 
and Dorws they found might not beeſpared. Andthere ypdet a bowet was made of 
bowes(for Thyrſis houſe was nor able to receine thE)euery one placed according ro

Remenader che 
wrong you haue doneis not onely rome, but to your children, whomyonhadiof 
mee : to your countrey , when they ſhall finde they are commuunded by-himn, thac 
cannot commaund his owne vndecent appetites : laſtly, © your ſclfe; Ince with 
theſe paines you doe but build vp-a houſe of ſhame-to-diwelliin if from choſe

Faſilius that would rarher then his life the matter had beeneerided, the beſt Rhe. 
toricke he had, was flat demaunding pardon of her, ſwearing it was the very force 
of Apolles deſtinie which had carried him thus from his ownebyas-; bur that now 
like as farre rraucllers were taught to love their owne countrie, hee had farcha lef 
ſon without booke, of affetion ynro her, as he would repay the debt of thiserrour 
wich the intereſt of a great deale more true honour then eutr before hee had done 
* her. Neitheram I togiuepardon to you, my Lord([aid ſix) hot your&beate hio- | 
nour to me. I haue taken thisboldneſſe for the yntained loueT oweynto you; to de- 
liver my ſorrow vato you ; much more'for thecate I haue of your —_— 
for any other ſelfe fancie. For well I know that by your good cftate my life is 
maintayned , neyrher, if I would, can I ſeparare my ſclfe from your fottime. Fot 
p__ thereforeT claime norhing bur thar which may be ſafeſt foryoiur ſelfe ; 
my life, will, honour,and whatſocucrelſe, ſhall be buta ſhadowof that bodie. How 
much Baſilius owne ſhame had found him culpable, and hadalreadic euet in ſoule 
read his owne condemnation , ſo much did this vnexpefted mildeneſſe of Gynenia 
captiuc his heart yato her, which otherwiſe cewould hauegrowne to 
adeſperateearcleſneſſe. Therefore embcacing her , and confeſsing chat her verrue 
ſhinedin his vice, hee did cuen withatrue refolued minde yowe vnto her, thar as 
long as hee, ynworthie of her, did live, ſhee ſhould be the furtheſt and onely limit 
ofhisaftc&ion. He chanked the deſtinies that had wrought hechonour ont of His 
ſhame, 8 that had made his owne ſtriuing to goe amiſle, to be the beſt meane ever 
after to hold him'in the right pach. Thus reconciled ro Baſiliwe great contenrarion 
who began ſomething to marke himſelfe in his ownedoings , his hard hap gui- 
ded his eyeto the cup of golde wherein Gynecia had pur the liquor micarit for Zel- 


maze, and hauing fayled of that gueſt ; was now carrying it hoincagaine, But he

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whom perchaunce ſorrow , perchaunce ſome difaccuſtomed paines , had 
madc — thirſtie, rooke it our of her hands, although ſhe direRtly rold him,

-ſeenc.chcetcof'; hiding nothing from him , but char ſhee meant ro miniſter it to an- 
other patient. Butrhe King , whoſe belly had no cares, and much drouth kepr 
from the deſiring ataſter , finding it not ynpleaſant to his palare, dranke it almoſt 
off, leauing vericlictle rocouer the cuppes bottome. Bur within a while that from 
his ſtomacke thedrinke: had deli to his principall veynes his noyſomeyapors, 
- firſt with-a paincfull ſtretching, and forced yawning, then with a darke yellowneſle 
dying hjs $kinne, and acold deadly ſweat principally about his temples, his bodie 
; by naturall, courſe longiog to deliver his heauie burthen to His carthly damme, 
wanting torcein his knees, which yerly abandoned him , with heavic fall gaue 
ſome proofe whitherrhe operation of chat ynknowne portion tended. For, with 
pang-like grones, and gaſtly turning of his eyes, immediatly all his litnmes ſtiffe- 
ned , and his cyes fixed , hee hauing had time to declarchis caſe oncly in theſe 
wordes; O Gynecia,l dyc : haue care.Of what or how much further he would haue 


ſpoken, no man cantell : for Gynecia way well d the changing of his 
colour , and thoſe other, euill ſignes , pu 4 not looked for ſuch a ſodaine ouer. 
throw,but rather had berthought. her {elſe what was beſt for him,when ſhe ſodaine- 


ly ſaw the matrer come to that period , comming to him , and neyther withanie 
cryes gertinga word of him, nor with any other poſsible meancs, able to bring anie 
living aQion from him, rhe height of all ougly forrowes did ſo horribly appeare 
bctore her amazed minde, that at the firſt , ic gud not onely diſtrat all power of 
ſpeech from her , butalmoſt wit ro conſider, remayning as it were quicke buricd 
in a grauc of mileries,., Her paincfull memoric had ſtreight filled her withthe true 
ſhapesof all the Foee poſt miſchiefes , her ccaſon began to cry out againſtthe fil- 
thic rebellion of fiofull ſenſe, and toteare ir ſelfe with th, for hauing made 
ſo weake a reſiſtance, her conſcience a terrible witneſle of the inward wickedneſle , 
ſtil nouriſhing this debareful fire; her complaint now nor having an end to be dire+ 
cd vnto from ſomrhing ro disburden ſorrow, but a neceſſarie downfall of inward 
wretchednelſe,She mags us the lawes was like to lay a ſhamefull death yp- 
on her,which being forthar ation vndeſerued, madcir the more inſupportable,and 
yertin depth of herſoule moſtdeſerucd, madeitmore miſerable, Ar length, letting 
her _ gocas her dolorous thoughts guided it,ſherhus wh demea- 
nour lpake :

For indeede the con in onesſelfe is the chicfe nurſe of magnanimitie, 
which confidence notwithſtanding doth not leaucthe care of neceſfaric furnitures 
for it : and therefore of all the Grecians Homer doth cuer make Achilles the beft ar- 
med. But that,as I ay, was the firſt ill roken. : but by and by he pereciued hee was a 
priſoner before any arreſt:for the dore which he had lefr , was madeſo faſt of 
the ourſide, that for all the force he could employ ynto ir,he could notyndo Dame- 
74: doing;thcn went heto the windowes,rolce if thar'way there were anyeſcape tor 
him and hisdeare Lady. Bur as vaine hee found all his employment thete, nor ha- 
uing mighc to breake out bur onely one barre; whercin notwithſtanding hee ſtray- 
ned ry vhd to the yrtcrmoſt. And that he rather rooke out ro vie for other ſer- 
wice, then for any poſlibilitic he had to ſcape; foreuen then 1t was that Dametas ha- 
uing gathered together the firſt comming Shepheards,did blabber out whathchad 
found in the Lady Philocleas chammber. Pyrocles markingly hearkened to all that Da- 
metas ſaid , whoſe voice and minde ——_—— had. mr hich ſufficicnclyro 
know, But when he aſſuredly perceived tharhisbeing with the Ladie Philoclea was 
fully diſcoucred;8& by the folly or malice,or rather malicious folly of Dametes,her 
honor therein touched in the higheſt degree; remembring withall the cruelty of the 
Arcadianlawes , which withour exception- did. condemne all to death, who were 
found(as Dametas reported of them)in atof mariage withour ſolemaniticof mari- 
age, aſſuring himſelfe beſides thelaw,the King and ne would vſcſomuch 
more hare againſt their daughter,asthey had tound uesſforred by him in the 
purſure of their loue. Laſtly,ſecing they were not only inthe way of death, bur ficly 
incagedfor death, looking with a harne griefe ypon the honor of loue, thefellow< 
leſſe or innocent ſoule now egioying his owngoodneſſedid licle know 
the of hiscucr fairerthen fleeping harbor)his excellent wit ſtrengthened with 
yertue,but guided by loue, had ſoone deſcribed co himſelfe' a perfet yiſion of their 
preſent nfrida bas hauiog preſcntly caft a reſalurereckening ofhis own part 
of the miſery not only the chicfe burſole of his anguiſh coſiſted jarhe yn- 
worthy caſe, which waslike to falypon the belt deſcruing Philociea. He faw the miſ. 
fortune not the miſmeaningot his worke, was'like co bring that creature tocnd,in 
whom the world(as hethought)did begin to receiue honounhe ſaw the weak iudg- 
ment of man, wouldjcondemae that as death deſeruing viceioher, which had in 
rroth neuerbroken the bonds of atrue lining vertue: & how often his cye curned to. 
his attratiucadamanr,ſo often did an yoſpeakeable horrour ſtrike his noble hearr 
to conſider ſo ynripe fofaulrleſſe a beaurie, the manſion of fopure goodnelle, 
ſhould hauc her youth ſo vntimely cur off, her naturall perfeftions ynnaturally con- 
ſumcd, her vertucrewarded with ſhame;ſomertimes he would accuſchimſelfcof ne- 
gligence,that had no more curiouſly looked roall the houſeentries,8 yet could he 
not imagine the way Dametas was gorten in: 8& to call backe-whar might hauebin, 
to a man of wiſedome 8 courage, caries but a vaine ſhadow of diſcourſe;ſomrimes 
he could not chuſe bur with adiſſblution of his inward might lamentably conſider 
with whar face he might looke ypoa his(rill then)ioy Philocleas,when thi nexrlight 
waking (houlddeliuer ynto her, ſhould perchance beethe laſt of her hurrlelle life. 
And thar the firſt time ſhe ſhould bend her excellenr eyes him, ſhee ſhould fee

hood for her life,buthis death. For then hee thought it would fall out,thac when 
they found his body dead, having no acculer but.Dametas,as by his ſpeech he found 
there was not, it might iuſtly appeare that cither Philocles in defending her honor, 
or cliche himſalfe in deſpaire of atchicuing,had left his carcaſſeproofe of his 1ntenc, 
but wirneſſe of her clearenes. Having a fmall while ſtayed vypon the greatnes of hus 
reſolution & looked to the furtheſt of ir: be it ſo(faid'the valiant Pyrocles:)veuer life 
for beter cauſe, nor to be berter end was beſtowed, for if death be tofollow this do- 
ing,whichnodcath of mine could make me leaue vndone,who is codie lo juſtly as 
my ſelfe?8 if I muſt die, who can be ſo fit cxecutionersas mine own hands, which 
as they wereacceſlarics to the doing, ſo1n killing ine they ſhall ſuffer their owne pu- 
niſhment?Bur then arole there a new impediment, for Demeter having caricd away 
any thing,which he thought mighr hurr as render a man as himſelfe, he could finde 
no fir innate which might giuchim a finall diſpatch; atlength making the more 
haſt,leſt his Lady ſhouldawake,aking the iron bar, (which being ſharper ſomthing 
atthe one end then che orher, he hoprd ioyn'd to his willing ſtrength, might breake 
off the feeble threed of : mortality: truly ({aid he) fortune thou hait well perſeyered 
mine cnemy,that will graunt me nofortune to be vnforrunate, nor let me hauc an 
caſie paſſage now I am to trouble theeno more. Bur ſaid he,0 bar bleſſed 1n that thou 
haſt done ſcruice to the chamber of the paragon of life, ſince thou couldeſt nor helpe 
me to makea perfeCter eſcape, yerſeruemy turne L pray thee,that I may cſcape from 
my ſelfe,therewithall yeronce —_— claſt repaſt of his ps pn a» 
gaine tranſported with the purifull caſc he lefther in,kneeling downe he thus pray- 
cd. O great maker andgreat ruler of this world (ſaid hee) torhee doe Ifgerilice this 
bloud of mine,and ſufter(Lord)the errours of my youth to palle away thertin,and 
letnor the ſaule by thee made, and cuer bending vato thee, be now reicfted of thee, 
ncither be offended that I do abandon this body;to che gonerament of which thou 
hadſt placed me, without thy leaue, fince how can I know but that thy vnſcarcha- 
ble mind is,] ſhould ſo do,fince thow haſt taken rom meall meancs longer to abide 
in it? And ſince the difference ſtands butin afſboretimeof dying thou that haſt 
framed my ſoule inc: ined to do good, how can Tin this ſmall ſpace of mine, benefire 
fo muchall the humane k1ude,as ib preſcruing thy peifeReſt workmanſhip, their 
chiefcſt honour?QO iultice it leite;homſorncr Hailderrmigeſ? of me, let thus excel- 
lent innocencic not beg oppreſſed ! Let my life:pay hex lofle, 6 Lord giue me ſome 
figae that I may die with chis comfort. ( Andpawſinga little as it he bad hoped tor 
fametoken ) and wheulocuer to thecternall dar of theearth ſhe doth tollow 
mee, let our ſpirits poſlclle one place, and ler them be more in that vaiting, 
Wrh thatword ſtriking che barre vpan his heart fide with all the force he had, and 
falling withall ypon to giue it the thorower paſſage, the barre inctroth was roo 
blunt todoethedteR, alchough itpicreed his $Ki bruſed his ribs yerie ſore, 
ſo that his breath was almoſt paſt him. But the noiſe of his fall drauc away ſleepe 
from the quiet ſenſes of the deare Phileclea,whole fweet foule had an carey falvtati 
on of a deadly fpetacle vnto her,with ſo much more aſtoniſhmienc, as the falling a” 
ficepe bur a lite before ſhe had retired herſelte from. the vetermoſt point of wotul- 
nelle, and ſaw now againe before hercycs the moſt cruell enterpriſe thark humane na- 
turecan vndertake, without dilcerning any cauſe thereof. Burthe lively print ot her 
affc&ion had ſoane taught her nat ro ſtay long ypon deliberation inſo vrgeor a ne- 
cefſicic : therefore getting with ſpeed her weake ; though well accorded lmmes out 
Sher frcerned bed,an when inwels avout teen Cater , os 
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pon not the nakedneſle of her tender feere;but I thinke borne as faſt with delire as 
cate Catied Daphne,ſhee came running to Pyrocles, 8 finding his ſpirits ſomerhing 
troubled with the fall;ſhe pur by the barre that lay cloſe to him, and ſtrayning him 
in her moſt bcloued embracements,My comfort,my ioy,my life(faid ſhe)whar haſt 
hauc you to kill your Philocleawith the moſt cruell rormet that euer Lady ſuffered? 
Do'you not yet pointe your ſelfe thafany hurr of yours is a death vmto me?And 
that yourdcath ſhould bee my hell ? Alas,if any ſodaine miſlike of mee ( for other 
cauleI ſeenone)haue cauſed you to loath your ſelfe,if any faultor defect of mine 
hath bred this retribleſt rage in you, rather let mee ſuffer the bitrerneſle of ir, for (0 
ſhall che deſeruer bee puniſhed, mankind preſerued from ſuch a ruine, and I for my 
part ſhall haue that coforr, that I die by the nobleſt hand that cuer drew (word. ?5- 
rocles grieucd with his fortune, that he had nor in one inſtant cur off all ſuchdelibe- 
ration,thinking hislife onely reſerucd to be bound to bethe ynhappy newes-teller: 
Alas(ſaid he)my only ſtarre, why do you this wrong to God, your clfe,and me,ro 
ſpcake of faults in you 2 no,no,molt faultleſſe, moſt perfe& Ladic, ir is your excel- 
lencicthat makes me haſten my deſired end, ir isthe right I owe to the generall na. 
ture,that (though againſt priuare nature) makes mee ſeeke the preſeruation of all 
that ſhee hath done in rhis age , let me, let me dic. There is no way to ſaue your life 
( moſt worthy to be conſcrucd ) then that my death be your clearing : then did hee 
with farre more paine & backeward lothneſſe,then the ſo neerekilling himſelfe was 
(dur ycrdriuca with neceflicy ro makeher yeeld, tothar he thought was her ſafery) 
make hcr a ſhorr, but pithy diſcourſe, what he had heard by D ametas ſpeeches,confir- 
ming the reſt with a plaine demonſtration of their impriſonment. And then ſoughe 
he new meanes of ſtopping his breath;but that by Phzlocleas labor,abouc hee force, 
he was ſtayed to li i a whom a man might perceiue what {mall difference in 
the working chere is, berwixt a ſimple yoid feuill,and a iudiciall habite of ver- 
rue. Forſhe,nor with an yaſhaken imtic,wherwith Pyrocles waycd and de- 
ſpiſed death,bur with an innocent guiltleſneſſe, not knowing why ſhe ſhould feare 
rodeliucrher ynſtained ſoule ro God, helped withthecrue louing of Pyrocles, which 
made her thinke no life wichour him,did almoſt bring her minderoas quiet atten» 
cling all accidents,as the ynmaſtred verrue of Pyrocles. Yer hauingwith a prery pale- 
nefle (which did lcaue milken lines vpon her rolie checekes) payd a litcleduty to hu- 
mane feare, taking the Prince by his hand,& kiſſing the wound he had giuen him- 
ſelfe ; O the onely life of my lite,8 ( if irfall our ſo).checomfort of my » laid 
ſhe, farre, farrefromyou,berhedoing me ſuch wrong, asto thinke [ will receiue my; 
lifeas a purchaſe of yourdearh, but wellmay you make my death ſo much more mis 
ſcrable,as irſhall any thing be delayed after my oncly felicity. Doe you thinkel can 
accompt of the moment of death, like the y cable afflitions my ſoulc ſhould 
ſuffer,ſo oft as I call Pyroclesro minde, which ſhould be as oftas 1 breathed?Should 
theſe eyes guide my ſteps, that had ſcene your murder ? ſhould theſe hands feed. 
me, thar had not hindred ſuch a miſchicfe? Should thus heart remaine within me, 
at __—_ ro.count thecontinuall clocke of my miſcrics ? O no,ifdic we mult; 
ler ys thaoke death, hee hath notdeuided ſo true an vnion. And truely my Pyrocles,l 
hauc hcard my farher,8 other wiſe mca lay, thar the killing ones ſelfe is but afalſe 
colour of true ceurage, proceeding rather of. a fearc of aluoher cuill, eirher of ror- 
ment or ſhame. Fot if rt were not a reſpeQing the hare, that would likewiſe make 
him not reſpe& what mightbe Joneyntohim : & hope, being of all other,the moſt 
contrary thing to fearc;this being an ytter baniſhmenr of hope, it ſeemes to rectiuc 
his ground in feare, Wharloeuer ( would they ſay ) comes our of dilpaire, cannot 
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bearethetitle of valure, which ſhould belifred vp roſuch a height, that holding all 
things vnder itſclfc, ir ſhould beable to mainraine his greataefle cuen in the nudft 
of miſcrics. Laſtly they would ſay, God had appointed vs Caprainesof rheſe our 
bodily forts, which without ercaſon to that Maicſtic, were nener to bee delivered 
ouer till they were redemaunded, Pyrocles, who had that for alaw vnto him, not to 
leaue Ph;locleain any thing vnſatisfied, alough hce ſtill remained in his former 
urpoſe,8 knew that time would grow ſhort for it, yet hearing no noile (the ſhep» 
hd being as chen run to Baſi{izs)with ſerled and humble countenance,as a man 
that ſhould hauc ſpoken ofa thing that did nor concerne himſelie, bearing cacn m 
his eyes ſufficient ſhewes, that it was nothing but Philocleas danger, which did any 
thing burthen his heart, farre ſtronger then torrunc, having with yehementembra- 
cingsof her, got yet ſometruit of his delayed end,he thus anſwered thewiſe inno- 
cencie of Philoclea. Lady moſt worthy nor onely of lite,butto be the yery life of all 
things : the more notable demonſtrations you make of the loue; ſo farre beyond 
my deſert, with which ir pieaſerh you to ouercome fortune,in making mee happie; 
the more am I even incourſe of humanitie ( toleauethat lones force, which I nci. 
ther can nor will lcauc)bound to ſecke requirals witnelle,that I am vor vngratefull: 
to do which the infinitacſle,of your goodneſle being ſuchas I cannot teach ynro it, 
yetdoing all I can,& paying my life, which is all I hauc,though it be farre(withour 
meaſure)ſhort of your deſert, yetſhal I notdie in debt,to mine ownducy.And truly 
the more excellent arguments you made, to keepe mefrom this paſlage, imagined 
far moreternible then ir is, the moreplainely ic makes me ſee what reaſon I haue,to 
preuent thelofſe not onely of Arcadia, but all the face of the earth ſhould receiue,if 
ſuch a tre:(whicheuea in his firſt ſpring,doth not onely beare moſt beautifull bloſ 
ſoms,but moſt rare fruirs)fhould beſo yotimely cur off, Therefore,6 moſt truly be- 
loued Lady,to whom I dcfire for _ our goods, that theſe may be my laſt words, 
giue me your conſent cucn out of tIMag wiledome which mult needes (ce, that ( be+ 
tides your yamatched berrerneſie, which perchaunce you will not ſce)it is fitter one 
die then both. And fince you haue ſufficiently ſhewed you loue mee, lex me claime 
by chat loue, you will be content rather co let me die contentedly,then wretchedly: 
rather with aclearcand ioytull conſcience,then with deſperate condemnation in my 
ſelfe,that I accurſed villawwe, ſhould bee the meane of baniſhing fromthe ſight of 
men the crue exampte of vertue. And becauſe there is nothing lefr me to bee ima- 
ined, which I ſo much delire,as that thememory of Pyrocles may euerhauc an al- 
(_ place in your wile iudgement, I am content todraw ſo much breath longer, 
as by anſwering the ſweete obieRions youalledged, may bequeath ( as I chinke) a 
right conccire vnto you, that. this my doing is out of 1udgement,$ not ſprong of 
n. Your father youlay was wont to{ay,that this like ation doth morepro- 
ceed of fearcoffurther cuil or ſhame,the of a true courage: Truly firſt, they put a ve- 
ry ghcſling caſe, ſpeaking of them who can neucr after comero rell, withwhat mind 
rhey did it. Andasfor my part,I call the.immorrall truth co witneſle,chat nofeare of 
rorment can appall me ; who know it is but diverſe manners of apparrelling death: 
and haue long learned roſer bodily paine but in the ſecond forme of my being. And 
as for fame how can I be aſhamed of thar,for which my well meaning conſcience 
will anſwere for me to God,and your ynreliſtable bexutie ro theworld ? Bur ro take 
thar argument in his owne force, and. grant irdone for auoiding of further paine 
ordiſhonour,'(for as forthenameof feare,it is but, an'odious ticle of paſſion,given 
to that which true iudgemear performeth) graunt, Tay , itis roſhunne aworſc

& {weerly pronounced ſpeeches; but when ſhe had cloſed herpirifull diſcourſe, & as 
it wereſcaled vp herdelightfull lips, with the moiſtnelſle of her teares,which follow - 
ed ſtill one another like a precious rope of pearle:now thinking it hye time; Be it as 
you ſay ( ſaid hee moſt vertuous beautie ) in allthe reſt, but ncuer can God him- 
ſelfe per{wade me,that Pyrocles life is not well loſt, for to preſeruethe moſt admira- 
ble Phileclea. Let that be if it bepoſſiblewtitten on my Tombe,and I will not envie 
Codrus honour. With that he would againe' have vied the barre, meaning if thar 
tayled, to leauc his braines ypon the wall ; when Phz/oclea now brought tothat ſhee 
moſt feared, kneeled downe ynto him,and embracing ſo his legs, that without hurt- 
ing her ( which for nothing hee would haue done ) hee not ridde himſclfe 
from her,ſhce did with all the coniuring words, which the authoriticot louc may 
hy , beſcech him , hee would not now fo cruelly abandon her. hee would not 
leauc her comfortleſle in that miſeric , to which hee had brought her. Thar then 
indcede ſhee would cuen in her ſoul® accuſe him , to have moſt foully berrayed 
her;that then ſhee would haue cauſeto curſe the time that cuerthe name of Pyro» 
des eatneto hereares, whichotherwiſe no death could make her doe. Will you 
leaue mee,faid ſhee,nor onely diſhonoured as ſuppoſed vnchaſte with you, but as 
a murderer of you ? Will you give mjneeyes ſuch apiRture of hell, before my 
neete approching death , as to ſee the mvurdred bodie of him I loue more then 
all the liues that nature can giue ? With that ſhee ſware by the hyeſt cauſe of all 
deuotions , that if he did perſcuere inthar cruell reſolution,ſhewould(though yn- 
truely )not only confeſſe ro her father, that with her conſent this at had beenecom- 
mitted,bur if that would not ſerue (afterſhe had puld out her owne eyes, made ac- 
curſed by ſuch a fight) ſhee would give her ſelfe ſo terrible adeath, as ſhe mighr 
thinke the paine of it would counteruailerheneuer dying paine of her minde.Now 
therefore kill your ſelfe,to crowne this yerruous _ with infamic:kill your ſelfe 
ro make mec ( whom youſay you loue)'as longas Iafter live, change my louing 
admiration of you, to a dereſtable whorrng you + Ando Todende you 
ſhall haue the ende you ſboote at: for in' of one Mech, you ſhall giue meca 
thouland,and yet in the meanc time , depriue mecot the helpe God maay ſend mce. 
Pyrocles even ouerwayed with her ſo wiſely verered affe@tion, finding her deter- 
minarior fo fixed, that his ende ſhould bur deprive them both. of apreſcar-con- 
tentment, and nur auode a comming cuill ( as a man'that ranne not ynto it; by 
4 ſodaine qualme of pufſion, but by a'rrue vie of reafon, preferring her life to his 
gwne ) now that wiſcdome did manifeſt vato him, that way would not paves, 
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hererired: bimfette, with as much mranquilitiefrotwir, az beforchee had gate vii 
ro, Like s man,chat had fer che keeping CE a thing with» 
out himſelfe, and ſo had:thexeof 2freedand vn conſideration.

magifc{t ſmallae fault,to be belecued hereaſter inthedenjall of thegreater.. Bur for 
that warter, all paſſeth xo ongend, and hereafter weeſhall have leafure by torments 
roſceke the tructhjikthelouc of xraethir ſelfe will nog bring you vas it.

ſaid the poore Pyrocles,decciued by him that meant not to deceive him. TheEdid Pho 
Lanax deliver him into the hands of a nobleman'inthecopany,cyery one deſirous to 
hauchim in his charge,ſo much did his gaodly e(wherin true yalure ſbiacd) 
breed a delightfulladmiration in all the beholders, 2hilanax hirhſelfe Nayed with 
Philaclea,to ſee whether of her he might learne ſome diſcloſing ot; his former coclu- 
ſion But ſhee, feet Lady, whom firſt a kindly ſhamefaſtnes bad ſeparated from-Py- 
rocles(hauing been left in a moreopen viewthen her modeſty would well beare)then 
the attending her fathers coming, & ſtudying how ro behauc her ſelferowards him 
for both char ſaferies, had called her ſpirits all within her; now that ypon a ſodaive

arid if the remembrancebenor ynpleaſant ro your minde,or therchearſall-vnfirtiog 


for my fortune, remember there: was a:time when Icould deſerue ic. Now my 


chaunce is turncd, let not your truch-curne. I preſent my ſelfeynto you, thetmoſt 
humble and miſerable ſuppliaur liuing, neither ſhall my deſire ber great : 1 ſeeke for 
No more life then I ſhall bee found worthy of. If my bloud may waſh awaythe dif- 
hanour of 4rcadis,ſparceit nor,although through me it hach indeed never beta dif. 
honored.My only ſate is,you will be a meane for me,thatwhile I am ſuffettdtoen- 


* Joy thislife, I may not be cd from him,to whom the Gods haue ioyned me, 


and that you determine nothing of him more cruelly then you doe of mee: If you 
rightly iudge of whatharhpalt, wherein the Gods (that ſhould have beene of our 
mariage ) are witneſſesof our innocencies ;-then procure, wee may liue togerher. 
Butif my father will nor ſo concciue of ys,as thefaultſif any were) was viiited ſo le 
the puniſhmene be ynited alſo. There was no man thiateuer loucdeither his Prince, 
orany thing pertaining to him, with a truer zeale then Philanzx did. This made him 
cuen tothe depth of his heart receiuea moſt ychement griefe,ro ſec his maſter'tniade 
as it were more miſcrableafter death. And for himſelfe,calling ro mind in what ſorr 
his life hadbin preſerucd by Philocles,whar time raken by Amphialus hee was like to 
ſuffer a cruell death, there was nothing could hauc kept him from falling totendet 
pirtie, bur the perfe& perſwaſion hee had,that all this was ioynedrto the packe of 1s 
maſters death, which the miſconceined ſpecch of mariage made him'the more 
belecue, Therefore firſt murtering to himſelfe ſuch like words : Theviolence the 
gentleman ſpake of,is now turned to mariage: hecalledged Mars, bur ſhee ſpeakes of 
Venus. O vatortunate maſter! This hath beene tharfaire diucll Gynecia : ſent away 
one of her daughters, proſtituted the other, empoyſoned thee, to ouerthrowe the 
diademe of Arcadia. But at lengrh thus ynder herlelfe he faid : if your father, Ma- 
dame,were now to {peake ynto,rruely there ſhould no body be found a mote ready 
aduocatefor youthen my ſelfe. For I would ſuffer this faulr,though verie great, to 
beblorted ourof my minde,by your former led life, your benefic rowards my ſelfe, 
and being daughter to ſuch a farther. Bur fince among yourſelues you haue takent 
him away,in whom was the onely power ro haue mercic,you muſt now beclothed 
in your owne working : and looke for none other, then that which dead pitrilefle 
lawcs may allotynto you. For my patt,[ loued you for your vertue, burrow where 
15that?1 loued you in reſpe& of apriuate benefit, what 15 that in compariſon of the 
publike loſſe?T loued youfor your hehe iriappy folks you have tobbed the world 


of him, Theſe words of her father were ſo little ynderſtood by the only well ynder- 


ſtanding Philocles, thatſhce deſired him to tell her, what he meant to ſpeake fn ſuch 
darke fort ynto her of her Lord and father, whoſe diſpleaſure was more dreadtull 
ynto her,then pm nan : that ſhe was free in her owne conſcience, ſhee had 
neucr deſerved cuill of him, no not in this laſt fa& : wherein if it pleaſed him to 
toproceed with patience, he ſhould findeher choiſc had not beeneyntorturiate. He 
that ſaw her words written in the plaine.table ofher faire face;thought it impoſſible 
there ſhould therein be contained deceit Tand therefore ſo much chemore : 
Why aid he, Madame, would you haue mc —— are zot of conlpiracic = 
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the Princelle Pawel flight, & your fathers death? with that word the (weerte Lady 
ue apitifull crie, hauiog ſtreight in her face 8. breaſdabuodanceofwirneſles,thar 
crhcafcwas farfrom any ſuch abhominablecoaſent. Ah of all lides viterly ruined 
# bilectes aidſhee,now indeede I may well ſufferall conceit of Hopero dic in mee. 
Dcatefather where was I,that might nordo younny laſt ſeruiccbefore foone ater 
milcrably following you.? Philavax perceiucd thedamonfirationſokncly&ctrucin 
herthar hee eaſily acquired her in his heartof chat faQ&;and the morrwas moucd to 
ioyae with ber in moſthartic lamentation. But remembring kim, thattheburthen 
of theftate.and puniſhment of his maſters murderers, lay all ypon him : Well, faid 
he,Madame,I can do nothing,wichour alt the ſtatcs of Arcadia: whatthey will de- 
termine of yoo,T know not : for my part yourſpeccheswould muchpreuatle with 
me,burt that I Gnde not how to excuſe yout giuing ouer your bodic to him, thar for 
thelaſtproofe of his treaſon, lent his garments todiſguiſfeyaur miſerable morher,in 
the molt yile fat he hath commireed, Hard ſuce ir will bee roſeparate yourcauſes, 
withwhom you haucſo ncerely 10yned your ſelfe. Neicher doe I delice ir,faid the 
ſycacly weeping Phrloclea ; whatfocuer youdetermineof him,doc that likewiſe to 
me; for know,from the fountaine of vertuenothing buryerrac could cuer pro- 
cedr;onely as you find him faulcteſſc, ler him find you fauourable,& build nor my 
diſhonour vpon ſurmiles, Philavax feeling his heart more& more mollifying vynto 
her,renewed the image of hisdead maſterin his fancie,8e vſing thatfor the ſpurs of 
hisreuengefull cholcr, went ſuddenly withoutany more ſpeech from the deſolate 
Lady.,ta whom now fortune ſceemed to threaten vnripe death , and yndcſerued 
ſhame amoog herlcalt cuils. But Philanexleauing good guard ypon the Lodge, 
went himlele to ſce the order of his other priſoners, whom eucn thea as he iſſued, 
he found increaſed by this vahoped meancs. 

The nob!e Pamela having dcliuered ouer the burthen of her earefull carestothe 
naturall caſeof a well refreſhing ſleepe. repoſed both minde & body ypon therruſted 
ſupport of her Princely ſhepheard, when with the braying cries of a raſcall compa» 
nie ſhe wasrobbed of her quiet, ſo thatat one inſtant ſhee her eyes,and the 
oupget Muſidorus roſe from her,cnraged berwixt the doubt he had what theſe men 
would goeabout , and theſpite heeconceiued againſt their illpleaſing preſence. Bur 
the clownes hauing with their hideous noiſe broughrthem both torheir feere, had 
ſoonc knowledge what gueſts they had found, for indeede theſe were the skummy 
remnant of tholc rebels, whoſe naughty minds could notrruſt ſo much tothe good- 
pelſe of their Prince,as to lay their _— neckesypon the conſtancie of his 
promiſcd pardon. Therefore when the reſt { who as. had but followed 
their fellowes) ſo ſheepiſhly had ſubmitted themſelues, theſe onely committed their 
Gafctie to the thickeſt part of rhoſedelere woods: whoas they were in the conſtiru» 
tion of their mindes little better then beaſts, fo. were they apt todegenerate to a 
bealtly. kind of life, having now framed their gluttoniſh ſtomacks to have for food 
the wilde benefits of nature, the vteermoſt end they had, being but to draw out ( as 
much as they could ) the line of a tedious life. In this fort yagabonding in thoſe 
vatroden places,they were guided by the eucrlaſting Iuſtice ; vſing themſelues to 
be punilkers of ther fauks,and making their owne aQions the begining of cheic 
chaſtizements , ( vohappily both for him and rhemſelues ) tolight on MHnuſidorm: 
Whom as ſaone as they ſaw turned towards them, they full well remembred ir was 
he,chat accompanicd with Beſiliws,had come tothe ſuccour of Zelmanet and had 
lcfe amongfomeof them bloudierokens of his valour. Asfor Pamela , they had 
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and thendeſe of poyters helper eftmnifcrabke warts, bur thiefly thinking \tavas 
the way to confirme their/bwne pattbh , to britipthePrinceſſe /butke veto hherta 
cher ( whom they br a tundra rho oe won _—_ 
panicd) withoue apy other devourtmiy of 'warts, fot zhogerthervpon'thewdtdtac 
Frrofhders Wie being before bail Wrath enfatted Hr ;pnRutitmio 
braue a wikome, thar the imart of Tothe thadetherreft fi futther off; 2#ying 
red prove palin Pr ke bad curres, rather barking rhetr eloling © heeib the 
meane time placing his trembling Pate tooncer the Pprictiees, and Coletting 
-hitaZhe befne her, us mipht ſew thevaule of HiScourage prev in hitm(ſe,/bur 
rhe effet wasonely crnplbyed in her feferiog; che yflaines that now had 4feeohd 
; how ilt wards they had for futh aTword/tulhied Mthe courſe of their vio- 
Jenice into rhrowing darrs & flones, infredrhtvticly wiy to otermaſter the yalour 
of Mefidoris.\Who finding then fothEatreadyrotely Tome faltfo heerehischicfeſt 
life ? am, chit in the end ſome one bt other mighe hap rodoc th Wremer = 
miſchiefe ©ſertityg all his hope in ddpaitt/ratrne Gut From his Lacy pod them. 
Who ſirerghe like fo many ſwine, whtws hardy tniaftifckts vpotithem , deſperſed 
themiſelnes Bur the firſt he overrooke/ 43 Hee tan aWay;carying his Head as farre be. 
forchim, as thoſe manner of runoimgs arc wont tobe, with ontblow ſtrake jt fo 
cleaneoff, that itfalling berwixe the hands, and the bodiefallingypod it, it trade 2 
ſhew as hithe fellow hadhad greathialte cogattiervp his head againe. Anb- 
ther the ſpeed he made to runne- for the'beſt game, bare him follburt againft z reee, 
ſo that tumbling backewirh a bruſed fate,and a dreadfall expeftation, Ae/idors 
was ſtraight yponghimn:& parting wirh his ſword onegthis legs frotyHim, kefthita 
cotnakearoring lamentationthat his motrer-recading wastnacred forever. Athitd 
finding his feeteroo flowe aſwell as his hands too weake; lodainly rarned backs; be. 
ginning to open his lippes for mercie. But before hee had well encted arudely com. 
pticdoration, Heſtdorms blade was cothe berweenehisiawes inco his throare, and 
Fothe 3 man reſted che for eucrwitha vety cuill mouth fultof an amnſwere, 
Mmſidorus inthis fatious chafe would have followed ſome ocher 'of theſe hareful! 
wretches, burthat hee heard his Lady crie for hlpe, whom threeof this villadous 
ctue,had ( whiles Myfidorus followed their fellowes ) compaſſing abotrſotne trevy, 
ſodainely come ypon and ſurpriſed, thtcarningro kill her it ſhe cried, and meaning 
toconuey herout of ſight, while the Prince was making his bload-thitfty chafe. 
Brit ſhee that was relolucd, no worſe thing could fall, ynto her,thenthebeing depri 
uedof him;onwhomfhe had eſtabliſhed all her comfort; wich a pitiful cry fetched 
his eyes ynto her: who then thinking ſo many weaponsrhruſt into hiv eyes, as wh 
hiseyes he2ſaw bent againſt her, made all hearrieſpeedeto her ſuccont. But otie Bb 
them wiſer then his companions,fet his dagger to her Alablaſter throate,(wearlng 
if he threty not away his ſword, hee would preſently kill her. There was never 
poore ſcholler,thathawnng in ſteed of his booke fome playing toy abour him,did 
more ſodainelycaſt it from him, at the child-feared preſence of a cruellSchooltn2i- 
ſer, thenthe valiant <9»ſidorus diſcharged himfelfe of his onely defence, wheri he 
ſaw it ſtood vpon theinſtantpoite of his Ladies life. And hoidingvp his noble 
hands to ſovnwotthy audience, O Arcadans,it is I thathaue done you the wtong, 
ſhe is your Princellz( ſaid he)fhee never had will ro hurr you, and you fee ſhee hath 
no power. Vſe your choler vpon me that haue better deſerued it, doe tiot your ſtlues 
the wrong todocher any hure, which in no time or place will euetbe forgiuenyou, ' 
They thar yer truſted norro his currefie, bad him ſtand further off from his ſword,' 
which he obcdicntly did. So tarre was loucaboue all other thinges in Him. Tun 
, I 
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did they. call rogerher the reſt of their fellowes , who thongh they wete few ; yer 
eng ro thejrumber poſleſied manie places. Andijthen began theſe ſauanc 
Senators to make a copſultation,yhat theyſhoulddo :. ſome wiſhing ro ſpoile them 
of their iewels apd ler them go ontheir iourney (tor thariit they carried them back, 
they were ſurethey ſhould hauc leaſt part of their prey )others preferriog theirolde 
homes to any thing,delired to bring them to Beſi/1ws as pledges of their ſuertie; and 
there whated not which cried, the fafeſt way was to kill them both ;-to ſuch an yn- 
worthy thraldome were theſe grear & excellent perſouages brought, Burthe moſt 
part reliſted to the killing of chePrinceſs, fore-ſceing their liyes would neucr beſafe 
aftcr ſuch a fa& commirted , and began ro/wilh rather the ſpoilechen death of a/y- 
 fidorws : when the villainerhar had his leg cat off, came ſcrawlingtowards themand 
being helped to them by one, of the 


companie , with agrogingyoyce,-and 
a disfigured face, rodemaundthe reucnge of his bloud , ohhh tan thee had ſpent 


- 


with them in their defence , ir were no reaſon hee ſhould be ſuffered by them to die 
diſcontented. The onely contentment herequired was, that by their help with his 
owne hands he might put his murtherer to ſome cruell death : he would faine have 
yed more againſt Muſidorus,burthat the much loſe of bloud helped on with this 
ychemencie,choked vp thefpirits of his life, leauing himto make berwixt his bodie 
and ſoule an ill-fauourcd partition. Butthey ſeeing their fellow in that ſortdye be- 
forethcir faces, did ſwell in new morrall rages : All refolucd to kill him, butnow 
anely conſidering what mane of terrible death they ſhould inuent for him, Thus 
was a whilethe agreement of his ſlaying, broken by diſagreement of. the manrer of 
it. andextremitic of cruelty grew for atume tobetheſtop of Arlengththey 
were relolucd,cuery one to hauc a pecce of him, and to become all aſwell hangmen, 
as iudges : when Pamela tearing her hayre, and falling downe among them, ſomc- 
times withallthe ſortof humbleprayers, mixt with promiſes of great good rurnes 
(which they knew her ſtate was able ro performe) ſometimesthreatning them, that 
if they kild him and not her,ſhe would not only reuengeit yponthem, bur ypon all 
their wiucs and children : bidding themconfider that ough they mightrhioke ſhe 
was comeaway in her fathers diſpleaſure , yet they might be ſure he would cuer 
ſhew himſelfea father, that the Gods world, ncuerif thee lived, pur her in ſo baſe c- 
Rare, but thatſhe ſhould haue abilitie to plague ſuch as they were, returning aficſh 
to prayers and promiles,& mixing the ſame againe with threatwings, brought chem 
who were now growne colder in their fellowes cauſe ( who was palt aggravating 
the marter,with his crycs) rodetermine with themſclues there wasno way, bur ey- 
ther to kil them borh,oor ſaue thera both. As for thekilling,alreadie they having an. 
Fycred themſclues that that was a way to make them Citizens of the woods for c. 
ucr ; they did in fineconcludethey would returne them backe againetothe King , 
which they did notdoubt, would be thecauſcof a grear rand \ arr their ſaſeric 
from thcir fore-deſeruved puniſhment. Thus val eyther by fortune, or the force 
of thoſe two lovers inward working vertue, ſerled their cruell hearts to this gentler 
courſc,they took the two horſes, & having ſet yponthem theirprincely ia, 
they returned towards the lodge. The villaines hauing decked all their heads with 
lawrellbranches , asthinking they had done a notable a&, ſinging and ſhowtiog, 

ran by them,in hope to haue brought them the ſame day againe to the king.Burt 
time was fo farte ſpent, that they were forced to take yp that nights lodging in the 
midſt ofthe woods. Where while the clownes continued their warch Em, 
now thatthe night, according to his darke nature, did adde a kinde of deſolation to

Pamelspromilinghim vporno 
occaſion cuerto natschim fell-inro cxrrenuwcof weeping, as if her cyes had beene 
contenrto ſpendall their ſceing moiltnelle, now thattherewas a ſpeechof the loſſe 
of thar,which they held as cher chiofeſtlighe. So chat Mwſiderus was forcedro re- 
payre her good counſels with fiyeer conſolations , which continued betwixrthem 
vatill irwas about nmdnight,tharſ{lcepchauiog ſtolne ints their heauic ſenſes, and 
now abfolurcly chain their vital powers, lefe them delicately wound one 
in anothers armes quierly ro waic for the comming of thetmorning 7 which as ſoon 
as ſheappeared toplay her part; laden (as you hauc heard) with ſo many well occa- 
fioned [mncucatioas their lob guard (who all night had kept thenaſclues awake, 


with prating how valiaar deeds they had done when they ratiaway *'and how faite 
adeathrheis fellow had dycd, whoat hislaſt gaſpe ſucd to be-a harignan) may 
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them,and ſer them vpon their horſes, ro whom the veric ſhining force of excellent 
vertue,though ina verte harriſh ſubie&, had wrought a kind of reverence in them , 
Muſidorus as he rid among them (of whom they had no other hold bur of Pamela)! 
thinking itwant of well ſquared iudgement,toleaueany meanevnaſlayed of fauing 
their liues,to this purpoſe ſpake to his vaſeemely guardians, vſing a plaine kindeuft 
phraſe to make his ſycech the more credib!'e My maiſters (ſaid he ) there is no man 
that is wiſe, but hath in whatſocuer hedoth ſome purpoſe wherero hedircs his do- 
ings, which ſolong he follows, ll he ſee thar yas that purpoſe is not worth the 
paynes,or that another doing carries with ita better purpoſe. That you are wile in 
what you take in hand, hauc to my coſt learned : that makes me deſire you to tell 
me whaz js your end incatrying the Princeſle& me backeto her father. Pardon ſazd 
one,reward crycd anocher. Well (faid he) rake both; although I know you are ſo 
wiſe tro remember, thar hardly they both will goe together, being of ſocontrarie a 
making,fot the ground of pardon is an euill, neuhcr any man pardons bur remem= 
bers an euill done: the cauſe of reward 15 the opinion of ſome good a,and who ſo 
rewardcrh, thar holds the chiefe place of his fancic. Now one man of one compa- 
nie, to haue the ſame conſideration borh of good and euill, but chat the concen of 
patdoning,it it bepardoned, will takeaway the minde of rewarding, is verichard,if 
not impoſsible. For eyther euen iniuſticewill he puniſh the fault as well as reward 
the deſert,or elſe in metcieballance the'one by the other : ſo that the not chaſtiſin 
ſhall be a ſufficient faristying. Thus then you may ſee that in your ownepurpoſe 
reſts great yncertaintie. Bur I will grauatthar by this your deed you ſhall obraine 
yourdoub!c purpoſe.

beſt way.Others that would (ceme wiſer then the reſt, to capitulare what tenemems 
they ſbould hauc,whar ſubſidies they ſhould pay : others to ralke of cheir wines, in 
doubt whether it were belt ro ſcad for them, or ro take new where they went : moſt 
(like fooles) not readily thinking what was nextto be done, but imagining whas 
chearethey would make when they came there, one or two of the laſt diſcoutlers 
beginningto turnetheir faces rowards zhe woods which they had left. But being 
now come within the plaine ncare tothe Lodges, vahbappily they eſpied a troupe of 
horſemen. Bur then their falſe hearts had quickly, tor the preſent feare, forſaken 
their laſt hopes ; aid therefore keeping on the way toward the Lodge,with ſongs & 
cryes of ioy, the horſemen , who were ſore of chem Philanax had ſent out tothe 
ſearch of Pamela, came galloping ynto them; maruclling who. they were that in 
{uch a-generall mourning, durſt ing ioyfull wnes, and in lo publique a ruine weare 
the lawrell roken of victoric. And that whuch ſcemed-ſtraungeſt, they might ſee 
rwo among them vnarmed like priſoners, but riding like Captaines, But whes 
they came nearer, they percciucd the one was a Lady,and the Lady Pamets. They 


glad they-had by kap found that which they ſo litcle hoped to mectewithall, taking | 


theſeclownes , who. firſt reſiſted chem, for the defire theyhad to be rhe deli ' 
the two exccllcat priſoners , learning that they were; of-thole rebels , which' 
made thedangerous vprore, as well ynder colour ropuniſh that; as this theirlaſt 
withſtanding them , but indeedtheir principall cauſe being » becavle:- they them+ 
ſelues would haucthe only prayſ(eot. their ownequeſt, they ſuffered nor oncof them 
troline Maric three of the ſtubboracſt of chem they lefr their bodies hanging vp 
therecs, becauſe their doing might carrie the likelier forme of ran, = 
valooked forcnd did the lite of iaſtice works, for che'naughty minded wreeches by 
ſubie&sxo beexccured, that would bave execured Princes : and to ſuffer that with: 
out law,whichby law they had deſerued. Andghus theſe young folkes twiſe ptiſo- 
pers, b&forc any. duc arreſt, deiuered of their jaylours ; but not gf their iayle, had 
rather change hea reſpite of miſcrze , 'thelp ſpaldicrs chat rooke them with vac 
few wordsot entertatament hating io carry-inomitotheir Lord Philanax: towhom 
they came, eucn 85 be going our; of the Lady. Philos/ees chamber ; had ouertaken 
Pyrocles , whom bore hee bad: deliueredio phe cultodie at a Nobleman of thax 
countie. When Pyrocles led tgwards his prifon., ſaw his friend Muſiderws,with the 
noble Lady Pamelain that inexpeRed ſort returned, his griefe ( if any griefe wene 
in a mind, which had placed eucryahing agcording ro-his naturall worth) was ye 
rie mych augmented, tor belides lomeſmallhope hee had, if Mwfidorws had opge 
beenecleare of Yreadza , by his dealing and authoritie) to haue his ondy 
gladlame defies 10a good allug.: the hard effate of his friend did no- Iefſe , nay ra» 
rhex more vexe, him/theo his-OW HE. Bor fotindecde tt j5eucr found, where valure 
and friendſhip arepericitly: coupled in one heart : the realon being, thatthereſolute 
man,hayingonedigeſted in fs wdgemenr the worlt '\axeremitic of his. owne caſe, 
and haying cyther quite expelicdor ac leaſt tepellcd all paſsion', which ordinarily 
followes ag oucrtheowne fortune; pot knowing his fritnds minde fo well as; hig 
ownegher with what patience hebrookes his caſe ( which-is as irwerethe materiy 
all cauſcof making a man happy,or yphappy) doubts whether bis friend accompts 
not himſelfc more anſerable, and þ indcede; be more latnentable; [Bur aſoone as 
Muſudoric was brougheby the ſouldiers neexe. yato-Philendx, Pyrodter rior knowing 
whether cuer after he ſhould be ſaffercd to-ſtehis friend:,- avd dererwining theres 
cavidhaiongworgely dilembling a nos knowing of him, leapt ſodainely from 
theirhandes thar heid him, and. paſsing with. a ſtrength firengrhened _ true 
oy 4510 ; Qion, 
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affeion,through them that encompalicd Atuſidorws, he embraced him as falt as he 
could in hisarmes. Andkiffiag his cheekes, O my Palatims({aid he)let nor our yer» 
tuc nowabandon vs ; _ our mindcs are no flaues to fortune, butin adacr- 
can triumph'oucr ic. Deare Daiphantss anſwered Muſidorms ({ecing b 
by His being a man was reucaled)I rhaake you for this = Og 
partzbur feare nor, I have kept too long company with you co want now a thorow 
dererminarion of theſe thingy, I-well know thete is nothing cuill bur within vs, the 
reft is cither naturall or 'accidentall., Philanax finding them of ſo neereacquain- 
cance, began preſently ro examinethem apare : but fad reſalution hee met within 
hat by no ſuch mcancs hee could learne further they ir pleaſed them ro de 
liuer. So thac he crhoughr beſt to put them both in one place, with eſpiall of ther 
words and behauiour, that way tofift ourche moreof theſe forepaſſed milthiefes, 
Aad for that purpoſe gaue them both: ynto the Nobleman , who before bad the 
cuſtodic of Pyrocles , by name Sampathas, leauing a truſtic ſeruant of his owne to 
inediligent warch to what might paſſe berwixe chem. No man that hath euer paſ- 
thorow theſchoolec of affeftion,needs doubr whar arormentiog griefeit was to 
the noble Poxela, to haue thecompany of him takenfrom her,to whoſe vertuous 
company ſhee had bound her life. But weighing withher (elfe , it was fic for her ho- 
nour till herdoing were clearly manifeſted, that they ſhould remaine ſeparate, 
kept downe the rifing tokens of gricfe ; ſhewing paſſion in nothing but her eyes, 
which accompanicd M»fidores cucn ynro the tent, whither hee and Pyrocles were 


+ Ted. Then with a countenance more R__ then ſhee was woar , according tothe 


wont of higheſt hearts ( likethe palme tree (triuing moſt ypward, when he is moft 
burthened) ſhee commaunded Philarax,tobring her to her father and morher, that 
ſhe might render them-account of her doings. Philanex ſhewing aſullen kind of 
reuerence ynto her , as a man that honoured her as his Maiſters heite, but much 
miſliked her for her (in his conceit ) diſhonourable proceedings, told her what was 
paſt, rather ro anſwer her, chenthar hee rhought ſhee was ignorant of it. Bur her 
good fpiritdid preſently ſuffer a true compaſſignate affliction of thoſe hard aduen- 
tures : which with croſsiog her armes, looking a great while on the ground, with 
thoſe eyes which ler fall many tcares, ſhe well declared. Butinthe end remembring 
how neceſſary it was for her,noto loſe her ſelfe in ſuch an extremitie, the ſtreng- 
thened her well created heart, and ſtoutly demaunded Phelanax , what authoritic 
then they had to lay hands of her perſon, who being the yndoubred heire, was 
then the lawfull Princeſſe of that kingdome . Philanax anſwered , her Grace 
knew the ancient lawes of Arcadia bare, thee was tohaue noſway of goucrament 
till ſhe came co oneand ewenrie yeares of age, or were matied. And maricdT am, 
teplicd che wiſe Princefle, therefore I demaund your due allegeance. The gods 
forbid, ſaid Philanax, Arcadiaſhould bee adowry of ſuch mariages. Beſides , hee 
told her all the Stares of her countric wereeuill Carisficd couching - fathers death 
which likewiſe according to the ſtatutes of Arcadia, was cuen thar day to be indged 
of ; before the bodic were remoued to receiue his Princely funcrals. After that 
paſt,ſhee ſhould haue ſuch obedience,as by the lawes was due yato her,deſting God 
ſhee would fhew her ſelfeberter in publike gouernement, then ſhee had done in 
iuate, Shee would haueſpoken to the Gemlemenand people gathered abour her: 
t Philanax fearing leaſt t y ſome commotion mightarilc, or at leaſt a hinde- 
raticeof executing his maſters murderers, which hee longed aftct more then any 
g/d her ypto the Lodge, where her ſiſter was,aud there with achoſencoms» 
0 


panic of Souldicrs co guatdeche place,left her with Pb/oclea, Pamela proteſting ay 
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layd violent hands of her,and that they entred into rebellious atrewpts againſt her, 
Bur high time it was for Philanax ſo rodoe: for already was all the whole multi 
rudefallen intoconfuſed and dangerous diviſions. 11 
There was a notable example, how great diffipations, Monarchall goucrnmen 
is ſubic& vnto. For now their Prince and guide had left them, they had not expe» 
rienceto rule, and had not whom to obey. Publike matters had cuer beenepri> 
uately gouerned ,ſo thatthey had noliuely raſte what was good forthemſelues. 
Bureuecy thing was cither ychemently deliretull, orextreamely terrible. Neigh- 


bours inuaſions, ciuill diſſention, crueltic of the comming Prince, and whatioe- - 


tfer in common ſenſe carics a dreadfull ſhew, was in all mens heads, but in few 
how to preucnt : harkening on euecy rumour , ſuſpeQing enery thing, condem- 
nivg them whom before they had honoured, making ſtrange and impoſſible tales 
of rhe Kings death , while they thought themlſelues in danger, wiſbing nothing 
but ſaferic, aſſoone as perſwaſion of ſaterty tooke them, deſiring further benefits , as 
amendment of forcpaſſed faultes ( which faultes notwithſtanding none could tell 
cithcr the grounds or effe&s of ) all agrecing in the ynivuerſall names of liking or 
milliking, but of what in eſpeciall points, infinitely diſagreeing. Alrogether like 
afalling ſteeple, the parts whereof, as windowes, ſtones,andpinnacles were well, 
but the who'e maſſe ruinous. And this was the generallcaſc of all, wherin notwith- 
ſtanding was an extreme medley of diucrlified thoughts, the great men looking to 
make themſeclues ſtrong by fations,the gentlemen ſome bending to thE,ſome ſtan. 


ding ypon themſelues, ſome deſirous to overthrow thoſe few which they thought + 


were ouer them, the ſouldiers deſirous of trouble,as the nurſe of ſpoyle, and not 
much vnlike to them though in another way, were all the needie ſore, the rich fear- 
fu!l, the wiſe carefull. This compoſition of conceits, brought forth a dangerous 
tumult , which yet would hauc beene more dangerous, bur that it had ſo manic 
parts, thatno body well knew againſt whom chiefly to oppoſe themſclues. For 
ſomethere were that cried to haue the ſtate altered , and gouernedno more by a 
Prince; maricin the alteration , mafyy would haue the Lacedemonian goucrnment 
of a fewchoſen Senatours; others the Athenian, where the peoples yoice held the 
chicfec authoritic, Butrheſe were rather thediſcourſing ſort of men, then the aQtiue, 
being a matter more in imagination then prafiſe. But they that went neareſt to 
the preſent caſe, ( as inacountrie that knew no goucrnement withour a Prince) 
were they that ſtroue whom they ſhould make . Whereof a great number there 
were that would hauethe Princeſle Pamela preſently roenioy it : ſome diſdayning 
that ſhee had as ir were abandoned her owne countrie, enclining more to Philoclea: 
and there wanted not of them, whieh wiſhed Gynecia weredeliuered,and made Re- 
gent till Pamela were worthily maried. But great multitudes there were, which 


hauing beene acquainted with the iuſt gouernment of Philanax,meant toeſtabliſh = 


himas Licurenant of the ſtate : and theſe were the moſt popular ſore, who i 

by thecommodities they felr. But the principall men in +. ———_ might, who 
hadlong before cnuied his greatnelle with Baſilizs, did much more ſpurue againſt 
any ſuchpreferment of him. For yer before their enuy had ſomekinde of breathing 
out his rancour,by laying hisgreatneſle as a fault to the Princes iudgement , who 
ſhewed in Dametas he might calily be deceiued in mensvalure:Butnow if the Prin- 
ces choice, by ſo many mouthes ſhould be confirmed, what could they obic&ro ſo 
rightly eſteemed an cxcellencie ? They therefore werediſpoſed, ſooner to yeeldeto 
any thing, then to his raiſing : and were content ( for to crolle Philanas ) to ſto 
choſe ations, whuch otherwiſe they could not but thinke good. Philanex himfell:

Cunaing to creepe' into miens fauoars;, which hee prtzead oncly as they 
were ſeruiceable ynto hin). He had beenebroughryp infome ſouldicric , which hee 


ſiſters,ſo he would likewiſe hepe himra cheacher, and make ſach apactition of che 
Arcadian eſtate. Wiſhing him, that ſtace hoe laued:his maiſter; becauſe hee was his 
maiſter,which ſhewed the laue ur himſcdife, hee fhauld rather,now occaſion 
was preſented , ſccke his ownegood(ubſtantially then affect rhe ſmoke of =glory, 

by ſhewing an ynrimely fideliciero. him tharcoutd nor reward it :-and hauc all 
fruit hee ſhould ger, in mens opinions, which would: be as diueric, as ; fow 
agrecing to yedſhim due prayſe of his truc heart. Bac Fhilanax; who had limited 
his thoughts in that he cſteemed good(ro which he was neither caried by the yaine 
tickling of yncertaine fame,nor from whichhce would berranfporced by caioying 
any thing, wherro the ignorant warld gies the excellent name of goods )wuh 
great miſlik of his offer,he made him fa peremprtory an anfwer,nor without threat- 
ning,if hee found him foſter any ſuch fancie, that T imautar went with an tnward 
ſpite from him , whom betace hee had nener loued, and meafurmy all mens mar- 
by his owne pace, ratherth x ſome furtherfetch of Philanax (asthathe 
would haucall ro himſclfcalane ) chen was any way taken wahithe Jouely beautie 
of hisycrtue;whoſe image hee had fo quiredefaced in his owne ſoule, that hee had 
left himfelfe no eyes to behold ir, bur-ſtayd wayring fir iriero executehis 
deſires both for himſclfe: and againſt Philanar ; which by the bringing backe of 
Pamels the people being diuidedinto _ morioas ( which both with murmu- 
ring nayſes, and putting themſetucs in feuctall chey well ſhewed ) hee 
aſs apt time was Jaye before him, rhe warcrs being (as che progctbe ith ) 
troubled, and ſo the better for his filling.

knowing themighty forceof exampleynyich thewieake effeRt of fairediſcourles:nov 
wayted'on with agrecableations,whabhee perlwaried thera, himſelfe performed,

ina readinefle for warteand by his experienced ſouldicrs to traine the vagkiltull ro

And x warren place 
ſucceed anorherintheprogrefle of wiſedomeand venue,hewas riowmcome ro 43/om 
xprincipall pore of his Real, when thepoore Plawges extremely wearied with. his 
long journex(defire of {uccouring Eronz,00 more coliening;thenfearc'of norſac- 
couring herinrime, aggradating his crauel})/by a lamentable-narration of hischil. 
drens death,called home Hig/caresfrom encountringzforreinennemirs, to ſupprefic 
the inſurreion of inwardpafions, Fhematrer (o haynous; the maner ſovillanous,, 
the lofic'of ſys nevGanyy nfo yaripe yeares, in; atimeſo-dangetaus ro. Gegols 
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ſtarc of Greece, how vehemently ir moucd to grietcand compaſsion others , oncly 
not blind to thelight of vertuc,nordeafe ro chevoyce of their countrey, might per- 
chanceby a more cunning workeman in liuely coloures bee deltuered, Bur the face 
of Evarchus ſorrow, to the one in narure, to both inaffeRion a father, and iudg- 
ing the world ſo much the more ynworthily depriucd of thoſe excellencies,as him- 
ſclte was berter iudge of ſo excellent worthinefle,can no otherwiſe be ſhadowed out 
by the skilfulleſtpencell then by coucring it ouer with theyaile of ſilence. Ard in- 
dcede that way himſelte rooke,with ſopatient aquietnedle receiuing this pitifull re- 
lation, thatall wordes of weakneile ſuppreſſed, magnanimutie ſeemed: to triumph 
ouer miſcry.Only recciuing of Plangus pericR inſtruttion of all things concerni 
Plexirtus and Artaxia,with promiſe not onely to ayde him in deliuering Zrona,bur 
alſo with vchement proteſtation, neuer to returne into Macedon, till-he had purſued 
the murtherers ro death : hee diſpatched with ſpecdea ſhipfor Byzantinm,comman- 
ding the goucrnourto prouideall necefſaries for the watre againſt his owne com» 
ming. which hee purpoſed ſhould bee very ſhortly. In this ſhippe Plangws would 
needes goe,, impaticar of ſtay , for that in many dayes before hee had ynderſtood 
nothing of his Ladies eſtare. Soon afterwhoſedeparture , newes was brought to 
Exarchus, that all the ſhippes detayncd 1n Italy were returned. For the Latines find- 
ing by Ewarchw proceedings their intent to bee fruſtrate ( as before by his ſodaine 
rerurnethey doubred it was diſcouered ) deeming it no wiſedometo ſhew the will, 
not hauing the ability ro hurc, had not only in free & friendly maner diſmiſſed them, 
bur forthe time wholy omittedrheirenterpryſe, attending the epppmunity of fitter 
occafion. By meanes whereof Exarchus, rid from the cumberot that warre (likely 
otherwiſc to haue ſtayed him longer ) withſogtcat aflecteas haſt would ſuffer him 
ro aſſemble, foorthwith imbarqued for Bywantizm. And now followed with freſh 
winds hchad inafhort time run along courſe, whenona nightencountred withan 
extreme tempeſt,his ſhips were ſo ſcatrered, that ſcarcely any two were left togeth er, 
As forthe kings owne ſhippe;' depriucd of all company, ſore bruſcd, and weather- 
bearcn,able no longer to brooke the ſeas churliſh entertaynment, a liccle before day 
ic recouered the ſhore. Thefirſt light madeahem ſec it was the ynhappy coaſt of Ls« 
conia:for no other countrey could haueſhown' the like euidence of ynnaturall war. 
Which having long endured/berweene the nobility andthe Helotes,and once cdm- 
ded by Pyrocles,vnder the name of Diaphantws,immediatly ypon his departure 
fad broken out more violently then cuer before. Forthe King taking opportuni- 
tic of their Captaines abſence, refuſed roperforme the conditions of peace, ascx- - 
rorted from him by rebcllious violence, Whereupon they wereagaine deepely en- 
tred-into warte, with ſo notable an hatred towardes the yery name of a __—_ 
Exzarchus (though a ſtranger ynto them )rhoughr it notſafe there to leaue hi 
ſon,whecre neither his owne force could bee adefence;northe ſacred name of Ma- 
icſtic, a proteftion. Therefore calling to him an Arcadian,(one that comming with 
Planeus had remained with Exarchas defirous to ſeethe warres ) hee demaunded of 
him for the next place of ſurctie, where hee might make his ſtay, yarill hee mighe 
heare ſome what of his fleete,arcauſehis ſhip to be .i!The Gentleman 
to hauethis occaſion of doing ſeruiceto Exarchus,and hanourto Beſilins(ro whom 
he knew he ſhould bring a moſt welcome gueſt) told him, thar if irtpleaſed himeo 
commit himſelfero Arcadia, (a partwherat lay open to their yview)he would ynder- 
rake cre the next nighe were far ſpent toguide him ſately to his maiſter Buſilivs, The 
preſent nee eſsity much preuailed with Ewars/ar,yermore a certaine vertyous deſire 
to try, whether by his authority he might withdraw Baſins from burying wages 
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aliue,and ro imploy the reft of his old ycares in doing good, the oncly happy afion 
of mans life. For befides the vniucrfall caſe of —_ ” = by this _— of a 
principall piller,heweighed and piticd the picifull ſtate of the 4rcadian people, who 
were in worſe caſe then if dearch had taken away their Prince. For ſo yer their neceC. 
firie would haue placed ſorne one to the helime : now, a Prince being, and not doing 
like a Prince, keeping and not exerciſing the place,they were in ſo much mare evil 
 caſc,as they not provide for their euill. Theſe rightly wile & vertuous conſi- 
derations eſpecially moucd Z#archws to rake his iourncy rowards the deſert, where 
arriging within night,8 vnderſtanding to his great gricfe, thenewes of the Princes 
deach,he wayred for his ſafe condu&tfrom Philanex : in the meane time taking his 
reſt ynderatree, with no more affefted pompes, then as amanthatknew, howloe. 
uer hewascxalted, the beginning and end 'of his bodic was cartth. But Philanax as 
foneas hewas in __ im,lighting from his horſe, preſented himſelf ynto him 
in allthoſe hamble behaviours, which noconly the greatreuerence of the partie, bur 
' theconceir of ones owne miſerie,is wont to frame. Ewarchw raſe vp ynto him with 
ſo gracious a countenance, as the goodneſle of his minde had long excrcited him 
yato : carefull ſo much moretodeſcend/inall curnches,as he ſaw him bearca lowre- 
entation of fey bek ie. _ -_— CG by neere looking on 
him,he might y behold him, che grauitic of his countenance,8& yeares, not 
much yalikezo his lare deceaſed , 'bur cucr/beloued maſter, brought his forme ſo 
lindy yato hismemory ,and reviuedto all the of his wontcd ioyes within 
him,that in'ftecde of ſpeaking.to Exarchwsyhee ſtood a while likea man 2 farre 
ioutny A as it wete with his mind anaccount of his loſles:ima- 
. gining tharchis paine not,ifaature had nor bin violently ſtoppedof her own 
courſe;&caſting more loving thenwile conceits, whata world this would hauc bin, 
if this ſudden accident had not interrupted nt. And ſofarte ſtrayed he into hisrauing 
mclancholy,that his eyes nimblerchenhis rongue,lerfal a flould of teares, his voice 
being Ropped with extremiticof ſobbing,ſo much had his friendhip caried him to 
Bafilins ;charhe chought no age was timely for his death, Bur at length raking the 
occaſion of his own Sepingi thus did (pcake to Buarchas. Let notmy teares moſt 
worthily renowmed Prince make ey preſence vnpleaſant,ormy ſpeech ynmarked 
hol hop the iuſtneſſe of rhe caufe,takes away the blame of any weaknefſeinmg 
I the affivitiethar the ſame beareth ro your greatnefie , ſcemes cuca lawfully ro 
claimepiticin you: A Princeof a Princes fall a loverofwſtice,of a moſt yniuſt yio- 
lence: And give me leageexcellent Evarchue to fay,I am butthereprefencer ofal the 
lare flotiſhing Arcathe,which now with minceyes doth _—_— my tonguedorch 
cotnplaine,with my knees doh lay irfelfe atyoue feet, which never have bin ynrez. 
dy tocary youro the vertwous proteRing of innocents. Imagine, vouchſafe to in a- 
» foyer 4 wiſe 8& good King,that heete is before your eyes, the pirifull ſpeRacle of 
a moſt dolorouſly cuding Tragedy : wherein I'doebur play the part of all the new 
' miſcrable province, which being ſpoyled of rheir guide, dothlye like a ſhip withone 
a Pilot, tumbling vp and downe in the yncertaine waues, till ir either runneit ſelfe 
ypon the rockes of ſelfe-dinifion,or bee ouerthrowne by the ſtormic winde of for. 
teine force. Arcadia finding her ſelfe in theſe deſolare rermes, dorh ſpeake, and [ 
ſpeakefor her, to thee nor yainely puiſlane, Prince, char ſince now ſhee is nor onel 
robbed of rhe naturall ſu of her Lord, bur ſo ſuddenly robbed that ſhec har 
notbreathing time to ſtand for her ſafetic : ſo ;ynfortunately , that ir doth appall 
their mindes, though they had leiſure : and ſo miſchieuoully, that ir doth exceede 
both chefaddenneſſs and infortunateneſſe of it: thouwi'r lend thine arme ynto por 
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and as a man, take compaſſion of mankind,as a yertuous man chaſtice moſt abho. 
minable vice, and as a PrinceproteR a people, which all haue withoneyoice cal.. 
led tor thy goodneſle : thinking, that as art oncly able,ſo thou arr fully able,to 
redreſſe their imminent ruines. They do therfore with as much confidence as neceſ@ 
ſitie,flyevnto you for ſuccour,they lay themſclues open _—_ :toyolu;l mcanc 
your ſclfe,ſuch as you hauc cucr becne : that isto ſay, that hath alwaycs had bis de- 
terminations bounded with cquitie, They only reſcrue the right to Baſilins bloud; 
the manerto theancient preſcribing of their lawes. For thereſt without execprion, 
they yeclde oucr vato you,as tothe cleed proteaour of this ki which 
nameand office they belcech you,rill you hauclayd a ſufficient fo ion of tran- 
quilitie, to take vpon you; the particularitic bothof their ſtatutes and demaundes 
you ſhall preſently after vndcrſtand. Now only Lamto ſay yato you,that this coun- 
rrey fals ro be a faire field, ro prouc whether the goodly tree of youryertue , will 
luc mall ſoyles. Here I fay will be ſeene, whether either feare can make you ſhore, 
or the likerouſncſſe of dominion make you beyond iuſtice. And I can forconclu- 
fion ſay no morebur this,you mult chinke ypon my words, andyour anſwere des 
pend not onely the quicr, but theliues of ſo many thouſands,which for their aunci- 
entcoafcdcracic,in this their extreme neceſſitie, deſire neither the of your 
rreaſure,norhazard of your ſubicQs,buronely the benefirof your wi me,whoſe 
bothgloty and cncreaſe ſtandes in the —_ of it. The ſummeof this requeſt 
was vtterly ynlooked for of Evarchw,which made him the moxediligent in mar- 
king his ſpeech,and after his ſpeech cakerhe greater, pauſe for a park reſolution; 
For as of the onc fide, he thought nature required nothing more of him then thar 
he ſhould be a helpeto them ot like creation,and had his no whit comman« 
ded with fearc, thinking his lite well paſled , having ſatisfied the tyranmic of time 
with the courſe of many yeares, the on of theworld with more then cx- 
peed honour, laſtly therribute due to his owne minde with the dail offering of 
moſt vertuous ations : ſo of the other hewayed the iuſt reproch that followed 
thoſe who caſily enter into other folkes b c,with the opinion might bee con- 
cciued , loucof ſcigniorie rather then of iuſtice, had made him embarkehimſclfe 
thus, into a matrer nothing pertayning to him, eſpecially in a time when carneft 
occaſion of his owne butineſle lo greatly required his preſence, But in the end, wile- 
domebcing an eſlentiall and not an opinionatething,made him ratherto bend to 
what was in it ſclfe good,thea what by cuill minds might be judged nor good. And 
therin did ſeerhar thoghthe people did not belong ynto him, yer doing (which 
is not incloſcd within any termes of people) did belong ynto him,and if neceſitie 
forced him for ſome time to abidein Arcad#a,the neoeſgitieof Arcadia might iuſtl 
demaund ſome fruit of abiding, To this, ſecret aſſurance of his owne worthineſſ: 
(which although ir be ncuer ſo well cloathed in modeſtie, yctalwaycsliues in the 
worthicſt mindes)did much puſh him forward, ſaying yato himſelfc, the treaſure 
of thoſc inward giftshe had were beſtowed by the heauens ypon him,ro be bench- 
ciall and nor idle. On which determination reſting, and yer willing before theewa- 
ded any further,tocxamine well thedepth of the others, proffer;hethus with that 
wel-poyſed geſture, yapaſsionate nature beſtoweth ypon mankind,made anſyyer to 
Philanax moſt yrgent petition. Alchough long experience hath made mc know all 
mcn(and ſo Princes which be bur men ) eo beſubic to infinite caſualtics,theyery 
conſtitucion of our liues remayning in continuall change : yer the affaires of this 
countrey,or at lcaſt my meeting ſo iumply with them , makes mee abaſhed with the 
ſtrangeneſle of ic. With nw ming | am come hichertoſce my long q_ 
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frignd,and now I find if Iwill foe him, [ guſt ſee him deag: after, for mine owne le.

Theduryro his cou wedged: which as ;hehad ſo ſetled, 
2s it. was notcofearcany ſudden alteration, [0 la icdid want BR well it nlighe 
endure a fruirfull as an idle abſence. Ag forthe doubthee conceiuedof the peoples 
coaſtancic inthyscheir cleftioo, heeſaid ir wasſuch adoubtas allhumanc ations 
ateſubic& vnto.: yeras mychas in politique matters ,'which recciue not Geome« 
xricall certainties, aman may aſſure higaſ e there wagcuident liklyhood co becons 
cciued of the GURNEE, both.ia.their y his worthmneſſe: wherof the 
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melt of mottall mindes, In ſumme, hy : alledged ſo many reaſons to Evarchus 
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ſhould be angie wich him thatis clothed inwhice, forthoughts & conceirs atethe 
ycrieappardll of cheminde, Laſtly, thar yon doe notcaſlly judge of your iudge,bur 
fince you wilhatie me to command, thinke jt is yout|parrto obey.Andin reward of 
this, I will promiſe & proteſt ynto you, thirthe viterhoſtof 'my'$kill, both irithe 
generall laweg of nature, cſpecially of Gyeeve ,and particular of Arcadia ( whercio 1 
muſt confeſle Iam not vnacquainted) I wiltnoronely fecthe paſſed evils dulypuni. 
ſhed, and your weale hereafter eſtabliſhed;bur for yourtefence in it, if neede ſhall xe- 
quire , I will imploy the forceand treafures of mineownecountrey. Tu the meane 
rime,rhis ſhall bejthe firſt orderT will rake, that no maniyndet paine of grievous pu- 
niſhment,natne me by any ochername but ProteQoiirof Arcadia. 'Fotl will nor 
leauc any poſſible colour,to atly of my naturall fucceliburs, ro make claime to this, 
which by freeeleQion you haue beftowed 'ypon me.Andſo I'vowvntoyou, tode- 
pole my ſelfe of iraſſoone asthe'tudgemetit 1 jw. cheking buried, and his law- 
full ſucceſſour appointed, For the firſt wheteof,1meatethe trying which be guiltc 
of the kings death, and theſe other haynous treſpaſſes, becauſe your cuſtomes re- 
uire ſuch haſt I will no longer delay it, rhentilt romorrow as ſoone as the Sunne 

[ giueys fic opportunitie. You may therefore tetire your {elfe'ro your reſt; that 
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you may be readier to be preſent, ar theſe ſo great important matters. With many 
allowing tokens was Ewarchus ſpeech heard, who now by Philanax ( that tookethe 
principall care of doing all due ſeruices ynto him) was offered a lodging made rea - 
diefor him, ( therelt of the people aſwell as the ſmall commoditic ot thacplace 
would ſuffer, yeelding their wearye heads to fleepe ) when loerhe mghtthroughly 
ſpent in theſe mixed matters, was for that time baniſhed the tace of the carth , and 
Enarchus ſeeing the day begin to diſcloſe his comfortable beauries,defiringnothing 
more, then to ioyne ſpeed with iuſtice,willed Philanax preſently to make the iudge- 
meat place be put in order: & asſoone as the people (who yer were not fully diſper. 
ſed)mighr be brought rogerher, to bring forth the priſoners and the Kings bodice. 
Which the manner was,ſhould in ſuch caſcs bee held inſight,though covered with 
blacke ycluer, vntill they that were accuſed to bee the murtherers were quitred or 
condemned ; whether the reaſon of the law were toſhew the more gratefull louero 
their Prince,ot by that ſpeRacle, the morero remember the iudge of his dutie. Phila- 
nax who now _—_ in himſelfe, hee approched tothe iult reucnge hee ſo much 
deſired, went with all care & diligence to performe his charge. Bur firſt t ſhall be wel 
to know, how tlie poore & Princely priſoners paſſed this tedious night. There was 
neuer tyrant exerciſed his rage with more grievous torments,ypon any he moſt ha- 
ted,then afflifted Gymeciadid crucific her own ſoule,afterthe guiltineſle of her hearr 
was ſurcharged with the ſudenneſſe of her husbands death: tor although thar effect 
came notfrom her minde,yet her minde being cuill and the effeR cuill,ſhe thoughe 
the iuſtice of God had for the beginning of her paines coupled them together. This 
inceſſantly boyled 1n her breſt,but moſt of all, when Philanex bauing cloſcly impri. 
ſoned her,ſhee was left more freely to ſuffer the firebrands of her owne henghes, 
eſpecially when it grew darke,and had nothing left by her buralitele Jampe, whoſe 
ſmalllight to a perplexed minde, might rather yeelde fearefull ſhadowes, then any 
aſſured ſight. Then began the heapesof her miſeries, to weygh downe the platforme 
of her 7% ane then began ireto lay his ougly clawcs vpon her, gan 
then,to feare the heauenly powers ( ſhe was wont to reuerence)nort like achild, bur 
like an encmic , neither kept ſhee her ſelfe from blaſphemous repyoing againſt her 
creation. O Gods would ſheecry out, why did you make me rodeſteuQion ? If you 
loue goodnes,why did you not giue me a good minde?OrifI cannot haue it with- 
out your gift, why do you plague mce ? Is it in meeto reliſt the mightineſſe of your 
power? Then would ſheimagine ſhe ſaw ſtrange ſights, and that ſhe heard the cries 
of helliſh ghoſts,then would ſheskrirch our for ſuccour, but no man comming yn- 
to herſhe would faine haue killed her ſelfe, bur knew not how. At ſortimes again, 
the yery heauineſſe ofher imaginations would cloſe yp her ſenſesto alittle ſleepe : 
bur then did her dreames become her tormentours. Onetime it would ſecme yaro 
her, Philanax was haling her by the haire of the head, and hauing pur our her eyes, 
was readic tothrow her intoa burning fornace. Another time ſhe would chinke ſhe 
ſaw her husband making the complaint of his death to Pluto, 8 the magiltrares of 
that infernall region,contending in great debate, to what cternall puniſhmentthey 
ſhould allot her.Bur long her dreaming would not hold, but that it would fall ypon 
Zelmane:to whom ſhe would thinke ſhe wascrying for mercic,and char ſhe did paſſe 
away by her in ſilence, without any ſhew of piryinghermuſchiefe. Then wakiog our 
of a Recken fleepe, and yerwiſhing ſhe might cucr haueſlept,ncw formes, bur of the 
ſame miſeries, would ſcaze her minde, ſhee feared death, and yet deſired death, ſhee 
had paſſed theytiermoſt of ſhame,and yer ſhame was one of her cruelleſt aſlaultes, 
ſhe hated Pyrpeles as the otiginall of her morcall overthrow : & yer the love ſhe bad 


conceiued 
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conceiued to him,had ſtill a high authoritie of her paſſions. O Zelmgne, would ſhe 
ſay ( not knowing how neere he himſclfe was to as greata danger) now ſhaltrhoy 
glut thy eyes, withthe diſhonoured death of thy enemic! Enemue,alas encmic,ſince 
ſothou haſt well ſkewed, thou wilt haue me account thee, couldeſt thou not aſwell 
have giuen me adeterminate derual,as ro diſguiſe thy firſt diſguifing,with a double 
diſſembling?Perchance if I had beene vrterly hopeleſle;the yertue was once in me, 
might,hauccalled rogerher his forces and nor haue beene led captiuero this mon- 
ſtrous thraldomeof puniſhed wickedneſſe, Then would her own knowing of good 
inflame anew the rage of deſpaire : which becomming an ynreliſted Lord in her 
breaſt,ſhe had no other comfort bur in death , which yer ſheehad in horrour, when 
ſhe rhought of.Bur the weariſomedeteſting of. her ſelfe,made her long forthe daics 
approch,atwhich time ſheederermined to coutinue hetformer courſe, in acknows- 
ledgingany thing which mighc haſten her end: wherein although ſhe did not hope 
fortheend of her rorments, tecling already the beginning of hell agonies; yet ac- 
cording tothe nature of paine , the preſent being moſt intollerable, ſhee defired to 
change thar,and pur to aduenture the enſuing. And thus reſted the reſtleſſe Gynecia, 
No lefle ſorrowfull,thoughleſſeragetull,were the mindes of the Princeſle Pamela, 
and the Lady Philoclea, whoſe only aduantages were,that they had not conſented to 
ſo much evill, and fo were at greater peace with themlſclues : and that they were nor 
left alone, but might mutually beare part of each others woes--For when Philanax 
not regarding Pamela yrincely proceſtatios, had by force left her yrider guard with 
herſiſter, & rhat the two lifters were matched, aſwell in the diſgracesof fortunc;as 
they had beene in the beſt beauries of nature: thoſe things thatrill then, baſbful- 
neſle and miſtruſt had made them hold reſerued one from the other,now feare, the 
vnderminer of all determinations, and neceflitic the yi&orious rebell of all lawes, 
forced them interchangeably to lay open. Their paſſions then ſo ſwelling in them; 
as they would haue made Auditors of ſtones, ratherthen have ſyallowed vp in 
filence the choking aduentures were fallen yntothem,; Truely the hardeſt hearts, 
which haucat any timechought womans tcares to bea marter of ſlight compaſſion 
( imagining thar faire weather will quickely after follow) would now hane beene 
mollified : and beene compelled to confelle,that the fairer a Diamond is, the more 
itie it 1s it ſhould recciue a blemiſh. Alchough no doubt, their faces did rather 
autifie ſorrow, then ſorrow could darken that, which cuen in darkneſſe did ſhine. 
But after they had ſo long,as their other afflitionswould ſuffer them,with dolefull 
ceremonies bemoned their fathers death : rhey fare downe rogether apparelled as 
their miladucntyres had found them ; Pamela in her journying weedes now con- 
uerted to another vie: Philoclea onely in her night gowne, which ſhe thought ſhould 
bee the rayment of her funerals. But when the excellent creatures;had after mych 
panting ( with their inward trauell ) gotten ſo much breathing power,as to make a 
pitiful diſcourle one to the other, what had befallen them,8 that by che plaine com- 
pating the caſe they were in,they throughly found rhat their grieues were not more 
like in regard of themſclucs, then like in reſpe& of theſubie& (therwo Princes, as 
Pamelahad learned of Muſidorus , being ſo minded, as they would eucrmake both 
their fortunes onc) it did moreynite,8& ſo ſtrengthen their lamentation : ſeeing rhe 
onecould not bee miſerable, bur rhar it muſt neceſſarily make rheather miſerable 
alſo. 99g was thefirſt _—_ theirſweete rg muak the decla- 
r1ng the paſſhanate beginning, troubleſoine proceeding , an crous ending; 
their vr ending wes. had Saſſed, And alla —_— yaw. core inco' 
prayſes of che yong Princes,too long it would hauc exerciſed their tongues, but hat 
theit 
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their memory forthwith warned them, the more praiſe worthy they were, the more 
atthat rime they were wotthy of lamefitation. Thea againe to crying & ,wri 
of hands; 8 then a new, as ynquiergriete ſought cach corner,ro new dures rom 
diſcourſes ro wiſhes, from wiſhes ro prayers.Eſpecially the tender Philocies, who as 
ſhee was in yeares yonger;and had neuet lifted vp her minde to any opinion of ſo- 
ucraignetie,ſo was ſheethe aprer to yeeld to her misfortune;hauing no ſtrapyer de - 
bares in her mind,then a man may ſay a moſt wiry childhood is wont to nourſh; ag 
to imagine withher ſelfe, why Philanax8&theother noblemen,ſhould deale fo cruel- 
ly by her,that had neuer deſerued euill of any of them. And how they could finde 
in their hearts, to impriſon ſuch 'a perſonage,as ſheedid figure Pyrocles whom ſhee 
thought all the world was bound to loue, as well as ſhee did. But Pamela,although 
endued with a yertuous mildnefſe, yer theknowledge of her ſelfe,and what was due 
ynto her, made her hearr full of a ſtronger difdaincagainſt her aduerſitie. 

So that ſhee ioyned the yexation for her friend,with the (ſpite to (ce her ſelfe as 
ſhee thought rebelliouſly detayned, and mixed delirous thoughts to helpe , with 
rcuengefull thoughts if ſhe could not helpe. Andasin pangs of death, the ſtronger 
heart fecles the- greater rorment, becauſe itdoth the morerelilt co his oppreflour , 
ſo her minde, the noblerit was ſet,and hadalready embraced the higher thoughes, 
ſo mach morcitdid repine ; and che moreit repined, the more helplefle wounds ir 

eynto irſclfe. Bur when great parr of the night was paſſed ouer the dolefull 

ulicke of theſe ſweete Ladies complaints, and that leaſure though wich ſome 
ſtrife, had brought Pamela toknow, that an Eagle when ſhe is in a , muſt not 
thinke to dolike an Eagle, remembring with themſclues, that it was likely the nexr 
day, the Lords would proceed againſt thoſe they had impriſoned; They imployed 
the reſt of the night in writing vittothem, with ſuch carneſtneſſeasthe matter re- 
quired , but in-ſuch tiles as the Nate of their thoughts was apt to faſbion. In the 
meane time , Pyrocles and Muſidorus were recommended to ſo ſtronga guard, as 
they might well ſee it was meant, they ſhould pay no eſſe price then their liues, 
for the getting our of that place, which they like men indeede, ( fortifying cou- 
rage with the trueRampier of patience) did ſocndure, asthey did rather appeare 
uernours of neceſſicie, then ſeruants ro fortune, The whole ſumme of their 
oughts reſting ir theſaferie of their Ladies, and theircare one for the other: 


whercin (if at all)their hearts did ſeeme to receiue ſome ſoftneſſe. For ſometimes 
Muſidorus would teele ſuch a motion to his friend,and his ynworthy caſe, that hee 
would fall into ſuch kind ſpeeches. My Pyrotles,would hee ſay, how yahappy may 
I thinke Theſſalia, that hath beeneas it were the middleway to this cuill - An of 
yours? For if you had not beene there brought Ws the Sea ſhould not hauchad 
this power , thus to ſeuer you' from your deare father. I haue therefore , ( if com- 
plaints do at any time become a mans heart) moſt cauſe to} complaine, ſince my 
countrie , which teceiued' the honour of Pyrocles education , ſhould bee a ſtep to 
his onerthrow, if humane chances can bee counted anouerthrow to him , that 
ſtandes ypon vertue, Oh excellent cMuſidorus,anſwered Pyrocles , how doe you 
ecach mee rather,to fall out with ry ſelfe, and my fortune , ſince by you I haue re- 
ceiuedall good,you onely by taethis afflition?ro you and your yertuous mother, 
I in miy;rendreſt yeates;and fathers greareſt troubles, was ſent for ſuccour. There 
did1 ledme the ſeets tyſteries of Philoſophic; there had I your lucly example 
to confittne that which I learned; therelaſtly had I your friendſhip , which no yn« 
happineſſe can euer make mee ſay, but that hath made mee happie. Now ſee how 


my deſtiic ( the gods know ) not. my will, hath rewarded you : my father m—_ 
| or 
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for you away out of your land, whence but for mce you bad not come: what after 
followed,you know. It was my loue not yours, which ficlt ſhayed you here ; aud 
therforc if the heauens cuer held a tuſt proportion, itwereI and nor ſhould 
feele the ſmart. - O blame nor the heauens, ſweere Pyrocles, ſaid Muſidorne, as their 
courſe never alters, ſo is there nothing done by the ynrcachable rukr of them, buc 
hath ancucrlaſting reaſon forit. And to ſay the truth of theſe things , wee ſhould 
deale vogratefully with nature, if we ſhould be forgetful receiucrs of her gift, and 
diligent Auditors of the chaunces we like not. Wee haue liued, and haucliued to 
be good to ourſelues,andothers : our ſoules which areputimcohe ſtirring carth of 
our bodics, haucatchicucd thecauſcs of their thicher comming : they haue known, 
and honoured wuh knowledge,the cauſe of their creation, and to many men (for in 
this time, place,and fortunc,it is lawfull for ys to ſpeake glorioully) it hath becne be- 
houcfull,that we ſhould liue, Since then cternitic is nqt tobe had in thisconiunRi- 
on,what 1s tobe loſt by the har rs _; eb! lince it es when 
that is oncecome,all whatis paſt is nothing : y the procraRting nothing got- 
ren,bur labour and cate. Doc not mee-therefore that wrong, ( who Rt « in 
cares, but much inallather deſerrs , am fitter to die then you) astofay, you haue 
rought meto any cuill : ſince the loue of you, doth ouer ballance all bodily mil. 
chictes, and thoſe miſchicfes bebur miſchicfes to the baſer mindes, too much de- 
lighted with the kennel! of this life. Neither will I any more yeeld co my paſgion of 
lamenting you, which howſoeuer jt mightagree ro my exceeding ip, ſurc- 
ly it would nothing to your exceeding vertue, Adderhis to your noble ſpeech my 
dearecoufin, ſaid Pyrocles, that if weecomplaine of this or fortune, or ſeeme to 
our ſclucs faultic, in hauing one hurt the other, wee ſhew @ repentance of the loue 
webcare to theſe marchleſle creatures, or at leaſt a doubt, it ſhould be ouer dearcly 
bought, which for my part ( and ſo dareI anſwerefor you) I call all the Gods ro 
witpeſle,I amo farre from, that no ſhame, no torment, no death, would make mer 
forgo the lealt part of the inward honour, ellenriall pleaſure, and living life , IFhave 
cnioyed in the preſence of rhe faultlelle Philocles, Take the preheminence in all 
chings,but in true loving, anſwered Muſiderwy , forthe confeigionof thatno death 
ſhallget of me. Ofthat,anſwered Pyrocles ſoberly ſmiling, I perceiue wee ſhall haue 
adebarc inthe other world, if at leaſtchere remaineany ching of remembrance in 
that place. I doc not thinke the contrarie, ſaid Awſidorws alrhough you know, it is 
greatly hcld,that with the death of bodie and ſenles ( which are nor opely the be- 
nning, but dwelling and nouriſhing of paſions, thoughts and imaginations ) 
lepmenecs likewiſe failes,which riſeth oaly ourofthem;& hen is there 
left ncthing, bur the intelleftuall part arintelligence, which yoid of all morall yer. 
tucs, which ſtand in the meane of perturbations, doth only liucin the comrempla- 
riue vertuc,and power of the omnipotent good, the ſoule of ſoules, and yniuerſall 
life of this great worke,& therfore 1s vteerly void from thepoſsibility ofdrawing to 
nt {cite theſc ſenſible conliderations, Corploty anouans Pyrecles,l cafily yeeld 
weſhall not know one another, and much lefle theſe | NS 2 ſcnſible 
er paſsionate knowledge. For the cauſe being taken away,the dfeRs follow. Ney. 
ther do I thinke, we ſhall haue ſuch a memory ,as naw we haue, which is bur a relick 
of the ſenſes, or rather a print the ſenſes hane lefr of things paſt in qur thoughts, bur 
it ſhall bea vitallpower of that very intelligence ; which as while ic was here, it held 
thechicte ſcate of our life,&« was as it were: the laſt reſort,to which of all our know- 
ledges, the higheſt appeale came, and ſo by that meanes was never ignorantof our 
ations, though maoyr ins rebcloy ae ISO ER dens 
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the ſight of the iudges)hehad thar nigheſent for,&noew broughrymtothem. 'Fhey 
accepted their own, with great thankfullnelſe, knowing from whence ic came, and 
articed themſelues in it againſt the next day,which being indeed richyand Princely, 
they accordiogly determined to maintainethe names of' Palladius and Diaphattac, 
as beforc it is mentioned. Then gaue:chey themfalucy: to conſider7 in what fore 
they might defend their cauſes , forthey' thought iti no lefle yainewo wiſh 
then cowardly co feate it , till ſomething: before mornitig, afſmall ſlamber: raking 
them, they were by and by after called 'ypro-cometorhe anfwere;:of no lefle\cthen 
cheirliues imported. Butin'chis ſorrwas the nudgement/ orderedi! As fooneas the 
morning, had taken afull poſſeſſion of ther Element,” Zuarchwsicalled :yntohim 
Philanax , and willed him to draw outinto' the middeſt of Bags , ( before the 
cince 


chicke lodge ) the throne of 'iudgement«ſeare, in-which Baſilawe was wont ro fir, 
and according to their cuſtomes , was euer caried wah the Prince, 'For :Exarchus 
did wiſely conſider, the people to bee naturally raken with cxterigr ſhewes , farce, 
morc then with inward confidcration of the materiall points, And:therefore-in 
this new entrie into ſo entangled a marter;hee would Jeaue nothing which mi 


beeyther an armour or ornament. ynto- him , and. intheſe pompous ccerem 

hee well knew aſecret of goucrnement much toconlilt. 'T TI by 
the diligent Philinax , and therein Evaxchw did (ct himſelfe all cloathed in blacke, 
with theprincipall men , who could. in that ſuddenneſſe prouide themſelucs of 


ſuch mourning rayments;.Thewhole people comm to keepe an orderly. 
filence of cach fide , which was duly obfcrucd of them, partly for the dcfire they 
had to ſee a good concluſionof thele matters, and partly ſtrikenwith admiration, 
aſwell at thegraue and Princely preſence of Euarchus, as at the greatneſſeof the 
cauſe, which wasthen to comein queſtion . As for Philenax , Exarchus would 
hauedone him the honour to fit by him', but hee excuſed himſelfe', defiring to bee 
the accuſer of the priſoners in his maſters behalfe, andtherefore fince hee made 
himſclfe a partic, it was not conuenicntfor him to itin the judiciall place. Then 
was ita while deliberated, wherherthe two yoog Ladies ſhould beebrought forth 
in open preſence : but that was ſtopped by Philanax , whoſe loue and faith,did deſ- 
ccud from|his mailter to his children, and only deſired, the ſmart ſhould light ypon 
theothers , whom hee thought .guiltic of his death and diſhonour, alledgj 
this, that neither wiſedome would they ſhould bee+ brought in- preſence 
people, which might hereupon grow to new yprores nor iuſtive tequi f 
ſhould be drawne to any ſhame, till ſome bodie accuſed-them. And as for Pamels, 
he proteſted the lawes of Arcadia,would not allow any iudgement of rm 
ſhe herſelfe were to determine nothing'till age ormariage enabled her,” Thciit 
_ bodic being layd ypon a Table,iuſt before Zaarchws, 8 all concred ouet with 
blacke, the priſoners, natnely the Queeneand twoyong Princes; were ſent for to ap* 
re in the protetors name 3 which name was Cm ſe they came notto know- 
lodge how nearca kinſman was to judge of them,butchoughr him to be ſomeno- 
eman, choſen by the Country, in this extremitie; So extraordinaric a courſe had 
the order of the heanens produced at this time, that bothnephew & ſonne, were. not 
only priſoners, but 7nknown to their yacleand father,who of many yearcshad not 
ſcene chem. And Pyrocleswasto plead for his life beforethat throne, in which xhrone 
lately before he had ſaucd the Kings life. Bur firſt was Gynecialed forth, in rheſame 
weedes thattheday & night before ſhe had worne;fauing thatin ſtead of Zelmuncs 
garment inwhich ſhe was found,ſhe had caft on a mer 258 which reached to the 


ground,of ruſfer courſe cloath,with apgore fele har, which almoſt coucred al her 
—— "—_— > agen Iace, 
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 facc,mo ſtparr-ofher goodlyhaire (on which her hands had layd many a ſpicefull 
hold )ſa lying vpon her ſhoulders, as a man might well fee, had no an > 
leſneſle. Her eyes downg onthe gronnd,of purpole:notto looke on Pyrocles face; 
which ſhee did nor ſamuch ſhun, forthe yokindneſlefhce conceiued of herowne 
oucrthraw,as forthe feate,;thoſe moriod3.in this fhortrinae of herlife ſhould be re. 
uived, which ſhec had wich chepaſſage of infinit OIrrowes mortified. Great was the 
compaſiion the people felt, to ſee their Pripceſle Bate, andbeaurie lo deformed by 
fortune and her owne deſert, whom they had cuer found aLady moſt worthy of alt 
honour. But by and by thelight of the other ewo priſoners drew moſtof theeyes 
to that ſpeRacIR. Pyrocles cameour led by Sympetbms,clothed after the Greeke man- 
ner, in along coatc of white veluer,reachibg to the ſmall of. his legge, with grear 
burtons of Diamonds all along vponit : His necke without any coller,not ſo much 
as hidden with a ruffe,did paſſe the whitndſe of his garments, which was not much 
in faſkion ynlike tothe ertmſon rayment ourKoights of the order firſt put 0n.Oa 
his fcerc hee had hay am 5 I TR theancicnt maner,weret yed y 
with certaine laces, which were faſtned voder his knee, hauing ys about( we x 
many prettic knots.) his naked legges. His faire auberne haire ( which heware in 
great length , and gaue atthat time adelightfull ſhew, with being Rurd yp and 
downe with rhe breaih of a gentle wind) had nothing ypon ir, but white Ribbin,in 
thoſe dayes vſcd for a Diademe. Which roul:d once or rwiſe about the vpper- 
moſt part of his forchead,fel] downe vpon his backe,cloſed yp atcach cod with the 
richelt pearl were to beſecnein the world. After him followed another Nobleman, 
guid the noble Myfrdorius, who had vpon him a long cloake, after the faſhion of 
that which wee call RO mantle,made of pusple Satten ; noc that purple 
which wenow haue,and is buta counterfeit of the Getalien purple (which yer was 
farrethe mceancr in priceand eſtimation)but of the right Tyrian purple, which was 
neareſt toa colout betwixe our murry 8 ſcarlet. On his head, which was blacke and 
curled, he ware a Perſian Tiargall ſerdowne with rowesof (o rich Rubies, as they 
were inough to ſpeake for him, that they had to indge of no meanc perſonage. 

In this ſort with ereQed countenances, did theſe vafortanate Princes ſuffer 
themſelues to bee ledde,ſhewing a right, by thecompariſon of them and Gynecia, 
how todiuctsperſons compaſſion is diuerfly to bee ſtirred. For as to Gynecia, a 
Ladyknowne of great eſtate, and greately eſteemed, rhe more miſerable repreſenta- 
tion was made of her ſudden ruine, the more mens hearts were forced to bewaile 
ſuch ancuident witacſle of weake humaaitie ; ſo to theſe men,not regarded becauſe 
ynknowne, bur rather ( beſides the deteſtation of their fat ) hatred as ſtrangers, the 
morethey ſhould haue fallea downe in an abieft ſemblance, the more in ſtcede of 
cotnpaſsion they ſhould haue gotten contempt : bur cherefore, were to vie(as I may 
termeit) the mare violenceof magnanimitie,and ſo ro conquer theexpetation of 
the lookers with an extraordinarie vertue. And ſuch effect indeede it wrought in 
the whole aſſembly, their eyes yer ſtanding as it were in ballance to a of 
them they ſhould moſt dire their ſight, A4#/idorws was in ſtature ſo much higher 
then Pyrocles, as commonly is gotten by one yeares growth. His face now begia- 
ning to haue ſome tokens of a beard, was compoſed to a kinde of manlike beaucie. 
His colour was ofa well pleaſing browneneſſe, and the features of ir ſuch , as they 
caried both delight and maieſtic : his countenance ſeucre, and promiſing a minde 
much giuen to thinking. Pyrocles of a pure complexion, and of ſuch a chearefvill 


fauour,as might ſcemecither a womans facein a boy, or an excellent boyes face in 
Pp 2 a woman. 
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2 woman, His looke gentle and baſbfull, which bred the more admiration, haui 


ſhewed ſuch notable proofes of courage. 'Laſtly, though both had both,if there. | 


wereany oddes, Muſidorus was the more goodly;and Pyrocles the morelouely.Bur 
aſloone as Muſidorus ſaw himſelte ſo farre forth led among thepcople,thar he knew 


ro agreat number of them his voice ſhould bee heard; miſdoubringtheir imtennon! 
tothe Princeſſe Pamela, ( of whom hee was more carefull then of his ownelife;). 


euen as he went(though his leader ſought to-interrupthim) hee thus witha lowde- 
yoice ſpake ynto them. And is it pols1ble 6 Arcadians ,faid hee , that you can for. 
ger thenaturall dutic you owe to your Princelle Pamela ? haththis ſoyle beene {o 
litcle bcholding to her noble Aunceſters ? hath ſo long a time rooteU no ſurer loue 
in your hearts tothat line ? Whereis tharfaith co your Princes bloud, which barh 
not onely preſerued you from. all dangershererofore, but hath ſpread your fame to 
all the nations in the world ? Where is that iuſtice the CArcadians were wontto: 

flouriſh in, whoſc nature is to render to eucry one hisowne ? Will younow & 
therightfrom your Prince, who isthe onely giuer of judgement,the key of iuſtice, 
and hte of your lawes ? Doc you hope in a few yeares,to feryp ſuch another race, 
which nothing bur length of time can eſtabliſh > Will you reward Bafilizs children 
with vngratcfulneſſe,the very poylon of manhood? Will you betray your long (cr. 
Jed reputation, with the fowle name of traytours ? Is this your mourning or your 
Kings death, ro cncreaſc his loſſe with his daughters miſeric? Imagine your Prince 
doth looke our of the heauens yntoyou,whar do you thinke he could wiſh more at 
your hands then that you doc well by his children ? And what more honour TI pray 
youean you docto his obſequies, then to fatisfie his ſoulewith alouing memoric, 
as youdoc his body with an yntelt ſolemnitic? What haue youdonewiththe Prin- 
celle Pamela? Pamelathe iult inhererrix of this Countrey, Pamela whom thisearth 
may bce happy, that it ſhall be hereafter ſaid,ſheewas borne in CAreadia, Pamelain 
her ſelfe your ornament, in her education your foſter childe,and cucry way your 
onely Princefle, what account can you render to yourſelues of her ? Truely I doe 
not thinkethatyou all know whart is become of her : ſo ſoone may a Diamond bee 
loſt : ſo ſoone may thetaireſt light in the world bee put out. But looke,looke ynto 
it, © CArcadians, bee not ſo wilfully robbedof your greateſt treaſure, make not 
yourſelucs miniltersto priuate ambirions , who doe bur yſe your ſelues topur on 
your owne yokes. Wharſocuer youdetermine of vs ( who I muſt confeſle are but 
ſtrangers ) yer let not Baſiliusdaughters be ſtrangers vnto you. Laſtly, howlocuer 
you barre her from her publikeſoucraignetie, ( which if youdo, little may we hope 
of cquitic where rebellion raignes) yetdeny nor that childes right ynto her, tharſhe 
may come and do the laſt duties to her fathers bodie. Deny not that happineſle(if in 
ſuch acaſc there bee any happineſſe ) to yourlate King, that his body may hauchis 
laſt touch of his deareſt child. With ſuch like broken maner of queſtions and ſpec- 
ches, was Muſidorus deſirous as muchas in paſſing by them heecould , ro mouc the 

people to tender Pamelas fortune. Bur ar length, by that they came to the i 

ment place, borh Simpathus and 0g had greatly fatisfied him, with the 
rance they gaue him, this aſſembly of people had neither meaning nor power to 
doc any hurt tothePrincefſe, whom they all acknowledged as their ſoueraigne La- 
dic. Butthat the cultomeof Arcadia was ſuch, till ſheehad antyocna alice 
of the countrie to be guided by a Proteftor, vader whom, hee and his fellow were 
torecemue their iudgement, That caſed Muſidorws heart of his moſt ychergent care, 
when hce found his beloucd Lady to bec out of danger, Bur Pyrocles alloone as the 
mn Fmt =" Queeus 
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Queene oof theone ſide, hee and © Afuſiderie of the ocher, were ſtayed before the 
face of ofthcir iudge , ( hauing onely for their barrethe Table on which the Kiags 
bodiclay)bcing nothing leſſe vexed wahrhe doubr of Philocles, then Hnſiderne 
was for Powels,in this fore with a lowly behauiour, and onely then like a ſupplianc, 
he ſpakerotheProtetftor.Pardon mee moſt honoured Tudge, ſaith hee,that yacom- 
maanded [ beginmy fpeech ynto you , finceboth ro you and mce,thole wordes of 
mrne ſhall bee moſt neceſfatie . Toyou having the ſacred exerciſe of iuſtice in your 
hand, nothing appertaines DR then truth nakedly and freely ſer downe, 
To mee, being environcd r about with many dangerous calamities , what 
can bee morc conucnient , then atleaſt, tobecar peace with my ſelfe, in hauing diC. 
charged my conſcience, in a moſt bchoucfull yeritic. Vuderſtand therefore, and 
rraty yndcrſtand, that the Lady Philoclea (to whole vaſtained yertucit hath beene 
ue rare nin Yee name ſhould becoume a blot ) if ſbec bee accuſed, 
is moſt vniuſtly accuſed of any diſtonourable fat, which by my meancs ſhee may 
bethoughe to hauc yeelded ynto. Wharſocuer hath beene done, hath beene my 0n- 
ly attempt, which aotwichſtanding was ncucr intended againſt her chaſticie. Bue 
. whatſoeucr hath beene informed, was my fault. AndI atteſt the heauens, to blaſ- 
pheme which I am not now ia fic tune, 'thar ſo muchas my comming into her 
chamber'was wholly yawirting vnco her. This 6 may withall con- 
fider,if I would lye, I would lye for mine owne , I am not ſoold, as to 
beeweary of my ſelfe ; bur the veric ſting of my inward knowledge ioyned with 
the conſideration 1 muſt needes haue, what an infinite loſle it fhould bee to all

Heehad nor 
SE when all thewhole people both of great and loweſtate, con- 


with anyniced murmur Pyrecles demaund, longing ( for the loue generally 
was borne Phileclea) toknow whatthey might hope of her. Exarchu though net- 
ther regarding a priſoners paſſionate , nor bearing ouerplauſible cares to a 
many headed morion,yer well enoughcontear, to winne their liking with things 
in themſ{ues indifferenc,hee wasconrent : firſt , ro ſeeke as much as might bee of 
Phileckeasbehaniour in this matter: which being cleared by Pyroctes , & bur weakel 
ainfaid by Philenax(who had framed both his owne and Damertas cuidence mo 
ho her fauour, and intruth could haue gone no furtherthen conicRure, ) yet fin- 
ding by his wiſedome, that ſhee was notalogether faultleſſe, hepronounced , ſhee 
all herlife long, bee kepe priſoner among certaine women of religion like 
theYeffal/Nunnes,fo to repay the touched honour of herhouſe , with well obſer. 
ving a ſtri& profeſſion of chaſtitie. Although this were a great preiudicating of 
Pyrocles caſe, yer was he exceedingly 1oyous of it, being aſſured of his Ladies life , 
and inthe depthof his mindenorſory, char what end ſoeuer heehad, none ſhould 
obtaine the after enioying that icwell,whereon he had ſer hisliues happineſſe, Aﬀecr 
it was by publike ſenrence delivered, what ſhould bee done with the ſweere Philo- 
clea,the lawes of Arcadia bearing, _ what was appointed by the Magiſtrates 
Pp 3 in 
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inthe nonage of the Prince,could not afterwards beerepealed)  Emarchrs- ſtill ylingy 
to himſelfe no other name bur proteor of «Arcadia,;commaunded thoſe that had 
ro ſay againlt rhe Queene Gypeciato procced, becauſcboth her late required ſhee 
ſhould bee firſt- heard, and alfo for thatſhee was taken:to bee the:principall/in the 
ter matter they were to indge of. Philanax iucontinently: ſtepped forth ;-and 
ewing in his greedy cycs, thathe did thirſt for her bloud,began:a well thoughc on 
diſcourſe of her ( in his iudgement)execrable wickedneſſe. But Gyneciaſtanding 
beforethe iudge, caſting abroa® her armes, with hereyes hiddenynderthe bred 
of her ynſcemely hart, laying open in all her geſtures the deſpairefull afflition: ;to 
which all the might of her reaſon was conuerred, with uch like words ſtopped Phi. 
lanax ,as hee wasentring into his inuc&iucoration.: Stay,ſtay Philavax, laid hee, 
doe not defile thy honeſt mouth , with thoſe diſbonourableſpeeches thou artabour 
to ytter againſt a woman, now moſtwrerched, lately thy Miſtrelle. Let cither the 
remembrancehow great ſhewas, mouethy heart to- ſame reuerence or theſeeing 
how low ſheis,ſtirre in thee ſome pitie. It may beetruthdoth make thee deale-yn- 
cruly,and loue of iuſtice frames yniuſtice.inthee, doe not therefore ( neither ſhale 
thou necde)tread ypon my deſolate ruines;” Thou ſhalt haucthar thou ſeckeſts and - 
yer ſhalt not be oppreſſour of her,who cannot choole bur loue thee forthy ſingu- 
hr faith to thy maſter. Idoe nor ſpeake this roprocure mercie, or toprolong my 
life , no no, I fay vato you Iwill not line þutT am onely loth, my death ould bee 
cngrecued with any wrongrthou ſhouldeſt doc-ynto me. I haue beene too pai 
a iudgeoucr my ſelfe,ro delire pardon in'others 1udgement. I haue beene too.cruell 
anexecutioner of minc owne ſoule , roideſtrethatexecution of juſtice ſhould. bee 
ſtayed for me. Alas,they that know how forrow can renttheſpirits;they thar know 
what firy hels are contained in a (elf-condemning mindzneed nor feare that fear can 
keepe ſuch a one from deliring robe: ſeparated from hat which nothing bur death 
can ſeparate. rherefore ſay ro rhee(0 iuſt Indge)thatT and onely I,was theworker 
of Ba(lius death. They were theſe handes that gaue ynto him that poyſonous po- 
tion that hath brought death to him,and loſle to Arcadia; it was I and noneburT, 
that haſtned his aged yeares to an ynnaturall end, and that haue made all his p 
pleorphans of theirroyall facher. I am the ſubie@that haue killed my Prince{ am 
the wife tharhauc murdred my husband, IT am adegenerate woman, an yndoer of 
this countrey, a ſhame of my children. What wouldeſt thou haue ſaid more , oh

and diſhonour,which being done, for his part hee meant to giue yp alldealing 
publicke affaires ſince chat man was | madehim louc him. Philanas 
chus being ready toſpeake, the two rinces were commaunded to tell their names, 
who anſwered according to their is, that they werte Daiphantnoof Lycia, 
8& Palladinu Prince of Iberia. Which when they had ſaid, they demanded to know 
by what authoritie they could iudge of thern, ſince they were not onely forreners 
and fo not borne vnder their lawes; but abſolute Princes, and therefore not to bee 
touched by laws. But anſwere was preſently made them, that Lreadia lawes 
were to hauc their force vpon any were found in CArcadie : ſince rangers haue . 
ſcopeto know the cuſtomes of 4 country, before they purtheraſelues init: & when 
they once are entred, they mult know,thatwhatby many was made; muſt not for 
onc bee broken. And ſo much leſlc for a ſtranger, as hee is tolooke for no privi- 
ledge in that place,co which in timeof neede, his ſeruice isnot to beec As 
for their being Princes, whether they were oor no, the beleefe ſtoode in their ownie 
wordes,whuch they had ſo diuerlcly fallified, as they did nor deſerne beleefe. Bur 
wharſocucr they were, Arcadia was to acknowledge rhem bur as priuate men, 
fince thicy were neither by magiſtracic nar alliance to the princely bloud, to 
any thing in that region. Thereforeif they had offended, {which now by theplain- 
rife and rheir defence was tobe indged)againſt the lawes of nations , by the awes 
of nationsrhey were to be chaſtiſed 2 if agaioſt the peculiar ordinances of the 
uince,thoſc peculiar ordinances were to lay hold of them, The Princcs rY 
while ypon thar, demanding|lcaſurc to giueperfeRt knowledge of their 
bur when they were anſwered, thatin a caſe of a Princes hs, the 
countrey had cuer bcene, that immediate triall ſhould bec had : they were forced to 
yeelde;tclolucd that in thoſe names, they would as much as they could , couer the

That which 
all men , who take vpon them. ro accuſe anorher, arewont to deſire ( moſt wor- 
thy Protector) rohaue many proofes of faults in them they ſeeke ro haue condem- 
ned : that is ro mcinthis preſent aftion,my comber,8& annoyance.For the 
number is ſogreat, and the qualitie ſo us,of theenormitics this wretched 
yong man hath.commitred, that neither I in my ſclfe, can tell whetero (my 
thoughcs being confuſed withthehogible multirude of them)acitherdoeT thinke 
your 
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your yertuous cares will bee able ro endure the report : but will racher imagine, you 
carcſome tragedy inuented of che extremity of wickedneſle, then a iuſt tecitall of a 
wickedanes indeedecommitred : for ſuch is the diſpoſition of the molt ſincere iudge- 
ments,tharasthey can beleeue meanc faulres,and ſuch as mans nature may ſlide ia- 
to, ſo whenrhey paſſe ro: a'certainedegree, nay when they paſſe all degrees of yi1- 
—_ naughrinelle , then finde they in them(ſclues a hardneſle to giue credit 
at humane creatures canſo from allhumanity be transformed. But in my ſelt,che 
ftrengrth of my faich ro my Yead maſter will helpe the weakeneſle of my menyoriey 
ti you,yourcxcellent loue of juſtice will force you tovouchlafe artention : and as 
ftorthc marter,it is ſo manifeſt, (o pirifull cuidences lye before your eyes of it, that 
I ſhall necd to be bur a bricefe recounter,& no rheroricall cnlarger of this moſt harm- 
+ full miſchiefe I will cherfore, in as few words,as ſo huge a treſpaſſe can beconteined, 
dchucr ynto you the ſumme of this miſerable fact : leauing out a great number ot 
particular rokens of his naughrineſle, 8 onely touching the efſcatiall points of this 
dolcfull caſe, Thisman,whom to begin withall I know not how to name, ſince be- 
ing come into-this countric,ynaccompanicd likea loſt pilgrime,from.a man grew a 
woman,from awoman a tauiſter of women,thence a priſoner, and now a Prince: 
Bur this Zelmane, this Diaphantws,this wha you will; ( for any ſhape or tire he can 
take ypon him, that hath no reſtraiar'of (lame ) hauingynderſtood the ſolitaric life 
my late maſterliued,and conlidering how open he had layd himſclte ro any trayte- 
rous attemptzfor the firft'maske of his:faifehood diſguiſed himſelfe like a woman:

he did notonely not feare the gods,as the beholders and puniſhers of ſo vngodly a 
villany,but did blaſphemouſlly vſe their ſacred holy name,as a miniſter yaton. And 
forſoorha cauc here by was choſen, forthe templeof his deuotions,a Caue of ſuch 
darkeneſſe,as did prognoſticate, hee meant to pleaſe the infernall powers, for therp 
this accurſed cayrtife, ypoa thealtar of falſhood, ſacrificed the life of the yertuous Ba- 
flins. By what meancs he trained him thither, alasI know nor, for if Imighthaue 
knownc it, cicher my life had accompanied my maſter, or this fellowes death had 
preſerued him: Bur'this may ſuffice, that in the mouth of this Caue,where this tray- 
tor had hislodging and chappell,when alrcady maſter ſhepheard his companion

1s this the tuſticeof this place, to haue ſuch 
merias we are, ſubmirted not onely to appatant falſchood, but moſt ſhametull reyi- 
hog# Bur marke TI pray you the vngratetulneſſe of che wrerch, how ytterly he hath 
forgorren the benefirs both he and all chis country hach recciued of 'vs. For if cuer 
men may rememberchair owne noble deeds, it is then when their iuſt defence, and 
others yniuſt ynkindaeſſe doth require it, I omit our ſeraices done to Baſilims in the 
hare warre with Amphialus,importi ng noleſſe then his daughters liues,and his ſtares 
as ge not wethe men that killed the wilde beaſts which otherwiſe had 
illed the Princefſes,if we had nor ſuccoured them? Confider if it pleaſe you, where 
had becne D aiphantus rape, or my treaſon, if the ſweete beauries of the carth had 
then bin deuoured?Either think them now dead, or remember they liueby vs. And 
yecfull oftren thus telralecan acknowledge the loſſe they ſhould have by their ta. 
kingaway,while malicioufly by compact who werertheir preſcrucrs : neicher ler 
this be ſpoken of me, as if I meancro ballaiicethis cuill wich char good, for I muſt 
coafeſſe that ſauing of ſuch creatures was tewarded in theatt it ſelfe : but only ro 
manifeſt rhe partiall iangling of this vile pickchanke. Burif we be craytors , where 
was;your fidctitie, O oncly ronguc-valianc Gentleman, when not onely che young 
Princelle , but the King himſelte was defended from virermolt perill,partly by me, 
bur principally by this cxcellent yoag mans both wiſedomeand yalure ? Wete wee 
that made our ſelues againſt hundreds of armed men; opealy the ſhiclds of hislife, 
like ſecretly co bez his impoyfoners ? Did wee then ſhew his life to bee dearerto ys 
then our owne, becauſe wee might after robbe himof hislife, rodie ſhametully ? 
Truly , truly maſter Orator, whoſocuerhath hyred you to be ſo buſic in their mar- 
ters,who keepe honeſter ſeruants then-your ſeite; hee ſhould hauebid you in fo 
many raylings , bring ſome excule for your lelfe , why in rhe greateſt neede of 
your Prince , to whom you pretend a I good will , you were nor then 
' , ( q 3 as 
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as forward to doclike a man your ſelfe,or at leaſt to accuſe them that were flacke 
in tharſcruice : but commonly they yſe their feerefortheir defence, whole tongue 
1s their weapon. Cerrainely a very ſimple ſubrilitie ir had beenceinys, to repoſe our 
lives in the daughters , when wee had killed the father. Bur as this Gentleman 
thinkes ro winne the reputation of a copious talker by leauing nothing volaid 
which a filchic minde can imagine, ſo thinke I ( or elſe all wordesare yaine)that to 
wiſe mens iudgement , our cleerenefle inthe Kings death is ſufficiently notorious. 
Burar length when the marchaur hath ſet out his guilded baggage, lafl he comes 
ro ſome ſtuffeof importance,and ſaith, I conueyed away the Princeſle of this coun- 
rey. Andis ſheindeede your Princeſſe?I pray youthen whom ſhould I wait of elſe 
bur her that was my muſtres by my profdied yow,and Princele ouer me while I li. 
ucd in this ſoile ? Askeher why ſhe went aske not me why I ſerued her, Since ac- 
counting measa Prince,you hauc not todo with. me: taking meas her ſcruant,thE 
take withall that I mult obey her. Bur you will ſay, I perſwaded herto flic away; 
Certainely I will for no death denic it, knowing to what honorT ſhould briog hee 
from the thraldomeby ſuch fellowes counſell as you,ſhe was kept in. Shall perſwaſi- 
on to a Prince grow treaſon to a Prince? It might beecrrorin mce, but falſhood ic 
could not be,fince I made my ſelfe partaker of whatſocuerI wiſhed her ynto, Who 
wil cuer counſel his king, if his coun(cll be iudged by the euent,& if it be not found 
wiſe,ſhall therefore be chought wicked 2 Bur if I be a traytor, I hope you will grant 
me a correlatiue,to whom I ſhall bethe traytor. For thePrinceſle againſt whom the 
treaſons are conſidered, I am ſurewill auow my faithfulneſſe, without you will ſay 
that I am a raytor to her,becauſc I left the countrey ; 8a traytor to the countrey 

becauſc I went with her. Here do I leaue out my iuſt excuſes of louesforce,which as 
thy narrow heart hath neuer had noble roome enough in itto —_— thoſe 
maalike courages, that by expericnceknow how ſubicQ the yerruous mindes are to 
louc a moſt yertuous creature (witneſſed to beeſuch by the moſt excdllent gifts of 
nature ) will deeme it a yeniall treſpaſle, ro ſecke the Gatisfaftion of honourable de- 
fircs. Honourable cuen in the curiouſcſtpoints of honour, whereout there canno 
diſgrace nor diſpatagement come ynto her, Therefore 6 Iudge, who I hope doeſt 
know what it is tobcea Tudge,that yourend is to preſerue and not todeſtroy man- 
kinde,that lawes ate not made like lime-twigges or nets, to catch eueric thing that 
roucheth chem, bur rather like Sea-markes,to auoide the ſhipwrack of ignorant paſ- 
ſengers, ſince that our doing 1a the extreameſt interpretation is but ahumane er» 
ror,and that of it you may makea profitable cuent (we kg of ſuch eſtare,as their 
parents would not hauc mifliked theaffinitic) youwill notI truſt at the perſwaſion 
of this brabler, burne your houſe to makeit cleane,bur like a wiſe father turne even 
the fault of your children to any good that may come of it:ſince thatis the fruit of 
wiſedome,and end of all iudgements.While thismarter was thus ing a filent 
and as it were aſtoniſhed artention, poſſelt all the people. A kindly co mo- 
ucd the noble Gentleman Simpathus, but as for Kalandey, euerie thing was ſpoken 
cicher by or for his owne deare gueſts, moucd an aftett in him : ſomerimes teares, 
ſometimes hopefull lookes, ſometimes whiſpering perſwaſions in their cares , that 
itood by him,to ſeeke the ſauing the two yong Princes. But the generall multirude 
waited the judgement of Ewarchus,who ſhewed in hisface no motions,cither at the 
onesorothers ſpecch,lerring paſle the flowers of rhethorike,and only marking whi- 
thertheir reaſons tended , hauing made the queſtion to be asked of Genecia, who 
continued to takerhe whole fault ypon her ſelfe, and hauing called Dametes with 
Miſo aud Mopſa (who by Philanax orderhad becne held in moſt crudll my > 
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make a full declaration , how much they knew of theſe paſſed matters, and then 
| Tg. apr. ſaciſkaQion to hisowne mindeas in that caſe he could, nor nee. 
ing to take lcafureforthar, whereof a long praQtiſe had bred a well grounded ha- 
bitetn him , with a yoyce and'geſturedireftcd to the ynwierſall aſſemblic, in this 
forme pronounced ſenrence. This waighty matcer, whereof we are preſently rode- 
cermine, doth ar the firſt conſideration yeeldtwo importantdoubrs. The firlt, whe- 
ther theſe men be to be judged:theſecod, how they are to beiudged. Thetfirlt dJoub 
ariſerh,becauſe they giue themſclues outfor Princes abſolute: a ſacred name,and to 
which any violence ſeemes to bean impictic. For how can any lawes, whichare the 
bonds of all humane ſocietic, be obſerucd, if che law-giuers, and law-rulers bee not 
held ician yntouched admiration? But herergalchough already they haus beene ut - 
ficiently anſwered, yerthus much againe | will repeat vnro you. That whatſocuer 
they be orbe not, here they beno Princes, ſince berwixt Prince & ſubic@ there is 
as neceliry a relatioh as berweene- father and fonne, and as there is no man a fa- 
ther , burto his child; ſois not a Prince a Prince, bur to his. owne ſubic&s. Ther- 
fore is notthis place toacknowledge inthem any principalitie, withour it ſhould 
atthe Game time by: a ſecrer coaſear conteſleſubiction. Yer hereto may bee ob. 
tected, thatthe vaiucrſall ciuilicie,the law of aations (all mankind being as it were 
coinhabitors or world-citizcns togeither) hath euer required publike perſons ſhould 
be of all parties ENGny regarded. ftace not onely.in peace but in warte, nor onely 
Princes, but heralds ;andtrumpits, arewith great reaſon exempted from. iniuries, 
This poinr istrue, but yet ſo truc,asthey thac will recciue the benifite of a cuſtome, 
mult not bethe firſt co breaker, for thencanthey not complaine, ifthey bee nor 
helpr by that which they themſelucshurr. If a Prince doc a&s of hoſtilitic , with» 
out.denouneing warre, if he breakehis oath of amitie, or innumerable ſuch other 
things contrary tothe law of armes, hemult rake heed how he fall into their hands 
whom hee ſo wrongeth , forthen is courteliethe belt cuſtome he can claime;zmuch 
morethele-men, who haue not onely left ro doe like Princes, butto be like Princes, 
not oncly carred into Arcadia , and ſo intothe Arcadian orders, bur into domeſti- 
call ſeruices, and ſoby making thetnſcluesptiuare, depriucd chemſclucs of reſpe&t 
duc to theirpublikecalling. For no proportion it were of iuſtice chart a man mighe 
make himſelfe no Prince when he would doecuill, and might ancy create himſclfe 
a Prince when he would not ſuffer euill. Thus therefore by all lawes of nature and 
nations, and cſpecially.by their owne putting themſeluesour ofthe ſanQuuary of 
them theſe young ait3Eannot in iuſtice auoide the judgement + bur like private 
men muſt hauc their doings cicher cleared, excuſed, or condemned. There reſterh 
then the ſecond point , how toiudge well, And that muſt yndoubredly be done;not 
by a free diſcourſe of reaſon and xkill of philoſophic : but muſt bee tied tothe laws 
of Greece , and municipall ſtarutesof this kingdome. For alchough out of them 
theſecame; and to them muſt indeed refer their off-fpring, yer becauſe philoſophi- 
call diſcourſes ſtand 1n the generall conſideration of thi | ny Wan Fo 
a ſcope of his owne interpretation: where the lawes applying ues tothe ne» 
ceſkarie vie, folde vs within aſſured bounds : which oace broken, mans nature in- 
finitely rangerh. Iudged therefore they muſt bee, and by your lawes iudged. Now 
the aRion offereth it ſeife ro due ballance, berwixt the accuſers twofold accuſation 
and thei: anſwer according]y applicd. The queſtions being , the one ofa faft ſim- 
ply theother of the qualine ofa fad. To the firſt they vſe dire deniall, to tho (c- 
cond, qualification and excuſe. They deny the murrher of the King; and againſt 
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fortifie with the Queenes acknowledging her ſelfeanely culpable. Certainely asin 
equalitie of conieEures,we ate nor torake hold bf1he worle, buit ratherto-bee glad 
we may find any hope rhar mankindis not MOTION 9, Ma. 
lkefſe euill aguilty marrthould eſcape,then aguiltleſſe periſh)ſo if in rhe reſt | 
fpotleſſe,then is rhisno fartherto bezemembred.. Burt it they hauc aggrauated theſe 
fuſpitions with new cuills, thea are thoſe ſuſpicions ſo farreto ſhew themſclues, as 
ro cauſethe other pointsro bee throughly examined, and withileſſe fauour wayed; 
fince this no man can denie, they haue beeneaccidentall ; if:not principal cauſcs 
of the kings death. Now then we are ro determineot the other matters;,whichare 
layd ro them,whereiathey doe not denic the tat, burdenic;or at leaſt diminiſh the 
faulr : bur firſt I may remember{rhoughir were nor firſt alleagedby them )xhe ſer- 
uices they had before done, truly honorable, and worthy of: great reward, but not 
worthy tocounteruaile a following wickednelle. Reward is proper to weldoing,pus 
niſhment to cuill doing , which muſt not beecanfounded;;no more then 
and'cuill arc tobec mingled, Therfore hath it beene determined in all wiſedomes; 
- tharno man becauſche hath done well before, ſhould haue his. preſenteuils ſpared: 
bur ratherſo much the tnore puniſhed; as hauing ſhewed heknew how ro be good; 
yet would againſt his knowledgebee naught,” The fa then is nakedly withour 
palsion;or partialitic to be viewed: wherin wichoutallqueſtion they arecqually cul- 
able. For though he thai cermes himſelte Daipharnitus,werelooner dilappointed of 
his purpoſe of conueying away the Lady Philoclea,then hethat perſwaded the Prin: 
celle Pamelato flic her countrey, and accompaniedher in jt + yet 0g in.cauſes of 
this nature,the will by the rules of iuſtice ſtanderh forthe detde, they areboth alike 
ro be found guiltic , and guiltic of bayuous rauiſbment. For though they rauiſhed 
chem noe trom themlſclues, yet they rauiſhed th&from him that owed them,which 
was theirfather, An a puniſhed byallthe Gtectan lawes;by the loſſe of. the head, 
as a moſt execrable rheft. For if they muſt die;who ſteale from ys ourgoods, how 
much niore chey,who ſtcale from ys that, fot which wee:gather our goods : and if 
ourlawes hauc it ſo in the pruate perſons , much more forcible arerhey ro beein 
Princes children,where one ſteals as it;were che-whole ſtate afid well being of thar 
people, being tyed by the ſecret of along vie, to bee gouerned by none but the nexr 
of 5 bloud. Neither let any man maruel, our aunceſtors haue beeneſo ſeuere in 
cheſe caſes, {ince the example of the Phenitian, Europa, but eſpecially of Grecian 
Helene, hath taught them, whar deſtroying fires haue grow ſuch es. And 
alchough Helene was a wife, and this buta childe,that boatethnor,fince theprinc- 
pal cauſe of marying wiues is,that we may hauechildeen of oar own. But now letys 
lec how theſe yong men ( truly for cheir perſons worthy of pity, if they had right- 
ly piticd themſelucs ) doc goc about to mizigatethe vchemecucie of ao cccinn: 
Some of their excuſes are common to both}; fome peculiar/ancly ro him that was 
the ſhepheard. Boch remember the force of-loue, and as itwere the-mending vp 
of che matter by their mariage : if that vobridled-defire which is intituledloue; 
mighc purge ſuch aſtckneſle as this, ſurely weeſhould have many louing excuſes of 
hatcfu!l miſchicfe. Nay rather no miſchicte ſhould beecommirted, that ſhould not 
be vailed ynder the name of loue.For as wel hethar ſtcales might alleage the loue of 
money:he that murders,the loue of retieng; hethat rebels,rhe loue of greatneſle, as 
theadultcrer the loue of a woman. Sincethey doc in all ſpeeches affirme they loue 
thar,which an ill gouerncd paſsion maketh them to follow : bur loue may-haveno 
ſuch priwledge. Thar ſweete and heauenly voiring of the minds,which properly is 
callcdloue,hath no otherknot bur yertuc,and thereforcif ir bee a rightloue, it can 
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neuer flide into any a&ion that is notyertuous. The other, 8 indeed morcetetuall 
reaſon is,that they may be'maried ynto rhem,8. ſohonorably rediefſe the dilhonor 
of them,whom this matter ſcemerh moltco couch. Surely if the queſtion were, 
whar werecomuenient. for the parties, and not whats iuſt in the neuer changing 
tuſtice,theremighr be muchſatd in ig, Bur herein wee muſt conſider, thar the lawes 
looke howto preueat by duc examples, that ſuch things be not done: & not how to 
ſauce ſuch'things whenthey are done, Far if the goucrnors of iuſtice ſhall take ſuch 
aſcope,as to meaſure the foote of thelaw by a ſhe of conueniencie , and meaſute 
that conuenichcie not by the publike ſocictic, but by that which is firteſt for them 
which offend : yong men, ſtrong men,and rich meco,ſhall cuer finde prinate con- 
neniences how to palliate ſuch committed diſorders,as to the publike ſhall not one= 
ly be inconuenient , bur peſtilenc. The mariageperchance might bee fir for them, 
bue verie vaifir were it co the ſtate, to allow aparterne of ſuch procurations -of mas 
riage. And thus much doe they both -alleage. Further goes hee that went withthe 
Princeſſe Pamela,and requirerh thebencfit of a C lor, who hath place of free 
perſwaſion : & thereaſonable excuſe of a ſeruant, that did but wait of his miſtreſſe. 
Without all queſtion,as counkllours haucgreae cauſe to take heedehow they ad: 
uiſe avy thing,direly oppolit tothe forme. of thatpreſent goucrnement, eſpecial- 
ly when they do it ſingly without publike alowaace : we lo is the cale much more 
apparant ; ſince neitherſhce was ancffeQuall Princelle, her father being then aliue, 
and though hee had beenedead, thee not cometothe yeares of authority,norhe her 
ſcruant ia ſuch maner to obey her, but by his pq firſt aq + 10.Da- 
#145, and then to the king, and therefore if not. by Arcadia lawes,yct by huſhold 
orders, hound ro hauedone nothing without his agreement. Thus. therefore ſince 
the accompliſhed by theſe two,are both abhominableaud inexculable, I doe 
in thebchalfe of iuſtice, and by the force of Arcadia lawes pronounce, that D;- 
phartwsſhall be throwne our of a high towerto receiue his de#th by his fall. Pals 
dias ſhall be beheaded, the time before the ſunne ſer: the place,in Martines : the exe. 
cutioner , Dameras: which office hee ſhall exccure all thedayes of, his life-;for his 
beaſtly forgerting thecarcfull dutic hee owed to his charge. This ſaid, heeruzned 
himſclfeto Philanax,and wo of the other Noblemen, commaunding thearto ſee 
che indgementpreſetily performed. Philanax moregreediethen any hunter of his 
y, went ſtraight to lay hold of the'excellenc priſoners, whacaſting a farewell 
ooke one yponthe other, repreſented 1acheir faces as much ynappalled conſtancie, 
as the moſt excellent courage candeliuer in outward graces, Yerit atall thereiwere 
any ſhew of change in them, it was that Pyrocles was ſomewhar: nearesto baſliful 
neſſe,and Muſidorus to anger, borh outr-ruled by reaſon & reſolugion. Bur as, with 
great aumber of armed-men, Philanax was deſcendingynto them, and that Muſido- 
rus was beginning to ſay ſomething in Pyrocles behalte, behold Kalender , thatwith 
armes caſt abroad,and open mouth eame crying to Evarchus, holding a ſtranger in 
his hand thatcryed much moterhen he, deliring they might be heard ſpeakebefore 
the priſoners were remoued,cuen the noble Geatleman Simparhus ayded them ia ir, 
and taking ſuch as hee could commaund, ſtopped Philanax berwixt cntreatieand 
force, from carying away the Princes, yntill it were heard what new matters theſe 
mea did bring. So againe mounting tothe Tribunall, they hearkened ro the ſtran- 
vehemenc ſpecch,orrather appaſſionare exclayming. It was indeed Kalodulus; 
faichfull friend of Muſidorws, to whom his maſter, when in deſpite of his-beſt 
cd determinations hee firſt became a(laue to faffeRion, had ſent the ſhep- 
Menalsgs to be atrelted: by the helpe of whoſe rayment inthe mcartetime he 
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aduaneedhimſelfc tothar eſtare, which hee axcompted moſt high; becauſe ir might 
be ſeruiceable to that fancie, which hechad placed molt high inhis minde.For Mer+ 
nalcas having faithfully performed his ettand; was as fairhtully impriſoned by X a+ 
lodulusBur as Kaloaulus performed the firſt part of his duty! indoing rhe comman- 
demant of his Prince : ſo was hee with abundance of fincere-loyalrie: 
perplexed when hee ynderſtood of <Aemalcas the ftranye diſguiingof his beloved 
maſter. For as the ates hee and his coufity Pyroclts had donein Hfea, had filled 
all the cares of the 7 heſſalians and Atacedonians with noleſſe toy then admicatibni: 
ſowas the feate of their loſſe no leſſegricuous vato them, when by thenvyſe of xe+ 
portrhey vndetſtood of theirlonely committing themſclues to the Sea, the iſſue 
of which they had no way lcattied. But now thac by t4enalcarhee jued 
where he was gheſsing the like of Pyrorles,, comparing the ynuſedneſſe of this aft 
with the yhripeneſſe of their age,freing im generall coaicurerthey coulddoeit fot 
nothing that might nor fall our dangerous :hewasſbmewhile troubled with him- 
ſelfe,what to doe, betwixt doubr of theit hurtatad Youbr of cheir di Often 
he was minded ( as his ſafeſt and honefſteſt way ) to reveale it to the King Evarchus: 
thatboth his authorizie might prevent any dotnage to then, and ynder his wings 
he himſelfe might remaine ſafe.But conſidering a tourney to Byz4nrinm ( whereas 
yet he ſuppoſed Zwarchns lay) would requite more tice, then hee was willing to re- 
maitiedoubrfull of his Princes eſtate , hee teſolucd at length to wriceche marrer to 
Faarthiz,and himſelferhe while to goe into Arcadia: vncerraine what to doe when 
hcecatne thirher, buz derettained ro dochis belt ſeruitets his deare maſter, it by 
any good forrutiehee might findehim. And fo ir Lego being.cucn this 
day cotnero Mattinra, and as watily and attentiucly as hee could , giuunggeare to 
all tepotrs, in-lope ro heare ſornething of them hee ſought, hee ſtraight received a 
ſtrange'rumor of theſe things : bur ſo vaterrainly , as popular reports carie fo 
rare accidents. But this by all tnen he was willed, to ſceke out Kalarder a great Gen- 
tletaan of that counttey, who would ſooneſt ſatisfic him of all occutrents, Thus 
inſtraftcd hee came cucn about the midſt of Zuarchus fudpement to the deſert 2 
whaelkeing: great multitudes , and heariry vonknowne names of Palladins and 
D aiphaitus,and tiot able to preſſe to the place where E#archws Gre, hee enquired fot 
hr wr ,and was bone brought varo him, partly becauſe he known 
vnto all men, ard/partly becauſe hee had withdrawne himſelfe fromthe preafe, 
whethepercciued by Z#4rchws wordes whither they tended , being not ableto n+ 
dure Ins gueſts condemnation, Hee enquired forthwith of Xalander the cauſe of 
rheallembly ; and whether the fame were true of Evwarchws preſence : who with ma- 
ny teares made @ dolefull recitall ynto him ; both of the _L1miazon and card, 
ferrifg forth cheiraturall graces, and lamenting theit pirifull yndoing. Bur this 
deſripeion made Xalodulns irumediately knowe the ſbepheard was his Duke, and 
ſo indging theother tobee Pyrocles, and Iptedily communicating ic to Kalender , 
who hee ſaw did fatour their caſe, they brake the preaſe with aſtoniſhing cuerie 
man with rheir cries. And being cometo Ewarchine, X alodulns fell at his feere, telling 
him tholc he had indged, were his owne Sonne and Nephew, the one the comfort 
of c Matedon,che orher the onely ſtay of Theſſalia. With many ſuch like words,but 
as from a'thanthat aſſured hinmfelfe in that martet hee ould neede ſmall ſpeech. 
While Kalender rhade it knowne to all men, what the priſoners were: rowhom 
hee cticd they ſhould ſalute their father, and ioy-in the good hapthegodshadſent 
them ; who were no lefſe glad, then all the people amazed at the Rtange eytorof 
theſe matters. Even Philanax owne reuengetull heart was molldied, when hee ſaw 
_ from 
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. from diuers parts of the world ſo neare kinſmen ſhould rmecte iti ſueh a neceſſitic; 
And withall the fame of Pyrocles and Muſidorus, greatly drew him to a compalsio- 
nate conceit, and had alreadie ynclothed his face of all ſhew of malice. Bur Exar- 
chus good while vpon himſclfe, like a valiant manthat ſhould receiue a no. 
tableencounter, being vehemently ſtricken wich the fatherly loue of fo excellent 
children, and — with his beſt reaſon , what his office required : at length 
withſuch a kind of grauitic,as was ncareto ſorrow, hethus yrtered his mind:I take 
witncſſeof the immortall gods( ſaid hee) 6 _Arcadians, that what this day I haue 
faid,hath beene out of my aſſured perſwaſion, what iuſtice ir ſelfe and youriuſt 
lawes require. Though ſtrangers then to mee;,jI had nodeſireto hurt chem, bur lea- 
uingalide all conſiderations of the perſons, I1weighed the matter which you com. 
mitted intomy hands, with my moſt yoparall and fartheſt reach of reaſon. And 
thereout hauc condemned them to loſe their liues, contaminated with ſo many 
foulc breaches of hoſpiralitic,ciuilictie& yerrue. Now contrarie to all expeQations, 
I finde them to be my onely ſonneand nephew,fuch ypon whom you ſee whar gifts 
nature hath beſtowed: ſuch who haueſo to the wonder of rhe world heretofore be- 
haucd themſelucs, as might giuc iuſt cauſetothe greateſt hopes, rhat inan excel- 
lent youth may be conceiued, Laſtly, in few wordes, ſuch, iu whom I placed all my 
morcall ioyes,and thought my felfe now neare my graue,to recouer anew life, Bur 
alas ſball juſtice halte? Or (ball ſhee winke in ones cauſe, which had Zyzces cyes 
in anothers-? Or rather ſhall all priuate ——_ place tothat holy name ? Bee 
ito, bet ſo, let my gray hajeesbe layd in the dult with ſorrow , let r 2 ſmall rem. 
nant of my life be to me an inward and outward deſolation, and rothe worlda ga- 
- zing ſtocke of wretched miſcrie : bur never, neuer let ſacred righttulneſſe fall - ir is 
im@pcrall,and immorcally ought to bee preſerued. If rightly 1 haue iudged,, then 
rightly I haue iudged mine owne children : valeſie thename of achild ſhould haue* 
forceto change the neuer changing iuſtice. No,no, Pyrocles and Huſidorins, I pre. 
ferreyou much before my life, but I preferre iuſtice as farre before you : while you 
did like your ſelues my body ſhould willingly haue beenc your ſhield, bur I cannor 
keep youfrom the effe&s of your own doing: nay I cannotin this cale arknowledg 
you for mine:for neuer had | ſhepheard ro my nephew,nor euer had woman to my 
ſonne,y our yices haue ge from being Princes, & hauedilanuld your birth- 
right, Thetefore,if there be any thing left in you of Priacely vertue, ſhew itin con. 
ſtantſufferiog, that your ynprincely!Yealing hath purchaſed vnro you. For my 
part I muſt tell you, you haue forced afarher rorob himſelfe of his children. Doe 
youtherefore;6 Philenax,and you my other Lords of this countrie, ſce the iudge- 
menrbee rightly performed 1n time, place and manner,as before appointed. With 
that,though he would haue refrained them, a man might percciue the teates droppe 
downe his long white beard. Which moued not onely Kalodulus and K alander to 
nglamentations, bur all rhe aſſernbly dolefully ro record that pititull ſpea- 
cle./Philaraxhimnſelfe could not abſtaine from great ſhewes of pitytng ſorrow,and 
manifeſt wirhdrawing from performing the kings commandement. Bur Auſido- 
rw having thehopeot his Gttie, andrecoueting of the Princeſle Pamela, which - 
made him'moſt deſiroustoliuc, ſo ſodainely daſhed ; buir eſpecially moucd for his 
deare Pyrocles,forwhomhe was cucrreſolucd his laſt ſpeech ſhould bee, and ſtirred 
vpwichrag of 'vnkindneſſe, hechusſpake: Enioy thy bloudy conquelt rytannicall 
Enarchus laid he;for neitheris conuenicar the ticle of a king to a murtherer,nor the 


retwembraticeof kindred to'a deſtroyer of his kindred. Goe homeand glorie,rhar ir 
harh becne in thy power,fhamefully to kill 34»ſidorms, Ler thy flattering - 7 nas 
nr"t FY ; [7 1Catc 
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dedicare Crownes of Laurell vnto thee, that the firſt of thy race thou haſt oucr- 
thrownea prince of T heſſalia.Bur for me I hope the Theſſaliansare not ſod 
from ther anceſtors,buc that they will reuenge wy iniury, & their loſſeypon thee. 
hope my death is no more vniuſt tro me;then it ſhalbe birterto thee, howſocuet it be, 
my death ſball triumph ouer thy cruelry;neither as now would I liue, to make my 
life bcholding vnto thee: Bur ifthy eruelty hath notſo blinded thine cyes,that thou 
canſt not ſee thine own hurrt,it thy hart be not ſodiueliſh,as thou haſt nopower bur 
to torment thy ſc]f,then look vpon this yong ar with a maalike eie,if not with 
apitifull: Giuenot occaſion to the whole carth to ſay,ſee how the gods hane made 
thetyrat ceare his own bowcls/Examine the cyes & yoices of al this people, 8 what 
al men ſec,be notblind in thiuc own cauſe. Look,I ſay look ypon him, in whom the 
moſt curious ſearcher is able ro find nofault, but that hee his thy ſonne. Belecue it, 
thy owne ſubics will dereſt thee, for robbing them of ſuch a Prince,in whom they 
haue right as well as thy ſelfe. Some more words tothat purpoſe he would hauc (po- 
ken:bur Pyrocles who often had cald ro him, did now fully interrupt him, deſiring 
him nor todoc him che wrong to givehis father ill words before him, willinghim 
to conſider it was their owne faulr,8 not his vnjuſtice,& withall,to remember their 
reſolution of well ſuffering all accidents, whichthis impatiencie did ſeemeto yarie 
from:8 thenkneeling down with all humblencſle, he tooke the ſpeech in thisorder 
ro Ewarchus; If my daily prayers tothealmightic gods,had fo Farrepreuailed,as to 
hauc granted me the end whercto I hauedircRed my ations ; I ſhould rather haue 
becnc now acomfort to your mind,then an exampleof your juſtice ; rathera pre- 
ſcrucr of your memory by my life,then a monument of your i tby my dcath. 
Bucſince it hath pleaſed their vaſearchable wiſedomes to ouerthrow all the deſires 
1 had to ſeruc you,and make me become a ſhame vnto you, ſincethe laſt 
I can ſhew you is rodie ; youchlafe yer © father ( if my fault haue not made meal- 
rogether ynworthic ſo to tcarme you)youchlafe Ifay to letthe few andlaſt wordes 
your ſonne {ball cucr ſpeake,not to be tedious ynto you. And if the remembrance of 
my vertuous mother, who oncewasdeare ynto you, may beare any ſway with you, 
if thenameof Pyrocles haue at any time beene pleaſant, let one requeſt of mine, 
which ſhall not bee for miuc ownelife; beegraciouſly accepredof, you, What; you 
owe to juſtice is performed in my death : a father rohaue executed his onely ſonne 


will leaue a ſufficient cxample far a greater crime then this, My bloud willfatisfie 
the higheſt pointof cquitie, my bloud willfatisfie the hardeſt hearted in this coun- 
trey. O laucthelife of chis Prince; thatisrhe onely all. I will wich my laſt breath 
demaund of you. With what face will you looke ypon your ſiſter, when inre-- 
ward of nouriſhing mee in your greateſt need, you take away,and it ſuch ſoretake 
away that which is moredeare to her then all the world , and is the orielycormfort- 
wherewith ſhe nouriſherh her old age ? O giue'nat ſuch-an- occaſion rothe noble 
Theſſalians , for cuerro curſe the match that their Prince did make with the Mace» 
don bloud. By my loſfe there followes no publike loſſe, for you arc to hold theſeate, 
and to prouide your ſelfeperchanceof a worrhyerſuccefſour. Buthow can you or: 
all the carth recompence that domage that poore Theſſaliathall ſuſtaine ? whoſen- 
ding out ( whom otherwiſe they would no more haueſpared then theirawne'eyes) 
their Prince to you , and you requeſting to have him ,-by you hee ſhould thus dif 
honourably beextinguiſhed.Set before you T beſeech you;the face of that miſerable, 
poop , when no ſooner ſhall thenewes come that you haue mer your Nepbew, 

ut withall they ſhall heare that you haue beheaded him, How many teares they: 


ſhall ſpend, how many complaints they ſhall make, ſo many iuſt excerations will 
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light yport you. And take heed O father(for fince my death anſwers my fault,while 
I ing Land call ypon that dearename) leaſt ſecking too'preciſe a courſe of iuſtice, 
you'be not thought moſt yniuſt : in weakning your: neighbours mighcie eſtate, by 
caking away theironlypiller:In me,in merhis marterbegao, in me ler it receine his 
ending. Aſſure your ſelfeno man will doubr your ſcuere: obſcruing the lawes, when 
ir ſhall be knowne Evarchut hath killed Pprocles, Butrhetime of my cuer farewell 
approthiech : if youdoe thinke my dearhſafficient for my faulr,andgo not defire to 
make my death more miſcrable chen death:: ler theſedying words'ot him, that was 
once/your gm your cates, Let: Mwſidoras liue , and Pyrocles ſhall liue in 
himand youfhbalt nor want achilde, A child,cryed our Muſidorus,to hum that kills 
Pyrocles ? with chathefell againeto intrear for Pyrocles, and Pyrocles as faſt for Mwſi- 
r.x,cach employing his wit how toſhew himſelfe molt worthy todie, ro ſuch an 
admiration of all rhe beholders , that moſt of them examining the marter by th&ir 
ownepaſsions,thought Exarchus ( as often extraordinary 'excellencies, nor bein 
tightly concciucd, do rather offend then-pleaſe) an obſtinare hearted man, and fuch 
anorz;who being pitileſſe, his dominion muſt needs be inſupporrable. Buc Exarchus 
tharfelr his owne miſeric morethen they; and yer loued goodnefle more then him. 
(clfe;with ſuch a ſad aſſured behauiour as Cato killed himſclfe wichall, when he had 
heard the vetermolt of thartheir ſpeech tended vnro, hecommaunded againethey 
ſhould be carried awgy,riling vp from the ſeate(which hewould'much rather haue 
wiſhed ſhould hane bin his graue) and looking who would rake che charge, wherero 
eucry one was exceeding backward: Buras this pitifulmarter was eftring into,thoſe 
that were next the Dukes bodie, might heare from ynder the yeluer wherewith hee 
was Couered a great yoyceof groning.! Vhereat cucty-man aſtoniſhed (and their = 
v8 hr theſe _ my rotake My nncn _ 
rhey might perfeRly perceiuerhe cre, Thenſome began to feace ſpirits 
nor 0 uns fe” wy arbor notwhar. But Philonex and Xa» 
lender whole cycs honeſt loue(though to diucrſe parties) held molt artenciue, leapt 
to therable,and putting off the yeluet coucr, might plainely diſcerne, with as tauch 
wonder as gladneſſe,chat the Duke lined. For ſoir was,thatthe drinke he receiucd, 
was neither as Gyweciafirſt imagined, a love potion , nor as it was after thought a 
deadly poiſon,but adrinke made by notable art, andas ir was thought nor withour 
ecundinetirin to procure forchirtichoutesſuch adeadly ſleep,asſbonld oppreſic 
allſhew of life. The cauſe of che making ofthis driakhad firſt been, that a Princelit 
of CK Ir Gynecia,being notably learned, (and yernotable with all 
her learning ro anſwerthe obietionsof Cepid,) did furiouſly louc.a young noble 
man of her fathers Cour. Who fearingthe kings rage, and nor once daring either 
roattempt oraccept ſo high a place,ſhe made tharfleeping drink,andfound meanes 
by a truſtic ſeruant of hers ( who of purpole inuited him to his chamber) roprocure 
him;tharſuſpe&ed no ſuch thing,to receiue ir. Whichdone, he no way able to refilt 
was ſecretly carried by him into a pleaſant chamber,in the midſt ofa garden ſic had 
of purpoſe prouided for this enterpriſe, where thar ſpace of time, pleaſing her (elfe 
with ſecing and cheriſhing of him,whea the time came of the drinkes end of wor- 
king,and hee moreaſtoniſhed then if heehad falne from che cloudes, ſhee bad him 
chooſeeyther then to marric her,and to promiſe to flye away with her in a barke ſhe 
had made readie,orelſeſhe would preſently cry out, and ſhew in what place he was, 
with oath he was come thither to rauiſh her; The Nobleman in theſe ſtraights, her 
beautic prevailed, he married her,and eſcaped the realme with her. And after manie 


ſtrange aducgtures , were teconciled tothe King her father, afrer whoſe death they 
. * we raigned, 
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raigned. But ſhe gratefully re ingthe ſeruice that drinke had-dorte her ;Pre- 
ſerued in a bottle (made by ſingular artlong ro keepe,it wichour-periſhing) great 
quantity of it, with the forerold inſcription, which wrong interpreeedby her daugh. 
ter in law the Queene of Cyprus, was giuen by herto Gynecia ar thetime of herma» 
riage; and chedrinke findinganold body of Baſilins,had kept him-ſome hourcs lon. 
ger1n the crance,then it would hauedone a yonger. But a while it was beforegood 
Bafilius could come againe to himſelfe : in which time Ewarchus more gl; of 
the whole worlds Monarchy, to berid of his miſcrable magiſtracie, which euen-in 
iuſtice he was now toſurrender to the lawfull Prince of that countrey ; camefrom 
the Throne vato him, and there with much ado made him yadetſtand how theſe 
intricate marters had fallen out. Many garboyles paſſed through/his fancie before he 
could be perſwaded Zelmane was ocher then a woman, Art length remembring the 
Oracle which now indeed wasaccom (not as before he had imagined) conſi- 
dering all had falne out by the higheſtprouidence, and withall wei tuog in all theſe 
matters his owne fault had beene the greateſt ; The firſt thing he did , was with all 
honourable pompe to ſend for Gynecia : who (poore Lady) t t.ſhee was lca- 
diog forth to her liuing buciall: and (when ſte came) to recount before all the 

ple,the excellent yertue was in her,which ſhe had not onely maintayned all her life 
moſt yn{poired, but now was contented ſo miſcrably todye,to follow her husband. 
He told them how ſhc had warned him to take heed of that drink : & ſo withall the 
exaltings of her chat mighr be,publikely defired her pardon for thoſe errors he had 
committed, And ſo kifsing her,left her to receiue the moſt houourable fame of any 
Princeſle In the world, all men thinking (fauing onely Pyrocles, and Phile- 
clea,who neucr betrayed her) thar ſhee was che Q-mirrcour of all wifely.louc. 
Which though inthar point vndeſerued, ſhedid intheremnant.ofherlife any pur- 
chaſe, wich obſcruing all duerie and fairhto'theexample and glotic of Greece : fo vn- 
certaine are mortal iudgements,the ſame perſon moſt infamous,and moſt famous, 
and neytheriuſtly. Then with Princely entertainment co Evarchivs,and many kinde 
words to Pyrocles,whom fit'l he dearely Joued though ina more vyertuous kind, the 
mariage was concluded, tothe ineſtimable ioy of Enarchws, (towards whom now 
Muſidorus acknowledged his fault)betwixt the peercleſſe Princes and Princeſſes, Phi. 
Linax for his ſingular faith cuer heid deate of Baſilims while he lined, and no leſſe of 


Muſidorus,who was to inherite rhat kingdome, and therein confirmed rohim: and 


his che ſecond place of that Prouince,with great encreaſe of his litingto maintaine 
it. Which like proportion he vſcd to Kalodulws in Theſſalia + highly honouring Ka- 
lander while he l1ucd : and after his death contiouing in the ſame meaſure to loue 
and aduance his ſonne Cletophon,But as for Sympathue,Pyrocles (towhom his father 
in hisown time gaue the whole kingdome of Thrace )held him alwayes about hum, 
Living him in pure gifr,the great Citic of Abdera. Bur thelolemanitics of theſe mari- 
ages with the Arcad:an paſtorals, tull of many comicall aduentures hapningto thoſe 
rurall louers,the ſtcange ſtories of Artaxis and Plexirtus,Erona and Plangus, Helene 
& Amphials,with the wonderfull chances that befell them: the ſhepheardiſh loucs 
of Menalcas with K alodulus daughter : the poore hopes of the the poore Philiſides 
inthe purſuir of his affeQions ; theſtrange continuance of K laims and Strephons de- 
fire : Laſtly,the ſonneof Paentys > Pyrophilus and Melidora,the faire daughter 
of Pamela by Muſidorus,who eucn at their birth entred into admirable forrunes;, ma

fulneſſe, courage, and{uch more, that 1t I had not beenea pecce of a Logician be- 
foreI camero him, I thinke he would haue perfiwaded me to haue wiſhed my ſelfe 
a horſe.

am prouoked to ſay ſomthing vnto you indefenceof tha my vneleQted yocation : 
which if-I handle with more good will then good reaſons, beare with mee, fince 
theſcholer is to bee pardoned that followeththe ſteppes of his maiſter, And yer I 
muſt ſay, that as I haue more iuſt cauſe to make apitifull defence of poorePoctrie, 
which from almoſt the higheſt eſtimarion of learning, is falne to be thelaughing 
ſtockeof children ; ſo hauc I need to bring ſome more auaileable proofes, ſince the 
former is by no man barr'd of his deſerued credite, the filly larter hath eucn the 
. names of Philoſophers vſcd to the detacing of 1t, with great daunger of civill warre 
_—_ the Muſes, And firſt truely ro allthemthar profeſcing learning inucigh 
againſt Pocrrie,may juſtly be obieRed, that they goe very necre tovngratefulnelle, 
tp ſecke ro detace that which in the nobleſt natioas & langvages that are _ 
at 
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hath bin the firſt light giuer to ignorance and firſt nurſe, whole milke lictle and lirtle 
cnablad chem co fred afterwards of conghee kdowledges. And will you playthe 
e,that beiogreceiuedinco the denne, deaueout hizhoſte f oc rather the 
Vipers,that with cheir birth kill cheir parents DX wapew, Greece in any of het ma- 
nifo!d Sciences be able ro fhew me onebooke before Mnſens; Homer and Hefiod', all 
threenothing elſe bur Poctrs, Nay , etany Hiſtorie be.brought, that can ay anic 
writcrs were there before them, if they were not men of the ſame 5kill : as Orphens, 
Linus,and ſomeother are named ; who having beene the firſt of char gountrey that 
made pennes deliuercts of their knowledge to the poſteririce, mayiuſtly challengeto 
be called their fathers in learning. For not onely, in time they had thisprioritie, 
(alchough in ir ſelfeantiquitic be yenerable)bur went before chem, as cauſes rodray 
with their charming (weerneſſethe wilde vatamed wits to an admiration of know. 
ledge. So as Amphien wasſaid to moue ſtones with his Poerrie to build Thebes,and 
Orpheus to be liſtencd to by beaſts, indeed ſtonie and beaſtly people. So among tlie 
Romanes were Livins, Andronicus,and Ennius. S0.i1 the ltalian language, the firſt 
that made it coalpire tg be atreaſure-houlcof Science were the Poets Danze, Bocace, 
and Petrarch. $0 1n ous Engliſh were Gower and Chancer - after whom, encouraged 
anddclighted withrheirexcellent foregoing, orhers hauc followed to bewtifieouc 
mother tongue,as well inthe ſame kind/as other artes, . This did fo notably ſhew ir 
ſelfc,that che Philoſophers of Greece durſt nora long rime appeare to rhe world, bur 
vndec the maske of Poets, So 7 bales Empedocles,and Parmenides 
Philoſopbic in verdes. So did Pyrhogyre and Phocilides their Counſels. So 
did Tirtews io warre matters,and Seloy in marters of policie : or rather they being 
| Poets, did exerciſe thei debighttull yeine in choſe poinrs of higheſt knowledge, 
a hich before them lay Þidden/to- the world. Far , that wiſe Solon was diteQly a 
Poet, it-is manifeſt, hauwing writtenin Verleche.notable Fable of the _1slazicke 
IMand, which was continued by Plato. And truely eucn Plato wholocuer well con- 
fidererh,ſball figd chat ip the bodie of his worke,thoughthe inſide and ſtrength were 
Philoſophic,che skinne ag ut were and beautie depended moſt of Poettic, For all 
ſtands vpon Dialogues, wherin he faigns many honeſt Burgeſlcs of Athens co ſpeake 
of ſuch marters, that if they had beene ſet on rhe racke, they would neuer have con- 
feſled them : beſides his Poeticall deſcribing che circumſtance of their meeting, as 
the well ordering of a Banquet, thedelicacic of a Valke , with entcrlacing mecre 
Talcs,as Gyges King and others, which,who knowes not ro be lowers of Poetrie did 
neuer walke into 4polles Garden, Andeuen Hiſtoriographers,although their)i 
ſound of things dong,and veritic be written in their foreheads, haue bin glad to 
row both faſhion , and ques weight of the Poets. So Herodotus entituled his 
Hiſtorie by the name ot the nine Muſes: and both he and all the reſt that followed 
him,cirher ale, or _ of Poctrie,theic paſsionate deſcribing of paſsions , the 
manieyparticularities of bartels which ao man could affirme, or it that bedenicd me, 


ng 
Indians,where no writing is, yet haue they their Pocts, whomakeand ling oor. 
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which chey call 4rentos, borh of their anceſtors deedes, aud prayſcs of their Gods, 
A ſufficient probabilitie,t hat if cuer{carning come among irmuſt be by ha+ 
wing theirhard dallwicsſoftned 8 with the ſweerdelights of Poetrie : for 
yntill they find a pleaſure inthe exerciſe of the mind, great promiſes of much know- 
ledge will little perſwade them that kaow not thefruits of knowledge. In Wales, the 
truce cem:anc of the ancient Britton, asthere are authoritics to ſhew , rhey 
long time had Poets which they called Bardes : ſo through all the conqueſts of 29. 
' wanes,Sax0ns,D ants,and'Normans,ſome of whom did ſecke to.ruine all memory of 
learning fromamongthem,yet doetheir Poets cucn to this day laſt; ſoas it is nor 
more notable inthe (ogac beginning, then in long contiouing. Burt fince the Au- 
thors of moſt of our Scictices, were the Rowares, and before them the Greekes, ler ys 
alirele ſtand vpon rheir authorities, but eucn ſo farre as to ſee whar names they haue 
giuen yntothis' now ſcurncd-skill. Atmong the Romans a Poct was called Yates, 
whieh is as muchas a Divutiner, foreſcer,or Prophet,as by his conioyncd wardes Y a- 
iciniume, and Vatirinari, is manifeſt, ſo heaucaly atitle did that excellent people 
beſtow vponthis heart-rauiſhing knowledge,and {o farre were they caricd into the 
admiration chercof,chat they thought in the chanceable hitting of any ſuch 
yerles, great forctokeas / of their ' following fortunes were placed. Whereupon 

the word of Sortes Vireiliane, when by ſodaine opening Yirgils booke, they 
Noted vpon ſome verſe of his,asit is reported by many , whereof the Hiſtories of 
the Emperoxrs liues are full. ' As of Albinwrhe Goucrnour of our Iland, who in 


his childhood mer with this Verſe: 
ATMs amens capia, nee fat vationit in arms, 


And in hisage performed it, alchough it were a very vaineand godlek ſuperſti. 
;as alſoir — tothinkeſpirirs Cn by ſuch pw oem ave 
word Charmes deriuced of Carmins , commeth : fo yer ſerueth itto ſhew = 
reuerencethoſe wits were held in, and alrogerher nor without ground, fince both 
the Oracles of Delphos and: Sybilla's ptophecics, were wholly Elruered in Verſes, 
for that ſame exquiſite obſeruing ot number and meaſure in the wordes, and chat 
high flying libertic of conceic tothe Poet , did ſeeme to haueſomedinine 
forcein ut. And may norIprelume 2 little farther , to ſhew the reaſonablenclle of 
this ward Yates, and ſay that the holy'Dauids Plalmes arc a diuine Poeme ? If I do, 
I ſhall notdoe it wirhour the teſtimonic of great learned men both auncient and 
moderne. Bur cuen the name of Pſalmes will ſpeake for mee, which being incer- 
prered, is noching bur ſoogs : then that it is fully written iu meter, as all lear. 
ned Hebritiansagree, although the rules be nor yerfully found. Laſtly and princi- 
pally, his handling his prophecic, whuch is mcerely Pocticall. For what elſe is the 
awaking his mulicall inſtruments , the often and free changing of perſons , his 
notable Proſopopaias,when hee maket{r 'you as it were ſee God comming in his 
maicſtic , his telling of the beaſtes ioyfulneſſe,and hilles lcaping , bur a heaucnly 
Poekie, wherein almoſt hee ſhewed himſelfe a paſſionate louer of that vnſpeakeable 
and eucrlaſting beautic to bee ſeene by the eyes of the minde, onely cleared by 
faith ? Buttruely now having named him, I feare I ſceme to prophane that holy 
namc,applyiog it to Poerrie , which is among ys throwne downe to fo ridicul ous 
aneſtimation. Bur they chat with quiet mdgements will looke alittle deeper in- 
to it, ſhall findethe end and working of it ſuch,as being rightly applycd , deſer-

ers oncly deliuer a golden. Burictthoſe rhingsaloneg andgoeto man , forwhom 
as the ocherthings are , ſo. it feemerh in. him her yreermoſt\cunning'is imploy» 
ed: and know whether ſhee have broughtfarth ſo;revie alouer as Theagenes;'{o 
conſtane a friend -ag Pylages , ſo valiant a man as'Qrtando, lorighraPrinceas Xe- 
nophon Cyrus, and fo cxcellem a man cuery:way,as Yergils -xeneas.:Neither let this 
be ieſtingly conceiued, becauſerhe workes of the anc be effentiall,;the other in imi- 
ration or fiction: evcry vnderRanding knowerh ther'skill of cach Arcificer ſtan- 
deth inthar 74ca, or foreconceit of the worke; & notim the workecirſelfe. And that 
the Pyer hath thar Kdea,is manifeſt, by the delivering them forth in ſuch excellencic 
zs hec had imagincd them: which delivering forth'; atſo'is not: wholly ima- 
ginatiue, as wee are wont tolay by thenyrhar build Caſtles in theayre : bur ſo 
farre ſubſtantially ,ir worketh, not onely'to: make a Cyrus, which had beenebur a 
particular excellencie , as nattire might haue done;'but to beſtow'/aCyrus vpon 
the world' to make many Cyruſſes , it they will learne aright , why and how that 
maker made him, »Neitheretit bee deemed roo ſawcie a compariſon, to ballance 
the higheſt point of mans wit with the efficacic of nature : but rather giue right 
honouro the heauenly maker of that maker, who hauing made man'ro his owne 
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likeneſſe,ſet him beyond,and overall the workes of that ſecond nature, which in 
nothing he ſhewerh ſo much as in{Pocrric, when with the force of a diuine breath, 
hee bringeth things forch ſurpaſſing her doings : with no ſmall arguments to the 
incredulous of thar firſt accurſed fall of _1dam, fince our erefted wit maketh vs 
know what pecteQion is , and yer our infefted will keepeth vs fromreaching yn- 
ro ir. Buttheſe arguments will by few: bee vnderſtood , and by fewer granted : 
thus much-I hope will bee giuen mee, that the Greekes with ſome probabllitie of 
* reaſon, gaue him the name aboue all names of learning, - Now let vs goeto a 
moxe ordinarie opening of him , thatchetructh may bee the more palpable : and 
ſo I hope, though wee get not ſo yamatched aprayle, as the Etimologie of his 
names will grauar, yer his verie deſcription, which no man will dcnic, ſhall nor 
iuſtly bee barred from: aprincipall commendation. Poeſie therefore, is an Arte 
of Imitation : for fo CAriitotle tearmeth itin theword wiuwr, , that is tolay, are. 
eſenting , counterfeiting , or figuring forth : ro ſpeake metaphorically , A ſpea- 
ing Pidare , with this end , to teach and delight. Of this haue beene three gene 
rall kinds, the chiefe boch in anciquitie and excellencic , were they that did imi- 
tate the vaconcejuableexcellencics of God, ſuch were D antid in his Pſalmes, Salo- 
mon inhis Song of Songs , in his Fecleſieſtes and Prouerbs , c Moſes and Debora 
in their Hymnes, and the writer of 70h. Which belide other, rhe learned Ema- 
nel Tremelius , and Fr. Innius doe entitle the Pocticall part of the Scripture : 
gn none will ſpeakethat hath the holy Ghoſt in due holy reuercace. In 
chis kinde,though in a wrong Diuinitic , were Orpheus, _Amphion , Homer in his 
Hymnes,and many other both Greekes and Romanes. And this Poeſie mult bee yied 
by whoſocucr will follow Saint Paules counſaile,in ſinging Plalmes when they are 
mcric,and Iknow is vſed with the fruite of comfort by ſome, when in ſorrowfull 
ngs of their death bringing finnes,, they finde the conſolation of rhe neuer. 

The ſecond kinde is of them that deale with marter Philoſo- 
phucall, cicher' morall, as Tirtews, Phocilides, Cato: or naturall , as Lucretiue, 
and Yireis.Georgikes ; or Aſtronomicall , as cManilius and Pontanus; or Hilto- 
ricall as Lucas - which: who- millike, the fault.is in their judgement , quice our 
of raſte., not in the (weete foode of ſweetely vrtered knowledge. But becauſe this 
ſecond ſort 1s: wrapped within the folde of the propoſed ſubicR, and rakes nor 
thefree courfe of his owne inucntion, .whether they properly bee Poets or no, ler 
Grammarians diſpute; and goc to the third indeederight Poets, of whom chiefly

\_ / /xence ,'as betwixr che 'mcaner ſort of Painters , who eounterfeir onely ſuch fa. 


ces asare ſer before them, and rhe more excellent, whohauing no law but wit, 
beſtow that in-colours ypon you , which is fitteſt for the cycto ſee, as the con- 


Rant, though lamenting lovke of : Lucretia , when ſhee puniſhed in her (elfe 
\ anothersfaule : wherein hee paincerh nor Lxcretia, whom hee never ſaw, bur paine- 


'teth the omward beauticof ſuch a yereue, For theſe third bee they , which moſt 
properly docimirate toteach and delight : and to imitate, borow nothing of what 
18; hack beene, or ſball bee, bur range onely, reyned with learned diſcretion,into 
the dinine conſiderationof what may bee and ſhould bee. Theſe bee they that as 
the firſt and moſt noble fort, may iuſtly bee termed: Yates : ſo thee are wayred 
on in the excellenteſt languages and beſt vaderſtanding, with the fore-deſcribed 
name of Poers.For rheſc indeede doe meerely make to imitate, and imitate both to 
gdlighc and teach,agd delight romoue men to take that goodneſſe in hand , which 
without delight chey would flic as from aſtranger; and teach to make them __ 
"+5 Tr 2 that 
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that goodneſſe whereynto they arc mooued .: which being the nobleſt ſcope 
rowhich cuer any learning was direfted, yet wane there not idle rongues to barke 
at them. Theſc be ſubdiuided into fundry more ſpeciall denominations. Themoſt 
notable bee the Heroicke , Lyricke , Tragicke , Camicke , Satyricke, lambicke,Elegiacke, 
Paſtoral, and certawve others : ſome of theſe being tearmed according tothe marter 
they deale with , ſome by the ſort of yerle they liked beſt ro write in: for indeede 
the greateſt part of Pocts , hauc apparellcd their Poeticall inucntions , in that 
numbrous kinde of writing which is called Yerſe. Indeede bur Verle,be- 
ing bur an ornament, and no cauſe to Poerric, ſincerhere haue many moſt 
excellent Pocts that neucr yerſified, and now ſwarme many yerlifiers that necde ne- 
uer avſycre tothe name of —_ — _ imitateſo excellently as 
togiuc vs Ef fieiem inſti impery, the portraiture of aiuſt Empire, ynder the name 
of Tow AS gin oh of kim, made therein an abſolute heoical Poeme,. So did 
Heliodorus in his lugred inucation of that pidnre of loue inT heagenes and Chari- 
clea, and yet both theſe wrote-in Proſe : which I ſpeake to ſhew, that ir is nor 
ming and verling that maketh a Pocr, (no more then a long gowne maketh an 
yr. , who though hee pleaded in armour, ſhould bee an Aduocate and 
no Souldier : ) burir is that fayning notable images of yertues, vices , or what 
elſe , withthat delightfull teaching , which muſt bee the right deſcribing note to 
know a Poet by. Although indcedethe Senate of Poers haue choſen _ as their 
fitteſt rayment : meaning as in matter they paſſed all inall, ſo in manner to goe 
beyond rhem : not ſpeaking table-ralke faſhion , or like men in adreame, wordes 
as they chanccable fall from the mouth , bur peaſing each ſyllable of each word 
juſt proportion , according to thedignitic of the ſubie&. Now therefore ir 
not beeamiſle, firſt ro weigh rhis latter ſort of Poctrie by his workes, and then 
by his parrs ; and if 1n neicher of theſe Anatomics hee bee condemnable, I 
wee ſhall recciue a more fauourableſentence. This purifying of wit, this coriching 
of memoric , enabling of indgement,and inlarging of conceit ,which co 
wee call learning, vnder what name ſocuer it come forth, or to what immediate 
end ſocucr it bee dircefted, the finall end is, to leade anddraw vs to as high aper- 
fe&ion , as our degenerate ſoules, made worſe by their clay lodgings, can beeca- 
pable of. This according to the inclination of man , bred many dimpreſsi- 
ons : for ſomethar thought this felicitic principally ro bee gocren by knowledge, 
and no knowledge to bee ſo high or heauenly , as acquaintance with'the ſtarres 
gauc themſclucs ro 4 ſironomie : others periwading lucs to bee Dems 
if they knew the cauſes of things , became naturall- and ſupernaturall Phe 
phers. Some an admirabledclight drew to <Auſicke : and ſome the certaintie of 
demonſtration to the Hathematickes : butall,oneand other hauingthis ſcopeto 
" know, andby knowledgeto lift yp the mindefrom the dungeon of the bodice, to 
theenioying his owne dtuine effence. Burwhen by the of experience it 
was found, that the ©4ſirovomer looking to the ſtarres might fallinaditch:thar 
the enquiring Philoſopher might bee blinde in himſelfe :and the @Mathewatician 
might draw forth a {treight line with a crooked heart, Then loe did Proofe, the 
oucr-ulcr of opinions make manifeſt,thatall rheſeare butſeruing ſciences , which 
as they haucapriuate end in rhemſelues , ſo yerare they all direted tothe higheſt 
end of the miſtreſſe knowledge, by the Greekes dexirurmui , which ſands as T 
thinke inthe knowledge of a mans ſclfe, inthe Erhicke and Politickeconſiderati- 
on,with the cad of well daing,andnot of well knowing onely,Eutn as the Sadlers 
nextend is to make a good ſaddle, bur his further end, to ſerue a nobler facultie, 
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which is hocſemanſhip :{o: the horſemans to ſouldierie: and the fouldier not one- 
ly to haue the skill , bur roperforme the practiſc of aſouldicr. Sothat theending 
end: of all catthly learning, being vertuous aftion, thuſe skils that moſt ſerue 
to bring forth char, hauea moſt iuſt ricleto bee Princes oucrall the reſt .: where. 
in caſily wee canſhew , the Poet is worthy to hauc it before any other compe- 
titors : among whom priacipally ro challenge ic , ſtep forth the morall Philoſo. 
phers. Whom , methinkes., I fee comming towards me, with aſullen grauitie, (as 
though they could not abide vice by.day-light) rudely cloathed, for to witnelle our- 
ward) theircontempt of outward things, with bookes in their hands againſt glo- 
rie, wheretothey ſer their names: ſophiſtically ſpeaking agaiaſt ſabciltic, and an» 
griewith any man in whomthey ſee the foule fault of anger. Theſe men caſting 
'larges as they goc of definitions,diuiſions, and diſtin&ions , with a ſcornefull in- 
terrogatiue docſoberly aske , whether it be poſsible to finde any path ſo readie ro 
leadea man to yertue, asthat which tcacheth what yertuc is, and teacheth it nor 
onely by dcliucring forth bis very being, his cauſes and effefts, but alſo by ma- 
king knowne his enemie vice, which muſt bee deſtroyed , and his cumberſome ſer- 
uant PaGion,which muſt bee maſtered : by ſhewing the generalities that containe 
ir,andby the ſpecialities that arederiued trom ic. Laſtly, by plaine ſetting downe 
how it exreads'it ſelfe our of the limits of a mans owne little world, to the gouern- 
ment of familics, and maintayning of publike ſocictics. The Hiſtorian (carcely 
giues leafureto the <Horaliſt to ſay ſo much, but rhat he loaden with olde Mouſe. 
caten Records, aurhoriſing himlelfe for the moſt partypon other hiſtorics, whoſe 
greateſt authorities are built vpon the notable toundation of Heare-ſay , hauing 
much adoeto accord differing writers, & to picke truth out of partialitic; berter 
acquainted with a thouſand ycares agoe , then with the preſent age,and yet berter 
knowing how this world goes, then how his owne witrunnes; curious for Anti. 
quities , and inquiſitive of Nouelties,, a wonder to young folkes, and a Tyranc 
in table-ralke; denierh in a great chafe, that any:man for teaching of yertue,, and 
yertuousaQRions is compatable to him. 1am Teſts temporum , lux veritatis , vita 
memorie, magittra vite , nuncia vetuiatis, The Philoſopher , ſaith hee, teacheth a 
diſputariue vertue, bur I doe an aQtiue. His vertue is excellent in the. danger- 
e Academic of Plato: but mine ſhewerh forth her honourableface in the bat- 
tels of ©Murathon, Pharſalia, Poictiers ,and Agincourt. Hee teacherh vertue by 
ccrtaine abſtra& <7 woyneyyy” : Fpomr onely bid you og hn _ of chem 
thathauc gone before you. Old aged experience goeth beyond the fine witted 
Pphiloſo rh. gyrk baleacbe icnceof mad s. Laſtly, it hemakerhe ſong- 
booke, I put thelearnershand co the Lute,and if heebeethe guide, I am thelighr, 
Then would hee —_—_— ionumerable examples , confirming ſtorie by ſtories, 
how much the wiſeſt Senators and Princes haue beene direQed-by the credir of 
Hiſtoric,as Brutas,_4/phonſus of Aragon, (and wha nor if neede be?) Ar lengrh, 
the longline of their diſputation makes a pointin this,that the one giucrh the pre« 
cept,and the other the cxatnple, Now whom ſhall wee find, fiecerhe queſtion !iag- 
derh forthe @ ger) the ſchoole of learning, to bee moderator ? Truly as 
mee ſcemeth, the Poer ; and if nota moderator, cueit the man tharoughtto caric 
thetitle from them both : and much more fromall other ſeruing ſciences. Therefore 
compare wee the Poet wich the Hiſtorian , and with the morall Philoſopher : andif 
hce goe beyond them both , no other humane $kill can match him. For as fot the 
. Divine, withY reucrence he is cucr to bee excepted, not onely for having his rope 
as farre-beyond any of theſe, as —_— 7 a Moment : but wy for 
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paſing each of theſe in themſelues. And forthe Lawyer, though 1ws bee thedaughter 
of 1uſtice,the chicte of yertues ; yet becauſe he ſeckes to make men good, rather for- 
midine pens, then virtutis amore : or to lay night, doth not cadcuour rv make men 
ood,but that theircuill hurr not others, hauing no care ſo he be a good citizen, how 
Ph a man he be; Thercfore as our wickednefle maketh him canis, and necelſsi- 
tie makcth him honorablc, ſo is hee nor in the deepelt rruth to ſand in ranke with 
theſe, who all endeuor to rake naughrinelle away, and plant goodneſſe euen in the 
ſecreteſt cabinet of our ſoules : and thele foure areall that any way deale inthe con» 
ſideration of mens manners,which being rhe ſupreame knowledge, they thar beſt 
brecde it, deſeruc the beſt commendation, The Phrloſopher there the Hi#o+ 
ran arethcy which would win the goale, the one by precepr, the other cxample: 
but both, nor hauing both, doe both halce. For the Phzloſopber ſetting downe with 
chornic arguments thebarerule,is ſo hard of ytterance,and ſo myſtic to be concei- 
ued.that one that hath no other guide bur him, ſhall wade 1nhimtill hee bee old, 
beforehee ſhall finde ſuſficientcaule ro bee honeſt, For hisknowledge Randerhſo 
vponthe abſtra& and generall, that happic is that man who may yoderſtand him, 
and more happiethar can applic what hee dorh ynderſtand. On the other ide,the 
Hiſtorian wanting the precepg, is ſo tycd nor to what ſhould bee, buc to what is, to 
the particular truth of things , and not to che generall reaſon of thinges, that his 
example drawerh no neceſſaric. conſequence, and therefore alefle fruittull doctrine, 
Now doth the peereleſſe Pocrperforme both: for whatſocucr the ILION 
ſhould bee done, hee gives a perfe@&piftureof it by ſomeone, by whom he preſups» 
poſerh it was done,ſo as he couplerh the generall notion with the particularexam- 
ple. Aperfe& piure (I fay ) for hee yeeldeth ro the powers of the minde an 
image of that whercof the Philoſopher beſtoweth but a wordiſh Iption , 
which doth neicher ſtrike , pierce, norpolkſſe the (fight of che ſoule o much, as 
that other doth. For as in ourward things to a man thathad neucr ſcene an Ele 
phant, ot a Rhinoceros, whotſhould tdl him molt exquiſitely all their ſhape, co- 
lour, bigneſſe and parricular markes, or of a gorgeons palace in ; NR 
who declating the tul beauties, might well make the hearer able to as it were 
by roat all heheard,yer ſhould never ſatisfic his inward canceit, wich being witnefle 
ro it ſelfc of a true ling knowledge : bur the ſame man afloone as hee might ice 
thoſe beaſts well painted, or chat houſe well in modell , ſhould _ grow 
wichour netede of any deſcriptionto aiudiciall comprehending of rhem, fo ( no 

doubt ) che Philoſopher with fns learned definitions , bee itot yertues or vices 
marters of publike po!licie or private gonernement, repleniſheth the memorie 
with many infallible grounds of wiſcdome;, which nowi ng lyc darke 
before the imaginatiue and iudging power , if they bee noc illuminaced or. figu- 
red forth by the ſpeaking pitore of Poefie. Tully taketh\much paines,, and many 
t1mes not without Poericall helpes to make vs knowe theforce loucofourcoun- 
rrey hath in vs, Lec vs but heareolde _{nchiſes, ſprakingia the middeft of Troyes 
flames , or ſee Yliſſes in the fulnelle of all Calipſoes delighs , bewayle his abſence 
from batrainceand beggarly 1thaca. Anger (rhe Stoikes aid) was a {bort madneſſe; 
let but Sophocles bring you A4ax on a ftage, killing or whipping ſheepe and oxen; 
thinking them the Armic of Greekes, with their chicfraines ,and Afe- 
nelars : & tell me if you haue nota-more familiar infight ts finding 
in the ſchoolemen his Genws and Difference.

you diſcerne whatto follow. but by your owne diſcretion, which/you had with« 
outreading 2uintus Cartins? And whereas a man may lay, though in yniuerſall 
conſideration of doAtrine , the Poet preuaileth , yer: that the Hiſtoric iv bis 
Gyingſuch athing was done, doth warrant a man more in thar hee ſhall follow, 
The anſwereis manifeſt , that if hee ſtand yponthat was , as if hee ſhould £ 
beeauſc it rained yeſterday , therefore ir ſhould raine ra'day , then indeede hath ir 
ſome aduantage to a groſſeconccit. Butif hee know an example onely cnformes 
a.conieturcd likelihood , and ſo mY reaſon , the Poet doth lo farre exceede him, 
as hee is to frame hiscxample to that which is moſt realpnable, bee.it in warrelike, 
politike , or primate matters; where the Hiiorian in his bare, was , hath many times 
that which wee call fortune; to oucr-rule the beſt wiſedome. Many rimes hee muſt 
rell cuentsz whereof heecan yeclde no cate, orif hee doe, it.muſt bee poctically. 
Forthat a fained example hath asnuich forceto teach, as-a trucexample ( for as

vſurparion, T conclude therefore that hee excellerh hiſtorie,not onely 1n furniſbing 
the minde with knowledge, but 1n ſetting it forwatd to that which deſerues to bee 
called and accounted good : which ſerung forward and mouing to well-doing, 
indeede ſetteth the Laurell crowne vpon/ rhe Poets as vitorious, not onely of the 
_ » but ouer the Philoſopher , hdwſocuer in teaching, it may yn 
- For ſuppoſe it bee graunted , that which I ſuppoſe with great r may 
beedenicd, that the Philoſopher in tefpeR of his methodicall proceeding, teach more 
perteRly then the Poer, yer doeT chinke, that no man is ſo much q1topidort eas 
ro compare the Mm in moulby with the Poet, Andthar moving is of a 
higher degree then reaching ; it mayby his appeare, thar it is wellnigh both the 
caule and effe&'vf teaching: For who willbe taughe,if hebenot moued withdefite 
tobe caught? And what ſo minch $00d doth rhat reaching bring forth, (I ſpeakeſtill 
of morall d6Qtine )'as thar it moucth oheto doe that whichir doth teach ? For ag 
Ariſtotle laith;jit is not yore but Toafis muſt Bethe fruir:and how To&215 can be with= 
out being moved to praQiſe; it 15 Þ& hard matter to conſider. The Philoſopher 
ſhewerh youthe way), hee informeth ybu'of the parricularities, as well of thete- 
dioufnefſe of the way ; and'of rhepleafanclodging you ſhall hane when your jour. 
neyjs caded){/ag of the miatiy"by-<urnings that may diuert you from your way, 
- Bucthis is to i106 mari but'ro him thatwillreade him;8 reade him with actentiue 
ſtudious painefulneſſe, which conſtantdefire wholdeuer hath in him, hath alreadic 
pr thehatdocſſeofths way : and therefore is beholding to the Philoſopher, 
ar forthe ochiet halfe Nay trily keartitd men haut Jearnedly chought,thar where 
once reaſon harh ſo much oiict-taaſteted paſsion, as tharthe mindehath a free de- 
fire to doe well;;rhe inward liphe eh minde hath in it ſelfe, is as good as a Philoſo. 
phers booke, ſince in Narnitt wee wow 4 is well, rodoe well,and whar is well, and 
whar is euill,alrhough not'in'the wordsof Art which Philoſophers beſtow ypon vs: 
for our of naturall coticeit the Philoſophers drew it; but to bee moucd to doe that 
which wee know,or to bee moued with defire to know, Horopashic labor eft. Now 
therein of all Sciences (I ſpeakeſtill of humane, and according to the humane con- 
ceit) is our Port the Honarch. For heedorh not onely ſhe the way , bur gineth ſo 


{weete aproſpe& intothe way, as will-intice any'maf tocmterinto tr; he _ 
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dothas if your 10urney ſhould lye through a faire vineyard, at thevery firſt, give 
you acluſtcrof grapes,tharfull of that ralte,yourmay long to paſle further. He be- 
ginneth not with obſcuredefinirions , which, muſt blurreche margent with incer- 
pretations,and load the memory with doubtfulneſſe: bur he commeth ro you with 
wordes ſet indelightfull proportiop, citheraccompaniedwith , or prepared forthe 
well enchaunting sKill of H«ſicke,and with atale forloth hee commeth ynto you, 
withatale , which holdeth children fromplay , and old men from the Chimney 
corner ; and pretending no more,doth intend the winning of the minde from wic- 
kedneſſe to vertue;euen as the child is often brought to take moſt wholſome thiogs 
by hyding chem in ſuch other as have apleaſant taſte: which if one ſhould begin 
ro tell chem the nature of the «Alves or Rhabarbarum they ſhould teceiue,, would 
ſooner take their phylicke at their cares then at their mouth,ſo is it. in men (moſt of 
which are childiſh in the beſt things, cill they beecradledin their graues) glad they 
will be to heare therales of Hercwles, Achilles, Cyrus, Aeneas,and hearing them,muſt 
needes heare the righr deſcription of wiſedome, valure,. and iultice; which if they 
had bcene barely ( that is ro oy ROE out,they would lweare they be 
brought to ſchoole againe; that imitation whereof Poetry is, hath the moſt connec. 
niencie to nature of all other : in ſomuchrhatas ©Ari#otle faith., thole thi 
which in them(elues arc hornble , as cruell battels , ynnaturall monſters , are made 
jo poeticall imitation , delightfull. 'Truly 1 haue knowne men,that even with rca- 
ding _Amad:s de Gaule,which God knowes, wanteth much of a perfeR Poeſie,haue 
found their hearts moued to the exerciſe of curtelie, hiberalitic; and-cſpecially 
courage. Who readeth Meneas carying old Anchiſes on his backe, that wiſheth not 
it werehis fortune to performe ſo cxcellentaa At? Whom doe not choſe wardes 
of Turnus mouec,(the tale of Tarnus having planted his imagein the miggnntas ) 
fugientem hec terra videbit ? Y ſque adeone mort miſerum eſt 2 Where the Philoſophers 
(as they thinke ) ſcorneto delight ; fo muchyhey be content little ro moue Cine 
wrangling whether Yirtus be the chicfe 05, theonely good ; whether the contem- 
platiue or the atiuelitedo excell ; which Plato & Boerams well knew : and therefore 
made miſtreſle Philoſophie very often horyow the magking rayment pf Poeſie..For 
cucn thoſe hard hearced cuill men,who thinke yertue aſchoole name:and know no 
other good but indulgere genio, and therefore deſpiſe theauſtere admonitions of the 
Philoſopher,and tcelc not the inward reaſon they, ſtand ypon, yer will becootent ro 
be delighted, which is all che good fellow Poet {ecmes to promiſe, andifo ſteale ro 
ſee the tormeof goodneſſe,(which ſeene; they canntor bur loue,) crexxthemſelucs bee 
aware,as if they tooke a medicine of Gheries. Infiniteproofes of the ſtrange ef- 
fe&s of this Pocticall invention mighe beeallcaged: onely rwoſballſerue, which - 
arc ſo often remembred, as I thinke allrmenknow them .., The one of. cMencomus 
Aerippa,who, when the whole peoyle of Rowe had reſolutely. druided themſtlucs 
fromthe Senate, with apparant ſhew of vgterroine, thopghhee wereforchar rime 
an excellent Orator , came not among them ypon truſt either pf \bguratiue ſpee- 
ches,or cunning inlinuations,and much leſlewith farre fer cM aximeroet Phileſaphic, 
which cſpecially if they were Platonike,; they. malt hauc learned Geametrie before 
they could well haue conceiucd;; butforſooth, hee hehaueth himſelfe likea homely 
and familiar Poet, Heetelleth them a tale,char chere was a time \, when all the parts 
of thc bodie made a mutinous conſpiracig againſt the; belly , which. they thoughe 
deuoured the traites of each, others. Jabouri:they cancluded they. letfo-vn- 
profitable aſpender ſtarue. Inthe cnd ,tobee ſhort, for the tale is potorious, and 
as notorious that it was a tale, with puniſhing the belly they plagued them(clues ; 
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this. appli by him, he ſach cfieft ia the people, as. ncucr reade,that onely 
wordet farch; butthen, ſo fiddenaud fogoodan alteration : for ypon rea- 
ſacable:candis2ons, a paxtch xeeondiletnent enfued, The other is of Nathan the 
KU ST ey "HT 'Dauid hadio farre foxlaken God, as to confirme adul- 
rery: with aideiher,when hee was rodan the tendreſſ office of africnd,ia laying his 
owac tame! betorohis exen; fear by God to call againe ſe choſen a ſcruant, how 
doth heeiri7 buitby tellbigiat! a man whoſe beloved lambe was yogratcfully taken 
frbarhis bofatne. 'Theapplicacion:rhattdiuinely rue, bur the difcourle it (elfe fay- 
ned; which made Dauid'oLpoﬀakeof thaſecond & inftrumenall caulc)as ina glaſſe 
ſec-his owockietincite;avthar heaucnly Plalme dtimeccic well ceſtifiech. By theſe 
examplcs'and>reafons; I thinks it may b& manifeſt , that the Poet with

Burl am content var onely to decipher 
himby.his workes ( alchough workesin commendation and diſprayſe, muſt cuer 
holdahigb authoritic ).buemorenacrowly will examine his parcs, ſo that ( as in a 
man.) though altogether thay cary apreſence full of maicſtic and beauric,perchance

Sometimes yader the ptertic tales of VVolues and Sheepe, 
ear includeithe whole coofiderationsof wrong doing & patience; ſomerimes ſhew 
tharcomentioas for trifles; can get bur a trifling vicorie, where perchance a man 
may fce,thatcucn _ſlexander and Darint, when they ſtraue who ſhould be Cocke 
ofthis worlds:dunghill,chebenctic they got, was,tbar the afrer-liuers may ſay, Hec 
wemni  vittam frufire contendere Thirſim. Ex ills Coridon , Coridon eſt tempore 
xobi, Orisitithe lamenting Elegracke , which ina kinde heart would moue rather 
pirie then blaine, who bewaylerh with the great Philoſopher Heraclitus,the weake. 
nelle of mankindc,and the wrerchednefie of the world : who ſurely is to be praiſed 
tirherfor compaſsionate accompanying iuſt cauſes of lamentations,or for rightly 
var. our hoiw weake beethe paſs1ons of wotulneſſe ? Is it thebitter bur whole- 
lambicke,who rabbes the galled minde, making ſhame the Trumper of vil- 

lanie , withbold and open crying out againſt naughrineſſe ? Or the Satyricke, who 
Ownne vaſer witinmridents tangit amico;, who ſportingly neue leaucrh , till he make 
amanlaugh” ar follic ; andar length aſhamed; tolaugh ar himlſelfe ; which hee can- 
notauoide; without auoiding the folly? who while Circum precordia ludit,giueth 


vs to fecle how many hcadaches apalſsionare life bringeth ysto ?Who a 1s 
one, 
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done, Eft ſalubris animus fi nos non deficit aquus. No » 
whom naughtic Play-makers and ſtage-keepets, haue iuſtly made odious. To the 
arguments of abuſe, will after anſwer;onely thus much now isto beefaid, thatthe: 
Comedy is an imitation of the common crrors of our life,which hee cthin 
the moſt ridiculous and ſcornefull ſort that may be : ſoasit is i that any. 
behoulder can bee content to be ſuch a one; Now as in Geometrie, theoblique mutt 
be knowne as well as the right, and in _1rithmeticke the odde as well as the even, ſo: 
inthe a&1ons of our life, who ſeeth nor the filthineſle of euill, wanterh a great foyle' 
to perceiue the beauticof yertue. This doth the Comcedic handle ſo in our priuate: 
and domeſticall matters, as with hearing ir, wee get as it were an experience whati 
is tobe looked for of a niggardly Demea,of a craftic Daaw;of a flattering Gnatho,of; 
ayain-glorious Thraſo : and not onely to know whar effets are Sequel bur 
to know who be ſuch, by the rag fn. the ent, And 
licle reaſon hath any man to ſay, that men {carne the cuill by ſeeing irſoſet our, 
ſince as I ſaid before, there is no man liuing , but by the force hath in na» 
rure, no ſooner ſeeth theſe men play their parts, but wiſheth them in Piſtrinum, al+ 
though perchance the ſacke of his owne faults lieſo behinde his backe,that he ſcerh 
not himſelfe ro dance the ſame meaſure : wherero yer nothing can more open 
cycs,then to ſee hisowne ations contemptibly ſer forth. So that the right vie of 
Comadie will, I thinke,by no bodic be blamed ; and much leſſe of thehigh and cx- 
cellent Tragedie, that opencth the greateſt wounds , and ſhewerh forth the 7icers 
that are couered withT ſve , that maketh Kings feare ro bee Tyrants, and Tyrants 
manifeſt their tyrannicall humors, that with ſturring the effeQs of Admiration and 
Commiſeration,teacheth the vncertainty of this worid,8 vpon how weake founda- 
tions guilden roofes are builded: that maketh vs know, 2%; ſceptra ſeuus duro impe-- 
rioregit, Timet timentes,metus in authorem redit. Buthow much it can moue, Ple- 
tarch yeeldeth a notableteſtimonie of the abhominable Tyrant Alexander Pher exc, 
from whoſecyes aT _ well made and repreſented, drew abundance of tearcs, 
who withour all pitic had murthered infinite numbers,& ſomeof his ownebloud: 
ſo as hee that was not aſhamed to make matters for Tragedies , yer could notrelift 
the ſweete violence of a Tragedie . And if itwrought no furrher good in him, it 
was , that hee in deſpite of himſelfe, withdrew himſelfe from hearkening to that 
which might mollifichis hardned hearr. Bit it is not theTragediethey doc millike: 
for it were too abſurde to caſt our ſoexcellent a ration of whatſoever is 
moſtworthy to bce learned. Ir isthe Zyricke that moſt diſpleaſeth, who with his 
runcd Lyre, & well accorded yoice, giuerh prayſc,the of yerrue,ro vertuous 
atts ? who giueth morall pgs and naturall Problems, who ſometimerayſeth 
his yoyceto the height of the heauens, infinging thelaudes ofthe immorrall God? 
Cerrainely I muſt confeſſe mine owne barbarouſneſle ; I never heard theold 
of Percie & Douzlas,that I found not my heart moued morethen witha T | 
and yet it is ſung but by ſome blinde Crowder, withno ro yoyce, then rude 
ſtile : which being ſo cuill apparcllced in the duſt and Cobweb of that yaciuill 
age, what would it worke,trimmed in the gorgeouscloquence of Pindare? In Hun- 
aric I haue ſcene in the manner of all feaſtes and other ſuch like mectings,to haue 
ongs of their anceſtors yalure, which that right ſouldierhke nation, thinke oneof 
thechicfeſt kindlers of braue courage. The incomparable Lacedemonians did not 
onely carriethar kinde of M«ſicke cucr withthem tothe field ; bur cuen at home, as 
ſuch ſongs were made, ſo were they all content to bee fingers of them : when the 
luſtie men were to ell what they did, the olde men whatthey hauedone, andthe

OE engng Gods Commandementro leauc Dido, thoughnor 
only all paſsioriare kindnefſe;bu even the Hutmaneconliderarion of yertuous grate. 
fulnefle would hauecraued _ of - cara in ſtormes, how in ſports , how-in 
warts, how in peacet;how a fugitiae, how vitorious, howbclicged, bow belieging, 
how to much how to Allies, how ro etemies; howro his owne. Laſtly, bare

For it Oratio,next to Rateo., S nextto Reaſon, -bec 
rhe greateſt gift beſtowed ypon Mortalitte , that cannot xe proyieielle whichdorh 
moſt poliſh that bleſsing of ſpeech ; which conſidereth each word, not onely as 
a man may lay by his forciblequalitie , but by his'beſt meaſured quannitic: carying 
eucn in themſcluesa Harmonie ; without perchaunce number, mcaſure, order,pto- 
portion bee-in our time growne odious. But lay aſide the iuſt peoyle it hath, by be- 
mg theonely fic ſpeech for Muſicke, ( Muſicke I ay, themolt divine ſtrikerof the 
ſenſes. ) Thus much is vndoubtedly true, that if reading bee fooliſh without re- 
membring, Memory being the onely treaſure of knowledge , thoſe wordes which

indeede-:'bur it'doth as they ſay , Burpetere' principiuns. For if ir bee, as I affirme, 
that.nolcarning isſo good yas thapwhich teacherhhand moueth to yerrue, and thar 
none can borkreachagd moue thereto ſo much as-Poeſie,then is the concluſion 
manifeſt ; that inke and paper camnor beero amore; proficable purpoſe vaplopal, 
And certainely though a man ſhould graunt cheirfirſt aſſumption , ir ſhould fol 
{methinke}) very vowillingly;that good is aor good, becauſe better is beteer. Bur T 
ſtill and vrrerlydeny ;thar there isfprung our ot carch a more frumtull knowledge. 
Tothe ſecondrherefore; that they ſhould bee theiprincipall lyces, I anſwere Para- 
doxically, but cruely, I chinketruely 7 thar of all wricers vnder the Sunne,the Poet ig 
theleaſtlyer:: and thoughſhe would, as a Poet,can{carcely be alyer. The on 
mer with his couſin the Geomerrician ran WO wer they rake y ro 
meaſurcthe height of the'ſtarres;: How often thinke you doe the Phyſptiens lye, 
whenthey auctre things ppod for ficknelles, which afterwards ſend Charor a great 
number of'ſoulcs in a potion, before they cometo his Ferry ? And noleſſe 
of the reſt, which rake ypon them to affirme. Now for the Poer, hee nothing athir= 
mcth,andchereforeneucr lyeth : for asI take ir,ro lic, isroaffirme thar to beerrue, 
which is falſe. So as the CArtiftes, & eſpecially the Hitorian affirming many 
things,can intheclowdicknowledge of. mankinde , hardly cſcape from many lyes. 
Bur the Poet as I ſaid before, neucraffirmeth , the Poet neuer waketh any Circles 
about your imagination,to coniureyou to beleeue for true, what hewriteth-: he ci- 
tcth not authoritics of other hiſtories, -but cuen'for his carrie, calleth che fweere 
Muſes to inſpire into him a good inuention. In troth notlabouriog to tell you whar 
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js, or is nor, but wharfbould, or ſbauld notbde Andtheedforethough hire vecount 
thiogs not true, yetbecaule heeellethihein natforrwe; be hycch tiott:zwichourwen 
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climed. Alas Loue, L would thow;couldeſt ax wealldefend thy (elfe, as thou canſt . 
offend others : I would choſe. on wham thewdoclt attend, could cither pur thee 
away,or yceld gaod iceafon why they keepe thee, But grayiit lone of beautie to bee 
' a beaſtly fault, although irbceverie hard, ince onely man; and no beaſt hath that 
gift ro difcerne beautic, graune that Joucly, name of loue:radeſcrue all harefull 
reproches,alchougheven fomtof my maſters the Philoſapheys ſpent a-good deale 
of their Lampoylc io {crting forth4he excellencieof.it,grauncIſay,what they wilf 
hauc graunted, tharnot oncly loue, bur luſt; but vanitie;; bur if they liſt ſcurilitie 
polleſle many leanes af 'rho Ports bookes, yet thinked,,whyn this is graunted, they 
will findetheirſentence may with good: maners put the laſt wordes formoſt ; and 
not ſay, that Poetricabulcth manz wit, burubat mans wit /abuſceth. Foerrice.. Bork 
will not deny , *but that mans wit may make #eefie,whichſbould be anavi,which 
ſome learned haue defined figuring forth good things;to:be qailas1wi, whichdoth 
contrarywilenfe&t rhefancie with ynworthy abicdes, asrhe Painter ſbould giue 
to theeyecither ſome excellent perſpeftiue,or ſome fine Picture fit for building of 
fortification,or contayning in it ome notable exaraple,as Abraham Gacrificing his 
ſonne Iſaack, Iudith killing Halofernes, David fighting with Gatliec,rody leaue thoſe, 
&plcaſean ill pleaſed cyc with wanton ſhewes- of betterhidden matters. But what, 
thall the abule of a thing, make theright vic odious? Nay truly:though I yeeld thas 
Poeſie may notone'y bee abuſed, but that beingabuſed; bythe reaſon of his ſweere 
chacming force,it cando more hurtthen any other armic of words, yer ſhall = ſo 
arte 
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farrefrom concluding, that the abuſe ſhould giue reproch ro theabuled , that con- 
rrariewiſc, itis a good reaſon, that whatſocuer being abuſed , doth much harme, 
being rightly vſed ( and yponthe righr vſe, cach thing recciues his title) doch 
prac: | good. Doe weenotſee skill of Phylicke the beſt rampier toour often afſaul- 
ted bodies, bcing abuſed, teach poylon the moſt ;yiolent deſtroyer ? Dorh nor 
knowledge of Law , whoſe end is tocucn and right all thinges, being abuſed 
row the crooked foſterer of horrible iniuries ? Doth nor (to gocin the higheſt ) 
s word abuſed breede herelic, and his name abuſed , become blaſphe- 
mic? Truly a Needle cannotdoc much hurt , and as truly ( with leaue of Ladies 
bee irſpoken ) itcannot doe much good. With a fword thou mayelt kill rhy Fa- 
ther,and with a ſword thou mayeſt defend thy Prince and Countrey : ſothar, as 
in theircalling Poets, fathers of lycs , they faid nothing , fo in this their argu- 
ment of abule , they prouethe commendation . They alledge herewith, thar be- 
fore Poets began to bee in price, our Nation had«et Sette delight vpon 
ation , and not imagination, rather doing things worthy ro bee written, then wri. 
ting things fit to bedone. What that before time was, I thinke ſcarcely Sphinx can 
tell : ſince no memory is ſo ancient, that hath not the precedence of Poerrie. And 
certaine itis, that in our plaineſt homelincſle, yet neuer was the £4160» Nation 
without Poetrie. Marry this argument, though ir be leuelled againſt Poetry , yeris it 
indecd a chain-ſhotagainſtalllcarning or bookiſhneſle, as they commonly termeir, 
Offuch mindewere certaine G&hes,ot whom it is written,that having in the; poile 
of a famous citie, taken a faire Library,one hangman belike fir toexecure the truirs 
of their wits, whohad murthercd a great number of bodics, would hane ſet fire in it. 
No ſaid another very graucly,rake Reed what youdo, for while they are buſie about 
thoſe toyes, we ſhall with more leiſure conquer their countries. This indeede 15 the 
ordinary doQrine of 1gnorance, and many words ſometimes I hauc heard ſpent in 
it: but becauſe this reaſon is generally againſt all learning, as well as Poetry,or rather 
all learning bur Poetrie , becauſe it were too large adigrelsion to handle it, or at leaſt 
r00 uous , fince it is manifeſt rhat'all gouernement of afion is tobee gorren 
by knowledge, and krowledge beſt, by gathering many knowledges, which is rea- 
ding ;I nay with Horace, to him that is ofthat opinion, Iubeo ſtultum eſſe libenter 
for as for Poetry it ſelfe,itis the freeſt from chis obicion: for Poetry isthe Compa- 
nion of Camps. I dare ynderrake,07lands farioſo,or honeſt king _1rthare, will ne- 
ucrdilpleafe a ſouldier : bur the quidditie of Ens and prima materia, will hardly a- 
gree with a Corſelet. And therefore as Ifaid inthe bativaing, euen T wrkes and 
T artares,are delighted with Poets. Homer a Greeke flouriſhed, before Greece flouriſhed: 
and if to a flight coniefture, a conieture may bee oppoſed , truly ir may ſecme, 
that as by him heir learned 'men tooke almoſt their firlt light of knowledge , ſo 
their ative men recciued their firſt morions 'of courage. Onely Alexanders cx- 
ample may ſcrue , who by Plutarch is accounted of ſuch yertue , that fortune was 
not his guide, but his fooreſtoole , whoſe Atesſpeake for him , though Plutarch 
<1d not : indeed the Phenix of warrclike Princes. This Alexander,lefthis Schools 
maſter living _Uriſtotle behinde him, bur tooke dead Homer with him. Heepur the 
Philoſopher Calſthenes ro death , for his ſeeming Philoſophicall, indeede muri- 
nous ſtubbornneſie : but the chicferhing he was cuer heard ro wiſh for,was,that H0- 
merhad beene aliuc. Hee well found hereceiucd more brauery of minde by thepar: 
terne of Lehiller, then by hearing the definition of fortitude. And thereforeit Ca- 
t0-milliked Fuluins for carrying Ennis with him to the field, it may bee anſwered, 
thatif Cato milliked ir,the noble Fulnius liked ir,or clfche had nor done it, for it was 
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not theexcellent Cato Yticenſis, whole authoritieT would much more have reueren- 
ced: bur is was the former,in truth a bitter puniſher of faults, but elſc a man that had 
neuer ſacrificed ro the Graces. He miſliked 8 cried our againſt all Greeke learning, 8 
yet being foureſcore yeares olde, began tolearncit, belike fearing that Plntoynder- 
ſtood not Latine:Indeede the Romane lawes allowed no perſon to bee caried ro the 
wars,buthe that was in the ſouldicrs role.,And therfore thogh Cato miſliked his vn- 
maſtred perſon,he miſliked norhiswork. And it he had ScyproNaſice(iudged by co- 
mon conſent the beſt Roman?) loued him: both the other Scipio brothers, who had 
by their yertucs no leſs ſurnames then of Aſia & Africk,fo loued him, that they cau« 
ſed his body to beburicd in their ſepulture.So as Cates authority being but againſt 
his perſon, & that anſwered with ſo far greater the himlelf,is herein of no coking 
But now indeed my burthen is grear, that P/ato his name is layd vpon me,whom I 
muſt confeſſe of all Philoſophers,l haue cuer eſteemed moſt wonhy of reverence; 8 
with good reaſon, fince of all Philoſophers he is the molt Poeticall: yer if he will defile 
the fountaine out of which his flowing ſtreames have procceded,lertys boldly exa- 
mine with what rcaſon hee did it. Firſt truly a man might malictouſly obicR, thar 
Plato being a Philoſopher was a natural encmie of Poets, For indeed after the Philoſs- 
hers had picked our of the (weet myſterics of Poetry,therightdiſcerning true poims 
of knowledge,they forthwith = it 12 method, & making a ſchool Art of thar 
whichthe Poets did onely reach by a divine delightfulnefle, beginning to ſpurne ac 
their guides, like vngratct ul prennices, were nor coregt toſcr yp ſhopfor themtclues, 
bur ſought by all meanes to diſcredit their maſters: which by the force of delighr 
being barred them, rhe leſſe they could ouerthrow them,themore they hated chem, 
For indeed they found, for Homer ſcucncitics ſtraue who ſhould hauc him for their 
Citizen, where many citics banithed Philoſophers, as nor fir members to live among 
them. For onely repeating cettaine of Euripides verſes, many Athenians had their 
lives ſaued of the Syracuſars,where the Athemians themſelues thought many Philo- 
ſophers yaworthy to liuc. Certaine Poets,as Simonides,8 Pindarm, had ſo prevailed 
with Hzero the firſt, that of a tyrant they made hima1uſt king:where Plato could do 
ſo little with Dzonyſius,that hee humſclte of a Philoſopher, was madea flaue. Bur who 
ſhould dothus,I confcſſe ſhould requite the obietions made againſt Poers,with like 
cauillations againſt PLiloſophers: as ikewite,one ſhould do that ſhould bid one reade 
Phedrus or Sympoſium in Plato,or the diſcourle of louc in Platarchand ſee whether 
any Poet doauthoriſc abhominablefilthineſle as they do. Againe aman wt A 
out of what comon-wealth Platodoth baniſh them,in ſooth,thencewhere heehim- 
ſelfe allowerh communitie of women.Soas belike this baniſhmenr grew nor forct- 

f:minat wantonnes,fincelitle ſhaulg poetical Sonnets be hurtful, when a man mi 
haue what woman he liſted. Bur I honour Philoſophicall inſtruftions,& bleflethe 
wits which bred them : ſo as they be not abuſed, which is likewiſe tretched to Poe- 
try. Saint Paul himlſclfe ſers a watch-word vpon Philoſephic, indeed vpontheabuſe, 
So doth Plato vpon the abuſe, not vpon Poetry.Plato found fault that the Poets of his 
rime,fild the world with wrong opinions of the gods, making light tales of that yy 
ſporred eſſence; 8 therfore would not hauethe youth depraucd with (ach opinions: 
herein may much by ſaid ; letthus ſuffice. The Poets did not induce ſuch opinions; 
but did imitate thoſe opinions already induced. For all the Greeke tories can well re- 
ſifie,tharthe very religion of that rime,ſtood ypon many, & many taſnoned gods: 
not taught ſo by Poets,but followed according to their nature of imitation. VVho 
liſt may reade in Plutarch, the diſcourſes of 1/s & 0ſiris, of the cauſe why Oractes 
ccaſſed,of the diuine preuidence,8 ſeewhcther the T heologie of that uation ſtoode 
not 
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not ſuch dreames which the Poets 1ndecd{Cuperititiouſly obſerued;& truly fince 
forked noe che light of Chriſt,did much berter in ir _ Phuloſepbers who ſha” 
king off ſuperſtition, brought in 4:beiſme. Plata therefore whole authoritie I had 
much cather juſtly coaſtruc then vniuſtly reſiſt, meant not in. generall of Poers , in 
thoſe wards of which «/ims Scaliger ſaith; 2aaeanthorirate bakers | quidam a1guein- 
fipids ebuti velnt ad Portas t Republica exigeudos, But oncly meant todriveout tho 
wrong opinions of the Deitie: whereef now wuhout further aw,Cbri/tianity hath 
taken away all the hurtfull belcefe, perchance as he thought, nouriſhed by then cee- 
med Poets, And a man need goeno further theno Plats himſelfe to know his mea; 
ning: who in his Dialogue called {on,giuerh high, & rightly diuine commendations 
vnto Poetry. So as Plato baniſhing the abuſe, not che thing, not baniſhiog it, bur gi- 
uing due honour to it,ſball be out Pacron,8 norour advcifatie. For indeede,] had 
rather , ſince truely I may doe it, ſhew their miſtaking: of !Plazo , vnder whole 
Lyons skinae they would make an Afſe-like braying againſt Peeſie,then goeabour 
toouerthrow his authority , whom the wiſera man is,the more iuſt caule hee ſhall 
finde to hauc in admiration: eſpecially fince he actributeth vnta Poeſiemorexhen my 
ſelfe doe; namcly to bee a very inſpiring of aduvine force, farte abouc mans wit, as 
inthe forenamed Dialogue is apparant. Of theother fide, who would ſhaw theho- 
nours haue beene by che belt ſorr of iudgemencsgrauarcd thein, a wholefca ot ex- 
_ would preſenrrhemſclues; Alexanders,Cefars,Sciproes, alltauourctsaf pers: 
&s, callcd the Romane Secrates himſcife a Poet ; fo as part of {{eautontimeronne.. 

no# in Terence, was ſuppoſed to bee made by him. And cnen the. Grerbe Sotyates, 
whom Apolly confirmed to be the onely wiſe man, isfaid to haue ſpent part bthis old 
eimein putring Eſopes Fables into Verſes, And therefore full enill ſhould ir become 
his holler Plare:es put fuch words in his maſters mouth agaiaſt Poets. Bur what 
needs more ? Ariitotle writes the Arte of Poefie : and why,if itſhould norbe wrica 
ren ? Plutarch teacheth the vie ro be gathered of them : and how;if- they ſhould noc 

bee read? And who reades Plutarches eyther Hiſtoric or Phrloſophie;Ohall finde hee 

crimmethborh their garments with guardes of Poeſie. Bur I norliſt to defend Poeſie 

with che:helpe of his vaderling He ___ et it ſuffice ro hane ſhowed, it is 

afic ſoile focprayſe ro dwell vypon: and whar diprayſe may ſer _ ir,is eyther cafis 

ly oucrcome,or transformed into iuſt commendations.So that the excellencics 

of it may beclo cafily and fo iuſtly confirmed, and the low creeping obicRions ſo 

ſoone trodden downe,it not being an Arte of lyes,but. of truedodrine; not of cffes 

minatcneſle; but of notable ſtirring of courage ; not of abuſing mans wic,but of 

ſtrengchning mans wit 4 not baniſhed, but honoured by Plats, let vs rather plant 

more sforto ingarland the Poetr heades(which honour of being Laureare, 

as beſides them onely triumphant Capraines were, is a ſufficicat authoritieto ſhew 

che price thaponges to be held in) then ſufter the illfauoured breath of ſuch wrong 

ſpeakers once to blow vponthe cleare —__ Poefie. Bur fince I haue riinne (0 

hong a Carreirin this matter, mce thinkes before I giue my penne a full toppe, ir 

ſhall bee bura little more loſt ume, to'inquirewhy England che motherof excellent 

mindes ſhould-bee growne fo hard a ſtepmother to Poets, who certainely in wit 

ought to paſſe all others, ſince all onely proccedes from their wit, being indeede ma- 

kers of themſelues,notrakers of ochers.. How can I but cxclaime,. Muſa mihi cauſes \ 

wermors quo numine leſs. Sweete Porſit that hath anciencly had Kings, Emperours, 

Setiators, great Capraines, ſuch as beſides 2 thouſands others, Danid, _drian So 

phacles, Germanicus, not onely to fauour Poets,burtto bee Poets : and of our neerer, 
times, can preſent for her Patrons, a Robert King of Sicill, the great King Fraunces 
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of Fraunce, King Iames of Scotland, ſuch Cardinals as Bembus, and Bibiena, ſuch 
famous preachers and reachers,as Bezs and Melanchthon, ſo learned Philoſophers, as 
Fracaitorius, and Scaligey , ſo great Orators,as Pontanws, and cMuretus,ſo piercing 
wits, as George Buchanan ;{o graue Counſellours, as beſides many, but before all, 
that Hoſþitall of France; then whom I rhinke that Realmencuer brought forth a 
more accompliſhed iudgement,more firmely builded = vertue : I ſay thdewith 
numbers of others, nor onely to reade others Poeſies, but to Poetiſe for others rea- 
ding ; that Poeſie rhus embraced in all other places ſhould onely finde in our time a 
hard welcome in England , I thinke the very carth laments it, and therefore deckes 
our ſoile with fewer Laurels then it was accuſtomed. For heretofore , Poers haue 
in England alſo flouriſbed:andwhich isto be noted,cuen in thoſe times whenthe 
Trumperof Aars did ſound lowdeſt. And now that an ouer faint quictnelle ſhould 
ſceme to ſtrow the houſe for Poets , they are almoſt in as good tion , as the 
e Montebanckes at Venice. Traly cuen thar,as of the onefide ut gi =” ptayſe to 
Poefie ; which like Venus ( but to better purpoſe) had rather be troubled in thener 
with <Aars, then cnioy the homely quiet Yalcan : So ſerucs ir for a peece of a 
rcaſon, why they are leſſe gratefull ro idle England, which now can ſcarce cnduer 
thepaine of apenne. Vpon this neceſſarily followeth, that baſe men with ſeruile 
wits yndcrtake it , who thinke it enough it they can bec rewarded of the Printer: 
and ſo as Epaminonda is ſaid with thehonour of his yertue to haue madean office, 
by his excrctfing it , which before was contemptible , ro become ——_— : 
ſo thele men no more bur ſetting their names ro it, by their ownediſgracefulneſle, 
_ the moſt gracefull Poeſie.” For now as if all the uſes were got with child, 
ro bring forth baſtard Poets : without any commiſsion they doe poſt ouer the 
banks of Helicon,till they make the Readers more wearie then poſt-horſes ; while 
inthe meanerime, they ues meliore luto finxit precordia Titan , ate better content 
ro ſupprefſe rhe out-flowings of their wit,then by publiſhing them , to bee accoun- 
red Knights of the ſame order. ButT, that before cuer I durſt aſpire ynto the dig« 
nitic, am admitted into the company of the Paper-blurrers , doc tindethevery truc 
cauſc of our wanting cſtimation is want of deſert, taking vpon ys tobce Poets in 
deſpite of Pallzs . Now wherein wee want deſert , were athanke-worthy labour 
rocxprefle. Bur if 1 knew, I ſhould haucmended my ſelfe: butas I neuerdefired the 
title, ſohaue I negle&ed the meanes to comeby it, onely ouer-maſtered by ſome 
' thoughts, Iycelded aninkie tribute yntothem, Mary they that delight in Poeſie 
ir fas , ſhould ſecke to knowe what they doe: and how they doe lally looke 
themſelues in an yoflattering of reaſon , if they bee inclinable yoto it. For 
Poeſie muſt not be drawne by the cares, ir muſt begently led , or rather it mult lead, 
which was partly the cauſerhat madethe ancient learned atfirme, it was adiuine 
pifc and no humane kill, ſince all other knowledges lye readic for any that haue 
rengthof wit : A Poct no induſtric can make , if his owne Genius bee not carrycd 
into it. Andrherefore is an olde Prouctbe, Orator fit, Poeta naſcitar. Yer con- 
feſſc alwayes, that as the [fertileſt ground muſt bee manured, ſo muſt the higheſt 
flying wit haue a Dedalus to guide him- That Dedalus they lay bothin this and 
in other, hath three wings to bearc ir (elfe yp into the ayre of due commendation: 
thatis, Arte , Imitation and Exerciſe . But theſe neither Artificiall Rules, nor. 
imitariuc patternes , wee much comber-our ſclues withall. Exerciſe indeede wee

rable moralirie, which itdoth molt d-lightfully teach, and ſoubraine the very end 
of Peeſbe: Yer inxruth gt is very defeQuous inthe circumlitances, which grieues me, 
becauſe ir-mighr not remaine as an cxaQ modell of all Tragedies. Fot it is faulne 
both in placeandtime , the ewo neceſſarie companions of all corporall ations. For 
where the ſtage (hould alway. repreſent bur one place; and the vieermoſt timepre- 
fappoſcd in ir, ſhould b: both by C2-1torter precept , artd common reafon, but one 
day; thete is both-many dayes and many phaces, jnartificially iriagined, Bur if ir be 
fo in Gerboducke, how much moreinalithereſt 7 where you ſhall hauc _4 ſia of che 
one (ide, and A&friche of the othet,and fo! many other yndcr-kiagdomes, thar'the 
Player when her-comes in; mylt ever begin with telling whete hee1s,or elſe che rake 
wilt not beeconcciued, Now ſhall you hauc chree Ladies walke td gather flowers, 
and chen wee mt beleceue the ſtage ro bee a/ garden; *By and by weeheare newes of 
ipwrackein thefame place;then wee aretoo blame if wee accept it not for a rocke. 
Vpon the backeof that comes outa hidious monſter with fire and (moke,and then 
the miſerable beholders are-bound ro rake it for a cate: while itt the meane time 
ewo/armics flic in , repreſented with foure fwordes and bucklets, and chen what 
hard hearr witt nor recciue rt tor a pitched field ?

Bur they will ſay , how then ſhall wee ſer forth a ſtorie, which containes 
both many places , and many. times ? :And;doethey.nor know that a Tragedic 1s 
rycd tothe lawesof Poeſic , and not of Hiſtorie : not bound to follow the ſtorie, 
bur hauing libertio. cyrher to fayne a quirevew marter, of tofrathetheHiſtorie to 
the moſttragicall conuenieacic > Againe mapy.thinges may be told; which 
becſhewed : if they knowe thedifterence b&wixe reporting andxepreſenting,' As 
for example , I may ſpcake though I am hae, of Pere; and in ſpeech digeeſſe from 
. that,-to the deſcription of Galecs? ; bur'in ation 1;cannot- it withoug 
Pacolets horſe, And ſo wastkemanner-the auncients tooke , by:{dme' Nortine 
to recount thinges done in former time or. other. place... Laſtly , it they will repre- 
ſcent an Hiſtoric , they muſt not, (as Horace aith ) begingbevgbut they maſt come 
ro the principallpoint of that one ation which they will repreſent,/ By example 
this will bee beſt expreſſed .. 1-haue aſtorie, of young Poliderws , deliuered for ſafe- 
ties (ake with great riches by his father Priamws , to Polimneiter king: of Thrace,in 
the Troien wayetime. Heeatrer ſome yeares , hearingof the overthrow of Pria- 
ws , for to make thetreafure his owne', murthereth the childe; the-bodic of the 
childe is taken vp , Hecuba, ſhee the fame day finderh 3 ſlight to bee reuenged moſt, 
cruelly of the Tyrant. Where now would oneof our Tragcdie-writters begin, 
but with the deliuerie of the childe ? Then ſhauld onefaile ouer into 7brace, and fo, 
ſpend I know not how many yearcs , and trauell numbers of places. But where 
doth Evripides ? even with the finding of-cthe bodice, the reſt leaving to bee told by, 
the ſpicit of Polydorus. This needes no further to bee enlarged, the dulleſt wit 
may conceciue 1. But beſides theſe groſſe ablurditics', how all their Playcs: bee 
neither right Tragedics , nor right Comedics, mingling Kings and Clownes, 
not becauſe the marter ſo caricth it, but thruſt in the Clowne by head and 
ſhoulders to play apart in Maieſticall matters , wich neyther decencie- nor diſ- 
cretion : ſo as neyther the admiration and commileration , nor the righc ſport- 
fulneſſeis by their mongrell Tragicomedie obtained. I know 4pulciis did (omes 
what ſo, bur that is a thing recounted with ſpace of time, not repreſented inone 
moment : and I know the Ancients haue one or twoexamples of Tragicome- 

dies , as Plautis hath Amphitrio.But if we marke them well, we ſhall finde 
neuer or vety daintily match horne-pipes and funcralles. So falleth icout , that 
haviog indeede no right Comedic in that Comicall part of our Tragedic,wehaue 
nothing but ſcurrilitic vaworthy of any chaſtecares,or ſome extreme ſhew of dol- 
tiſkneſle, indeede fir to lift vp alowd laughter and nothingelſe : where the whole 
tra of a Comedie ſhould be full of delight,asthe Tragedie , ſhould be ſtill main» 
rained in a well raiſed admiration. Burour Comedients thinke there is no delight 
without laughter, which isveric wrong: for though laughter may come withde« 
light,yercommeth it not of delight, as though _ ſhould be the cauſeof laugh- 
ter : bur well may onething breede bothtogerher, Nay in 7 ry Th Sy 
it werea kind of contrarictie : For delight wee ſcarcely doe, but in things that have 
a conucniencie to our ſelucs, orto the generall nature, Laughteralmoſt cuer come 
mcrh of things moſt diſproportioned to our (clues & nature. Delight hath a ioy im 
it cyther permanentor preſear. Laughterhath only a ſcornefull tickling. Fot exams 
ple, wee are rauiſhed withdclight to ſee, a faire woman, and yer arcfarre from be- 
ing moucd to laughter. Wee laugh at deformed creatures , win certainely wee 
cannot 
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cannot delight, Vee light in go6d chatices:ee laugh at miſchances., Weede* 
light to heare the ſe of 'oht friends and Coutirreyat which heewere wor- 
thy to be laughed at that 'would lavgh': weſhall cotietarity fomerimes laighta finda, 
matter quire miſtaken, 8goe downe the hull agaioſtthe byai;inthemouthof ſome. 
fuch men; as'for the tefpe&t of then, one ſhalt bee harnly ſoric hee 'cannatechode;

able, whictare rather to bee piried then ſcorned; For what is iizro make talkes gape 
at awretched' begger., and a beggotly Clowne: or againſt law of hal; e;t0; 
teſt ar ſtraiigers, becauſerhey ſpeake notEngliſh ſo well as we'do?what da we lcarn; 
ſince it i$eerraine, Nil habet infalix paupertas dutime in ſe, Anim quodridicules ho- 
mines facit: Bur rather a bufic loving Courticr, and a hearr-letiechrearmag /7hraſo, 
a ſelfe-wiſeſeeming Schoolemaſter;' a wry transformed Trauiler : theſe it wee law 
walke inſtage names, which wee play naturally;therein were delightfull laughter, 
and reaching delightfalneſle, as inthe other the Tragedies of: Buchanai doe tuſtly, 
bring fortha divine admiration. But have lauifhcd our too; many wordes of this 
play-martrer;; I doe it, becaule as they are — parts of Poeſie, (0 is there noneſo 
much vled in Saglans. none can be mote pirifully abuſed: which like ao voman-. 
nerly daughter,ſhewing a bad education, cauſerh her morher Poeſies honeftieto bee 
called in queltion.Orher forts of Poetry almoſthaue wenone;bur thar Lyrical kinde, 
of ſongs and Sonnets, which, Lord,if he gaue vs fo good mindes, how well it mighe 
beemployed,and with how heaueoly frunes, bothprinare 8&publike,in-fiogingrche 
prayſes of the immorrall beautie,the immorrallgoogneſſe ofthar God, who guieth 
vs hands to write,and wits to conceiue : of whichweo might well wantwotds,but 
neuer martet« of whichwee could turne our eyes/to __ but wee fhould ever 
have new budding oceaſions. Bur truly many of :ſach writings as come; ypder the 
banner of ynreſiſtable loue, if I were a miſtrefſe, would neuer perſwade-mee they 
wete inloue: ſo coldly they apply fiety ſpecches,as men that hadrarher read Jouers 
writings, 8ſo _ yp certaine {welling phraſes, which hangrogether,like a man 
that one told mee thewind was ar. Notrhweſt and by Sourh, becauſe hee would bee 
ſure to namewinds enow, then that in truth they feele thoſepaſsions , which cafily 
as I chinke,may be bewrayed by that ſame forcibleneſſe or Energia ( as the Greekes 
call ir)of the writer.Bur let this be a ſufficient,chough ſhort. note, that wee mile the 
right yſe of the'marteriall point of Pozſie. Now forthe outlideot it,which iswotds, 
or(as | may termeit)Ds#20n,it is cucn well worſe: ſo is that hony.fowing matron 
Eloquence,apparelled,or rather diſguiſed in a curtiſan-like painted afteation. One

wenit, ins infenatum went , O&'e, Indeede inflagaed, with-a,well grounded rape, hee 
would haurhis wordes (as it were)double out ot hismouth,& ſodothat cite 
whidtwes fee men incholer doe naturally. Andwehaying noced the grace-of thoſe 
words halethem in ſomerimts to; a fawmiliarEpiſtle, when.it wereroo much choler 
to beeccholecick; How well ſtore of Similiter Cadenſes doth ſound wich the grauirie 
of the Pulpit, I would not inuoke Demoſthencsfoule to tell, who with arare dain» 
ricieſſe: them. Truly they haucmadere,thioke of the.Sophiſter, thag with roo 
muchſubriltie would prouc two gges three,& though hemught be counted a $0- 
phifter had none for hisabour. So theſc men. bringing in ſuchakinde of el 
well may they: abraine-an opinionef alerming finendfle, bu perlyadefew., which 
ſhould be the end of their fincnes, Now for limilitudes in certain printed diſcourſes 
I thinkall Herberiſts,all ſtories of beaſts, fowles, 8 fiſhes are rifled vp,tharthey may. 
come in multitudes ta wait vpon any of our caticeits, which certainly is as;abſurda 
ſurfer to the earcs as is poſſible. For:the force of aſimilitude not being roproue any 
rhing to a contrary dilputer, but encly ro cxplainetoa is. when that 1s 
done,the reſt is a moſt edious pratling, rather ouer-ſwaying the memory from the 
purpolewhereto they were applied;then any whit enforming the iud talrca- 
dy cither ſatisficd,or by ſimilitudesnot robe ſatisfied, For my part, I do.not doubr, 
when Antonius and Craſſus, the great forefathers of Cirtyayncloquence,the one(as 
Cicero teſtifieth of them)pretended not to know Art, the ather norto ſer by it ( be- 
cau{c with aplaineſenſiblencſlgctheyimight win.cxedir of popular cares, which cre+ 
ditc is the neereſt ſtep to perlwaſion, which pexlwaſion 18 the chicke marke of Ora- 
tory) I doc notdoubr , I ſay, butthat they yied theſe knackes yery ſparingly,which 
who dot generally yic, any man may ſce,doth daunce to his owne mulicke,and ſo 
to be noted by theaudience,morecarteull toſpeake curiouſlyrhen truly. Vndoub- 
tedly(atleaſt ro my opinion yndoybtedly)hauc found in diuers ſmall learned cour- 
ticrs a more ſound ſtrle;chen in ſome poſleliors of learning of which I can ghefle no 
other cauſe, bur chatthe courtier following that, which by praftile hee findeth fir- 
teſt ro narure,therein(though he knew it not)dath according to Artthough not by 
Arte:-where the ocher vſing Arte to ſhew Arte,and not hide Art (as inthele caſes he 
ſhould doe) flyeth from nature,and.indeede abuſeth Arte, Bucwhat ? me thinkes I 
deſcruero beepounded for ſtraying from Poetry to Oratorit ;.bur both haueſuch an 
affinitie in the wordiſh conſideration,that Ithipk thisdigreſsion will make my mca- 
ning receiuc the fuller vaderſtanding : which isnot to take ypon me to teach Poets 
how they ſhould doe,bur onely finding my ſelfe ſicke among'thereſt, ro ſhew ſome 
oneortwo ſpots of the common:itafeion growne among the molt partof writers, 
that acknowledging our {clues ſomewhat awry,we may: bend to thexight-vſe both 
of matter and manner. Wherero oirlanguage giuerh ys greac occaſion , being ne 
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deedrapable of any excellent exerciſing of it. 1knowſeme willlay it is a mingjed 
langmage: and why notlo muck the bettcr;taking theboſt of bothithe other ? Ano 
chet will ſay,it waurerh Grammer, Nay rrucly irharh- chat praiſe, thar it wang not 
Grammer ; forGrathmer irtmight haue;but necds « nor;berng ſocaficin ir ſelfe,and 
ſo void.of rhole comberſomedifferences of Caſes, Genderi, Moods & Tenſes,which i 
thinkwas a yieceof the cowerof Baby/onscarle, that a man ſhouldbepur to ſchoole 
rolexrtie his mother tongue. Bur for thevnering fweeardy EI theconceir 
of the mind, which ische end of ſpeech,rharhath ir equally with any ocher tongue 
in cheworld : art particularly happy in compoſitions of two or three words to- 
gether,necte the Greck, farre beyond the Latine , whith is one of the greareſt beau- 
ries can b* ina langwage, Now'of verfifying;thereatetwofſorts,the one ancient, the 
other moderne : rhe ancient marked theQuaoritic of each ſyilable,and accordingto 
that framed his verſe : entre ares = br number,with ſome regard ot the 
accent; the chief&hfe of ir Ttanderh in that like foundingofthe words, which we call 
Ryme, 'Whetherof cheſe be the more exccliem, beare mauy tpecches, the 
ancieft no doubt mote fic for Muficke,hoch words & tiene obferuing rtic,and 
more kit {inely tucxprefſe diners paſtionsby-rhe low'oe loftie ſound of the well- 
weighted ſyllable: The ſarrer [kewiſe with fivrime frrikerh a certainemutick rothe 
eate: & in fine floce it doth deliphe; thoweh by anoctrerway,- it obrainethrhe ſame 
rpoſe,there being; ineyther (weeeneſſe/& wanting in'tether Maicltic.

The Duch 
ſo of the other {ide with Conſonants,rhar they cannor yeeld theſiweet(liding, fir for 
a verſe. The French inhis wholelanguage hatch not one word thar hath his acceat in 
the laſt ſyllable ſauingrwo, called Antepenultima; and little more hath the Spaniſh , 
and cherefore verie graceleſly may they vie Dadtiles. The Enyliſhis (ubic to none of 
theſe deteAts. Now for Rime,though we doe nor obſeruequanticie, yer we obſeruc 
the accent very preciſely, which other languages cicher cannot doe, oft will nor doe 
ſo abſolutely.

js full of vercuc, breeding delightfulneſle, 8 void of no gift that ought to be in the 
noble name of learning,fince the blames laid againſt ic are cither falſe or feeble, ſince 
the cauſe why it is noteſteemed in England,is the faulc of Poer-apes,nor Poets. Since 
laſtly,our tongue is moſt fir to honour Poeſie , & to be honoured by Poeſie, I coniure 
you all that haue had thecuill lucke to reade this inke-waſting roy of mine,cuen in 
thenameof the nine Muſes, no more to ſcorne the ſacred myiteries of Poeſie - no 
moreto laugh at the name of Poets, as though chey were next inheritors to tooles ; 
no moreto ielt at the reuerenttitle of a Rimer,bur to belecue with 4riforle,thatthey 
werethe auncieat Treaſurers of the Grecians diuinity;to beleeve with Bembes,thar 
they were firſt bringers in ofall ciuility: ro belecue with Scaliger,that no Philoſophers 
X x precepts 
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precepts can ſooner make you an honeſt man, then thereading of Yirgili ro belecue 
with Clauſerus,the Tranſlator of Cornutws,that it pleaſed the heavenly deitie by Ze. 
fiod & Homer, yader the yaile of Fables xo giue vsall knowledge, Logiche, Rheroriche, 
Philoſophy naturall and morall, and 2jd now ? 'T'o belecue with me , that there are 
many myſteries contained 1n Poetry, which of purpoſe werewritten darkely,leaſt by 
profane wits irſhould beabuſed :! to beleeue with Landin , that they are ſo beloued 
of the gods,that whatſocuer they write;procceds out of a diuineſurie.
